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INTRODUCTION 


DESCRIPTION or GERMANY. 


8. I. F the many charts extant of Germany, that by Homann publiſhed in 
() the year 1741, and methodically illuminated according to Schatz's 
principles: with the large charts executed on four ſheets by E:ſenſchmid, and 
publiſhed alſo by Homann, are the moſt uſeful. But of how little ſervice 
theſe and all the other charts hitherto extant of Germany are, will a 
pear upon a ſtricter enquiry into their intrinſic value, from the excellent 
Mappa critica Germanie, executed with unſpeakable labour by profeſſor 
Mayer, and publiſhed in 1750, by Homann's heirs. In conſequence of 
which we hitherto know the true fituation and diſtance of. about twenty 
places only, and Germany is, by the old geographers, extended about a 
whole degree too far to the eaſt. It is therefore much to be wiſhed, for 


the honour and benefit of Germany, that the patriotic propoſal of the Coſ- 


mographical Society may be happily carried into execution; according to 
which each ſtate of the Empire thould ſuffer a Cabinet-Atlas to be 
taken of their territory by the German Surveying-office, which is under 
this name incorporated with the Coſmographical Society, and then permit 
a general chart to be engraved therefrom, which might be afterwards 
uſed for executing a chart of all Germany. But as it would require above 
half a century before a new and complete Atlas of Germany could be 
formed, even were the execution of this excellent and laudable propofal 
ſet about immediately, we muſt, in the mean time, content ourſelves with 

Homann's neweſt Atlas of Germany, which notwithſtanding all its imperfec- 
tions, is the beſt and moſt complete, nay, the only work of its kind. It 
contains all the charts of Germany which Homann has publiſhed from 
the firſt till the end of the year 1752, the number of which amounts 
to one hundred and twenty-five. The charts from the year 1753, are 
collected for a new volume. In deſcribing each particular ſtate of the 
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Empire I ſhall refer to this magnificent Atlas, and point out on what chart 
each is repreſented. The above-mentioned chart of Mayer is the eighth 
therein. | 4 | 

8 2. In conſequence of this chart of profeſſer Mayer, Germany, taken 
in a geographical ſenſe, lies in its utmoſt extent between 45 degrees 4 
minutes and 54 degrees 40 minutes of north latitude ; and in longitude 
between 23 degrees 30 minutes and 36 degrees 52 minutes. Con- 


ſequently, according to this determination, its greateſt extent from North 


to South contains one hundred and forty-four German miles ; and from 
Faſt to Weſt one hundred and thirty-one. As repreſented on Haſe's great 


chart of Europe, Germany is at moſt 11236 ſquare miles; and thus at 


leaſt 1000 ſquare miles larger than Prance, and all the countries united 
therewith. To the north it is bounded by the Eider and Baltic, to the eaſt 
by Poliſb Pruſſia, Poland, and Hungary, taken in its largeſt fenſe ; to the 
ſouth by the gulf of Venice, aby, and Switzerland; and to the weſt by 
France, the United Provinces, and the Northern or German Sea. 


$. 3. In a geographical ſenſe, the Empire has not one and the fame - 


extent with Germany: For on the one hand its dominion and ſovereignty 
is variouſly limited, and fince the peace of Meſiphalia, much has been 


' ceded to France, the United Provinces, and Pruffja. But on the other 


hand, excluſive of Germany, as taken in a geographical ſenſe, are ſome other 
States of the Empire, of which more below, F. 37, 44. The limits of the 
Empire are in ſome meaſure uncertain ; for to the ſouth lie different States 
of waich it is difficult to fay whether they really belong to the States of the 
Empire; and to the weſt, diſputes have ariſen with France and the United 
Provinces concerning limits. | 
F. 4. The Empire is differently denominated as well by Germans them- 
ſelves as by others. It is called the Reich, in Latin Regnum, by way of 
eminence *, as alſo the German Reich, in Latin Regnum Germanicum. 


The appellation of Germany, is ſeldom uſed now-a-days any where but in 


the title of the Emperor and Elector of Meniz. The Roman Reich or 


Kaiſertum, in Latin Imperium Romanum, is a name which belongs not 


properly to the German Reich: For the Roman Kaiſertum and the German 
Reich are, indeed, inſeparably connected, but yet in and of themſelves 
mean quite diſtinct things. Whence it came to be called the Sacred Reich 
or Sacrum imperium, is uncertain; it enjoys, however, this name as quite 
appropriated or peculiar to it. It is alſo called the Holy Roman Reich, 
or Sacrum Romanum Imperium ; the Roman German Reich, or Imperium 
Romano-Germanicum; the Roman Reich of the German nation, and the 
Hely Roman Reich of the German nation, in Latin Sacrum Imperium Ro- 
mano-Germanicum. 1 5 | 

Care muſt be taken not to confound this appellation with another of the ſame import. 


The Saxons, in common diſcourſe, uſually ſtile that part of the Empire which conſiſts of 
Franconia, Suabia and the Rhine, the Reich by way of eminence, | | 
§. 5. Though 
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& 5. Though Germany in general enjoys a temperate air, yet with reſpect 
to its warmth, purity, agreeableneſs and healthfulneſs we find and obſerve 
a great difference in it. This proceeds not only from the foutherly or 
northerly ſituation, from the proximity and diſtance of the ſea, but alſo 
from the difference of the bottom or foil. The champaign or level parts 
enjoy a different air from the mountainous; and the deep, moiſt, and 
marthy places feel a different from the more elevated dry and fandy. 
Hence alſo the produce of the fields, gardens, and trees ripen in an ob- 
ſervable difference of time. Joh. Bernh. von Fiſcher in his diſſertation de 
Senio maintains, that of all the Eurofeans the Germans are the longeſt lived. 

$. 6. In Germany are many mountains, and in ſome parts whole chains 
of them. Bohemia is principally environed with hills, and ſeparated in 
particular from Szlefia by the Rzeſengebirge, The range of mountains 
which parts Sie and Moravza, is ſtill more conſiderable. In the very 
heart of S /e are alſo many large mountains. Lower Luſatia is more 
level than the Upper. The countries in the circle of Auſtria are moſtly 
mountainous, in Carniola in particular the high mountain called the Birn- 
baumer-wald is very famous. Upper and Lower Bavaria are, for the moſt 
part, champaign countries ; but the Upper Palatinate has many mountainous 
and hilly tracts in it, and the biſhopric of Saltsburg is alſo very moun- 
tainous. Franconia has within it, as well as on the borders, many moun- 
tains, but of theſe the Fichtelberg is the principal. In Suabia are large 


ranges of mountains, together with many ſingle ones and hills. The Al and 
 Schwarzwald in the territory of Wurtenberg delerve particular notice. In 


the countries of the circle of the Upper Rhine are large mountains, and 


among theſe in particular the Waſgcw and Yogolberg. The countries of the 


circle of the Lower Rhine, are allo furniſhed with ranges of mountains and 
ſingle ones; more particularly the electorate of Cologn, in which begins 
the high Rheingebirge. In the countries of the circle of Veſiphalia are alſo 
ſome tracts which are very mountainous. In Lower Saxony the Hartz is 
famous; but there are likewiſe ſeveral diſtricts there without any mountains. 
In Upper Saxony are very mountainous tracts, and alſo champaign lands: 


the Miſuian, Obergebirge, and Ertzgebirge are moſt deſerving of notice. 


The higheſt mountains in Germany, as the Brocken, are only 4 500 feet high. 
In ancient times Germany was a very woody country, and even to this 
day is in general abundantly provided with uſeful woods; but thele are 


daily growing thinner, and many countries already feel a great want of 


timber both for building and fuel. They uſe, however, in part turf, and 
inſtead of the latter ſtone-coal. Of the large woods here the moſt noted 
and conſiderable are the great Bohemian wood, the Speſſart, which lies 
principally in the circle of Franconia, the Schwariz-wald, Hartz-wwald, 
and Tburingerwald. The German woods yield oak, beech, pine, white 
and red fir, alder, aſh, birch, lime-tree, aſp, or black poplar, larch,

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| plane-tree, &c. Franconia, and in particular the territory of Bamberg, 
0 viel ls abundance of liquorice, and the Lower Palatinate and the Berg- 
4 #traſze whole woods of cheſtnut- trees, together with many olive- trees, and 
among theſe a great number of nut or walnut trees. For the cultivation 
of filk in ſome parts great numbers of white mulberry-trees are nouriſhed. 
The woods here of oak and beech afford excellent maſt for ſwine ; there 4 
Ih is alſo much rage prepared, and in the pine and fir woods pitch and F

| [ | charcoals are here and there made. In ſeveral of the mountains are 4 
| i | remarkable caverns and natural grottos, ſuch as in Carniola near Adelſberg, 1 
Lurg, St. Maria Magdalena, and near St. Servulo, in which all manner 1 
of rare and curious figures of Stalactites are found. In the Margraviate | 

of Bayreuth are alſo ſeveral remarkable cavities, as alſo in the dutchy of 3 

 Wurtenberg, where the Nebellocb and Eraloch are particularly obſervable 2 


on account of the Stalactites or drop- ſtone met with there. Not far from 
Blankenburg is the celebrated hole of Bauman, in which many rare figures 
of drop- ſtones are alſo found. _ | | | 

$. 7. In Germany are many ſmall and great rivers, many of which are

navigable. The principal of thoſe which are wholly navigable are the 1

1. The Donau, or Danube, in Latin the Danubius, which, from the 3 

part where it quits Germany, was formerly called the er. This river riſes in A 

Suabia, and, according to the vulgar opinion, in the little town of Done/- 47 

chinge in the territory of Furſtenberg. It is certain, indeed, that of the T7 

water which runs below Doneſchinge, and which is called the Donau, the 1 

greater part flows from the territory of Murtenberg into the little rivers of 9 

Briege and Breege : but the rivulet coming from Doneſchinge has long been YJ 

in poſſeſſion of the name of Donau. Above Ulm, where the river ler 1 

falls into the Donau or Danube, it becomes navigable. Below Donawerth $ 

it receives the Lech, which comes from Tyrol ; below Dectendorf the river 2 

Jer which riſes alſo in Yyrel near Paſſau; the Inn which iſſues from the 4 

country of the Griſsns; and at Ens the Eus which takes its ſource in 1 

the archbiſhopric of Saltzburg, together with other rivers. Half a mile 38 

below Grein in Upper Auſtria, not far from St. Nicholas's chapel, is a # 

whirl-pool and vortex in it; the paſſage of which is difficult on account 1 

of the many rocks under water there, but which, when the ſtream is low, 33 

appear above. This vortex is dangerous, as its draught is directed down- I 

wards ; fo that both ſmall and great ſhipping, which are too heavy laden, 1 

may fink in it. When the river is high this whirl-pool is ſafeſt, for 3 

then the water runs off a great ſpace above the rocks, but the ſtream 4 

is at that time more violent and rapid as it boils and runs ſtronger, and 3 

its extent is larger. This danger too is at that time heightened moreover, 1 

0 by a counter current, which joins it to the right, from what is called YN 

| the Loch, which is a narrow paſſage winding round the rocks, and at 0

low water quite dry; but if the water riſes, ſmaller veſſels may there paſs 


through, and thus eſcape the vortex. To the right of the whirl-pool, another 


ſmaller branch of the Donau goes round for ſmall craft to paſs on it, 
which is called the He/zgang, and is navigable at high water. If the 
ſtream below the whirlpool is quite ſtill at that time a perſon may paſs with- 
out danger as well by it as in it: but even then the paſſage is the more 
difficult near the whirl-pool, on account of the projecting rocks and a 
flenger ought to have a ſkilful and ſober pilot. Below the town of Haim- 
2 the Donau quits Auſtria and Germany and enters Hungary. Its 
further courſe I have deſcribed Vol. I. p. 5. This river is one of the few large 
rivers, which run from welt to eaſt. The hauſen in Latin Antaceus, which 
is the largeſt river-fiſh, and in Rygia, on account of its white colour, called 
Beluga, is taken in this river. f | = 
2. The Rhein or Rhine, in Latin Rheinus, receives its ſource in the count 
of the Grifons in Swiſſerland, from two principal ſprings : The one of theſe 
lies in the St. Gotthardsberge, forming there what is called the Vorderrbein, 
the other in the Vogelsberge, where ſeveral ſmall waters collect themſelves, and 
make what is called the Hinterrhein, which falls into the defile of Rufeln over 
ſteep rocks and cliffs. Excluſive of this water-fall are ſeveral others. Near 
Reichenau it unites with the FVorderrbein. At the town of Chur or Corre the 
united Rhein becomes navigable. Below Rheineck it falls into the Badenſce, 


or lake of Conſtance, out of which it iſſues again at Comftance, but runs 


directly a ſecond time through a part thereof, which is called the Zellerſee. 
Below Schaffhauſen, at the caſtle of Laufen, is a fall or caſcade, about 


forty ells high, after which it receives the Thur and Aar. At Laufen- 


burg it has again a fall, and Baſel is the laſt Swiſs town, which it waſhes. 
At Manheim it receives the navigable river of Neckar, which riſes in the 
dutchy of Wurtenberg and at Mentz, the Mayne. Till its arrival at this place 
it is called the Oberrhein, but from there receives the appellation of 


Neiderrhein. Below Bingen it runs through what is called the Bingerloch, 


being a dangerous paſs for ſhipping. At Goarſbauſen is a whirlpool on it, 


called the Werb and Bank. At Oberlabnſtein it receives the Labn or Lohn ; 
and at Coblentz the navigable Meoſe!, which riſes in the Y/aſgau mountains, 


and falls with ſuch violence and rapidity into the Rhine, that the waters of 
both rivers are diſtinguiſhable for a conſiderable diſtance. At Duisberg the 


Reer runs into the Nine; and at Weſel, the Lippe. At the Schenkenſchanze 


it enters the united provinces ; in the deſcription of which laſt, its courſe 
ſhall be farther traced. | 

Among the fiſh in which this river greatly abounds the moſt remarkable 
are the ſalmon, which are beſt at Baſel; the ſturgeon ; two ſorts of lampreys ; 


the prickly pike, the Rhine carp; and the barbel, or red beard. That the 


rivulets, running down from the Alps into the Rhine, convey to it among the 


ſand particles of gold, has been mentioned in Vol. II. under the article Aſace,

where I have alſo taken notice of the cryſtal, which is found in the Rebin. 
Here it only remains to hint, that in the upper Bailiwicł of Germerſheim 
in this Palatinate the greateſt quantity and beſt ſort of gold is waſhed out 
of the ſand of the Rhine. 

. The Mayn, in Latin Moenus, has a double ſource, the one in 
the Margraviate of Bayreuth, at Gottesfeld, giving rife to what is called 
the red Mayn, which receives its name from the red loam, through which 
it runs, and which alſo colours its water ; whereas, that which is called 
the white Mayn, taking its name from the white rivulet which runs into 
it, and iſſues from the Fichtelſce, which is on the Fichtelberg, both of them 
uniting together below Culmbach. The Mayn thus united receives the rivers 
Regniz, Saal, Tauber and Kinzig diſcharging itſelf at Mentz into the 
* Rhine. Its waters are generally muddy and loamy, but very rich in fiſh, 
yielding large carp, pike, trout and many others of the finny kind, and 
ſometimes alſo ſturgeon, with two ſorts of ſtrange fiſh. T0 
4. The Ele in Latin Albis, and in the Bohemian language Labe, takes its 
riſe in Bohemia, in the circle of K9n:ggratz, on the borders of Szlefia in 
the Rieſengebirge: at Melnik receives the Moldau, and above Leutmeritz the 
Eger, which riſes on the Fichtelberg in Franconia. From Bobemia the 
Ebbe enters the circle of Upper Saxony, in which not far from Deſſau 


it receives the Mulde, and above Barby the navigable Saale. After this it 


runs through the circle of Lower Saxony; not far from Halveberg receives 
the Havel; and below Winſen, the Imenau : then dividing itſelf into many 
branches, above and in the neighbourhood of Hamburg forms many 
iflands and afterwards a very broad ſtream. Below Gluck/tadt at Werwelſ- 
fiet, it receives the deep and navigable Sor; below Brunsbuttel becomes 
ftill wider and at length loſes itſelf in the German or North-ſea. If 
It is to be remarked in particular of the Elbe, that its ebb and flood from 


the North ſea extends about twenty-two miles into it; ſo that in this 


whole diſtrict at the time of flood, which continues for about five hours, 
the natural courſe of the ſtream into the ſea is not at all obſervable, - How 


near the largeſt merchant ſhips with their full lading may reach to 


Hamburg, depends for the moſt part ſolely on the ſtrength or weakneſs of 


the flood, according as it is affected by the wind. In a ftrong weft wind 


and high flood, laden ſhips of tolerable burden may reach quite to Ham- 
Fung, but at low water, the heavy laden ſhips, in particular, muſt lie at 
anchor about a mile below it, in order to be lightened there, partly by 
other middling ſhips, called lighters; and partly by ſmaller ones, called 
Evers and Prames. But when lightened, the largeſt of them may be 
brought into the very harbour of Hamburg. Above Hamburg, however, 
ſcarce any but flat bottomed veſſels are uſed for the farther conveyance of 
merchandiſe up the river. What variety of. apparatus has been made for 
facilitating and ſecuring the navigation of the Eibe, will be treated of more 

largely 
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largely under the article, Hamburg. With reſpect to the reſt, we find in 
their calendars a monthly regiſter of the ſeveral forts of fiſh, which are 
taken in the Elbe; among which in particular are the ſalmon, ſturgeon, 
carp, roach, bream, and alander, with many others of good flavour. The 
ebb and flood alfo are there marked down, the beginning of which differs 
daily about an hour. | 

5. The Oder, or Ader, in Latin the Odera, and Viadrus, riſes in Moravia, 
in the circle of Olmutz, between Bautſch and Span, not far from Hof, at 
Ratibor, begins to be navigable, and after traverſing Sileſia, and receiving 
below Croſſen the Bober and Neiſſe, enters the marquiſate of Brandenburg; 
were it receives alſo the arte; but out of it in Pomerania pours itſelf into the 
Great Haf, and out of that into the Baltic. In this river are many fand- 
banks, which interrupt its further navigation. Among its fiſh are ſalmon 
and ſturgeon. | 

6. The Weſer, in Latin Viſugis, riſes out of both the rivers, Werra and 
Fulda, the latter of which has its fource in Francona on the borders of 
Coburg, but the former in thoſe of Fulda. Both unite at Munden in the 
principality of Calenberg, and are then called the Meſer : but this is no 
new appellation, but of the ſame ſignification with Werra, as being only con- 
tracted from the former. Having received the Aller in the dutchy of 
Verden, and the Wumme in the dutchy of Bremen, it ſpreads greatly and 


falls into the Northern or German-ſea. Large ſhips with their lading can- 


not come quite up to Bremen but muſt leave their burden at Brake or 


Elsfleth. which he between three or four miles below the town, and all 


attempts for deepening the Meſer have hitherto miſcarried. This river 


abounds alſo in fiſh. 2 


$. 8. We have already treated in Vol. I. p. 59, 60, of the Baltic, and German- 


ſea, together with the Gulf of Venice, on which Germany borders. There 


are alſo great and ſmall inland lakes in Germany; among which the followin

are the moſt remarkable, vg. The Boden- ſee, alſo called the lake of 


Conſtance and Bregenz, or the German-lake, lying between Suabia and 
Swwiſſerland; the Chiemſee or the lake of Bavaria; th 
dutchy of Carniola, Hi ſo much to be conſidered on account of its bigneſs, as 
for its waters which run off and on in an extraordinary manner; the ſweet 
and ſalt Seeburg-lake in the county of Mansfeld; the great and ſmall freſh 
Haf in Pomerania; ſome lakes of Mecklenburg, and the Dammer-ſce or lake, 
in the county of Diepholz. | 

§. 9. Germany, taken in general, is a bleſſed and happy country, being 
either richly or ſufficiently provided with all the necetiaries and conve- 
niencies of. life. Its foil, indeed, is not every where equally fertile, and 


no ſmall part of it but of moderate fruitfulneſs. What is wanting, however, 


in one place is made up by the ſuperfluity of another; and Germany is even 
able to furniſh other countries with its products and commodities. Its 


agriculture alſo is every day improving, and thus it is rendred more 
Vor.

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fertile, rich and beautiful. It yields all kinds of grain in plenty, ſuch as 
rye, wheat, Turky-wheat, ſpelt, barley, oats, peaſe, beans, vetches, len- 
tils, chiches, millet, and buck-wheat, and is even capable of exporting a good 
deal thereof. In it likewiſe manna is found. The Germans cultivate 
hemp, flax, hops, aniſe, cummin, tobacco, madder, woad, ſaffron, car- 
thamus, or baſtard ſaffron, calmus or acorns, &c. It produces alſo truffles 
and potatoes, with a variety of excellent garden and pot herbs. Of uſeful 
and wholeſome plants here we find many different kinds. We enjoy like- 
wite all forts of common, French and ITalian fruits, ſuch as apples, pears, 
cherries, plumbs, cheſtnuts, almonds, olives, medlars, figs, peaches, apricocks 
oranges, lemons, citrons, and as filberts alſo; nuts of Zell and walnuts. 
Germany produces wine, which vies with, nay ſurpaſſes the French and 
Hungarian wines. Of this the beſt fort grows in the circle of the /wer 
Rhine, and conſtitutes the ſeveral ſpecies of Rhenz/h wine (of which that 
of Rhingau is the nobleſt in all Germany) and the Maſel wines. The 
Franconian, Neckar, Kecher and Muſcadel wines are alſo excellent. We 
have likewiſe a red and paliſh wine. In Atria too grows an excellent 
wine. The wines of Bobemia, Moravia, and Lower Luſatia (among which 
the red wine of Guben is the principal) and thoſe of Upper Saxony, are not 
ſo valuable as the foregoing. In Auſtria, in the circle of Bavaria, and the 
electorate of Mentz, in Heſſe, the Wetterau, in Suabia in the circles of 
Upper and Lower Saxony, and in the circle of Weſtphalia, are falt-ſprings 
and boiling fountains. The nurture of bees is not without its importance. 
The bringing up cattle is alſo very conſiderable and of great benefit to the 
Germans, inſomuch that the number of horſes, oxen, cows, theep, goats 
and ſwine is here incredibly great. The marſh lands in the dutchy of 
Holſlein, the principality of Eaft-Friefland, and the dutchy of Bremen, 
&c. afford cheeſe and butter of the beſt kind and in the greateſt plenty. 
Of tame fowl here we have poultry, turkies, pigeons, geeſe and ducks. 
Excluſive of theſe too we have the ſtork, ſfoon-bill, wild-gooſe and wild- 
duck, together with ſwans, buſtards, pheaſants, wood-cocks, partridges, 
urogallu's or grouſe, ſnipes, larks, field-fares, ortolans, quails and other 
birds, as alſo the falcon, heron, hawk, &c. The*Thaſe and hunting 
grounds in Germany are numerous and fine, abounding in deer, roes, boars, 
hares and rabbits. In Srteyermark and Carniola, but particularly in Tyrol 
and Salizburg are chamois and wild goats. We meet here alſo with 
bears, wolves, linxes, foxes, wild-cats, badgers, martens, cricetus, &c. 
Nay in Moravia a ſpecies of leopards and beavers are found. The nume- 
cous rivers, brooks, lakes and ponds in Germany abound in various and fine 
forts of fiſh yielding ſturgeons, ſhads, ſalmons, pikes, carps, trouts, lam- 
preys, pearch, roach, barbel or red beard, jacks, eel-pouts, eels, and many 
other ſpecies; as alſo crabs; not to mention the great variety of ſea-fiſh, 
which are celebrated by thoſe who live on the ſea-coaſt. 

$. 10. The mineral kingdom here is likewiſe conſiderable. Of the 
ſpecies of earths found in Germany, I ſhall only mention the various forts 
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GERMANY 


of coloured earths, ſuch as clays, ſealed earths, (which are found in 


Bohemia, Sileſia, Luſatia, the dutchy of Wurtenberg, and the circle of 


the Upper Rhine, porcelain earths (among which that of Miſnia is the 
molt excellent) and fripoli. Of the ſpecies of ſtones I ſhall take notice 
only of the many ſpecies of marbles, of one colour or variegated, the 


alabaſter, ſhiver, and fand-ſtone ; together with the many ſpecies of agate, 


ſuch as the cornelian, chalcedony, onyx, jaſper, laful-ſtone, and jaſponix, 
with the various ſpecies of cryſtals and precious ſtones, ſuch as diamonds 
and rubies, which are found in Bohemia and Sileſia, ſapphires, topazes, 
emeralds, chryſolites, amethyſts, granates, hyacinths, turquois and carbuncles. 
Of the ſpecies of ore here I ſhall enumerate only vitirol, alum, falt-petre, 
ſal-gem and ſpring- ſalt, together with the middle or neutral falt, as that 
of Sedlitz, Egra, &c. petroleum, ſtone-coals, black amber, found in the 
dutchy of Wurtenberg, ſulphur, quickfilver, and alſo virgin filver in Car- 
niola, cinnabar, arſenick, cobolt, particularly that of Schneeberg, antimony, 
biſmuth, calamy, and mock-lead; and of metals only iron, ſteel, load- 
ſtone, and ochre, copper, cement or copper-water, &c. Lead and tin is 
found in Bohemia and Miſnia, together with filver and gold, the latter of 
which is found not only in mines, but alſo in rivers, namely, in the Rhine, 
Danube, Elbe, Saale, Eder, and Schwartze. The number and variety of 
petrefactions here are alſo great. Bones, likewiſe, of large, and in Ger- 
many, unuſual, animals, are dug out of the earth in ſeveral places. 

Among other things worthy of notice I ſhall here only mention pearls ; 
among which the milk-white Bohemian kind are eminent. 


F. II. The number of the moſt excellent acid waters, and thermæ here 


is great. I ſhall name only the moſt celebrated. In Bohemia is the 
Carlsbald, the Toplitgerbad, and the acid waters at Egra. In the county of 
Glatz the hot bath at Landecꝶ is particularly famous, as are alſo the acid 
waters of Cadawar and Reinerz, In Silęſia the bath of Warnbrmunis noted, 
which is alſo called the H:r/chberg. Moravia and both the Laſatiæ boaſt 
likewiſe their mineral waters. The circle of Auſtria has, among others, the 
warm baths of Baden, Toplitz, and Neutophtz, and the acid waters of 


Halle and Scharfenberg. In Bavaria the baths of Aathoiz and Hailbrunn, 


with others, are well known. Among the warm baths of Suabia the 
Wildbad is the moſt eminent; and among the acid waters, that of Gop- 
pinger and others are well known. The circle of the Upper Rhine is like- 
wiſe diſtinguiſhed for its mineral waters; the warm baths of Emer, to- 
gether with thoſe of Miſbaden, the Schlangenbad, the Schevalbach and Selter 
acid waters are greatly celebrated. In the circle of the Lower Rhine the 
acid waters of Tonnig ſtein, Ponter and Meininger are well known. In the 
circle of Franconia are many ſprings, or mineral waters; in particular the 
Wildbad of Burgbernheim which is diſtinguiſhed for its virtues. The circles 
of Upper and Lower Saxony are alſo not without their mineral ſprings ; 
and in the circle of We/iphalia the Prrmount water is particularly famous. 
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F. 12. Anciently, there were neither towns nor any places. of ſtrength 
in Germany. Single houſes, detatched from others, were built in com- 
modious places; conſiſting, for the moſt part, of ſtraw huts, which were 
ſometimes waſhed over with a pure gloſſy earth. The places of ſtrength 


here are of a more ancient date than the towns. The Romans erected the 


firſt caſtles in Germany, and its inhabitants followed, in ſome places, their 


example ; but others availed themſelves only of rivers, ditches, and pali- 
ſadoes for their defence. As the country along the Rhine was for ſome 


centuries the theatre of war between the Romans and Germans, ſo alfo 
on its banks were the firſt towns founded for its ſecurity, as namely, 
Mentz, Trier, Cologn and Bon. Among the primary places of ſtrength 
here are Eresburg and Sigeburg, two forts of the Saxons. In the time of 


the Frank Emperors, cloiſters, churches and other buildings were erected 


here in the Gothic taſte, and every mountain and eminence fortified with 
a caſtle. The wars of the Huns gave occaſion to King Henry I. for the 
founding of towns and places of ſtrength ; and from that'period, civil and 
military architecture in Germany continually roſe to greater perfection, in- 
ſomuch that it may boaſt at preſent of ſome thouſands of towns and bo- 
roughs, many of which are very conſiderable, large, and fine, as alſo of 


important places of ſtrength, not to mention ſome thouſands of villages 


and a great nufnber of cloiſters, caſtles and gentlemens ſeats. 

F. 13. Germany, in ancient times, was inhabited by various nations; ſome 
of whom, as namely, the Helvetii, Boir, Teftoſagi, and Gothi were of 
Celtick extraction, and built the places which terminate in durum, dunum & 
bona : And though all theſe nations have been for ſeveral centuries com- 


priſed under the general name of Deutſche or Germans, yet the names 


of ſingle nations are ſtill exiſting, there being yet to be found in Germany 
Bavarians, Suabians, Franks or Franconians, Saxons, Thuringians, &c. The 
general appellation of Deutſche is derived from the Teutones, or rather the 
Theutones, who dwelt on the iſlands in the Sinus Godanus near the Cimbri, 
which at this day belong to the crown of Denmark, and in conjunction 
with them made incurſions into the Raman territories. They afterwards 
ſpread themſelves over almoſt all the preſent Germany, and their name 


came to be common to all the nations inhabiting therein, and to the 
whole country. The name of German! took its rife in a ſimilar manner; 


for, according to Tacitus, the nation, which firſt paſſed out of this country 
over the Rhine, and attacked the Gauls, invented and applied the name 


of Germani to themſelves, conſequently its fignification muſt be fought | 


for in their own language. And in the language of the ancient 
northern people we find the word Geier, which denotes a Sword, and 
from this and the word man, the appellation of German ſeems to be 
compounded, and to fignify a man who wears a ſword, or a warrior, 


and a military man. We may alſo alledge in this behalf the old German 
| | | word

word guerra, i. e. war, which is ſtill extant in the French and Talian 
languages, as according to which the appellation of Germans denotes war- 
riors or ſoldiers. In the northerly and north-eaſtern parts of Germany 
the Slavonians ſettled about the middle age, of which their names which 
end in itz, witz, and leben or leven, are a proof. In more modern times 
many of the French refugees who quitted France for their ſecurity, have 
ſettled in Germany. 

A curious and obſerving traveller muſt ſoon diſtinguiſh a very remark- 


able difference among the Germans in regard to character, temper and 


mode of living; which is no ſmall argument that they conſiſt of ſeveral 
diſtin& nations; and theſe characters of diſtinctions will never fail to con- 


tinue. A ſketch of the natural and moral character of the preſent Germans 


the reader muſt not expect from me, as I have reſolved to abſtain from 


giving any on all occaſions. My countrymen ſtand not in need of any 


encomium, their merit, of which mention ſhall be made hereafter, will 


ſpeak for them. The ſtrong paſſion or itch for imitation, which appears 


to be ſo peculiar to the Germans, is oftentimes in many of them a dangerous 
infection, but frequently again produces beneficial and laudable effects. 
For other matters it is to their great honour that almoſt all the kingdoms 
in Europe owe to German blood their crowned heads, particularly Great 
Britain and Ireland, Denmark and Norway, Sweden Poland, Hungary, 
Pruſſia, Bohemia, and even, in expectation, Ruſſia itſelf. The Kings of 


France, in the Franks, derive their deſcent from German blood, and 


conſequently alſo the preſent kings of Spain and the two Sicilies; not 


to mention the German blood conveyed to theſe royal families by the fe- 


male lines. The like alſo holds good of the royal houſe of Sardinia, 
and in the veins of the houſe of Portugal runs a German ſtream. 

The number of inhabitants in Germany can only be determined with 
probability. It is in general populous, and in that reſpect has rather the 
ſuperiority over France than the inferiority : Now as it is at leaſt a thou- 
ſand ſquare miles bigger than France (F. 2.) the inhabitants of which may 
be eſtimated at twenty millions, we may without ſcruple allow Germany about 


twenty-four and that with a great deal of probability. 


The German language has not only undergone great alterations, inſomuch 
that but few of the Learned underſtand the German writers of the middle 
age, as for inſtance an Orffried; but even at preſent the pronunciation, 
phraſeology and acceptation of words are ſo very different in it, that one 
German frequently underſtands not another. There are but very few who 


write and ſpeak our language with purity and correctneſs, and even the 


very grammarians themſelves are, and ſtill continue, of different opinions, 
with reſpect to the principles and rules on which it is formed; a fate com- 
mon to ours with that of all other living languages. Indeed, ever fince 
the beginning of the laſt century, to this day, ſeveral ſocieties have graually 
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been eſtabliſhed in Germany, who have given us room to hope for an 
improvement of the German, and ſuch are {till exiſting at Gottingen, Leip- 


Ack, Iena, Helmſtadt, Greiſfwalde and Bremen. But in this they ſeem prin- 


cipally to- blame, namely, in that their view appears to be ſolely confined 
to the province of eloquence, overlooking the critical enquiry into the 
phraſeology, words, &c. In other reſpects our language yields not by any 
means at preſent in elegance, ſoftneſs and charms to any one language 
whatſoever. The Germans alſo have a great propenſity and capacity for 
learning other, as well living as dead Janguages. 

F. 14. With reſpect to the burghers and peaſants in Germany, I ſhall 
only obſerve, that the latter in many parts, as for inſtance, in Franconia, 
Suabia, on the Rhine, &c. are generally a free people, or only perform 
certain ſervices to their ſuperiors, and pay them taxes: whereas in the 
marquiſate of Brandenburg, Pomerania, Luſatia, Moravia, Brhemia, Auſtria, 
&c. they live in a kind of flavery, though in different reſpects: and more- 
over that many towns enjoy conſiderable privileges, as alto ſometimes high 
honours. The burghers and peaſants here are properly the original ſubjects 
of Germany. | | | | 

According to Tacitus, excluſive of the Adel or Nobiles, there were for- 
merly alſo in Germany the free-born, or Ingenui, the manumitted or freed, 


in Latin Libertini, together with the bondmen, or Servi. In the middle 
age, a part of the free-born obtained, by means of their extraordinaiy 


ſervices or merits, certain prerogatives, honours and immunities, which 


procured them a very particular regard above all others of their rank, which 


prerogatives were alſo handed down to their children, and they too honoured 
with the title of Adel or Nobles. But as this crder of nobles deſcending 
from the rank of thoſe called free-born, continued diſtinct from the nobles, 
eminently fo called; thence aroſe the diſtinction, which {till continues, of 
high and low Adel or nobility. Whoever would become a knight, in 
Latin Miles (for the word Eques was not yet in uſe) an honour alſo 
which thoſe of the High Adel, nay Kings and even Emperors themſelves 


aſſumed, muſt have firſt ſerved in the army as a ſhield-bearer or ſervant, 


in Latin armiger and famulus. The low Adel were, with reſpect to their 


fiefs, obliged either to military or court ſervice, in the latter of which the 


perſon ſerving had the appellation of miniſter or min/terialis. The title 
of Baron, which in the earlieſt ages, denoted in general a nan, but was 


very early uſed to ſignify a Herr, Lord, or Maſter, became at laſt a title 


of honour aflumed by all the hgh Adel. It was afterwards uſed to denote 
a Dynaſtes or Freyherr ſignifying a Baron: But the Dynaſtæ in proceſs of time 
aſſumed the title of counts, and our preſent Freyherr or Barons differ 
greatly from the former, enjoying likewiſe no pre-eminence above the 
ancient hereditary Adels. Patricians here we find firſt mentioned about 


the cloſe of the twelith century, and this appellation originally w

perly applied to thoſe who, by reaſon of their birth, had a right to a 
thare in the adminiſtration, and either to exclude wholly, or only to admit, 
with regard to certain poſts or offices, other burghers who were not of 
IF the ſame deſcent. All this the ſolidly, as well as the extenſively, learned 
*F counſellor Chrif. Lud. Scheidt has evidently demonſtrated in his hiſtorical 
TF and diplomatical account of the high and low Adel in Germany. The 
lower Adel, or rank of knighthood here is very numerous in Germany, 
and the ancient Adel enjoys in many caſes conſiderable privileges ſuperior 
to thoſe of the new. It is alſo deemed no degradation if one of hig 
Adel, a Prince and Count of the Empire, marries a perſon deſcended 
from the rank of knighthood of an ancient family. 

3B Here, likewiſe, we are to mention the mediate members of the Empire, 
1 as they ſtand oppoſed to the immediate ones, of whom below in F. 41. 
as namely, thoſe who in temperalties, have, beſides the Emperor, alſo 
another ſuperior. Theſe may be divided. 5 |

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of the immunities of the country, and alſo of their deſcent, are called to- 
gether by the ſovereign or lord for their advice and concurrence in certain con- 
cerns relative to the country, and have alſo the management and ordering 
of many affairs, which * * the welfare of the country, or have any 
influence over them. Thee uſually conſiſt of prelates, knights and towns: 
but in ſome places only of prelates and towns, or knights and towns, or 
ſometimes of the peaſantry only, as in the principality of Kempten, for 
inſtance. The aſſemblies of theſe ſtates are called Landtage, or a diet of 
the ſtates of the country, which the ſovereign ſummons by circulatory letters. 

In fine, we are further to obſerve that many thouſands alſo of Jes are 
indulged in Germany, but theſe belong not to the burghers thereof. They 
may indeed by virtue of the laws of the empire, be received into their 
countries and territories, and even be entertained by thoſe, (who hold roy- 
alties from the Empire, or are privileged ſo to do. They are alſo in many 
places, by virtue of the cuſtoms of the Empire, indulged in the public ex- 
erciſe of their religion. Formerly too they enjoyed great privileges and 
prerogatives ; but through the calumnies of the monks theſe have been every 
day rendered more and more odious and even been oppreſſed, and deprived 
of their ancient rights, or their perſons baniſhed. | 

F. 15. The ancient German nations were, indeed, heathens, but yet had 
far more ratidnal principles of religion than the Greeks and Romans. The 
were made acquainted with ſome principles of the chriſtian doctrine towards 
the cloſe of the ſeventeenth century, by the 1r:/þ Biſhop Kilian, Suidbert 
and Ewald Engliſhmen, and Rupretcht of Worms, who ſettled at Saltaburg. 


In the eighth century this attempt was further improved by Corbian of Char- 
tres, and made till a greater progreſs under Winifred of England, the laſt 


of whom preached among the Thuringians, Heſſians and Saxons, and in 723 


was ordained at Rome biſhop of the Germans beyond the Rhine, by the 


name of Bonifacius. After this he alſo obtained the call, and archiepitcopal 


dignity over Germany. Under the ſpecious name of propagating the elec- 


trines of chriſtianity, he uſed great zeal in promoting obedience to the 
church of Rome; and againſt ſuch biſhops and prieſts as refuſed to ſubmit to 
the Romiſh yoke and ceremonies of worſhip, he even employed the ſecular 
power. The greateſt part of the biſhops and abbots whom he ordained, 
were Enghſh, who on account alſo of the language were the fitteſt for his 

rpoſe. Charlemagne, by an obſtinate war, brought the Saxons to an 


outward profeſſion of chriſtianity ; particularly after their king Wittetind 


had ſuffered himſelf to be baptized at Atligni in 78 5. His bigotted fon 
Lewis, out of a great weakneſs of underſtanding and the anguiſh of an 
erroneous conſcience, endowed in the richeſt and profuſeſt manner both 
churches and cloiſters with lands. 


The cloiſters at firſt were ſubject to their abbots, but theſe laſt as well 


as the biſkops and the whole dy of the clergy became ſubordinate to the 
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OG. 
civil magiſtrates. In proceſs of time, the cloiſters became ſubject to the 
juriſdiction of the biſhops, in whoſe diſtrict they lay: But theſe attempted 
again to recover their tormer liberty, and ſought to withdraw themſelves 
from the epiſcopal juriſdiction, in which they even ſucceeded. But from 
the eighth to the eleventh century their liberty was no otherwiſe effected 
than by the conſent of the kings and princes, and even of the biſhops 
themſelves, to which the confirmation of the holy fee was thought un- 
neceflary. It was alſo obtained with reſpect only to certain particular 
circumſtances. But thoſe that were wholly ſet at liberty {as the imperial 
and royal cloiſters for inſtance) were ſubject merely to the emperors 


or kings, or ſometimes, with their concurrence, immediately to the 


Romiſh fee. But about the eleventh century the pope without the conſent 
of the kings and princes, and even againſt the will of the biſhops, aſſumed a 
power of freeing not only ſingle cloiſters, but even whole orders, from the 
epiſcopal juriſdiction, and of ſubjecting them immediately to the ſee of 
Rome. And hence aroſe the diſtinction between immediate and mediate 
abbots and prelates, which has continued to this very day. After the reigns 
of Henry the Fifth the emperors attempted again to recover judicial power, 
which the German monarchs till the eleventh century had indiſputably en- 
joyed and exerciſed over religion together with the enfranchiſement of the 


German church. And at the council of Conſtance of 1415, &c. the new 
_ enfranchiſements of the churches and cloiſters, which on the death of 


pope Gregory the eleventh had been conferred by his ſucceſſors, were de- 
clared null and void: but the abuſe of theſe enfranchiſements they were 
not able wholly to prevent. In the year 1448 was brought about the cele- 
brated concordat, or concoraata nationts Germanice ſettled between the 
Emperor Frederick III. and ſome ſpiritual and temporal eſtates of the 


Empire and pope Nicolaus V. But divers ſtates of the Empire being 


ill ſatisfied with it the conteſt ſtil] is whether it be advantageous cr 
prejudicial to the Empire ? It is, however, grown into practice, and is now 
even ratified by the imperial capitulation of election, &c, but yet ratified 
in ſuch a manner that the Emperor is bound to provide againſt the many 
enchroachments and infringements of the court of Rome with reſpect to 
this ſtipulation, though at the ſame time it is agreed, that this ratification 
ſhall have no force in matters relating to the proteſtant ſtates. | 
The inexpreſſibly great and highly lamentable declenſion, into which the 
doctrines and diſcipline of the church in the middle age were fallen, pro- 
duced many melancholy effects in the minds of perſons of probity of every 
century, and excited alſo their ardent longings for a ſpeedy reformation. 


This was at laſt boldly attempted in the tixteenth century by Dr. Martin 


Luther aſſiſted by the moſt remarkable concurrences of divine aſſiſtance and 
the happieſt conſequences. The ſtates of the Empire which had intrc- 


duced the reformation of the church, proteſted in 1529 againſt the concluſion

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of the diet at Spire, by which all innovations in religion, till the decree of 
a future council ſhould be obtained, were declared unlawful ; and hence 
they were called proteſtants, but from their confeſſion of faith, which the 
following year they ſolemnly delivered to the diet at Augsburg they obtained 
the name of Adberers to the Augsburg confeſſion. They took no part in 
the council of Trent, but the year before, namely, in 1537, at an aſſembly 
at Smalkald they ſet forth the ſubſtance of their doctrine in certain articles, 
in order to deliver them opportunely to the aſſembled biſhops. The re- 
ligious war, which broke out upon this in the year 1546, was in 1552, by 
way of preliminary, put an end to by the peace of Paſſau; by which, as 


well as by the religious peace ſolemnly and formally ratified at Augsburg in 


1 555,during the receſs of the diet of the Empire, all adherents to the Augsburg 


_ confeſſion were confirmed in their full religious liberty till a final agree- 


ment concerning both religions ſhould be brought about, and in caſe that 
could not be effected, for ever. To the maintaining of this important funda- 
mental law of the Empire, the emperors and Roman-catholic powers have 
frequently bound themſelves by new obligations; and the former in particular 
have always confirmed it by oath in their capitulation of election. The doubts, 
which aroſe upon it, were removed in the year 1648, by the treaty of 


"Weſtphalia ; the religious peace has alſo in ſome particulars been altered. 


. 16, By virtue of this renewed and confirmed religious peace, no other 
religion, but the Roman-catholic, Lutheran and reformed is to be introduced 
into or tolerated in the holy Roman Empire. Yet there are actually ſects therein, 
which adhere to neither of theſe three religions or churches, and yet in ſome 


places enjoy the free exerciſe of their own. The determination whether 


a perſon be a member of this or that church, belongs to no other, but to that 
very church each ſovereign or lord too is bound again to allow his own 
vatſals and ſubjects, who are of another religion, the poſſeſſion of the public 
and private or domeſtic exerciſe of theirs, as alſo of every thing belonging 


to religion and the church, ſuch as churches, ſchools, ſpiritualties and in- 


comes, conſiſtories, &c. in the very ſame manner as they ſtood on January 
1, 1624, (which is ſtyled Annus decretorius;) but if the ſovereigns and 
ſubjects freely conſent to an alteration, ſuch may be made. But in a coun 

where there are ſubjects who adhere to one religion, which in the above 
year 1624, had neither public nor private exerciſe, or ſhall hereafter chuſe 
ſuch (as a religion which is agreeadle to them, and not to be hindered by 


the ſovereign) it lies in the ſovereign's breaſt, whether and how long he ſhall 


ſuffer them in his country or not. If he enter into a ftipulation with them, 
and promife them a toleration, ſuch muſt be maintained as well by him as 


by his ſucceſſors, nor muſt the rights of ſuch ſubjects be infringed. But if 


he will grant no toleration, he muſt allow thoſe, who at the time of the 
treaty of Weſtphalia were already ſettled in his country, five years at leaſt ;, 
but thoſe, who afterwards come to ſettle therein, or have made any change 
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in their religion, at leaſt three years; in order to ſettle their affairs, that is, 
either to ſell off or retain their eſtates, and in the latter caſe to put them 
under adminiſtrators, that alſo and for the ſame. reaſon they may freely travel 
to and from that country. He muſt even allow a bondman to depart, and 
relinquiſh his right of bondage againſt him for a reaſonable ſatisfaction. 
Neither can he oblige any one to remove to a certain allotted place. But theſe 


reaſonable and chriſtian regulatious have in later times been repeatedly in- 


fringed. Now ſo far as the above limitations permit, all eſtates of the 
Empire enjoy, as a branch of the ſupreme juriſdiction, the right of refor- 
mation, x is, they may reform as well errors, which have crept into 


worſhip, as diſannul one religion, and introduce another and even to- 


lerate or baniſh thoſe addicted to another faith. If the right of ſupremacy 
be diſputable, the right of reformation remains to him, who was in poſ- 


ſeſſion thereof in the year 1624 ; yet the ſubjects while the diſpute is un- 


decided, may not be at liberty to quit this country on account of any 
change of religion happening in the mean time. Again in a country redeemed, 
the matter depends on a contract between the redeeming lord and the ſubjects, 
how far the former will allow the latter the publick exerciſe of religion. 
A lord of a country may, for his own private worſhip and that of his 
houſhold, erect in the place of his reſidence, when he is of another 
church, a private chapel, nay in all places of his reſidence permit worſhip 


to be performed in all his apartments. But whether a lord of a country 


has a right, without prejudice to thoſe of the other and old religion, to 
tolerate in a country or place the publick exerciſe of a religion, which pre- 
vailed not there in 1624, is a queſtion not yet decided. Thus much is 
certain, that what is called the S:zmultaneum is contrary to the treaty of 
Weſtphalia, when cauſing even the leaſt grievance to thoſe of the o'der ſect. 

The catholic eccleſiaſtic eſtates exerciſe an eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction over 


thoſe of their church, not as ſtates of the Empire, but merely as ec- 


clefiaſtics ; namely, as archbiſhops, biſhops, &c. and that according to the 
canon law, and as dependent on the Pope: whereas the temporal ca- 


tholic eſtates of the Empire, according to the principles of their church, 


reſign the whole ſpiritual juriſdiction over their ſubjects, clergy and laity, 
of their church to the Pope, his nuncios, and the archbiſhops and biſhops, 


in whoſe diſtri& they live in ſuch a manner as by virtue of the papal 


eccleſiaſtic law, a matter belongs either to theſe or to thoſe. Yet with 


reſpect to the wardſhip or right of patronage uſually belonging to them 
over mediate cloiſters, many of them alſo enjoy various privileges in ec- 
cleſiaſtical matters with regard to the power of the eccleſiaſtic temporal ca- 
tholic ſovereigns of a country in church matters over their Lutheran 
ſubjects; but this is matter of warm debate as well between doctors of the 
law as the ſtates of the Empire: And the grievances of the Lutheran 
ſubjects are daily accumulating 8 11 | 
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The ſpiritual juriſdiction of the Pope and the other catholic clergy over 
the Lutheran ſtates of the Empire and their ſubjects is withdrawn till a 
final amicable agreement, between both religions be brought about ; and 
as ſuch an agreement is not likely ever to happen, it 1s abſolutely and 
in effect wholly abrogated. And thus, fo far as the laws of the Empire 
do not bind their hands in certain particulars, they are in matters of re- 


ligion perfectly free and independent. Each proteſtant ſtate may make 


what regulations and changes it pleaſes within its own juriſdiction in 
matters relating to the church or ſchools; ſuch points only excepted in 


which the conventions ſubſiſting between the eſtates and ſubjects of the 


country tie down that ſtate. Hence alſo the external form in matters 


relating to church and ſchool differ greatly in the proteſtant countries of 


the Empire. In order to give the molt general and conciſe notion thereof, 


the Sovereign commonly retains to himtelf the deciſion of all important 
matters, ſettles and eſtabliſhes, removes, promotes, caſheers or otherwiſe 
puniſhes ſuch as ſerve either in church and ſchools ; deviles ecclefiaſtical . 


regulations, appoints feaſts, faſts and penitential days, and erects colleges, 
which in his name ſuperintend the other affairs of the church. Con- 
ſiſtories alſo are generally appointed by the proteſtant ſtates, which for 


the moſt part conſiſt of lay and eccleſiaſtical counſellors at the ſame time, 
but have a very diſtinct inſtitution and power, as in ſome places more, 


others fewer things, fall under their notice. In many places alſo peculiar 
ſynods and a church-council are held. Thoſe that ſerve the church and 
ſchools are either appointed by the Sovereign of the country, or the confiſtory, 
or by the elders of the church, or by the patrons, or by the church; 


and inſpectors, or provoſts, or ſuperintendents. General ſuperintendents 
too are frequently placed even over theſe. Whether the proteſtant eſtates 


of the Empire enjoy all this power as lords of the country, or by virtue 
of their civil ſupremacy, or as ſupreme biſhops and the higheſt ſpiritual 


judges, opinions differ, but this for the moſt part ſeems to be only ca- 


viliing about terms. | LOT | 
The power of the proteſtant eſtates over their catholic ſubjects is the 

very ſame with that which the catholic eſtates have over their proteſ- 

tant ſubjects. In favour too of thoſe who in the year 1624 enjoyed the 


public exerciſe of their religion, it is provided, that the catholic biſhops, 


to whole diſtrict they belong, ſhall retain the ſpiritual juriſdiction over 


them, as far as in the year 1624 they were poſſeſſed. thereof. Conſequently 
tuch as enjoyed only a peculiar exerciſe of religion, or were merely 
tolerated out of favout or grace, are alto wholly left in this particular to 
the ſuperior juriſdiction of the lord of the country, but with this limitation, 
that he can require nothing of them which is contrary to the principles 
of their church. Neither ſhall any cloiſter ſituated in the territory of any 
proteitant ſuperior or lord be converted into that of any other order, unlets 
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the former order be wholly extinct; and even in that caſe, the cloiſter 
is to be ſupplied only with ſuch regulars as had a being as an order prior 
to the religious diſſentions, and conſequently in particular not with Jeſuits. 
In ſhort, the proteſtant body has mutually agreed, that whenever, 
for the future, a Lutheran lord of a country ſhall turn to the reformed 
church, or obtain a country annexed thereto, as alſo vice verſa, that in 
I that caſe he ſhall leave his ſubjects the free exerciſe of their religion, 
6 their whole form of church and ſchool diſcipline, and all other their 
privileges whatſoever. But if a church ſhall of itſelf turn to that of the 
lord of - the country, their public exerciſe of religion ſhall, indeed, be 
permitted them, but at their own expence, and that too without prejudice 
— to the others. The conſiſtorial counſellors, ſuperintendents, and profeſſors 
of divinity and philoſophy ſhall be of the religion which prevailed in the 
country at the time of the treaty of Weſtphalia. > 
Q $. 17. With reſpect to learning, the Germans, at preſent, diſpute the 
2 palm with all other nations. Not only their natural vivacity and. ſtrong 
itch of-imitation, but alſo the variety of government in Germany, their 


1 mutual emulation, and the freedom proteſtants enjoy there of writing 
F according to their own judgment, has procured the greateſt improvement 
3 of the ſciences among them. Their itch for reading too is ſo great and 


general, and in particular among the proteſtants, that it is deemed un- 
becoming the female ſex and perions of any rank either not to read or 
to have read. Nor is there any place in the world where more books are 
written and printed than among the Germans; and though this itch of 
E writing gives riſe to many ordinary and mean performances, yet have 
7 many important and weighty writings appeared from time to time in the 
world. The French had formerly the reputation of excelling all other 
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1 nations in what is called the Beaux Arts; but at preſent they can claim no 
7 ſuperiority in this reſpect over the German proteſtants. In ſettling the 
3 lower and higher ſchools, and in all their regulations for the advancement 


* of learning, much, indeed, wanted reformation, but yet no people come 
; up to us Germans, even in this reſpect. In Germany are thirty-ſix univer- 
5 ſities, vig. ſeventeen proteſtant ones, namely thoſe of Altorf, Duiſburg, 
Þ Erlangen, Francfort on the Oder, Giefſen, Gottingen, Greifswalde, Halle, 
"3 Helmſtadt, Jena, Kiel, Leipfick, Marburg, Rinteln, Roftoch, Tubingen, Mit- 


4 tcnberg : and ſeventeen Reman-catholic ones, dig. thoſe of Bamberg, Cologne, 
4 Dillingen, Freyburg, Fulda, Gratz, Ingolſtadt, Inſpruch, Louvain, Ments, 
15 Olnutz, Paderborn, Prague, Saltzburg, Treves, Vienna, and Wurtzburg ; 
> with two other mixed ones, namely thoſe of Erfurth and Heidelberg, The 
A number of riding academies, colleges, Gymnaſia, pædagogies, and Latin 
% ichools is here alſo very great. We have likewiſe academies and ſocieties 
for the ſciences; as namely, the imperial Leopoldine academy of the Na- 
Z | ture 
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ture curioſi, the academy of ſciences at Berlin, the ſociety of ſciences at 
Gottingen, the academy of the uſeful ſciences at Erfurth, the ſociety of 
liberal arts at Leip/ich, and the learned ſociety at Duiſburg, to which we 
may alſo add the Latin ſociety of Jena. Among the public libraries in 
Germany the moſt celebrated is that at Vienna, which is the largeſt ; and 
thoſe of Wolfenbuttel, Hanover, Gottingen, Neimar, and the council library 
at Leipſick. 

There is no one ſpecies or branch of learning which has not already 
been cultivated among the Germans, or which has not even been carried 


by them to a greater perfection. I ſhall briefly touch on the principal 


merits and inventions of the Germans in certain particular branches of 


learning. The theological ſciences are not more indebted to any people 
than to the German proteſtants, as it is alſo to be hoped they will be 
ſtill carried on by them to a greater height. The Germans have likewiſe 
merited not a little from the Roman juriſprudence. Ritterbuſius, Funccius, 


and Burgermeif er have explained the laws of the twelve tables. Ferinccerus 


has applied himſelf to the Edi&um perpetuum; Ritter, to the Codex Theo- 
doſi anus. Haloander has taken uncommon pains to give us the Corpus 
juris genuine; and what may we not expect from the edition of the privy 
juſtice-counſellor Gebauer? Borchbolten, Ritterhufuus, Bacbevius, and Otto 
have ſolidly explained the In/tztutzons. Leyſer, Gundling, Hofmann, Zafius, 


and Schilter have deſerved greatly of the Pandefs; Wiſſenbach of the 


Codex, Strauchius of the Decifions, Ritterhuſius and Homberg of Vach in the 
Novel way. To J. Leunclavius the libri Baſilicon, and other parts of the 
Gracian juriſprudence ; to Mylizs, the Parapbraſis Theophili, to Beck the No- 
velle Leanis, are greatly indebted and with reſpe& to other parts alſo of 
juritprudence, the Germans are not without their merit. Jb. Semeca was 
tae firſt who compoſed gloſſes on the Jus canonicum. Regino abbot of 
Prum, and Burchard biſhop of Worms long before the days of Ivo and 
Gratian, undertook ſuch collections as were afterwards impoſed upon all 
Chriſtendom in the Decretal as a directory. The late J. H. Bohmer 
publiſhed an excellent edition of the corpus juris canonici; and he alſo 
as well as ſome other German proteſtants have deſerved greatly of the 
eccleſiaſtical law. The merit of the Germans, with reſpect to the art of 


policy, and the hiſtory of the Roman juriſprudence, and laws is alſo 


very great. In the ſcience of phyſic their deſerts are likewiſe conſiderable, 
and in later times Stahl and Hofmann, in particular, have contributed very 


largely to improvements in it, and acquired the reputation of univerſal 


teachers. With reſpect allo, to the vegetable kingdom the Germans have 
exceeded all others: Rivinus was the firſt who, paved the way, and from 
him it is all the reſt have borrowed their inſtructions. The fame which 
he acquired with regard to the greater and more perfect plants, Di/- 
lantus afterwards obtained with reſpect to the moſſes and fungi, In the 
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arts too of diſſection and healing or ſurgery Heiſter has made conſiderable 


diſcoveries and improvements, and in a manner given the latter a quite 


new form, as he has taught how to go about many dangerous e 
in a ſafe manner, ſo that he may alto be ſtyled an univerſal teacher. In 


_ chymiſtry nq nation has performed greater things than the Germans. The 


beautiful porcelaine of Miſnia, the phoſphorus, the ruby-glaſs, the Pruſſian 
blue, and the many excellent medicines, which are of univerſal benefit, 
are teſtimonies of their diſcoveries therein. No one will diſpute the ex- 
traordinary reputation of the very able perſons, Neuman, Zimmermann, 
Pott, and Marggraf in chymiſtry. In philoſophy the renown of the Ger- 
mans is mighty, but that in particular of the great Leibnitz and MWolſius 
immortal, notwithſtanding ſome parts of their philoſophy have met with 
no unjuſt oppoſition. Wolſius not only firſt introduced the mathematical 
method into philoſophy, but alſo greatly improved the whole body of 
philoſophy, particularly ontology and enlarged the ſpeculative part of it 
with coſmology, and the practical with the philoſophia practica uni verſalis 
or general ſcience of morals. The law of nature too has been greatly 
illuſtrated by Puffendorf, Tbomaſius, and Wolfiuss The invention and pro- 
ſecution of the Afttbetics, which contain the firſt principles of all the 
Beaux Arts, do honour to the merits of Alex. Gott]. Baumgarten, and Geo. 
Fr. Meier. Natural philoſphy has been enriched by the Germans with im- 
portant diſcoveries and inventions. To mention only a few, Otto von Gueriche 
found out the air-pump, and Kepler that explication of the ebb and flood, 
which at preſent is deemed the moſt probable. The Germans were alſo 
the firſt who began to make experiments with electrical globes. Many 


other important truths I am obliged to paſs over in filence. The ma- 


thematics, in particular, have been enriched with the Aerometry by M olſius, 


and by other Germans, with other important propoſitions and diſcoveries. 


Leibnitz, for inſtance, has rendered himſelf famous by the important diſ- 


covery of the differential and integral calculation: and with reſpect to 


aſtronomy Simon Marius firſt diſcovered the ſatellites of Jupiter; Kepler found 
that the curve line, in which the planets move, is an ellipſis, &c. c. 

In the vaſt extent of hiſtory the Germans have laboured greatly. The 
doctrine of politics was firſt principally taught in the univerſities in Germany, 
and no where have ſuch lectures been more frequented, or the ſubject better 
and with greater freedom handled than there. It was a German, 
namely, Martin Bebaim of Nurenberg, that firſt diſcovered the fourth part 
of the world, afterwards called America * ; and it is the Germans that 
have publiſhed the beſt books on Geography. In philology they have 
alſo laboured with the greateſt reputation, but their fondneſs for it is in 
our days ſomewhat abated. | wa 

* I am afraid our author's amiable partiality for his countrymen has carried him a little 


too far here. Columbus, the Genoeſe, at leaſt, is generally reputed the firſt diſcoverer of' * 


America.

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$. 18. In the Beaux Arts the Germans have alſo diſtinguiſhed themſelves 
in a very extraordinary manner. In the art of muſic in particular they 
may boaſt of the works of a Telemann, a Handel *, a Graun, a Bach, and 
a Haſſe. Some of their poets have ſung ſo excellently, as to vie with the 
greateſt of foreign bards. The merits of the Germans, with reſpect to the 
art of painting, too are ſo conſiderable, as to claim the firſt place after the 
Tralians. Albert Durer, Tohn Calker, Peter Paul Rubens, Lucas Cranach, 


Joachim von Sandrat, &c. have obtained immortal renown. The firſt copper 


plates appeared in Germany, and about Nurenburg the ſureſt traces of the 


invention of engraving are to be met with. Albert Durer alſo etched in 


copper before the Talians: mezzotinto, was difcovered by the Heſſian lieu- 
tenant colonel von Sichem in 1648; and wooden cuts are alſo the in- 
vention of a German. There are even at this day in Germany engravers 
and figure cutters, whoſe works are extremely neat and juſt, and Augsbur 

and Nurenburg in particular have produced many able maſters. In ſculp- 
ture the Germans have alſo diſtinguiſhed themſelves. Civil architecture has 
been likewiſe conſiderably improved by Goldmann and the younger Sturmius; 


and military architecture, by ſeveral Germans. Berthold Schwarz, who 


was probably cotemporary with Albertus Magnus, in the thirteenth century, 
found out at Cologne, how gun-powder might be made ſerviceable in the 
art of war. The firſt diſcovery of the art of printing cannot with juſtice 
be refuſed the Germans; for it is highly probable, that John Guttenburg in 
Mentz was the firſt inventor, and ſupported by John Fauſtus, with whom 
afterwards coming to a rupture, he betook himſelf to Harlem: The mari- 


ner's compaſs was probably alſo diſcovered or at leaſt greatly improved by 
a German. For the advancement of ſome of the above-mentioned arts, 


academies have alſo been eſtabliſhed in Germany: at Vienna in particular is 
an academy for painting, ſculpture and architecture, as alſo at Berlin; 
and at Dreſden and Nurenburg are academies for painting, and at Augsburg 
is the imperial Franciſcan academy of the Beaux Arts 

F. 19. Germany is not without mechanicks of all forts and manufacturers 
alſo in great abundance. A variety of theſe laſt in particular has been in- 
troduced and improved among them, fince the time, that many thou- 


. fands of the reformed, who quitted France on the ſcore of religion came 


and ſettled in Germany. All forts too of manufactures are from time to time 
becoming more extenſive and perfect among them, which the French, 
Dutch, and Engliſh, are very ſenſible of, as the vent of their manufactures daily 
decreaſes in Germany; and though ſome important branches of them have 
not yet arrived to their full perfection there, fo as to put an entire ſtop to 


I do not know whether we ſhall not ſet in here for half the claim, as this modern Timothers 


would have been nothing more perhaps without his £ng{/b patrons, than the Mantuan bard 
himſelf, without his Pollo and Macenas.

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the introduction of foreign goods of that kind; yet we could very eaſily be 
without them, were reaſon rather than an idle and fond paſſion ſuffered to pre- 
vail. Several manufactures, however, are ſo conſiderable here as to be expo:ted 
in great quantities. And as the ſilk-manufactory is daily attempted to be 
carried ſtill to a higher pitch of perfection, to which in the king of Pruſſias 
dominions in particular a very extraordinary attention and highly worthy 
of imitation is paid, it is not be doubted, but that alſo will be daily 
more and more improved. At preſent they make velvets, beautiful ſilks, 


rich ſtuffs, and half filks, with a variety of woollen ſtuffs, and all man- 


ner of cloths, ribbands, lace, very large quantities of fine and coarſe linen 


checkt-linen, yarn and thread, Szleſia linen, bombazin, canvas, fuſtian, 


table-cloths, ticking, very fine and coarſe woollen-hoſe, caps, gold and ſilver 


galloon, embroidered work, fine hats, tapeſtry, Spaniſb rough and ſmooth 
leather; and they print alſo a cotton which is extremely fine and beautiful. 


The fine arts too of dying are likewiſe worthy of notice. They work all 
ſorts of metals for ornaments, veſſels, tools, wire, &c. in the beſt manner; 
and Augsburg in particular, is famous for its excellent performances in ſilver. 


There are alſo divers manufactories of braſs and arms in Germany, and 


they make fine clock-work. They make alſo beautiful mirrours of all 
ſizes, together with glaſs, and a variety of porcelane (among which the 


Miſnian in particular is greatly diſtinguiſhed, nay cannot be equalled - 


throughout the whole world) and fine works in lacquer. There are, 


beſides theſe manufactories, of paper, tobacco and ſnuff, and alſo others; as the 


bleaching likewiſe of wax. Nurenburg is famous for its unſpeakable quantities 
and varieties of ingenious works in wood, ivory, metal, ſtone, glaſs, c. 
which are exported to all parts of the world, though their vent now-a- 
days is not by a great deal fo conſiderable as formerly. 

$. 20. With reſpect to commerce Germany enjoys all kinds of advantages, 


for it not only borders on the German ocean, the Balticł, and the Gulf of 
Vienicè (F. 2.) but is watered allo by many navigable rivers (F. 6.) and beſides 


this, is ſituated in the heart of Europe. So that it can commodiouſſy ex- 
port as well the ſuperfluity of its home commodities and manufactures, as 


| likewiſe attract to itſelf thoſe of foreign countries. For the promotion of an 


inland trade, ſo many land carriages have alto been introduced, that the 


expence is thereby reduced to a moderate price. Each ſovereign of a coun- 


try in Germany has the privilege of ſetting up all kinds of manufactures or 
of permitting them to be ſet up; as alſo of prohibiting foreign goods, or 
of laying duties upon them ; of prohibiting, or limiting the exportation of 
the unwrought materials of any country ; of forbidding foreigners to trade 
in the country, or of confining them to certain limitations, at the times 
when no annual fairs are held, as alſo of forming and eſtabliſhing regula- 


tions, tribunals and colleges for trade and exchange, with this ſingle pro- 


viſo that nothing ſhall be done which tends to a monopoly. 
Vor. IV. | E 1 Towards 
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Towards the middle of the thirteenth century many towns in Germany, as 
well as in other countries, lying on the German-ocean, and the Baltic, 
entred into a mutual league with each other for the fecurity and promotion 
of trade and navigation, and were therefore called Hanſe-fowns. Though 
the trade of theſe fell greatly to decayin the fifteenth century, and the name of 
the league ceaſed in time, yet the trading towns of Hamburg, Lubeck and 
Bremen are {till particularly called the Hanſe-fowns, and have actually a 
league yet ſubſiſting between them, under the name of which they conclude 
treaties of commerce with foreign powers; and in the capitulation of the 
election of Francis I. have ſome proviſion made for their intereſt. Ham- 


burg is the moſt important town of trade in all Germany, and is chiefly in- 


debted to navigation for its fame, as being the moſt reſorted to of all the 
towns in Germany by the Engliſh and Dutch. The other principal towns 
of trade here are Francfort on the Maine, Leipfick, Nurenburg, Augsburg, 
Vienna, Fiume and Trieſte, which laſt is alſo a free port. Several towns have 
likewiſe obtained of the Emperor the privilege of holding fairs. Of theſe 
Franckfort on the Maine holds the greateſt; and next to it Lezpfick. The 
other fairs here are kept at Brunſwick, Franckfort on the Oder, Naumburg 
and Mentz. At Embden is eſtabliſhed a new trading company to Aſia. 
The goods, which are exported out of Germany into the neighbouring 
and remote countries, are corn, tobacco, horſes, lean cattle, butter, cheeſe, 


honey, ſyrup, wine, in particular, the Rhenzſh and Moſelle, the former of 


which has its principal ſtaple at Cologne, linen, woolen ſtuffs, yarn, rib- 
bands, filk, and cotton ſtuffs ; Nurenburg wares, goat-ſkins, wool, all forts 
of wood, particularly that kind- which is fit for ſhip-building, iron plates 
and ſtoves, cannon, ball, bombs, grenadoes, tin-plates, ſteel-work, copper, 
braſs-wire, porcelane, earthen-ware, mirrors, glaſſes, beer, Brunſwick mum, 


tartar, ſmalt, zaffer, Pruſſian blue, hog's briſtles, printer's ink, and many 


other things. 

F. 21. The Emperor, with the electors, the chief part of the princes of 
the Empire, divers prelates, abbeſſes, counts, barons and imperial cities; 
nay, even many mediate princes, counts, towns and ſome of the gentry, 


who are favoured with that privilege by the Emperor, or have anciently 


been in poſſeſſion of it, and all ſuch as have gold and filver mines, enjoy 
the privilege of coining money to the quantity they yield ; but with this 
diſtinction, that ſome are entitled to coin only ſmall money, others to coin 


alſo a larger ſpecies, and that either or of only filver, or alſo of gold. Vet 


many eſtates of the Empire, in order to ſave expences, feldom or never 
avail themſelves of this privilege. All, however, who enjoy the pripilege of 
coinage are not permitted to ſet up a coining-houſe or mint for themſelves, there 
not being above three or four of theſe allowed in each circle, except in caſes 
where an eſtate of the Empire has mines of its own and wants to erect a 


mint near it. Nor ſhall any one, who has the right of coinage, either fell 
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G E R MA MN V. 
or give it to another, much leſs ſhare the profits thereof with the warden of 
the mint, but coin at his own expence and risk. One or two days are 
appointed, every year in each circle, to be held by the moneyers, or mint- 
maſters, for the examination of the coin; and the Emperor, in the laſt 
capitulation of election has engaged, that they ſhall be held regularly in 
every circle. All coins likewiſe in the Empire ought to he coined by one 


and the ſame ſtandard, that is, be of one weight and intrinfick value; 


namely, at preſent by virtue of a reſolution of the Diet of 1737, by that of 
Leipfick, which the circle of the Upper and Lower Saxony eſtabliſhed in 


common in 1690: but neither this, nor the other regulations of the Em- 


pire, with reſpect to the buſineſs of coinage, have hitherto been able to 

revent its great decay; but the longer it continues the worſe it becomes. 
All the great and ſmall coins uſually met with in Germany, cannot be pro- 
perly mentioned here. I ſhall only obſerve that, 1. In Hamburg and Lu- 
beck they reckon by marks, ſchillings and pfennings : 1 mark * makes 16 
ſchillings; 1 (chilling 12 pfennings, but this pfenning is no real coin; 48 
ſchillings, or 3 marks, make 1 rixdollar. The current heavy money of this 
country is commonly 25 per cent. better than the light current coin of 


Germany, particularly the 4 or 2 gut-groſchen pieces for inſtance. 2. In 


Bremen they reckon by rixdollars, grots and ſchwars : 1 rixdollar makes 


1% double and 3 ſingle Bremen marks, or + piece 6 head pieces, 72 grots 


or 360 ſchwars. 3. In Lerp/ick and in all the electoral countries of Saxony, 


as allo at Naumburg, Berlin, Magdeburg and Francfort on the Oder, they 


reckon by rixdollars, gut-groſchen and pfennings: that is 1 rixdollar (but 
this alſo is not a real coin) contains 14 imperial florins, or 24 gut-groſchen ; 
and 1 gut-groſchen, 12 pfennings. A + piece, or an imperial florin con- 
tains 16 gut-groſchen; a + piece, 8 groſs-groſchen; and + piece, 4 gut- 
groichen. 4. At Francfort on the Maine they reckon in rixdollars, kreut- 
zers and pfennings: 1 rixdollar makes 15 florin, 45 head-pieces, 22+ batzes, 
30 imperial groſches, and 45 albuſes, or white pfennings. 5. At Nuren- 
burg, Augsburg, Vienna, Prague, &c. they reckon by imperial guldens, or 


florins, kreutzers and pfennings : 1 imperial florin, or + piece, makes 15 


| batzes, 60 kreutzers, 20 imperial groſches, or 240 pfennings. 6. In 
| Breſlau and all Silęſia they keep accompts in, and reckon by rixdollars, 


filver-groſchen and pfennings : 1 rix-dollar contains 30 imperial or filver 
groſches or bohms, 45 white groſches, go kreutzers, 120 groſchels, 180 
dreyers, and 360 pfennings. 7. In Brunſwick, and in many other places in 


. Lower Saxony, as alſo in the whole circle of Weſtphalia they reckon by rix- 


dollars, marien-groſchen, and alſo by gut-groſchen and pfennings: 1 rixdollar 


* A mark is 15. 6d. From hence therefore the reſt of the coins, as far as they concern 
Hamburg and Lubeck, may eaſily be computed ; and for the others, their value may be eſti- 
mated by the rixdollar, which in moſt parts of Germany goes for 35. 6d. but in ſame, as Ham- 
burg, Altena, Lubeck, Bremen, &c, for 45.

groſche contains 2 mattiers or 8 pfennings. 8. At Cologne on the Rhine 
they reckon by rixdollars, albuſes and hellers, as alſo in eſſes and pfennings 1 
Flemiſh: 1 rixdollar current makes 14 imperial florin, 4+ head-pieces, 48 1 
Brabant ſtyvers, 58 Cleve- ſtyvers, 78 albuſes, and 117 fetmanger. A 


F. 22. In the firſt centuries after the birth of Chrift, Germany was 
divided into ſeveral petty ſtates which had no common ſupreme head. 
After the diffolution of the weſtern Roman empire, fix principal nations 
aroſe; namely, the Suabians, Alemans, Franks, Friſians, Saxons, Thurin- RF 
gians, and Bavarians. The Franks, under the conduct of their king 1 
Khlodwig, reduced Gaul under their ſubjection, and at laſt conquered alſo 
the above- mentioned German nations, ſo that under Charlemagne all Germany 
was united into one kingdom, though not independent, but a part of 
the Frankiſh monarchy. The conquered German nations had hereditary 1 
dukes of their own at firſt, and were governed by their own laws : But 2 
Charles put an end to the former, and governed the countries by counts 2 
and royal miſſionaries. The diets, however, which had ſubſiſted of old FF 
time were {till retained. In the year 800 Charles alſo revived and con- | 
ferred the dignity of a Roman Emperor on himſelf and family. His ſcm 

Lewis divided the kingdom among his ſons, upon which the greatelt troubles VP 
enſued, which in the year 843 were adjuſted by an accommodation made 1 
at Verdun, by which Lewis the German obtained all Germany quite to the 1 
Rhine, together with the three towns of Spires, Worms, and Mentz, and 
thus Germany arrived to be a proper independent kingdom. In 870 the F 
above Lewis reduced one half of the Lotharingian kingdom under his = 

ſubjection, and his ſon Lewis the younger, in 879, reduced the other. 1 
The latter of theſe, in 876, ſhared his paternal kingdom with both his = 
brothers; by which means Carlman became King of Bavaria, Lewis of Ea 3 
Franconia, and Charles the Fat King of Alemannia. Though the laſt, by | 
ſurviving his brothers, not only inherited their ſeveral kingdoms, but brought 1 
alſo the imperial dignity, together with Taly and France, to himſelf, and E 
thus ruled over all the old Frankiſp monarchy: Yet was he ſo weak I 
a man both in body and mind, and fo weakly did he govern, that in 887 X 
the German ſtates depoſed him, and conſtituted Arnulph his elder brother, 33 
Carlman's natural fon, King of Germany. This Prince beat the Normans, 7 
who had made great devaſtations in Germany, he ſubdued alſo the Bohe- WF 

mians, but with the affiſtance of the Huns; and thereby the way was Is 
paved for their incurſions afterwards into Germany. By the death of his 3 
fon Lewis the Child, in 911, the German Carolingian line became extinct. At 
that time Germany was an hereditary kingdom, but the power of its kings 
was limited by the Diets. The ſeveral territories belonging to it were 
governed under the Kings by counts without dukes; among whom the 
margraves defended the borders againſt hoſtile attacks, and were there- 


fore 
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fore frequently ſtiled Duces or leaders of armies ; but Lewis the German, 
in ſome meaſure, created Ludo/ph, father-in-law to his ſon Lewis the 
younger, and married to Bulling's daughter, duke of Saxony, which de- 
volved afterwards to Otto his younger ſon. 

$. 23. This Otto the German ſtates wanted to have created King on 


the death of Leis the Child, but he declined the honour which devolved _ 


upon this, by unanimous conſent, on a Frankiſh lord, named Conrad, who 
was deſcended of the daughter of Lewis the Fit. Conrad had for 
ſucceſſor in the kingdom his enemy Henry, duke of Saxony, ſon of the 


above-mentioned Otto, whom on his death-bed he recommended to the 


ſtates. About this time aroſe the dutchies of Suabia, Franconia, and Ba- 


varia. Henry VI. fon and ſucceſſor in the kingdom to Otto, brought | 


Lorrain, Italy, and the _— dignity again to the Empire, and alſo re- 
duced all Jutland and Bobemia to his ſubjection. In Henry II. the male 
race of the hitherto Saxon Kings and Emperors ended in 1224, during 
all which time Germany continued an hereditary kingdom. The ſtates 
aſſembling afterwards at Tribus in the open field on the banks of the 
Rhine, elected Conrad II. for their King, with the ſurname of Salicus; be- 
ſides which the ſtates of Taly alſo acknowledged him, and upon this he 


likewiſe obtained the imperial dignity. By means of his fon he annexed 


the kingdom of Burgundy to the Empire, and alſo made Poland ſubject to 


his dominion, but in a treaty with Denmark again appointed the Eider as 


the boundary of the German Empire. Henry III. depoſed three Popes, who 
had ſet up againſt each other, appointing a fourth in their ſtead, fince 


which time the vacancy of the papal chair has always been intimated 


to the Emperor, by whom a perſon is ſent out of Germany to Rome, 


+ and a Pope elected agrecably to his deſire. Hungary indeed was tributary 


to the German Empire, but that at the time of the troubles under Henry IV. 
and was afterwards loſt. Henry IV. was by the Pope put under the bann, 


and on that depoſed | by the ſtates. Under him the right of election was 


introduced by papal management, into the German Empire, and from that 
time has been conſtantly obſerved. Henry V. as next heir, took poſſeſſion 
of the inheritance of Matilda; and in 1122, at the diet of Worms, was 
reconciled to Pope Calxtus II. renounced the inveſtiture of eccleſiaſtical dig- 
nities, which was, till that time, performed by the fymbol of the ring 
and ſtaff, and barely retained the inveſtiture of ecclefiaſtics, on account of 


their temporalities and regalia, by the ſceptre. In him too, in 1115, be- 


came extinct the male line of the Frankiſh Emperors. The Pope upon 


this managed matters ſo that Lotharius, duke of Saxony, was elected, 


and at length, acknowledged, after a ten years war, by all Germany tor 
their Sovereign. After him Conrad of Hoben/tanſen ſucceeded to the crown. 


The Emperor Frederick I. ſtill effectually exerciſed his ſovereingty over the 


ſec of Rome by virtue of his coronation at Arles, reſerving alſo his dominion 
| | | over 
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over that kingdom, and obliging Poland to pay tribute and take an oath 
of allegiance. Henry VI. attempted in vain to make the crown heredita 

in his family. In the controverted election of Philip and Otto IV. the 
Pope aſſumed great power, and became alſo from that time full and fole 
maſter of the city of Rome, poſſeſſing himſelf likewite of the whole in- 


heritance of Matilda. Under Frederick II. all regard for the German 
Emperors in Iaſy was loft. On the death of the laſt Suabian Emperor, 
Conrad IV. which happened in the year 1254, William, count of Holland, 


was elected, but after a reign of two years died, and then the great in- 
terregnum aroſe: For though two kings, namely Alphonſo of Caftile and 
Richard of England were choſen at once, yet the former of theſe never 


came at all, and the latter only twice, and that too for a ſhort time to 


Germany, inſomuch that in fact it was the very ſame, as if the kingdom 
had been poſſeſſed of no king at all. bop pes | 
$. 24. Germany began to recover from its diſtracted ſtate, in the year 1273, 
when count Rudolph of Habsburg, by a compromite of the other Electors, 
who left the choice to the Palſgrave Lewis, was choſen ſupreme head 
thereof, and from him the race of the houſe of Auſtria has ſprung. His 
ſucceſſor, count Adolph of Naſſau, was allo by virtue of a compromiſe 
created Emperor by the Elector of Mentz; but neither of theſe Kings of 
the Romans, nor Albrecht I. of Auſtria, were crowned Emperors. Henry VII. 
count of Lutzelburg was crowned Emperor by plenipotentiary cardinals, as 
alſo Lewis of Bavaria, but at firſt by the prefe& of Rome, and afterwards 
ſupported by the Pope though deſerted again by him. His rivals were 
Frederick of Auſtria and Charles the Bchemian Prince; the latter of whom, 
after Lewrs's death, was unanimouſly acknowledged as King, and crowned 
Emperor at Rome by plenipotentiary cardinals, and at Arles, for the laſt 
time, created king thereof. It was this Charles IV. who, at the diet at Nu- 
renberg, in 13 50, and at the diet of the Electors at Metz, formed the wholſome 
regulations for the election of an Emperor, which are to this very da 

known and obſerved under the name of the golden bull. He lived to ſee his 
fon Wenzel elected King of the Romans. All theſe ſeveral kings applied for 


confirmation of their election to the Pope, though in the year 1338, it had 


been before decreed by a reſolution of the Empire, that a confirmation from 
him was not neceſſary. But neither Wenzel nor the Palſgrave Ruprecht ob- 
tained the Roman Imperial crown; but Sigiſmund, however, who in the year 
1414, proclaimed a general council to be held at Conſtance, and in 14371, 
another at Baji/ was more fortunate. At the firit of theſe three Popes were 


depoſed and a new one ſet up, as alſo Jh Hufs and Ferome of Prague burnt ; 


but at the ſecond the grievances of the German nation were delivered in, and 
divers of them redreſſed. The reign of Albretch II. of Aufiria was but 


ſhort. Frederick III. of Auſtria, who, after the crown of 1taly, obtained 


the imperial crown from the Pope, procured the Empire no advantage 
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G ER MAN V. 
by the concordata nationis Germanice, which was ſettled with the Pope in 
the year 1448. His fon Maximilian was choſen King of the Romans in 
his father's life-time, and afterwards obtained from the Pope the title of 
an elected Roman Emperor without the trouble of going to Rome. At 
the firſt diet of the Empire which he held at Forms in the year 1495, the 
ſo long wiſhed for perpetual general profane peace was eſtabliſhed as well 
as a general chamber-court of the Emperor and Empire : and in 1512 the 
Empire was divided into ten circles. Charles V. ſwore to a capitulation ; at 
firſt he bore the title of an elected Roman Emperor, but afterwards, on 
his journey through Taly, ſuffered the imperial crown to be ſet upon his 


| head by the pope. The religious war and peace are among the moſt impor- 


tant and remarkable occurrences of his reign. At his defire his brother Ferdi- 
nand I. was elected king of the Romans fo early as the year 153 1, after having 
likewiſe ſwore to a capitulation. He eſtabliſhed the Au/ic> council of the 
Empire. His fon Maximilian II. as well as the fon of this laſt, Rudolph II. 
was elected King of the Romans; but the latter could not be prevailed 
upon to allow a ſucceſſor to be choſen in his life time. To him ſucceeded 
his brother Mathias, in whoſe capitulation it was inſerted for the firſt time, 
that the electors for the future ſhould be entitled to elect a King of the 
Romans even againſt the will of the Emperor. In Ferdinand the ſecond's 
reign broke out the thirty years war, which under his ſon Ferdinand III. 
(who had been elected King of the Romans) in his father's life time was 
put an end to, in the year 1648, by the peace of We/iphalia. He was fuc- 
ceeded in the year 1658 by his fon Leopold who was elected by unanimous 
conſent. In his time was opened the diet at Ratisbon in the year 1663, 


- which ſtill continues, and the imperial chamber of juſtice was in the year 


1689 removed from Spire to Wetzlar. This Emperor conferred on Duke 
Erneſt Auguſius of Brunſwick Lunenburg the ninth electoral dignity, and was 


' ſucceeded by his ſon, Joſeph, king of the Romans, in the imperial dignity. This 
laſt was followed by his brother Charles VI, who in the year 1713 made an 


ordinance in vim Sanctionis pragmatice, on account of the hereditary ſuc- 
ceſſion in his houſe, and died in 1740 without male heirs. In 1742 
Charles VII. of Bavaria, was choſen Emperor by the ſuſpention of the vote 
of Bohemia, and after his death in 1745 Francis I. grand duke of Tuſcany 
and duke of Lorrain. 


$. 25. The Empire is eleCtive and every new King of the Romans muſt 


ſolemnly renounce all attempts of rendering the Empire hereditary to 
his heirs and followers. The laws of the Empire require no other qua- 


lifications in a candidate for the Roman crown, than that he be ju/ts 
bonus & utilis, without any limitation. of religion, nation, ſtate, or age. 
This choice is ſettled by the Electors, and declared by the Elector of 
Mentz within one month after account received of the former Emperor's 
death, by means of envoys and public reſcripts to each Elector, which 
| | ceremony 
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ceremony laſts during the term of three months, and is performed at 
Franckfort on the Maine. If an Elector abſent himſelf, the election not- 
withſtanding is valid. The Electors appear either in perſon, or by their 
envoys, of whom there are generally between two or three, and theſe 
muſt be provided with ſufficient and unlimited powers. After ſettling 


| the deliberations as well relative to the capitulation of election, as 


his coronation, which ought, indeed, to be performed in the imperial ci 


other matters propounded by the eſtates, foreign envoys or others, and 
after all foreigners, who belong not to the retinue of the Electors 
or their envoys, have been ordered to depart the town before the 


day of creation, the election proceeds: That is to fay all the Electors, 


who are preſent, with the firſt envoys of ſuch as are abſent, betake them- 
ſelves in their reſpective electoral habits and in formal proceſſion on horſe- 
back from the council-houſe to the church of St. Barthoomew, where, 
after maſs, they ſolemnly promiſe before the altar, that they will elect the 
fitteſt perſon to be Emperor, and then ſhut themſelves up in the chapel 
of election. When they have once more bound themſelves by oath to let 
a plurality of votes ſtand good; theſe votes are collected by the Elector 
of Mentz according to the rank of the Electors, after which the Elector 
of Mentz is aſked by the Elector of Saxony for his own. Whoever has 
more than half the voices of the college for him is elected, and an Elector 
may even give his vote for himſelf. When the election is over the perſon 
elected, or his plenipotentiary or proxy, mult directly ſwear and ſubſcribe 
to the capitulation of election, upon which he is congratulated and the 
choice made public in the church. If the elected King of the Romans 
be not preſent in perſon he muſt yet give a peculiar counter-bond for 
the maintenance of the capitulation of election, and before the corona- 


tion ſwear to it himſelf, till which he cannot take upon him the govern- 


ment, but muſt leave it to the vicars of the Empire. An authentic copy 
of the capitulation of election, ſubſcribed by the elected or his envoy, 


and confirmed by the ſeal of the former, is delivered to each of the Electors; 
/ on the contrary, the electoral college cauſes to be delivered to the elected 


an inſtrument of election, and when he is abſent to be carried to him by 
a prince, with a writing of notification. On this he appoints a day for 


of Aix la Chapelle, but at preſent is always held in the town of election, 
and on the other hand a counter-bond given to the city of Ax la Chapelle. 
The jewels of the Empire are kept part at Aix and part at Nurenberg, and 
belonged moſt of them to Charlemagne. They are demanded upon a 
counter-bond, and ſolemnly delivered up at the place of coronation : Ex- 
clufive of ſeveral kinds of veſtments, among them is the crown and ſceptre, 
with two rings, one imperial monde, two broad ſwords and one imall 
one, a book of the goſpels, Sc. On the day of coronation he his 


accompanied by the temporal Electors and envoys of ſuch as are 


abſent,

having 
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having the jewels of the Empire carried before him and riding from his 
reſidence to the church, where he is alſo received by the ſpiritual Electors. 
At maſs the perſon elected takes a general oath of a ruler, and among 
other things promiſes alſo due veneration to the Pope and church. After 
this he is ſeven times anointed either by the Elector of Mentz, or Cologne, 
and then adorned with the ancient veſtments and imperial enſigns, and 


once more ſworn. Upon which he dubs ſome knights, ſuffers himſelf to 


be admitted a canon of the collegiate church of St. Mary's at Aix la 


Chapelle, and is then conducted on foot in ſolemn proceſſion to the council- 


houſe to a table at which the hereditary officers attend (F. 36.) 
$. 26. From the above ſhort connection of hiſtorical facts (F. 22—24) 


olf the German Empire, it appears that the ſupreme head, or King thereof, 


is at the ſame time, and as ſoon as elected, 1. Alſo Roman Emperor 
elect; which title he has likewiſe aſſumed ſince the days of Maximilian I. 
But the imperial dignity ever ſince the time of Otto the Great, has been 
connected with the German Empire. Till the reign of Charles V. the 
Emperors ſuffered themſelves to be crowned at Rome by the Pope, and 
then ſtiled themſelves ſimply Roman Emperors : But from that time ſuch 
papal coronation has been omitted, but the title of Emperor conſtantly 
continued, and that with the above-mentioned addition. The Emperor, 
immediately on his entering upon the government, teſtifies his venera- 
tion (obſervantiam & reverentiam) to the Pope by an embaſly, but not as 
the holy father would have it, his obedience (obedrentiam.) Notwiths 
ſtanding this the imperial dignity, if we except twenty-one fiefs of the 
Empire which lie in the eccleſiaſtical ſtate, is a bare title. 2. King of 
Italy and Lombardy. This kingdom extends from the borders of the dutchy 
of Savoy and Switzerland to the eccleſiaſtical territories, and has been an- 


nexed to the German Empire by the Emperor Otto, partly by war, and 


partly by marriage, with reſpect to the allodials. But the Kings and Em- 
perors never bore either the title or arms of theſe kingdoms ; nor, ſince the 
days of Charles V. have even ſuffered themſelves to be crowned any longer 
Kings of Italy. At this very day too the power of the Emperor in theſe 
parts is inconfiderable ; however, he ſtill exerciſes the following juriſdic- 
tions, diz. 1. He promotes to dignities, and grants to the members of this 
kingdom, their countries and ſubjects, all manner of immunities. 2. As 
well the immediate as mediate members of this kingdom muſt in matters, 


which concern their perſons and lands, appear before the imperial aulick 


council, and when refractory, and ſiding with the enemies of the Empire 
are put under the ban, and deprived of their eftates. But many powerful 
members refuſe to acknowledge this imperial ſupremacy. 3. The Emperor 
and Empire till enjoy many fiefs in Tab, which I ſhall particulariſe be- 
low, iny. 47. 4. In times of war they muſt pay taxes, but this they ſeldom 


do without compulſion, Excluſive, however, of theſe, the revenues of 
Vor. IV, | F 
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the Emperor ariſing from this kingdom in times of peace conſiſts in the 
laudemia fees, &c. and particularly in the revenues of the dutchy of Man- 
tua, which is annexed to it as a forfited imperial fief, and is accordingly 
poſſeſſed by the Emperor in the name of the Empire. But without the con- 
ſent of the Electors, Princes, and States of the German Empire, the Em- 
peror has no power over theſe Talian territories. | HY 

F. 27. The title of the Emperor runs thus, © N. by the grace of God, 
elected Roman Emperor (Imperator,) at all times augmenter of the 
Empire (Semper Auguſtus,) in or of Germany King.” Next to this fol- 
follow the titles of the hereditary imperial dominions. The ſtates of 


the Empire give the Emperor the title of moſt illuſtrious moſt power- 


ful and moſt invincible Roman Emperor, the laſt of which is omitted 
by the Electors. The arms of the Emperor and Empire are a black eagle 
with two heads, hovering with expanded wings in a field of gold, and 
over the heads of the eagle is ſeen the imperial cown. To theſe the arms 
of the ſeveral hereditary countries are alſo annexed. 

F. 28. With reſpect to foreign ſtates the Emperor's prerogatives conſiſt 
partly in that he is looked upon by all other crowned heads and ſtates in 
Europe as the firſt European potentate, and conſequently alfo precedence is 
given him and his ambaſſadors, partly in the above-mentioned title ($. 2.) 
partly in the appellation of advocate and temporal head of Chriſtendom. 
i ith reſpect to the German Empire he has the prerogative of being its 
ſupreme head, and under this title, and as ſuch, enjoys all manner of 
privileges. His power 1n the adminiſtration of the German Empire is. 
limited by the capitulation of eleCtion, and the other laws of the Empire 
and treaties, and in like manner by the cuſtoms of the Empire. Such 
rights as he has the privilege of excerciſing alone and without the advice 
of the eſtates of the Empire, are called his Reſervata, but in theſe he is 
not ſupreme; his greateſt power conſiſts not in theſe rights, nor are they 
repugnant to the liberties of the ſtates of the Empire. | 

His rights, with reſpect to eccleſiaſtical matters, are partly the juriſ- 
diction of protection over Chri/tendom, the chair at Rome and the Pope, 
and over the Chriſtian church, as well catholic, as Lutheran and Reformed ;, 
partly the renewal of the laws of the Empire relating to matters of religion, 
but in theſe he can alter nothing, nor introduce any innovations ; partly 
the confirming eccleſiaſtical erections, and: partly the right of ſending 
commiſſaries to the elections of archbiſhops, biſhops, and abbots, that they 
may be performed in due order; but the commiſſary is never perſonally 
preſent at theſe elections; and partly the right of the firſt petition {ze 
primariarum precum) by virtue of which, in all foundations and cloiſters 
of. the Empire, as well catholic as reformed, (that is by virtue of the 
immediate, if he has exerciſed it before the peace of Weſtphalia, or of 
the mediate, if he was in poſſeſſion of it on January 1, 1624,) he may, 
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once during the time of his adminiſtration, confer a benefice (beneficium) 
on any perſon qualified for it by the ſtatutes thereof, who, when he ap- 
plies for a vacant place, on producing the imperial petition to the perſon 
who beſtows it, muſt, within a month's time have the preference of all 
others ; partly the right of a pants-brief to each foundation or cloiſter in 
the Empire, by virtue of which ſuch foundation is obliged to admit into 
it the perſon who has obtained the brief of the Emperor, and there 
provide him during life with meat, drink, cloaths and other neceſſaries. 
Some other leſſer privileges I ſhall paſs over in ſilence. 

With reſpect to temporal matters, the Emperor's ſeparate power conſiſts 
in the following particulars, v/z. He may confer on the ſtates of the 
Empire, and other immediate perſons and communities all manner of 
favours; that is to ſay he has the right of beſtowing perſonal dignities ; 
ſuch for inſtance, as the creating of noblemen, gentry, knights, lords, 


| barons, counts, counts enjoying the dignity of princes, princes, &c. as alſo 


that of raiſing countries and territories to a higher rank, and of conferring 
higher chancery-titles, of creating other dignities and officcs, as thoſe of a 
Palſgrave, &c. and of beſtowing arms, as alſo of enlarging, improving 
and altering the laſt. Next to this he has the power alſo of granting pri- 
vileges, ſuch as thoſe de non appellando, de non evocando, electionis fori, and 
compoſitions ; of eſtabliſhing univerſities, and of beſtowing on them the power 
of conferring academical degrees of granting a right of holding fairs and 
markets, of empowering any perſon to adopt another, of erecting any 
place into a ſanctuary (us aſyli 12 of empowering any one to aſſume a title 


from his eſtate, and that the intermitted uſe of theſe things ſhall not be detri- 


mental to the obtained privileges, &c. He- has likewiſe the power of 


beſtowing letters of reſpite (moratoria,) ſecuring a debtor againſt his creditor, 


letters of protection againſt illegal power (conſervatoria,) much of the ſame 
ſignification with the former, and the right of conferring majority on 
minors. He can put children who are born out of wedlock, upon a 


footing with ſuch as are legitimate, can confirm the contracts and ſtipulations 


of the members of the Empire, and ſo far remit the oaths extorted from 
them, that they may commence an action at law, againſt another on ac- 
count of the very thing, about which the oath was adminiſtered. He 
can alſo inveſt ſuch as poſſeſs fiefs of the Empire, and decide in feodal 
matters relative to it. He has likewiſe the poſt-right, and the princes of 
Thurn and Taxis enjoy the general imperial hereditary, aulic poſt-office 
from the Emperor and Empire, as an imperial fief. Many ſtates of the 
Empire, however, have eſtabliſhed poſts of their own. With reſpect to 
the mediate members of the Empire i may beſtow all manner of favours 
upon them, ſuch as perſonal dignities, titles, arms, privileges, but the laſt 
in ſuch a manner, as that no detriment ſhall accrue thereby to the rights 
of the ſovereigns of the country. To the Emperor alſo pertains the 


2 | | right 
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right of granting privileges for printing books, and for new invented ma- 
chines, &c. With reſpect to foreign powers, he may, when attacked 
by them on account of the Empire avail himſelf of all the affiſtance not 
detrimental to it, and conſequently. carry on a defenſive war; he is alſo 
entitled, with the conſent of the ſovereign of the country, ſometimes to 
grant to foreign powers the liberty of making levies in the Empire. 

The common rights of the Emperor and electors regard the league, 
and war of the Empire as alſo alienations and mortgages of the lands 
belonging to it; the recovery of ſuch parts as have been torn from it and all 
things relative to the ſecurity and ſtate of the Empire, as matters in which 
the Emperor can do nothing, without the advice and conſent of the elec- 
tors; but of which the princes of the Empire complain. 

The common rights of the Emperor, the electors and certain other 


ates regard the privilege of granting tollage, of raiſing and continuing, or 


diſcontinuing that which is granted only for a certain term, of conferring 
the ſtaple- juriſdiction, of coining of money, and granting greater immuni- 
ties to mediate members of the Empire. To conclude, the Emperor has 
no right, without the conſent of the collective ſtates of the Empire, to put 
a ſtate of the Empire under the ban, diſgrace, &c. of it, to alienate or en- 
cumber any, eſtates belonging thereto, to exclude a ſtate of the Empire 
from a ſeat and voice in its colleges, to create new laws in the Empire, 


to improve or to explain the old ones, to conclude treaties in matters rela- 


ing to the Empire, to engage it in a war, or to raiſe levies, to manage 
a war of the Empire, to conclude a peace in which it is concerned, to ap- 


point taxes in it, to regulate the coinage, to build forts in the Empire, or to. 


determine matters of importance and religious diſputes. 

FSi. 29. No particular place of reſidence is appointed the Emperor by the. 
Empire ; but he is to refide, unleſs the circumſtances of the times require 
it otherwiſe, in no other place than in the Empire. And for this reaſon 
it is that the Emperors have for a long while back held their court in 
their hereditary countries, and Vienna has been the uſual reſidence of the 
Emperors of the houſe of Auſtria. With reſpect to the ſtate of the Em- 
peror's court and chancery, he has for his aſſiſtance, 


1. The arch-offices of the Empire, which are all filled by electors; as all 
_ electors either have in reality arch-offices of their own, or ſhould have 
them: but as the electors are not always preſent, when their offices are to 


be performed on days of election and coronation, and ſometimes alſo at 
diets ; ſo theſe again have their deputies, who with reſpect to the temporal 


electors are ſtyled hereditary officers, and by theſe the arch- offices are al- 


ways and ſolely exerciſed. Of this a more accurate account follows be- 
low, in F. 36. 1 


2. His aulic peculiar officers, the number, rank, employments, Fc. of 


vhom depend ſolely on the pleaſure of the Emperor, and are at his expence. At 
TE | the - 
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the vice- chancellor, of the Empire, or imperial aulic vice- chancellor, whom 


the Elector of Mentæ nominates in his ſtead, reſides always at the imperial 
court, the Emperor has no aulic chancellor. 

Such affairs of the Empire, as belong or are addreſſed to the imperial court, 
are partly conſidered in the Emperors privy council, partly in & imperial 
aulic council, of which more in $. 43. What the Emperor, determines 
by virtue of his own authority is forwarded by the chancery of the Empire, 
which conſiſts of the vice-chancellor, the imperial aulic counſellors, or 
privy imperial aulic ſecretaries and referendaries of Latin and German 
diſpatch, and other officers. The elector of Mentz, as arch-chancellor of 


the Empire, admits all theſe perſons, and has the ſupreme juriſdiction over 


them. In the chancery of the Empire no other language but the German 


and Latin are uſed. The archives of the Empire, or the privy imperial aulic, 


and the imperial aulic council rolls, form a part of the chancery of the 
Empire, and are therefore kept in it, and thus alto are ſubject to the 
inſpection of the elector of Mentæ. | | 

F. 30. In ancient times the Emperors had conſiderable domains and in- 
comes in the Empire, which in the days of Frederick I. amounted to near 
fixty tons of gold, but have been ſucceſſively mortgaged and alienated to 
the ſtates of the Empire. At preſent the certain revenues of the Emperor 
conſiſt, merely, in certain ſmall taxes, which the different cities of the 


Empire contribute yearly. But moſt of them have either rid themſelves of 


theſe impoſts or the taxes themſelves have either by a variety of. ways de- 


ſcended to other ſtates of the Empire, or into the hands of private perſons. 
The two laſt Emperors, Charles VI. and VII. have endeavoured to intro- 
duce again, but without ſucceſs, the crown- taxes, which the Jets in the 
Roman Empire were formerly obliged to pay unto the Emperor at the- 
beginning of his adminiſtration, together with their annual offering at 
Chriſtmas. To the uncertain incomes of the Emperor belong the revenue-- 
of the imperial aulic council, but ſuch only as are all allotted and aſſigned, to- 
gether with voluntary preſents of ſingle ſtates of the Empire, or of ſome col- 


lege thereof, and the free gifts of the order of knights of the Empire.“ 


Charles VII. being ſtript of his hereditary dominions fifty Roman montlis 
(S. 44.) were once granted him; and for the encreaſing of the imperial re- 
venues in time to come, the emperor has promiſed in his capitulation of 
election, that when for the future any conſiderable fiefs ſhall be opened to the 
Empire by death or forfeiture, he is to retain them for the maintainance 
of the Empire and himſelf; but this is a caſe, which will not ſpeedily 
happen; as alſo that in like manner, he is to reclaim to the Empire the. 
imperial taxes of the cities and revenues, which are aſſigned to particular 
perſons ;. but in this again there are no hopes of ſucceſs, | 

I. 31. The ſucceſſor in the adminiſtration is frequently choſen by the 
electors during the life of the Emperor, and the perſon fo choſen ſty led 


with: 


king of the Romans. He is elected and crowned in the very fame manner 
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with the Emperor; is actually a crowned head, is ſaluted by the appella- 
tion of majeſty, enjoys the title of perpetual augmenter of the Empire, and 
King of Germany, bears a one headed eagle in his arms, and takes prece- 
dence before all other Kings of Chriſtendom. | | 

F. 32. Such electors as govern the German Empire, either after the 
demiſe of an Emperor till the filling of the throne again, when there is 
no King of the Romans, or during the minority, or even during the long 
abſence of the Emperor out of the Empire, or when he is prevented by 
any other circumſtances from taking upon him the adminiſtration, are ſtyled 
vicars of the Empire. By virtue of the golden bull theſe are the electors. 
palatine and of Saxony: The former on the Rhine in Suabia and in the 
Frankiſh right (concerning the meaning of which laſt words there is ſome 
diſpute ;) but the latter in thoſe parts, where the Saxon rights were in uſe 
at the time of the golden bull. But after Bavaria by the peace of West- 
pbalia, had obtained the old Palatinate, and the Palatinate a new elector, a 
diſpute has ariſen between both houſes on account of the vicarſhip of the 


Empire: and though in 1724, they peaceably agreed to enjoy it in common, 


which alſo actually happened in 1740, 1741 and 1742; yet this matter 
in the laſt capitulation of election, was referred for a full deciſion to the 
diet, and jn it aſcertained, that both houſes ſhould bear it alternately. 
Some countries, as namely, Bohemia, Auſiria and Burgundy, acknowledge 
no vicar of the Empire ; and Mentz has come to an agreement concerning 


it with the palatinate. The power of theſe vicars of the Empire continues 


till ſuch time as a new Emperor has ſworn in perſon to the capitulation of 
election, and conſiſts herein that they may hold vicariate aulic courts, 
and at that time alſo the imperial chamber-court, during which diſpatches 
are ſent under both names ; confer eccleſiaſtical prebendaries, levy the re- 
venues of the Empire, and grant the inveſtiture of the fiefs belonging to 
it, the princely and banner fiefs excepted, or ſuch ftefs, as are received be- 
fore the imperial throne, ſo that they need not be received again before the 
new Emperor, and that they may hold a diet. = 

F. 33. All immediate members of the German Empire, who have ſeat 
and voice at the diets either ſeparately or in participation, are reckoned 
ſtates of the Empire. The right of the ſtates of the Empire and their 
reception into the college of princes or counts is no otherwiſe obtained than 
when the perſon ſuing is poſſeſſor of an immediate principality or county of 
the Empire, or at leaſt of a ſeigniory, and with an imperial taxation ſuit- 
able to his ſtate, has engaged and bound himſelf to a certain circle to which 
it is neceſſary, that the reception be regularly conſented to both by the 
electoral and princely colleges, and by the bench, into which he is to be 


received. Indulgence, indeed, has frequently been ſhewn both to princes and 


counts, who were without any immediate eftate, or ſuitable to their di 
but yet a proviſo has always been made, that this ſhould not for the! 


future 
be drawn into a precedent by any one. On the other hand the new ſtate is to 


provide 


gnity, 
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provide himſelf as ſoon as poſſible with an immediate eſtate. or the right 
of ſeat and voice not to be of any ſervice to his heirs. The right of 
having ſe at and voice in the Circle and Diets of the Empire is properly 
annexed to the land and not to the perſon. Each ſtate of a Circle is 
not therefore alſo a ſtate of the Empire ; a Prince alſo has often both ſeat 
and voice at Diets of the Circle on the bench of the Princes of the Empire, 
but at Diets of the Empire only on the bench of counts. 

$. 34. The ſtates of the Empire are divided 

1. With reſpect to religion, into Catholic and Proteſtant ſtates, the latter 
of which is ſtiled Evangelical, or adherers to the confeſſion of Augſburg. 
The former canſtitute what is called the Corpus catholicum ; but the latter the 
Corpus Evangelicorum or Evangelicum, the director of which is the Elector 
of Saxony. No party has any prerogative before the other, but each an 
equal right. | | Fans 

2. With reſpect to the ſtate in general they are divided into ſpiritual \ 
and temporal. The ſpiritual ſtates are either proteſtant or catholic, ex- 
85 cepting that the biſhopric of Oſnaburg is filled alternately with a pro- 
> teſtant and catholic prelate. The former ſtates are all proteſtant Lutherans, 

; the abbeſs of Herford excepted, who is of the reformed. They are more- 

over either biſhops, as Oſnaburg and Lubeck, or abbeſſes, as Quedlinburg, 
Sc. or either princes ſuch as biſhops or abbeſſes inveſted with that dignity, 

> as Quedlinburg, Herford, &c. They all arrive to this dignity by the 
= election of the chapter, but the choice of Oſiaburg, Lubeck, and Qued- 
Iinburg is limited. They have neither the Emperor's confirmation (unleſs 
itt were eſtabliſhed by a peculiar cuſtom) nor the Pope's, neither need 
they make uſe of ordination or the pallium, nor take an oath: to any one, 
or be ſubject to any metropolitan or biſhop, or give annats ; only in the 
year and on the day after their election, they preſent themſelves before the 
Emperor on account of their inveſtiture in the territorial juriſdiction over 
their foundation. They muſt always bear the title of elected or poſtulated 
biſhops, &c. but they likewiſe obtain the titles uſually. beſtowed on the 
catholic ſtates of their rank, and. they might even marry were it not pro- 
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hu.ibited by the capitulation, and in other reſpects alfa they act wholly as tempo- 
N llal ſtates. The catholic ſpiritual ſtates. of the Empire are either ſecular 
' or regular, that is either archbiſhaps, biſhops, or abbots,. provoſts, ab- 5 
c beſſes, primates, (which. laſt title the archbiſhop of Salzburg and the abbot 
a of Fulda bear) and Legati nati of the chair of Rome. It is thus for 
, inſtance that the Elector of Cologue and the archbiſhop of Saltzburg and 
R 4 il Prague write themſelves, and to this laſt order alſo. belong the grand and 
. Teutonic maſter, with. two Teutonic commanderies, as likewiſe. the grand 
F prior of the order of St. John in Germany. With reſpect to temporal dig- 
* nity they are Electors and Princes, and as well princely as common abbots, 
provoſts, and abbeſſes, exerciſing alſo in their ſeveral lands and | 


a 
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choice of the chapter or conſent of the cloiſter, but by the Concordata 
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all kind of ſupreme power. They arrive likewiſe to this dignity by the 


nationis Germanice, ſome few caſes are excepted. Their choice is con- 
frmed either by the Pope, or (which holds good only of the non-exempt 
abbeys) by the biſhop, to whoſe juriſdiction the cloiſter belongs. They 
muſt preſent their confeſſion of faith and take the oath of fealty to the 
Pope, upon which the conſecration and benediction follow. Thoſe who 
enjoy the right of the pallium muſt, within three months after their conſe- 
cration, redeem this coſtly fillet of white wool at the Pope's hands. All 
new elected archbiſhops, biſhops, and abbots, muſt pay a conſiderable 


portion of the revenues, which they receive in their two firſt years, to 


the Pope, which money is termed the Annats. All the archbithops are 


their ſpiritual juriſdiction a province ; and the cathedral a metropolitan 
church. Each biſhop too is ſubject to an archbiſhop who is ſtiled his 
metropolitan, but the biſhop a ſuffragan. Thoſe, however, of Bamberg, 
Ratisbon, and Paſſau are excepted, who ſtand immediately under the 


Pope. Their lands are called high foundations, their churches are tiled 
cathedrals, and their territority church-juriſdiftion or dioceſes. The abbots 
are ſubje&t. to the biſhops within whoſe dioceſe they lie, unleſs a cloiſter 


be peculiarly exempted from it, in which caſe it is ſtiled an exempt, 
Cloiſters are called foundations. Many immediate foundations and cloiſters 
have their advocates or bailiffs, receivers, protectors, and defenders. To 
conclude, all ſpiritual Princes of the Empire, princely abbots and abbeſſes 
are accuſtomed to inveſt certain families of princes, counts, barons and the 
other nobility, with the ſeveral offices of hereditary chamberlain, ſewer, cup- 
bearer, marſhal, &c. but theſe poſts are generally conferred by the Great 
on meaner families, as an under-fief, e 
The temporal ſtates in Germany are Electors, Princes, Counts, Lords, 
and Imperial towns, but theſe are not ſubject to each other. They arrive 


to the ſucceſſion of theſe eſtates by blood, conſent of the Emperor and 


Empire, public treaties, inheritance and compact of confraternity. Uſually 
the ſons only arrive to the ſucceſſion, and the right of firſt-born has been 
gradually introduced into all families of Princes and Counts. The ſons 
excluded from the adminiſtration are generally ſtiled appenaged, but with 
greater propriety non-regent lords, and have either lands and people aſſigned 
them, or which is more uſual, money. The ſtates of the Empire, 
by virtue of the cuſtoms thereof, are obliged to chuſe for themſelves a 
conſort ſuitable to their rank, that the conſort and children may ſhare 


the ſame dignity, and the laſt ſucceed to the lands of their father. The 


eſpouſal of an Elector or Prince to a counteſs, or of a count with one 
of ancient nobility is not reckoned derogatory. 


3. With reſpect to the different ranks of the ſtates, into three colleges, 


namely,

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namely, into the electoral and princely (to which belong alſo prelates, 
counts, and lords) and the towns of the Empire. OT: 

$. 35. The Electors are thoſe Princes who affiſt at the choice or 
election of an Emperor. Their real origin cannot be determined with 


any degree of certainty. Yome are of opinion that they ſprung up in the 


days of Charlemagn, others fix their riſe in the year 996, but others 
affirm, that from the firſt commencement of the right of election, which 
was introduced under Henry IV. the proper voices of election were left 
to ſeven or eight Princes, and that after the extinction of the Kings of 
Hobenſtauf, we find in the election of Alphonſo and Richard (F. 23.) a 
plain account of the ſeven Electors who, for time immemorial, had en- 
joyed the right of election. Thus much is certain, that Charles IV. by the 
golden bull confirmed the Electors, of whom there were at that time 
ſeven, in their rights and privileges. In the thirty years war the dignity 


of Elector- palatine deſcended to the houſe of Bavaria, and at the peace 


of Meſiphalia an eighth was introduced; and in 1692, a ninth alſo was 
erected for the houſe of Brunſwick Lunenburg. The electoral college 
conſiſts thus of three ſpiritual and fix temporal members: The former 
conſiſt of the archbiſhops of Mentz, Treves, and Cologn ; the latter of 
the King of Bobemia, the reigning duke of Bavaria, the firſt-born duke 
of Saxony of the moſt ancient line of the Albertin ſtock, the firſt-born 
margrave of Brandenburg of the moſt ancient line of that family, the firſt- 
born palſgrave of the Rhine of the oldeſt Rudolpbin line, and the firſt-born 
duke of Brunſwick Lunenburg of the Hanoverian race. With reſpect to 


the rights and privileges of theſe Electors in general, thoſe which they 


ſhare in the choice and coronation of an Emperor, have been handled 
above (F. 25.) Concerning their arch-offices in the Empire I ſhall treat 
immediately in F. 36, and with reſpect to their rights in the Diets I ſhall 
treat of thoſe below in F. 42. Their other privileges are the following 
The Emperor confers on the ſpiritual Electors the title of Highly <oorthy 
nephews ; but on the temporal, that of of? illuſtrious uncles : At their 
inveſtiture they are exempted from fees ; they may ſend envoys of the firſt 
rank to the Emperor; and a new elected Emperor muſt immediately con- 
firm their privileges and dignities. With regard to leagues of the Empire, 
the wars of the Empire, alienations, and mortgages of lands belonging 
to it, &c. and all caſes which concern the ſecurity and public ſtate of 
the Empire, the Emperor can do nothing in theſe without their privity. 
The Diets are held by the Emperor with the conſent of the Electors, 
or at their deſire. Each Elector enjoys a right of appointing two chamber- 
court aſſeſſors, and their electorates have an unlimitted privilege de non 
appellando. They have likewiſe their peculiar union or aft: 

in the year 1338, which afterwards, particularly in the year 1521, was

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is called electoral Diets. A ſubje& may be guilty of treaſon againſt them, 
and their proper electorates are indiviſible, ſo that they always deſcend to 
the firſt- born; nay, at preſent, their whole lands devolve to them. In the im- 


perial capitulation of election they have reſerved to themſelves the privilege of 


having their envoys, without diſtinction, take rank of Princes in perſon ; but 
theſe laſt complain as well of this as of many other grievances. By the pre- 
lates of the Empire all counts, lords, towns of the Empire, and other im- 
mediate and mediate members thereof, ſuch of the ſpiritual Electors as 
are not Princes born are ſtiled your Electoral grace; but ſuch as are Princes 


by birth, as are alſo the temporal Electors, are ſaluted by the appellation 


of your eleftoral Serenity, and moſt gracious Lords. They give precedence, 
indeed, to Kings, and their envoys yield place to thoſe of crowned heads. 
On the contrary both they and their envoys obtain of all ftates almoſt all 


| teſtimonies of honour uſually ſhewn to Kings and their envoys, giving 


rank neither to a cardinal, a papal envoy, nor even to a free republic. 


Foreign Kings ſtile the temporal Electors, and thoſe of the ſpiritual, who 
are Princes born, brothers; the ſpiritual Electors are alſo ſtiled highly and 


moſt worthy ; and the temporal moft illuſtrious. Laſtly, it is to be obſerved 


that an Elector arrives to years of majority when paſt his 18th year. 

$. 36. With reſpe& to the particular reverſion of the nine Electors and 
their arch-offices and prerogatives, the following is ſome account thereof. 

1. The ſpiritual, which are, | | 

1. The Elector of Mentz, who is arch-chancellor in Germany of the 
holy Roman Empire and director of the electoral college, or, as he ſtiles 
himſelf, and is frequently alſo ſtiled by others, dean or decanus thereof. 
This Prince it is os makes known the demiſe of a Reman Emperor to 
his co-electors, appoints the Diet, adminiſters the oath of election to the 
whole body of Electors or their envoys, collects their voices, proclaims 
the election, and anoints the elected Emperor, when his coronation 
happens within his dioceſe : But if it be performed in a place, which lies 
neither in his own dioceſe, nor in that of the archbiſhop of Colggn, he 
exchanges with the lord thereof. At the Diet he bears the general direc- 


tory, and the Emperor is not to put the leaſt control upon him, when, 


in conſequence of the imperial propoſition, and for the intereft of the 
Empire, he brings one or more matters, as alſo the grievances of the 
complaining ſtates into the eleCtoral college, or into all the colleges of 
the Empire; nor otherwiſe to ſet bounds or meaſures to the electoral arch- 


cancellariate of Mentz and directory of the Empire, or be any impedi- 
ment thereto, &c. Before this Prince or his envoys all thoſe as well of the 


ſtates of the Empire as of foreign powers legitimate themſelves. He it 
is that names a vice-chancellor of the Empire, or an aulic vice-chancellor 
thereof, who muſt take an oath to him as well as to the Emperor. He 
appoints hkewiſe all officers for the chancery of the Empire, and has ſu- 
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preme juriſdiction over them, as alſo the inſpection of the archives of 
the Empire. By him the Emperor cauſes the aulic council of the Em- 
pire to be viſited. He _ likewiſe the protection of the poſt-office 

is counſellors pay no poſtage at the poſts 
thereof, Other privileges relating to him ere over in ſilence. 

2. The Elector of Treves is the arch- chancellor of the holy Roman 
Empire in Gaul and the kingdom of Arles, but this at preſent is only a 
bare title, without any power belonging to it. At an election of a kin 
of the Romans he has the firſt voice, and conſtantly precedes the Elector 
of Cologn. 
Mentæ; but otherwiſe exchanges in rank with the Elector of Cologn. 

3. The EleQor of Co/ogn is arch-chancellor of the holy Roman Em- 
pire in Taly; and at an election of a King of the Romans he has the 


{ſecond voice, and when the Emperor is crowned at Aix la Chapelle and

4. The King and Elector of Bohemia, who is arch-cup-bearer of the 
holy Roman Empire, and as ſuch preſents to the Roman Emperor the 
chalice filled with wine and water, and hands the firſt liquor to the table 
in a filver cup, of twelve marks in weight *, which afterwards, together 


with the horſe, becomes the property of his vicar. His other prerogatives 


are, that he precedes all other temporal EleQors whatſoever, walks in 
proceſſion immediately after the Emperor, the Empreſs and the Electors 


of Mentz and Cologne following next, and in the electoral college he has 


the third voice, &c. He has for his hereditary cup-bearers of the Empire 
the counts of Althan, of the line of count Michael John, imperial maſter 
of the horſe, who therefore bear for their arms a cup in their eſcutcheon. 
5. The Elector of Bavaria is arch-ſewer of the holy Roman Empire, 
and by virtue of this office bears in his arms the monde of the Empire. At 
the coronation he carries the monde before the Emperor, ranks next to 
Bohemia, and at the imperial coronation places four filver diſhes, weighing 
twelve marks, on the imperial table, and ſerves up the firſt courſe. 
For hereditary ſewers of the Empire he has the family of this name, 
who, at the ſame time, are alſo counts of Waldburg, and bear the monde 
of the Empire in their arms. So early as the year 1329 both the high 
and kindred houſes of Bavaria and the Palatinate agreed, that the electoral 
dighity ſhould be alternately enjoyed by them'; but the Palatinate-houſe, 
ſoon after, appropriated it folely to itſelf, and was confirmed therein in 
1356. But in the year 1623, the Elector-palatine, on account of the affair 
of Bohemia, being put under the ban of the Empire, duke Maximilian of

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Before the election he takes the oath of the Elector of 
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Bavaria obtained the electoral dignity, which at the peace of VNeſpbalia was 
likewiſe continued in that houſe. In 1706 Bavaria was put under the ban 
of the Empire becauſe it fided with the French, and the Palatine obtained 
his arch-offices and prerogatives. At the peace, however, of Baaden, Ba- 
varia was again fully reftored. 

6. The Elector of Saxony is arch-marſhal of the holy Roman Empire, 
and therefore bears in his arms two ſwords placed croſſwiſe. The coun 


Palatine being annexed to the electoral lands, the Elector, when the Empire 


has no ſupreme head, is throughout all the lands of the Saxon right, and 
all other parts belonging to ſuch office, vicar of the Empire. At the 
Diets, and on other ſolemn occaſions, he carries the ſword of ſtate before 
the Emperor; and at the coronation rides into a heap of oats, and fills 


a filver meaſure with that grain. Whenever the EleQor of Saxony is 


preſent at the Diets, the Elector of Mentz ſends him the ſchedule of ci- 
tation for the meeting of the Empire, which the other immediately tranſ- 
mits to the hereditary marſhal for the ſummoning of the EleQtors and 
other ftates : At the Diets he appoints quarters for the Electors or their 
envoys by means of his hereditary marthal, by whom he alſo makes other 
regulations with reſpect to proviſions and ſecurity, &c. During the holding 
of the Diets he has juriſdiction over all electoral and other * officers of 


the ſtates of the Empire, as alſo in criminal matters. Furthermore when 


the electoral directory of Mentz becomes vacant he holds the directory at 
the Diet, and obtains the right of protection over the imperial city of 
Mublhauſen, as alſo over all trumpeters throughout the whole Roman 
Empire. For his hereditary marſhals of the Empire he has the counts of 


Pappenbeim, who by virtue of their office bear alſo the electoral ſwords of 


Saxony in their arms. | 

7. The Elector of Brandenburg is arch-chamberlain of the holy Reman 
Empire, carries the ſceptre before the Emperor, which he bears alſo in his 
coat of arms, preſents the Emperor with water in a filver hand-bafon in 


order to wath himſelf ; may proceed with reſpect to his fiefs, pincipalities 


ard lands as with allodial eftates, and at his own pleaſure impoſe new 


tolls, as alſo erect mills on all rivers. For his hereditary chamberlain 


he has the Prince of Heobhenzoller, who bears alſo the ſceptre in his coat 
of arms. | | 7 

8. The Elector-palatine was formerly arch-ſewer but fince the treaty 
of Weſiphalia arch-treaſurer. To the office of arch-ſewer, however, was 
annexed the vicariate, concerning which great diſputes have ariſen betwixt 
him and the Electors of Bavaria. In other matters this electoral houſe 
enjoys the right of protection over all the braziers of a large diſtrict, and 
throughout all Germany he is protector of the order of St. ahn, can raiſe 


nobles and gentlemen to the degree of counts, and has the right of 


tons of 
toreign 


venery; by virtue of which all illegitimately born and other per 
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foreign countries who within a year and day have no ſucceeding lord, 
may be made bondmen in ſuch places as are ſubject to his juriſdiction ; 
ſo that they muſt bind themſelves to the duties of the electorate, and 
to the payment of a certain tribute and mortuaries. For his hereditary 


treaſurers of the Empire he has the counts of Zinzendorf, who for that 


reaſon add the imperial crown to their arms. - | 

9. The Elector of Bavaria being put under the ban of the Empire in 
1706, and the Palatine having again obtained the office of arch-ſewer, the 
Elector of Brunſwick Lunenburg alſo obtained the office of arch- treaſurer 
by which he likewiſe yet ſtiles himſelf till another ſuitable arch-office be 


found out for him. He enjoys the alternate ſucceſſion in the biſhopric of 


Oſnaburg together with ſome other rights and privileges. His electoral 
juriſdiction extends as well to the territories of Hanover, as to thoſe. of 
Zell. The Emperor Leopold, it is true, raiſed the illuſtrious houſe of 
Hanover, on account of the extraordinary ſervices done him and the Empire 
by that houſe, to the electoral. dignity fo early as the year 1692 ; but ob- 
tained neither ſeat nor voice in the electoral college till the year 1708. 

8 37. Next to theſe follow in rank the Princes of the Empire, who are 
partly ſpiritual and partly temporal ; partly old and partly new, that is (firſt 


raiſed to that dignity ſince the time of Ferdinand II.) and in part alſo are 


princely prelates and counts. The ſpiritual Princes are either archbiſhops, 
or biſhops, or princely abbots, and to them alſo belong the grand and 
Teutonic maſters together with the maſterſhip of the order of St. Jahn. Among 
the temporal ones is an arch-duke, and the reſt are either dukes, palſgraves, 


margraves, landgraves, burgraves, princes or princely counts. In the col- 
lege or council of the princes of the Empire are three benches : On what 


is called the ſpiritual bench fit the ſpiritual princes, with the arch-dukes 


of Auſtria and thoſe of Burgundy, but in ſuch a manner that Auſtria 


daily exchanges the firſt place with Saltzburg: On the temporal bench 


fit the other temporal princes, and on the croſs bench the biſhops of 


Lubeck and Oſnaburg, when the latter happens to be a Lutheran. 

The ſpiritual princes of the Empire, who have ſeat and voice in the 
council of the princes of the Empire, are the archbiſhops of Sa/rzburg 
and Beſangon, (the latter of whom for ſome time paſt, ſends no deputy 
to the Diet) the grand and Teutonic maſter, the biſhops of Bamberg, 


Wurtzburg, Worms, Eichſtat, Spire, Straſsburg, Conſtance, Augſourg, Hil- 


deſheim, Paderborn, Freyfingen, Ratisbon, Paſſau, Trent, Brixen, Baſel, 
Munſter, Oſnaburg, Liege, Chur, and Lubeck, together with the preſent 


biſhop of Fulda, the princely abbot of Kempten, the princely provoſt or 


Eluangen, the maſter of the order of St. Jobn, the princely provoſt of 
Berchtolſgaden, the princely provoſtſhip of Weiſſenburg, the princely abbeys 
of Prum, Stabla, and Corvey, in all to the number of thirty-three. 

The temporal princes of the Empire, who have ſeat and voice in the 


council

$. 38. The prelates of the Empire, or abbots, provoſts, and abbeſſes, 
who have ſeat and voice in the Diet, are divided into the Suabian and Rheniſh 
b=nch, each of which has only a voice in the council of the princes of the 
Empire, and are called over alternately in conjunction with the counts. The 
prelates and abbeſſes on the Suabian bench, are the abbots of Marchthal, 
Elchingen, Salmanzweiler, Weingarten, Ochſenhauſen, Irſee, Peterbauſen, 
Ursberg, Roth, Rockenburg, Weiſſenau, Schuſſenried, the provoſt of Wetten- 
hauſen, the abbot of Gengenbach, the princely abbeſs of the imperial town of 
Lindau, the abbeſſes of Rotenmunſter, Hegbach, Gutenzell and Baind. On 
the Rheniſh bench fit the abbot of Kayſerſteim, together with the provoſt 


of Odenheim, the abbots of Werden and Helm/tadt, St Ulrich and Afra in

F. 39. The counts and lords of the Empire, who have ſeat and voice 


at the diets bear now almoſt all of them this title as counts, but others as 


landgraves, burgraves, wildgraves, rhinegraves, barons and nobles. In 
the colleges of the counts are alſo many princes, who have not been able 


hitherto to obtain any proper ſeat and voice at the Diet. The counts and 
lords of the Empire divide themſelves into four colleges, each of which 


at the Diet has a ſingle voice in the council of the princes thereof. The 


count or envoy, Who repreſents this college, fits on the bench of the tem- 
poral princes, next after the princely envoys. The colleges of Wetteran and 


Suabia exchange rank with each other. 


The college of Wetteran confiſts of the princes and counts of Selms-Lau-

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F. 40. The cities of the Empire in Germany are ſuch as are governed by 
magiſtrates of their own, ſtand immediately under the Emperor and the 


Empire, and have ſeat and voice at the Diet, as at which they conſtitute a 


peculiar, and that, the third and laſt college. Some of theſe are wholly 
catholic, others entirely Lutheran, and others again mixed. To the laſt of 
theſe belong all ſuch cities a part of whoſe burghers, or rather council en- 
joyed in 1624, both the public and private exerciſe of religion in their city. 
Within their territory they exerciſe ſupreme- power. Some, moreover, have 


from ancient times bailiffs and headboroughs of the Empire, ſome till pay

2. The free immediate knighthood of the Empire, which conſiſts partly 


of families of counts, but principally of barons and nobles. This clafs is

E | 6. Certain immediate villages of the Empire, as namely, Gocſcheim and 

1 Secnfald not far from Schwernfurt, the protector of which is the biſhop of 

7 Wurzburg, together with the four villages of Kabldorf, Petersbach, Biburg 
and Mangen, &c. Appertaining to the imperial prefeQurate of Weiſſenburg in 
the Nerdgau, are alſo certain immediate farms in Upper Suabia, and the 
territory of Ekvangen. In matters of religion they are to continue under 
the ſame regulations as they ſtood in the year 1624. 

FS. 42. The Diet of the Empire is an aſſembly of the Emperor, and of 
all the ſtates thereof, or of their Envoys and plenipotentiaries, in order to 
conſult about, and come to reſolutions in matters which concern the whole 
German Empire. This Diet is ſummoned by the Emperor, who alſo, after 
conſultation had with the Electors, appoints the time and place for it, which 
latter muſt be within the German dominions. Should it once ceaſe, yet 

it muſt be renewed at leaſt every ten years. The firſt Diet of an Em- 
peror is to be held at Nurenberg. The preſent Diet received its beginning at 
Ratisbon in 1663, and has been hitherto continued without a new ſum- 
mons, as alſo in 1713, excepting only that on account of the plague, it 

was removed to Augsburg; and in 1742 by the Emperor Charles VII. for 
ſome years to Francfort, The ſummons is performed by printed patents 
ſubſcribed by the Emperor himſelf, which are ſent in form of a letter, uſually 
nx months before the beginning of the Diet, to each ſtate of the Empire 
in particular, and at the ſame time briefly declares the occaſion of their 
meeting and the moſt important matters to be tranſacted therein. The 
Emperor either aſſiſts at in perſon, or has a principal commiſſary, who to this 
day is always a prince, and for whoſe aſſiſtance a co-commiſſary is uſually 
appointed, who 1s generally an old imperial aulic counſellor, and a perſon 
of learning, and raiſed to the dignity of a noble or baron. The reſpec- 
tive ſtates may either appear themſelves, or by their envoys, or charge an- 
other ſtate or its envoys with their voice. On the fide of the ſtates the 

Flector of Mentz, or his envoys bear the general directory, and theſe en- 

N voys legitimate themſelves, or ſhew their credentials, to the principal com- 
miſſary only, who makes it known to the Empire by a decree of com- 

miſſion, but all other envoys of the ſtates legitimate themſelves as well to 

the Elector of Mentz, or his envoys, as to the imperial principal com- 
miſſary. The ſtates of the Empire divide in their conſultations into three 
colleges ; namely into the electoral, and. the princely ; the latter of which 
comprehends the prelates, counts and lords, and into the college of the 
imperial cities. The two firſt are called the higher colleges of the Empire. 
| >} Each college, has a principal and by-chamber of its own, but all the three

colleges meet to hear the imperial propoſition, as alſo at the exchanging of 
the concluſions of both the higher colleges againſt the imperial cities, in the 
hall of Correlatives. In each college a reſolution is made by a majority 
of voices; but when matters of religion are diſcuſſed, or ſuch in which the 
ſtates cannot be conſidered as an unanimous body, or where all catholics 
are of one opinion, and all proteſtants of another, it turns not on a majority 
of voices. If all the three colleges be unanimous, a reſolution of the three 
ſeveral colleges of the Empire, and from thence a judgment of the Empire, 
is formed for the uſe of the Emperor or his principal commiſſary: but if 
two colleges only are unanimous, their reſolution, with the particular cor.- 
cluſion of the third is delivered into the imperial commiſſion, inſtead of a 
judgment of the Empire. When the Emperor approves either the judg- 
ment of the Empire, or the concluſion of two colleges, an obligatory con- 
clufion of the Empire ariſes out of it, and it is immediately put into execu- 
tion, but at the concluſion of a Diet, into the receſs of the Empire. 

$. 43. The judicatories of the Empire are partly peculiar or lower, and 
partly general, or higher. To the firſt claſs belong the imperial land- 
judicatory in Upper and Lower Suabia, which is held in the three imperial 
cities of Ravensburg, Wangen and Iny, and in the borough of Altdorf ; 
together with the imperial land- judicatory of the burgraviate of Nuren- 


berg, which belongs to the margrave of Brandenburg, and is held at 


Anſpach ; and many others, in particular, the imperial aulic judicatory of 
Rothaveil, which among the lower judicatories of the Empire is the prin- 
cipal, and depends folely on the Emperor. From theſe lower judicatories 
of the Empire lies an appeal to the higher ones, which uſually extend over 
all immediate and mediate members thereof (Bobemia, Auſtria, Burgundy, 
and Lorrain excepted) and over all matters. Their ſentences put a final 
decifion to the matters in debate. Properly ſpeaking as well the immediate 
as mediate members of the Empire may be firſt brought before them in 
the ſecond inſtance ; but there are likewiſe matters, which, belong thereto 
in the firſt. A perſon may commonly apply either to the one, or other, 
and the matter muſt then continue in that judicatory, where it was firſt 
commenced ; but there are alſo certain cates, which belong only to one of 


both. The execution of the ſentences paſſed by it, when regarding me- 


diate members of the Empire, is charged on the lord or ſovereign ; but 
when they reſpect immediate members, to the ſupreme head of the circle, 
in which the perſon dwells, againſt whom the ſentence is paſſed ; or {which 


ſupreme judicatories of the Empire are the following, viz. : 


1. The imperial aulic council, which is held at the imperial court and 
depends only on the Emperor, who is ſupreme head and judge thereof, to 


whom allo in all matters of importance a judgment is exhibited by the imperial 
aulic council, This judicatory confiſts of a preſident, the imperial aulic vice- 


chancellor, 
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chancellor, a vice-preſident (when the Emperor is pleaſed to fill up that 


place) a number of imperial aulic counſellors, (fix of whom muſt always be 
Lutherans, and of theſe one who fits on the bench of lords, has uſually 
only 2600 florins ſalary; whereas a judge who fits on the bench of the learned, 
has 4000, together with other advantages and immunities,) two ſecretaries, 
and a fiſcal of the Empire. To this claſs allo belong the agents of the im- 


The preſent regulation of the imperial aulic council was preſcribed in 1654,

2. The imperial and chamber judicatory of the Empire is filled by the 
Emperor and ſtates of the Empire at the fame time, but maintained only 
by the latter. It is held at preſent in the imperial city of Werzlar, and 
probably, will not be eafily removed from thence. Yet in 1751 the cham- 
ber judicatory repreſented to the aſſembly of the Empire at Ratisbon, that 


it could no longer continue at Wetzlar, and that it withed to be removed 


to Francfort on the Maine. This judicatory conſiſts of a chamber-judge, 
two preſidents of the chamber-judicatory ; one of whom is a Roman ca- 
tholic, and the other a Lutheran, as alſo of a number of aſſeſſors of the 
chamber judicatory of the Empire, of whom there are now only ſeventeen 
(namely, nine catholic and eight Lutheran) but by the peace of We/iphalia they 
ought to be fifty. Thitherto alſo belong a general and advocate fiſcal, to- 
gether with thirty procurators and a number of advocates. The chamber- 


judicatory has alſo a chancery of its own and a treaſurer, who has the di- 


rection of the chamber-terms of payment. The ordinance of chamber-judi- 


catory was firſt made in 1495, and frequently afterwards, but particularly 


in the year 1555, was altered and improved ; and in the following times 


again variouſly explained, improved and altered. 


$. 44. The taxes of the Empire and the like impoſts ſhall no otherwiſe 
be laid on by the Emperor than with the advice, privity and conſent of the 
Electors, Princes and States at general Diets. Theſe taxes, &c. are partly 
ordinary, and partly extraordinary. The former are what are ſtyled the 
chamber-terms, or the money, which each ſtate of the Empire is to con- 
tribute annually for the maintaining of the chamber-judicatory of the 
Emperor and Empire. The proportion of this may be learnt from the 
Matricula of the chamber. By virtue of that, which in 1719, was received 
and had the preference given to it by a reſolution of the Empire, confirmed 
by the Emperor, and which is to be ſeen in counſellor Schmauſe's Corp. jur. 
publ. §. R. imperii acad. p. 1540 Seq. of the edition of 1745, all circles 
are at each term, two of which are yearly to be paid, to give 39,098 rix- 
dollars, thirty-three kruitzers. But on one hand theſe chamber-terms are 


ill paid, in fo much that in the year 1753 the Empire was indebted to the

perial aulic council, who give in the writings, urge the reſolutions, &c. 


by the Emperor Ferdinand III. The titular imperial aulic counſellors, to 
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chamber-judicature in 654013 rixdollars. On the other hand, as numerous 
are the complaints, that the Matricula is imperfect and the ſtates not pro- 
portionally rated. The extraordinary taxes here are ſuch, as are frequently 
granted by the ſtates, in caſes of neceſſity, at the deſire of the Emperor; 
namely, for inſtance, for the ſupport of the Emperor, or of the army 
of the Empire, or the forts thereof, ſuch as Philipsburg and Kell, as alſo 
of Mentz, or for the war againſt the Turks, the expences of an embaſly 
of the Empire, the building or maintaining of the forts againſt the Turks, 


the erection of a houſe for the chamber-judicatory, for the preſent intended 


commanding general of the Empire, &c. The granting of theſe happens 
in Germany according to what is called Roman months, which denomina- 
tion deduces its original from thoſe times, in which the Emperors, in 
order to receive the papal coronation, took a journey to Rome, and the 
German ſtates of the Empire were bound to conduct them with a certain 
number of men, conſiſting of horſe and foot, for fix months at their own 
expence : or to pay twelve florins monthly for a horſe-man, and for a 
footman four, which money obtained the name of Roman months. This 
foot or ſtandard was afterwards retained, and the rate of each ſtate, either 
in men or money, ſettled in what is called the Matricula of the Empire. 
But though, certain Roman months were frequently granted the Emperor, 
yet they were not however duly paid. A Roman month ought to bring in 
58280 florins. | | 
F. 45. The Emperor cannot commence a war of the Empire without 
the conſent of the Electors, Princes, and States thereof obtained at open 
Diet. But when the Empire reſolves upon a war, the generality of the 
Empire (of which the field-marſhal general thereof is the head) with the 
directors and councellors of the military council are to be named by the Em- 
peror and the whole body of the ſtates, and thoſe to an equal number of 
both religions, who, together with the whole army, are taken into the 
homage of the Emperor and Empire. The war is alfo to be carried on 
agreeably to the ordinances of the Empire, the ordinance of execution, 
the peace of Meſipbalia, and the concluſions of the Empire, paſſed in ſuch 
warlike caſes thereof. The oldeſt field-marſhal, without diſtinction of reli- 
gion, enjoys the command over the army. But at preſent no directors and 
councellors of the military council of the Empire are any longer called in, 
the war having hitherto been generally managed by the Emperor and his 
aulic military council. Of the body of men, which the Empire unani- 
mouſfly agreed to, and promiſed to ſupply, ſeldem one half appear actually 
in the field, not to mention the uſual defects and confuſions in the ſmall 
body which actually takes it. The Emperor is to conclude no peace with- 
eut the privity and conſent of the Electors, Princes, and States. 
$. 46. And now alſo we are previouſly to explain the partition of the 
German Empire into circles. The Emperor Wenzel was the firſt who at- 
2 tempted 
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tempted to divide the ſtates of the Empire into four parts or circles, of 
which his land-peace, ſet up in 1383 at Nurenberg, is a proof, but that 
did not ſucceed : Afterwards, however, the Emperors Sigiſmund in 1415, 
1427, 1435, and at other Diets, as alſo Albrecht II. in the year 1438, 
referred thereto. The latter of theſe two Emperors likewiſe at the Diet 
at Nurenburg, in the ſaid year, divided the Empire into four, and im- 


mediately after, at another Diet, into fix circles: But theſe diviſions never 
came to any thing. For the better maintaining of the land- peace, Max- 


imilian I. at the Diet of Augsburg in the year 1500, divided Germany 


into the fix following circles; namely the Frankiſh or Franconian, Bavarian, 


Suabian, Upper-Rheniſh, Weſiphalian, and Saxon; but in this diviſion nei- 
ther the Electors of Auſtria, Burgundy, nor Bobemia were included. For 
this reaſon therefore in 1512, at the Diet of Colagn the Auſtrian, Bur- 
gundian, electoral or Lower-Rheniſh, and Upper-Saxon circles were added, 
and the whole erection of ten circles was, in 1521, eſtabliſhed at the 
Diet of Worms, and in 1522, at the Diet of Nurenberg. Theſe circles 
ſerve for the maintenance and promotion of the internal peace and ſecurity 
of the Empire, for the repelling of hoſtile violence, for the better exa- 
mination and diſpoſal of ſuch things as regard the common good]; for 
the more juſt diviſion and collection of the aids granted by the Empire, 
either in men or money; for the putting in execution the ſentences of 
the ſupreme judicatory of the Empire againſt the ftates thereof ; for nc- 
minating the aſſeſſors of the chamber-judicatory ; for preventing or remedy- 
ing the diſorders in the taxes, coinage, &c. Theſe circles have not any 
ſufficient regulations among themſelves with reſpect to precedence, but are 
ranked very differently in the ordinances, receſſes, and acts of the Empire. 
If we confider, however, the rank of the aſſeſſors of the chamber-judi= 
catory as preſented by the circles, and the regulations ſtipulated between 
ſome of them, or otherwiſe derived, the following order of the circles 
will appear: wiz. the Auſirian, the Burgundian, the Electoral Rheni/h, 
the Franconian, the Suabian, the Upper-Rheniſh, the Lower-Rheni/h-Weſt- 
Phalian, the Upper and Lower-Saxon. 

This diviſion of the circles, however, is imperfect. For, 1. All ſtates 
and dominions of the German Empire are not comprized in theſe circles: 
For inſtance, Bohemia, Moravia, the Luſatias, the Silefias, the nobility of

the Empire, and in ſome circles certain immediate counties and ſeigniories 


thereof, are without ſeat or voice at the Diets of theſe circles. 2. In 
ſettling the circles, a ſufficient regard was not had to the ſituation of the 
countries: For inſtance, a part of the territories belonging to the Auſtrian 


circle lies ſcattered over all Suabia, and ſome countries of the Upper-Rheni/h 


lie alſo therein, whereas all theſe countries might more properly be added to 


the Suabian circle, The preſent confuſion of the countries of the Veſiphalian, 


the Electoral-Rheniſh, and the Upper-Rbeni/h circles, &c. would alſo have 
| been, 


- 
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been avoided thereby. 3. Sometimes certain ſtates of the Empire are 
reckoned in a Circle, which notwithſtanding have no immediate lands therein, 
nay in general, are not at all poſſeſſed of ſuch. Thus the princely houſe 
of Thurn and Taxis is reckoned in the ſtate of the Electoral Nheniſb circle, 
without having an immediate property therein. The counts of Plate have 
all, relatively to the county of Hallermund, both ſeat and voice at the Diets 
of the circle of Neſiphalia, and yet are poſſeſſed of nothing in that county. 
Each circle may at pleaſure aſſume new members. Some have gained 
an increaſe ; but others, in particular the Upper-Rhemſh circle, have de- 
creaſed. In conformity to juſtice no individual ſtate of a circle ought to 
withdraw. itſelf therefrom ; yet notwithſtanding this is what is done. | 
With reſpe& to religion the circles are divided partly into ſuch as are 
wholly catholic, namely, the Auſtrian and Burgundian; partly into ſuch 
as are wholly proteſtant, which are thoſe of Upper and Lower-Saxony ; 
and partly into a mixed, to which all the others belong. | 


The circles have each their ſummoning Princes who appoint the * 8 


ings of ſeparate circles, regulate their Diets, receive all matters addreſſed 
to them, and communicate them to other ſtates; execute the ſentences of 
the ſupreme courts of the Empire paſſed againſt a ſtate of their circle, &c. 
Among the fix oldeſt circles each has two ſuch ſummoning Princes ; 
namely, à ſpiritual and temporal one; but among the four latter they have 
only each one. The latter are alſo at the ſame time directors of the circles ; 


and in that of Bavaria both the ſummoning Princes are likewiſe directors; 


but in the five remaining circles only one of them director thereof. Every 
circle too, according to the laws of the Empire ought to chooſe and 
have a ſuperior of the circle, who was formerly denominated captain of 
it; but at preſent has many times the title, as general field-marſhal, &c. 
and is to have the command and ſupreme inſpection of all the foldiers and 
train of artillery of that circle: But ſome have never had one, and in 
others this office is laid aſide; inſomuch that at preſent the Franconian and 
Upper-Rheniſh circles alone have a ſuperior. Each ſuperior, however, of 
a circle is to have his aſſociate, from wham the firſt is called the ordinary. 
I paſs over in ſilence the other ſmaller officers of the circles. 

The intereſt of the Empire and circle is to be conſulted at the Diets 
thereof. Such Diets of the circle, are either general when the ſummoning 
Princes, and with them alſo the ordinaries and aſſociates of every circle 


meet together and are ſummoned by the Elector of Mentz, but theſe are 
very rarely held, and at this day are no longer to be hoped for ; or, 


they are appointed by ſingle circles, a method which has never been prac- 
tiſed in the Auſtrian and Burgundian circles, as each of theſe is ſubject to 
one lord only; nor in the Upper and Lower Saxon circles, cn account of 
internal diſguſts; but in the reſt it has been obſerved, and that too in 
{ach a manner, as that either all the ſtates come together or only Diets 
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of delegates are appointed. If in a circle the ſeveral degrees of ſtates 
be preſent, they uſually divide themſelves at Diets of the circle into five 
benches ; namely, into thoſe of the ſpiritual and temporal princes, pre- 
lates, counts, lords and cities of the Empire. The Electors fit on 
the bench of the princes. Ever fince the year 1691 the French wars 
have we ret given occaſion to an aſſociation of the four circles of the 
Empire, which lie neareſt the Rhine, the view of which affociation has 
been their common defence as well as that of the Empire. Laſtly for 
the benefit of the coinage, by the Franconian, Suabian, and Bavarian 
circles are held alternately at Nurenberg, Augsburg, and Ratisbon, and 
ſummoned by the biſhop of Bamberg, what are called probation Diets for 
the regulation of the mint. 1 . 
FS. 47. In the laſt place we are alſo to mention the fiefs, belonging to 
the Emperor and Empire in Taly, which I have already, indeed mentioned, in 
Vol. II. but theſe muſt be recited here again. The Emperor in the laſt ca- 
pitulation of election promiſed uprightly to preſerve theſe fiefs of the Empire 
and to ſee, that be duly received and renewed, as occaſion ſhall offer 
as alſo that they the fiefs as well as the feoffees be defended againſt all unjuſt 
violence. But theſe fiefs are at the imperial court divided 

1. Into thoſe of Lombardy, of which there are thirteen; and among them the 
dutchies of Milan, Mantua and Montferat, together with all the principali- 
ties of the houſe of Gonzaga, and the principality of Mirandola. 

2. The Ligurian, of which there are nineteen, of theſe the princes of 
D'oria are poſſeſſed of the chief. | 9 

3. The Bononian, of which there are twenty, and among them are the 
dukes of Modena, and Ferrara, together with the princes Spinola, D'oria, &c. 
4. The Tuſcan, of which there are ten, and among them alſo the 
grand dutchy of Tuſcany or Florence, Piombino, Soramo, Comacchio, &c. 


5. The Tirniſani, of which there are eleven, and among them the princes 
of Mafia, Malaſpina, &c. . |

* I: HE beſt chart of Bohemia was delineated by Griginger, but a 
better, was afterwards drawn by AÆgid Sadeler ; and a better 
ſtill by Maurice Vogt; but the beſt of all has been executed by Capt. Jabn 
Chriſtopher Muller, on twenty-five ſheets at the command of the Emperor, 
and atthe expence of the ſeveral ſtates therein. From this chart he afterwards 
made a general one, which was a ſecond time publiſhed with ſome improve- 
ments by Homann's heirs. In the Atlas of Germany executed by the latter, 
this makes the tenth chart. In Nꝰ g of the Atlas we alſo find a new chart 
| taken in 1747, by M. Mayer, containing the Kingdom of Bohemia, Silgſia, 
i Moravia and Luſatia. ö 
i | F. 2. Bohemia (in German) Boterheim, Boiheim, Bobeim, and corruptly 
ſt Bobmen, that is, the home abode or ſeat of the Boii) obtains its name 
p from the Boii the ancient inhabitants thereof, a people of the Celtæ, who 
Uh together with the Helvetii, dwelt in the Hercynian foreſt, and in the reign 
gf 1 5 of Auguſtus were expelled by the Marcomanni. This country is bounded 
| to the north by Miſnia, Luſatia and S:lefia ; to the weſt by the circle of the 
1 Erzgebirge, the Vogtland, the margraviate of Culmbach, and the upper 
. Palatinate; to the ſouth by Bavaria and Auſtria; and to the eaſt by Mera- 
bs via, Sileſia and the county of Glatz. Its extent is at moſt but nine hun- 
; dred ſquare German miles. 
ih $. 3. It is on all fides environed with high mountains, and large thick woods; 
i among the former, towards Sileſia, lies the Rzeſengebirge, by the Bohemians 
called Krkonoſey Hory, in Latin Cercongſſii Montes; but among the latter, the 
Bohemian wood, which divides that Kingdom from M:jnia, Thuringia, and 
Franconia, 
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Franconia, is particularly worthy of obſervation. The Mileſſo in the circl® 
Jof Lenutmeritz is faid to be the higheſt mountain in the whole country · 
obemia lies high, as the rivers, which ariſe therein prove, is for the moſt 
art level, enjoys a warm, pleaſant and wholeſome air, a ſoil fat, and in 
Wer tain places only ſandy. It is very fertile in corn, conſiderable quantities 
f which are exported from thence ; particularly from the circle of the 
gebirge is exported buck-wheat, millet, garden and orchard fruits, and 
ccellent hops. It likewiſe produces ſaffron, ginger, calamus and what is 
alled a manna (but by the Bohemians otherwiſe named Ber, being much 
The ſame with the pannick, or fox-tail) has alſo good red wines, among 
Which that of Mielnicker, and in particular, the ſweet and ſtrong Podſealſey, 
Which grows near Auſzg, is principally eſteemed. It yields likewiſe good 
Wſture, numerous droves of cattle, together with excellent chaces, 
Wd wild fowl, as alſo bears, lynxes, wolves, foxes, martens, badgers, bea- 
rs and otters ; with well-taſted fiſh of all kinds in the rivers and ponds. 
ln ancient times, indeed, at Slaney, Bilina, and near the village of Auſ- 
itz, which lies in the territory of the cloyſter of Topler, as alſo near the 
age of Erlebach in the territory of Egra, were falt works, but theſe 
gone to decay. In other places too ſalt ſprings have been found; and 
Vin ſays, that in the circle of Prachmer near Mohoſforce is a mountain, 
taining ſal- gem; but at preſent they neither boil nor dig ſalt in Bohemza, 
have it from other countries. The ſealed earth, which is found near 
n, the holy mountain of Lewin, one mile diſtant from Chubn, and in 
err places, is good. Muſcovy-glaſs and ſtone- coal are alſo to be found 
e. At Chomutau too and Falkenau conſiderable quantities of alum are pre- 
ed. At Faltenau alſo ſulphur and vitriolic-water is found. Gold, indeed, 
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n ikewiſe to be met with here, but at preſent is not ſought for, many 
; ss too in it bear this precious commodity in their ſtreams. The beit 


rr mine-works at this day in Bobemia are thoſe of the Kittenburg in the 
ee of Cz2//av. Thoſe of the Pilſuer and Becbiner circle, and thoſe alſo 
ee territory of Elenbogen are ſmaller. Near Krupha, Slawkow, Lau- 
cb and Schonfe/d are ſome good mines of tin. Iron too is here and 
do be found. Copper-ore is principally met with at Dreyhacten in 
WE territory of Elenbogen. Lead-ore, quick-filver and falt-petre are alto 
a bhere. Above one hundred towns and places, may be named where 
works have been eſtabliſhed. All kinds of marble are likewiſe dug 
WBobema. Among the precious ſtones here are diamonds, to which

Bohemia was formerly abundantly ſupplied with towns,. boroughs, vil= | 
lages, caſtles, and men. In the days of the Emperor Nudalph II. were 
computed in it 34700 villages, 732 great and ſmall towns, 124 caſtles, 
in Bohemian, Zamky, ſeats of the nobility, in their language Twrzy, 
unnumbered, and above three millions of inhabitants. From a table ex- 
ecuted in 1596 at the command of the ſtates it. appears that at that tine 
in the diſtricts of the royal chamber were 14373 ſubjects and 132 pariſhes, Mi 
in the lords diſtrict 67125 ſubjects, and 517 pariſhes; in the knights diſ- 
trict 54413 ſubjects, and 520 pariſhes; of the royal towns 459, their 
ſubjects 5326, and pariſhes 101; of the ſubjects of the eccleſiaſtics 73393 |

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97 royal and baron towns. Paul Aretinus, in his chart of Bohemia, pub- 
liſhed in the year 1619, exhibits 722 great and ſmall towns, 200 ſtrong 
caſtles and 3377 knights ſeats.

turniſhes us with a liſt of 108 greater, and above 300 ſmaller towns, which > 
were formerly in this kingdom. But at preſent it appears very deſolate in com- £ 
pariſon of its former ſtate. During the inteſtine religious wars, and in the 4 
ſucceeding wruptions of the Swedes, moſt of the towns, caſtles, and villages in Q 
Bohemia were laid waſte, inſomuch that at preſent it contains only one hundred k 
and five great and ſmall towns; vg. Prague the capital, together with thirty- d

one other royal towns, nine royal dowery or jointure ones, two common mine 
towns, twelve exempted mine-towns, three royal mine-towns, and forty-ſeven 
baron-towns; in general 228 places, which hold fairs, and not much 
above 6000 villages. The number of ſeigniories, farms, and eſtates in it 
amounts. nearly to 1451. The number of the inhabitants is alſo conſiderably, * 
decreaſed, and. Balbin. aſſerts that not the tenth part af the former number. = 
| | remains 
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remains at preſent, and that the modern Bohemia is ſcarce the ſhadow of 
what it was formerly. In the year 10 2, and in the three or four ſucceeding 
years, to the number of 30000 fixed families quitted this country, not 
to mention women, children, handycrafts-men, and others; and the greateſt 
part of the nobility alſo who retired. For this reaſon an attentive traveller 
tinds the towns, boroughs, villages and highways in Bohemia very deſolate. 

$. 5. The Bohemians are fond of the appellation of Czechowe which is 
derived from the famous Czech, who is much celebrated by their hiſtorians, 
and brought thither by the S/avi, by which name they are allo called by the 
people that ſpeak the S/av97:ick, The peaſants here are bondmen to their 
lords, and the hard yoke which galls them appears to be the cauſe as well 
of their ſtiff neckedneſs as of their indolence, which latter, among other 
things, is obſervable in the wretched condition of their villages, though 
wood is to be found here in great plenty, and building not expenſive 
among them. In the year 1679, a great, part of them raiſed an inſur- 
rection on account of the heavy bondage they laboured under, but for 
this they were wholly ſtript of the ſmall remains of the rights and pri- 
vileges which they enjoyed. The owners of tree eſtates, who are called in 
their language Swobramcy, Diedinicy, and Naprawnicy, are at preſent but 
few in number. To the landed-ſtates belong the prelates, lords, knights, 
and towns. The prelates here are the archbiſhop of Prague, with the 
biſhops of Leutmeritz and Konigingratz, the canons and capitulars of the 
metropolitan church of St. Yet in the citadel of Prague, among whom 
the vice-biſhop or ſuffragan, and provoſt of the collegiate-church is ſtiled 
the firſt prelate in the kingdom, together with twenty-one provoſts and 
abbots ; namely, the provoſts of St. Peter and Paul in the Wiſcherad and 
Old Bunzlau, the general and grand maſter of the order of knighthood 


of the holy croſs with the red ſtar, the abbots and provoſts of Braunau, 


Sedlec and Skalice, of Mount Sion and Mublhauſen, in the Carl/hof at Prague, 
as allo Montferat, commonly called Emaus in New Prague. Hehenfurt, 
Secau, Kladrau, Doran, St. Corona, Chottefſoxw, Topl, St. Jahn under the 


roch, and St. Kilian in the Waſſerbof, Kong/ſaol near St. Procepites on the | 


river Saſuwa; near St. Nicolas in Old Prague, Plaſs, and Offeg. The ſtate 
of lords confiſts of princes, counts, and barons. Since the year 1490 many 
knights have been received into the ſtate of lords; and fince the 
defeat of the Hufſites on the White Mountain ſeveral foreign families of 


note have alſo been added to it, and eſtates and ſeigniories either made 


theirs by the donations of the Kings, or by purchaſe. - Since the days of 
King Wladiſiaus II. many of the ſtate of burghers have been raiſed into 

that of knights, partly at the Diets by the knights themſelves, and partly by 

royal letters of nobility. To the towns, which have the privilege of appear- 

ing at the Diets, belong to the royal towns. Theſe Diets were ſummoned once 

a year by the King, and uſually held at Prague. |

as they change the conſonants and in particular the J, more into vowels. | 
Formerly the Bohemians uſed the ſame letters with the Ruſſians; but in 
the time of Boleſlaus the Good, the Latin was introduced among them. 
There is alſo much German ſpoke in the country. 
§. 6. The Bohemians are ſuppoſed to have received the Chriſtian faith ſo 
early as the ſixth century : But it is more certain that they were inſtructed 
therein by the Greek brethren Metbodius and Cyril, (the latter of whom. 
was at firſt called Conſtantinus) about the middle of the ninth century: And 
henee alſo at firſt the Greek religion and cuſtoms were in uſe among them 
till Bol:faus the Good introduced the Ramiſb method of 'worthip there. In 
the -fifteenth century John Militz began to preach againſt the Pope and 
Roman-catholic clergy, and Matthias Jan trod in his ſteps. The latter 
was likewiſe followed by Jebn Huſs, Ferom of Prague, and Jacob von Miſa; ® 
who partly in the fourteenth, but partly and chiefly in the fifteenth century, 
oppoſed many doctrines and abuſes of the Roman-catholic church. This 
at the eouncil of Conſtance brought Huſs and Jerome to the ſtake, and 
put their adherents, the greateſt part of whom were Bohemians, under the 
bann, upon which they were ſo irritated that on this account a bloody 
war broke out, which continued for many years. The Hufſites choſe 
Nic. ven Hufſinetz, and John von Trocknow, or Ziſka, for their leaders, and 
on a mountain in the circle of Bechzner, pitched a camp for the ſecurity 
of themſelves and their religious aſſemblies ; but this was ſoon changed 
into a town, which gave occaſion to their being called Taborzi or Tabo- 
rites; Tabor in the Bobemian language ſignifying a camp.

mentioned agreement, which was made in the reign of King S:g:/mund, | 
permitting every one full liberty of conſcience, eſtabliſhed, in 1575, at 
a Diet, the Lutheran confeſſion of faith, promifing the adherers thereto all 
the liberty they could wiſh, which was granted A more ſtrongly in 1609 
by Rudolph II. by means of what is called the brief or letter of Majeſty, 
in which the proteſtant ſtates were not only permitted the free exerciſe 
of their religion, but alſo the uſe of an under-confiſtory, together with 
the right of appainting miniſters, and the uſe of the univerſity of Prague. 
Matthias I. ſolemnly promiſed after his coronation in 1611, the confir- 
mation of all theſe privileges, and Ferdinand II. was admitted as King 

by the Bohemians only upon condition, that he would confirm by oath the 
letter of Majeſty. But in 1617, Ferdinand, without the conſent of the ſtates, 
entered into an agreement with Philip III. King of Spain, which agreement 
| was confirmed by Matthias, that he the ſaid Ferdinand, together with all 
his deſcendents, after the extinction of the male archducal ſtock of Auſtria, 
ſhould poſſeſs the hereditary ſucceſſion in Bobemia; which - procedure, 
being repugnant to the conſtitution of the Empire, could not fail of being 
tertifying and diſagreeable to the Lutheran Bohemians ; and excluſive of 
this they had ſo many complaints to prefer, that their deputies in 1618 
obtaining no courteous and favourable anſwer to their repreſentations in 
the royal chancery at Prague; in the heat of their paſſion they threw 
two uncourteous royal counſellors, with a ſecretary out at the window, 
as betrayers of their country : And no regard being paid to their com- 
plaints they took up arms for their own defence, creating the Palſgrave

8. With reſpect to handicraft trades and arts, the Bohemians are, indeed, 
as well adapted to them as other nations; but apply not themſelves much to 
the fine manufactures, ſaving only that at Leipa, Neubaus and Reichenberg, 
a good cloth is made, and at Beraun and Leipa fine potter's-work, as allo at 
Benſen in the circle of Leutmeritz fine paper ; in other places, good blades 
for {words and knives, and in particular a fine fort of glaſs. The beſt 
white chalk glaſs comes from Wimburg and the Behemia Chemnitz," I paſs

F. 9. With regard to commerce, much corn and malt is exported from 
hence into Saxony, and the former alſo to Bavaria. Hops and the Sparw- 
waters of Egra are allo plentifully exported from this Kingdom, not to men- 
tion other native commodities, Of manufactured wares there are particularly 
exported out of this country, paper, pottery and beautiful glaſs in plenty. 
In order to leſſen the importation of ſuch foreign goods as may be 9 
there, a high duty is laid upon them. But their commerce in general is 
ſtill but inconſiderable. | | | 
10. I begin the ſhort account of the hiſtory of this country with the 
Bori, who formed a part of the Celtic ſhoal, which in the year 589 before 
Chriſi paſſed under the conduct of Sigoveſus out of Gallia or Celtia 
over the Rhine, in queſt of new ſettlements.

In ſucceeding times, and thoſe too, as is ſuppoſed, in the ſixth cen- | 
tury, the Sui came to Bebemia and drove out the Marcomanni. Their 
leader was called Czech, and from them the modern Bchemtans derive their 
original. In the beginning of the eighth century they obtained the Przemy/! 
for their firſt duke, who brought the government to his poſterity, Charle- . 
magne, it is true, rendered the Babemiaus tributary to the German Empire, 
but their ſubjection was of ſhort duration, and they had perpetual diſputes Þ* f 
with the Germans. Towards the end of the ninth century duke Borzi tag 1 
4 | ſuffered himſelf to be baptized. Menxel was compelled to the payment of a Z 
tribute by the German King Henry I. to which alſo Bolgſſaus was obliged to 1, 
ſubmit. In the year 1086 Wratiſſau obtained of the German King, Henry 
IV. the royal dignity, but this died with him ; and though the Emperor 
Frederick I. in the year 1162 renewed it again for the benefit of duke 
Madiſlaw 
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Nadiſiaw II. yet it ceaſed a ſecond time and Bohemia continued, afterwards: 
a dutchy as before, until the year 1199 the Emperor, Philip and in the year 


1203 Otto IV. raiſed it to a Kingdom; upon which Przemy// II. who at 


that time ſucceeded to the crown, obtained, on account of his dependence 
on the Emperor Oro, the ſurname of Ottocar or Ottonicarus. Under Preemyſt- 
Ottocar II. the Kingdom of Bobemia roſe to its higheſt pitch of grandeur ; 
Auſtria, Stiria, Carinthia, Carmola and ria belonging at that time to it, 


though this very king alſo loſt again theſe territories. His fon Wenzel II. 
was likewiſe King of Poland; and in the ſon of this, Wenzel III. ended. 


in 1306 the ancient male ſtock of the Bohemian kings, who had flouriſhed 
from Przemy/l. Upon this, a great part of the ſtates of Bohemia choſe 
the Auſtrian prince, Rudolph for their king, whom his father Albrecht, King 
of the Romans eſtabliſhed on the throne by an army. After Rudolph s un- 
timely death the Bohemians choſe Henry, duke of Carinthia, but they again ſoon 
depoſed him, electing Jobn of Lutzelburg, fon to the Roman Emperor Henry 
VII. for their king, but upon this condition, that he would take for conſort the 
youngeſt, unmarried ſiſter that remained of the laſt King. This Prince made 
the Sileſian princes vaſſals to the crown of Bohemta, annexing alſo a ſecond time 
to it the Upper Luſatia. To him ſucceeded his ſon Charles, who made the fourth 
of this name among the Roman Emperors, and not only founded the univer- 
ſity of Prague, but alſo endeavoured in every reſpect to promote the welfare 


of the Kingdom of Babemig. With his conſort, daughter of the. Palſgrave 


Ruprecht, he obtained ſeveral towns and caſtles, having procured ſtill more by 
purchaſe; upon which, with the approbation of the Electors, be annexed. 
them all together with the Sil ean principalties to the crown of Bohemia. In 
1375, he likewiſe purchaſed the March of Brandenburg ; but this, in the year. 
1415, was again diſpoſed of by his ſon Sigiſmund to the burgrave of Nurenberg. 
With reſpect to the reſt, he endeavoured to render the crown of Bebemia 
hereditary in his houſe. His ſon and ſucceſſor Wenzel is repreſented as a 
worſe man than he really was. In his reign, the religious troubles took. 
their riſe, of which I have ſpoken abeve in (F. 6.) and which alſo, after 
his death, which happened in 1418, cauſed the throne to continue vacant for 
many years amidſt very bloody wars: for though the Emperor Sigiſnund 
his brother ſought to bring Bohemra into 1420, in his own poſſeſſion, yet he 
again was driven out of that kingdom, and in 1436. firſt arrived to the 
poſſeſſion of it, the Huſſites having by inteſtine diſcords fallen out among 
themſelves,. upon which he entered into a treaty with them, But fo early 
as the year 14.37 he alſo died, and after his death. the greateſt part of the 
Behemians. elected Caſimir brother to the King of Poland for. their King, 
but others the former King's fon in law, Albrecht of Auſtria, who procu- 
red himſelf, indeed, to be crowned in, 1438, but enjoyed nothing but 
troubles, amidſt which he ſoon died. His conſort being with child at his 


the. 


death afterwards bear him Ladi/laus, who alſo at laſt was recogniſed bx 
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Bohemians as their King. During his minority, George of Podibrath was regent, 
and on the proclaiming of the young King, was . unanimouſly choſen, 
This Prince was a zealous Hiſſite. To him ſucceeded in 1471, by the 


election of the ſtates, Mladiſlaw, fon to Caſimir King of Poland; who as 


well as his ſon Lewis, was at the ſame time King alſo of Hungary. This 
laſt met ſpeedily with a melancholy end; upon which by deputation of the 
eſtates Ferdinand archduke of Auſtria, was choſen King, after he had firſt 
previouſly acknowledged in a reverſe or counter writing, that he was a 

pointed by the free and voluntary choice of the ſtates, and had ſworn to 
maintain their rights and immunities. But in 1547, at a Diet of the ſtates, 
he pronounced ſuch Bohemians, as out of zeal for their religion, had levied 
ſome forces, deprived of their privileges, and the Kingdom hereditary and 
abſolute. His fon Maximilian was crowned in his father's life time, and 
granted the Bohemians full liberty of conſcience (F. 6.) The diſputes and 
troubles, which happened, with reſpect to religion, under his ſucceſſors 
Rudolph II. Matthias I. and Ferdinand II. I have already taken notice of 
aboyg in (F. 6.) As Ferdinand II. in the year 1629 had routed the army 
of his rival Prederick at the White mountain near Prague, Bohemia was re- 
duced to a total hereditary Kingdom. In the year 163 5 he alſo reſigned 


the Upper and Lower Luſatia to the Elector of Saxony. Under Ferdinand LU 


III. this Kingdom was miſerably laid waſte by the Swedes. His ſon Fer- 
dinand IV. was, indeed, crowned King, but died before his father Leopold. 
Joſeph and Charles VI. ſucceeded each other immediately in the Govern- 


ment, and in the laſt in 1740, the ancient male ſtock of the houſe of Auſtria, Þ 


became extint, By virtue of the pragmatic ſanction, eſtabliſhed by him, 


his eldeſt daughter, the Princeſs Maria Tberęſia, took poſſeſſion, as well of : 


the collective hereditary lands, as in particular alſo of the Kingdom of Bo- 


bemia : but the EleQtor of Bavaria making pretenſions thereto, ſeized the 3 
Kingdom by the help of the French, cauſing himſelf to be proclaimed King 
thereof, on December 7, 1740, and ſoon after, ordered homage to be paid 


him. But notwithſtanding this the Queen of Hungary at laſt prevailed, 
and accordingly in May 1743, was crowned at Prague, and ever ſince the 
peace of Dreſden in 174 5, Bohemia has enjoyed under her government the 
withed-for tranquillity “. Oe | 


$. 11. Bobemia is at this day an hereditary Kingdom, but was formerly | * 
elective, though the ſtates uſually kept to the family of the deceaſed King. 
Ferdinand I. ſo early as the year 1547, declared the Kingdom hereditary, Þ* 
by a concluſion of the Diet, and ſuch alſo it fully became in 1620 after 
the battle of the White mountain (F. 10.) fo that from that time the ſtates, | 
have nothing more to do with reſpect to the right of ſucceſſion. The co 
ronation of the hereditary king is perfomed by virtue of a papal bull re- 


ceived in 1345, by the archbiſhop of Prague. 


The reader will perceive that this was wrote before the commencement of the preſeni L 


broils with the glorious King of Pruſſia. 
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$. 12. The King of Bohemia is arch-cup-bearer of the holy Roman 
Empire, but adds not that arch-office to his titles. He has for hereditary 
cup-bearer of the Empire the counts of Althan, who therefore bear a cup 
in their arms. Concerning the origin of this arch-office the learned are of 
different opinions; the moſt probable ſeems to be that the Emperor Frede- 
rick 1. conferred on duke Madiſtau, at the fame time with the royal title, 
alſo the office of arch- cup- bearer in the German Empire. At leaſt the Em- 
peror Rudolph I. in the years 1289 and 1290 has by two public documents 
declared, that the office of arch-cup-bearer and the right of election ap- 
pertained to the crown of Bohemia, and that the great grand- father of the then 
King Wenzel had poſſeſſed it before that time. On this arch-office reſts 
alſo the right of the King of Bohemia, to chooſe a King of the Remans; 
in poſſeſſion of which he has been conſtantly ever fince the reign of Fre- 
derick I. as the above adduced Rudolphin's documents ſhew ; and hiſtory alſo 
teaches us that it has been practiſed: and though the Kings of Bohemia have 
been paſſed over once or twice at the election of an Emperor, yet this never 
happened with their own conſent ; but either aroſe from hence; v/z. that 
they had not a good underſtanding at that time with the Empire, or from 
ſome other cauſes which were not in the leaſt prejudicial to their right. 
From hence alſo it appears, that the king of Bohemia has been of old time 
a genuine ſtate of the German Empire, and that he likewiſe formerly con- 
tributed nothing to the taxes thereof is not inconfiſtent with it ; this 
privilege ariſing from a peculiar prerogative, which Frederick II. conferred 


upon him in 1212, at the ſame time ſetting him free from the juriſdiction 


of the ſupreme judicatory of the Empire. Nay ſo far is it from being in- 


conſiſtent therewith that the King of Bohemia, appears not always at the 


Diets of the Empire. The arch-dukes of Auſtria too appeared only, 


when they pleaſe, and the arch-duke Albrecht promiſed Wenzel King of 


Bohemia, that, whenever he ſhould become King of the Romans, he would 


| confer upon him and his ſuccefiors the privilege of not being obliged to 


appear at the military expeditions, aflemblies, aulic judicatories, &c. of 
the Roman King or Emperor. In the year 1708, all the three colleges 
likewiſe of the Empire acknowledged, that the King and Elector of Bo- 


bemia has an undoubted right of ſeat and voice in all aſſemblies there- 


of, and for that reaſon have lett it wholly to the will of the Empire, as King 
and Elector of Bohemia, whether and when, at all ordinary and extraord'- 
nary meetings, either at Diets of the Empire, deputations, collegial mect- 
ings or others, he will again for the future cauſe the ſeat and voice of Bo- 
hemia to be occupied, inveſted, and managed by a proper, ſufficient, pleni- 
potentiary embaſſy: by which the Emperor has at the fame time promiſed, 
that, on account of his hereditary Kingdom of Bohemia, and of the countries 
belonging thereto, he will for the future not only take upon himſelf and 
pay an electoral proportion of all taxes and impoſts of the Empire and circle, 
e | | but 
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Bat alſo three hundred florins yearly to the chamber-judicatory : On the 
other hand, the collective body of the Empire has engaged to take the 
kingdom of Bobemia, with all the countries united therewith, under its 
protection and defence. On the death of the Emperor Charles VI. great 
debates aroſe concerning the perſon who, at the election of a new King 
of the Romans, ſhould repreſent the electoral voice of Bohemia? The Queen 
Maria Thereſia had conferred this ſovereignty on her conſort, the great 
Duke of Tuſcany; but by a majority of votes in the electoral college it 
Was determined that the voice of Bohemia ſhould remain dormant for 
that time, and be attended with no conſequences; which actually came 
to paſs. But after the death of Charles VII. the envoys of election of 
the Queen of Bohemia were admitted to the choice of a new King of 
the Romans. With reſpe&t to the reſt, the King and Elector of Bohe- 
mia, by virtue of the golden bull precedes all temporal Electors, and at 
public or ſolemn proceſſions, even the Empreſs herſelf. Bobemia owns no. 
adminiſtrator or vicar of the Roman Empire. | 
F. 13. The arms of Bobemia were formerly an eagle Sable, in a field 
Argent: But the Emperor Frederick gave Mladiſiat II. at his creation, a 
ſilver lion with a double tail in a field Gules; which arms have ever ſince 
been adhered too. The Kings of Bohemia are wont, after their coronation, 
to dub knights of the order of St. Venxetlaus; otherwiſe there is no 
order of knighthood in that kingdom. | 
F. 14. Yet notwithſtanding this the holy order of knighthood of the croſs 
with the red ſtar flouriſhes to this day as well in Bohemia as Moravia, 
Silefia, and Hungary, being received into the firſt in the year 1217, 
In 1697 the Emperor Leopold gave the general and grand maſter thereof

Excluſive 
of theſe principal hereditary offices there are yet ſome others: The lords 
of Mladota of Solopiſeè enjoy that of hereditary door-keepers ; the counts 
of Kirtzenſey, and lords of Hradech, the office of hereditary bannerets ; 
and the counts of Mitby the office of hereditary treaſurers. 

$. 16. The aulic chancery of Bohemia, which conſtantly follows the 
court, was united in 1749 at Vienna to that of the Auſtrian under the 
name of the ſupreme juſtice-place. The ſtadholderſhip of Prague is 
aboliſhed, the affairs of the ſtate and chamber there, being at length con- 
ferred on the Directorium in publicis & cameralibus, erected at Vienna in 
1749. At Prague are the royal repreſentation and chamber, the royal greater 
and ſmaller land-right or land-quriſdiction, the royal land-table, the royal 
chamber-right, the aulic feudal judicatory, the judicatory of appeals, the 
judicatory of the ſupreme burgraviate, and the ſupreme tax-office. 

The circles and towns in Bohemia have alſo their peculiar judicatories, 
and the ſtate of lords their hereditary and feudal ones. Bohemia has 
alſo its own peculiar land-regulations. 

F. 17. From ſome royal demands or exactions made in later times we 
may form a probable conjecture how much this kingdom brings in an- 
nually to its ſovereign. In 1742 the Emperor Charles VII. exacted of the 
ſtates, for the ordinary and extraordinary contributions of the kingdom, 
6000000 of florins. In 1743 the queen Maria Therejia demanded in 
general 5270000 florins, 2890000 of florins were for the military ſtate. 
The revenues of the chamber-eſtates or domains, tolls, Sc. raiſed here are 
likewiſe conſiderable. According to the new regulation of the milita 
ſtate of the collective Auſtrian hereditary countries, the annual contribu- 
tion of the kingdom of Bohemia to the maintenance thereof amounts to 
5270488 florins 44 kruitzers.

$. 18. Laſtly with reſpect to the true political diviſion of the kingdom, 
it conſiſts of Prague the capital town with its diviſions, and twelve circles, 
to which, by way of appendage, is added, moreover, the circuit of Egra. 
The preſent regulation of the circles was made by the ſtates in 1714, 
as approved by the Emperor Charles VI. in a peculiar reſcript, and are 
obſerved in Muller's chart. Balbin has already taken notice that the aſ- 
ſertions of Paul Stranſey (whom all modern geographers have followed) 
are falſe, which intimate that Charles IV. had divided Bohemia into fifteen 
circles, and that this diviſion ſtill continued. He proves from a genuine 
manuſcript, entitled Berna regalis, in which all the towns and their ſeveral 


contributions to the royal chamber, as paid in the time of Charles IV. and 
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his ſon Wenzel, are noted down that there were at that time only twelve 
circles; namely, the circle of Kaurzimer, comprehending Great Prague, 
together with that of the Pzlſner, Leutmeritzer, Kontgingratzer, Rako- 
witzer, in which lattter alſo Beraun was included, as likewiſe thoſe of the 


Cbrudimer, Prachiner, and Slaner, under which was comprehended Little 


Prague, the Bunzlauer, Saatzer, Czaſſauer, and Bechiner circles. He 
ſuppoſes that the circles of Podbrader and Moldauer were added thereto un- 
der King Miadiſſaw and Shews, and that at the Diets of 1569 and 1579, 
the city of Prague was not made a peculiar circle, but on account of its 
dignity, only rendered independent of that of the juriſdiction of the captain 
of the circle of Kaurzimer. From hence we may perceive how far 
the modern inſtitution of the circles recedes from the ancient one. Each 
circle has two head-men, one out of the ſtate of lords, and one out of 
the ſtate of knights. The county of Glatz, and the territories of Egra 
and Elnbogen are united with the crown of Bohemia; but the former, in 
the year 1742, was ceded to the King of Pruffia, and by him added to 
Silefia; and, in 1714, the territory of Elnbogen united with the circle cf 
Saaltzer. I now deſcribe, | 
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H E metropolis of the kingdom, which lies almoſt in the middle 
thereof on both ſides of the Moldau or Molda, which is here 
about eight hundred paces broad, but likewiſe ſhallow and not navigable. 
The bridge of ſtone, which Charles IV. in the year 13 57, cauſed to be erected 
over this river, exceeds in length thoſe of Ratisbon and Dreſden, bein g 
ſeven hundred and forty-two common paces long. Its breadth amounts 
to fourteen common paces, and three carriages may paſs upon it abreaſt. 
It ſtands on fixteen piers, being ornamented on the ſides with twenty-eight 
ſtatues of ſaints; among which the crucifix with the two female ſtatues 
ſtanding under 1t, and alſo that of St. John of Nepomuck are of metal, 
the others of ſtone. The ſtatue of Nepomucꝭ, executed in 168 3, whcm 
King Wenzel cauſed to be thrown from this bridge into the river and 
drowned, and who, in the year 1729, was ranked among the ſaints, 
is honoured with peculiar devotion, almoſt all other ſaints, being, on his 
account, forgotten at preſent in Bohemia. The fortifications of Prague 
are not very important, the town may be flanked or raked on all ſides, 
The houſes are wholly built of ſtone, and for the moſt part conſiſt of three 
2 ſtories. It has broader ſtreets, but fewer ſtately palaces than Vienna. In 
tit are computed ninety-two churches and chapels, with about forty cloiſters. 
he town, conſidered with reſpect to its extent, is not ſufficiently populous, 
as containing only about 70000 Chriſtian, and between 12 and 13000 
2wih inhabitants. Neither is the commerce, which is carried on here 
conſiderable, but excluſive of the arts and handicraft-trades, its principal 
means of ſubſiſtence is drawn from the brewing of beer. Fs 
Prague conſiſts properly of three towns, each of which has its peculiar 
head-man and magiſtrate; as namely, of the old and new towns, which 
le on the eaſt-ſide of the Mulda, and of the Small Side, which is on 
the weſt-ſide of that river. The Old Town is leſs ancient than that which 
is called the Small Side, but older than the New Town, and was alſo, from 
its ancient citadel, formerly called Miſcberad, and the Greater Town, by 
way of diſtinction from the Leſſer Side or Town. It was firſt founded in 
3 the year 795. The number of houſes in it is eſtimated at between 1800 
E., and 2000; and at the fewstown, belonging thereto, at about 400, In the

year 1754 the latter was, for the moſt part, conſumed by fire, and in the 
Old Town alſo a part of the houſes ſhared the ſame fate. In the Tein 
or Teiner hf, which was formerly a ducal ſeat, ſtands at preſent the 
ware-houſe and cuſtom-houſe for foreign goods and merchandiſe. The 
church near it is the moſt ancient in the Old Ton, and in it we find 
a monument of Tycho Brahe. The univerſity there was founded by Charles IV. 
in the year 1347. The academical college of Jeſuits here is one of the 
| largeſt which their order poſſeſſes, containing ſeventy- three prieſts, eighty- 
ſeven ſcholars, four maſters, and twenty-ſeven coadjutors. From St. Clement's 
church, which adjoins thereto, it is called the Collegium Clementinum, and 
has a well regulated library and obſervatory. The church and hoſpital 
of the Holy Ghoſt is the ſeat of the general and grand maſters of the 
holy order of knights of the croſs with the red ſtar, reſiding in Bohemia, 
Moravia, Sileſia, Poland, and Hungary, which alſo forms one of the ſpiritual 
ſtates of the country. The abbot of the Bened:#ine abbey of St. Nicholas 
belongs alſo to the ſtates. e 
The Neuſfadt, or New Tun being founded by Charles IV. in the year 
1348, was called Karlow or Karlſtadt, and the fame privileges with the 
Old Ten conferred upon it. It environs the Old Town for a conſiderable 
compaſs, contains broad and ſtraight ſtreets in it, and about 2500 houſes, 
The Jeſuits have likewiſe a college here. The abbot of the cloiſter and

In the ſouthern part thereof, which lies towards the city, 
is the royal reſidence, in one place or ſquare of which ſtands a metal 


ſtatue of St. George, over a ſpring of water, caſt in 1373; as alſo the ſenate- 


houſe, together with the other colleges, the courts of juſtice and a chancery, 
wherein is likewiſe to be ſeen the apartment out of the window of which 
William lord of Slavata, Taroflaus lord of Martiniz, and Phil. Fabricius 
Platter were thrown in the year 1618 ; the cathedral church of St. Vite, 
which is very rich in relicks, church and altar ornaments, and in which, 
excluſive of St. Nepomuck, lie interred many Dukes and Kings of Bo- 
hemia, together with the archiepiſcopal palace. The archbiſhopric here 
aroſe in 1343, out of the biſhoprick erected in 971. In the north part is 
the royal riding-houſe, the ſtall, the garden, &c. Secondly, what is pro- 
perly called the Hradſebin comprehends likewiſe what is called the New 
world; and thirdly, the circuit of Strabover comprizes the Strabov and 
Poborzelez. Generally ſpeaking here are about three hundred houſes. The 


chapel of St. Loretto, which belongs to the capuchins, is in imitation of 


the holy houſe of Loretto in Italy. Oppoſite it ſtands the Czerniniſb palace. 
Prague has been very frequently belieged and frequently taken. I omit 
the more ancient times and only mention thoſe of the more modern ones. 


In the year 1631 Prague was taken by the Saxons, in 1648, the SmalF 


Side was forced by the Swedes, and in 1741 all Prague by the Elector 
of Bavaria. In 1742 the Auſtrian forces cooped up about 20000 French 
in Prague, who were commanded by the marſhals Broglio and Beli/le, 
and who endured great hardſhips from famine, but defended themſelves. 
bravely, and at length partly found means to make their eſcape, and 
partly obtained a free retreat. In the year 1744 the Prufians made them- 


"8 {clyes maſters of this capital, after cannonading it for feven days, but 


quitted it in the fame year. As it fell again under the Auſtrian juriſdiction, 
the Jews here were all ordered to depart, and quit Bobemza ; but the Queen,

Without the Strabov gate, one hour's diſtance from the city, ſtands 
what is called the White Mountain, which on account of the battle fought 
there in the year 1620, and which ended unhappily on the fide of the 
Palſgrave and crowned King of Bohemia Frederick, is become remarkable.

In Latin C⁊alavienſis circulus, S. Provincia, 


Ontains the profitable filver mine of Kuttenberg. The rivers Saſawe 
and Dobrawa have their ſource in this Circle, the former of which 
divides it, and diſcharges itſelf, at length, into the Mulda; the latter falls 
into the Elbe. In this Circle are contained one hundred and eight ſeignio- 
ries and ſeats. We ſhall firſt take notice of the following places : namely, 


Kutna Hora, Kuttenberg, or Cuttna, a royal borough, noted on account 3 
of its filver mines which were formerly very profitable. In the year 1300, 
the firſt filver groſchen, called the Bohemian, were ſtruck here, which are 


rare. In the town is a college of Jeſuits, together. with twenty prieſts, 
four maſters, and nine coadjutors, to which college belongs Z:fſow, Mitrow, 
and Kr2zeſetiz. The town itſelf was laid waſte by fire and ſword in 1422 
and 1424.

II. The territory of Elnbogen or Loketſko, in Latin Cubitenſe territorium, 
ſo early as the days of duke Wogen, and conſequently in the ninth cen- 
tury, was ſubject to the princes of Bohemia, and inhabited by Bohemians.

TT E territory of Eger muſt be deſcribed by way of appendix to Ba- 


hemia. Its name it receives from Eger, its capital being ſo denomi- 
nated from the river running near it, by the Bebemans named Obrze ; and 
they have even called this town Chev or Heb, whence it derives the firſt of 
the Latin names above-mentioned. So early as the year 1193, duke 
Praemyſi Otiocar took this diſtrict by force from the duke of Bavaria, and 
after ſome exchanges, both that and the territory of Elubogen were again 
in the year 1285, conferred by Rudolph of Habsburg, King of the Romans, 
on his ſon-in-law, Mencel II. King of Bohemia under the title of a dowery 
but fell again under the power of Bavaria, till in the year 1322, 
it was mortgaged by the Emperor Leis of Bavaria to John King of Bo- 
bemia, for the ſum of 40000 marks, being the ſum expended in war, for 
the Emperor's intereſt. | 
The acid ſpring, which was diſcovered about half a mile from the town 
of Eger, is particularly famous, being ſent far and near in flaſks, which 
are ſealed with the arms of the council. Po 
Cheb or Eger, the principal place of this territory, is a beautiful and 
well fortified town ſituate on the river Eger, retaining ſtill its- ancient 
rights and privileges. From the judicial ſentences of the town-council, 
here an appeal lies only to the King. This town has the privilege of coining 
money, which paſſes however only in its own diſtrict. -Exclufive of a col- 
lege of Jeſuits, in which are eleven prieſts, four maſters and five coad- 
jutors, we find here alſo three cloiſters. To that of St. Clara belongs 
Upper and Lower Schoſſenrieth. Eger has been frequently beſieged and 


taken. In the year 1742, the French made themſelves maſters of it, and A 


ſurrendered it not again till the year 1743, and that too after a lon 
blockade. To the town belongs Khornau in the circle of Saaz. | 
The other places in it are inconſiderable. | 
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8. 1. THE hiſtory of the land-charts of this marquiſate D. Hauber, 
in his valuable eſſay towards a circumſtantial hiſtory of land- 
charts, p. 174—188 has abundantly given. The firſt chart of this marqui- 
fate publiſhed by Paul Fabrictus in the year 1570, Abrabum Ortelius has 
improved and inſerted, in his Theatrum orbis terrarum. It was alſo publiſhed 
again by Gerard de Tode, Peter Kaer and Gerard Mercator, but by others fo 
corrupted that F. A. Commenius was on that account induced to attempt a better; 
the moſt accurate edition of which is given us by cher; but this alſo by re- 
peated copying gradually ſunk into reproach. The neweſt and beſt charts of 
this marquiſate are thoſe delineated by Capt. J. C. Muller which are executed 
with great accuracy and are publiſhed by J. B. Homann on nine ſheets. 
| Theſe are to be found in the Atlas of Germany from Ne 18 to 26, and 
conſiſt of a general chart of the whole marquiſate, together with eight 
particular ones of the fix circles. I know not whether the repeated miſtakes 
in the names in it are to be placed to Mller's or the engraver's account. 
F. 2. This country to the weſt is bounded by Bohemia, to the north by 
Glatz and Sileſia, to the eaſt by Silgſia and Hungary, and to the ſouth by 
Auſtria, being about three hundred and fixty German ſquare miles in ex- 
tent. The name of Mahren or Moravia, it receives from the river Mora- 
va or March. _ | 
$. 3. Towards Hungary, Bobemia and Sileſia, it is partly environed by 
mountains, and partly by woods. Above one half of it is mountainous and 
woody, and many of the former 3 ſo rough, as to be almoſt deſolate. *

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the more champaign Circles, tracts and parts, are many moraſſes, bogs and 
lakes; and the water there alſo is unwholeſome, particularly in the ſprings: 
of the Circles of Hradiſch and Z noymo. In the mountainous regions the air, 
indeed, is rough and cold, fo that in many places for near the whole ſummer 
the inhabitants muſt uſe a ſtove ; but theſe parts notwithſtanding are whole- 
ſomer than the above-mentioned champaign territories. More corn, however, 
grows here than the inhabitants conſume. In it is alſo plenty of hemp 
and flax; nor are garden-ſtuff and fruit- trees wanting there. It produces 
likewiſe good ſaffron. In it too we meet with ſome white and red-wine, 
particularly in thoſe tracts, lying towards Hungary and Auſtria which are in 
no reſpect inferior to the Auſlii an territories. Their paſturage is good, and 
maintains all ſorts of cattle. It is remarkable, that they alſo dig frankin- 
cenſe and myrrh out of the earth, particularly in the ſeigniories of Bozgcwniz 
and Czerna' hora ; where it forms not a ſpecies of the amber. Its wide 
foreſts are of benefit to the country, attording alſo opportunities for a large 
culture of bees. There is no want of veniſon here; and in it are alſo 
wolves, bears, and a ſpecies of leopards, of the fize of dogs, but thicker, 
which are called Ryſowe. We meet likewiſe with ſome beavers there. 

In the Circle of Brunn are quarries of marble, baſtard diamonds, ame- 
thyſts and other minerals; as alſo alum, iron-mines and works. In the 
Circle of Znoymo were formerly mines of gold, and at this day are ſome 
of iron. We likewiſe find in it ſulphur, ſaltpetre and vitriol. Here 
and there too we meet with wholeſome mineral waters, which. are impreg- 
nated with ſulphur, alum, vitriol and faltpetre ; ſome are allo a little calid, 
and there are likewiſe acid ſprings here, but falt they want. 

The Oder, indeed, riſes in this country, and that too in the Circle of 
Olmutæ, but firſt becomes navigable near Ratibor in Silgia. The river 
March or Morau, in Latin Morava and more anciently Marus, riſes: near the 
confines of Moravia, in the county of Glatz, and running thro' the mar- 
quiſate from north to ſouth with ſeveral windings, receives, where it iſſues 
out. of the Circle of Brunn, and forms the limits between Hungary and 
Auſtria, the united rivers of Teya, Svarczava, Suitava and Giblaua, falling 
ſome miles below Presburg into the Danube. It is to be lamented that this 
river is not navigable. Theſe and other ſmaller rivers, as well as the in- 
land-lakes and ponds yield. various kinds of fiſh. 

S8. 4. The number of towns, villages and market-towns in Marauia, as 
well as in Bohemia, is too much magnified. On Muller's charts I have 
reckoned only forty-two- greater or walled towns, and ſeventeen ſmaller or 
open towns, and one hundred and ninety-eight market-towns : but it happens 
unuckily, that the marks on the particular charts differ ſometimes from 
thoſe on the general one. Keyſer who took the trouble of computing the 
villages, country-ſeats, inns, ſingle churches and chapels here on Mzuller's ac- 
curate charts, makes their number amount to no more than 2400 ; but a 
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friend of mine has told to about 2550. The language of the inhabi- 
tants is a diale& of the Slavonic, and little differing from the Behemian. 
The German language too is very common in Moravia. 

The States of the country here conſiſt of the clergy, lords, knights, 
and burgeſſs. The ſpiritual ſtate is conſtituted of the biſhop of Olmutz, 
the canons and capitulars there, and the eccleſiaſtics, who are entitled to 


wear a mitre, or who of old have been fates, and are poſſeſſed of eſtates, 


which are ſet down in the land-table, as alto the knights of an order 
who have commanderies in this marquiſate. The ſtate of lords is formed 


ok the princes, counts, and barons; the ſtate of knights of the reit of 


the gentry; and the ſtate of burgeſſes of the towns of Olmtz, Brumm, 
Znaim, Iglau, Hungariſchbrod, Hradiſch, Mzhriſch, Neuſtadt, and Gays. 
The Diets are appointed by the regency, and held at Brunn. | 


$. 5. Chriſtianity came to be known here ſo early as the eighth century. 


After the year 791 Samoflaw, King of Moravia, was compelled by the 
Emperor Charlemagn to ſufter himſelf to be baptized. In the year 80 r 
many were prevailed upon by the Benedictine monk Godioin, in the year 
806, by Yrolph biſhop of Paſſau, and after him by Reginar or Ricbar, 
who was alſo biſhop of Paſſau, to receive baptiſm. Among theſe alſo 
was King Mogemir, whom Tolph at that time biſhop. baptized in the 
year 822, and who founded alſo ſeveral churches. Brynno, his ſucceſſor, 
endeavoured very zealouſly to promote the ſpreading of Chriſtianity. The 
famous Greek brothers Methodrus and Cyril inſtructed the Moravians from 


the year 856, ſtill further in the chriſtian religion, and went over to the Latin 


or Roman church, to which alſo Moravia was ſubject till the fifteenth century. 
In the commotions of the Huſſites in Bohemia the Moravians bore a conſider- 
able part, and on the concluſion of them the Huffites in Moravia, who had 
ſeparated from the Calixtins, who had united themſelves with the Romiſb 


© - church, called themſelves Moravian brethren, and publickly diſapproved the 


former conduct of the Hw/ttes. In the ſixteenth century their whole conſtitu- 
tion was deſtroyed and extirpated, and they fled to Poland, where their church- 
diſcipline ſtill continued, though they went over to the reformed church; 
whereas thoſe who remained behind in Moravia were compelled to conform 
to external communion with the NRomiſb. Of them, as well as of the 
Lutherans and Reformed, who, in the ſixteenth century, were here in great 
numbers, there are evenſtill ſome deſcendants and remains extant in the country 
who make an external profeſſion of conformity with the Romriſh church, 
but privately hold ſeparate aſſemblies, and partly as opportunity offers, fly 


to proteſtant countries. The whole kingdom is thus publickly given to 


the Roman catholic church, and ſubje& to the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of 
the biſhop of Olmutz, who ſtiles himſelf Duke and Prince of the holy

nifies not a prieſt, but a prince, as the Ruſſians and Croats ſtill uſe it, 
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immediately under the Pope. The epiſcopal conſiſtory here, which is the 
only eccleſiaſtical judicatory in all Moravia, enjoys the ſupreme juriſdiction 
over ecclefiaſtical perſons. The epiſcopal feudal right is uſually held twice 
a year, but that before a Mc:ſne-fief right is held“. The number of eccle- 
ſiaſtics in Moravia is very confiderable. Stredowſey aſſigns forty tural deanries, 
and above five hundred parſons. By the by I thall remark that the Mo- 
ravians call their prieſts Knez, but the Slavonic word Knez properly ſig- 


The Bohemians and Poles have alſo introduced this appellation of a prieſt, 
which was originally uſed only as a compliment. 

F. 6. The ſciences, at preſent, begin to flouriſh here greatly, the uni- 
verſity at O/mutz having been put on a better footing, and a riding aca- 
demy and a learned ſociety alſo eſtabliſhed there. The Jeſuits and P. P. 
piarum ſcholarum have here and there a college in it. | 

$. 7. The principal commodities in this country are the cloth manufac- 
tories at Iglau and Trebitz, where alſo are ſome iron-works and glaſs- 
houſes, and where they likewiſe make paper, gunpowder, &c. Their 
commerce is inconſiderable; Brunn, however, enjoys the principal part. 

$. 8. Moravia was anciently inhabited by the Quad, who were driven 
out by the Slavi. While belonging to the latter it was of greater extent 
than at preſent. The kings of this country were, till the ninth century, 


werful and independent, but afterwards the Emperor Charlemagn not 4 
only vanquiſhed King Lech, but his ſon and ſucceſſor Leuis made King 


Mogemir alſo his vaſſal. Lewis the German took Raczko, Raſtix or Ra- 


diflaw, King of Moravia, priſoner ; and the German King Arnulph, by the L 
aſſiſtance of the Huns, vanquiſhed King Suatopluck in the beginning of 


the tenth century. Under his ſon Suatobeg, in the year 908, the great 


Moravian kingdom became extinct, and a prey to the Germans, Poles, and 
Hungarians. A part of it, which to this day alone bears the name f 


Moravia, the Bohemian dukes Brzetiflaw and Ulrich (in 1026) re- 


duced by force of arms, and the former on his death was reckoned among 1 
the princes thereof, From that time this country having, in the year 108 b, 
been declared a marquiſate by the German King, Henry IV. and united 
with Bohemia, has been frequently reſigned as a fief by the Dukes and 
Kings of Bohemia to their ſons, brothers, or relations, and ſometimes eren 
divided. Charles IV. hav.ng inveſted his brother John with the marquiſate, 
and Sigiſinund his ſon-in-law, Albrecht duke of Auſtria, the biſhopric f; % 
 Olmutz, together with the principality of Oppau or Troppau formerly be- 
longing to Moravia, were excepted, and it was declared that both 
immediately united with the crown of Bohemia, and rendered dependent

margraves which Moravia enjoyed often, formerly were, it is true, always 
Bohemian freeholders, but at the ſame time alſo Princes and States of the 
Empire. This marquiiate is ſtill governed by its own peculiar conſti- 
tutions. Of the States there J have already treated above in $. 4. The 
principal officers of the country are, the land- captain together with fix 
Circle-headsmen, the ſupreme land-chamberlain, the ſupreme land-judge, 
the ſupreme aulic-judge, the ſupreme land-clerk, the land-under-chamber- 
lain, the vice land-judge, the petty clerk and the land-burgrave. Of theſe 
land-officers the fix laſt are of the ſtate of knights, but the preceding ones 
of the ſtate of lords, and the former uſually hold their office only for five 
ears.

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INTRODUCTION 


AUSTRIAN SILESIA. 


8 ILE SIA was formerly a part of the kingdom of Poland, but 


many German colonies having ſettled therein in the thirteenth century 


at that time happened in ſome meaſure the commencement of a ſepa- 


ration, which was afterwards thoroughly effected. For the Poles having 


entertained a diſguſt againſt the Sileſian dukes, deſcendants of the Piaſti 


family, on account of their adopting the German manners, and having alſo 
at the election of their kings, particularly at that of Wlad:/law the Little, 
quite paſſed over the Szlefians, at which they were diſcontented, this 
paved a way for the Bohemian King Wenzel II. to mount the throne of 
Poland, into which kingdom, in the year 1292, he marched an army 
through Silgſia, where ſeveral princes ſubmitted to him, whoſe example 
was gradually followed by the reſt. Thus they all came under the Bohe- 
mian government, taking their lands in fief from that crown : The duke 


of Oppeln, in the year 1289, having firſt made a beginning. This change 


was ratified even by the Poſh kings themſelves; King Caſimir entering 
into an agreement with Jobn king of Bohemia, by virtue of which he re- 
ſigned Sileſia to him and his ſucceſſors, as the latter alſo on his part diſ- 

claimed all right to Poland, and likewiſe the title of king thereof. The 
Poliſh and Hungarian king Lewis renounced alſo in a public writing, 
which he ratified by oath, all title to S:/z/a both with reſpect to himſelf and 
ſucceſſors. By virtue of a golden bull procured by the Emperor Charles 
IV. in the year 1355, Sileſia was folemnly and for ever united to the crown 
of Bohemia. This conſtitution laſted till the death of Charles VI. which 
happened in the year 1740. But Frederick II. king of Pruſſia reviving 
after this the claim of the electoral houſe of Brandenburg to the dutchies 
of Jagerndorf, Lignitz, Brieg, and Wohlau, and for the accompliſhment 
thereof marching an army into $:/z/ia, a war broke out betwixt him and the 
houſe of Auſtria, in which the former having ſucceſsfully reduced all the 
Lower Silefia, together with the greateſt part of the Upper and the county 
of Glatz to his ſubjection, in which he was confirmed by the treaties of 
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Brefſlaw and Dreſden in 1742 and 1745, ſince that time the king of 
Pruſſia rules his part of Sileſia, as alſo the county of Glatz, with un- 
limited power and the greateſt independence on the crown of Bebemia 
and the German empire. Hence it comes to paſs that it is only the reſidue of 
Sileſa which the houſe of Au/tria is now in poſſeſſion of, as a Boberman fief, 
and fo far as it is connected with the German Empire. The territories of 
Auſtrian Sileſia conſiſt, 1. Of the principality of Teſchen, and the ward- 
ſhips or burgh-fiefs belonging thereto. 2. Of that part of the principality 
of Troppau which lies to the ſouth fide of the river Oppa. 3. Of a part 


alſo ot the principality of Fagerndorf, and the wardſhips belonging thereto. 


4. Of a part of the principality of Grotau. The deſcription of it will not 
be improperly omitted till we come to treat of the whole dutchy of S:/e/ia.

1. * the year 1593 Barth. Scultetus publiſhed a chart of Upper Luiſatic, 
and after him Sam. Groſſer, in his remarkables of that country, 
drew two ſmall charts of the Upper and Lower-Luſatia, which were 
alſo inſerted in Hoffman's Scriptores rerum Lufaticarum, and inKoler's Atlas. 
In Job. Cbriſt. Neigel's Atl. portat. we find a general chart of the Luſa- 
tias, as alſo the fame in Job. Bapt. Homann's which was afterwards pub- 
liſhed, but his heirs in 1732, furniſhed us with 7h. George Schreibers 
chart of the Upper Luſatia, in 1746 with a beautiful drawing of the circle 
of Budiſgin, and in 1753 with ſuch another of the circle of Gerlitg. Theſe 
tour ſeveral charts are found in the Alas of Germany Ne 275—30. 
$. 2. Luſatia runs from north-weſt to ſouth-eaſt, being bounded to the 
eaſt by Sileſia, to the ſouth by Bohemra, to the weſt by M:/nia, and to the 
north by the Mark of Brandenburg. Exclufive of that part of Brandenburg 


belonging to it, which makes about twenty German ſquare miles, this pro- 


vince is about one hundred and eighty in extent. The Slavonick name f 


Luzice or Laufitz denotes, in Abr. Frenzel's opinion, a woody or watry 
land. The lower marquiſate at firſt bore this appellation only, and that 


for the ſpace of three hundred and fifty years, namely, till towards the | 5 
middle of the fifteenth century. About that time this title was alſo extended 
to the upper marquiſate, before called the Mark, or the Land of Budiſein⁊ẽ 


and Gorlitæ, as alſo to the fix lands and towns. The firſt writing, in which 


mention is made of the name of Upper-Lu/atia, bears date in the year 1466 


at which time, as may be ſeen from other records, the laſt alſo of the 


above-mentioned appellations was till in uſe. Under King Mathias, R 
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the Land vogt von Stein, for that time ſtiled himſelf in his letters of in- 
veſtiture, Vogt of both the Luſatias, in which he was followed by others. 

F. 3. Upper-Luſatia abounds more in mountains and hills, and enjoys 
a purer air than the Lower, in which are found many boggy and mooriſh 
tracts. The latter, on the contrary, has a greater number of woods, and 
thoſe finer ones than are to be met with in the firſt; the fat tracts of which 


generally feel a great ſcarcity of timber, with which the others notwith- 


ſtanding are ſufficiently provided, and even the very heaths themſelves to 


exuberance. We likewiſe find turf in different parts of the circle of 
 Grrlitz at Tauchritz, for inſtance in the territory of the foundation of 


Joachimſtein, where the beſt fuel of this kind is cut or ſpitted; as alſo at 
Kieflingſwalda one German mile and a half from Lauban, at Heyderſdorf, 


on the heath of Musa, in the territory of the town of Zittau, and near 


Neukretſcham and Schrieber/dorff. In the mountainous tracts of Upper-Lu- 


ſatia, on the borders of Bohemia and Sileſia is but little room for agri- 


culture. The heaths on the confines of Læwer-Luſatia, and partly alſo on 
thoſe of Sileſia, conſiſt of a poor ſoil, affording little elſe but fine hunting. 
The champaign conſiſts partly of a meagre land, and partly of a fat and very 
profitable marſh-land, the latter of which we meet with in the centre of 
Upper-Luſatia, In Lower-Lufatia are both heathy and fertile tracts. In 
each of theſe marquiſates rye, wheat, barley, and oats are cultivated, as alſo 
much buck-wheat, together with peas, lentils, beans and millet. In it 
likewiſe we find what is uſually called manna. The culture of flax here 
is pretty good. With reſpect to orchard and garden fruits, as alfo to the 
culture of hops, tobacco and wine Lower-Lufſatia has greatly the preference 
to the Upper. 
The products of this country, however, do not 
ſufficientiy anſwer the neceftities of the inhabitants, corn, fruit, hops, 
garden-ſtuff, and wine being imported into the Luſatias. 
of cattle here is very conſiderable, there is likewiſe no want of veniſon in 
it; 2nd the rivers, lakes, and ponds yield divers forts of good fiſh. 
and there we find a white, whitiſh-gray, and a reddiſh coloured clayey-earth: 
which is nfed for all forts of veſſels, as alſo tobacco-pipes, and ſtone: 
quarries, On the mountains of Lebau and Kong fheyn diamonds are dug, 
which reſemble the Bohemian, and in the tracts of Lauban we ſometimes. 
Near Musa is an alum-work, and in the 
village of Great-Mebre in the Lower-Lufatia a vitriolic and copper-water.. 
In ſeveral places too a pretty good iron- ſtone is found and worked. The

and Zittau, as allo at Schonberg, and near Lubben and Guben, are by no

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its ſource in the circle of Budiſzin, between the Zittau villages of Eberſ 
bach and Gerſdorf ; receives the river Schops in its courſe, and falls near 
Spandau in the Mark of Brandenburg into the Havel. 

2. The Schwarze Elſter, riſing alſo in the circle of Budiſzin, receives, 
near Hyerſwerda, the Schwarz Waſſer, and enters the circle of Miſuia. 

3. The Pulſnitz alſo riſing in the circle of Budiſsin, above the little town 
of Pulſuitz, and falling near Eſſterwerda, in the circle of Miſuia, into the 
Schwarze Elſter. Its other leſſer rivers I paſs over unnoticed. The Netſe 
riſes, indeed, in Bobemia, in the circle of Bunzlau, but has its courſe 


rivulets, and diſcharges itſelf below Guben into the Oder. The Queis takes 
its courſe through the borders of Luſatia and Silefia, and in it are ſometimes 
found pearl-muſcles. 5 

8. 4. In Upper Luſatia are reckoned ſix towns, which are called by way of 
eminence the towns, or the ſix towns, ſixteen ſmaller country towns, and four 
market ones ; but in the Lower only four towns, which appear at the land- 
diets, together with thirteen country towns, and two makei ones. 

The moſt ancient inhabitants of this country, of whom we have any certain 
knowledge, were the Semnones or Senones, a Suabian nation, who inhabited 
Upper-Luſatia, but by their cuſtom of wandering theſe gave place to the 
Mandalers, and theſe laſt again by a like expedition, in the ſeventh century, 
to the Sorber-Wends, who were a Slavonian people. In the twelfth cen- 
tury alſo ſome new inhabitants from the Low Countries and the Rbine ar- 
rived in theſe parts. Even to this very day the towns are almoſt wholly peopled 
with German inhabitants; but in the villages a greater number of Wend, 
than Germans is to be met with; the habitations of the Vends begin 
near Lobau, extending through Upper and Lower-Lufatia quite to the 
Mark of Brandenburg. They conſtantly retain the Wend:/h dreſs and 
language; but the latter differs not only from other $/avonick dialects, 
but is likewiſe ſpoken in Upper Luſatia in a different manner from what 
they ſpeak it in the Lower. The German inhabitants too here have not the 
ſame dialect. | 


Each marquiſate conſiſts of two ſtates, namely, the country and towns, 


chiefly in Luſatia, receives the Wittge, Luba or Lubus, together with other 


which ſhall hereafter be more accurately handled in deſcribing each diſtri 4 
by itſelf. In this place we are to touch in general on the Luſatian nobility. FR 
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Some of theſe probably derive their deſcent from the ancient Slavi, among 2 


whom thoſe are uſually reckoned whoſe names terminate in 1 and 2in; Fi 
others again are ſo ancient that we can ſcarce, or not at all, inveſtigate their FR 


origin. To ſuch, for inſtance, belongs the family of Gerſdorf. But the 


greateſt part of them are either of ancient date, or came in more modern 
times out of Bobemia, Sileſia, Poland, Saxony, and other German and foreign 
territories into this, where they met with a reception. When a nobleman 
of Upper-Luſatia purchaſes a fief in the Lower, he is as little deemed 1 
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foreigner, as an inhabitant of Lower Luſatia, is in the Upper, which was 
commodiouſly declared a new country, in the years 1689 and 1690, by the 
Land-ſtates of both 'marquiſates, 

8. 5. Some ſmall ſparks of the Chriſtian doctrine were for the firſt time made 
known to the Vends here in the ſeventh century, but it was ſeveral centuries 
before they could be brought under the Romiſb church, and the compulſion 
employed on that occaſion muſt neceſſarily have exaſperated them, though 
in ſome meaſure it rendered them hypocrites. From the eleventh century 
many cloyſters and churches were erected in the country, by which Chriſti- 
anity was propagated among the ends; but the true memory of it till 
continued for a very long time unknown to them as well as to the other 
inhabitants of this country. Dr. Luther's doctrine, ſo early as the year 
1521, found acceptance among them as well in the Upper as in the Lower- 
Lifatia, which doctrine ſo ſpread itſelf by degrees, that the Proteſtant Lu- 


theran religion became the prevailing church there, as it continues even to 


this day. In it, however, are ſtill ſeveral Roman Catholic foundations, 


churches, market-towns and villages. The Herrenbutbers were not. 


only born in Upper-Luſatia, but alſo enjoy there an eſteem very dangerous 
to the Proteſtant church. In the year i750, a royal mandate was addreſſed 


to the count of Ge darf, at that time ſuperintendant of Budiſin, purporting 


that the fraternal community in Upper-Luſatia ſhould be further indulged: 


and protected in quality of faithful ſubjects, as allo that in hopes of their- 
further peaceable and decent conduct they ſhould be made partakers as 


well of the actual enjoyment of the immunities and rights pro:niſed to them, 


as alſo obtain further convincing tokens of the benevolence and favour of 
the government. By the purchaſe too and poſſeſſion of ſeveral noble 


eſtates, as Herrubuth, Bertholſddorf, Hennerſdorf, Nieſchky, Trabus, &c. 
they have obtained not only civil power but alſo the patronage of churches. 
§. 6. Learning is much eſteemed and regarded in both marquilates, 


which have produced many illuſtrious perſons in literature. Upper-Luſatia- 
may boaſt of the preference. In the thirteenth century the groſs ignorance 


which overwhelmed them began to vaniſh, and, till the year 14.50, ſome 


{mall degree of learning crept in gradually with the cloyſters. From the 
year 1450 till the Reformation it ſtill encreaſed, men of learning arriving 
there from foreign countries, who brought books and the ſciences along 
with them; and by theſe the ſchools were improved. From that time 
Upper-Luſatia imported the learned men of her own produce to foreign 
countries, who were employed in the churches and ſchools, at univerſities.

and his brother, Waldemar I. Elector and Marggrave, the remaining part 
to himſelf, taking upon him the government of the whole Luſatias both 
Upper and Lonwer ; but on his death, which happened in the year 1319, 
Upper-Luſatia freely put itſelf under the protection of Bohemia, and King 
Jobn of Lutzelburg was in the ſaid year, namely in 1319, inveſted there- 
with by the Emperor Lewis of Bavaria; but yet was it not fully incorpo- 
rated by the Emperor Charles IV. with the crown of Bohemia. The like 
union he alſo made, in the year 1370, with reſpect to Lower-Luſatia, 
which he purchaſed ; but from this union, in 1461 and 1550, certain 
towns and diſtricts receded going over to the Elector of Brandenberg. In 
the year 1623, the marquiſates of Upper and Lower-Lujatia were tranſ- 
ferred, by way of mortgage, by the Emperor Ferdinand II. as fiefs of 
Bohemia, to the Elector of Saxony, Jobn George, for the ſeventy-two tons of 
gold which he expended in aſſiſting the Emperor againſt the Bohemians; 


| but, in the year 1635, by the peace of Prague, they were fully and here- 


ditarily, though fief-wiſe, ceded, and in 1636 he abſolutely ceded them; 
but the Emperor reſerved to himſelf and ſucceſſors on the throne of Bobe- 
mia the retaining and bearing the title and arms of Luſatia. This ceſſion, 
however, is wholly indemnified from taxes. In the year 1652, the Elector 
Join George bequeathed, by teſtament, the Upper-Luſatia to his ſucceſſor 
in the Electoral dignity, but Lower-Luſatia to the adminiſtrator of the 
biſhopric of Merſeburg, Duke Chriſtian I. Frederick Auguſtus III. as the 


King and Elector, taking upon him, in the year 1738, the government of 5 


the biſhopric, Lower-Luſatia was again united with the Electoral houſe, 


which ever fince that time again commands both marquiſates ; but theſe g : 
are not incorporated with the ancient hereditary Electoral lands, but are 


an d ſtill remain quite ſeparate countries.

$. 10. Both theſe marquiſates are, with reſpect to conftitution and 
government, the Jus collectandi and other taxes, remarkably different from 
each other, and what in particular regards the revenues arifing from them to 
the government. They have never been readily inclined to be brought? 
into a proportionable aſſeſſment, but the States of each marquiſate have? 
kept to a free grant. The rank of both marquiſates among themſelves F 
appears to have been formerly dubious, but for a long time paſt the Le

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$. 11. The arms of the Marquiſate of Lyper-Luſatia are a wall or, ftreaked 
with black and erected in the manner of battlements in a field azure. In 
the ſhield it bears a helmet crowned, on which ſtands the wall or, with two 
eagle wings azure. The arms of the marquiſate of Lower-Luſatia are an ox 
gules in a field argent, which ſtands from the left to the right. 


Next follows the particular and more accurate deſcription of the conſtitu- 
tion and moſt remarkable places in each marquiſate.

TH IS marquiſate contains two ſorts of States; namely, thoſe of lands 
and towns. 
I. The Land-ſtates are divided into | 
1. Lords, who are alſo ſtiled State-lords, in Latin Proceres, Domini or 
Majores; in the Bohemian, Korauſewny Pani Wetfy, and have all their 
under-feudatories, or under-vaſſals, and proper judicatories ; ſuch, for in- 
ſtance, are the poſſeſſors of the four-State-ſeignories of Hoyer ſiverda, Konig ſ- 
bruck, Moſska and Seidenberg. 1 | 
2. Prelates; as, namely, the dean of Budiſzin, the abbeſſes of Marien- 
ſtern and Marienthal, and the prioreſs of Lauban. Theſe marquiſates, in 
the year 1635, having been fully ceded to the Electoral houſe of Saxony, it 
promiſed, in the receſs of Prague, to protect the foundations and cloyſters 
there in all their rights and privileges, particularly in their exemptions in 
ſpiritual matters from all temporal juriſdiction; as alſo: to leave the ordinary 
and general viſitations thereof to their inſpection and inquiſition. By virtue 
of this receſs each King of Bobemia has the ſupreme right of protection over 
the Catholic foundations, cloyſters and clergy in both marquiſates ; but 
this extends only to religious affairs, being in all other things ſubject to the 
government of the country: and hence it is that the King of Bohemia ſends | 
a plenipotentiary to the elections of the ſuperintendants of the chapter of 
Budiſzin and to thoſe of the foundations of Marienſtern and Marienthal, in 
whoſe preſence they are held; and when over, the King of Bohemia, as 
Protector and advocate, is applied to for the ratification of them. The 
election of a new dean of Budiſzin is alſo humbly repreſented to the Elector 
ſelves of Saxony; and he, as ſupreme lord, is addreſſed to for the ratification. 
per To him likewiſe the hereditary duty of homage is performed. The dean 
of Budiſzin uſually performs this homage before the ſupreme office, and 
then preſents himſelf in perſon to the Elector at Dreſden, in teſtimony of 
his moſt dutiful ſubmiſſion. Some new deans, however, have ſought to 
R 2 perform 
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perform their homage at Dreſden before the privy- council, and even ob- 
tained permiſſion for that purpoſe, as a peculiar grace, which ſhould not 
be prejudicial to the rights of the ſupreme office. In the chapter- court the 
dean has the precedence. The ſyndick of the foundation muſt always be 
a Lutheran. The cloyſters of Marienſtern and Marienthal perform homage 
to the Elector, when he enters on the government of the marquiſate, b 

means of their provoſts as they call them. They are viſited by the abbot 


of Oßeg in Bohemia in all matters relating to fpiritual affairs, who alſo 


makes repreſentations to the ſame Monarch of the election of the abbeſſes 
when performed according to the ſtatutes, and prays for the gracious ratifi- 
cation thereof. Each of theſe two cloyſters has higher and lower courts ot 


judicature belonging to it, as alſo a Lutheran nobleman out of the body of 


knights of the Upper-Luſatia, to act as bailiff of the cloyſter, who is ap- 
pointed and paid by the foundation with the knowledge of the Sovereign, 
and at the Land-diets is received openly to voice and ſeat. This nobleman 
has the precedence in the cloyſter-courts, together with other privileges; 
but theſe are greatly curtailed, and the internal ſtate of the cloyſter, as alſo 
the nature and management of the cloyſter-revenues, are ſought to be con- 


cealed from him as much as poſſible. The prioreſs of Lauban is elected by 


the convent in preſence of the dean of Bugi/zin, and no confirmation 


thereof is ſought from the King of Bohemia. The ſaid dean alone alſo viſits 


the cloyſter, and appoints for it out of the canons of Budiſzin certain father- 


confeſſors. For the management of the court of this cloyſter a Lutheran 


bailiff is appointed. e e | 5 Ts 
3. Into the gentry and commonalty, confiſting of counts, barons, no- 
bles and burgeſſes, poſſeſſors of knights fees and fief-eſtates. In Upper- 
Luſatia the proper indigenate, or right of a native, has never been cuſtom- 
ary ; but when either a foreigner, or Lower-Luſatian of nobility, wanted 
to purchaſe a knight's fee, he has never been debarred it, nor for this pur- 
pole a particular permiſſion and ſum of money required; but he muſt give 
in to the Land-ſtates a pedigree ſufficiently ancient, and be publickly received 


by them, in order to appear at the Land-diets ; for, in the year 1503 and 


1541, they came to a reſolution to receive none among them but a quartered 


knight; and of this public reception we find ſome traces ſo early as the 


fief-convention of 1619. When a burgher purchaſes a knight's fee, he 
muſt appear at the Land-diet and give a counter-obligation, that, in caſe of 
the future difpoſal of the fame, he make the firſt offer to the Land-ſtates. 
II. The towns are the immediate ſeignorial towns, which are eminently 
called towns, or the $S:x-f0wns, and were formerly alſo called royal and 
electoral juriſdiftion-towns. They take rank in the following order; 
namely, Budiſgin, Gorlitz, Zittau, Lauban, Camenz and Lobau; the three 
firſt of which are called the preceeding towns. Theſe S:x-towns derive 
their privileges and immunities immediately from the ſuperior, which are 
e

either mere acts of grace, or purchaſed, or of a mixt nature. Their credit 
is to be reckoned from the thirteenth century, when they began to enter into 
engagements with each other, which the nobility alſo did againſt the towns: 
Under the Emperor Charles IV. Wenzel, of whom they purchaſed divers 


privileges, and Sigiſmund raiſed their reputation ſtill higher, and in military 


expeditions they had their own diſtinguiſhing feudal enſign. But they fell 
twice under the diſgrace of the ſuperior ; namely, in the Smalkaldick war in 
the year 1547, and in the thirty years war in 1620. The firſt of theſe 
coſt them dear, but the ſecond was taken off at the interceſſion of the 
Elector of Saxony. Their moſt important privileges are, 1. that they con- 
ſtitute the ſecond ſtate of this marquiſate ; that they have the free exerciſe 
of religion, with the rights connected therewith, as alſo the free manage- 
ment of the town- incomes, when the burgher-maſter and council proceed 
honeſtly and conſcientiouſly therein. Under the firſt inſtance is the ſupreme 
juriſdiction and the fiſk of penalties, as alſo that the burghers and ſubjects 
muſt be obedient to the council, and that they have the free choice of 
council ; but the land-bailiff and land-captain are charged to have an eye on 
them. The town-cellars belonging to the council have the licence of re- 


_ tailing wine, as allo in part that of foreign beer and ſalt, Sc. Budiſzin has 
the privilege of making and altering ſtatutes and ordinances, as alſo of 


appealing immediately to the ſuperior; and the other towns want likewiſe 


to appropriate this to themſelves. The S:x-!owns have, beſides theſe, other 
privileges, and maintain they have ſeveral. Between them and the 
country, on account of the brewery, artificers, trade and other things, 
diſputes of many years ſtanding are ſubſiſting. Notwithſtanding the 
above-mentioned immunities, the S7x-70wns are not free, but land and 
princely towns, whoſe ſubjection the form of the oath of homage ſuffici- 
ently ſhews. They hold their aſſemblies in the town of Lobau, whither 
the convocation is ſummoned by the town of Budiſz27. ES? 
$. 2. Theſe two States of the marquiſate, by virtue of the convention of 
Prague of 1534, as alſo of Ferdinand's decifion in the year 1544, in all 
conſultations relative to the common concerns of the country, form two 
voices; namely, the States of the country one, and the united Six-tobuns the 
ſecond. They aſſiſt alſo in drawing up forms, reſolutions and regulations 
concerning every thing which relates to the common benefit and weal of 
the country, and without firſt obtaining their opinion and free conſent, no 
taxes can be laid, nor in other reſpects, any thing whatſoever, which claſhes 
with the conſtitution of the marquiſate, be done or admitted of. 
$. 3. The marquiſate is divided into the circle of Budiſgin and that of 
Gorlitz, to each of which again belong particular circles. In each of both 
theſe principal circles are the above-mentioned (F. I.) twofold States. 
The Land- ſtates in each divide into the narrower and wider bann and into 
the other gentry ; and out of them the officers of the country are _ 
| | | without 
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r 
without the privity of the Land- ſtates of the other circle. The town 
eſtates conſtitute the counſellors of the three S7x-/owns, who are incorporated 
with each circle and conſtitute and ſend their deputies to the Land-diets. 

$. 4. Such States aſſemble at the Land-diets. Theſe are, 1. the com- 
mon and ordinary States of the whole marquiſate, which are held without 
convocation three times a year at Budi/z2in, and opened on the Monday 
after Oculi; viz. on Bartholemy-day (that is, on Auguſt 24) and on Eliza- 
beth's-day (namely, on November 19) and are called the Voluntary Land- 
diets ; as alſo the Land-diet after the feſtival of the Wiſe Men, which is 
held at Gorlitz, and to which the States of the country are convened by 
patent circular letters of the circle-office. 2. Extraordinary ones; which 
are when the States are ſummoned together either at the command of the 
ſuperior by the ſupreme office, in order to conſult about certain de- 
mands which are propounded by delegate commiſſaries, or to aſſiſt at the 
introduction of a new land-bailiff ; or when the land-elders, on account of 
ſome weighty concerns relating to the country, which admit of no delay, 

apply to the officers of Budiſgin and Gorlitz for ſuch a convocation. To 
theſe extraordinary Land-diets the poſſeſſors of the State-ſignories are ſum- 
moned by particular writs, and the other quartered gentry, poſſeſſors of 
knights fees, by patent letters. The ban-afſemblies of both States are ſum- 
moned, when neceſſary, by the land-elders of the circle of Budiſz:n. 

F. 5. The land-officers here are choſen and appointed partly by the ſu- 
perior and partly by the States. The land-bailiff, as the ſupreme land- 
officer, is appointed by the ſuperiors, and has his reſidence uſually at Bu- 
diſzin. Thither he is introduced, on a ſummoned Land-diet, after having 
previouſly given a ſealed counter-obligation to the States, that he will 
firmly maintain them all and ſeverally in all their rights, letters, privileges, 
grants, graces, judicatories, immunities and good cuſtoms, which they 
have of old well deſerved, derived and uſed from Emperors, Kings, 
Princes and lords; protect the country, towns and highways, and provide 
the States, according to their advice with captains. This counter-obliga- 
tion has been cuſtomary ever fince the year 1420. He has alſo from the 
ſuperior directions how he is to behave, which directions the Emperor 

Ferdinand I. firſt imparted in the year 1561, and therein, among other 
things, he is directed to conduct and manage the ſupreme judicatory, to- 
gether with the aulic and land judicatories and all other judicial proceedings in 
the name of the ſuperior ; to grant the inveſtiture of fiefs in the preſence of 
the land- captain and to be alſo afliſting to him in the execution of the direc- 

tions imparted to him, but to encroach on his office as little as the latter 1 

. to encroach upon his. With the advice and privity of the States, as f 
ik thoſe who have the right of election, he alſo provides the country with F 
9 captains in both the offices of Bud:/zin and Gorlitæ, and appoints the Aulic 
J | judge and chancellor. When the States abuſe their power, or — 
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he is to enjoy 2 8 with them. He alſo looks to the quartering 
of the ſoldiers, Cc. Since the year 1737, his royal highneſs the electoral 
Prince has exerciſed the high-office of land-bailiff. The land-captain is 
choſen out of fix perſons belonging to the State who are of the degree of 
lords and knights. Theſe the Land-ſtates, by virtue of a privilege obtained 
in the year 1603 of the Emperor Rudolph II. for 7000 rixdollars, propoſe 
to the ſuperior, and he is appointed, for this end, that he may take up 
and manage all rents, incomes and profits of the ſuperior in the marquiſate ; 
for which purpoſe alſo a comptroller of the order of knights is appointed 

by the ſuperior to aſſiſt him. In conjunction too with the land-bailiff he 
has the care of the S:zx-towns, the chamber-revenues of the ſuperior and 
the ſpiritual and temporal burgage. He alſo takes care that the (tatutes and 
ordinances of the ſuperior are obſerved in the ſeveral towns, and that 
juſtice be duly adminiſtered ; and together with the land-bailiff, ſees that 
proper perſons be appointed for burgomaſters and counſellors. The chamber- 
procurator is alſo appointed by the ſuperior. | 

The upper office-captain of the circle of Budiſgin is elected by the leſſer- 
ban (F. 2.) by virtue of a concluſion of the Land-diet of the year 1675, 
ſolely according to ancient cuſtom, out of the leſſer and greater bans; and 
that in ſuch a manner that at firſt five perſons, and out of theſe again 
three are nominated by a plurality of voices; out of which three the Land- 
ſtates chooſe an upper office-captain, whoſe election is immediately inti- 
mated to the deputies of the three incorporated towns, in order likewiſe 


for their approbation ; which, when they have alſo given to the new- 


elected, the choice fallen upon him is opened to him by deputies of 
the leſſer and greater bans of the order of knights and of the deputies of 
the towns, and he prayed to take upon him this office till the approbation of 
the ſuperior be obtained. The office-captain of the circle of Gorlitæ is 
elected in the ſame manner. The two land- elders of each circle is elected 


by the province thereof at the Land-diets out of the order of knights and 


confirmed by the land-bailiff. They are deemed the fathers and ſuperin- 
tendants of the country, and the buſineſs of their office at the Land-diets, 
with the cirele- offices and the upper office, &c. is extenſive and important. 
The land- conſtable is choſen out of the order of knights by both circles at 
the ſame time, but alternately, according to the convention made for that 
purpoſe at Budiſain in the year 166 5, and at the general Land- diets he is 
ſpeaker and clerk in the name of the States. The land-fyndick, who is 
the council of the Land-ſtates, is a lawyer of the order of burghers. 

F. 6. As well at Budiſzin, as alſo at Gorlitx, is a circle-office, before 
which all proceſſes and feudal matters of each circle come in the firſt in- 
ſtance. In the former, exclufive of the upper office-captain, fit the two 
land-elders of the circle of Budiſzin, together with the deputies of the 
three S:ix-towns, In the latter, beſides the office-captain, the two land- 
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elders of the circle of Gorlitæ, and the deputies of the three Six-toꝛnt have 
a ſeat. In this marquiſate alſo, according to ancient cuſtom, a court of 
juſtice is held, before which come legacies, refignations, ſummons and 
other judicial matters. In the circle of Budiſz:n the land-bailiff conſtitutes 
a peculiar Aulic-judge out of the order of knights, who holds the court of 
juſtice three times a year; namely, about the time of the voluntary Land- 
diets; and in the circle of Gorlitx the office-captain holds it as often as is 
neceſſary and wanted; but both of them hold it with the advice of three 
aſſeſſors, who are choſen by the Land-ſtates. An Aulic-udge is to have an 
eye to the transferring and diſpoſal of eſtates, that it be made to the joint- 
feoffees in preference to others; he muſt alſo have an eye to all criminal 
matters which happen among the nobility. The high laudable upper-office 
and judicium ordinarium of the high and well conſtituted of land and towns, 
is held three times a year at Budiſzin in the caſtle of Ortenburg; namely, 
at the concluſion of the voluntary Land-diets ($. 3.) and took its riſe in the 
year 1505. In it the land-bailiff has the precedence, in whoſe name, to 
the conſtituted of lands and towns, the ſentences and judicial deciſions are 
opened, and pronounced, and epxedited with reſervation or appeal to the 
ſuperior. After him the land-captain takes place. The aſſeſſors are, the 


upper office-captain and the office-captain, the four land-elders of both 


circles, four perſons out of the order of knights of each circle, together 
with the nine deputies of the S:zx-79ons. To this office are ſubject all free- 
holders, as alſo their vaſſals and the burghers in the towns; and the actions, 
which come before it are, 1. when an appeal lies from the land-bailiff, 
both captains and deciſions of the court of juſtice, from the ſpiritualty in 
matters temporal, from the ſentences pronounced in the courts of nobles 
and counſellors in the towns; when the land-bailiff reclaims one from 
among the States, or one of the States reclaims the land-bailiff; when the 
cauſe in hand concerns the common immunities and privileges of the 
country, or are otherwiſe ſo important, that they neither can nor are to 
be diſcuſſed without advice of the conſtituted ; when they regard diſputes 
about limits, water-conduits and other things of the like nature, penal 
matters in certain caſes and matters of injury. In this upper-office is a chan- 
cellor and a vice-chancellor, between whom the expediting of matters is 
ſhared, as alſo a prothonotary. In it too is the feudal-court of this marqui- 
fate. It depends, as does the whole marquiſate of Upper-Lufatia, on the 
royal and electoral privy-council. | 
Here alſo we are likewiſe to mention the noble orphan-offices, one of 
which is in the circle of Budiſgin, and one in that of Gorlitz. Each con- 
fiſts of three noblemen and a lawyer, who, in the circle of Budiſzin, is al- 
ways the land-ſyndick. This extends over all orphans of the poſſeſſors of 


ſuch eſtates as are immediately under the juriſdicton of both offices whether 


noblemen or burghers.

F. 7. In Upper-Lyſatia there is no general ſpiritual judicatory or con- 
ſiſtory. Whoever has the right of patronage by his eſtate exerciſes it of 
himſclf alone according to the laws of the country, and the method 
therein preſcribed, how the probation ſermons are to be held, and iſſues 
out in his own name the call and writ of preſentation for examining the 
candidate, who may, then be examined and conſecrated at Leipzig, Wit- 
tenberg, or Dreſden. The depoling a preacher depends not on the will 
of a patron, but is done, when there are ſufficient reaſons for that purpoſe, 
before the upper office. Diſpenſations in matrimonial caſes are at preſent 
no longer applied for by Lutherans (ſuch excepted as are ſubjects of the 
dean) from the dean of Budiſgin, but immediately from the ſuperior, and 
expedited by the upper office-captain. The above dean has an epiſcopal 
conſiſtory, and among the Roman-catholics exerciſes all manner of epiſ- 
copal juriſdiction, as it is called. In Upper-Luſatia are ſixty-two Wendiſb 
churches ; namely, eight catholic, and fifty-four proteſtant ones, of which 
latter there are thirty-ſeven in the circle of Bud:/zin, and ſeventeen in that 
of Gorlitz. : I 

F. 8. The ſuperior draws from the Upper-Luſatia partly the impoſts, 
granted by the States, among which at preſent is reckoned capitation and 
eſtate money; and partly beer-tax, exciſe, tolls, Sc. The States themſelves 
collect the granted taxes, according to the proportion agreed on between 
country and towns, which agreement bears date in the year 1581, and 
was occaſioned by the Turk-tax. With reſpect to the towns the greateſt 


L contribution falls upon that of Gorlitæ: for when four hundred rix-dollars 


for inſtance, falls to the ſhare of the Siæ-roꝛns together, Gorl:tz is under a ne- 
ceſſity of contributing one hundred and forty-nine thereto. The towns 


and their burghers have eſtates which belong to the town ſcot and lot, 


but they have alſo ſuch as formerly belonged to the land-nobility, and were 
purchaſed of them, and theſe belong ſcot and lot to the country ; that is, 
they give their proportion to the taxes and other contributions not to the 
towns but to the country, which contributions are ſent to the circle-receipt 


either to Budiſzin or Gorlitx. The reviſion of the taxes of the country 


and towns is entirely at the option and free-will of the ſuperior ; eſpecially 
as grievances frequently ariſe on account of the ſurpluſage, which the lords 
would appropriate to themſelves. |

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finiſhed in 1221. It was alſo at the fame time united to the biſhopric of 
Miſuia, but as in 1560 the Miſnian biſhop of Haugwitz, John IX. went 
over to the Lutheran church, the Emperor Ferdinand 1. rendered the 
foundation of Budiſzin exempt from the former ſpiritual juriſdiction of 
the biſhopric of Miſuia, and in 1562, declared the then dean with the 
approbation of the papal ſee, as did alſo the Emperor Maximilian II. in 
the year 157 5, in the caſe of the exemption of the deanſhip, the chapter, 
the Adminiſtrator eprſcopatus Miſnenfis per utramque Luſatiam. And hence 
the dean ſtill continues to ſtile himſelf an Adminiſtrator ecclefiaſticus. 
But the King and Elector allows him not this title, as I have read in a 
report of the upper- office made to the King in 1722. However he has 
the right of granting diſpenſations in matrimonial caſes among the Romwan- 
catholics and his own Lutheran ſubjects. See more above concerning the 
dean in F. 1. To the deanry and chapter belong thirty-three villages, 
among which is a church-village, as alſo Schirg:fwalda which is ſubject to 
Bobemia, and Munchſfwalda which is ſubject to Miſnia, 

2. The foundation for young ladies with the cloyſter belonging to the 
Ciſtercian order of Marienſtern were erected in the year 1264, by the marg- 
raves of Brandenburg, John and Otto, and by virtue of their letters of 
foundation obtained from the family of the lords of Camenz, the revenues 
which that family held of the ſuperior in fief, with all the other rights and 
Juriſdit.ons. Beſides what has been already ſaid about it F. 1. we 
are further to obſerve that the buildings of this cloyſter make a good ap- 
pearance, and that the foundation has a conſiderable territory annexed to 
it, but partly blended with other ſeigniories. This territory is divided into 
two circles. 


I. The firſt of theſe is again divided into twelve ſmaller ones, and excluſive 


of four catholic church-villages (among which is Roſenthal the place of 
pilgrimage, and a hoſpital near Camenz) comprehends, moreover, thirty- 
fix other villages, which belong entirely to the cloyſter, which has alſo a 
ſhare in eleven others. But in particular to it belon 5 
Wittichenau, or Wittgenau, in the Wendiſh Kulow, a ſmall town ſeated 


on the E/fer, and containing two churches, which in the years 1654, 
14676, 1687, and 1690, ſuffered great devaſtation by fire. This place is 


one of the fix little old Wend:/b towns. 
IT. The Circle of Egini/che, or E:igenſche, belonged, till the year 1328, to

1. Budiſzin, or Bautzen, the capital of the whole marquiſate, and the 


firſt of the Szx-7owns, ſtands in a mountainous ſituation on the Spree being 


fortified in the ancient manner, and conſiderably large, as alſo well-built 
and inhabited, and the uſual reſidence of the land-bailift and land-captain, 
and likewiſe the ſeat of the land-diets of the States, as alſo of the upper- 
office, the court of juſtice, the circle-oftice of Budiſzin, an upper poſt- 
office, Cc. The caſtle of Ortenburg, which ſtands on a high rock, and is 
the proper reſidence of the land-bailiff, is ſeparated from the town by a 
ditch and rampart, but notwithſtanding is within the town walls. Both 
the circle of Budiſgin and that alſo of Gorli/z have a land-houſe here. Ex- 
cluſive too of the cathedral church of St. Peter, in whoſe greater and lower 
half the Lutherans perform divine ſervice, and in the ſmaller and upper 
half, the catholics, there is likewiſe here a church for the Lutheran Wend;, 
as alſo one for the catholic, beſides which each. of the three hoſpitals have 
their churches. The memorable council-houſe, and celebrated gymnaſium; 
as alſo the council library, the orphan-houſe, together with the houſe of 
correction, and that for ſpinning in conjunction with its conſiderable trade in 
linen, hats, ſtockings, and gloves, as alfo the manufactures of Turkey, and 
glazed leather, cloth, fuſtian, &c. are to be claſſed in the remarkables of this 
town. The citadel was founded long before the town, which received its 
riſe in the ninth century. In the year 1142 it was totally deſtroyed, but 
rebuilt afterwards conformably to the preſent ſituation. It has frequently 
ſuffered by fire, and was ſometimes entirely burnt down, v1z. in the years 
1400 and 1634, or only a great part of it as in the year 1709. 

The revenues of this place belong partly to the country ſcot and lot, 
and partly to that of the town, the latter of which are partly actually 
ſubject to ſervice, or ſtand only under the juriſdiction of the council, or 
belong to the hoſpitals and foundations. 

2. Camenz, in the Wendiſh Kamzenz, the fifth of the S:7x-towns, ſtand: 
in a mountainous ſituation on the Euer, and, excluſive of the town and 
pariſh-church, contains one VWendiſb church with five other ſmaller ones, 
and three hoſpitals, as alſo a Latin ſchool. In this town cloth and linen 
are made. Nearly towards the thirteenth century a market-town was 
founded here, and in the year 1255, after being deſtroyed by a fire, built 
a-new and made a town.. In the year 1706 it was wholly burnt down. 

The territory of the council conſiſts of ſome villages. 

3. Lobau, or Liebe, in the Wendiſh Libije, or Lebije, is indeed the 
moſt ancient but in rank the laſt of the S:7x-t0wns, which from time im- 
memorial have held their meetings in the council-houſe here. It is a ſmall 


place but pretty well built, and contains two pariſh-churches, and a bury- ;

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ing place, with a ſmall catechetical church, as alſo a hoſpital, a Latin 
ſchool, and a good trade in linen and yarn.

4. The foundations, the order-offices, the States which have ſeigni- 
cries, with the knights fee and towns hold all their peculiar courts, from 
which an appeal lies to the land-court, which is held twice a year at Lubben, 
and, excluſive of the land-judge. conſiſts of two noble and two burgher- 
aſſeſſors. The former of theſe are nominated by the whole land, of the latter 
the ſuperior appoints two, the ſtate of lords two, the town of Luceau one, 
and one the town of Guben, who are all confirmed by the ſuperior. Mary 
things paſs by the land-court, and come directly to the upper-office, to 
which allo an appeal lies from the land- court.

2. The ſeigniory of Dobrilugł ever ſince the year 1623 has been an 
electoral- office, and contains | | 
Dobrilugk, or Doberluk, in the Wendiſh Doberlow, formerly a cloyſter 
of Ciſtercians, which Dietrich, the twelfth Marggrave of Luſatia, founded 


in 
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in the year 1184, but which was laid waſte by the Huſſites in 1431, and at 
the time of the Reformation deſerted by the monks, for which reaſon the 
Emperor Ferdinand I. in 1540, ſeized on it. Henry Anſhelm of Promnitz 
purchaſed it in 1602, of the Emperor Rudolph II. for 230,000 dollars 
under the name of a free temporal ſeigniory. In 1623 the Elector Jobn 
George I. purchaſed it as a chamber eſtate, and his ſon Chriſtian I. ad- 
miniſtrator of the biſhopric of Merſeburg, converted the ancient cloyſter 
here into a citadel, alſo founding a little town near it. Henry the laſt 
duke of Merſeburg died in this citadel in the year 1738.

2. The ſeigniory of Lubbenau belongs to the family of Lunar, which is 
of 1talian extraction, and came out of the dutchy of Tuſcany, being one 
of the moſt ancient families there. A count of Gverini (for this is the origi- 
nal name of the family) drew to himſelf the citadel of Linar in the territory 
of Florence, and ſtiled himſelf from it. So early as the year 1360 the 
citadel was in this houſe, but was afterwards deſtroyed. Count Rochus 
Gverini of Lynar, was, on account of the treachery of the Marggrave 
Malaſpina, ſent by the great Duke Coſmus Medices to France, where he ar- 
rived to conſiderable preferments, but being a Hugonot fled, in the year 1 568, 
to Germany, and was employed in the ſervice of the Electors of Saxony 
and Brandenburg. Elizabeth of Diſtelmaier, conſort to his fon Count 
Jobn Cafimir of Lynar, purchaſed, in the year 1621, on her huſband's 
deceaſe, the ſeigniory of Lubbenau of the creditors of the family of Schu- 
lenburg, and conferred it hereditarily on her ſon Jobn Siegmund, who by his 
marriage brought the eſtate of Glhzenick into the family, and his fon Sreg- 
mund Caſimir brought alſo into it, by marriage, the eſtate of Great-Beuche, 
His grandſon Maurice Charles, count of Lynar, is the prefent poſſeſſor of 
this ſeigniory, to which, excluſive of about twenty villages belongs 

Lubbenau, in the Vendiſb language Lubnow, a ſmall town, ſeated on the 
Spree, and containing a caſtle. The new chancery-building and the new 
beautiful pariſh-church here Count Maurice Charles of Lynar cauſed to 
be erecte d.

6. I, 9 3 HE charts of the Auſtrian circle executed by Viſcher de Witt, 
the younger Sanſon and Dankert, Homann has publiſhed in his 
Germania Auſtriacæ, or Circulus Auſtraicus, improved indeed in many par- 
ticulars, but on account of the great precipitation wherewith it was done, 
not ſufficiently ſerviceable. Though this drawing too was in the year 1747, 
rendered abundantly more perfect by M. Tobias Mayer; yet we ſtill want 
a complete chart of this Circle. That of Mayer's makes the thirty: firſt 
in the Atlas of Germany. | 
F. 2. This Circle borders to the north on Moravia, Bohemia, and the 


Circle of Bavaria; to the weſt on Swiſſerland; to the ſouth on the ter- 


ritory of the republic of Venice and the Aariatick fea; to the eaſt on Hun- 
garian Illyria and Hungary, Thoſe territories which are called the hither 
Vor.

Auſtrian countries lie ſcattered in and about Swadra.. All the countries of the 
Circle of Auſtria amount to about 2025 German ſquare miles, ſo that this 
Circle thus appears the largeſt of all. | 
§. J. It takes its name from the archdutchy of Austria, which conſtitutes 
the principal part of the circle- country. The firſt regulation in it was 
made in the year 1512 by Maximilian I. at the Diet of the Empire at 
Cologn, and confirmed in 1521 and 1522 at Worms and Nurnberg; but 
at that time ſome were afligned as Circle-ſtates, which were afterwards no 
longer reckoned as belonging to it, as the biſhops of Gurł, Seckau, Lavant, 
Sc. for inſtance.

FS. 5. The archduke of Auſtria is the ſummoning prince, the director and 
ſovereign of this Circle. Diets for the Circle are not uſual in this country, 
the greateſt part of it ſtanding under one fingle lord, according to whoſe 
good pleaſure the reſt of the States regulate themſelves. An inſtance, that 
this Circle alſo upon occaſion unites itſelf more cloſely with other Circles, 
we have in the union of Nordlingen of 1702, to which the Circle of 
Auſtria alſo acceded. | 

F. 6. To the aids of the Empire this Circle contributes its ſhare, as often 
as the publick ſecurity requires it, which contribution uſually amounts to 
about a fifth part of what the whole Empire agrees to, both with reſpect 
to men and money: For inſtance, as in the year 1702, it was concluded 


that all the ten Circles ſhould place to the ſingle contingent 39,993 men, 


8028 of that number fell to the Circle of Auſtria; and as in 1707, by a 
reſoluſion of the Empire, 300,000 florins were granted, the contingent 
of this Circle amounted to 61,278. It is true, the arch-houſe of Aria, 
by virtue of the privileges which it obtained from Frederick I. and Charles 
V. was exempted from all ordinary and extraordinary taxes of the Em- 
pire, but yet willingly took upon itfelf the rate of two Electors, and alſo 
in the extraordinary taxes of the Empire, on account of Tyrol, repreſented 
the biſhoprics of Trent and Brixen, and the prince of Dfetrichſtein. To the 
maintenance of the chamber-court of the Empire, Trent is to contribute 
to each term eighty-one rix-dollars, fourteen kruitzers and a half, Brixen 
juſt as many, Chur twenty-one rix-dollars, and the prince of Dietrichſlein 
forty-nine rix-dollars and ſeventy kruitzers. |

$. 2. The name of Oefre:ch has this original. The Franks having taken 
footing in Gaul, the weſterly part of the large Franki/b monarchy was 
called Neuſtria, Neuſtraſia, and Weſtrafia, that is, Weſtreich ; and the eaſterly 
part Auſtria, Iſtria, and Auſtraſia, that is Oeſtreich. Both which names were 
| ſometimes of more extenſive and ſometimes of a more limited ſenſe, accord- 
ing to the difference of conqueſts, gradually made, and the manner of 
partition in the time of the Merovingi and Carolingi, and at laſt were only 
retained to imply two moderate tracts of lands lying in each of the princi- 
pal parts: For, at this day, only that country which is ſituated about the 
Mſel, the Saar, the Lauter, the Ulieſs and the Nabe, is denominated 
Weſterreich or Weſtreich ; and on the contrary a part only of the ancient 
Bavarian, Norician and Pannonian territories, ſtiled Oeſtreich. The firſt 
occaſion of this latter name appears to have been, that Leuis the German, 
according to his father's appointment, obtained the dutchy of Bavaria, to- 
gether with the Norician and Pannonian territories which were added 
thereto, as the eaſterly part of the Frankiſb monarchy, and ſtiled himſelf 
King of Germany. For the defence of the borders againſt the Hunns, Bul- 
garians and Slavi, he erected a marquiſate, which he committed to one 
of his great men, by name Ern//, to hold under a ducal title. This mar- 
quiſate depended not on the dutchy of Bavaria, but immediately on the 
German Empire. The Marggrave Rudinger, or Ruger of Pecblar dying 
atterwards, King Henry, in the year 944, beſtowed the marquiſate of Au- 
; U 2 ftria 
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ſtria on Leopold count of Babenberg, who obtained the ſurname of Hin 
trious, and was the firſt who brought the Auſtrian countries hereditarily to 
his poſterity under that dignity. In the year 1156, the Emperor Frede- 
rick I. raiſed it to a dutchy. But at what time the name of an arch- dutchy 
arrived into uſe, and whether it be not probable, that it never was appro- 
priated to Auſtria, properly ſo called, but that rather all the countries united 
with Auſtria bore it, theſe are difficult queſtions. With reſpect to the firſt 
of them, ſome hiſtorians tell us, that the Emperor Frederick II. had con- 
ferred on the dukes of Auſtria of the houſe of Babenberg, the archiducal 
title. Thus much is certain, that ever fince the 14th century it has been 
frequently uſed, and in the year 1453 was made agreeable to the rules of 
chancery by the Emperor Frederick III. by a peculiar privilege. 

F. 3. Auſtria is in general divided into two parts, which, with reſpect 
to their extent, are very different. The larger tract of it is called Lower 
Auſtria, and forms the eaſterly part of the country; the ſmaller one Upper- 
Auſtria, and conſtitutes the weſterly. The latter, which is alſo called 
the country above the Ens, or the Landl, that is, the little country, was in 


- 1156, with the conſent of the Emperor Frederic# I. ſeparated from the ancient 


Bavaria, and annexed to the marquiſate of Auſtria, which was at the ſame 
time converted into a dutchy. The Elector of Bavaria alſo at the peace 
of Weſtphalia renounced for himſelf and his heirs all demands upon it. 
From the place where the river Eus enters out of Stiria into Auſtria, to 
the town of Steyr, lies alſo out of Upper-Auſtria a narrow tract of land, 
which is about + of a mile broad, on the eaſt fide of the river ; but from 
Steyr to the mixing of it with the Danube, it forms the limits between 
Upper and Lower-Auſtria. On the north fide of the Danube the limits run 
in a curve line as far as Bohemia from the place where the rivulet of per 
falls below Sarblingſtain into the Danube. _ 
F. 4. Lower- Auſtria, or the land lying below the Ens, would breath a 2 
very unwholſome air, but that it is purified by ſtrong gales of wind. It 
is principally level; and towards Stiria are the moſt numerous and 
higheſt mountains in it. The lofty mountain, which commences about two 
hours above Vienna, on the Danube, and extends for fifty miles in length 
as far as the Sau in Carniola, is well known, and both on account of the 
nakedneſs and ſterility of its firſt point, which is otherwiſe alſo named Leo- 
poldsberg, is called the Kable Berg. This mountain was tiled anciently, 
Mons Cetius. Some particular parts of it go under the different names of 
Caumberg Annaberg, Sauruſſel, Teufelſtaig, Golach, Schneeberg, Simmer- 
ing, &c. The country itſelf is fertile, and yields ſuch great plenty of corn, that 
the inhabitants are able to diſpenſe with conſiderable quantities of it to their 
neighbours. In a few places alſo they cultivate muſtard, calamus, beautiful 
ſaffron, and particularly towards Hungary an excellent ſort of wine. The breed 
of cattle here is good, and in it is likewiſe a variety of game. The woods and

foreſts too are valuable. At St. Annaberg, near the borders of &tiria, the 
lord of Juſti has diſcovered a rich ſilver mine, which was firſt worked in 
the year 1754. It is remarkable, that they have found in it a new ſpecies 
of ſilver- ore, namely, an alcaline kind. Alum likewiſe is prepared here in 
plenty. Not far too from Neuſtadt is dug a fine earth, which makes a 
good porcelane. At Baaden are ſome celebrated hot-baths. The Danube, 
which traverſes Auſtria from weſt to eaſt, and has already been deſcribed, 
p. 6. receives all the great and ſmall rivers of this country. The for- 
mer of theſe are the Morawa or March, which receives the Teya, and di- 
vides a part of this country from Hungary; the Leitha, which alſo forms the 
limits of Hungary; together with the rivers Traſen, Erlebach, Ips, Kamp,

trious, and was the firſt who brought the Auſtrian countries hereditarily to 
his poſterity under that dignity. In the year 1156, the Emperor Frede- 
rick I. raiſed it to a dutchy. But at what time the name of an arch- dutchy 
arrived into uſe, and whether it be not probable, that it never was appro- 
priated to Auſtria, properly ſo called, but that rather all the countries united 
with Auſtria bore it, theſe are difficult queſtions. With refpect to the firſt 
of them, ſome hiſtorians tell us, that the Emperor Frederick II. had con- 
ferred on the dukes of Auſtria of the houſe of Babenberg, the archiducal 
title. Thus much is certain, that ever fince the 14th century it has been 
frequently uſed, and in the year 1453 was made agreeable to the rules of 


chancery by the Emperor Frederick III. by a peculiar privilege. 


F. 3. Auſtria is in general divided into two parts, which, with reſpect 
to their extent, are very different. The larger tract of it is called Lower 
Auſtria, and forms the eaſterly part of the country; the ſmaller one Upper- 
Auſtria, and conſtitutes the weſterly. The latter, which is alſo called 
the country above the Ens, or the Land!, that is, the little country, was in 


- 1156, with the conſent of the Emperor Frederick I. ſeparated from the ancient 


Bavaria, and annexed to the marquiſate of Auſtria, which was at the ſame 
time converted into a dutchy. The EleQtor of Bavaria alſo at the peace 


of Weſtphalia renounced for himſelf and his heirs all demands upon it. 


From the place where the river Ens enters out of Stiria into Auſtria, to 
the town of Steyr, lies alſo out of Upper-Auſtria a narrow tract of land, 
which is about + of a mile broad, on the eaſt fide of the river ; but from 
Steyr to the mixing of it with the Danube, it forms the limits between 
Upper and Lower-Auſtria. On the north fide of the Danube the limits run 
in a curve line as far as Bohemia from the place where the rivulet of er 
falls below Sarblingſtain into the Danube. 

8. 4. Lower- Auſtria, or the land lying below the Ens, would breath a 
very unwholſome air, but that it is purified by ſtrong gales of wind. It 


is principally level; and towards Stiria are the moſt numerous and 


igheſt mountains in it. The lofty mountain, which commences about two 
hours above Vienna, on the Danube, and extends for fifty miles in length 


as far as the Sau in Carniola, is well known, and both on account of the 


nakedneſs and ſterility of its firſt point, which is otherwiſe alſo named Leo- 
poldsberg, is called the Kable Berg. This mountain was ſtiled anciently, 
Mons Cetius. Some particular parts of it go under the different names of 
Caumberg Annaberg, Sauruſſel, Teufelſtaig, Golach, Schneeberg, Simmer- 
ing, &c. The country itſelf is fertile, and yields ſuch great plenty of corn, that 
the inhabitants are able to diſpenſe with conſiderable quantities of it to their 
neighbours, In a few places alſo they cultivate muſtard, calamus, beautiful 
ſaffron, and particularly towards Hungary an excellent fort of wine. The breed 
of cattle here is good, and in it is likewiſe a variety of game. The woods and 
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foreſts too are valuable. At St. Annaberg, near the borders of &tiria, the 

lord of Juſti has diſcovered a rich filver mine, which was firſt worked in 
the year 1754. It is remarkable, that they have found in it a new ſpecies 
of filver-ore, namely, an alcaline kind. Alum likewiſe is prepared here in 
plenty. Not far too from Neuſtadt is dug a fine earth, which makes a 
good porcelane. At Baaden are ſome celebrated hot-baths. The Danube, 


- which traverſes Auſtria from weſt to eaſt, and has already been deſcribed, 


p. 6. receives all the great and ſmall rivers of this country. The for- 
mer of theſe are the Morawa or March, which receives the Teya, and di- 
vides a part of this country from Hungary; the Leitba, which alſo forms the 
limits of Hungary; together with the rivers Traſen, Erlebach, Ibs, Kamp, 
&c. all which riſe in this country, and produce a great variety of fiſh. 
Upper-Auſtria is mountainous, particularly towards Stiria and Bohemia, 
in which countries ſeveral tracts alſo lie uncultivated. And the Welſer Heide 
too, on account of its ſtoney bottom, is likewife but little tilled, whereas 
the reſt of the country is cultivated and fruitful.

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of four miles for boiling. Near Hallſtadt is alſo another falt-work. Both near 
the Spital and near Hall in the territories of Traun is a ſaline medicinal 
ſpring, the latter of which cures the King's-Evil. Moſt of the ſprings in 
the diſtrict of Kremſmun/ter are of a petrefying quality, and raiſe their 
beds, in which they fall down over the declivity of the earth. The ſame 
they do alſo over the moſs, which grows therein, with a layer of tophus; 
and as a new crop of ſuch plants grows up, from them ariſe whole walls 
-and layers of the ſame ſtone, which is then broken, in order to be uſed in 
building. There are alſo other forts of tophuſes here; and theſe pe- 
trefying ſprings notwithſtanding afford the beſt drinking-water in the whole 
country, in the uſe of which both men and cattle find themſelves 
unprejudiced in their healths. The greateſt inland lakes here are 
thoſe in the diſtricts of Traun and Hanbruck, as namely, the lake 
of Traun, Halliſtadt, Atter-Mann and Alban, and of leſſer ones here is 


alſo a great number. The many ſmaller and greater rivers in this country 


pour themſelves into the Danube. To mention only two of the largeſt, as 


namely the Ens, which iſſuing out of Stiria into Upper-Auſtria, receives 


near the town of Steyr the river Steyr, which riſes in the valley of Stader, 
and then below Exs runs into the Danube. The Traun, with its co-rivu- 
lets, comes out of a mountain rich in ſalt, and diſcharges itſelf into the 
lake of Traun, but near Gmunden iſſues out of it again, and after receiving 
ſeveral ſmaller rivers in its courſe mingles its ſtreams below Ebersberg with 
the Danube. The rivers and lakes here yield many ſorts of fiſh. There 
are alſo two medicinal baths in this country, one of which is the Millacł 
bath in the diſtrict of Miſel, not far from the Danube; the ather that of 
Kirch/lag, near the borders of Bobemia, and in the diſtrict of Machland. In 
it are likewiſe ſeveral iron-works. 
§. 5. In Lower-Auſtria are fifteen royal towns, together with eighteen 
others belonging to particular lords, as alſo market-towns, and many common 
boroughs, foundations and cloyſters, which enjoy both ſeat and voice with the 
country; as alfo ſome other cloyſters, citadels, and noblemen's ſeats. In Up- 
 per- Auſtria are ſeven royal towns, together with five belonging to particular 
lords, eighty-one market-towns, many common boroughs, thirteen foun- 
dations and cloyſters, which enjoy both ſeat. and voice with the country; 
two knights-commanderies, two colleges, one reſidence of Jeſuits, ſeven- 
teen other cloyſters, and two hundred and ſeventeen citadels and noble- 
men's ſeats. The inhabitants of the latter, as the country is ſmall (F. 3.) 


are not only denominated Landlers by others, but alſo give themſelves that 


title, and the word Landleri/h implies what regards their affairs or country. 
Their dreſs is odd, particularly that of the Entbertrauner women, 1. e. of 
thoſe living on the other fide of the Traun. The Auſtrian-German dialect, 
which differs greatly from the H:igh-Dutch, is ſpoken from the Adriaticł 
ſea to the north, north-weſt and weſterly quite as far as Sileſa, Saxony, 
Franconia, Suabia and Swiſſerland. It alſo extends itſelf to the eaſt and 
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D 
ſouth-eaſt through Hungary and the Slavonian territories, yet there is an 
obſervable difference in the pronunciation, and in a few particular words uſed 
in certain parts of this large tract of country. That there were formerly 
Winds or Wends in Auſtria, the very names of the places ſhew, which 
are compounds of the Vindiſpd; and in the beautiful vale of Stoder in 
Upper-Auftria it is particularly obſervable in the drawling and ſinging tone 
of their inhabitants, as alſo in their dreſs and manner of building. 

The States of the country conſiſt, 1. Of the prelates, under which title 
are included biſhops, abbots, and provoſts. 2. Of the lords, under which 
claſs are reckoned princes, counts, and barons. 3. Of the knights, and 
4. Of the towns and markets. The land-marſhal here is always elected 
out of the rank of the lords, but the deputy land-marſhal out of the 
order of knights. The aſſemblies of the States are either general land- 
diets, or ban-diets, the latter of which are again divided into the greater 
and leſſer ban. Theſe aſſemblies are appointed by the ſuperior, and the 
propoſition is made either by the aulic chancellor, or by the archiducal de- 
puty ; but the deliberations therein are carried on before the land-marſhal 
who preſides on theſe occaſions. In them they treat of the contributions, 
taxes, military affairs, Cc. and the reſolution of the land-diet is brought 
into its receſs, ratified by the ſuperior, and then openly made known, that 
it might have the force of a public law. The land-diet of Lower-Auſtria 
is held at Vienna, and that of the Upper at Linz. The States here likewiſe, 
excluſive of the right of hunting and collecting the contributions, poſſeſs 
alſo the ground. juriſdiction (in Latin ſuriſdictio civilis,) and land- juriſdiction 
CJuriſdictio criminalis) yet with a ſubjection in both to the juriſdiction and 
ſupremacy of the ſovereign prince. The firſt of theſe is connected with 


the eſtate, and given by the ſuperior in fief, but the ſecond is exerciſed 


by privilege in the name of the ſovereign prince. They poſſeſs alſo 
the foreſt- juriſdiction, which conſiſts of the chaſe and foreſt-right. 
The Auſtrian nobility are numerous and powerful, and divided into the 


high, or rank of counts and lords, and into the lower or order of knights. 


The eſtates of the nobility are either allodial or feudal. The Marggraves of 
Brandenburg poſſeſs the dominium directum over certain fiefs lying in Au- 
ſtria, partly with reſpect to the recognition and renovation, and partly with 
reſpect to the land-ſupremacy ; but as the vaſſals in Auſtria are forbidden 
to receive the inveſtiture without the country, the Marggraves here have 
erected a peculiar fief-court in Auſtria, which conſiſts of the commiſſary (in 


Latin ſummus rerum feudalium prefedus) the fief-prevoſt (cauſarum feudaliumn 


pPræpoſitus, or prodomi nus) and fief-advocate, and to this fief-court the vaſſals 


are ſummoned to receive the fief. It decided alſo in fief-diſputes; but the 


party aggrieved may have recourſe to the Auſtrian government. For the 


deciſion of diſputes betwixt lords and vaſſals a man-court (judicium parium 
eurice) is uſually appointed. And this is allo obſerved by the archbifhop of

F. 6. The knowledge of the Cbriſtian doctrine increaſed greatly here after 
the eighth century, and with it obedience to the church of Rome was re- 
commended and approved. In the 14th century, both here and in the 
neighbouring countries, were many Maldenſes, who bore teſtimony againſt 
the Romiſb church. In the 16th century Dr. Luther's labours and doctrines 
found very early reception in Auſtria, and the number of the adherents to 
the Lutheran doctrine became greater every year, though many regulations 
were made againſt it. In the year 1541 the Lutherans of Auſtria, Stiria, 
Carinthia and Carnicla preſented a pathetic petition to the Emperor Ferdi- 


nand for free indulgence in the Lutheran religion, which petition they alſo 


repeated in the years 1555, 1556, and 1558, but with little or no ſucceſs. 
On the other hand, in the year 1564, at the ſollicitation of the Emperor 
Ferdinand, the uſe of the cup in the ſacrament was granted them by the 

pe, and introduced into Auſtria ; and in 1568 the Emperor Maximi- 


Jian II. granted both to the States of lords and knights in Lower and Upper- 


Auſtria, and to the ſeven royal towns in the country on the Ens, the 
free exerciſe of the Lutheran religion, and both to the States of lords and 
knights in Lower-Auſtria on January 14, 1571, a formal ſecurity in writ- 
ing upon it. But from the time of Rudolph II. the Lutheran-Auſtrian 
church has been gradually oppreſſed, and in particular from 1621 the Lu- 
theran religion was aboliſhed in all Auſtria. However, to this day there 
are many ſecret adherents to Lutheraniſm ; and in the year 175 3 the Em- 
preſs queen Maria Tbereſia moſt equitably and laudably declared, that all 

her Proteſtant ſubjects in Auſtria, Stiria and Carinthia, ſhouldnot be ſubject 
to the leaſt moleſtation or violence on the ſcore of religion, provided th 
behaved themſelves peaceably; but that ſuch as were deſirous of the public 
exerciſe of their religion, ſhould be ſent into Tramfilvania, and be there pro- 
vided for both in ſpirituals and temporals. BTL 

The ancient biſhopric of Vienna, which was immediately ſubject to the 
ſee of Rome, but yet in ſuch a manner that the archduke had the right 
of nominating a biſhop, was in 1722, at the ſollicitation of the Emperor 
Charles VI. raiſed by the Pope to a metropolitan church and archbiſhopric; 
and in the year 1723 the pallium and croſs were likewiſe given the arch- 
biſhop, as alſo in 1729 a part of the biſhop of Poſſau's ſpiritual juriſdiction 
in Auſtria was made ſubje& to him. The archbiſhop is a prince of the 
holy Roman Empire, and has the biſhop of Neuſtadt near Vienna for his 
ſuffragan ; but is ſubject to the ſupremacy of the archiducal Auſtrian houſe. 
The archiepiſcopal conſiſtory here conſiſts of a preſident, and a number of 
ſpiritual and temporal counſellors and aſſeſſors. As the biſhop of Paſſaus 
ſpiritual juriſdiction {till extends over a conſiderable part of Auſtria, ſo on

that acount, there is a peculiar conſiſtory for Paſſau eſtabliſhed at Vienna, 


which conſiſts of an official, and a number of ſpiritual and temporal coun- 


ſellors, with ſeveral inferior officers. 

$. 7. The ſciences here are in an improving condition. For the promo- 
tion of learning in this country have been eſtabliſhed the lower ſchools 
and gymnaſia, together with the univerſity of Vienna, which ever ſince the 
year 1752, has been put on a better footing, as alſo the Therefian college, 
and the Savoy-Lichtenſtein riding academy at Vienna, with the Lower- 
Auſtrian academy there, and the riding academy of Kremſmunſter. In the 
above city is alſo the large and magnificent imperial library, which has not 
its fellow in all Germany , and 1s likewiſe one of the moſt famous in the 
world. For the promotion too of the arts, academies of painting, ſculpture 
and architecture have been inſtituted at Vienna. | : 

$. 8, The manufactures and fabricks have been for ſome time paſt much 
improved and enlarged. In it are manufactures of 61k, gold and ſilver- 
lace, cloths, ſtuffs, Rockings, linen, mirrours, porcelane, plate, braſs, and 
other articles. The importation of foreign manufactures is either wholly 
prohibited, or under great reſtrictions. Trade too thrives gradually more 
and more every day, and Vienna is the principal ſeat of it, in which city 
alſo, in the year 1704, an exchange and loan-bank were erected, and 
in 1706 conſigned to the town council. The court of commerce here was, 
in the year 1753, declared a peculiar aulic-tribunal. Out of Auſtria are 
chiefly exported ſaffron, wine, alum, and gunpowder. | 

$. 9. We have above (in F. 2.) in making enquiry into the name of this 
country produced what was moſt neceſſary towards the ancient hiſtory of 


it, Leopold the Illuflricus, count of Babenberg, or Bamberg, was the firſt 


Marggrave of Auſtria, who obtained this dignity hereditarily in the year 
944, and by his ſucceſsful war with Szephen II. King of Hungary, extended 
the limits of the marquiſate to the eaſt. Henry II. in the year 1156, 
brought to himſelf the country above the Ens, and was the very ſame 
year created duke by the Emperor Frederick I. To his fon Leopold VI. 
Stiria was bequeathed in 1186, and the fon of this laſt named Frederick II. 


or the Warlike, to whom in 1232 Carmola was adjudged, was the laſt 


Auſirian duke of the Babenberg line. On his diſeaſe, which happened in 
the year 1246, the Bchemian King Przemy/ſ{ Ottocar II. made himſelſ 
maſter of the whole Auſtrian territories, but theſe were taken from him 
again by Rudolph I. King of the Romans. 

This Rudolph I. of Habsburg is the ſtock of the ſucceeding Auſtrian houſe. 
Various are the opinions concerning the origin of the counts of Habsburg, 
but thoſe ſeem the beſt which derive it either from E:hicus duke of Alſace, 
or from Guntramn, the rich count of Altenburg. Count Rudolph I. in- 
herited, from his father, the county of Habsburg, and poſſeſſed that part 
of the landgravate of Alſace which conferred the dignity of prince. He 
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likewiſe obtained the ſecond part of it with his conſort, and in the year 
1264, inherited alſo the counties of Kyburg, Baaden and Lensburg. In the 
year 1273 he was elected King of the Romans. This Prince greatly en- 
riched his houſe. His two ſons Albrecht and Rudolph were, in the year 
1282, inveſted by the Empire at the Diet at Augsburg with Auſtria, Stiria, 
and Carniola, which countries his father had, on account of the Empire, 
wreſted from the above-mentioned Bohemian King. In the year 1283 this 
monarch alſo brought to his houſe the marquiſate of Burgau as an open fief 
of the Empire. After his death his eldeſt ſon Albrecht I. ſucceeded to all 
his territories. Under the government of whoſe fon Otto in the year 1331, 
by virtue of the agreement made in 1286, Carinthia devolved to the houſe 
of Auſtria, and Otto was inveſted therewith in 1335. To him alſo the 
Emperor Lewis of Bavaria mortgaged the towns of Breiſach and Rheinfelden. 
Albrecht II. who was alfo fon to Albrecht I. extended the dominions of the 
houſe of Auſtria and brought to it the county of Pfird, together with the 


towns of Rapperſchweil, Wandelberg, and Stein. Under Rudolph IV. the 


county of Tyrol fell to it, under Albrecht III. ſome other territories were 


. alſo added, and Leopold III. purchaſed the counties of Feldkirchen, Pludenz 


or Scnneberg, Hohenberg, and Montfort. The land-bailiwick of Swabia was 
likewiſe mortgaged to him. Frederick V. who was alſo Emperor, rendered 
the archiducal title conformable to rules of chancery for the houſe of 
Auſtria, (F. 2.) Maximilian I. by his marriage, annexed the Netherlands to 
the ſame houſe. Under him too the Auſtrian countries, which had been 


diſmembered for one hundred and thirty-four years, were again united, and 


in 1499 the county of Gorz devolved to it. The archduke Philip founded 
the Burgundian-Spaniſh line of the houſe of Auſtria, which became extinct 
in the year 1700 in the Spaniſh King Charles II. But his ſecond ſon Fer- 
dinand 1. by whom the kingdoms of Hungary and Bohemia were for ever 
united to the houſe of Auſtria, propagated the German line thereof. He 
left behind him three ſons. Of theſe Maximilian II. the oldeſt, was arch- 
duke of Auſtria, King of Hungary and Bohemia, and Emperor, as were 
alſo ſucceſſively his ſons Rudolph II. and Matthias. The ſecond, named Fer- 
dinand, founded the Tyroleſe line, but that became extinct in his children. 
The third, named Charles, who obtained Stiria, Carinthia, and Carnisla, 
is the founder of what is called the line of Gratz, and his ſon Ferdinand 
III. who was the ſecond Emperor of that name, was adopted by the above- 
mentioned Emperor Matthias, and fucceeded him in the Empire. After 
him came his fon Ferdinand IV. the third of the Emperors of that name, 
grandſon to Leopold, who, after the extinction of the Tyroleſe line, which 
his grandfather's brother had founded, brought Tyrol again to the arch- 
dutchy of Auſtria, in which it has alſo ever ſince continued. His ſons 
Joſeph and Charles VI. ſucceeded him ſucceſſively in the government, the 
latter of whom brought to his houſe the Talian States and the Netherlands, 
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as alſo the eſtate left by the Spaniſb King Charles IT. and redeemed ſeveral 
countries that had been mortgaged. This prince in the year 1713, made, 
and in 1724 confirmed the famous ſucceſſion-law, that all the Auſtrian 
hereditary countries ſhould remain inſeparably together, and, according to 
the right of primogenitureſhip, deſcend to the male, and in default of that 
to the female ſex. He died in the year 1740, and in him the male ſtock 
of the archiducal Auſtrian houſe became extin& ; upon which his eldeſt 


daughter Maria Therefia, who was married to the duke of Lorrain, the 


ſame who was alſo great duke of Tuſcany, and afterwards created Emperor 


by the name of Francis, took poſſeſſion of the whole Auſtrian hereditary 


kingdoms and territories. |

But of thoſe countries, which gradually devolved in the manner above- 


mentioned to the houſe of Auſtria, many were again loſt, as the hereditary 


lands of Habsburg in Swiſſerland, a great part of Swabra, the united Nether- 


lands, the landgraviate of Alſace, the Sundgau, the kingdom of Naples and 


S:cily, a great part of Milan, the dutchies of Piarma, Pacenza, and Guaſ- 


alla, and the greateſt part of Sileſſa. 


S. 10. To the high privileges of the houſe of Auſtria belongs, 1. The 
a:chiducal title (F$. 2.) which no other prince in the world bears conform- 
ably to the rules of chancery. 2. That in the year 1245 it was raiſed 
by Frederick II. to the royal dignity, though the archduke never made uſe 
of the regal title. . 3. That the archdukes are at liberty to appear or not 
at the Diets of the Empire, though always invited there by the Emperor, 
a privilege granted by Frederick I. in the year 1156. But when they ap- 

ear in perſon, or by means of their envoys, they fit in the council of the 
princes of the Empire on the eccleſiaſtical bench, for the ſake of procuring 
themſelves greater regard, take in the beginning the firſt place, and then daily 
exchange it with Salzburg. They have allo alternately, according to the 
nature of the caſe, the directorium, but enjoy only one voice. 4. They 
are ſtiled the conſtant and moſt privy-council of the Empire, without whoſe 
participation nothing is to be concluded upon, or happen. A privilege this 
of Charles V. granted in the year 1530. 5. Though not ſubjected to any 
taxes of the Empire, yet are they to enjoy the protection of the Empire. A 


privilege of Frederick I. 6. They are exempted from the juriſdiction of 


all the judicatories of the Empire. A privilege of Frederick I. and their 
ſubje&s may not on any account whatſoever appeal from their judicatories, 
in caſes excepted where juſtice is denied them. 7. They receive not the 
inveſtiture of the Empire out of their lands. A privilege of Frederick 1, 
and alſo pay no feudal money, &c. 8. They poſſeſs the right of advocacy 
in all and ſeveral the churches, bithoprics, and cloyſters of their juriſdic- 
tion. A privilege of Henry IV. and Charles V. which they likewiſe appro- 
priate to themſelves over the biſhoprics of Sa/zburg, Paſſau, Ratisben, 
Freyſingen, Brixen, Trent, and the abbey of Murbach, together with the 
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Empire. 12. The Empire can have no fief in this archdutchy; on the

This a pri- 
vilege of Frederic& III. and Joſeph's capitulation. 11. The Auſtrian here- 
ditary countries refuſe to be ſubject to the juriſdiction of the vicar of the 


contrary, the archdukes can purchaſe of all members of the Empire's feudal 
and allodial eftates, impotfe taxes, and alienate their fiefs at pleaſure.

F. 11. The Emperor Frederick I. has, in his privilege of 1156, intro- 


deſcend to the eldeft daughter, which article was confirmed and repeated 
by Frederick II. Frederick III. Charles V. and Charles VI. The younger 
archdukes obtain a certain yearly ſum for their ſupport, and a proper re- 
ſidence is alſo allotted them. The arch-dukes are of age at eighteen, 
and as Kings of Bohemia at fourteen. 

FSi. 12. A new hereditary arch-duke, after entering on the government, 
has homage paid to him by the whole body of the aſſembled States, on 
which occaſton he bears the archiducal clofe crown, and ratifies the immu- 
nities and privileges of the States. At this aſſembly, and the magnificent 
entertainment which ſucceeds it, the hereditary offices have performance or 
execution. The ſupreme hereditary ſtewardſhip has been enjoyed in 
Lower-Auſtria, ever ſince the year 1620, by the counts, now the princes 
of Trautſon ; in Upper- Auſtria, ever ſince the year 1659, by the counts 
of Weifſemoolf. The ſupreme hereditary chamberlainſhip of Lower- Auſtria, 
ever ſince the year 1620, has been veſted in the counts of Breuner, who

who enjoys the juriſdiction over all juglers and minſtrels; in Upper- Anſtria, 
fince the year 1675, in the counts, now the prinees of Lamberg. The ſu- 
preme hereditary office of marſhal, both in Lower and Upper- Auſtria, ever 
fince the year 1717, is veſted in the counts of Stabrenberg. The ſupreme he- 
reditary office of maſter of the horſe in Lower and Upper-Au/lria, fince the 
year 1559, has continued in the counts of Harrach. The ſupreme here- 
ditary office of cup-bearer in Lower-Auſtria, ever fince the year 1480, 
reſides in the preſent counts of Hardeg ; In Upper-Auſtria, ſince 1624, in

the counts of Zinzendorf. The ſupreme hereditary office of ſewer throughout 


all Auſtria reſts in the counts of Schonborn. The ſupreme hereditary office 
of ranger in Lower-Auſtria is veſted in the counts of Sinzendorf; in Upper- 


Auſtria in the princes of Lamberg. The ſupreme hereditary office of 
maſter of the jewel-houſe in all Auſtria, ever ſince 1644, has continued 


in the counts of Kufstein. The ſupreme hereditary office of purveyor in 
all Auſtria, ſince the year 1651, reſides in the barons of Hegenmuller. The 
hereditary office of door-keeper in Lower and Upper-Auſtria in the counts 
of Pollbeim. The ſupreme hereditary office of Sabelmeiſter, or diſpoſer of the 
ſtaffs in all Auſtria in the lords of Rappach. The hereditary office of caryer 
in all Auſtria in the counts of Zinzendorf. The ſupreme hereditary office of 
falconer in Lower-Auſtria, ever fince the year 1736, has been veited in the 
counts of St. Julian; in Upper-Auſiria in the counts of Thierberm. The ſu- 
preme hereditary banner in all Auſtria lies in the counts of Abensbergand Traun. 
The ſupreme hereditary office of mint-maſter in all Auſeria, fince the year 
1672, has continued in the counts of Sprinzenſtein. The hereditary office 
of artillery-maſter in all Auſtria reſts in the counts of St. Hilario. The 
ſupreme hereditary office of combat-judge and combat-ſhield-bearer both in 
Lower and Upper- Auſtria in the counts of Z:nzendorf, The ſupreme he- 
reditary and aulic chaplainſhip in Lower- Auſtria is veſted in the provoſt of 
St. Polten; but in Upper-Auſtria in the abbot of Steyergerſten. The ſu— 
preme aulic and general hereditary office of poſtmaſter dwells in the count 


of Paar. All theſe hereditary offices are conferred as male fiefs, devolve 


to the heirs male, are adminiſtered by the oldeſt of the name and ſtock, 
and are connected with no inconſiderable advantages; but at preſent can 


be poſſeſſed by none others than members of the catholic church. 


$. 13. The arms of the archdutchy of Auſtria are a ſilver feſs in a field 
gules, Concerning the order of knights of the golden fleece I have already 
treated of them in the ſecond volume, under the article Hain, p. 257. 

$. 14. The ſupreme land-colleges of the archiducal houſe are at prefent 
the directorium in internis, or in publicis & cameralibus, before which all inner 
ſtate and commercial matters come; the ſupreme juſtice- place and the aulic 
and ſtate chancery, whoſe province conſiſts in military affairs, promotions 
to the degree of ſtate, foreign ſtate concerns, &c. All theſe three offices 
are at Vienng. | | = 

The particular ſovereign colleges for Lower and Upper- Auſtria are the 
imperial royal repreſentation and chamber, as alſo the government in mat- 
ters of juſtice, or the land-government for Lower-Auſtria at Vienna, with 
two colleges of the ſame nature at Linz for Upper - Auſtria ; the 
Juſtice-council in Lower and Upper-Auſtria, together with the imperial 
royal town and land judicatory. The provincial colleges and courts here 
are that of the land-marſhal-court, with the orphan council-college, the 
ban of the States, the rate or reckoning college, the upper and lower com- 
miſſariate and the upper receiver's office. The 
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The civil law is alſo of force in Auſtria, in ſuch particulars excepted, 
as the ordinances of the ſovereign, and the land uſage (that is, the ordi- 
nances which are made with conſent of the ſovereign princes at the land- 
diets) direct otherwiſe. To the former belong the country-court-ordinances, 
policy-ordinances, wardſhip-ordinances, &c. which are all to be found in 
the Codex Jur. Auſtriac. and in the collection of Auſtrian laws and ordi- 
nances belonging to it. | 

$. 15. To the revenues of the Sovereign belongs the collections and 
ſublidies which the States grant, the bona domanialia, the tolls, duties, ex- 


ciſe, &c. Conformably to an old cuſtom, and by virtue of a conceſſion 


of Pope Nicolaus V. the archdukes may alſo impoſe taxes on eccleſiaſtics. 
With reſpect to the Princes revenues it is to be obſerved in general, that 
thoſe ariſing from Leower-Auſtria are as large again as thoſe from Upper- 


Auſtria, and that the revenues ariſing from Stiria, Carinthia, and Car- 


niola, equal thoſe received from all Auſtria put together, nay even exceed 
them. 

8: 16. The military power of the arch-houſe of Auſtria conſiſted, in the 
year 1755, of fifty-five regiments of infantry, eighteen of cuiraſſiers, 
twelve of dragoons, ten of huſſars, four of Karl/tadters and Waraſains, 
three of Slavonick infantry, one of Slavonick huſſars, and three of Bannal 
and Croations ; amounting in the whole to one hundred and fix regiments, 
eight companies of Kar//adters, and four companies of Waraſains, and Ge- 
neralat-Huſſars. Of theſe troops two regiments of infantry lie in Upper- 
Auſtria, and in Vienna one, where they dwell in Caſerns. To the 
16,387,863 florins, 55 kruitzers, 2 pfennings, which the whole Auſtrian 
hereditary countries (the Netherlands and Italian States excepted) have 
contributed yearly towards the maintenance of this army; Lower- Auſtria 
pays 2,008,968 florins, 44 kruitzers, and Upper- Auſtria 906, 228 florins, 
13 kruitzers. In the year 1754, the invalids, who are provided for, were 
reckoned at 14,000 men, of whom, in caſe of neceſſity, almoſt 10,000 
are able to ſerve. In the year 1752 the Empreſs Queen erected an 
academy of military cadets, and a military ſchool at Newſtad? near Vienna, 
and in 1754, another military academy alſo at Vienna. : 

Next follows the more accurate deſcription of the arch-dutchy.

NDER or Lower-Auſtria, which is alſo called the country below 

the Ens, is divided into four parts, which were formerly ſtiled 
quarters, but ever fince the year 1753, have been called Circles. Over 
each of theſe a circle-captain is appointed. Of theſe Circles two lie on 


the ſouth and two on the north-ſide of the Danube; the former, from 


their ſituation, as conſidered with reſpect to the foreſt of Vienna, are called 
the Circles below and above the foreſt of Vienna ; but the latter, from their 
ſituation in regard to the Manhartsberg, the Circles below and above the 
Manbhartsberg.

In Latin Circulus infra nemus Viennenſe, contains 


I. T: HE following ſovereign towns, vis. 

Wien, Vienna, by the Turks called Beez, and by the Poles Wie- 
den, the capital of the whole archdutchy, and in whoſe neighbourhood the 
ancient town of Vindobona ſtood. This city lies on a branch of the 
Danube, which ſeparates the ſuburbs of Lecpolaſtadt from the town itſelf, 
and receives the little river Mien, which paſſes through it between the town 
and ſuburbs. Its fituation is pleaſant, for to the eaſt and north the country 
around it is entirely level, but to the weſt and ſouth are ſeen a range of 
mountains which are thick planted with trees and vines; and the Danube, 
which is here very wide, divides itſelf in that part of the town in ſeveral 
arms, forming ſo many iſlands, which are ſtocked with wood. This 
place has always been the reſidence of the Emperors of the houſe of 
Auſtria, and is alſo the feat of the preſent Emperor, 

The town itſelf is but of moderate extent, it being poſſible to walk 
round it on the glacis in one large hour. Its ſituation is capable of render- 
ing it a pretty ſtrong place, and it is alſo actually well fortified, for it has 
a ſtrong rampart fortified with eleven ſtout baſtions, ten ravelins, very 
broad and deep lined ditches, and the neceſſary out-works. The many 
curches and extenſive cloyſters in it, near which are e generally gardens and 

| walks, 
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walks, occupy almoſt one ſixth part of the whole town, whence the houſ e 
are computed at no more than about twelve hundred and thirty, and theſe are 
allo very narrow, but yet from four to five, fix, even ſeven ſtories high, 
being in general well-built of ſtone, and provided with large convenient 
cellars. Among them are alſo many conſiderable and magnificent palaces, 
In all burgher houſes the ſecond ſtory muſt be allotted for the reſidence 
of the Imperial court-officers. The ſtreets, which are reckoned at 
about eighty, are crooked and narrow; in winter-nights theſe are enlight- 
ened with lanterns. The town itſelf is divided into four quarters, viz. 
into the Schotten, Nubmer, Stuben, and Carinthian. Of the fifteen prin- 
cipal places or ſquares in it are in particular to be remarked. 1. The Hy, 
being the largeſt of all, and on which, excluſive of a ſtone-fountain, ſtands 
a magnificent monument of gilt metal, which the Emperor Leopold, in 
the year 1667 cauſed to be erected in memory of the immaculate con- 
ception of the Virgin Mary. 2, The Burg-place, or outmoſt court of the 
Imperial citadel, where the watch ſtands. 3. The new-market, on which 
is a fine fountain. 4. The Freyung, which is quite irregular. 5. The 
Graben, on which, beſides two beautiful fountains, ſtands the marble 


© trinity-pillar, which was finiſhed in the year 1693, and is ſixty-fix feet high. 


6. The high market, on which ſtands Joſeph's metal-pillar, which was erected 


in the year 1732. In the ſquares N 3, 5, and 6, nothing has been fold 


ſince the year 1753: The principal church in this city is the metropolitan 


church of St. Stephen, which is a very dark gothic building of pure free- 


ſtone, adorned on the outſide with all kinds of ingenious productions in 
ſtatuary, Sc. and the greateſt tower of which is four hundred and fixty, 
or according to others only four hundred and forty-ſeven Auſtrian feet and 

a half high, being built of large blocks of free-ſtone, and having a large 
bell hanging in it, which the Emperor Joſeph cauſed to be caſt out of the 
many pieces taken from the Turks, and which is upwards of ten feet in 
height and thirty-two feet two inches in circumference, being in weight, 
excluſive of the clapper, three hundred and fifty-four centners, and its 
very clapper thirteen hundred and twenty eight pounds. In the inſide 
of this church we find a coſtly high altar, together with many relics and 
curioſities, as likewiſe the old archiducal burying-vault, into which allo, 
ever ſince the time of Ferdinand III. the bowels of the deceaſed perſons 
belonging to the archiducal houſe are conveyed, with the magnificent 
marble monument of the Emperor Ferdinand III. and other remarkables. 
Near the church of St. Stephen is the archiepiſcopal reſidence. The 
biſhopric here was erected in the year 1480, and in 1722 raiſed to an 
archbithopric, the prelate of which has an annual revenue of near 
30000 Imperial florins. In the neighbourhood of the town belong to 
him St. Veit, not far from Schonbrunn, Neudorf not far from ate 3a 
and other places. The chapter here is exempted from his juriſdiction. 
To it belongs the village of Hernals near the town in which is an arti- 
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ficial calvary. Excluſive too of theſe, in Vienna are reckoned four pariſh- 
churches (of which that of our Lady's Stairs is ſubject to the biſhopric 
of Pauſſau) together with ten other churches, which are ſerved by particular 
eccleſiaſtics, ſixteen cloyſter-churches and eighteen cloyſters. Of theſe the 
principal to be remarked are the Schotten, or Scottiſh abbey, the mitred ab- 
bot of which is a State of the country ; the college of regular canons of 
Auguſtines of St. Dorothea, together with its mitred provoſt, who is alſo a 
State; three colleges of Jeſuits; viz. the profeſs-bouſe, called the Upper- 
Feſuits, and adjoining to the court; the college called the Under-Feſuits, in 
which is the univerſity, and the novitiate-houſe of St. Anne. To theſe 
alſo are to be added the minorite-cloyſter, whoſe Monks are ſtyled nsbles 


patres minorum conventualium ; the cloyſter of bare-toot Auguſtines, whoſe 


church is the Imperial Aulic church, and the repoſitory of the hearts of 
the high perſonages of the archiducal houſe ; the Capuchin cloyſter, in 
whoſe church, ever ſince the ſeventeenth century, lies the archiducal 
burying-place, as alſo a valuable treaſure. Of chapels too there are likewiſe 
a good number in this city. Of liberal foundations alſo it has not a few, 
and among theſe the burgber-ſpital, wherein near 3000 perſons are main- 


tained, is principally to be remarked. 


The Imperial urg, or citadel, which lies near the ramparts cloſe by the 
cloyſter of Augu/tines, is a mean old building of four ſtories high. In it 
is the Imperial treaſury, which is divided into the temporal and ſpiritual, 
the latter of which contains ſome relicks, the Imperial cabinet of machines 
and the Imperial cabinet of coins and medals, which is reckoned among the 

The opera-houſe here, which lies alſo in 
the burg, is magnificent. The chancery of the Empire and the riding- 
place are fine buildings erected in the modern taſte, and in the latter is the 
very large and magnificent Imperial library, which, with reſpect to the 
number and importance of printed books and manuſcripts in it, may vie 
with the Vatican and royal French libraries; nay, as conſidered with 
reſpect only to printed books, exceeds them. In the year 1750, the du- 
plicates and triplicates of books here were removed, and many thouſands 
of the former ſent to Prague for the uſe of the univerlity there, and the 


latter to Inſpruc. The land-houſe of the States of Lewer-Aujiria, and 


the town or council-houſe, are fine modern ſtructures. The other public 
buildings here are, the Imperial-arſenal, the burgher-arſenal, the Imperial- 
artenal near the new gate, in which is to be met with every thing requiſite 


for the equipment of the ſhips that are uſed on the Danube, &c. The 


tounders of the univerſity here are properly the Dukes Rucoiph IV. and A. 
brecht III. For, though the Emperor Frederic} II. had founded a ſchool 


here in the year 1237, yet it was not before 1365, that Pope Urban V. at 


the ſolicitation of Rudolph IV. granted a privilege for erecting an univerſity, 


which was confirmed and enlarged by Urban VL. in the year 1384, at the

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follicitation of Duke Albrecht III. in conjunction with the theological fa- 
culty. It was at the ſame time allo that it was appointed to dwell in the 
houſes Which the Templars formerly inhabited. The Emperor Ferdi- 
rand II. reſigned the univerſity to the Jeſuits here, and their dwellings are 
near the abovementioned Under- Jeſuits near the Stuben-gate. The rector 
of it enjoys a very high rank, and at folemn proceſſions immediately pre- 
cedes the Emperor. The univerkty conſiſts of four nations, which are, 
the Auſrian, Rbeniſb, Hungarian and Saxen. In the year 1752, for the 
fake of improvipg the method of teaching, an Imperial royal ordinance 
was paſied. The academy of painting, ſculpture and architecture here 
was founded in the year 1705. The Therefian college, which was founded 
by the Empref:-Queen, Maria Thereſa, is a well inſtituted riding- academy. 
The members of it are all dreſſed uniformly, and each of them pays for his 
board, lodging, waſhing, ſchool- books, and other neceſlarics, eight hun- 
dred florins yearly, and for riding another hundred. The Savoy-Licbten- 
ſtein riding-academy was founded here by Maria Therefia, dutcheſs of 
Savoy, who was born Princeſs of Lichtenſtein. Among the public libraries 
- alſo are reckoned, beſides the above-mentioned Imperial one, the Wind- 
bagijh, which takes its name from its founder. Count Joachim Winabag 
ies in a particular houſe near the Dominican cloyſter, where alſo lies the 
Eſchævindtiſb library, devoted by Jh. Mart. Gſchævindt, baron of Pockſtein, 
to public ute, together with the univerſity, library, &c. 

The ſuburbs are far larger than the town itſelf. They lie round it, but 
are removed to the diſtance of five or ſix hundred common paces from 
the works of the fort. The line, which encloſes them and extends on 
both fides to Leopola/tadt, was, in the year 1704, thrown up againſt the 
Hungarian rebels, and afterwards lined with bricks, the gates and entries 
to it being always kept by regular guards. To ride round the line, at a 
horſe's pace, it takes up about four hours. Theſe ſuburbs ſtand, for the 
molt part, under the juriſdiction of the town-council, to whom an appeal 
lies from the ſentence of the judge and his aſſeſſors, with which each 
ſuburb is provided. Of them Leopolaſtadt is the largeſt and chiefeſt. It 
lies next the town on an iſland in the Danube, being formerly called the 
Jetos- tet; but the Emperor Leopold, in the year 1670, having driven 
that people from thence, it took its name from him. It contains one 
pariſh-church, two cloyſters, the old Imperial Favorita, a citadel which, 
in the year 1683, was miferably laid waſte by the Turks, and but a ſmall 
part of it repaired, together with the adjoining extenſive au-garden, and 


ſide of the Danube, lie the large ſuburbs. of Roſſau, containing ſome fine 
churches, palaces, houſes and gardens. Of the palaces here, that of Prince 
Lichtenſtein is the grandeſt. In the ſuburbs of Waringergaſſen is nothing 
worth notice, In the A//ergaſſe lies the hoſpital of invalids, __

many conſiderable fine houſes and gardens. Over againſt it, on the other

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with the peſt-houſe, the great hoſpital, the Lower-Auſtrian provincial- 
academy, and Count Paar's riding- ſchool. Teoſephſtadt was founded in the 
time of the Roman King Joſeph. The P. P. piarum ſcholarum have a 
cloyſter and a church here, both which are very conſiderable buildings. 
The populous ſuburbs of St. rich, or the Neuſtiſt, together with the 
Neubau, is ſubject to the juriſdiction of the Benedictine Scots abbey in 
Vienna. In it we find one pariſh- church, together with a cloyſter of Capu- 
chins and upwards of one hundred gardens. In the ſuburbs, called the 
Leimgrube, is one church, one cloyſter containing a church, the founda- 


tion formerly called Kauzz's in Marienbulfe, which the Empreſs-quecn, 


Maria Therefia, purchaſed in the year 1754, founding there a military- 
academy, and the Imperial-ſtables, which are equalled by few buildings of 
their kind, nevertheleſs the ſtalls in them are too narrow. The ſuburbs 
called the Vien, from the little river of Wien running through it. Gaudendery, 
belonging to the provoſt of St. Dorothea, in Vienna, and ſubject to his ju- 
riſdiction, contains one convent of Dominicans and a ſmall church. Mar- 
garethendorf lies on the other fide of the river. The Wieden is extenſive 
and, excluſive of a cloyſter and the church of St. Charles Borcmaus, con- 
tains in it the new Imperial Favorita, a ſummer-reſidence, though but 
meanly built. The Rennweg, on account of ſeveral churches, cloyſters, 
palaces and conſiderable houſes in it is worth notice. The cloyſter of the 
female Salerians, or Engliſb Nuns, is conſiderable, and contains indeed in 


it a ſmall but coſtly church. The Nuns here are obliged to bring up and 


inſtruct young ladies. The grand palace of the late great hero, Prince 
Eugene of Savoy, has alſo a fine garden belonging to it. The adjoining 
palace of the Prince of Schwarzenberg is uncommonly fine. That called 
the Landſtraſze lies directly oppoſite on the other fide of the Danube. Theſe 
laſt ſuburbs contain a fine cloyſter of Hermits, wearing white ermin, of the 
order of St. Auguſtine, a couple of chapels, a ſeminary of Jeſuits, a hoſpi- 
tal and ſeveral fine houſes. The ſuburbs of Erdbecr contain nothing re- 
markable. The Prater, or Imperial park here, is a pretty large ifland in 


the Danube planted with wood, and in fpring-time yields ſome fine 


pleaſure-walks. | 

In all Vienna, the town and ſuburbs taken together, may be from about 
one hundred and eighty to two hundred thouſand inhabitants. The gar- 
riſon here conſiſts of one regiment of foot. Out of Upper- Auſtria, as alſo 
out of other countries belonging to the Emperor lying upon the Danube, 
and likewiſe out of Bohemia, Moravia, Hungary, Stiria, Tyrol and Tah, 
all ſorts of proviſions, together with neceſſary, uſeful and agreeable things, 
are brought thither. The Proteſtants frequent the worſhip, which is held 
in the houſes of the Proteſtant Ambaſſadors. In the city are all ſorts of 
artiſts, manufacturers and handycraftſmen. The many high colleges and 
judicatories, which have their ſeat here, enhance the credit and vivacity of 
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tie town. It owes its firſt eſtabliſhment to Henry I. duke of Auſtria, who, 
towards the year 1142, made it his place of reſidence. Though at that 
time it was called a town, and, ſo early as the year 1158, had walls, = 
it was not before the year 1198 that it obtained of Duke Leopold VIII. i 
proper civil regulation and better fortifications. In the year 1477, it bo 
beſieged in vain by the Hungerions. In the years 1529 and 1683, by the 
Turks, On the contrary, in 1241, it was taken by Frederick II. duke of 
Auſtria ; in 1277, by the Emperor Rudolph I. and, in the year 146 5, by 
Matthias, King of Hun gary. 


In tne neighbourhood of Vienna the following Imperial and royal palaces 
are worthy notice; vis. 

Scl onbrunn, lying one hour's diſtance from the town on the little river of 
Eien, and the fineſt of all. The Emperor Jeſeph began the grand building 
here, but was prevented by death from finithing it. In the year 1754, the 
whole leit wing of this palace was pulled down. 

Hetzendorf, a pleaſure-houſe at preſent much enlarged. 

Eberſdorf, alſo a pleature-houſe near the market of the ſame name 


lying on the Danube, where the Empreſs-queen, Maria Therefra, in the 
year 1752, erected a foundation for the daughters of fifty poor officers, who 


are maintained gratis and inſtructed in the languages and female qualifica- 


tions. Ncar it is the Neu- gebaude, as it is called, where all kinds of rare 
animals are kept. 


Betvedere, a fine ſummer reſidence. 

Lexemd urg, a pleaſure-houſe, ſituate about two German miles from 
Fienna, in a pleaſant little wood, and ſurrounded with a wet ditch, but 
old, ſmall and not much ornamented. A ſcheme, however, has been pro- 
poſed for rebuilding this palace in a more magnificent manner. Near it is a 
pretty well inhabited village and a park. This place was formerly called 


Lachſendorf. The extenſive circumjacent plain affords very great conveni- 


encies for the baiting of herons, which is performed here in ſpring-time 
by tae Imperial family. From this place to Vienna is a fine fat bottom, 
and a pleafant way leading by paths over the mountain of Wiener, which, 
though of no _ great height, yet affords a good proſpect towards 
Fienna. 

Kioſter- Neuburg, a town ſeated on the Danube, and owing its riſe to 
the rich foundation of regular canons of Auguſtines eſtabliſhed there in 
the year 1114, and in 1730 rebuilt anew in a magnificent manner. This 
not only contains the body of St. Leopold its founder, but alſo the archiducal 


crown, which was made here in the year 1516. The mitred provoſt 


hereof is a Land- ſtate of Lower-Auſtria, To its foundation belong the 
following places; vis. Nuſdorf, FHiezing, or Maria- Hiezing, near Schon- 


brunn, in which is a celebrated image of the "uw 2. Upper and Under- 
Kritzendorf, St. Veit on the Danube, ue.” 


Baden, 
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Baden, a town ſituate on the rivulet of Schwocha, and taking its name 
from the hot baths there, which are celebrated for their ſalubrious effects, 
and lie as well within as without the town. The waters of thele baths are 
impregnated with a ſmall quantity of alum and ſtill more with ſalt, but 
moſt of all with ſulphur. Before the principal church here ſtands a fine 
monument conſecrated to the Holy Trinity. Near this town is a mirror and 
a braſs foundery, the latter of which is ſo ingeniouſly conſtructed, that, by 
means of one lingle water-wheel only, ſixteen lathes may be turned, which 
have alſo all their requiſite motion, inſomuch that each operator can in an 
inſt:nt, merely by a treadle, ſtop ſhort, in order to put in his work, with- 
out placing the water-wheel or impeding any other. 

Neuſladt, or Wienerifch-Neuſ?adt, a pleaſant and well built town, but not po- 
pulous, lying on the Leitha, being fortified and containing in it ſome broad 


e-e1 ſtreets, together with ſome fine places or ſquares, which are orna- 


mented with pillars in honour of the Virgin Mary. The palace here has 
been alotted for the new erected military-academy, and is now inhabited 
by the young gentlemen, who are here inſtructed by officers apppointed for 
that purpoſe in all parts of the art of war, and by others in the mathematics 
and belles lettres. Other ſoldiers alſo are trained up here to arms. The 
biſhopric of this place was founded in the year 1470, and its plate is ſuf- 
fragan to the archbiſhop of Vienna. In this town is a college of Jeſuits. 
Out of the fine earth, which is found not far from this place, a very fine 
porcelane is made. This town was built towards the year 1200, by Duke 
Leopold VII. In the year 1237, Duke Frederick II. and, in 1452, the 
Emperor Frederick III. found protection and ſecurity here. In the year 
1485, it was conſtrained to ſurrender to the Hungarian King Matthias after 
a ſiege of ſeven months. | 

Haimburg, or Haynburg, a town, lying on the Danube, and containing a 
citadel, which is fituate on an eminence. In theſe parts, or rather nearer 
to the village of Petronell, formerly ſtood the town of Carnuntum. 

2. Towns containing ſeignories; vis. 

Bruck on the Leytha, in Latin Leythe pons, a town and citadel belonging 
to the count of Harrach. In the year 1483, this place was taken by King 
Matthias after a tedious fiege. CL 3 . 

Ebenfurth, a ſmall town, ſituate on the Leytha, which is environed with 
walls and ditches, and was firſt founded by the Templars. This place be- 
longs to the count of Unverzagr. | | 

3. Market-towns and boroughs; namely, 

Berchteldſdorf, or Peterſdorf, a royal market-town. | 

Burkerſdorf, containing a citadel, being alſo royal, and lying on the ri- 
vulet of Mien. | | 

Draskirchen; or Traskirchen, a royal market-town. | 

Eberſderf, or Kotting Eberſtorf, a market- town, ſituate on the Danube 
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and belonging to the baron of Tbaſſul, in which the abovementioned ſove- 
reign citadel lies. | 

Fiſchamund, or Viſchamund, a market-town belonging to the count of 
Gollen. Near this place the Fiſcha falls into the Danube. 

Gainfabrn, a market-town belonging to the count of Dietrichſtein. 

Getzendorf, belonging to the count of VMindiſehgrata. | 

Guttenſ/tein, a market- town, near which is a citadel ſeated on a high rock. 
At this place died King Frederick of Auſtria in the year 1350. It belongs 
to the count of Hzyos, and contains a cloyſter of Servites. | 

 Guntramſdorff and Gumpoitskirchen, two royal market-towns. The wine 

which grows in the neighbourhood of the latter is eminently fine. | 
 Heflein, the name of two places, one of which lies on the Danube 
below Klo/ter-Neuburg, and the other not far from Bruck, on the Leytha. 
Of theſe two market-towns the latter belongs to the counts of Abersberg 
and Traun. | 

Hund/haim, a market-town. 

Kirchſchlag, Krumpach. | | 

Loiberſderf, belonging, together with the citadel of Enzegfeld, to the 
Prince of Montecuccoli. 

- Manſworth, a royal borough, ſeated on the Danube. 

Medling, or Modling, a royal market-town, having near it a citadel 
ſtanding on a mountain, in which many Auſtrian Princes of the Babenberg 
tamily have reſided. | 

Mosbrun, a market-town. oh 

Neudorf, alſo a market-town belonging to the baron of Waffenburg. 

Nuſdorf, a borough, lying not far from Vienna on the Danube, being 
large and well built, and having the appearance of a little town. In the year 
1751, this place ſuffered conſiderably by fire. It belongs to the foundation 
of Kloſter-Neuburg. | | 

Upper-Aſpang, a market-town and citadel. 

Pitten, a market-town, formerly the capital of a county, and near it 
on a rock, ſtands a citadel. This place belongs to the count of Hoyos. 
Pottendorf, a market-town and citadel belonging to the count of 
Stabrenberg. | | | 

Pottenſtein, a market-town, belonging to the count of Dietrichſlein. 

Prunn, alſo a market-town, ſituate near the caſtle of Lichtenſtein, and 
belonging to the baron of Wafenburg. 3 | 


Salchenau, or Salenau, a market-town, lying on the rivulet of Kaltengong, 
and belonging to the count of Prank. 

St. Veit, a market-town, belonging to the cloyſter of Lilienfeld. 

Schod!wien, or Schaidtwien, lying on the river of the mountain of Sem- 
mering, which divides Auſtria from Stiria. The way leading out of one 
country into the other, is at this place narrow and carried over rocks; but

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the Emperor Charles VI. by great labour and expence improved it. The 
citadel here, which ſtands on a high rock, ſerves alſo for the defence of 
this paſs, 

Schwaderff a market-town, ſubject to the juriſdiction of the biſhopric of 
Paſſau. In the church here is a famous image of the Virgin. | 

Schwarzenbach, a market-town, containing a citadel. 

Schwechat, a royal market-town, ſituate on the river of the fame name, 
and containing a citadel belonging to the count of Yolkra,

to the houſe of Lichtenſtein.

The cloyſter of the regular hermits of the order of Camaldulians, ſituate on 
a point of the Kablenberg, which is alſo called Feſephsberg. The Emperor 
Ferdinand II. founded this cloyſter in the year 1628 ; and, though the 
Turks actually demoliſhed it in the year 1683, yet was it rebuilt. In it we 
find a very good, nay almoſt the beſt Auſtrian wine that is to be met with, 
which grows about this tract. The water here is famous. The proſpect 
too from this mountain over the town of Vienna, the circumjacent country, 
and quite to Presburg in Hungary, is uncommonly fine. | 

- Oppoſite this cloyſter lies the firſt point of the Kablenberg, which is 

called the Leopoldsberg, and on which we ſee ſome remains of an ancient 
caſtle in which St. Leopold reſided, as alſo part of a fine church founded in 
honour of him by the Emperor Charles VI. 


Maurbach, in Latin Vallis omnium ſanctorum, a chartreux founded by the 


Emperor Frederick III. who alſo lies buried in it under the ſurname of the 
Beautiful. To this prelacy belongs Gop/itz and other places. 

Heilig Kreutz, a cloyſter of Ci/tercians, founded in the year 1136. In 
it ſeveral Auſtrian dukes lie interred. To this prelacy belong the places of 


Gaden, Talling, Pfaffjtotten, Morſdorf, Trumau, Unader -Walterſdorf, Wildeg, 


Sulz and Wilferſdorf, fituate near the cloyſter of Maurbach. 

Marienzell, a cloyſter of Benedictines, founded in the year 1336, and 
called, by way of diſtinction from the Stirian, Little-Marienzell, To this 
prelacy belongs Altenmarkt, St. Bonaraz, xc. Py 

Glognitz, a cloyſter of Benedictines, ſituate near the village of the 
ſame name, |

l. 1 following royal towns; viz. 

; Tuln, an ancient town, near which the rivulet of the 1 name 
falls into the Danube. This place is the ordinary reſidence of a biſhop, who is 
ſuffragan to Paſſau. Excluſive of a pariſn- church, in it are three cloyſters; 
namely, one of Nuns and two of Monks. 

The Tulnerfeld adjoining belongs to Paſſau. 

St. Polten, in Latin Fanum S. Hippolyti, a town, fituate on the river of 
Jraſen, and owing its original to the foundation of regular canons of the 
order of St. Auguſtine eſtabliſhed there. This cloyſter was erected in the 
eighth century by the counts and brothers Adalbert and Otkar. Its provoſt 
is ſupreme hereditary Aulic chaplain in Lower-Auftria. The ſeignory over 
the town belongs partly to the ſovereign, partly to the foundation, and partly 
to the family of Trautſom. 

Tps, in Latin 1p/ium, and Ibiſſa, a ſmall town, near which the river Ibs 
falls into the Danube. In this tract the town of Phas Vs, or Iſipontum, ap- 
pears formerly to have ſtood. Near the town is a cloyſter of Franciſcans. 

2. The following towns, containing ſeignories; viz. 

Mautern, a little town, fituate on the N. Over it, in this place, 
a long bridge has been erected which leads to the town of Stein. Mautern 


belongs to the biſhop of Paſſau. Near it, in the year 1484, the Auſtrians

Traſmaur, a ſmall town ſituate on the river of T, raſen, and containing a 
ſtrong citadel in it belonging to the archbiſhop of Salzburg.

Maidboven, or Bavarian Waidhoven, a town ſituate on the river Tps, and 
belonging to the biſhop of Freiſingen.

of its natural ſituation alſo ſtrong, whence in the year 1619 it held out a 
ſiege. On this rock anciently ſtood a citadel, which Leopold I. took in the 
tenth century, and having deſtroyed the works, ſettled twelve canons in it, 
who continued there till the year 1089, when Leopold III. removed them, 
and granted the cloyſter to ſome Benedictine Monks. In the year 1113, 
Leopold IV. increaſed the revenues of it, the pope having about three years 
before, at his ſollicitation, exempted it from the juriſdiction of the biſhop 
of Paſſuu, and made it immediately ſubject to the chair of Rome. The abbot 


of this cloyſter | is primate of the land-ſtates of Lower- Auſtria, and preſident 


of the State of prelates. The library here is worthy notice, particularly 
for its manuſcripts.

Zifterſdorf, a ſmall town 3 to the family of Althan, and alfo 
containing a Citadel. In the year 1704 this place was miſerably laid waſte 
by the Hungarian rebels. 

Feldsburg, or Feldsberg, a ſmall town and ſeigniory belonging to the 
Prince of Lichtenſtein, and containing in it a citadel and noble palace. 

Laa or Laab, in Latin Laha, Lava, a fortified town ſituate on the river 
Teya, being indeed not large, but famous however in hiſtory. Duke Fre- 
derick II. conferred this place on the Bohemian. King Wenzel, in order to 
procure aſſiſtance from him againſt the Emperor Frederick II. But when 
he arrived again to the poſſeſſion of his lands, the town fell a ſecond time 


to him, which gave riſe to a war with Bobemia. Many battles have alſo 
been fought near this town, namely, in the years 1260 and 1278, and in 


1620 it was taken by the Moravians, as alſo in 1645 by the Swedes, It 
belongs to the houſe of Trautſon. 


Schrattenthal, a ſmall town belonging to the count of Hartig, and con- 
taining a good citadel. 


Meiſſau, a ſmall town containing a citadel, and belonging to the count of

as for inſtance, in the year 11 56, at the Diet at Ratisbon, when it 


Was incorporated by the Emperor Frederick 1. with the Marggravate of 
Auftria, and with it was raiſed to a dutchy, only from the river Ens to 


the brook of Rundſal, or from the foreſt of Paſſau to the Ens; but after- 
wards it acquired conſiderable additions. It is divided into the four follow-

RE CEIVING its name from the large foreſt of Hauſruck. This quarter

In this citadel we find the ſovereign repreſentation and chamber, as alſo 
the government in matters of juſtice relating to Upper-Auftria; together 
with the fine land-houſe belonging to the land-ſtates of Upper-Auftria, 
the land-captains court, one parith-church, a conſiderable college of Jeſuits, 
with the ſeminaries belonging to it, the gymnaſium and fine church, to 
which the Emperor Ferdinand II. added the ſeigniory of Ottenſbeim and the 
cloyſter of Bulgarn, with four other cloyſters of Monks and two of Nuns, 
a commandery belonging to the Teutonick order, and ſome manufactures. 
The town carries on a pretty confiderable trade, and has on Eaſter and St. Bar- 
tholomew's days ſome well privileged and conſiderable fairs.

The county of Schaumberg, or Schaumburg, which ever fince the year 
1572 has belonged to the family of Stahrenberg, This county was formerly 
an immediate county of the Empire, and of confiderable extent. The ci- 
tadel, bearing its name, ſtands on an eminence, and was anciently one of 
the beſt fortifications in the county. | 

Traun, a Citadel, ſituate on the heath of Velſer, not far from the river 
Traun, with a ſeigniory annexed to it belonging to the counts of Abenſ- 
berg and Traun. | 

Erlach, a citadel, not far from Neumarkt, with a ſeigniory alſo annexed 
to it belonging to the count of Werſſenwolf, and having likewiſe a land- 
court, which is a fief of the Empire. 

Stabrenberg, the houſe whence the counts of Stabrenberg derive their ori- 
ginal, and belonging at preſent to the biſhopric of Paſſau. | 
 Walchen, a citadel and ſeigniory, not far from the river Vogl, belonging, 
together with the ſeigniory of Wildenbag, to the count of Gurland. 

The county of Neuburg, ſituate on the river n, not far from Paſſau, 
is, indeed, ſurrounded on all fides by Bavaria, but belongs to Auſtria. 
This county had formerly its own counts of the Empire, but after the death 
of the laſt of them fell to the ſhare of the Marggrave Bercthold of Hiſter- 


reich, and in the year 1232 devolved, by Imperial donation to the dukes 


of Bavaria, which afterwards gave riſe to the wars betwixt that houſe and 
Auſtria, the iſſue of which was, that it fell at length a little before the 
year 1459, under the poſſeſſion of the latter. In the year 1463 the Em- 
peror Frederick IV. diſpoſed of this county to the houſe of Rorbach, and to 
the male-heirs thereof, for 36000 Hungarian florins, but obtained it again 
in the year 1473. In 1528 it was incorporated with the country above the 
Ens, and ceded to the count of Salm, and upon that to the count of Sin- 
zenderf, and next to the count of Hamilton. It was afterwards purchaſed 
by a count of Lamberg, who, in 1731, ceded it to the biſhopric of Paſſau. 
To it belong the citadels of Neuburg, Mobiſtein, Frauenhaus and Neufels. 


II. The 
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W HIC H taketh its name from the river Traun, and contains the fol- 
lowing royal towns 

1. Ens, in Latin Aniſia, Anaſum, or Anaſſanum, a well built and for- 
tified town, ſeated on an eminence in the river Ezs, which, not far 
from this place, falls into the Danube. In it is a cloyſter of Mineres. 
The houſe of correction here belonging to the land- ſtates is magnificent. 
The property of the royal fort in it was alſo purchaſed by the family of 
IW:iſſenwolf of the Emperor Joſeph, but in 1722 they diſpoſed of it again 
to the noble family of Kauthen. Within the walls ſtands alſo the impor- 


devolved, by marriage, to the family of Trautſon. In this place anciently 
ſtood the town of Laureacum, or Lauriacum, containing a Roman colony. 
About the year 450 it was deſtroyed by the Hunns, after which it was rebuilt 
and made an archbiſhop's ſee, but it afterwards underwent a complete deſo- 


peror Rudolph making war on the Bohemian King Przemy/l Ottocar Il. and 
depriving him of Auſtria, this town ſurrendered voluntarily to him. In 
the year 1730 it ſuffered greatly by fire. 

Steyr, a town, fituate on the river of the ſame name, which ne:r 
it falls into the Ens. Among the royal towns in the country abzve 
the Ens this has the preheminence, but at preſent contains hardly the 
ſhadow of its former reputation and happy ſtate. It conſiſts of three parts, 
namely the town itſelf and the ſuburbs, together with the villages of the 
Ens and Steyr, both which have a communication with the former by 
means of bridges. In it is a citadel which ſtands on the point of a ſteep 
rock within the walls, where the rivers called the Hof meet, and at preſent 
belongs to the family of Lamberg. In the town too are allo one parith- 
church, one college of Jeſuits and a gymnaſium, together with a cloyſter 
of Dominicans and nuns, as alſo one ſpital. Without the town too 
is another of Capuchins, and all theſe cloyſters have churches. Moſt of the 
inhabitants here work in ſteel and icon, the latter of which is conveyed 
thither from the iron-works at IJunerberg upon the Ens, and worked in the 
forges adjoining to the Steyr. This place was alſo formerly the capital of 
a county, and belonged to S::ria; but the SHirian Duke, Offocar, having: 
ceded his dutchy to his father-in-law Duke Leopold of Auſtria, it was ſe- 
parated from Stiria and added to the country above the Ens, and from that 
time deemed only a ſeigniory. In the years 1502, 1522, 1554 and 1727, 
it ſuffered greatly by fire. |

Belonging likewiſe to it is the citadels of Kremſeck, Pernſtein, 
Scharnſtein, and Egenberg. | 

St. Flerian, a collegiate foundation of regular canons of the order of 
St. Auguſtine, and containing an exceeding fine church. To it belongs the 
citadel of Marbach, lying not far from Mauthauſen, in the black quarter. 

Garſten, a cloyſter of Benedictines, founded in the year 1082, and ſupplied 
at firſt with ſecular clergy, but in the year 1110 with Benedictines. This 
cloyſter lies hard by the town of Steyr on the river Ens. | 

Gleink, properly Glunich, in Latin Glunicenſe Coenobium, a cloyſter of Be- 
nediftines, founded in the beginning of the twelfth century, and lying not 


far to the north of the town of Steyr. 


Schlierbach, otherwiſe called Marien Saal, or our Lady's Seal, a con- 
ſiderable cloyſter of Ciftercians, ſituate on an eminence, which gives it the 
agreeable proſpect of the beautiful Kremſthal. This cloyſter was erected 


in the year 1335, and is poſſeſſed of the citadels of Mofſenbach, Hochhaus 
near Ferchdorf, and Grub or Mublgrub. 


Spital, fituate on the river Fyrn or Piern, a collegiate foundation of ſecular

clergy, erected as a ſpital, about the year 1130, for the accommodation

larly remarkable; but by the diligence of the inhabitants the whole coun- 


try is pretty well cultivated, inſomuch that in many places the very higheſt 
tops of the mountains are inhabited. The people who dwell in theſe parts 


in winter when large quantities of ſnow fall are for ſeveral months blocked. 


up, and as it were captives; and even in general ſeldom come down from 
their heights. By continual cuſtom too they are habituated to all ſenſe of 
the cold eminences. It is very aſtoniſhing that amidſt theſe mountains and 
ſteep heights they are able to ſucceed ſo well with the plough, and that 
the eminences themſelves are likewiſe ſo fertile. They cultivate a fine 


fort of wheat which is ſufficient not only for the ſupplies of their own ne- 


ceſſities but in ſome meaſure alſo for ſale. They have in particular large 
breeds of cattle; as alſo fruits, wild-fowl and chamois. The brooks and 
lakes, of which there are here not a few, lie between the high rocks, 


being rich in fiſh. In ſome places too are ſmall vales, and the inhabitants 
endeavour to avail themſelves of every ſpot of earth. The mountains con- 


tain ſilver, lead, copper, and in particular iron. The iron-mines of the 
Eiſenaræ and Vordernberg have been already worked above 1000 years, 
and {till continue rich. The $7/r7an ſteel is reckoned the beſt, and even 
the Engliſh ſteel-works confilt for the moſt part of Stirian ſteel. Tite 
preheminence. of this ſteel depends on the goodneſs of the iron. The 
foreſts, with which the ridges of the mountains here are covered, yield in 


ſufficient quantity the wood neceſſary for the ſmelting huts. Near Zeyring | 


alſo filver was formerly dug, but ever fince the year 1655 the mines 
thereof have been filled with water. In theſe mountains likewiſe are hot 
baths and medicinal ſprings. Near Ketelſtein, is a cave, out of which many 
large bones have been dug. The entrance to it lies high in the rock. At 
Auſjee in the quarter of En/ihal are ſome good falt-works. The principal 
rivers which run through this country are the Muchr and Ens, both of 
which come out of the biſhopric of Salzburg, and the former of theſe near 
Bruck on the Muebr receives the little river Muerz, falling afterwards near 
Legrad into the Drau, and the latter near Steyr in Upper- Aufiria runs into 
the Danube. ; 


Under or Lower-Stcyermark contains fewer mountains and more campaign. 


The hills produce a fine wine, which, near Rackesburg, Cilli, and Lueten- 


berg in particular, is rich and excellent. The campaign alſo is fruitful. 
In it are hot baths. and medicinal ſprings, particularly the acid ſpring of 


Gohitſch- 
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Gebitſeb which is well known. Among the mountains the Schok/ in the 
quarter of Vorau, and the Pacher in the quarter of Cilli, are worthy notice. 
This part of the country is watered not only by the Muehr, but alſo by the 
rivers Drau and Sau-Strom. In the quarter of Cilli, as in Carmola and Tah, 
dormice, in Latin Glires, are plentifully caught and eaten, 

F. 5. In the whole dutchy are twenty boroughs, near one hundred mar. 
ket-towns, and about five hundred citadels. Many of the laſt ſtand on 
the higheſt ſummits of the rocks. The highways, notwithſtanding the 
country is mountainous, have been put into excellent condition. 

The language of the German Steyermarkers is a _ rough language. The 
inhabitants of the quarter of Cilli are Winds or Vends, and ſpeak the Vin. 
diſh language, which is in uſe even among the common people for ſome 
miles from Gratz. Thoſe who are but a ſmall degree removed from the 
common rank ſpeak Wendiſh, German, and Italian, and the principal in- 
habitants alſo French. | 

What has been ſaid above concerning the Auſtrian land-ſtates holds good 
alſo with reſpe&t to the Stirian. Theſe conſiſt of the prelates, lords, 
knights, and the ſovereign towns. Their aſſemblies are held in the head-

$. 8. The moſt important manufactures in the country are the iron and 
ſtcel-works, the produce of which is exported in abundance. 

F. 9. Stiria was formerly a part of the Carinthian mark, but in the 
eleventh century was ſeparated from it and made a peculiar mark. Some 
affirm that the Emperor Conrad II. undertook this change in the year 1030, 
conferring that mark on Count Ottocar I. of Steyr; but others aſcribe it to 
the Emperor Henry IV. who, about the year 1072, created Orfocar II. 
count of Steyr firſt marggrave over this county, formerly a part of the 
Carinthian mark, and which ever ſince the exiſtence of the county of Steyr 
has been called the Styer mark (F. 2.) The Emperor Frederick I. in the 
year 1165, conferred the ducal dignity on the marggrave Ottocar, whom 
ſome call the fourth, but others the fixth of that name. And this new 
Duke having no children ceded his dutchy, with the conſent of the States, 
to his father-in-law Duke Leopold of Auſtria. This ceſſion, it is true, was not 


made in writing and in a ſolemn manner till the year 1186 but it appears 


from certain documents that Duke Leopold, ſo early as the years 1177 ar? 
5 N 1179, 
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Duke Leopold received from the Emperor Henry VI. the inveſtiture of Sirig. 
Przemyſl Ottocar II. King of Bohemia making himſelf maſter by force of 
the Auſtrian countries, the Steyermarkers had no inclination to his domi- 
nion, but invited Henry duke of Bavaria to come among them, who 
conſulting with King Bela of Hungary how to act, the latter ſecretly eſ- 
tabliſhed a correſpondence with the Steyer markers, and thus made himſelf 
maſter of the country. Upon this a war broke out between him and the 
Bohemian King, in which the latter brought the whole country under his 
dominion, but it was wreſted from him, as were alfo the other Auſtrian ter- 
ritories, by the German King Rudolph I. whoſe ſon Albrecht arrived through 
many troubles to the poſſeſſion of it. From that time Stiria has conſtantly 
been in the houſe of Auſtria, and to this day has remained in the poſſeſſion 
of peculiar immunities, ordinances, and land- rights. | 

F. 10. The arms of the dutchy are a filver panther, or according to 
others a ſilver griffin, with a double tail, in a field verte, with flames of 
fire iſſuing out of his mouth and ears. | 

F. 11. The land hereditary offices here are that of ſupreme hereditary 
ſteward, with which the counts of Trautmanſdorf are inveſted, who, by 
virtue thereof, have yearly 100 cart-loads of falt. The office of ſupreme 
hereditary chamberlain, which ever ſince the year 1717, the counts of l- 
denſtein enjoy. The office of ſupreme hereditary marſhal, which, ever 
fince the year 1625, the counts of Saurau are poſſeſſed of, and by virtue 
thereof alſo of the citadels of Frauenbeim and Kleinſelk with their appendages, 
The office of ſupreme hereditary maſter of the horſe, which, ever ſince the 
year 1565, the counts of Vindiſb-Gratz enjoy. The office of ſupreme 
hereditary cup-bearer which the Stubenberg family poſſeſs, and by virtue of 
it likewiſe the land-judicatory belonging to Kapfenberg, together with the 
ſmall diſtrict of Piedmarcben, as alſo the chaſe in the country-court, the fiſh- 
ponds on the Merz, and the great and ſmall tenth in the campaign in the 
Merzthal, The office of ſupreme hereditary ſewer, which the counts of 


Hardegk are poſſeſſed of. The office of ſupreme hereditary ranger, with 


which the princes and counts of Dietrichſtein are inveſted. The office of 
fupreme hereditary maſter of the jewels which the counts of Rottal obtained 
in the year 1596. The office of ſupreme hereditary purveyor, which, ever 
ſince the year 1578, belongs to the houſe of Warmbrend. The office cf 


ſupreme hereditary diſpoſer of the ſtaffs, which was introduced here in the 


year 1579. The office of hereditary carver, which was brought in, in 
1596, and is poſſeſſed by the count of Schrattenbach. And the office of 
ſupreme hereditary falconer, which, ever ſince the year 1675, the counts 

of Stein peis enjoy. | 
F. 12. In the town of Gratz are three high colleges, namely the privy- 
council as ſupreme, the government and the chamber for the whole of 
the inner Auſtrian countries. In it alſo is a military council for the inſpec-

Gratz, in Latin Græcium, formerly alſo called Bavarian Gratz, It is 
ſeated on the river Muebr, and is lately become the head town of Stiria, 
ever ſince that of Steyr, which was formerly the capital, together with its 
diſtrict, had been incorporated with the country above the Ems. The town 
itſelf lies, together with two of its ſuburbs, on the weſt ſide of the river; 


and on the eaſt ſide alſo are ſuburbs, which exceed the town in bigneſs, as 


properly ſo called, and to which they are joined by a bridge. The town 
itſelf is well fortified, and contains ſome fine ſtreets and houſes. In it alſo 
we obſerve the court-church, dedicated to St. Ægidius, which, in the year 
1577, was ceded to the Jeſuits ; and in the church-yard belonging to it is a 
chapel worth ſeeing for the faſhion of its building and its ſtatuary-work 
called a Mauſoleum; on its tower ftands an obſervatory : The Jeſuits 
college adjoining to this church, together with the univerſity, founded in 
the year 1586; the pariſh-church, with the ſovereign's hoſpital ; eight 
cloyſters with their churches ; the fine Trinity-pillar of gilded braſs in the 
market-place of the church of St. F:/eph ; the ſovereign's fort, in which the 
privy-council, the government ordained in the year 1565, and the chamber 


for the inner Auftrian countries (ſee above, F. 12.) as alſo the military- 


council appointed in the year 1558, are kept, together with the arſenal ; 
the land-houſe, in which the Land-Diets are held, the arſenal of the Land- 
ſtates and the council-houſe. In each of theſe ſuburbs, which lie on the 
weſt fide of the Muebr, is a church with a cloyſter; but in the large ſub- 
urbs, on the other ſide of the Muebr, is a good number both of churches 


and cloyſters, and at the north end of it, near the river, a rock, which is 


wholly taken up not only with a ſtrong citadel but alſo with nine chapels, 
being intended to repreſent Mount Calvary. Frederick IV. firſt encompaſſed 
the town with walls and ditches, but theſe, under the Archduke Charles 
and his fon Ferdinand were greatly improved, |

This dutchy is 
bounded, to the eaſt, by Stiria; to the north, by the ſame and the arch- 
biſhopric of Salzburg; to the weſt, by Tyrel, and, to the ſouth, by the 
territory of the republic of Venice and Carniola. | 

$. 3. This country is very mountainous and woody. The higheſt moun. 
tains in it are deemed the four which have been named from St. Nich, 
St. Helena, St. Veit and St. Laurence; but the mountain of Loibl, which 
ſeparates Carinthia from Carniola, and through the middle of which a way 
is cut, yields in no reſpect to them, nay even exceeds them in height, 
Thoſe too which lie towards Tyrol are no leſs elevated. Theſe mountains 
yield very good iron; the iron-mines in particular near Fr:eſach and in the 
tract among the ſprings of the river Liſer, are famous. In the diſtrict of 
Vellach lead is found. There are alſo many fertile dales in it which produce 
wheat and other grain ; yet the country requires the importation of corn, 
In it alſo are a great number of lakes, brooks and rivers. Among the firſt, 
that of the Wordtſee in Lower-Carinthia is the largeſt, being full two German 
miles in length, broad and abounding in fiſh. Next to it is the Fancy in 
Upper -Carinthia, next the Weiſſenſee, the Forchtenſee, the Mziljtadterſee, the 
Fackerſee, &c. The largeſt river here is the Drau, which iſſues out of 
Tyrol, and traverſing Carinthia, from eaſt to weſt, receives in it all the 
other brooks and rivers of the country, as alſo the river Gail, which runs 
out of the Tyliach in Tyrol; the Moll, which riſes in the Rauriſer Taurn in 
the archbiſhopric of Salzburg; the Liſer, which has its ſource behind 
St. Peter on the Katzberg ; the Glan, taking its riſe behind Glanbofen near 
St, Ulrichsberg ; the river Gurk, riſing in the mountain, ſituate in the dale 
of Reichenau behind St. Laurence; the river Lavant, riſing in the mountain 
behind Reichenfels, &c. 5 | 

$. 4. In this dutchy are eleven boroughs and twenty-one market-towns. 
The inhabitants are partly deſcendants of the ancient Germans, partly of the 
Winds. The nobility, for the moſt part, came hither out of Franconia, 
Bavaria, Swabia, Swiſſerland, Behemia and Auſtria. The Land-ſtates 


here are divided in the ſame manner as in Auſtria. Their aſſemblies are 


held at Cagenfurt. The archbiſhop of Salzburg and the biſhop of Bamberg 
have conſiderable territories in this country. Thoſe belonging to the latter 
were conferred on him by the Emperor Henry II. founder of the bithopric. 
It has been matter of old debate between the houſe of Auſtria and this 
biſhopric, whether ſuch territories are ſubje& to the ſovereign and the 
public taxes or not. The biſhop maintains the negative, and, on the other 
hand, the archdukes affirm it, and reckon the Bamberg vicar or admini- 
ſtrator at Y/olfsberg, among the Land-ſtates, and have alſo kept him to do 
homage, to come to the Land- diets and pay the taxes. This diſpute, indeed, 


ſtil} remains undecided, but by a compromiſe entered into in the year 1652, 


was 
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was laid afide for one hundred and one years to come, with a reſervation 
of their right to both parties. 

8. 5. The Chriſtian doctrine was made known here in the ſeventh cen- 
tury, and gradually diffuſed and received. The whole country ackuowiedges 


the Roman Catholic church, but formerly there were many adherents 


and profeflors in it of the Lutheran doctrine. The bithops of Gu¹j and

F. 7. The principal manufactures in this dutchy are thoſe in which iron 
and ſteel are worked in various ways and afterwards exported. 


F. 8. The ancient Carnians, who at firſt inhabited the Carniſhß A ps, 


which in the preſent Upper-Carmola are denominated from them, ſpread 
themſelves it ſeems, about the time of the extinction of the weſtern Em- 
pire, in the neighbouring Noricum, and were thence named Karnther 
(F. 2.) The Slavi afterwards ſettled among them and had their own par- 
ticular Princes. In the time of the poſterity of the Emperor Charlemagne, 
Marggraves were alſo appointed in theſe parts. The Emperor Henry IV. in 
the year 1073, created one by name Marquard, who was deſcended from 
the counts of Muerztal and Avelauz, duke of Carinthia, to whom Henry III. 
ſucceeded. He dying in the year 1127 without heirs, the Emperor 
Litharius raiſed Erbo, the Pfalzgrave, to this dignity ; on whoſe death it 
was ceded, in the year 1140, by the Emperor Conrad III. to Engelbrecht, 
count of Sponherm and Ortenberg, whoſe poſterity became extinct in the year 
1269 ; upon which the Bohemian King, Przemy/{ Ottocar II. uſurped the 
dominion of it; but this was wreſted from him by the Emperor Rudolph I. 
and, in the year 1282, in the name of the Empire, conferred as a fief on 
Count Mainbard of Tyrol Gorz, who entered into a compromiſe with his ſon- 
in-law Albrecht of Auſtria, by virtue of which Carintiza was to deſcend, 
on the extinction of his male-iſſue, to Albrech?'s heirs; which happening in 
the year 1331, the Emperor Lewis of Bavaria recogniſed this dutchy to the 
Aullrian Duke Otto, who, in 1335, was alſo inveſted with it. 

$.9. The arms of the dutchy are, according to the repreſentation which 
Megijer gives of them in his Carinthian Chronicle, a ſhield divided, the 
left fide of which conſiſts of three fields, the upper and under damaſked, and 
tie middle contains a St. Andrew's croſs ; but the right contains three lions 
paſſant one above the other. 


F. 10. The hereditary-offices in it are, that of ſupreme hereditary- 


ſteward, which the counts of Roſenberg are poſſeſſed of; the office of 
ſupreme hereditary-chamberlain, which, ever ſince the year 1566, the 
counts of Herberſtein enjoy; the office of ſupreme hereditary-marſhal,

11. The high colleges which are appointed over the whole Inner- 
Auſtrian countries, and of courſe alſo over Carinthia, have been mentioned 
above, p. 191, under the article Stiria. The dutchy itſelf is governed by a 
land-captain. To the maintenance of the military-ſtate of the houſe of 


Auſtria, it contributes annually 637, 695 florins. In it alſo lies one regiment

Carinthia is divided into 
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I. HE following town; diz. 
| Clagenfurt, the principal town of the dutchy, and the ſeat of the 

ſovereign repreſentation and chamber, lies not far from the river Gian, 
being alſo joined by means of a canal, with the Mordiſee. It is well built, 
contains fix churches, a college of Jeſuits and a gymnaſium founded in the 
year 1604, two cloyſters of Monks and one of Nuns, a provincial-houſe, 
in which the Land-ſtates afſemble, two marble pillars, one of which is 
conſecrated to the Holy Trinity the other to the Virgin, and an equeſtrian 
ſtatue erected to the honor of the Emperor Lecpold. Clagenfurt is become 
the head town of the country ever ſince Maximilian I. conferred it, together 
with the fort, in the year 1518, on the truſty province; upon which it was 
alſo better built, and, towards the cloſe of the fixteenth century, fortified. 
In the year 1600, Martin, biſhop of Seckau, came hither accompanied by 
400 ſoldiers, burnt the Lutheran books and aboliſhed the Lutheran religion. 
In 1636 and 1723, the town was almoſt totally conſumed by fire. 

Rem. Between this and the following town lies the Saalfeld, or Zollfeld, 


in Latin Somenſis Campus, on which we ſtill find ſome traces of an ancient 


town which had ſtood there and is ſuppoſed to have been Tiburnia. Divers 
Roman coins have alſo been dug up hereabouts, and in the year 1502, 4 


metal ſtatue, repreſenting a warrior, which was brought to Sa/zburg. 


„ 
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St. Veit, in Latin Fanum S. Viti, a ſmall town, ſeated on the river Gran, 
the founding of which was owing to a church which Eberhard, dake of 
Carinthia, had built in the year 902, in accompliſhment of a vow. Duke 
Mainhard. made this place his reſidence, and, in the year 1292, made it 
the principal town in Carinthia; but after that, in the years 1336, 1359 
and 1409, it was ſo miſerably laid waſte by fire and ſword, that it muſt now 
reſign that pre-eminence to Clagenfurt. 

Volken, or Volkel-markt, in Latin Gentiforum, a little royal town, ſeated 
on the Drau, and containing a collegiate-church or provoſtſhip. 

Freiſach, or Frieſacb, the oldeſt town in Carinthia, lying on the rivulet of 
Metnitz and belonging to the archbiſhop of Sa/zburg. This place contains 
a citadel and two cloyſters, and without the town lies the citadel of Geyer/- 
berg, where the — reſides. This town, with its territory, 
belonged formerly to the counts of Zellſchacb, who became extinct in Nil- 
liam, whoſe widow, St. Hemma, in the year 1080, made a donation of the 
town, together with the territory belonging thereto, to the archbiſhopric of 
Salzburg, which don:tion was confirmed by the Emperor Henry II. 

Strasburg, a town, ſituate on the river Gurk in the territory of Salzburg, 
and belonging to the biſhopric of Gurk, who has on an eminence near it a 
conſiderable citadel for his reſidence. 

St. Andree, a town, lying in the territory of Salzburg, on the river La- 
dant and in the dale which takes its name from it, being the ſeat of a pro- 


voſtſhip and a biſhopric. The latter of theſe was erected by Eberbard II. 
archbiſhop of Salzburg, either in 1226 or two years later; and the biſhop, 


who has alſo the title of a Prince of the Empire, is ſtyled Biſhop of Lavant 
at St. Andree. To him belongs the citadel of Lavant. 

Rem. The vale of Lavant, through which the river Lavant flows, is 
fertile and pleaſant. It bore formerly the title of a county, but, in the 
year 992, was conſigned as a portion, by Henry, duke of Carinthia, on his 
daughter, who was married to Siegfried, count of Sponbeim. 


Iilfsberg, a town, ſeated on the river Lavant and belonging to the 


biſhopric of Bamberg, with a citadel in it likewiſe fituate on an eminence, 
which is the ſeat of the vicar of Bamberg. The Emperor Henry II. 
made a donation of this place to the biſhopric. In the year 1233, a battle 
was fought near it between the forces of Duke Bernhard and the biſhop 
of Bakers: | 


St. Leonhard, a ſmall town, belonging to the biſhopric of Bamberg, and 


lying not far from the river Lavant. 
2/>yburg, a ſmall town, belonging to the biſhopric of Bamberg, with a 
citadel lying on the Feiſtritz and formerly called Auffenſtein.

F. I. Or Carmola Wolf Lind has publiſhed. a chart, but Baron YValvaſer, in 
what he calls The Honour of the Dutchy of Carniola, has given us a bet- 
ter, as alſo ſome particular ſmall ones of the ſingle parts into which the 
country is divided. From this chart of Julvaſor ſprung up Homann's, 
which in the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the thirty-ſeventh. The neweſt 
and beſt chart of this county, Job. Dimas Floriantſchitſch of Grienfeld, aſter 
ten years labour, cauſed to be engraved, in the year 1744, at Laybach, in 
a large form and at the expence of the Land-ſtates. 
$.2. Carmola, to the north, is bounded by Carinthia and $tiria; to the 
weſt, by Friuli, the county of Gorz and a part of the gulf of 72 ar 
the Adriatic ſea; to the ſouth, by that part of 1#r:i2 poſſeſſed by the re- 
public of Venice, and by a part alſo of the Adriatic fea; and, to the eaſt, 
by Liburnia, Dalmatia and Croatia. In the time of the firſt weſtern 
Roman Empire, the limits of countries and people, quite different in them- 
ſelves, met in this dutchy ; namely, Panonia, Iilyricum (conſidered with 


reſpect to Japidia as annexed to it) Nericum and Italy. The name of 


Krain, or Crania, is, in all probability, derived from Carnia, inſtead of 
which the appellation of Carniola came into uſe, which we meet with fo 
early as the eighth century in Paul Warnefried's Hiſtor. Longobard, l. vi. 


c. 52, and which in later times was changed into Carniolig. The inhabi- 


tants. 
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tants themſelves call their country Krerinska des Kela. The territory is ſituate 
betwixt the rivers Gurk, Culp and Sau, was formerly called the Vindiſb- 
mark, and, in the year 1374, incorporated with Carniola. This name, 
moreover, occurs in the title of the houſe of Auſtria, which ſtyles itſelf 
Lord of the Vindiſb- mark. 

F. 3. The country, in its greateſt extent, is thirty German miles from 
eaſt to weſt, and from north to ſouth twenty-five. 

$. 4. This dutchy is, for the moſt part mountainous. The mountains 
in it are either inhabited or uninhabited, either covered with wood or 
naked. Many on their ſummits are continually covered with ſnow. Upper- 
Krain is all over filled with theſe ſnowy mountains. In winter, when the 
ſnow lies deep on the ground, the peaſants make uſe partly of ſmalt 


baskets, which they bind to their feet, and partly of ſuch long but thin and 


narrow boards as the Laplanders uſe, on which, with the help of a ſtout 
ſtaff or pole, they deſcend with great ſpeed from the mountains. When 
the ſow is frozen they bind irons or ſkaits to their feet. Among the 
mountains here the following are worthy obſervation. In Upper-Krain lies 
the Kaleberg, ſituated on the river Sau, near the citadel of Ruzing, which 
may be confidered as the boundary of the Mons Cetius, of which mention 
has been made above, p. 195, as on account of its naked ſummit it bears 
the ſame name with the firſt top of that mountain in Auſtria, but lies 
almoſt wholly alone and ſeparate. The Lobel, or Lobel, by the Carniolians 
named Lybel, is a high, rocky and ſteep mountain, over which the path- 
way winds in a ferpentine form for a German mile, being pretty welt 
paved; but on the top, where it could not be paved, a paſſage has been 
hewn through the rock about one hundred and fifty geometrical paces in 
length, twelve feet high and nine broad; and this ſeparates Carniola from 
Carinthia. The proſpect from this mountain is uncommonly fine. In 
the Under-Krain, the Rum-berg is the higheſt. Mzttel-Krain is all over 
mountainous and, as it were, a chain of hills hanging together. In 
the Inner-Nrain lies the Karſt, in Latin Caruſadius, on which we ſee nothing 
but ſtones without any kind of plants; and in particular, the Birnbaumer- 
Wald (in ancient times called by the ſimple name of Pyrn, or Byrn, i. e. 


the mountain) in Carmolian-Krufcheza, anciently called by the name of 


Apes Juliæ, and alſo by that of Alpes Carnice. In this country likewiſe is 
a high and woody mountain, which extends from the riſe of the Sau 
through all Carniola far into the Turkiſh dominions, and where it is nar- 
rowelt contains a breadth of three German miles. Its bottom, indeed, is quite 
{toney, but yet the talleſt trees grow on it. The high mountain of Nanas 
lies between Wipach and St. Veit. There are alſo many remarkable caverns 
in Carnicla, ſome of which ſhall hereafter be mentioned and a brief deſcrip- 
ton given of them. 


Though 
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Though this country is for the moſt part mountainous, yet it contains 


alſo many fruitful vallies and fields in it, which yield not only good paſty. 
rage but alſo yearly a double crop; for, when wheat, rye, barley, lentils, 
peas, beans, Cc. are cut down, buck-wheat (by the Carniolians called 
Haden) and afterwards hemp, flax and millet are ſown and reaped. In 


this dutchy likewiſe grows excellent fruit, which becomes early ripe, and 


of which cyder and perry are made. Large cheſtnuts and wallnuts are alfo 
found in plenty here; and on the Kar/? are olive-trees, as alſo on the ſea 
and in J/iria in great abundance, together with oranges, citrons, lemons, 
pomegranates, almonds, figs, &c. In this country likewiſe grows an exqui- 
ſite white and red wine. It breeds alſo horned cattle and horſes in great 
plenty, and the horſes of the Karſt are particularly famous. They have 
likewiſe all forts of veniſon and fowl, together with many kinds of fiſh, 
among which are alſo ſea-fiſh. It yields likewiſe all forts of minerals and 
metals, particularly iron and ſteel, as alſo ſome lead and copper. The Car- 
niolian marble is beautiful. Salt is wanting in this country, and the ſubjects 
are compelled to take it out of the ſovereign's magazines, and even out of 
theſe they are furniſhed with no other kind than ſea-falt. 

We likewiſe find in Carniola medicinal-ſprings and hot-baths. The 
principal rivers in it are, 1. The Sau, which being a navigable and uncom- 


- monly rapid ſtream, riſes in the Upper-Kra:in, near the village of Ratſch- 


ach, between Cranau and Weiſſenfels, and carries with it many large fiſh. 
In Hungary it mixes with the Danube. 2. The Laybach, which riſes in 
the Imner-Krain, near Upper-Laybach, and falls about one German wile 
and a half below Laybach, near the Oſterberg, into the Sau. This river is 
navigable and abounds in fiſh. 3. The Gurt, which riſes near Upper- 


Sur and runs into the Sau. 4. The Culpa, which rifes in the Mziddle- 


Krain between Koſtel and Fiume, and near S:ſſek in Croatia is ſwallowed up 
by the Sau. Among the inland lakes here, the Feldeſſer and Wecherner, 
ſituate in the Upper-Krain, with the Cirkbnitzer See, in the Middle-Kram, 
are the principal. Notwithſtanding the abovementioned natural commodi- 


ties and advantages, yet we cannot reckon Carniola among the beſt of 


countries. | 


F. 5. In it are twenty-one boroughs, thirty-five markets, above two hun- 
dred citadels, and, according to Valvaſor, upwards of 4000 villages. It is 


more populous too than a perſon would imagine. The common Carniolians 


are of a hardier and more durable nature, go barefoot in winter through 
the ſnow, and the men always with open breaſts, and require for repoſe in 
the night neither bed nor bolſter, but a hard bench. Their food is 
alſo mean. The common people are of Sclavonian extraction, but the 
principal nobility, for the moſt part, of German. We find a remarkable 
difference among the common inhabitants: thoſe dwelling in the Upper- 
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Krain are genuine Carnichans, as their language as well as dreſs denotes ; 
notwithſtanding which, at Werfſenfels a pure German, and at Bitina, or 
Feuchting, a language compounded of both, is ſpoke. Amopg them are 
many Samers, properly called Saumers, that is, people who export the 
commodities of the country on pack-horſes. Moſt of the peaſants wear 
long beards. The inhabitants of Under-Carniolia, who are commonly called 
Dolenze, are alſo genuine Carmolians and ſpeak a good Carniolian, but 
with ſome difference. Their dreſs does not in all reſpects agree. The 
pealants here likewiſe wear their beards. Among them too are many 
Saumers, carriers and ſea-faring people. In the Midale-Nrain are four forts 
of inhabitants, who differ widely from each other in language, dreſs and 
manner of living. The inhabitants about Gott/chee, Poland, &c. are 
called Gottſcheer, or properly Hotſchevarte, or Chotſchevarie, and ſpeak a 
German, which another German underſtands not perfectly, and a Carniolian 
not at all. Between Rudolphfwerth and Mottling live Walachians, or, as. 
they call themſelves, Vaabe, or Lahe, who in the fifteenth century eſcaped 
or came out of the Tarkiſb dominions and ſettled in Carniola, whence the 
are called, in the Carniolian, Uskoke, i. e. perſons gone over. Theſe have a 
peculiar language and dreſs, the former of which is not very different from 
that of the Krabati/h, and principally ſubſiſt by the breeding of cattle. 
On the river Culp, near Mottling, Freyenthurn, Weinitz, Tfchernembl, &c. 
live the Krabates, more properly called Hervates, or Chervates, whoſe 
language is the genuine Croatian and ſome what different from that of the 
Carniolian. They poſſeſs a good arable land for paſture, and the very beſt 
of vineyards. The other inhabitants here are genuine Carniolians, and in 
dreſs and language reſemble thoſe of Under-Carniola. In the Hner-Nain, 
about Wipach, Leytenberg and St. Veit, are Wipachers, otherwiſe called Vi- 
pauge, who differ conſiderably from the Carniolians; Karſiner, or Na 
hauze, who live on the Kar/?, ſpeak a broad Carniclian and wear a peculiar 
drefs ; Tſchit{chers, who live between Neubaus and St..Serf, and approach. 
very near the Karſiners in dreſs, but ſpeak a peculiar language; the genuine 
Carniolians, who are generally Samers, or pack-horfe men; and Poykers, 
commonly called Piuæchene, who dwell near Nan and. Fablaniz, and in. 
that tract on the river Poyk, and in dreſs and language borrow ſomewhat 
from all the adjoining inhabitants. In the Mrian territories are two. forts of 


inhabitants; namely, firſt, Fiumers, or Dalmatians, and Liburnians, who 


ſpeak the Dalmatian; ſecondly, the proper Itrians, who partly ſpeak the 
common Mirian or Dalmatian and partly a corrupt Talian. 

The two principal languages in Carniola are the Sclavonicł, or Windiſh and 
German; in the latter of which all judicial matters are carried on, as alſo all 
writings made and letters written. 

In Carniola are four Land-ſtates; namely, 1. The fpiritual, to which: 
belong the biſhops of Laybach, Freyſing, Brixen, Trieſt and Biben, the 
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commandery of Laybach, with the provoſt of the collegiate-church there, 
as alſo the provoſt of Rudslphſwerth, the prelates of Sittich, Landſtraſs and 
Freudenthal, the dean of the collegiate-church of Laybach and fix canons 
belonging to it. 2. The State of lords, which is conſtituted of the Princes, 
counts and barons. 3. The State of knights, to which belong the knight 
or land-people. 4. The royal-towns. Whoever would appear at the 
Diet, muſt previouſly become a country-man, or aſſume the peaſantry, 


and alſo ſue for it with the laudable Land-ſtates and obtain it at the 


Land-diet. | | 
F. 6. The Chriftian doctrine was gradually received here about the ſe- 


cond half of the eighth century. The Lutteran doctrine alſo gained con- 
fiderable footing here in the ſixteenth century, and was at firſt, namely in 


the year 1531, publicly preached from the pulpit by a canon of Laybach, 
named Primus Truber, but afterwards aboliſhed; and all the inhabitants at 
preſent profeſs the Roman Catholic church, the Walachians, or Uskihes 
(F. 5.) excepted, who adhere to the Greek community and ſtile themſelves 


Staraverzi, i. e. Old Believers. In Carniola are three biſhoprics, namely, 
that of Laybach, to which belong a number of pariſhes in Carniola; twenty- 


one pariſhes in S iria, and ſixteen in Carinthia; that of Biben comprehend- 
ing two towns and eleven villages, and in general fourteen pariſhes, and that 


of Trieſt. In all there are computed in this dutchy twenty-four cloyſters, 


four commanderies, and one hundred and thirty-four parithes. | 

$. 7. Carniola has produced many learned men, and in baron YValvufer's 
honour of the dutchy of Carniola, above fifty authors of this country are rec- 
koned up. At Laybach is a college of Jeſuits, and a gymnafium. 

$. 8. From Carniola are exported into other countries iron, ſteel, quick- 


filver, white and red wine, oil of olives, cattle, ſheep, cheeſe, linen, a kind 


of woollen-ſtuff, called Mahalan, which is worked in great quantities in 
almoſt all the villages of Upper-Carmola; Spaniſh leather, which is alſo 
prepared in plenty in Upper-Carmola ; bilich (probably the ſkin of the field- 
mouſe ,) honey, of which in Lower-Carniola great quantities are gathered; 
timber for ſhip-building, and all manner of wood-work, as boxes, diſhes, 
trenchers, ſpoons, fieves, &c. as likewiſe walnuts and other things. 

$. 9. The hiſtory of this country I begin with the Su, who are alſo 


called Winds or Wends, They came hither after the year 548, but could 


not aboliſh the old name of the country. In the time of Charlemagne and 
his poſterity, Carniolu was governed by the Dukes of Friuli, and after- 
wards by thoſe of Carinthia ; bur under Otto II. Carniola became a pecu- 
liar Marggravate, which it derives perhaps from Otto I. The Marggrave 
of the country had his refidence at Kra:mburg. On the extinction of the 
Marggraves of the Krainburg line, the country conferred the ſovereignty 
of this dutchy on the warlike Frederick II. duke of Auſtria and Stiria, 
which voluntary ceſſion was approved by the Emperor Frederick II. and in 


the 
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the year 123 1 the country itſelf raiſed; to a dutchy which had been hitherto 
tiled only the marggravate of Carmela. Afterwards Albrecht I. mortgaged 
this dutchy to the Carinthian Duke Meinbard, but in 1335 it reverted again, 
together with Carinthia, to the houſe of Aullria, to which it has alſo ever 
lince been conſtantly united. 

F. 10. The arms of the dutchy of Carniola are an eagle crowned, on 
whoſe breaſt and expanded wings is to be ſeen a diced creſcent. Its pre- 
ent diſpoſition it acquired in 1463 of the Emperor Frederick IV. 

F. 11. The hereditary offices in Carniola, and in the Mindiſb Mark (x. 2.) 
are adminiſtered by the following houſes; dig. the office of hereditary 
te ward, by the count of Thurn; the offices of ſupreme hereditary cham- 
berlain and hereditary marſhal, by the houſe of Auersberg; the office of 


hereditary maſter of the horſe by the Prince of Lamberg; the office of here- 


ditary cup-bearer by the count of Cobengel; the office of hereditary ſewer by 
the barons of Eck and Hobenwart;. the office of hereditary ranger by the 
count of Gallenberg; the office of hereditary keeper of the jewels by the 
count of Katzen/tein; the office of hereditary Stabelmeiſter by the baron 
of Eck; the office of hereditary carver by the count Sauer of Anken/?:;:: ; 
and the office of hereditary falconer by the count of Lanibieri. | 
F. 12. The land-captain, who governs the country, has his refidence at 
Laybach, and at the citadel there, a burggrave. In his abſence the land- 
lieutenant (in Latin Pretor provinciæ) ſupplies his place in the land-court ; 
another vice-land-captain is alſo frequently appointed, under the title of a 
land adminiſtrator, who alſo ſupplies the place of the land-captain, when 
the latter reſides not at the uſual place. The land-vicar decides all law- 
ſaits in the royal towns, market-towns and peaſantſhips. Subject to his in- 
ſpection and adminiſtration are the domains and rights in the country. All 
theſe perſons are ſovereign officers. Oeconomical matters relating to the 
province in general belong to a peculiar court, conſiſting of a preſident and 
tome aſſeſſors, who are called deputies. Theſe deputies are elected out of 
the three firſt land-ſtates (F. 5.) The general-receiver here has the land- 
cath in keeping. | | 
The principal inſtance, or judicatory in the country is what is called the 
Hoftheyding, or Schrannengericht, and more commonly the land and aulic- 
court, which is principally held by the land-captain. The land-right here 
is held firſt, and then the knightly aulic-right, the latter of which fully 


determines all matters belonging to its deportment. The ſecond inſtance, 


is the land-captain's ordinary court over the lords and country people, as 
allo over their ſervants and others. The third is the land-vicar's office over 
the royal-towns and market-towns. The fourth the land- captain holds in con- 
junction with the vicar, in matters relative to the diſputes between the nobility 
and burghers. The fifth the preſident and deputies in the general economi- 


cal matters relating to the province hold, ſuch as taxes, contributions, Sc. 
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from whom an appeal lies firſt to the Land-ſtates, and next to the Inner- 
Auſtrian government. The ſixth have the land-proprietors and magiſtrates over 
their own ſubjects and ſervants ; and the ſeventh belongs to the boroughs 
and market-towns, and is exerciſed over their burghers and inhabitants. 

F. 13. Towards the maintenance of the military power of the houſe of 


Auſtria, Carniola contributes annually. 363,171 florins fifty-ſix kruitzers, 


In this country alſo lie two regiments of foot. 

This dutchy is divided into the five following parts, namely, 

I. Into Upper-Carnivia, commonly called Gorenska Stran. It enjoys a 
wholſome air and freſh ſprings. Among the many mountains in it are ſe— 


veral which are continually covered with ſnow. The vineyards here are 


but few. Gold and filver are not ſought for, but iron and ſteel are found 
in the greateſt plenty. At the Eiſenberg, which is alſo called the Naſeleiſo, 
is the oldeſt and moſt famous iron-mine work in all Carniola. At Atſnem, 
or Selelniko, is an excellent iron- work, and at Jauerburg an important ſteel- 
work. The Feldeſſer See, or lake which takes its name from the citadel of 
Feldes, is one German mile long and half a one broad. It is uncommon 
deep, but in its middle riſes a round mountain, on which ſtands a ſmall 
church. At its foot is a fine ſpring. The Wocherner See riſes out of a ſtron 
{pring, which tumbles in ſtreams from a very high rock in the dale of Ve- 
chenter. It is half a German mile long and a quarter broad. Out of it runs 
a river called the Weocherner Sau, which after a courſe of four miles is ſwal— 
lowed up by the Sau. In the lake as well as in the river are excellent trout, 
In this part are, = 07 

1. The following towns, vi. 

Laybach, in Latin Lublana, or Labacum, the head town in Carmela, ly- 
ing on the navigable river of the ſame name, by which it is fo divided that 
it lies partly in the Upper and partly in the Lower-Carniola. That part 
which forms the latter, and is ſituated on the other fide of the river, is the 
largeſt and fineſt. The whole town contains three ſuburbs, in one of which 
live the butchers; in the ſecond, which is called Kraku (or in the Carnio- 
lian Krakbovo) chiefly fiſhermen ; and in the third, which is ſeparated from 
the foregoing by the L:ztle-Laybach, and called Tyrnau, or Terncvo, for the 
moſt part mariners. The royal citadel here ſtands on a mountain covered 
with green trees, being very old, and containing in it a ſmall church. It is 
inhabited by a conſtable, who bears the title of a burggrave, and twelve 
ſoldiers. In the town, the ſuburbs excluded, are about five hundred houtes 


in number. The ſtreets are ſomewhat narrow. In Laybach, however, the 


land-houſe, the counci]-houſe and three arſenals, vig. the royal, the pro- 
vincial, and city-arſenal are worthy notice. The biſhopric here was erected 
in the year 1461 by the Emperor Frederick IV. It ſtands immediately un- 
der the Pope, and its biſhop bears the title of a Prince of the holy Reman 
Empire. In the town itſelf are to be ſeen the cathedral, and the N 

church, 
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church, with the adjoining college and gymnaſium, before which ſtands, in 
marble and metal, a ſtatue of the Virgin; the church of the Virgin in the 
Teutonic houſe, or commandery of that order, the church fituated in the 
cloyſter of the Franciſcans, and the church near the burghers ſpital, with 
two other ſmaller ones. In the ſuburbs are to be computed five churches, 
four cloyſters, and a commandery of the knights of Malta. In Laybach 
alſo is a learned ſociety, united under the name of Academia Operoforum. 
Laybach is a place of good trade. On its fite anciently ſtood the town of 
Amana, Hæmona, or Hæmonia. The preſent town was firſt incorporated 
in the year 1416. It has been frequently laid waſte by fire, and made to 
totter by earthquakes. TE | 

Biſchoflack, or Schkofialoka, in Latin Lokopolrs, formerly ſimply named Lach, a 
plentiful town ſituate in a fine tract betwixt the waters of Pollant and Zayer, 
with a cloyſter of nuns in it, and a citadel ſeated on a mountain which be- 
longs to the biſhop of Freiſingen. The ſeigniory annexed to it extends for 
the ſpace of ten miles in circuit, containing within it two hundred villages. 

Krainburg, or Krain, a royal town ſeated on an eminence on the river 
Sau, into which near it the little river Kanker falls. From theſe two rivers 
the town is obliged to receive all the water for its neceſſary uſes, being 
wholly deſtitute of ſprings. In it is one pariſh-church, exclufive of four 
others that are not parochial, and without the town lies a cloyſter, which 
was founded in the year 1640. Krainburg was formerly the refidence of 
the Marggraves of Krain, or Krainburg. In it is a citadel named Keſe/- 
ſtein, which deſcended from Count Paradeiſer of Neubaus to the counts 
of Barbo. In the year 1668 above one half of the town was burnt down, 
and in 1749 it was ſet on fire by villains, and wholly reduced to aſhes. 
Ratman{derf, in the Carniolian Radovelza, a ſmall but royal town, ſtand- 
ing on an eminence on the river Sau, with a citadel in it, which together 

with its ſeigniory and the neighbouring ſeigniory of Wallenburg, belonged 
as a truſt to the elder of the family of the counts of Thurn and Valſaſina. 

Stein, or Kamneck, in Latin Lithopolts, a decayed town ſituate on the 
Feiſiritz, with a cloyſter in it and three ſuburbs called Auf der Schutt, 
in which ſtands the pariſh-church, Auf dem Graben, and the New Mark, 
the laſt of which is ſeated on the other fide of the Feiſtritz. | 

On an agreeable eminence juſt before the town ſtands the citadel of Stein- 
nbubel, and on a high mountain above the town that of Oberſtein. About 


one quarter of an hour too from the town ſtands the Clariſſen cloyſter of 


Minchenderf, Munkendorf, or Mekine, founded in the year 1300, and go- 
verned by an abbeſs. | 


2. The following market-towns, v2. | 
Aſling, or Feſſentze, a market-town ſituate not far from the river Sau. 
between the high Schneegebirg, and belonging to the ſeigniory of Weiſſenfels. 
In this town is dug a fine marble, and in the neighbourhood of the market

are the batteries of Sava, or on the Sau, together with the lead-furnaces, in 
which conſiderable quantities of iron and ſteel are ſmelted and worked. 

Neumarktl, Terſezch, or Terſhizh, a market-town ſituate between the high 
Schneegebirg below the mountain of Loibl, and divided into the upper and 
lower. The latter belongs to the citadel of Old-Guttenberg, and the former 
to that of Neubaus. In this town are made large quantities of Saniſh leather, 
with a common ſtuff, called Maſalan, and likewiſe divers veſſels of copper 
and 1ron. 


IWeiſſenfels, a market-town, near which on a high mountain ſtands a 
citadel. The ſeigniory of this place has not only a great juriſdiction in ter- 
ritory belonging to it, but alſo an univerſal juriſdiction which runs a great 
way into Carinthia. | | 

Iatſch, or Vatſche, a market-town ſeated on a high mountain, and be- 
longing to the ſeigniory of Libek. Near it is a quarry of hard ſtone, the 
ſtones dug in which are full of the ſhells of ſea-mulcles and periwinckles. 

3. The rich Dominican cloyſter of nuns, called Michelſletten, or Veleſals, 
and formerly named Frauenthal, or Marientbal, which is much celebrated 
for an image of the Virgin. On a mountain cloſe by it ſtands the old citadel 
Frauenſ/letn, belonging to the cloyſter. 


4. Feuchting, in Latin Bitina, the largeſt village in all Carniola, being 


a mile in length, and for the moſt part inhabited by fieve-makers, who 


make the bottoms of horſe-hair fieves. 
IT. Into Lower-Carniola, which is more uſually called Dalensha Sran, 


This part contains in it many fruitful vallies and tracts. The wine which 


grows here is called Marchwern, and is reckoned wholſome. There is both 
a red and white of this fort. In many places are either no ſprings at all, 
or at beſt but very indifferent ones. The fertile bottom of Temenix in par- 
ticular labours under a total want of ſprings and running water, whence 
the inhabitants, when they have been long without rain, are obliged to 
fetch water a mile or two diſtance. Among the caverns or grotto's in this 
part of Carnicla that in particular is worthy notice which is ſeated near 


Lueg, or Ulukne, on the water of Prez:na. The entrance into this cavern 


runs for a conſiderable length into a rocky hole, in which are ſeen hang- 
ing many icicles equal in whiteneſs to ſnow or alabaſter. | 
In this part we find, | 


1. The following towns, vig. 


Gurkfeld, or Kerſeo, a royal town ſeated on the Sau, under a high moun- 
tain, on which ſtands a citadel, which together with the ſeigniory belong- 
ing thereto, has had divers owners ever fince the extinction of the noble 
family of Gurifeld, In it is a cloyſter of Capuchins. The many antiquities, 
and in particular the many Roman coins which have been dug up in this 
town, ſhow that on its ſituation formerly ſtood a large town, which is not 


without probability held to be Noviedunum,

Landſtraſe, anciently and properly Landjiroft, in the Carniolian, Koſtai na- 


-224, 1. e. the cheſtnut-wood, numbers of that tree growing not far from 
this place, is a ſmall and ill-built but royal town, ſeated on an iſland in 
the river Gurk. The citadel here, together with the ſeigniory belonging 
thereto, appertains to the cloyſter of Frauenbrunn, which was founded in 
the year 1248, and lies about a quarter of an hour's diſtance from the 
town, being alſo called the cloyſter of Land/ira/ſz. This cloyſter belongs 


to the order of St. Bernhard. Landſtraſa was formerly reckoned in the 


' Windiſh Mark. In the year 1663 it was wholly deſtroyed by fire. 

Rudolpbſwerth, or Neuſtadtlein, in the Carniclian Novomeſlo, a royal 
town ſeated on an eminence on the river Gurk, and by the Auſtrian arch- 
duke Rudolph IV. founded in the year 1365, privileged, and called after his 
own name. In this town is a provoſtſhip erected in the year 1509, or a 
collegiate-church, to which within the town belong four other filial churches, 
ia the country fourteen, and in Siria five pariſhes. Rudolphſwerth lies in the 
juriſdiction of the archbiſhop of Gorz. In it, excluſive of the churches 
above-mentioned is a Franciſcan cloyſter, and before it another of Capu- 
chins. The many incurſions which the Turks made into the territory be- 
longing to this town in the 15th and 16th centuries, together with the ſuc- 
ceeding fires, and the plague, have wholly ſtript it of its former flouriſhing 
condition. 

Weichſclburg, in the Carniolian dialect Viſchnagora, a ſmall and mean 
but royal town, ſtands on a pleaſant hill in a fruitful territory, and on a 
high mountain near it has a citadel, which is properly called Meichſelberg, 
and together with the ſeigniory belonging thereto, and the great land uriſ- 
diction alſo, appertains to the princely houſe of Auerſberg. 15 

2. The following market-towns, vig. 

Lithay, or Litey, in Latin Litja, a market-town ſeated on the Sau, at 
the foot of a mountain, and belonging to the ſeigniory of Werchſelberg, and 
thus of courſe to the houſe of Auersberg. The citadel in it goes by the name 
of Thurn-Litey. 

Naſſenfufs, in the Carniolian Mokroneg, a market-town, having a cita- 
del ſeated on an eminence. ned 

Ratſchach, or Radezche, a market-town lying under a high mountain on 
the Sau, with a citadel belonging to it ſeated on a lofty eminence. 

Serſſenberg, or Suſenberk, a market-town ſeated on the river Gurt, with 
2 Citadel near it which ſtands on a rocky eminence, and belongs to the houſe 
of Auersberg, | | 

3. The following cloyſters, vi. BE 

S:ttich, or Sittzena, in Latin Stticium, a Ciſtercian cloyſter, lying under 
a high mountain hard by the town of Meichſelburg, and founded in the 
year 1135. | 

Rem, In the neighbourhood of this cloyſter ſtands the village of Dobravar, 
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in which is the ancient and celebrated church of our Lady's aſcenſon, whi. 
ther many pilgrimages are made. This church is a filial of the pariſh of 
St. Feit. 

Pleteriach, in the Carniolian Pletarje, ſtands about one mile from Land. 


firaſz, being originally a citadel, and afterwards a charter-houſe, but now 


become a relidence of the Jeſuits of Laybach. 
4. The following feigniories : namely, 
Scharfenberg, or Sven, a deſolate citadel, ſeated on a high and pointed 
rock, under which, on the mountain, ſtands a new citadel, and hard by 
it a pariſh-church, with ſome houſes, which formerly conſtituted x 
market-town. | 


Ai nodl, or Soteska, a magnificent citadel, ſeated on the river Gurt, and 


erected by George Sigmund, count and lord of Gallenberg. Near it lies a 


pariſh-church, which belongs to this ſeigniory, as alto the old decayed ci- 
tadel of Anodl. | | 

Schonberg, in the Carniolian Schumbergk, Kofhak and Kleindorf, in the 
Carniolian Malavas, all belonging to the ſeigniory of Auersberg. 

III. Into middle Carniola, in the Carniolian Methiſhke Krai. To this 
divition belongs what is called the Dry Carmel, being a tract of land 
between four and five German miles in extent, and if we compute in it 


the bottom of Temnitz belonging to Lewer-Carmola, which is alſo deſ- 


titute of water, between fix and ſeven. But this tract of land is notwith- 
ſtanding abundantly taken up with great and ſmall villages, though it is 
almoſt every where mountainous and ſtoney, and the inhabitants are obliged 
ſometimes to go two or three miles for water. In certain places in it grows 
a good wine. There is a good warm bath here called Toplitx, which rites 
in the vale between two little mountains. The celebrated Cirxnitz See, 
in the Carniolian Z:rkniſru Fereſu, is really very remarkable. It takes its 
name from the neighbouring market-town of C:rknitz, being encompaſſed 
with wild, rough and ſtoney mountains; but round it alſo lie two inhabited 
citadels, nine villages, and twenty churches. From eaſt to welt this lake 
is one German mile in length, from north to' ſouth half a mile broad, 
and from one to two, three and four fathoms deep, the pits excepted, 
ſome of which are of themſelves many fathoms deep. In it lie three beau- 
tiful iſlands, on one of which called Vorneꝶ is the village of Ortogk with 
a church. The ſecond named Vella Goriza, and the third called Mai: 
Goriza are covered with trees. On the C:r4nitz See allo lies a peninſula, 
named Dorvoſchez, or Dervaſcheck, which runs into it, and is ſeparated 
from the iſland of Vorneꝶ by a canal. In the lake too are many holes or pits, 
together with long ditches like canals and eminences. Eight brooks, great 
and ſmall diſcharge themſelves into it. This lake frequently runs off, or 
ebbs, but that not every year; for ſometimes, though but ſeldom, this 
happens only once in three, four, or five years, whereas at other times it 
| 4 runs 
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runs off twice or thrice a year. This diſcharge of its waters happens when 
the weather is very dry, whether in ſummer or winter. In general it runs 
off only once a year, viz. about St. John's or St. James s day. Its ordinary 
iſſue, when full, is through two large holes, which on the weſt, or rather 
on the north-weſt fide, enters a rocky mountain level with the lake. 
The water thus diſcharged comes out again at the other fide of the moun- 
tain. The extraordinary ebb or running off in it happens by means of ſe- 
veral holes or pits which lie in the lake. Of theſe there are principally 
eighteen, and among them five capital ones, each of which ſtands empty 
for five days ſucceflively, ſo that the whole bottom becomes dry in twenty- 
five days time. As ſoon as the beginning of the ebb 1s obſerved by the 
peaſants of Upper-Seedorf, they intimate it to the fiſher-men inhabiting 
round the lake, upon which the fiſhery in the pits, according to a certain 
order, takes its beginning. Six ſeigniories have the right of fiſhing in this 
lake, big. thoſe of Haasberg, Steegberg, Auersberg, Laas, Schneeberg, and 
the cloyſter of Sittich. The proprietor of Haasberg has reſigned his right in 
the fiſhery to the charter-houſe of Freudenthal. In this lake they fiſh for large 
pike, tench, and other ſorts of fiſh called Schleien and Ruten. The oftener 
the lake ebbs the leſs is the fiſhing in it. Into the pit called Ribeſcajama we 


deſcend as into a ſubterraneous cavern; the pits of Narte and Pjauze are never 


quite dry, but always continue boggy, and in theſe not only many fiſh, together 
with their ſpawn remain, but they alſo contain a great number of leeches, 
When the lake ebbs early in the year in twenty days time graſs grows upon 1”, 
which is mowed down, and the bottom afterwards ploughed and town 
with millet. But if the water run not off early nothing can be fown, and 
if it returns ſoon again the ſeed is loſt. Otherwiſe after the millet harveſt 
all manner of game is hunted and ſhot therein. With the return of the 
water it holds after the following manner. When it rains a little the water 
burſts out of ſome pits on the ſouth fide with great violence, and when 
the rains fall heavier and it thunders at the ſame time ſo loud as to ſhake 
the earth, it breaks out through all the appertures with great violence and 
celerity, inſomuch that the lake is filled again in eighteen or twenty-four 
hours. At that time it is plentifully covered with water-fowl, ſuch as 
wild-geeſe, ducks, &c. Two things, are, moreover to be obſerved here. 
On the ſouth-weſt fide of the lake are two large caverns named 
Uraina jamma and Sekadulze, which lie ſomewhat higher than the lake, 
and are upwards of a fathom high and broad. Out of theſe when it thun- 
ders ruſhes a quantity of water with aſtoniſhing violence for three or four 


fathoms in height, with which at the ſame time, if it happen during harveſt, 


many unfledged black and blind but fat ducklings come forth, which in 
tourteen days receive their fight, and are covered with feathers. At other 
times a perſon may go into theſe holes in a ſtraight line and that too pretty 
tar. In winter the water of the lake riſes ſo high as to overflow a conſider- 
able part of the circumjacent fields. At 
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At Kumpale, as well as at the village of Podpexbio is a deep lake ſituate 


in a rocky mountain, to which we deſcend with torches. In this part of 
the country is much running-water, which after a ſhorter or longer courſe 


js ſwallowed up by the earth. In it alſo are many ſubterraneous caverns 
or grottos. | 


In the middle Carniola are 
1. The following towns: vx. 


Gottſchee, in the Carniolian Hztz/chevie, or Chotzſcheute, a ſmall town 
with a large citadel in it, belonging to the houſe of Auersberg, and the 
head place of a county, to which belongs moreover the citadel and fort 
of Friedrichſtein with the pariſhes of Neſſelthal, Rieg, Mefel, Tjchermojch- 
niz, Oſsiuniz, and Alten Laag. This town which was formerly a ſeigni- 
ory was raifed in the year 1623 to a county. PE RON 

Laas, in the Carniolian Loſch, a ſmall but royal town, with a citadel 


in it, which belongs to the houſe of Auersberg. This place was created 
a borough in the year 1477, till which it was only a market-town. 
_ Moettling, in the Carniolian Metlika, a royal town ſituate hard by the 
river Culp, and below the mountain of VSA n in the ancient Windiſh mark. 


This place contains in it a parith-church, which bears the title of a pro- 
voſtſhip, a Teutonic houſe or a commandery belonging to that order, to- 


gether with a citadel and ſeigniory annexed to it. Before the town are 


three churches called the three templars. 
Tjchernemol, in the Carniolian Zhernamel, a little royal town ſituate in the 


| Windiſh mark, with a citad-l in it, to which belongs a ſeigniory, and a 


commandery of the Teutonic order, which is incorporated with that of 


Laybach. | 


2. The following market-towns : namely, 
Auersberg, which is better written Aursberg, (the family named from 


it bearing a bufalo in their arms) a market-town with a citadel belonging 


to it, ſeated on a mountain, and the place whence the princes and counts 


of Auerberg derive their deſcent. 


Cirinitz, in the Carniolian Zirkniza, a market-town, ſeated amidſt high 
mountains, and taking its name from the adjoining celebrated lake, belongs 
to the ſeigniory of Haasberg. In this town is a conſiderable ſtaple for alt. 

Freyenthurn, in the Carniolian Podbreſchze, (i. e. below the birch-trees,) a 


market-town, ſeated on an eminence on the Cu/p, and fortified with towers 
and a citadel, 


Kgſtel, a little market-town environed with a ſtrong wall and ſeated on 2 


ſteep rock, under which runs the river Culp. On the top of this rock or 
mountain ſtands the citadel of Grafenwarth, to which belongs a ſeigniot) 

which enjoys both the civil and penal juriſdiction thereof. 
| Reiffmiz, in the Carniolian Ribenza, a pretty large market-town, having 
a citadel, and belonging formerly to the Vindiſo mark. Between the _ 
| an 
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and the citadel runs the river of Feiſtritx, which about a quarter of a mile 
below the latter loſes itſelf in a hole in the earth. In this place alſo runs 
the Reiffnitz. To the neighbouring church of our Lady, or Neuſtift, pil- 
grimages are made. 

Meinitz, otherwiſe Viniza, a market-town ſurrounded with walls, and 
ſeated on a ſtoney eminence on the river Culp, with a citadel belonging to 


it. This place lies in what formerly conſtituted the Mindiſb mark. On 


2 mountain near it ſtands the church of our Lady ſurnamed im Seſſel, whi- 
ther alſo pilgrimages are made. : 

IV. Into the Inner-Carniola, undet which is underſtood that tract of land 
lying on the Karſt and Poig. This diviſion is for the moſt part moun- 
tunous and full of ſmall eminences. Little corn is cultivated here, but 
much and very good wine, which is commonly called Iralian, and exported 
to very diſtant countries. In many places here they labour under a great 


want of freſh-water. Near Adlsberg is a wonderful grotto, in which one 


may go for upwards of two miles diſtance. In this (ubterraneous cavern 
are prodigious large places or ſquares, in which houſes of conſiderable 
bigneſs and even villages might ſtand. In ſome places alſo are uncommon 
depths. Many curious figures of ſtones, natural ſtone theatres, ſtone- 
bridges, Cc. are to be ſeen here; and hard by the entrance of the cavern 


the river Poig, which at about a mile's diſtance from it, iſſues out of a moun- 


tain, runs into an aperture in the rock, and the glides off under the 
cavern, The grotto of St. Mary Magdalene, which lies about three quarters 
of an hour's diſtance from Adlsberg, is uncommonly beautiful. A per- 
ſon would imagine he walks round the ruined walls of an old magnificent 
palace, of which the ſtill in part undamaged, and partly broken ruined 
columns ſtrike the eye. Near Lueg is allo a remarkable grotto, which is 


one mile in length, and contains in it many agreeable tracts, with a variety 


of figures and drop-ſtones. Near St. Serff is in like manner a grotto 
which is worth ſeeing. In the bottom of Wipacher is an iron mine-work 
and a battery. Of the rivers here the Timavus has been celebrated of old, 
It takes its riſe between Jybein and St. John out of ſeven apertures, which 
open into a rock. In the Inner Carniola are many and large villages, but 
tewer towns. We ſhall take notice of 

I. The towns : . Ps | 

Tybein, or Duin, in Latin Duinum, ſtands on an eminence on the Adri- 
at:ck, containing a ſmall harbour, a cloyſter and a citadel, to which belongs 
a ſeigniory. Not far from it a very beautiful black marble is dug. In the 
rocks on the ſea is found, on breaking off a piece of them, a living ſnail 
about the thickneſs of a man's fiſt, and eatable. The ſtone, which incloſes 
theſe ſnails, has divers ſmall apertures in it. | | 

2. The following market-towns : iz. 

Adlsberg, properly Adlersberg, and in Latin Poſfoina, a well built market-

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town, ſituate at the foot of a high rocky mountain, on which ſtands a 
citadel with the celebrated cavern above-mentioned under it. 
Aden, in Latin Planina, a market-town, which is environed on al} 


files with high mountains, large foreſts and dark deſerts. 


Brem, or Prem, a ſmall market-town with a citadel belonging to it, 
and ſeated on a mountain. This place is the property of the houſe 
of Parte. 

St. Vn, a market-town, ſeated on the river Timavus. 

Leitjch, or Ligatez, a market-town and citadel lying in the foreſt of 
Pyrnbaum. 

N Upper-Layback, in the Carniolian Ferbnina, a large market- town, in the 
neighbourhood of which riſes the river Laybach. 

Se noſoteb, or Sencſezche, a market-town but formerly a borough, to- 
gether with the citadel belonging to it, is the property of the houſe 
of Porlia. | 

Klan, or Clano, a market-town and citadel lying in the Upper-Pork. 

Mipacb, in Latin Vipava, a market-town with a fortreſs belonging to 
it, ſeated on the river of the ſame name, which riſes hard by it. 

3. The charter-houſe of Freudenthal, otherwiſe called Biftra, and in 
Latin Vallis zccoſa, S. jucunda, which was firſt begun to be founded in 
the year 1255, and was completed in 1260. Near it riſes the river 


Feiſtritg. | 

4. The following citadels and ſcigniories; vi. 

Haasberg, a citadel lying on the Unz, and belonging to the houſe of 
Cobenzel. 

Lueg, (i. e. the hole) and otherwiſe called Jamma, a citadel, ſeated on 
the center of a high rocky mountain, which riſes perpendicularly. This 
large building ſtands fo in a hole in the rock, that no rain falls on it, not- 
withſtanding which it has a roof for its defence againſt the water, which 
trickles down from the rock. From this citadel we have no other pro- 
ſpect than that which looks up towards the heavens. One half of the 
fore tower alone projects. This damp, though in ſummer cool, citadel, 
belongs to the count of Cobenzel. Near it is the grotto above-mentioned. 

St. Serf, otherwiſe St. Servlo, an ancient citadel ſeated on a mountain, 
about one mile from Viet. This place takes its name from St. Servulus, 
who had his abode in the celebrated neighbouring cavern, in which the 
white and grey drop-ſtone forms many large pillars of various figures on 
the walls and roof. The ſteps here, which lead to the citadel, are hewn 
in the rack, and the entry to it leads through the mountain, inſomuch 
that a light is neceſſary. It contains alſo a riding-ſchool, which is likewiſe 
hewn out of the rock. Below the citadel lies a village of the ſame name. 
In this tract grow ſome excellent wines, as the Tſchernecall and Marzamin. 


V. Into ria, in the Carniolian Itrianske, or Pifinske Nai. This 
1 Auſtrian 


Carniola.] . 
Autrian part of ria is very fertile in wine, oil, corn and other neceſſaries 
for ſubſiſtence, and conſiſts | 

1. Of the county of Mitterburg, which formerly belonged to the counts 
of Gera, but on their extinction devolved to the houſe of Auſtria. In 
the year 1044 this county was mortgaged by the Emperor Ferdinand III. 
to Count Hangini, who afterwards made a preſent of it to the houſe of 
Portia, whereby it became diſmembered from Carniola. This created great 
uneaſineſs among the Carnielians, wherefore in the year 1664, they made 


proper repreſentations to the Emperor on account of this ſeparation, and 


with the Imperial conſent purchaſed the county for 550,000 florins of the 


Prince of Portia, and again diſpoſed of it to the Prince of Aursberg, but 


with reſervation of all its former ſuperiorities, juriſdictions, inſtances, and 
whatever elſe is appendent thereto, or depending on the country of Car- 
nila; whereby the diſmembering of it from Carniola was prevented for the 
future. The houſe of Aursberg is ſtill in poſſeſſion of it, and governs it 
by a captain. It has a biſhop who reſides at Biben, contains in it twenty- 
eight pariſh churches, among which are five collegiate ones, together with 
two cathedrals and four cloyſters. In it we ſhall take notice of 

The following towns: viz. | 

Mitterburg, in Latin Paſina, or Piſinum, the head town of the county, 


and an open place, containing a citadel, ſeated on a ſteep rock, as alio a 


provoſtſhip, a cloyſter of Franciſcans, and ſeveral churches. BL, 
Biben, otherwiſe called Pitſcbem, and in Latin Pedena, or Petina, © 

town ſeated in a very fertile ſpot on a high mountain, and the ſee of a 

biſhop, to whoſe juriſdiction belong two towns and eleven villages, in which 


are fourteen pariſhes, but the biſhop himſelf is ſuffragan to the prelate 


of Gor z. | 
Antignana, or Antinjana, a pretty large town but not very populous, 
ſeated on a mountain, and which contains in it four churches with another 
lying before the town. | | 
Galligniana, or Gallimiana, a ſmall town, ſituate on a ſtoney mountain, 
with a tort belonging to it. | > 
Berſchetz, or Berſcheſzh, a little town ſeated on a high rock on the 
Adriatich ſea, and containing a ſmall harbour. In this place is produced 
a thick and very ſweet wine, of a black-red colour. 
Laurana, a (mall town ſeated on the Adriatick, with a little harbour. 
mop The two laſt places belong not to the proper ria, but rather to 
wurnia, | 


2. The following market-towns : v2. 


Beglion, commonly called Bolun, a market-town ſcated on a pretty high 


mountain. 

Krink, or Kringa, in Latin Coriticum, a market-town, ſituate indeed in 
a fruitful ſpot, but labouring under a want of freſh-water, and containing 
but few inhabitants. 1 Paſeberg, 
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Paſzberg, commonly called Pas, a market-town, ſeated on a high 
bu fertile mountain, with a citadel belonging to it, and containing three 
churches, | 

Lindar, a market-town ſtanding on a pretty high mountain. 

Song, or I/min, otherwile called Shmn, an open market-town ſeated 
on an eminence, which labours under a want of water. ' | 

Hermo, or Beram, a market-town, ſeated on an eminence. 

Terwiſo, or Tervis, an open market-town, alſo ſtanding on an eminence. 

Shumberg, or Sumberg, a market-town, ſituate on a pretty high mountain. 

Kerſchan, or Kerjchon, a walled market-town citadel and ſeigniory. 

3. The following citadels and ſcigniories: vi. | 

Zepitſch, a citadel and ſeigniory lying on the lake of Zepztſch and the 
river Arſa, the air of which is unwholeſome. 

Bellay and Wachſenſtetn, ſeigniories. 

4. The following cloyſters : vis. | 

The cloyſter of St. Mary on the lake, which lies on the lake of Zepitſch, 


and is filled with monks of the order of St. Paul the firſt hermit. 


St. Peter and Paul at the wood, a cloyſter founded in the year 1255, and 
in 1459 added to that near the lake of Zepitſch. Hard by it is a ſmall 


_ cloyſter ſurnamed in der Krone, but in which no eccleſiaſtics reſide, for 


which reaſon it is under the direction of the cloyſter of St. Peter. 

2. Of the ſeigniory of Caſtua, but which properly lies in Liburnid. This 
ſeigniory is bounded by the town of St. Veit on the Pflaum, by Gutench, 
the Venetian Iſtria, the county of Mitterburg, and the bay, or mare di 
Carnero, being above eight German miles in circuit. It belongs to the 
eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of the biſhop of Pola. In the year 1400 it fell to 
the houſe of Auſtria, and was incorporated with the dutchy of Carniol. 
The Emperor Frederick II. ceded it to Count Balthaſar of Tbanl auſen, 
and afterwards the counteſs of Urſula of Thanhauſen made a donation there- 
of to the Jeſuits of St. Veit on the Pflaum, to whom it ſtill belongs, and who 


' govern it by a captain, from whoſe ſentence lies an appeal to the court 


in Carniola. To it belongs 


Coftua, properly Khoſtau, a town, ſeated on a high mountain on the 
Aariatich. In the citadel or caſtle here reſides the captain of the ſeigniory. 
Volouska, a market- town, ſituate on the Adriatick, and having a ſmall 
harbour. Not far from it is an exceeding fine and large harbour called 
Preluka, in which a whole fleet may lie. In this harbour are taken 
many tunnies. a 


Vaprinitz, Vaprinez, or Vaprinaz, a market-town, ſeated on a ſtoney 
mountain which is deemed a caſtle. 
©" Meſchenize, a market town, ſeated on a mountain on the Adriatich, 
with a ſmall caſtle belonging to it. A fine marble is dug at this place. 
St. Jacob on the Sea, a cloyſter of Auguſtines, having the title 4 os 
4 abbey 
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abbey and lying on the Adriatick, This cloyſter belongs to the Augnu//rnes 


of St. Veit on the Pflaum. 

4. Other towns, territories, and provinces, ſubject to the regency of 
Inner-Auſlria. | 

I. The town of St. Veit on the Pflaum, otherwiſe called Reka, in Italian 
Fiume, and in Latin Flumen S. Vili, lies in Liburma, on a bay of the 
Aadriatick, called il golfo di Carnero, in Latin Sinus Flanaticus & Polanns, 
and into which the river of Fiumara or Reka pours itſelf here. This town 
lies in a narrow plain in the Dale, yielding good wines, figs, and other 
fruits. The place itſelf is populous, and contains in it one collegiate- 
church, with a college of Jeſuits founded in the year 1627, to whom the 
ſeigniory of CMua belongs, and two cloyſters. Without it, on the ſea, 
alſo ſtands a cloyſter. The harbour here is formed by the Fiumara. From 
this town large quantities of goods and wares are exported, a conſiderable 
part of which come from Hungary, and for the more commodious im- 
portation of them the Emperor Charles VI. cauſed an expenſive highway 
to be made from this place to Car//lad? in Croatia, A ſugar houte has 
alſo been founded here. St. Veit is exempt from taxes and contributions. 
Formerly it was incorporated in the dutchy of Carniola, and with it bore 
all impoſts; but fo early as the year 1648 it waz no longer reckoned a 


member of the province of Carniola. It is under the direction of the re- 


gency of one of the land-princes, ſtiled captain, who refties at the citadel, 
but has no province belonging to it. | | 

The captain of this town is at the ſame time captain of Ter/at, a citadel 
ſeated on a rock about one large quarter of an hour's diitance from the 
town on the other tide of the F:umara. It contains alſo a Frarcijcan cloyſter, 


near which is a celebrated chapel of Mary of Loreto, on the ſpot where 
the Caſa Santa, or houſe of the Virgin, had ſtood for three years, ſeven 


months, and four days, before it was conveyed, in the year 1294, by the 
Angels to Loreto in Taly. Between the citadel and cloyſter are tome houies 
which are called a market-town. 3 

Rem. The gulf of Carnero abounds in fiſh; among which we find here 
a kind called Gatto, which grows to a conſiderable fize. The ſkin of 


this fiſh, forming a fort of ſhagreen, is uſed for the caſes of watches, cai- 


kets, teleicopes, &c. In this bay, in that part belonging to the port oi 
Ré, large ſtones are found in the deep, being a kind of brown marble, in 
which, when broke to pieces with heavy hammers, here and there arc 
found living muſcles, which are ſmooth and brown, and have a greater 
reſemblance to the kernels of dates in fize and form, than thoſe which 
are found on the. ſtrand in the marquiſate of Ancona in the eccleſiaſtical 
countries, 

II. The territory of Trieſt. To it belongs , 

1. Triejt, in the Carniolian Ter, or Tereſt, in the Italian Trie/te, and 
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in Latin Tergeſtum, a town ſituate on a part of the Adriatich, called il 
golfo di Triejte, The houſes here ſtand on the aſcent of a mountain, ex. 
t.nding themſelves quite to the ſea, and on the top of the mountain is 


a caſtle. The harbour conſiſts of the inner and outer. The Empreſs Queen 


Maria Therefia has cauſed it to be conſiderably improved and fortified, and 
alſo declared it a free harbour, imparting thereto all the requiſite immy- 
nities and privileges, whence all forts of wares both by water and land, in 
and out of the time of fairs, may be imported here free from any duties and 
taxes; but from this immunity iron, ſteel, copper, quickſilver, falt, gun- 
powder, mirrors, and cryſtal are excepted. ' By theſe means many ſhips 
and veſſels are induced to arrive there, which at this place unlade their goods 
and take others on board, which are conveyed from hence by land-carriage 
out of the hereditary lands belonging to the houſe of Au/*r:2, and alſo out 


of Germany, From the Lazaret to the ſmall iſland of Zucho, is a wall 


tortified with a baſtion, which ſerves as well for the defence of the harbour 


. againſt an enemy, as for ſcreening it againſt the wind, and alſo for the ſe- 


curity of the ſhipping. On the north-weſt fide of the town, where for- 


merly were ſalt-pits, a beautiful ſuburb has been erected, and thereby the 


bad air, which formerly aroſe from theſe ſalt-pits, meliorated : But ſtill at 


the time of flood, which often riſes here four or five feet in height, a ſtench 


is perceived, the ſea at this place having a boggy ground. The water allo 


of a freſh ſpring has been conducted by pipes from the diſtance of two 
[talttan miles to this town. Theſe and other improvements and good re- 


gulations have in view the increaſe of the trade of the place. Trieſte is 


likewiſe the ſee of a biſhop, who is ſuffragan to the archbiſhop of Gorz, 
and bears the title of count of Tie. In its cathedral too are twelve ca- 
nons. The Jeſuits college here, to which belong two churches, was found- 


ed in the year 1618 excluſive of ail which here are two cloyſters within, 


and one without the town. The ſovereign captain, who governs the 
town and its territory, reſides in the caſtle. Lotharius, King of Thy, 
made a donation of this town and the circumjacent country, together with 
the right of mintage to John at that time biſhop of the place; but biſhop 


John II. diſpoſed of the juriſdiction over it to the community of Trieſſe for | 


five hundred marks. Afterwards it was incorporated with the dutchy ot 
Carniola, but again diſmembered. | 


In the tract of this town grow ſome fine wines. | 
2. Proſjegh, a village, which is famous for its excellent, pleaſant and 


very wholſome wine, which is allo called Reinfall. At this place ſtood the 


Puzinum of the ancients. 
III. The Irian bottom lies between Carniola and the county of G07, 
and has its name from the royal market-town of | 
Yiria, or Idria, which is im mediately ſubject to the Inner- Auſtrian aulic 
chamber of Gratz, This town lies in a deep valley amidſt high mountains, 
on 
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on the rivulet of 7der/cheza or 1dria, containing in it a citadel, and about 
two hundred and ſeventy houſes which lie diſperſed. It is famous for its 
mines of quickfilver, which were diſcovered in the year 1497, and gave 
occaſion to the building of this place. The principal ſhaſts for it are St. 
Azatha and St. Barbara. Both the common and a virgin quickillver is 
tound here, the former is extracted by fire out of the ore; but the latter, or 
the virgin, nature has already prepared herſelf, and this is found in many 
ores, upon beating them to pieces, in numerous ſmall drops. It appears 
alſo in a fort of clay, and trickles ſometimes down through the veins or 
rents of the mountains. A ſpecies of this virgin quickſilver is extracted 


dy a flight ſeparation, The extraction of the common quickſilver by fire 


uſually continues from the middle of March till November, and when the 
demand for it is great, and the number of the labourers complete, 2600 
centners at leaſt may be extracted yearly, each of which is fold by the great 
for one hundred and fifty florins, but by the ſmall for two florins the 
pound. In virgin quickfilver may be collected to the amount of one hun- 
dred centners. This ſells dearer than the common ſort. The annual ex- 
pences attending theſe works amount to about 60,000 florins. 

IV. The captainſhip of Tulmino is a conſiderable but mountainous tract 


of territory, in which the river Liſonzo (anciently the Sontzus) riſes, and 


runs through it. This captainſhip commences at the borders of Carinthia, 
and extends in length to the borders of the Upper and Inner-Carnicla to the 
Idrian bottom and the county of Go. The north part conſiſts of the bottom 
of Flitſch. On the extinction of the Dormiberg family, this captainſhip de- 


volved to the counts of Preiner of the line of G Hl, who in the year 1649, 


obtained, that of a fief it ſhould be made allodial. From this family it 
came with all its rights to the counts of Coronzn, to whom it alſo ſtill be- 
longs. The principal place in it is 


Tulmino, a market-town having a citadel, ſeated on a mountain under 


which flows the rivulet of Tulmin, and not far from this place falls into 
the river Liſonzo. | 

V. The county of Gorz, in Latin comitatus Goritie, never belonged to 
Carniola, and thus is falſely annexed to it by geographers. This county 
to the north is bounded by the captainſhip of \Tulmino, to the eaſt by the 
lirian bottom and Carmola, to the fouth alſo, by Carnicla, and the Yene- 
tian territory of Mefacolne, and to the weſt is feparated by the river of Iudri 
from the Venetian Friuli. In a generous white and pleaſant red wine this 
country is moſt fruitful. Between the vineyards corn is alſo ſown ; fine 
fruit lixewiſe grows here but little oil. Its horſes and oxen too are few, 
but its goats numerous. Much care is employed here in the culture of ſilk. 
The river Liſonzo (anciently the Sontius, and in Italian z/ Sontio, out of 
which the Liſonzo is formed) traverſes the breadth of this province, receiv- 
ing in it the brook of Tulmin, and the rivers Idria, Wipach, and Torre, and 
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at length pours itſelf into the Aadriatick ſea. The lower ſort of inhabitants, 
from Carniola to Liſonzo, ſpeak a Slavonick dialect; but on the other fide 
of *the river, S/2vonick and Furlan, or Friulian, which laſt might be called 
a curtailed Falian and a half French. The perſons of note here ſpeak | 
likewiſe the Italian and German. Of two hundred and eight noble families, 

Which ſtand in the matricula of the province, in the year 1753 there re- 
mained only thirty-nine in the whole country, the others being either ex- 

1 tinct or ſettled in other countries, and only honorary members of the pro- 

Þ vince of Gerz. The whole country is addicted to the Roman catholic | 

church. Formerly it belonged to the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of the patti- 

arch of Azuileja; but ever ſince the year 1751 an archbiſhopric has been 
eſtabliſhed in the town of Gorz, under which the ancient eccleſiaſtical Juriſ- 
diction of the patriarch, ſo far as it extended in the territories of the houſe 
of Auſtria, is made ſubject. This archbiſhop and the chapter poſſeſs all 

| the revenues and eſtates in the Auſtrian territories, which the patriarch for- 

| | me:ly held. The firſt of theſe is nominated by the houſe of Auſtria, and 

: has the biſhops of Trident and Como in the dutchy of Milan, as alſo of Triefe 
ard Biben in Tfiria, for his ſuffragans. 

9 . The origin of the ancient counts of Gorz is not eaſy to be determined, 

| | as certain vouchers are wanting. In the Teutamen geneal, chronclog. pro 
movende Seriei comitum & rerum Goritiæ of Count Coronini di Zuiſcha it 
is conjectured, p. 83, 84. that at command, or with conſent of the Em- 1 
peror Henry IV. or V. the county of Gerz was conferred on the family 
of the counts of Tyrol, either out of reſpect to their conſanguinity or at- 2H 
finity ; the head of which family from the year 1090 to 1121 was either 

| Godfrey II. or his ſon Avaibert or Albrecht. Of the ſons of Meinhard III. 

Meinhard IV. propagated the Tyrc/zan line, but Albrecht II. that of Gors. 

| In the year 1500 Count Leoubord of Gorz died without male heirs, upon 

which the Emperor Maximilian I. by virtue of certain ancient ſtipulations, 
which were particularly made in the years 1361, 1364, 1394, and 1486, 
took poſſeſſion of the county, which was, moreover, before mortgaged to 
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him: Since this time it has alſo conſtantly remained in the houſe of Auſtria. $ 
Gerz is deemed a county inveſted with princely dignity, all the Auſtrian *

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the nobility; but in criminal caſes a greater number of the nobility muſt 
be called in. From the court of Goræ an appeal lies to the Inner-Auftrian 
regency of Gratx. The counties of Gorz and Gradiſca contribute yearly 
41502 florins towards the maintenance of the army of the houſe of Auftria. 
In this county we ſhall take notice of 

1. Gorz, in Latin Goritia, in the Slavonick Goriza, i. e. a ſmall mountain, 
a town conſiſting of two principal parts. The Old or Upper-Town ſtands 
on a mountain, with a citadel belonging to it; and in the plain beneath it 
lies the Under-Town, which is newer than the former. Ever fince the 
year 1751 this town has been the ſee of an archbiſhop, of which we 
have treated above. Excluſive of the metropolitan church here, in it 
are alſo ſeven cloyſter-churches and nine chapels. In the Jeſuits college 
too is a gymnaſium. | . | 

2. Caſtagnovicza (i e. the cbeſinut wood) a Carmelite cloyſter with a fine 
church belonging to it, in which is a miraculous image of the Virgin Mary. 
This cloyſter lies hard by the town. 1 

3. Monte Santo, a famous mountain, on which ſtands a cloyſter of Fran- 
ciſcans, to whoſe church, on account of an image there of the Virgin, di- 
vers pilgrimages are made. 

VI. The county of Gradiſca, which is inveſted with princely dignity, 


was, in the year 1641, conferred by the Emperor Ferdinand III. on the 


princely houſe of Eggenberg, which houſe becoming extinct in the year 
1717, the Emperor Charles VI. conferred it on the count of Althan, 
who in a genteel manner declined it, wherefore it was afterwards governed 


by a peculiar captain; but at preſent the lieutenant of the county of Gorz is 


at the ſame time captain of Gradiſca. Do 
Gradiſca is a well fortified little town ſituate on the river Liſonzo and 
2 by the Yenetians in the year 1473 againſt the encroachments of 
the Turks. | | | 
VII. The territory of Aquileza is alſo governed by the lieutenant of Gorz. 
It belonged formerly, as did likewiſe all Friuli and ria, to the patriarch 
of Aquilęja; but in the fifteenth century the Venetians in the time of the 


patriarch Lewis, who was alſo duke of Teck, made themſelves maſters of 


the patriarchal countries, but of thoſe afterwards a part deſcended to the 
| houſe of Auſtria. The patriarch being thus reduced to very narrow li- 

mits, after Aquileja or Aglar had fallen to decay, held his reſidence at 
Udine. The republic of Venice prevailed fo far at the court of Rome that 
the patriarchate ſhould be filled with none but a Venetian; but this gave 
occaſion afterwards to great diſputes with the houſe of Auſtria, as even at 
that time, namely in the years 1621 and 1641, it was forbidden the patri- 
arch to enter the Auſtrian territories, and to viſit the churches founded 
therein, which belonged to the patriarchal juriſdiction. In 1749 on Ne- 
vember 29, and in 1750 on June 27, the Pope, at the requeſt of the Em-

preſs Queen Maria Therefia, declared Count Charles Michael of Attems 
apoſtolical and temporal vicar of the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of Aglar in 
the Auſtrian countries. This gave riſe to a ſtipulation between the houſe 
of Auſtria and the republic of Venice, which in 1751, was confirmed 
the Pope. By virtue thereof the patriarchſhip of Aglar is quite annulled, 
and inſtead of it two archbiſhoprics erected ; vis. one at Gorz, to which 
the ecclefiaſtical juriſdiction of Aglar, ſo far as it extends into the Auſtrian 
countries, are ſubject, and the revenues ariſing from theſe countries and the 
eſtates therein aſſigned; and one at Juine, to which the churches of the 
eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of Aglar in the territory of the republic of Venice, 
and the revenues, which the former patriarch enjoyed in theſe countries, 
are appropriated. * 

Agquileja, or Aglar, which was formerly a conſiderable borough, is now 
only an inconſiderable market-town, breathing an unwholſome air. The 


ancient patriarchal- church of our Lady, by virtue of the papal decree of 


1751, has been deprived of its pariſh, but exempted, and made immediately 
{ubje& to the Roman cbair; fo that the Pope always appoints an Auſtrian 
fubje&t as apoſtolical delegate here, to whoſe direction alſo the ex- 
empted cloyſter of nuns in this town is entruſted. On the contrary, the 
church of St. John here is made the pariſh-church of the town, and is ſub- 
ject in ſpiritual matters to the archbiſhop of Gorz. a

C4 THE name of Tyre] is here taken in the ſtricteſt meaning, ſepa- 
rating from it the temporal juriſdiction of the biſhops of Trent 
and Brixen, and what belongs to the Teutonicł order and the princely 
houſe of Dietrichſtein in Tyrol ; my deſign being to treat below of theſe 
States of the circle of Auſtria in particular. The county of Tyrol, as in- 
veſted with princely dignity, is called Upper-Aufiria, and that in contradiſ- 
tinction to the country ſituate above and below the Ens, which with reſpect 
40 this is called Lower- Auſtria, | | 
8 2. Lazius, Izl in Voldertburn, Burglechner and Gumpp, have, each after 
the other, delineated and publiſhed charts of Tyrol; of which Meflrs. Fa:llet, 
Nolin, von Witt, Valk, Homann, Baillieu and others, who in later times 
have publithed charts of this country, have availed themſelves with profit. 
That of Homann conſtitutes the thirty-eighth in the Alas of Germany. 
| SE | One 
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One conſiderable defect however in theſe charts is, that they do not ſuf- 
ficiently diſtinguiſh the temporalties of the biſhops of Trent and Brixen 
from their reſpective dioceſes. : | 

$. 3. Tyrol abounds in mountains, and hence contains ſome excellent 
narrow paſſes or defiles in it, inſomuch that an enemy penetrating into the 
country may not only be kept off by fire-arms, but alſo by large ſtones 
rolled down from the mountains. Theſe eminences take their rife for the 
moſt part in the middle of the country, in which lie partly what are 
called the Ferner, by which is underſtood the huge and eternal heaps and 
plains of ice which are ſo denominated from the places adjoining, as the 
Gurgler, the Fendter, the Schnalſer, the Roſner, the Tauferer, &c. all which 
give rife to many rivers; and partly the Brenne a high mountain fituate 
hetwixt Inſpruck and Storzing, from which the toll of Lueg commences, 
and over which the high road leads for about four hours in length. But 
the Tyrolian mountains, though covered with ſnow to the very utmoſt ſum- 


mits of them, are alſo fertile; whence we obſerve here not only the fineſt 


woods, abounding in a variety of game, but alſo large and good corn- 
fields; or where theſe mountains are barren there are, for the moſt part, 
mine-works or excellent marble of all colours. Corn thrives well in many, 


nay in moſt places here; particularly in the YVintſchau, the diſtrict of Storz- 
ing, and the Puſterthal. On the eminences grow alſo all forts of the fine 


fruits which Taly yields, and likewiſe ſmall woods of cheſtnut-trees, toge- 
ther with fine vines. In the tract of Axam near Inſpruck, and in the 
Oe/thal grows much flax; in the Achenthal it alſo grows in perfection, 
but not in the ſame quantity. In the Puſterthal is a very good breed of 
horned-cattle, and in the Vintſchau is found a good breed of horſes. 
Among the wild-beaſts here are chamois and wild-goats. Choice herbs 
are alſo every where to be found here. There are likewiſe in this county 


ſeveral precious ſtones, as granates, rubies, amethyſts, and emeralds, as 
alſo a ſpecies of diamonds; and likewiſe agates, cornelians, chalcedonies, 
malachites, Sc. Hot baths are found here in Sellrain hard by Inſpruck, in 
Ulten near Meran, on the middle of the Brenner, at Aentholz in the Puſ- 


terthal, and at other places; and acid waters at Brutz in the Upper-Innthal 
near Traſp, &c. At Hall are profitable ſalt-pits. Not far from Schwatz is 
4 mine of ſilver and copper, and ſome miles diſtant from the latter is alſo 


4 mine-work, which yields a very ſoft and malleable copper. This cop- 


per contains in it ſome ſilver and gold. Good lead together with fine 

mineral colours, alum, vitriol, and a fine filver-ore, are alſo found here. 
The principal rivers in this county are 1. The Ihn, or Inn, in Latin 

Oenus, or Enus, which riſes near the Julierberg in the Gotteſhausbund, iſſues 


out of the Funſtermunz in Tyrol, and paſſes through the Upper and Lower-

trade or labour. Both the men and women wear hats of all forts of 5 
colours. | | 


With reſpect to the Land-ſtates here, it holds juſt as in the above-de- 
ſcribed Auſtrian territories. The college of the land-captainſhip conſiſts of * 
the land- captain, four deputies of the eſtate of prelates, who are the pro- 3 
voſts of Grieſs and Neuſtift, the abbot of Stambs, and the provoſt of 
St. Michael; as alſo of four deputies out of the ſtate of knights, of the 
deputies of the towns of Meran, Bozen, Inſpruck, Hall, Sterzing; and the 
deputies from the judicatories, and ſtate of peaſants out of the ſix- quarters. 
The biſhoprics of Trent and Brixen, together with the chapters, are con- 
federated in this land- captainſhip. There is alſo an office here of upper- 
receiver of the country, and a provincial chancery.

F. 6. Tyrol was formerly a part of Rbætia; but in the ſixth century the Hi 
greateſt part of it deſcended to the dukes of Bavaria, and this was after- 1 
wards reckoned in Noricum; but over the ſouthern part the Longebards at 
the ſame time extended their dominion. The dukes of Bavaria appointed = 
Marggraves here; but Henry. the Lyon, duke of Bavaria and Saxony, being © 

| | in 


in the year 1180, put under the ban of the Empire by the Emperor Fre- 


Jerick I. this laſt diſmembered the preſent province of Tyrol from Bavaria, 


inveſting therewith the Marggrave Berchtold, under the title of duke of 
Meran. Otto II. grandſon to this Berchtold, dying without male-ifſue in 
the year 1248, this country came to Count Albrecht III. who reſided at 
the citadel of Tyrol, gave up the title of a duke of Meran, and ſtiled the 
whole country the county of Tyrol, whereas before it was only called the 
Country on the Etſch, on the Inn, or in the Gebirge. This count died in the 
year 1253, as did likewiſe his ſons-in-law, Meinhard III. count of Gorz, and 
huſband to Ade/hid Gemabl and Gebbard, count of Hirſchberg, conſort to 
Elizabeth, the laſt of whom bore not the title of count of Tyro/, but in the 
year 1284 reſigned his part to the ſon of the former, named Meinhard IV. 
for 4000 marks of filver. This Meinbard IV. was by Rudolph I. the Em- 
peror, in the year 1286 created a Prince, who alſo conferred on him the 
dutchy of Carinthia. From his fon Henry this country devolved, together 
with its princely dignity, to his daughter Margaret, who bore the ſurname 
of Maultaſch. This Margaret, in the year 1363, on the death of her fon 
Meinhard, bequeathed Tyrol, with the claims on Gorz, to her uncles the 
dukes of Auſtria, and her brothers Rudolph, Albrecht, and Leopold; which 
bequeſt was confirmed by Charles IV. in the year 1364. It was indeed dif- 


puted by the dukes of Bavaria, but this diſpute was laid aſide by a ſtipu- 


ſation made in the year 1369 at Schardingen. Tyrol afterwards had fre- 
quently Princes of its own of the houſe of Auſtria, the laſt of whom, 


named Sigiſmund Francis, died in the year 1665, upon which the Em- 


peror Leopold received homage on that account in perſon at Inſpruck.

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Rem. The Innthal, which the river Inn runs through from the Funſter- 
munz to the extremity of the ſeigniory of Kyf/tein is twenty-five miles long, 
and divided into the upper and lower. This quarter is richly provided 
with wood, falt, ore, game and fine ſprings, and contains in it ſeventeen 
ſeigniories and judicatories, together with twenty cloyſters, twenty-nine pa- 


riſhes, above fixty citadels and forts, and about three hundred and twenty 
villages. | 


In the Lower Innthal are, 

1. The following royal towns, vig. 

Tnſpruck, or Ynsbrugg, in Latin Oenipons, or ah mms the capital of 
the whole country, and ſeated on the river Inn. ithin the walls and 
cates indeed it is not large, but contains extenſive ſuburbs, which are 


taken up by faſhionable and conſiderable palaces and ſeats, as alſo fine 


churches and cloyſters. This town is the reſidence of the ſupreme repre- 
ſentation, and aulic-chamber, of the reviſion- judicatory of the countries of 
the Lower and Upper- Auſtria, as alſo of the regency, or lords uſtices. The 


oldeſt reſidence which the ſovereign had here is the edifice of the aulic- 


chamber of Upper-Auftria, in which is a wing, with a ſmall thick gilt 
roof, conimonly called the golden- roof, and built by Duke Frederick IV. 
In the garden is to be ſeen a metal ſtatue, which repreſents the archduke 
Lezpold on horſeback. In the middle of the court, or Franciſcan church, 


which the Emperor Ferdinand I. cauſed to be built here, is ſeen a magni- 
| ficent monument, erected by that Emperor in honour of Maximilian I. On 


the top of it he is repreſented by a metal ſtatue kneeling, which ſtatue is 
ſurrounded with four other ſmaller ones of metal, repreſenting the virtues; 
and on the monument itſelf, in a raifed work of white marble, the exploits 
of that Emperor are expreſſed. Next, we find in the middle paſlage of 
the church, twenty-eight metal ſtatues ranged in two rows, and larger 
than the life: Theſe repreſent regal and princely perſonages, male and fe- 
male, in particular thoſe of the houſe of Auſtria, and on the cornice of 
the vaulted paſſage, which ſeparates the choir from the nave of the church, 
ſtand twenty-three ſmaller ſtatues of metal. In that part called the S:/rer 
Chapel, which lies near this church, and takes its name from the filver 
tables which ſtand at the altar, is the funeral monument of the archduke 
Ferdinand I. and alſo of his conſort (for in the inſcription ſhe is expreſsly 
called Conjux Cbariſſima) Philipptna Welſerinn. In the coſtly choir-altar of 
the very beautiful pariſh-church here is to be ſeen the celebrated image 


of Mariabulf, which the archduke Leopold, while biſhop of Straſaburg and 


Paſſau, brought out of the Electoral cabinet at Dreſden to Paſſau, and his 
ſon afterwards ſent to this place. It is ſurrounded with the images of the 
Princes of Duke Charles V. of Lorrain, which are worked in ſilver 
of the ſame ſize as when born, together with the golden image in the 
ſame ſize, which the Empreſs Queen Maria Therejia, after her delivery a

the year 174, of the archduke Foſeph, made a preſent of to this place, 
and ſome other valuable offerings. After the middle of the ſixteenth 
century the Jeſuits were introduced here, whoſe gymnaſium the Emperor 
Leopold converted into an univerſity in the year 1672, calling it Cæſerco- 
Leopoldina, and which in 1745 was preſented by the Empreſs Queen Maria 
Thereſia, with the collection of books, which was formerly kept at the cita- 
del of Ambras, and afterwards with books out of the Imperial library at 
Vienna. There is alſo a cloyſter of Capuchins at this place, and two nun- 
neries. That called the od court was built by Maximilian I. The regency 
and provincial houſes here are excellent ſtructures.

Inſpruck was till 1234 only a market- town, but was the ſame year by the 


duke of Meran, Otto I. favoured with the immunities and privileges of a

mt in Latin Hala ad Oenum, a pretty place ſeated on the river Inn, 
and which in the year 1102 obtained the privileges of a town. This place 
contains in it ſome conſiderable falt-pans with a fine mint, which is worked 
by water, 2 pariſh-church, a college of Jeſuits, a Franciſcan cloyſter and a 
royal foundation for ladies, containing a valuable church-treaſure ; and car- 
ries on a good trade to Vienna by means of the river Inn. 

Rem. On a mountain about one mile's diſtance from this town is an im- 
portant ſalt- mine, out of which the ſalt is dug in large blocks, which car- 
rying along with them many impurities, are foaked in pits into which 
ſweet water is conveyed : But this water, after having ſtood for ſome 
months in the pits, and been impregnated with falt, is conveyed again 
by means of wooden canals to [nſþruck, and there boiled to a white con- 
fiſtence in large iron pans. This falt-work, deducting all expences, brings 
into the royal-chamber about 200,000 rix-dollars yearly. 

2. The following ſeigniories, vi. . 

1. The ſeigniory of Kitzbichl, which is fix miles in length, and contains 
in it one hundred and fifty-ſeven villages and hamlets, which are divided 
into ſix quarters, as they are called. In this ſeigniory is a good breed of 
cattle. It belongs to the count of Lamberg, and the capital place in it is 

Kitzbichl, in Latin Hædicollis, a ſmall place, which fo early as the year 
71227, obtained the privileges of a town. | * 

2. The ſeigniory of Kuf/ie:n, the principal place of which is 


Kuffjiein, a fortified little town ſituate on the river Inn, on the borders 


of Bavaria, near which lies the very ſtrong citadel of Gerolzeg, which is 
hewn out of a rock. | 
3. The ſeigniory of Rattenberg, the principal place of which is 
Rattenberg, a ſtrong town and citadel ſeated on the Inn, and near which 
tormerly were ſome rich mines yielding copper. Wh 


4. The 
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4. The Zillerthal, but which is much blended with the juriſdiction of 
Salzburg. 


5. The juriſdiction of Schwatz. To it belongs 
Schwatz, a very conſiderable market-town fituated on the Inn, and not 


only equalling moſt towns in the country, but alſo exceeding them in 


beauty. Hard by it is a mine-work of filver and copper, in which 1000 
men work. This mine was diſcovered in the year 1448, and was 
formerly uncommonly rich; yielding from the year 1525 to 1 564, in 
pure filver, 2,328,501 marks, not to mention the unſpeakable quantity of 
copper dug in it; but ever ſince the death of the Emperor Ferdinand I. in 
no one year has its produce amounted to above 20,000 marks: At leaft 
forty pounds of copper are obtained here to one mark of ſilver. There are 
alſo blue and green colours here, and near Schwarz is likewiſe a good 
glaſs-houſe. |

nifeſt danger he was in but by the affiſtance and guidance of an angel; for 


which reaſon alſo on the dangerous part where he ſtood he cauſed a wooden 
croſs to be erected, which is forty feet high, and near it ſtands, as big as 


the life, the images of John and Mary; but from below, on account of 
the height of the rock, the croſs appears to be ſcarce two feet in height. 
The circumſtances of this relation reſemble a fable more than the truth.

Meran was formerly 
the head town of the country, and even alſo ſtil] on public occaſions, takes 
precedency of all the towns. In the year 1406 it was encompaſſed with 
walls. Hard by is the eminence of Upper and Under-Mayſz, on which in 
the middle-age ſtood a limit-town between the Longobards and Bavarian, 
which was called Maja, or Urbs Magienſis, and was quite covered by the 
fall of a mountain. It is ſuppoſed that Meran itſelf forms a part of this 
overwhelmed town. On the mountain ſo fallen down, grows not only a 
good wine, which is called Hochhutter, but it is alſo occupied with old and 
new citadels, and noblemen's ſeats. | .

Excluſive of the pariſh-church here in it are alſo other churches | 
at the Dominican and Franciſcan cloyſters. This town was formerly under | 
the juriſdiction of the biſhop of Trent; but was wreſted from that ſee by 
Meinhard, duke of Carinthia and count of Tyrol, who allo retained it by the 
ſucceeding ſtipulation.

It is the capital of a county founded in the year 1413 
by the Emperor Sigiſmnud. 

10. The county of Caftelbarco, lying on the Erſch in the Lagerthal, and 
taking its name from a citadel or caſtle belonging to it. 

11. Rovereith, otherwiſe called Roveredo, and in Latin Roboretum, a 
town containing a ſtrong citadel in the Logerthal, and which was built b 
the lords of Caftelbarco, but in the year 1445 was taken from them by the 
Venetians, from whom Maximilian I. wreſted it again by the ſword, and 


incorporated it with the county of Tyrol. In this town a fine filk is made, 


and a great trade carried on in it. The wine which grows in this tract is 
ca ld Geccia doro, and towards Trent, Golden-drops.

In it is a high and ſteep rock aſcending to the amount of fifty fa- 
thoms, which riſes up like a wall, and in the middle of it is a cavity con- 
taining a ſpring, and on which a caſtle or fort has been erected. In this 
fort is a very {mall garriſon, which muſt be wound up and let down by 
ropes. Below it is a narrow paſs in which two carriages can ſcarce go 
a-breaſt, and on one ſide thereof is the ſaid rock, and on the other the ſteep 
ſhore of the river Brent. At the beginning of this paſs is a bulwark or 
baſtion, the guard of which is let down from the caſtle. | 

Hard by it is the village of Primolano, about a gun ſhot from which lies 
a Lazaretto, in which travellers in the time of a plague muſt perform quz- 
rantine, or as they term it here, hold the contumacy. This place lies quite 
loneſome and between mountains and cliffs of an uncommon height.

I. The county of Bregenz, in Latin Comitatus Brigantius, lies partly on 
the Bodenſee, and is alſo called the Lacus Brigantinus, as receiving the river 


Bregenz after it has watered the county in length. In the Bregenaibal, or 


wood of Bregenz, here much timber is felled, as alſo many wooden veſſels 
made and exported as well to Swavia as to Swiſſerland. This county for- 
merly enjoyed counts of its own, but deſcended afterwards to the houſe of 
Montfort. In the year 1451, Elixabetb, counteſs of Montfort and Bregenz, 
eſpouſed Marggraveſs of Hochberg, with the conſent of the Roman King 
Frederick, fold her ſhare in the ſeigniory, fort and town, together with the 
ſeigniory and fortreſs of Hoheneg, to the Archduke Sigiſinund, for 35,592 
Ryentſh florins. The other halt of it Count Haug of Montfort and lord of 
Bregenz ſold, in the year 1523, for 50,000 Rleniſb florins, to the Arch- 
duke Ferdinand. In it we thall take notice of | | 

1. Bregenz, a town, ſituate on the Bodenjee, with two cloyſters and an 
adjoining citadel, which is ſeated on a mountain and named Pfanenberg. 
Near it are ſome good iron- works. To the ſouth of the town is the Bregenz- 
Claus, which is a ſtrong paſs. 

2. Mebrerau, in Latin, Augia Major, or Brigantia, a fine abbey of Be- 
nedictines, ſituate hard by Bregenz on the Bodenſee. | 


3. Hirſtall, 
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3. Hirſtall, a Dominican nunnery, ſeated above the town of Bregenz on 
the water of that name. This nunnery was firſt founded, in the year 
1422, and built on the Hirſchberg, but, in the year 1464, was removed 
to the dale. 

4. Schwarzach, a village, lying in the juriſdiction of Hefſteig, and in 
which formerly was a free land uriſdiction which belonged to the counts 
of Bregenz, and was filled up by the barons of the neighbouring place of 
Dorenburen. Its judicial power appears to have extended chiefly over the an- 
terior wood of Bregenz and other villages in this county. 

5. Dorenburen, a place before named, in the free-juriſdition of which 
ſome remains of the former land-juriſdiftion of Schwarzach are ſtill to 
be found. | 
II. The county of Sonneberg. This county was purchaſed by Eberhard 
of Waldpurg, in the year 1463, of the counts of Werdenberg, and the title 
of count obtained of the Emperor; but having afterwards a diſpute, on 


account of the ſovereignty, with the houſe of Auſtria, this laſt ſeized on the 


county and retained it in lieu of a ſum of ready money, In it is the moun- 
tain-citadel of Sonneberg. | 

III. The county of Bludenz, or Pludenz, lying on the Wallgau, and 
which, about the year 1376, was ſold by Count Albrecht of Werdenberg to 
Duke Leopold of Auſtria. In it we ſhall remark the following places; v2, 


1. Pludenz, a ſmall town containing a citadel, and ſeated on the river

2. Rankweil, an ancient Imperial village in Muſinen, in which, from 
times of old, a free Imperial land-court has been held, which exerciſes its ju- 
dicial power not only over the Auſtrian ſubjects in the counties of Feldk:rch, 


Bregenz, &c. but alſo over the ancient immediate ſubjects of the Empire, 


as the Embs, Fadutz, &c. 
3. Montfort, a ruinous citadel, ſeated on a mountain, and at which the 
ancient counts of Feldkirch reſided, who took their title from it. This citadel 
is erroneouſly given out by geographers to be a ſeparate county.

V. The ſeigniory of Hobeneck, which extends itſelf from Bregenz td

r FHEs E are partly old hereditary eſtates of the Habsburg houſe, and 
4 partly after the time of the German King, Rudolph I. came by various 
ways to the houſe of Auſtria. On account of theſe countries the archdukes 
of Auſtria ſtile themſelves Princes of Swabia, which title was firſt aſſumed 
by the Emperor Maximilian I. For the maintenance of the military State 
of the houſe of Auſtria, theſe eſtates contribute yearly 120,000 florins. To 
them belong, | | 
I. The preſent landvogtey in Swabia, or the Imperial and Empire land- 
vogtey of Altorff and Ravensburg, which has its riſe from the remains of 
the ancient Gue/phian county of Altorff, which, together with the remaining 
Guelphian hereditary territories in Ealy and Germany, was conferred by the 
laſt duke of the younger Guelphian line, Wolf IV. on the Emperor Frederick 
as duke of Swabia of the houſe of Hobenſtaufen. That the dukes of this 
| houſe obtained actual poſſeſſion of this county, ee from this, that they 
made donations of many eſtates therein to the cloyſters there, and likewiſe 
conferred other immunities on them. With reſpect to the laſt of the Hoben- 
floufen line, the unhappy Conradin was killed, and the Roman Kings, 
Milliam and Richard, brought the county of Altorf, or rather the remains 
thereof, to the Empire; upon which theſe, as other eſtates of the Empire, 
were partly given to each landvogt of the Empire in Lyper-Stabia, to be 


adminiſtered by them, and partly alſo frequently mortgaged. Firſt, in the 


year 1415, the remains of the ancient county of Altorf, with the Alladia on 
the heath of Leutkirch, was erected into a ſeparate landvogtey, and added 
to the principal landvogtey in Upper and Lower-Swabia, and with it alſo 
mortgaged by the Emperor $:g:/mund to the Sei vers of Waldburg. In the 
year 1448, the Emperor Frederick mortgaged it to Duke Albrecht of Auſtria 
for 13,200 florins, who on this account made a ſtipulation with the Servers 
of Waldburg. This mortgage becoming extinct in the year 1460, while 
Duke Albrecht was put under the ban, the archduke, Sigiſmund of Auſtria, 
made freſh application, in the year 1464, to the Emperor Frederick for the

The extent of the preſent Imperial landvogtey in Swabia, cannot he 
determined with reſpect to its length and breadth by any certain number 


of miles, it being in many places interſected by other territories. It is beſt 


repreſented, however, on Kolleffels large map of Swabia, and on the ſmall 
chart which is annexed to Megelin's grounded hiſtorical account of the Im- 
perial and Empire landvogtey in Swabia. This country is of moderate 
goodneſs. It produces all forts of corn, as alſo wine towards the Bogeyſee, 
The countrymen ſubſiſts here in ſummer by labouring in the field, and in 
winter chiefly by ſpinning. The number of the Landvogt's ſubjects amounts 
to about 3000, and being ſuch, are properly charged with no ſervitude ; as, 
on the contrary, this holds good with reſpect to ſervitude on the eſtates, if 
handed down till the year 1615, according to the purport of the ſtipulations 
made with moſt of the ſeigniories. In other reſpects very few ſubject 
have properties here (thoſe excepted who reſide in the upper prefecturate 
on the heath of Leutkirch) but moſt of them belong to the cloyſters, ſeigni- 
ories, towns, hoſpitals, churches, manufactories and other charitable endow- 
ments; as alſo to particular perſons from whom the ſubjects hold them 
commonly in fief in lieu of paying down an acknowledgment and a yearly 
canon. | Rs 
All ſubjects under the juriſdiction of the Landvogt are Roman Catholics, 
The circumjacent churches, as alſo ſome few communities, have the right of 
patronage over the eighteen pariſhes and three benefices here. | 

In Altorff is an Auftrion upper-amt, or prefecturate, which ordinarily 


conſiſts of a Landvogt, a deputy, a clerk and a ſerjeant at arms, who ad- 


miniſters the Landvogt's incomes, and properly exerciſes juſtice in civil and 
criminal cauſes, if not capital, in which cafe an appeal ſtands free to the 
Upper- Auſtrian chamber at Inſpruck. In penal matters, indeed, the inqueſt 
is allo carried on by the whole upper prefecturate, but after its termination 
is ſent in copy to the villages, Ammann and council at Altorf, to whom, by 
virtue of an Imperial privilege, belongs the exerciſe of capital juftice, in or- 
der to obtain upon it an impartial verdict, which is afterwards confirmed 
by the Landvogt, and remitted for execution to the Ammann and council, 
The Landvogt has the care only of the regalia, and in his abſence the deputy. 
The amts here have Ammen. The whole province, which, together with 
the market-town of A/torf, in the Swabian Auſtrian body repreſents a pe- 
culiar Co-ftate, has its ban and provincial receiver, and 
The landvogtey is at this day divided into the Upper and Lower. 
1. The upper landvogtey contains in it thirteen prefecturates, in which 
the landvogtey hath handed down partly all high and low, and partly only the 
Glait's foreſt and penal juriſdiction. On the contrary, the foundations, towns, 
knightſhips, and other private perſons here, conſtitute, almoſt * 
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what is called the Sack and low juriſdictions, but to the landvogtey belong 
only ſome few ſeats and eſtates. 
1. The upper-renter's amt, or the prefecturate round Alto, which the 
upper-renter inſpects. ? | | 

The market-town of Altorf, which lies between the rivers Schuſſen and 
Ha, has always been deemed an Imperial village, and, as well as the Im- 
perial towns, is yearly taxed in twenty-eight florins, which the foundation 
of Weingarten hitherto has had and enjoyed by way of mortgage. This 
town is endowed with conſiderable privileges and immunities, and is the 
reſidence of the upper-amt. In it alſo is held the Imperial land-court on 
the heath of Leutkirch, and in the Pirs, alternately with the Imperial 
towns of Ravensburg, Wangen and Iſny, which, at the time that the land- 
vogtey came to the houſe of Auſtria, was removed hither from Lindau. 
The immediate Imperial foundation of Veingarten, which lies in this market- 
town, belongs to the circle of Swabia, under which a further account of it 
ſhall be given. It is therefore, notwithſtanding the contrary practice, 
erroneous to ſay, the Auſtrian market-town of Altorf, called Weingarten.

To this heath alſo belong of old divers villages, farms and eſtates, which 
conſtitute a tract of land about two miles in length, and almoſt one broad. 

2. The lower landvogtey, in the amts of which the landvogtey alone 
maintains the high penal and G/az?'s juriſdiction, and what appertains there. 
to; but the lower courts belong to the proprietors and ground-landlords;

Rem. Excluſive of the juriſdictionalia the landvogtey has here, both in 
and without, commodious towns, cloyſters, noblemen's ſeats, citadels and 
feigniories, together with ſeveral other privileges. It wants alſo to exerciſe 
the Glait's ſovereignty and the effects thereof from the Bodenſee and Bu- 
chern to the third pile of the Gogling bridge near Um. 

II. The town of Co/tans. 


Coftanz, or Coſinitz, in Latin Conſtantia, is an ancient town ſeated on the 
Bedenſee, in that part where the Rhine iſſues out of it again, and was for- 
merly an Imperial town, but in the year 1548 was put under the ban by 
the Emperor Charles V. as it had deſerted the Reman catholic religion. 
Ferdinand I. in the year 1549 brought it under the power of the houſe of 
Auſtria ; and though the States of Swabia refuſed their aflent to this, yet 
the ſubjection was ratified in the year 1559 at the Diet at Augsburg: Au- 
ria, however, has taken upon itſelf the Imperial taxes and chamber-rates 
for it. This town is fortified, and has on the other fide of the Mine the 
fort Peter/hauſen for its defence. Ever ſince the year 1752 it has been the 
reſidence of a repreſentation and finance- chamber for the Auſtrian countries 
in S1cabra, but the Reviſorium is at Inſpruck. The biſhopric of this place 
was removed hither about the year 570 from Windiſch, a place about fix 
miles from hence, and lying in Swrſſerland; but the biſhop, who is a State 
of the circle of Swabza, reſides not in it, but at Mersburg. The cathedral 
here is dedicated to St. Stephen. We alſo find in this town a college of Je- 
ſuits and three cloyſters. From the year 1414 to 1418 at this place was 
held a famous council, which inſtead of three popes who had ſet themſelves 


up againſt each other, appointed a new one, and ordered Jobn Huſa and 
Ferom of Prague to be burnt. | | | 

III. The marggravate of Burgau, which lies between the Danube and 
Lech, has been repreſented by Jobn Stridbeck on a large chart, which 
Seutter copied in the ordinary form. This marggravate had formerly lords 
of its own, the laſt of whom, named Henry, died about the year 1283, 


upon which it was granted as an open Imperial fief by the Emperor Ru- 
dolpb I. to his fon of the ſame name, and thus it came to the houſe of 


Auſtria,

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Auſtria, to whoſe youngeſt Prince it is ſomtimes ceded. Moſt of the 

eſtates in the Burgau have been fiefs of Fulda. Henry, abbot of Fulda, alſo 

at that time, namely, in the year 1301 inveſting all the ſons of the Emperor 
Albrecht with ſuch eſtates and people, and with the very rights the late 
Marggrave Henry enjoyed. This marggravate is governed by a landvogt, and 
according to the five Landvogt's ſervants, divided into five diſtricts. The

1. Burgau, a market-town ſeated on the river Mindel. 

2. Gunzburg, or Gunzberg, a little town ſituate on the river Gunz, and 
which below it falls into the Danube. In it is a citadel together with the

IV. The county of Kirchberg and Werſſenborn, which lies on the Ver and ji 
Danube, and in the year 1504, during the Bavarian war, fell to the Em- 
peror Maximilian I. by the jus ficale, but afterwards in the life time of the 
laſt count of Kirchberg Philip, was in 150% mortgaged at firſt to the lord 
of Fugger for 70,000 florins for ten years. Though the houſe of Auſtria 
afterwards redeemed theſe counties, yet they were again ceded by it to the 
count of Fugger in lieu of a ſum of 525,000 florins as a male-fief, and the 
Raymund line is {till in poſſeſſion of it. To them belongs, | 

1. Upper-Kirchberg, a citadel ſtanding on a mountain on the river Ler.

The citadel of this name was ſituate on the river Roth, near the village of 
Buch, and was the reſidence of an Imperial land-court, which was re- 
moved from hence to Me iſſenborn, but dropt in the fixteenth century. 

V. The county of Hohenberg, which the Auſtrian Duke Leopold pur- 
chaſed in the year 1381 of count Rudolph of Hobenberg for 66, ooo florins. 
It 1 of two principal parts, which lie diftant from each other, 
and are, | 

1. The lower county of Habenberg, to which belongs 

Retenburg, a ſmall town ſeated on the Neckar, and formerly called Land- 
Jurtb, as alſo Landbort and Landſeron. This place was laid waſte by an 
earthquake either in the eleventh or twelfth century, but was afterwards 
rebuilt. In it is a citadel with a fine college of Jeſuits, and a Carmelite 
Cloyſter founded in the year 1276. In its neighbourhood. too is a medicinal 
ſpring, and before the gate ſtands a celebrated church named Weckenthal. 

In this tract lies alſo what is called the Heuberg, of which the ſame fabulous 
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ſtories are related as of the Bloc laberge. The ſecond pat of this town lies 


on the other ſide of the Neckar. 

The little town of Ebingen, bearing the ſurname of on the Nectar. In it is 
a foundation belonging to St. Maurice, which was ane in the year 1320 
for a provoſt and twelve canons. 

Horb, a ſmall town ſeated on the Neckar, Fe carrying on a TOP pool 
trade in woollen cloths. 

2. The upper county of Hobenberg; to which belongs 
Scbemberg, alſo called Schonberg, a ſmall town ſituated on the rivole of 
Schlichem, and which, in the year 17 50, was almoſt wholly confumed by fire:

Spaichingen, a large village on the river Prim, fituate in a valley which 
takes its name from the village. At this place relides the upper-vogt. 

Oberndorf, a ſmall town lying on the river Neckar on the Schwarzwall, 
and containing a nunnery of Auguſtines. This place was formerly a large 
town, till reduced by fire to very mean circumſtances. In the cloyſter here 
lies interred Hermann II. duke of Teck, who died about the year 1190. 

Schramberg, a market-town, lying between two branches of the riyer 
Schiltach, and having near it a citadel ſeated on a mountain. 

VI. The landgravate of Nellenburg, containing a part of the Hegau, and 
purchaſed by the Auſtrian archduke Srgi/mund in the year 1465 of Joln 


count of Thengen for 37905 Rbeniſb florins, and by the Emperor Charles V. 


in 1542 of Count Chriffopher of Thengen, together with the ſeigniory 
of Thengen for 83 10 florins. The whole landgravate conſiſted formerly 
of the towns and prefecturates named from it, vis. Stochach, Aach and 


Wengen, and contained about thirty boronghs, villages, and a diſtrict cf 


eight German miles in circuit. But after Thengen had been diſmembered 
from it, and raiſed to a particular county inveſted with princely dignity, 
the landgravate became -remarkably leſs; and it ſtill wants, in particular, 
the land-court, which is held at Szochach, to be poſſeſſed of an extenſive 
juriſdiction over the whole Hegau. The foreſt extends quite to Schanf- 
hauſen, Sigmaringen and Tutlingen on the Danube. The landgravate is go- 


verned by a landvogt, and contains in it 


1. Nellenburg, a citadel ſeated on a mountain, and from which the 
country takes its name. 

2. Stockach, à fmall town, though the capital of the country, and the 
ſeat of the Landvogt. In this town is commonly held the Imperial land- 
court of Nellenburg, which was formerly called the land-court in the Hegaz 
and Madach, and was generally held at Aigeltingen, Stochach, or Bodenſach. 

3. Aacb, a little town ſtanding on a ſteep mountain, at the foot of which 
are many houſes, which are called the lower town, 


4. Lan- 
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4. Langenſiein, a citadel containing a ſeigniory, which belongs to the 
houſe of Welſperg. 

VII. The Auftrian Briſgau, which an Imperial engineer has exhibited 
in a very good chart, which from Michal s chart of Swabia, and by Hau- 
ber's additions, has been enlarged and improved, and in 1718 publiſhed by 
Homann, and conſtitutes the eighty-ſeventh chart in the Atlas of Germany. 
This landgravate contains a conliderable part of the Schwarzwald. It be- 
longed at firſt to the dukes of Zabringen; from whom it came to the 


counts of Hochberg, and then to the counts of Furſtenberg, by whom it was 


ſold in the year 1367 together with the towns of Neuburg, Breyſach, Ken- 
zingen and WWillingen, and all its appendages to the Dukes Leopold and 
Albrecht of Auſtria for 55000 florins. But the town of Freyburg, in par- 
ticular, freed itſelf from the juriſdiction of the count of Furftenberg, but 
ſubmitted itſelf the year following to the ſaid dukes in lieu of very conſider- 
able privileges. In this landgravate we ſhall take notice of 

1. Freyburg, the capital of this province, and ſituate in the river Treiſam. 
This place was formerly an important fortreſs, which was taken in the 
years 1632, 1634, and 1638 by the Swedes, in 1677, 1713 and 1745 by 
the French, and by them the laſt time ſtript of its fortifications. In it is the 
regency appointed over a part of the Auſtrian territories in Swabia, as allo 
an univerfity founded in the year 1450, a college of Jeſuits, and ſeveral 
cloyſters. This town was founded in the year 1118 by Duke Berthola of 
Zabringen, and endowed with ſo many immunities, that it afterwards 
aſpired at being more than a land-town. On the extinction of the dukes 
of Zabringen, it devolved in 1228 by marriage to the counts of Furſten- 
berg, with whom it had many diſputes on account of its privileges, and at 
laſt purchaſed its freedom of them for 20,000 marks of filver. This ſum 
the houſe of Auſtria advanced, by which the town ſubjected itſelf to it. 

2. Breyſach, or Old-Breyſach, ſo called in contradiſtinction to the 
French part of Neu- Breyſach, lying on the other fide of the Rhine. Old- 
Breyſach is a town alſo ſeated on the Rhine, and partly lying on an emi- 
nence. It was formerly an Imperial city, but in the year 1331 was mort- 
caged by the Emperor Lew:s of Bavaria to Duke Otto of Auſtria, which 
mortgage was ratified by Charles V. in 1345. This place was alſo formerly 
an excellent fortreſs, which in the year 1688 was taken by the, French, but 
in 1697 again reſtored, and in 1703 taken a ſecond time, but in 1715 
again given up. By order, however, of Maria Theręſia Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, the fortifications were razed in 1741, whence the town 1s 
now become an open place. _— e 


3. Neuburg, a town ſeated on the Rhine, and formerly an Imperial 
town, which in the fourteenth century fell under the dominion of the 
houſe of Auſtria. This place ſuffered much in the years 1632, 1634, 1675 
and 1702, and was diſmantled by the French, |

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4. Burken, a ſmall town ſeated on the Rhine. e 

5. Endingen, alſo a ſmall town. 

6. Kenzingen, a little town lying on the river Elz. 

7. Elzach, a ſmall town ſeated on the river of the ſame name.

9. Waldkirch, a ſmall town. 

10. Zabringen, a deſolate citadel fituate hard by Freyburg, and from 
which the ancient dukes of Zabringen took their title. Theſe dukes were 
of the race of the Bertbolds, counts of the Briſgau. To the Berthold, who 
is commonly called the fir, hopes were given by the Emperor Henry Ill. 
of the dutchy of Swabia, but that he never obtained. It 1s true, indeed, 
that inſtead thereof he was made duke in Carinthia, but again depoſed in 
the year 1073, and in 1077 the Emperor deprived him alſo of the county 
in the Briſgau. His eldeſt ſon, Berthold II. bore the ducal title, without 
having any proper dutchy. Berthold III. and Conrad, ſons to this laſt, were 


| alſo tiled dukes, and Conrad was the firſt who began to ſtile himſelf from 


the citadel of Zabringen, the title of dukes of Zabringen at that time com- 
ing up firſt, namely, about the year 1130. Conrad's ſon was Berthold IV. 
and his ſon Berthold V. who died in the year 1218, was the laſt of his 
houſe. | |

VIII. The four foreſt-towns, in Latin Urbes Sylueſtres, lying on the Rhine. 

1. Rheinfelden, a fortified town ſituate on the ſouth- ſide of the Rhine, on 
the oppoſite bank of which is a covered way built in the manner of a 
hornwork, and having a communication with the town by means of a 
bridge. The old county of Rheinfelden, the citadel belonging to which 
ſtood formerly on a rock in the middle of the Rhine, and was called the 
Stone of Rheinfelden, deſcended by marriage after the extinction of the male 
race of its counts, to the dukes of Zahringen, which family alſo becoming 
extin in the year 1218 it devolved to the Empire, on which a reichſvogt 
or burggrave was appointed over it. After this it was mortgaged by the 
Emperor Lewis of Bavaria in the year 1331, together with ſome other | 
towns, to the Dukes Albrecht and Otto of Auſtria for 20,000 marks of f 
ſilver of the weight of Co/anz, with the right of redemption. | | 

Rem. The Rhine at this place runs with great violence into a rocky | 
tract one mile in length, called the Gew:/d, through which ſhips are 
let down by ropes. Hard by the town is the village of Kz/ers Aug/t, ſituate 
on the Rhine, in the tract in which anciently ſtood the town of Auguſta 
Rauracorum. | | 

2. Seckingen, in Latin Sanctium Seccovium, a ſmall town ſeated on the 
Rhine, by the waters of which it is wholly environed. This place is a fief 
belonging to the ancient foundation eſtabliſhed here for ladies, the abbeſs 
of which, ever fince the year 1307, has enjoyed the title of a Princeſs of 
the holy Roman Empire. On the extinction of the line of Habsburg-Lau- 
fenburg, this town together with the former county devolved to the houſe 
of Auſtria, which has the right over the cheſt of the territories of this noble 2 
foundation. | | | f 

Rem. To this foundation were mortgaged laſt century by the houſe of 
Auſtria the vogteys of Hornuſſen, Zeicken, Zutzgen and Stein, and by 
baron Grammont, owner of the mortgage, both the vallies and vogteys of 
Metau and Sulz were ceded by exchange to the ſeigniory of Laufenburg. 
To this foundation alſo belongs the village of Dingbof not far from Baſel, 
and the mayoralty of Stetten in the Wieſenthal, together with other eſtates, 
and it has alſo ſome pariſhes to diſpoſe. 

3. Laufenburg, the head-place of an ancient county, and a fortified 
town, ſituated on both ſides of the river Rhine, over which it has a bridge, by 
means of which both parts of the town are joined to each other. This town 
is a fief of the foundation of Seckingen, which was poſſeſſed by the counts 
of Habsburg, together with the tract called the Seckingen, fo early as the 
days of the. Swabian dukes of the houſe of Hohenſtaufen. The line of Habj- 
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1 burg-Laufenburg becoming extinct in the year 1409, both counties, toge- 
= ther with the towns in them, deſcended to the houſe of Auſtria by way of 
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inheritance ;. though ſo early as the year 1387 Duke Lespold had purchaſed 
the whole county of Laufenburg of Count Fobn the Younger of Habsburg for 
12,000 florins. At this place is a fall in the river Rhine. h 

4. Waldjhut, a ſmall town ſeated on the Rhine, built by the counts of 
Habsburg, and conſtantly poſſeſſed by them. In the year 1468 this place 
was beſieged in vain by the Sw:/s, but in 1638 taken by Duke Bernhard of 
Weimar. 

Rem. Between Valaſbut and Laufenburg lies the county of Hauenſtein, 
which devolved from the counts of Freyburg of the houſe of Zabringen to 
the houſe of Auſtria, and was ceded again by them to the latter at the 
peace of Munſter, after having been for ſome time in the hands of the 
French. 


Hauenſlein, is a ſmall town ſituate hard by the river Rhine, and formerly

IX. The landvogtey of Ortenau. Under the Ortenau, we underſtand 
in its moſt extenſive meaning, that tract of land which lies betwixt the 
Briſgau, the marggravate of Baden, the Schwarzwwalde and the Rhine; 
whereas the landvogtey of Ortenau, of which we here treat, is the tra& 
which remained over and above that juſt deſigned, on deducting the pre- 
fecturates of Hefſe-Darmſtadt, Wiltadt and Lichtenau on the one fide, and 
the epiſcopal prefecturates of Straſburg, Oberkirch, and Oppenau on the 


other. The places lying in the latter belong partly to the houſe of Auſtria, 


partly to the immediate Imperial knightſhip of the circuit of Ortenau in 


| Swabia, The former was ceded by the houſe of Auſtria to that of Baden- 


Baden as a male-fief, which appoints vogts over it at Grieſſenbeim, Appen- 
weybr, Ortenberg and at Acheren; but the houſe of Auſtria appoints the 
landvogt here, who reſides in the Imperial city of Ofenburg, and in theſe 
parts exerciſes ſome ſmall juriſdiction. The Ortenau, fo early as the time 
of the Emperor Henry IV. was diſmembered from the dutchy of Savors, 
and belonged to the dukes of Zabringen, on the extinction of whom it 
came by marriage to the counts of Habsburg. 
X. The following diſperſed towns and ſeigniories, vig. 


1. Miblingen, a Benedictine abbey for men, ſeated on the Ter, which, 


till the year 1699 belonged to the above deſcribed county of K7rchberg, but 


in that year was diſmembered from it by an Imperial declaration, which 
was renewed in 1700, and the place declared a free ſeigniory immediately 
ſubject to the regency of Inſpruck. This abbey was founded by Otto and 
Hartmann, counts of K:rchberg, about the year 1099. Near the cloyſter lies 
a borough, and to it alſo belong ſeveral villages. | | 

2. Schelklingen, a (mall town ſeated on the rivulet of Ach. Hard by it 
lies the Benedictine nunnery of Urſpring. 

3. Ebingen, a ſmall town ſeated on the Danube, and containing a Bene- 


dictine nunnery for ladies. In the year 1749 a conſiderable part of this 
place was deſtroyed by fire. 4. Berg, 
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4. Berg, a ſeigniory and citadel ſituate near Ebingen, on the other fide of 


the Danube, and not far from that river. 


| Munderkingen, a {mall town lying on the Danube. 

6. Riedlingen, a ſmall town alſo ſeated on the Danube. 

7. Mengen, a little town ſituate near the Danuve. 

8. Saulgen, or Sulgen, alſo called Saulgau and Suigan, a ſmall town ly- 
ing on the Schwarzach, and having formerly counts of its own. | 

9. Naldſee, a ſmall town ſituate within the limits of the county of Mald- 
burg. The adjoining citadel of the ſame name belongs to the Servers of 
Waidburg, and is a reſidence of theirs. 

10. Buxheim, a conſiderable charter-houſe, ſituate one hour's diſtance 
from Memmingen, and ſtanding under the protection of the Auſtrians. The 


high juriſdiction over it is exerciſed by the landvogtey in Saba. To 


this charter-houſe belong the villages, as alſo Weiler, Buxheim, Weſter- 
hart, Pleſs, Obenhauſen, Bennern, Veringen and Neubaus, of the fituation 
of which an account ſhall be given under the circle of Suh], to which 
taxes are paid on account of theſe places. 

11. The citadel and ſeigniory of Gutenſtein, lying on the Danube. 

12. Voringen, a {mall town ſeated in the Alb, on the river Lauchert, and 


formerly the head place of a county, which on the extinction of its ancient 
counts, devolved to the counts of Verdenberg, and on their extinction to 


the houſe of Auſtria, and the counts of Zollern; but fo that Auſtria ap- 
propriated to itſelf the ſovereignty over the whole inheritance of Yoringen. 
This little town belongs to the houſe of Auſtria, but the village of Yoringen, 
together with other villages here under the ſovereignty of the houſe of Au- 


ſtria, belong to the houſe of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, which bears the title 


of count of Voringen. | 

13. The town and territory of Villingen. In it 

Villingen, a town ſituate in a fertile tract on the Briege, and the ſtreets of 
which are regularly laid out and well paved. This place, by means of the 
circumjacent mountains and narrow acceſſes leading to it, is extremely well 
ſecured, and alſo ſomewhat fortified by art; for which reaſons in the years 
1033 and 1634 it was beſieged in vain, and in 1704 bombarded without 
effect by the French, but taken before in the year 1688 by them. It has 
always ſerved the Auſtrians as a magazine for theſe parts, as well for 
proviſions as military ſtores. In it is an abbey of Beuedictines, and its neigh- 
bourhood contains a good bath. The town itſelf belonged formerly to the 


dukes of Zabringen, on the extinction of whom it came to the counts of 


Furſtenberg, and afterwards to the houſe of Auſtria. 


Breunlingen, a little town, which at the peace of Munſter was again ceded 
to the houſe of Auſtria. | 


14. Ratolfzell, or ſimply Zell, a ſmall town ſituate on the Zeller, or Unter-ſee. 
15. Steckborn, a little town lying on the Unter-ſee.

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IV. The Temporal Juriſdiction of the 
BIS nr S TT REMWNT 


5 HE temporal juriſdiction of the biſhop of Trent lies in the county of 
Tyrcl, in which this ancient biſhopric was gradually encreaſed by the 
liberality of the ancient Roman Emperors. On the arrival of the houſe of 
Auſtria to the county of Tyre!, it reinſtated the biſhopric in whatever it had 
loſt in the preceding times; whence alfo biſhop Albrecht, in the year 1365, 
gave a brief to Alb echt and Leopold dukes of Auſtria, in which, as counts 
or Tyrol, he acknowledged them to be hereditary vogts of his church, and 
on the other hand promiſed them his aſſiſtance. Such ſtipulations were alſo 
made under the Emperors Frederick IV. Maximilian I. and Ferdinand J. 
In the year 1511, it was ſtipulated between the arch-houſe of Auſtria and 
the biſhop of Trent, that the biſhop ſhould appear at the Diet of Tyrol and 
at other meetings by deputies, and conſult concerning the welfare and ſe- 
curity of the country; and allo that for this end it ſhould contribute its 
ſhare of the taxes and impoſts raiſed on it, but that the houſe of Auſtria, 


as ſovereign of Hol, ſhould on occaſion of extraordinary taxes laid by 


the Empire, anſwer for the biſhopric, Brixen excepted, (See page 146.) 
which ſtipulation was alſo ratified in the receſs of the Empire at Augsburg 
in the year 1548, (F. 69.) But though the biſhop of Trent is thus held 
ty the archiducal houſe of Auſria as a land- ſtate, yet he enjoys as an im- 
mediate Prince of the Empire, both a feat and voice at the Diets thereof in 


the college of Princes of the Empire, and likewiſe actually ſends deputies 


to the Diet of the Empire. This prelate is alſo a State of the circle of Au- 
ſtria. As a biſhop he is ſubject to the archbiſhop of Gorz. The highly 
worthy chapter here alſo poſſeſſes a ſeat at the Diets of Tyrol. 

With reſpect to the hereditary offices of this biſhopric, the counts of the 
Empire and lords of Firmian, Crometz and Meggel, enjoy the office of aulic- 
marſhal; the counts cf the Empire of Aerz?, and lords of the citadel of 
Vaſy, the office of chamberlain ; the counts of Thur, the office of cup- 
bearer ; the barons of Prato and lords of Segunzan, the office of Server. 

The princely epiſcopal aulic-council conſiſts of ſpiritual and temporal 
counſellors; the confiſtory, of ſpiritual perſons only; but the aulic and 
chamber counſellors confiſt partly of ſpiritual and partly of temporal States. 

To the temporal juriſdiction of the bithop belongs, 

1. Trent, in Latin Tridentum, and by the Italians called Trento, the 
head and reſidence town, lying in a valley on the river Ezſch. This place con- 
tains no ſtreets in it which are exactly regular, and the houſes here are alle 


for the moſt part built in the old taſte, The princely epiſcopal palac 1s 


indeed 
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ndeed extenſive, but likewiſe old faſhioned. The cathedral church is 
named St. Vigilius. Beſides theſe buildings here are moreover in this city 
three pariſh-churches, one college of Jeſuits, the church belonging to 
which is finely ornamented with marble, and two cloyſters, and round the 
town lie five others. The council which was held here from the year 1545 
to 1563 is famous. 

Without the town on the mountain called Dos d: Trent, and in Latin 
Dorſum Tridentinum, lay formerly the fortreſs of Verruca. 

2. Rei f, in Latin Ripa, and by the Italians Riva, a ſmall town ſituated 
in a very pleaſant ſpot on the Gartsſee, or Lago di Garda, with a citadel in 
it ſtanding on an eminence, by the Italians called Rocca, and alto another 
lying on the lake. This town carries on a pretty conſiderable trade. In 
the Hieronymite church here is a celebrated image of the Virgin. Near the 
town grow excellent lemons and oranges. | 

3. The ſeigniory of Caldonatſch, In the lake of Caldonatſch riſes the 
Brenta, which in Latin is called the Meduacus, and runs through the Fall- 
ſugan towards Padua, and then into the Venetian ſea. | 

4. The captainſhip of Thenn, which was conferred on this biſhopric in 
the year 1460 by the archduke Sigiſmund. 

5. The vallies of Leder, Randena and Fudiciaria. In the ſecond of theſe 
riſes the Sarca, called in Latin the Mincius, which is rich in trout, and 
diſcharges itſelf into the Gart-ſce. | 

6. The Nonsberg, in Latin Auania, or Anaunia, is uncommonly fertile, 
and replenithed with citadels and viilages, and alſo inhabited by many ancient 
and noble families. Among other places we find here the citadel of aur, 
whence the counts of that name derive their deſcent, together with the 


market-town of G, which gave riſe to the noble family of that name, 


which is poſſeſſed of the office of hereditary chamberlain of Tyre/. 
7. The Sulzthal, in Latin called Fallis Solis, and which is allo fertile. 
S. The citadel and ſeigniory of Perſen. 


V. The Temporal Juriſdiction of the 
Bisnor of BRI X E N. 


T HE biſhopric of Brixen is much the ſame with that of Trent juſt de- 


ſcribed. Its prelate is confidered by the arch-houſe of Aufria as a 
land-ſtate of Tyro/, and appears by his deputies at the Diets thereof, bearing 
licewiſe the taxes and impoſts belonging to it, but having, notwithſtanding, 
as an immediate Prince of the Empire both feat and voice at the Diets of 


the 
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the Empire in the college of the Princes. He likewiſe actually ſends de- 
puties and contributes towards the maintenance of the chamber-court the 
ſum abovementioned, p. 146. but with retpect to the extraordinary taxes of 
the Empire the houſe of Auſtria anſwers to them. Its prelate is allo a 
State of the circle of Auſtria. As a biſhop he is ſubject to the archbiſhop 


of Salzburg. The highly worthy chapter here poſſeſſes alſo a * at the 


meetings of the province of Tyrol. 

With reſpect to the hereditary offices of this biſhopric, the counts of 
Wellfperg and Primor are poſſeſſed of the office of hereditary marſhal ; the 
barons Colonna of Volt and Schenkenberg, of that of hereditary chamberlain ; 
the counts of Thun, of the office of hereditary cup-bearer ; and the counts 
of Molkenſtein, at Rodneg, of the office of hereditary Server. 

The princely epiſcopal high colleges here are the conſiſtory, the aulic- 
council, and the aulic-chamber. 

* the temporal juriſdiction of the Prince and biſhop belong 

Brixen, in Latin Brixinum, or Brixina, in the Italian Breſſanone, the 
544 and reſidence town, lying in a pleafant ſpot on the river Eyſack, which 
at this place receives into it the Reng. The epiſcopal palace here is well 


built. Excluſive of the cathedral, in this town we find one parochial and fix 


other churches, with two cloyiters. In the year 1080 a council was held 
here by the Emperor Henry IV. in which pope Gregory VII. was depoſed. 

2. Seben, or Saben, in Latin Sabiona, Savione, Sablavione and Sebana, 
ſeated on an eminence on the Eyſacł, hard by Clauſen, and remarkable in 
that at this place ſtood the epiſcopal ſee before it was removed to Brixen. 
The old caſtle which ſtood here was in the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury converted into a nunnery; and in this town is alſo ſtill to be ſeen the old 
collegiate church. The original town of Sabiona was deſtroyed by Attila. 

3. Clauſen, in Latin Clufina, Cluſium, or Cluſa, a ſmall town ſeated on the 
river of Eyſack. In the church belonging to the Capuchin cloyſter is a {mall 
treaſure of paintings by celebrated maſters. Near the town, excluſive of 
the above-mentioned citadel of Saben, ſtands alſo the citadel of Pranz!. 

4. Brauneggen, or Brauneck, a ſmall town containing a parochial and 


three other churches, one of which lies near the cloyſter of Capuchins. In 


it alſo 1s a captain and a deputy amiman, and on a hill likewiſe near the 
town ſtands a citadel. 

5. The ſeat of Salern near Brixen, in which is an epiſcopal guardian. 

6. The juriſdichon of Luſen, in Latin known by the name of Zujns. 

7. The juriſdiction of Pfeffersberg. 

8. The juriſdiction of Yelthurns, which the Emperor Andes ]. ceded 
in the year 1479 to the biſhopric. At this place alſo is a guardian. 


9. The juriſdiction of Larzfaſz, in Latin called Fons Latius. 
10, Thurn, in which is a guardian. 


11. Thiers, alſo having a guardian. | 
12. Evafe, 
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12. Evaſz, or Efas, having a captain. 

13. The juriſdiction of Puchenſtein, ceded to the biſhopric in the year 
1350, by a noble family which took its name from it. 

14. The juriſdiction of Auraſen, which is governed by a guardian. 

15. The juriſdiction of Mieder vintel, over which a judge preſides. 

Rem. To the biſhoprick of Brixen belongs alſo the ſeIgniory of Veldes in 
the Upper-Carniola, the citadel belonging to which ſtands on a very high 
rock on the Veldes or Frauenſee. This place was conferred on the biſhopric 
in the year 1004, by the Emperor Henry, and is governed by an epiſcopal 
captain, In the ſaid fee or lake lies the ifland of Vertb, on which is a 
church of our Lady where a provoſt reſides. 


VI The Bis norkric of 
C H U R. 


TEE biſhopric' of Chur is held by the German Empire as an immediate 
1 State of the Empire, though the Gotteſbausbund, or League of the 
bouſe of God, maintain, that out of the limits of the German Empire, it is 
an inſeparable member of its free State; and thus the biſhop of Chur 1s only 
a titular Prince of the Empire. At preſent it is uſually reckoned in the circle 
of Auſtria, but formerly was deemed in that of Swabia. 

The origin of this biſhopric is uncertain. The ſeries of its prelates 1s 
uſually made to begin with one A/imus, who lived about the year 440. 
The Carlovinian and Saxon Emperors and Kings have maintained and exer- 


ciſed the right of protection over this biſhopric, partly in regard that it 


was richly endowed by them, and partly that they compelled the bithops to 
have the diſputes, which. aroſe, decided before their tribunals. The Em- 
peror Henry III. depoſed Biſhop Nortbert, and conferred this biſhopric on 
Ulrich III. The Emperor Frederick I. in the year 1170, raifed Biſhop Egino, 
together with all his ſucceſſors, to the ſtate of Princes of the Empire, con- 
ferring the right over the cheſt of the territories of the biſhopric on his ſon Fre- 
derick, On the extinction of the line of the Swabian dukes, this right devolved 
to divers houſes of counts and barons; and the Gotte/hausbund maintain, 
that it rightfully had, and exerciſed it after the regulation and inſtitution 
which followed in the beginning of the fifteenth century : for the commu- 
nities of which. it conſiſts had enjoyed it from the earlieſt times, and their 
ſeveral ſuperiors were poſſeſſed of it only in the name of their ſubjects. 
This league further alledges, that it afterwards defended the bithopric and 
the biſhops of Chur on all occaſions, prevented the diminution and diſſipa- 
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tion of the eſtates of the biſhopric as much as poſſible, and promoted it; 
benefit on all occaſions; which ſhews its actual poſſeſſion of the cheſt and 
right of protection over this ſee. What it wants therefore is, that the 
canons proceed to no election of a biſhop, without the permiſſion and privi 
of the League, nor any otherwiſe accompliſh it than with its conſent, ang 
elect a perſon, agreeable to the Gotteſſausbund and deſcended from it: 
nay, each new biſhop is alſo to ſwear to obſerve the fix articles, which 
Biſhop Lucius Iter and the chapter firſt ſwore to obſerve in the year 1 541, 
end vowed to the Getteſhausbund. But the chapter in all its elections 
ever ſince the year 1692, has paid no regard to theſe rights, which the 
Gotteſhausbund maintains as its due. Baron Riſenfels, the Imperial mi- 
niſter, aſſured the chapter, at the election in the year 1728, of the Im- 
perial protection, and at that of 1755 an Imperial commiſſary appeared, 
The biſhop actually ſends deputies to the Diets of the Empire, and with 
reſpect to the Imperial juſtice-chamber is rated for each term at twenty-one 
rixdollars. The epiſcopal title, in a writing of the biſhop's addreſſed, in the 
year 1755,to the Grotteſhausbund, runs thus: By the grace of God, , 
elected biſhop of Chur, Prince of the holy Roman Empire, lord of Furſtenburg, 
Furſtenau, &c. As biſhop he ſtands under the archbiſhop of Mentz. His 
ſpiritual juriſdiction extends partly into the hereditary countries of the houſe 
of Auſtria and partly into the Cantons of Swiſſerland. The very worthy 
chapter here conſiſts of twenty-four perſons. The hereditary-offices of 
this biſhopric are; the office of hereditary Seiver, which thoſe of Mont ate 
poſſeſſed of, the office of hereditary-chamberlain, which thoſe of A permit 
enjoy ; the office of hereditary-cupbearer, which is lodged, on account of 
Tyrol, in the houſe of Auſiria, and that of hereditary-marſhal, which is in 
the poſſeſſion of the family of Wildenberg. | 

The biſhop of Chur reſides, together with his canons, near the town of 
Chur, on an eminence which is called the Hf, and within the compaſs cf 
which he has a ſpacious and well built caſtle, together with the lower and 
high juriſdiction thereof. The right of coinage here he exerciſes for the 
moſt part in common with the town of Chur. LP

IX. The Seigniory of Traſp, belonging to the Prince of 
Dietrichſtein. 


THE citadel of Trap is a fortreſs, ſeated in a paſs on the borders of Tyrol 


in the valley of Engedein, with a ſmall Auſtrian garriſon in it. This 
fortreſs was ſold, in the year 1233, by the Swigher of Reichenberg, to Count 
Meinbard of Tyrol; and though ſeveral families were afterwards poſſeſſed 
thereof by way of mortgage, yet the ſovereignty over it has always continued 
in the ſovereigns of Tyro/. Leopold, the Emperor, made a preſent of this 


little ſeigniory to Prince Ferdinand Foſeph of Dictrichſtein, together with all 
L 1 
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the ſupreme juriſdiction thereof. Whence, on this account, he was ſolenn! 
introduced, in the year 1668, at the Diet of the Empire, into the college 
of Princes to a ſeat and voice there; which introduction Maximilian, 
whom the Emperor Ferdinand II. raiſed, in the year 1031, to the ſtate of 
Prince of the Empire, obtained, in 1654, only for the firſt time, and that 
too with a view of his purchaſing immediate eſtates of the Empire. With 
regard to the impoſts of the Empire, the princely houſe of Dietrichſtein 
is replaced by the archdukes of Auſtria, as princely counts of Tyrol; but, 
in the chamber-terms, he is rated, for each term, at forty-nine rixdollars, 
ſeventy kruitzers. | 


INTRODUCTION 
To the CIRCLE of 
JJC 


Of BUR GUN DY in general. 


8 HE countries belonging to this circle are partly exhibited on the 

large chart of twenty-four ſheets, of the divided Netherlands, 
publiſhed by Henry Friex, and which was copied in France by de Fer, but 
in England Moll reduced this chart to two large ſheets;. and partly on the 


ſmaller charts of one ſheet, publiſhed by de Ie, Robert, Homann, Mayer, 
Hemann's heirs and others. 

§. 2. This circle has the following origin: Philip the Bold, youngeſt on 
to King Jobn of France, was the firſt duke thereof, of the younger line, 
and, in the year 1369, Margaret, widow to the laſt duke of Burgundy, of 
the elder line, married Philip; by which marriage he annexed to his houſe 
the counties of Burgundy, Flanders, Artois, Mechlen and Antwerp. To 
his ſecond fon, Antony, were bequeathed by Joan, eldeſt daughter to 
Jobn III. and the laſt duke of Brabant and Limburg, both: theſe dutchies. 
Philip, duke of Burgundy, ſurnamed the Good, and grandſon to Philip tie 
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N 
Bild, purchaſed Namur in the year 1428, and, in 1430, inherited of Duke 


Philip, his couſin, youngeſt ſon to the aforementioned Antony of Burgundy, 


the dutchies of Brabant and Limburg, as alſo, in the year 1436, of Jacgue- 


line, ſole heireſs to Duke William VI. and conſort to his couſin John IV. 


duke of Brabant, the counties of Hennegau, Holland, Seeland and Frigſland. 
In the year 1443, he likewiſe acquired Luxemburg by purchaſe. All theſe 
territories his ſon, Charles the Bold, inherited, who, in the year 1472, 
eſpouſed the cauſe of Duke Arnold of Gelders, againſt his unnatural fon 
Aizldb, and thereby obtained the dutchy of Gelders; but this dutchy after 
his death was again loſt. He died in the year 1477, and King Lewis XI. 
made himſelf maſter of the dutchy of Burgundy, or Bourgogne, and united 
it with the crown of France. Charles left behind him a daughter and 
heireſs, named Maria, who was married to Maximilian, archduke of Au- 
ria; and thus not only her extenſive countries devolved to the houſe of 
Auſtria, but that houſe alſo retained the title of duke of Burgundy. Maxi- 
milian arrived to the Imperial dignity, and during the receſs of the Empire 
at Cologne, of the year 1512, declared Burgundy, together with its territories, 
to be a circle of the Roman Empire belonging to the German nation ; 
which declaration was confirmed, in the year 1521, at the Diet at Yorms, 
and in 1522 at the land-peace at Nuremberg. His fon, Charles V. in the 
year 1515, not only purchaſed of Duke George of Saxony his right to 
Frie/land, and in 1528 brought to himſelf from Biſhop Henry the ſove- 
reignty of Uzrecht and Oberyſſel, as alſo from Duke Charles of Gelders, in the 
year 1536, his dutchy of Gelders and the county of Zulphen, upon which, 
in the year 1536, Groningen alſo ſubjected itſelf to him, but at the Diet at 
Augiburg, of the year 1548, he alſo annexed to himſelf the circle of 
Burgundy. This Prince, to uſe the words of the ſtipulation on that occaſion, 
gave away, as true hereditary and ſupreme lord of the hereditary Netherlands, 


tor himſelf, his heirs and ſucceſſors, the dutchies of Lorrain, Brabant, Lim- 


hurg, Lutzenburg or Luxemburg, and Gelders, together with the counties of 
Flenders, Artois, Burgundy, Hennegau, Holland, Seeland, Namur, Zutphen 
and the marggravate of the holy Empire, as alſo the lordſhips of Frięſland, 
Utrecht, Oberyſſel, Groningen, Valkenburg, Thalheim, Salin, Mechlen and 


Maſiricht, with all the mediate and immediate, ſpiritual and temporal 


principalities, prelacies, dignities, counties, baronies and lordſhips belonging 
to and incorporated with them, and their vaſſals, ſubjects and relations, 
henceforth and for ever, to the protection, ſhelter, defence and aſſiſtance 


of the Roman Emperors and Kings, and of the holy Empire, ſo as alſo 


always to enjoy and uſe its immunities, rights and privileges, and be pro- 
tected and defended by the ſaid Roman Emperors, Kings and States of the 
holy Empire, in like manner as other Princes, States and members of the 
Empire are, and likewiſe to be ſummoned to all Diets of the Empire and 
allemblies, and whenever they * to viſit them, and be admitted to 
| LI 2 a ſeat 
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a ſeat and voice therein. On the other hand, the Emperor, for himſelf 
and his ſucceſſors, conſented, on account of theſe countries, to contribute 
as much as two Electors to the impoſts of the Empire, to be determined by 
the common States, and againſt the Turks as much as three, With a pro- 
viſo alſo that, ſhould theſe hereditary Netherlands be negligent in the pay- 
ment of their contributions, they are, on that account, to be ſubject to the 
Imperial chamber-juriſdiftion, and to be compelled, by the Imperial fiſcal, 
as other States of the Empire are, to make payment thereof. But in 
other reſpects theſe countries and their ſubjects to be left in the poſſeſſion of 
all their immunities, rights and privileges, and not to be ſubject in the leaſt 
to the juriſdiction of the judicatory of the Empire, or even to the ordinances 
and receſſes thereof; as many of them alſo as are fiefs of the Empire are 
to be {till further received and admitted by it to fiefs. In the inſtrument 
of the peace of Meſiphalia, ratified at Munſter, it is confirmed anew in the 
third article, that the circle of Burgundy ſhall be and continue a member of 
the Empire. | 


F. 3. The Burgundian Envoy fits at the Diets of the Empire, in the 


council of the Princes of the Empire, on the ſpiritual bench, after Au- 


ſtria. To the chamber-judicatory this circle may nominate two aſſeſſors, 
but at preſent it ſends only one. Towards the maintenance of the chamber- 


judicatory, it ought to pay for each term four hundred and five rixdollars, 
ſeventy- two kruitzers and a half. | 


This circle is one of thoſe that are wholly Catholic. 

F. 4. The greateſt part of its territories have been torn from it. France 
has gradually brought under her own dominion the dutchy of Lorrain 
(which in $.2. of the abovementioned ſtipulation was reckoned in the circle 
of Burgundy) and a part alſo of the dutchy of Luxemburg, together with a 
part of the county of Flanders and the counties of Artois and Burgundy, 
or Franche Comte, and a part likewiſe of the counties of Hennegau and Na- 
mur. All theſe diſmembered territories have been deſcribed in the ſecond 
volume under France. The provinces of Gelders, Holland, Seeland, Utrecht, 
Friefland, Oberyſſel and Greningen, have raiſed themſelves to liberty and in- 
dependency ; nay, after their union, by their arms in common, they have 
alſo reduced to their ſubjection a part of the dutchies of Brabant and Lin- 
burg, and likewiſe of the county of Flanders, with a part alſo of the 
upper quarter of Gelders and the town of Maſtricht and its territory. Of 
theſe United-Netherlands, and of the generality-lands, as they are called, 
which belong to them, I ſhall treat in the fourth volume. Laſtly, the 
King of Pruſſia has alſo poſſeſſed himſelf of a part of the quarter of Upper- 
Gelders. 

Thus the circle of Burgundy conſiſts at this day only of the greateſt part 
of the dutchies of Brabant, Limburg and Luxemburg, and alſo of a part of 
the counties of Flanders, Hennegau, Namur, and a part of the upper-quarter 


of 
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of Gelders. Theſe territories, which, together with the Netherlands, de- 
volved, on the death of Charles V.. to the Burgundian-Spaniſh line of the 
houſe of Auſtria, fell, after the death of Charles II. King of Spain, to the 
German line of the houſe of Auſtria, the Emperor Charles VI. having, by 
the peace of Baaden of 1714, and by that alſo of Vienna in 1725, ſecured 
them to his houſe ; and after his death they came to his daughter and heireſs 
Maria Therefia. 


: 5. The whole remainder of the circle of Burgundy belonging to one 


ſingle lord; namely, the archiducal houſe of Auſtria: fo it repreſents alſo 
the whole circle, and is ſole- director and circle-ſummoning Prince thereof. 

8. 6. The Auſirian general- governor of theſe countries has his reſidence 
at Bruſſels,

of which is rated at twenty-two, and its greateſt breadth at twenty, Ger-

$. 2. The air of this country is good and its ſoil very fertile. Its greateſt 
riches confiſt in flax. The river Demer waters a part of the country, re- 
ceiving into it the leſſer rivers of Gheete, Dyle, Seene and Nethe ; after 


which it takes the name of Rupel and loſes itſelf in the Schelde, which, to 


the weſt, borders on Brabant. Near Bruſſels a canal has been carried on from 
the river Senne to the village of Willebroecł, where it diſcharges itſelf into 
the river Rupel, which ſoon afterwards unites in ſuch a manner with 
the Schelde, that, by means thereof, a perſon may fail from Bruſſels to the

$. 3. In the Auſtrian part of Brabant are reckoned nineteen walled 
towns and a conſiderable number of immunities, or boroughs, enjoying the

The States of Brabant conſiſt of three claſſes. To the firſt belong the 
abbots of Affiigem, St. Bernard, Vlierbeckł, Villers, Grimberghe, Heyliſſem, 


| Everbode, Tongerloo, Dilegem and St. Gertrude. To the ſecond, the abbot 


and count of Gemblcurs, who. enjoys the title of firſt gentleman, and all 
dukes, princes, counts and barons of this province. To the third belon 

the burgomaſter and penſioners of the towns of Louvain, Bruſſels and Ant- 
werp. This reſpectable college uſually meets four times a year. It chuſes 
for itſelf four deputies ; viz. two out of the clergy and two out of the no- 


| bility, who have their meetings daily. The office of ecclefiaſtics here laſts 


for ſix years, and that of thoſe of the nobility for four. There is alſo a 


- council-penſioner here who is perpetual-ſecretary of the college. The place 


where theſe States meet is at Bruſſels. | 
$. 4. This whole country profeſſes the Rom/b church. In the year 1 559, 


an archbiſhopric was erected at Mechelen by Pope Paul IV: and to it was 


aſſigned the primacy of Belgium. To this archbiſhopric likewiſe belong the 
decanates of Mechelen, Louvain, Dieft, Sout-Leeuw, or Leeuw St. Leonard, 
Tienen, Bruſſels, Leeuw St. Peter, Aelſt, Geertſbergen, Ronſen and Oordegem, 
compriſing fourteen collegiate churches and two hundred and three cloy- 
ſters. Subject alſo to the archbiſhopric are the prelates of Antwerp, Ghent, 
Boifleduc, Bruges, Ypres and Ruermond. The number and oppulence of 
the eccleſiaſtics here is very conſiderable. | | 
F. 5. For the promotion of learning in this country here are ſeveral 
ſchools and gymna/ia, as allo the univerſity of Louvain. Of the manufactures 
and trade here we have treated above. 

F. 6. The dutchy of Brabant belonged formerly to the Frankiſh Monarchy, 
and the dukes of Brabant themſelves have mounted the Frank:/þ throne. 
Afterwards it became a part of the lower Lotharingian Kingdom and a fief 
of the German Empire. The laſt duke of Brabant, of the race of Charl- 


magne, was Otto, on whoſe death, which happened in the year 1005,

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Brabant came to Lambert I. count of Louvain, who had for his conſort the 
ſiſter and heireſs to the above Oi. His poſterity ſtiled themſelves for a long 
time, as he had alſo done, merely counts of Brabant. Duke John I. was 
alſo duke of Limburg. Joan, eldeſt daughter and heireſs to John III. be- 
queathed Brabant to Antony of Burgundy, grandſon to her filter Margaret 
and fon to Philip the Bold, duke of Burgundy. To this Antony ſucceeded 
both his ſons, John IV. and Pbilip I. one after the other, in the dutchy of 
Brabant ; and the latter dying in the year 1430 without iſſue, Philip 11. 
duke of Burgundy, otherwiſe ſurnamed zhe Good, inherited his countries 
whole ſon, Charles the Bald, left his only daughter, Maria, heireſs to his 
countries, Which daughter was married to Maximilian, archduke of Au- 
ria, from whoſe grandſon, the Emperor Charles V. the dutchy of Brabant, 


together with the reſt of the Netherlands, deſcended to Philip II. King of 


Spain. The republic of the United Netherlands, in the ſeventeenth cen- 
tury, made ittelf maſter of the northern part of the dutchy of Brabant, 
which it alſo retained at the peace of We/iphalia. Charles III. afterwards 
known by the name of the Emperor Charles VI. in the year 1706, after 
the battle of Ramelies, took poſſeſſion of the preſent Auſtrian part of 
this dutchy. | 

$7, The arms of this dutchy are a lyon or in a field fable. 

$. 8. The chancery of Brabant has its ſeat at Bruſſels, and at the fame 
place reſided alſo the ſtate-council, the privy-council, the domain and 
 finance-council, the rent-chamber and the fief-court of Brabant.

The Stadthaus here is a fine 
building erected in the old taſte. The churches and cloyſters are for the 
moſt part fine. It contains in it five pariſh-churches. The collegiate and 
pariſh-church of St. Peter is of curious architecture. At the parochial- 
church of St. James is a chapter. At the pariſh-church, which is dedi- 
cated to St. Gertrude, is an abbey. Without the town we find a college 
of Jeſuits, fifteen monaſteries and as many nunneries. The univerſity

long forty-one colleges. The town was formerly in a flouriſhing ſtate, 
owing to the noble manufactures of linen and woolen eſtabliſhed there, 
which in the beginning of the fourteenth century maintained under Duke 
John III. upwards of 150, ooo artifts ; but the cloth-weavers making an in- 
ſurrection in 1382, and being puniſhed on that account, ſome of them with. 
drew to England, and together with its manufactures the town alſo decayed. 
Its trade has been attempted to be revived by the new made canal. On an 
eminence without the town ſtands a high fort on the Dyle. Louvain was 
formerly the head-place of a county, to which belonged alſo Brufels, N. 
velle, Vilvorden, Vueren, and the Sonjen Boſch. In the years 1542, 1572 
and 1635, it was beſieged in vain.

This place contains in it three 
pariſh-churches, under which are two collegiate ones, four monaſteries and 
five nunneries. The town itſelf, with the diſtrict belonging thereto, enjoys 
the title of a barony; to which is annexed both the right of appointing the 
magiſtracy, and alſo that of the title of a burggrave of Antwerp. In the 
year 1490 this town devolved to the houſe of Naſſau, and belongs at pre- 
ſent to the hereditary Stadtholder of the United Netherlands.

N it is, : | 

1. Bruſſels, in French Bruxelles, and in Latin Bruxellz, the ſecond 
town in rank in Brabant, but the reſidence of the dukes thereof, and at 
preſent of the general-governor and captain of the Auſtrian Netherlands, as 
alſo of a peculiar governor. This place is likewiſe the feat of the chancery 
and feodal-court of Brabant, as alſo of the State-council, the privy-council, 
the finance and war-council, the rent-chamber, &c. It lies on the Senna, 
partly in the plain and partly on an eminence, being large, well built, po- 
pulous, fortified, and further defended by the fort of Monterey. In it are 
feven large places or ſquares. The public buildings, the palaces and courts 
of the ſeveral Princes, counts, and other perſons of condition here, ng 

Wl 
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with the churches and cloyſters, are ſome of them conſiderable, and ſome 
magnificent. The town itſelf is divided into forty quarters, or parts, and 
the burghers into nine claſſes, or nations, as they are called. The magi- 
ſtracy is elected yearly out of the ſeven patrician families of Steentweghe, 
Sheuws, Serbuyghs, Coudenberg, Serroelofs, Sweerts and Rodenbeeck. The ſo- 
vereign's court, which lay in the higheſt quarter of the town, is burnt down : 
behind it is a park. The ſtadt-houſe, arſenal, and opera-houſe here are 
remarkable buildings The brewers at their houſe of meeting have erected 
an equeſtrian ſtatue of gilt marble to Duke Charles of Lorrain. In the 
town alſo are ſeven pariſh-churches with two others. The pariſh and col- 
legiate church here, dedicated to St. Michael and Gudula, is the principal, 
and contains in it many things worthy of notice. Near the pariſh- church 
of St, James, called Cauwnbergh, is 2 provoſtſhip of regular canons of the 
order of St. Augu/izine. Next we perceive here a college of Jeſuits, eleven 
monaſteries, and twenty-one nunneries. The tapeſtry, camlets and lace which 
are exported from this town are famous. Bruſſels was furiouſly bombarded 
by the French for forty-fix hours in the year 1695, and thereby fourteen 
churches and above 4000 houſes reduced to aſhes, but in four years all 
were rebuilt again, far more beautiful. In the year 1706 the allies made 
themſelves maſters of this place, and in 1746 the French. We have above 
given an account of the canal of Bruſſels. Ch

At preſent it is ſtrictly united with Brabant, In it 
we ſhall take notice of 

Antwerp, or Antorff, in the French Anvers, in the Spaniſh Amberes, a 
large town, ſeated on the Schelde, and in rank the third in Brabant, alſo 
the reſidence of a governor. This place contains a very good and commo- 
dious harbour, into which the largeſt ſhips may run from the ſea, and land 
at the eight principal canals in the town. Its fortifications are fallen to de- 
cay, but it is defended by a large regular and very ſtrong citadel in form of 
a pentagon, which the duke of Alva cauſed to be erected there in the year 
1568. In this citadel is one church. The town itſelf is well built, con- 
tains twenty-two open places or ſquares, and above two hundred ſtreets, 
It is the ſee of a biſhopric founded in the year 1559; and to which belon, 


| ſix deconates, v/z. thoſe of Antwerp, Lier, Hoog/traten, Herentals, Breda, 


and Bergen op Zoom, together with four collegiate churches, four abbeys, and 
about ſixty cloyſters of the firſt rank. The abbey of St. Bernard here is 
united with the biſhopric, on which account the biſhop is ſtiled the ſe- 
cond prelate in Brabant. The cathedral church too of ot Lady in this 
town is a magnificent ſtructure. Excluſive alſo of the collegiate church of 
St. James, here are, moreover, three other pariſh churches. The abbe 

of St. Michael contains a magnificent church. We find here likewiſe a C/ 
tercian abbey, a college of Jeſuits, ten monaſteries, and nineteen nunneries, 
The ſtadt-houſe and the exchange are grand ſtructures. The latter is the 
ficſt building of that kind in Europe, and on its model the exchanges at 
London and Amſterdam are built. This town, towards the end of the fit 


teenth century, was one of the moſt celebrated trading towns that ever ex- 


iſted. Towards the middle of the fixteenth century there were computed 
in it upwards of 200,000 inhabitants and ſtrangers. But during the civil 
wars of the preſent century it ſuffered very much, and in particular in the 
year 1576, when it was plundered for three whole days together by the 
Spaniards. It being agreed alſo by the peace concluded at Munſter in the 
year 1648 between Spain and the United Provinces, that no large ſhip 
thou!d go directly to that city, but unlade its wares in Holland, for their 
turther conveyance into the country in ſmall veſſels, and in the year 1659 
many of the inhabitants, on account of an inſurrection, being obliged to 
quit the town, and in 1678 an infectious diſtemper carrying off numbers 
there, the place fell of courſe into great decay. The tapeſtries and lace, how- 
ever, worked here, are very fine; and for the promotion of trade an 1mpor- 
tant inſurance- company has been erected. Among the celebrated perſons 
who received their birth in this town is to be reckoned the geographer 
Abraham Ortelius. The ſiege, it held out in the year 1585 for a whole 
year before the duke of Parma was able to make himſelf maſter of it, is 
one of the moſt renowned in hiſtory ; and the bridge, or dam, which the

duke of Parma cauſed to be thrown here over the Schelde during the ſiege 
was an aſtoniſhing work. In the year 1706 it ſubmitted to King 
Charles III. In 1715, the barrier-treaty between the Emperor and the re- 
public of the United Provinces was concluded here.

E A K 
Ormerly under the dominion of the Frankiſh Kings, was once governed 
by counts of its own. Charles the Simple conferred this lordſhip in the 
year 915 on the church of Liege, which afterwards inveſted the Bertholds, 
lords of Grimberg, with the Upper- Mechelen, and in 1333 fold the ſeigniory 
of the town, together with the villages belonging thereto, to Lewis count of 
Fiangers, who alſo purchaſed the conſervation of the vogtey-cheſt of Rainald, 
count of Gelders, whole conſort Shia was of the Bertheld family; but in 1346 
ceded all Mechelen again to Jen NI. duke of Brabant, in confideration of 
a ſum of money. In the year 1369 Mechelen devolved by marriage to 
Philip the Bold duke of Burgundy. Afterwards this lordſhip became one of 
the ſeventeen provinces, but at preſent is reckoned in Brabant, in the middle 
almoſt of which it alſo lies, but has peculiar arms and peculiar privileges. 
We ſhall take notice of 
1. Mechelen, in Latin Malinæ, and in French Malines, a conſiderable 
town, ſeated on the river Demer, being well built, and having broad 
and clean ſtreets. This place is the refidence of a governor of a provincial 
court erected in the year 1455, but put under be ter regulations in 1503, 
or of a parliament and ſovereign council, and ever ſince the year 1 560 of an 
archbiſhop, who bears the title of primate of all Belgium. Excluſive of 
its cathedral in it alſo are five pariſh-churches, together with nine monaſ- 
| teries, one college of Jeſuits, a commandery of the Teutonich order named 
Pitzenturg, an archiepiſcopal ſeminary, and thirteen nunneries. The lace, 
made in this town, is fingularly famous. In the year 1546 a magazine of 
power, ſet on fire by lightning, cauſed great havock here. In 1572 the 
duke of Alva ſuffered the town to be plundered in the moſt cruel manner 
for three whole days together. In 1580 it underwent a ſecond pillage. 
2. Lehiercdal, a cloyſter of Præmonſtratenſian monks ſituate on the river 
Seene, near the village of Hombeeck.

| Or the dutchy of Limburg Nic. Viſſeber has publiſhed a chart. It is 


ſurrounded by the biſhopric of Leige and the dutchy of Juliers, and 
terminates likewiſe on that of Luxemburg. It is alſo called the country on 
the other fide the Maaſs, but at preſent this name is peculiarly appropriated 
to that part which the States general poſſeſs in this country. It yields good 
arable ground, and abounds in particular in a fine breed of cattle. In the 
neighbourhood of Limburg are found iron, lead and calamy. 

The origin of the ancient counts of Limburg is obſcure. Probably 
this houſe took its riſe about the middle of the tenth century. Henry I, 
count of Limburg, who lived in the year 1071, married Judith only 
daughter to Frederick of Luxemburg, and duke of the Lower--Lorrain, 


with whom he obtained conſiderable eſtates on the rivers Ourt and Amblery, 


His ſon, Henry II. was elected duke of Lower-Lorrain, and bore the title 


thereof inſtead of that of a count, and all his poſterity have been ſtiled 
dukes of Limburg after him. The male branch of theſe dukes however 
becoming extinct in Waleran, a very bloody war was kindled on account 
of this country. Adolph, count of Bergen, who was next heir, in the years 
1282 and 1283, ceded all his right to the dutchy of Limburg to Jobn I. 


duke of Brabant, who upon that became involved with Reynald or Reinhold 


I. count of Gelders, who had taken poſſeſſion of the dutchy, in a grievous 
war, which concluded with the battle near Woringen ; after which the 
duke of Brabant took poſſeſſion of Limburg. This dutchy afterwards, to- 
gether with the other provinces of the Netherlands, devolved to the dukes 
of Burgundy, and from them to the houſe of Auſtria. 

A part of the counties of Vallenburg and Daelem, as alſo of the country 
of Hertogenrode or Rolduc, deſcended, as well by virtue of the peace of

\. 2. This dutchy terminates to the eaſt on the Electorate of Treves, 

to the ſouth on the dutchy of Lorrain, to the weſt on Champaigne, to the 


north on the biſhopric of Liege, and the dutchies of Limburg and Juliers. 


In its utmoſt extent from north to ſouth it contains about twenty German 
miles, and from eaſt to weſt about as many. | 1

F. 3. It lies in the centre of the foreſt of Ardennes which has been fo 
famous of old, and which, as far as it belongs to this dutchy, is divided 
into four tracts; vi. into that of the Eifel round Luxemburg, into that 
of Famenne near Marche to the north, into that of the Maaſz, and into 
that of the Me]. Its foil, indeed, is not very fertile, but it produces ſome 
corn, and the country has other advantages belonging to it, as namely, a 
good breed of cattle, wine, and all forts of game with ſeveral kinds of 
metals, and particularly many iron-works and founderies for cannon, which 


laſt conſtitute its greateſt riches. It is watered alſo by many ſmall rivers, the 
principal of which are the Ourt, the Semois, the Laſſe, and the Chiers, 


which diſcharge themſelves into the Maaſs, together with the river Sure 
which receives into it the leſſer rivers of Elz, or Alzet, Ouren, Pruim, 
Nims, and Vila, as alſo the Hl both which flow into the Meſel. The 
Maaſz waſhes this dutchy on the weſt, and the Moſe/ runs through a art 
of it to the ſouth-eaſt. 


F. 4. In the whole dutchy, excluſive of the principal town, are twenty- 


three other ſmaller ones. The States here conſiſt of the clergy, the nobles, 


and the deputies of the towns of Luxemburg, Arlon, Baſtogne, Biedbourg, 
Chiny, Dickrich, Durbuy, Epternach, Grevenmacheren, Houffalize, Marche, 
Neuchateau, Remich, la Roche & Virton. The abbot of St. Maximin, who 
poſſeſſes large revenues in this dutchy, is primate of the States, though this 
abbey lies near Treves. The head of the State of nobles is the marſhal, 
which dignity, ever fince the year 1674, has been inveſted in the houſe 
of Metternich, to whom, on this account, belongs alſo the ſeigniory of 
Densborn or Densburg. 

F. 5. The whole country profeſſes the Roman catholic religion. The 
greateſt part of it with reſpect to ſpiritual matters ſtands under the arch- 
biſhopric of Treves, but the reſt under the biſhops of Reims, Liege, Toul, 
Verdum, Metz, and Namur, | 

$. 6. I begin the hiſtory of this country with Count Siegfried, who in 
the ancient county of Ardenne, which comprized the whole of the preſent: 
Luxemburg, poſſeſſed conſiderable hereditary eſtates, and brought alſo to 
himſelf by exchange the citadel of Luzelinburbut, or Luxemburg, Conrad 
II. count of Luxemburg, and the laſt of his family, dying in the year 
1136, this county devolved to Henry I. count of Namur, as next heir, 


whoſe daughter Hermeſinde brought it to her firſt huſband Theobald, count 


of Bar, and after his death without heirs, to her ſecond husband Waleran 
duke of Limburg, whole eldeſt fon, by this marriage, named Henry Il. 
was the founder of the ſecond line of the counts of Luxemburg, from whoſe 
loins are deſcended Emperors, Kings and Dukes. His grandſon Henry IV. 
was created Emperor of the Romans, and as ſuch is called Henry VII. 
His ſon John was elected King of Bobemia. Wenzel I. ſon to this John 
by a ſecond venter, who was alſo count of Luxemburg, became the me __ 
8 | thereof. 
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thereof. His brother, Charles IV. Emperor of the Romans, raiſed the 
county of Luxemburg, in the year 13 54, to a dutchy, but he dying without 


heirs the dutchy came by virtue of his teſtament to Menzel ſon to the 


Emperor Charles IV. King of the Romans and Bohemia, who by way 
of mortgage, ceded to the Princeſs Elizabeth, daughter to his brother 
Jahn of Luxemburg and duke of Gorlitz, who was firſt married to Anthony 
duke of Burgundy, and afterwards to John of Bavaria, this dutchy, in lieu 
of the dowery of 120,000 Rheniſb florins which he had promiſed to give 
her. In the year 1444 this Princeſs ceded all her right in the dutchy of 
Luxemburg to Philip the Good duke of Burgundy, but without prejudice to 
the right of redemption of this country, which the Hungarian King Vladiſſaus 
and his poſterity enjoy. Afterwards this dutchy underwent the ſame fate 
with the other provinces of the Netherlands. By the peace of the Pyrenees 


in 1659 France obtained a part thereof, which has been already deſcribed 
in Vol. II. 


$. 7. The arms of the dutchy are a red lion Gules in a ſhield, divided 


into ten parts Azure and Argent. 


$. 8. Over the dutchy is appointed an Auſtrian governor. At Luxem- 
burg is a judicatory of nobles (Siege des nobles,) which is filled up by none 
but perſons of ancient nobility. The preſident thereof is only tiled judge, 
in French uſticier. The provincial council at Luxemburg was erected in 
the year 1531 by the Emperor Charles V. and conſiſts of a preſident, three 
noble and three learned council, a ae procurator, a ſecretary, &c. 

F. 9. Some authors divide the dutchy of Luxemburg, according to the three 
different languages which are ſpoken in it, into three parts, namely into the 
German, the Wallon, and the French. In the firſt they reckon the towns 
and places of Luxemburg, Arlon, Epternach, Remich, Grevenmacheren, Bied- 
burg, St. Vit, Neurburg, Dickrich, Moerſtorſ, Vianden, Eſch on the Alzet, 
Wiz, Dasburg, Hein, &c. In the ſecond the towns and counties of Ch:ny, 
Roche, Salm, Rochefort, Montagu, with Orchimont, Durbuy, Marche, Ay- 
waille, Houffalize, Baſtogne, Mirouart, Virton, Habay, &c. 
third Thionvitle, Marville, Montmedy, Tvorx, Stenay, Dampvillers, and other 
boroughs and villages.

This place, together with the diſtrict be- 
longing to it, was raiſed at firſt to a county ; but afterwards, and that, as is 
ſuppoſed, in the year 1103, to a marquiſate. Its ancient fortifications were 
razed in the year 1671, Near it riſes the river Semois.

3. The prevote of Baſtagne. This territory was ſold by John King of 
Fohemia and Count of Luxemburg, about the year 1332 to the church of 
Aix la Chapelle for 1600 gold florins. In it is 
Baſtogne, a town in a plain, formerly in a more flouriſhing condition than 
at preſent. In the year 1688 this place was diſmantled by the French. It 
is uſually called Paris en Ardenne. 5 
4. The prevòtè of Marche, which ſtands under the ſame Prevdt with the 
previte of Chiny. Belonging to it is | 
Marche, a town ſeated on the rivulet of Marſette, and the capital of a 
diſtrict named Famenne. It was formerly inhabited by a people whom Cæſar 
calls Poemant or Pbemani. In the years 1236, 1318, and 1615, this place 
| was reduced to aſhes but recovered itſelf again, and is at prefent in pretty 
good circumſtances. In it are three cloyſters and one hoſpital. In the year 
1577 Don Juan of Auſiria ſummoned the diſcontented Netherlanders to 
this town, and eſtabliſhed what is called the ed:&um perpetuum. 
5. The prevo!e of Chiny was formerly a county erected by Bruno arch- 
biſhop of Cologne, about the year 969, at the requeſt of Arnulph of Bur- 
gundy. Arnulph of Rumigny, count of Chtny, fold it in 1364 to Wenzel I. 
duke of Luxemburg. Theſe dukes bear it in their title, Chiny 
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Chiny on the Semois, was formerly a good town but is now become a vil- 
lage. The priorate here belongs to the Jeſuits of Luxemburg. 

Orval, an abbey of Benedictine Monks, erected in the year 1070.

9. The prevote of Epternach, containing 

Epternach or Echternach, a ſmall town, with a Benedictine abbey in it, 
erected in the year 701. 

10. The prevote of Remich, which ſtands under the ſame Prevẽt with 

the following. In it is 
Remicb, a (mall town, which in the years 1552, 1636, 1675, and 1708, 
was miſerably laid waſte. | 

11. The previte of Grevenmacheren, containing | 

Grevenmacheren, a town ſeated in a pleaſant and fertile plain on the 
Moſel, and which in times of war has been frequently roughly handled, 
and in particular in the years 1552 and 1705. 

Billich, or Waſſer-Billich, a ſeigniory, near the influx of the Sure into 
the Mſel. 

11 0 Aigle, a village, ſeated at the foot of a mountain on the Mſel, and 
ia the diſtrict belonging to which, that river receives into it the Sare and Sure. 
This place is remarkable for a ſquare pyramid which is ſeventy four feet 
high, and adorned with many images. It is a heatheniſh tomb, which 
appears from the inſcription, to have been founded by two brothers named 


Secundini in honor of their parents. In all probability this mauſoleum was 


erected between the times of Diocleſian and Conſtantine the Great. 

12. The prevte of Orchimont, which was formerly a county, but has 
now loſt that title, having been reannexed again to the dutchy by Charles V. 
In it is | | 

Orchimont, a town, ſeated on the Semois, with a citadel in it, which, on 


account of its high ſituation, was formerly very ſtrong, but in the year 1636 
was laid waſte.

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Dickrich, a town, ſeated on the Sure, and which in the wars of the 
fixteenth and ſeventeenth century was frequently laid waſte.

Moeerflorff, a ſeigniory lying on the Sure, the poſſeſſor of which is he- 
reditary lord-banneret of the dutchy of Luxemburg. In the year 1215 the 
children of Philip William of Bongart fold this ſeigniory to Maximilian 


Charles, baron of Martial, but reſerved to themſelves the office of hereditary 
lord banneret. | 


2. The prevote of Eftalle, containing 
Eſtalle, a town ſeated on the Semois. 


3. The prevôté of Durbuy, which formerly bore the title of a county, 
and js of great extent. In it is 


Durbuy, in Latin Durbutum, a town lying amidſt ſteep rocks on the 
river Ourt. The citadel belonging to this place was deſtroyed in the year 
1683. | 

4. The prev##e of la Roche, which is alſo a county. In it is 
La Roche, a ſmall town ſeated in a deep bottom on the river Ourt, and 


which ever ſince the fire of 1704 has been in a mean condition, but con- 
tains a ſtrong citadel. |

1. The counties and ſeigniories of Rochefort. 

The county of Rochefort, or Rutſchefort, in Latin Comit. Rupefortenſis, 
is partly a fief of Luxemberg and partly of Liege. It had formerly counts 
of its own, on the extinction of whom it came, together with its filial heireſs 
Agnes, to Count Eberbard of the Mark, whoſe male poſterity became en- 
tirely extinct in the year 1544 in Count Lewis III. upon which the county 
fell to the poſterity of Louiſa his father's ſiſter. This Louiſa was married 
to Philip of Epſtein, Count of Konig/tein, and her daughter and heireſs Ann 

to count Botto of Stolberg, by whom the had five ſons, who in 1544 made 
a mutual ſtipulation, by virtue of which one of them, namely, Count 
Lewis, was alone to enjoy all, as well the Konig/tein as the Rutſchefort eſtates; 
but in caſe of his death without male-heirs, that the other brothers and 
their poſterity were to inherit: on the other hand the daughters were to 
make a renunciation thereupon. This count Lewis of Stolberg dying in the 
year1 574 without male-heirs, and leaving behind him only three daughters; 
the counts of Stolberg, indeed, ſuppoſed they ſhould have arrived peaceably 

| 5 
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to the poſſeſſion of the county of Rochefort ; but thoſe daughters prevented 
them, and took poſſeſſion of the county; as having not yet received the 
60,000 florins which had been promiſed them by the above-menti- 
oned ſtipulation between the brothers, and ſuffered themſelves to be in- 
veſted therewith by the biſhopric of Liege. Upon this it came to a ſuit, 
which was carried on from the year 1580 between the counts of Stolberg, 
who are deſcended from Count Chr:/topher and the Princes of Lowenſtein, 
who derive their title to it from Ann, daughter to the laſt Count Lew:s, of 
whom mention has been frequently made, and this ſuit was firſt decided in 
the year 1755 by the interpoſition of the Emperor at Vienna, in ſuch man- 
ner, that, | 

The houſe of Stolberg obtained of Count Lewis's inheritance, as well that 
part of the county of Rochefort fituate in the dutchy of Luxemburg as alſo in 
the biſhopric of Liege, together with the ſeigniory of Briguemont and the 
county of Montaigu, which conſiſts of the Meyeries of Marcsur and Do- 
champ, and likewiſe the four pairies dependent thereon, as namely, Ocſain, 
Huirze, Eregnee, and the abbey of Flonne; with the ſeigniory alſo of 
d Ocbamps, which is ſituate near Neufchateau ; that of Bertrix in common 
with Beuillon and St. Hubert; and two thirds of the ſeigniory of Neufcha- 
teau in common with Aremberg. | 

The princely houſe of Lowenſtein obtained the ſeigniories of Chaſſepierre, 
Cugnon, Herbemont, Feulli, Orgeo, Havreſſe and Hatton, together with one 
third of the ſeigniory of Neufchateau. The capital of the county is Rochefort. 

Rochefort, a {mall town with a citadel in it, lies on the river Lomme. In 
the year 1494 it obtained the title of a county. The citadel here ſtands on 
a rock near the town. 

2. The county of Roſy has had many owners. In the year 1703 A- 
brecht Euſebius, count of Konigſeck and Rotenfels fold it to James Dumont, 
and the latter in 1718 to Maguin, a counſellor of the parliament of Metz. 
Z. The county of Salm lies on the borders of the biſhopric of Liege. 
Henry VI. who was the laſt of the ancient counts of Sa/m, appointed his 
relation, hn lord of Rerfferſcherat, heir to the county of Salm, to whom 
it was alſo adjudged by a ſentence of the court of Burgundy iſſued in 1455, 
againſt Engelbrecht of Rougrave, who had made himſelf matter thereof. 
From him are deſcended the counts of Salm- Rei fferſcbeidt. The principal 
riches of this county conſiſt in ſlate and grinding- ſtones. The citadel of 
Salm lies waſte. To the county belong forty villages great and ſmall. 

4. The county of Vianden, in French Vienne, is of conſiderable extent, 
and conſiſts of ſeven Mayeries, comprehending a conſiderable number of 
great and ſmall villages. The firſt count of Vianden, whom we know of 
with any degree of certainty was called Frederich, and lived in the twelfth: 
century. In the year 1335 his male deſcendants became extinct. Adelheid, 
econd daughter to the laſt count Godfrey III. brought this county Be the 
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Princes of Orange, who were the poſterity of her huſband Otto, count of 
Naſſau. It belongs till alſo to the hereditary Stadtholder of the United 
Provinces. In it is 
Vianden, a (mall town with a citadel in it, ſtanding on a mountain on the 
river Ouren. 
Redl, a commandery of the order of St. John. 
5. The county of Mila, which was erected in the year 1631 out of an 
ancient ſeigniory. In this county is 
Milz, the capital, and a franchiſe. 
M The following baronies, viz. 
The barony of Houffalize. Belonging to it 
Heufalize, a ſmall town with a very old citadel in it, hing o. on the river 
Ourt, by which it is almoſt ſurrounded. In the year 1688 this place was 
ſtripped of its walls. This town alſo contains a priorate named Le val des

. The barony of Jamoigne, founded in the year 1623. 
. The barony of Brandenburg, which came in 1683 to the houſe of 
Seye. The citadel of Brandenburg ſtands on a ſteep rock between two mour- 
tains on the little river of Bleſe, and about one mile's diſtance from Dickrich, 
4. The barony of Meyſſemburg. 
5. That of Bornmal, lying on the river Ourt. 
6. The barony of Soleuvre, which was erected in the year 1716. The 
citadel of this name was in 1552 deſtroyed by the French. In this barony 
lies Tifferdange, or Differdange, an abbey of Ciſtercian nuns. 
The barony of Anſemburg, ſituate on the rivulet of Eiſcben, which 
riſcs near Arlen, and diſcharges itſelf into the river E/z. 
whe The following ſeigniories, iz. 
St. Vit, a conſiderable ſeigniory belonging to the princely houſe of 
Nafſaw-Orduge. In it is 
St. Vit, a town ſeated on an eminence, and which has loſt mu of its 
former flouriſhing condition. In the year 1689 this place was ſtript of its 
walls by the French. 
Eighty-five villages which are portioned out among the . of 
Recht, Wampach, Amel, or Ambleve, Bullange, or Bullingen, Butgenbach, 
Nene and Themmen, 

2. Neuchateau, a ſeigniory, belonging partly to the dukes of Arſclat and 
partly to the houle of Lixcenſtein-Ierth eim. Beſore the peace of the )- 
Fences, Neuchatcau was one of the moſt important fortreſſes in the foreſt of 
Ardenne, but is at preſent only a mean little town. 

Longlier is a priorate, lying near Neuchateau, and dependant on the ab- 
vey of Flarennes in the biſlioprie of Liege. 

. Herbemont and Cbaſſe pierre, ſeigniories in the poſſeſſion of the houſe 

of | Reb n/tein-I/erthetm, but to which the houſe of Szo/berg lays claim. 


4. Eſeb, 
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4. Eſch, a ſeigniory, the citadel belonging to which lies on the river Elz. 


5. Merſch, a ſeigniory lying on the Elz, and in which is Marienthal, a 
riorate of Dominican nuns, 


b. Mircuart, a ſeigniory, ceded by Charles the Bold, duke of Purgnndy, 
in the year 1471 to Eberbard of the Mark and his heirs. 
. Rodemachern, a ſeigniory belonging to the princely houſe of Baaden- 


Buaden, which governs it by means of an Amtman. Rodemachern is a ſmall 


town. | 

8. Neuerburg, a ſeigniory, to which belongs the little town of Neuer burg. 
Clairvaux, a ſeigniory, the citadel of which lies on the river HI. 

In it is Hon, or Heſingen, an abbey of Augu/tine nuns. 

10. Ouren, a ſeigniory, the citadel of which, named Ouren, lies on the 
river of the like name. Above forty noble and other perſons pay to the 
fees thereof. | | 

11. Uſ:ldange, a ſeigniory lying on the river Attert, and in which is a 
priorate belonging to the Jeſuits of Luxemburg. 

12. Pittange, or Pittingen, alſo a ſeigniory. 

13. Naſſonge, a ſeigniory, anciently belonging to the county of Durbuy.. 
In the capital of the ſame name is a collegiate church. 


14. Aywaille and Rachamps, ſeigniories belonging to the priorate of Ay- 


waille, which lies on the Ambleve. 


St. Hubert, an ancient and rich abbey of Benedictines, lying between 


Baſtagne and Rochefort, and over which France has from old times pre- 
tended to have the right of protection; but with reſpect to this the houſe 
of Auſtria maintains that it belongs to the dutchy of Luxemburg, and ſtands 
under its juriſdiction. In the year 1718 this place was garriſoned with Au- 
ſcrian ſoldiers, who in 1741 were driven out by the French. In 1742 the 
Auſtrians made themſelves maſters of it a ſecond time, but were ſoon dif- 
poſſeſſed of it again by the French. | 

This abbey was at firſt called Andain, or Andaye, but in the year 825, 
the body of St. Hubert being carried thither, it received its name from that 
ſaint, Excluſive of the little town of St. Hubert, to it belong about eighty 
villages lying in the foreſt of Ardenne. |

Of the quarter of Ruermond, or the upper quarter of the dutchy of 
Gelders, which is ſeparated from the remaining parts, and was formerly the 
ſecond quarter in order, the houſe of Auſtria poſſeſſes only now. 

1. Roermond, or Ruermond, a ſtrong town ſeated near the mouth of the 
river Reer, or Ruer, which at this place runs into the Maaſs. This town 
is the largeſt in circuit in all Gelders, and was formerly alſo the ſecond 
in rank. The biſhop here ſtands under the archbiſhop of Mecbelen. In it 
is alſo a conſiderable charter -houſe. At this place too a toll is laid over the 
Maaſz. In the year 1554 the town was almoſt wholly burnt down, and 
it has likewiſe been frequently beſieged and taken. 

In the neighbourhood of this town lies 

Odilienbergb, a cloyſter ſituate in the St. Petersberge, on the river Ree-. 

2. The villages and ſeigniories of Swalm ſeated on the river of the ſame 


name, together with Elmpt, which the houſe of Auſtria has reſerved to 


itſelf, as in 1715 it ceded to the States-General the Droſt- amt of Mon: ford, 
from which it was alſo long before diſmembered. | 

That part of the upper quarter of Gelders which the King of Pruſſia is 
in poſſeſſion of, was ceded to him for ever in the year 1713 at the peace 
of Utrecht, though upon this condition, that the Roman Catholic religion 
ſhould continue there upon the ſame footing as it was under the Spaniſh go- 
vernment. This part conſiſts of the following towns and prefecturates, of 
which mention muſt be made here, there being no place more proper for 


their deſcription. 


I. The town and prefecturate of GELDERs. : 
1. The town of Gelders is ſurrounded by the river Mers, and lies alſo 


on the canal of Mariengrift, which reaches from Venloe to Rhynberk. The 


town, indeed, is ſmall, but very ſtrong, and the reſidence of a royal com- 
miſſion, the head of which is the governor of Gelders, as alfo of a college 
of Juſtice. In the year 1530 this place was deſtroyed by fire. In 17 
it was obliged to ſurrender to the Pru/an forces. 

2. To the prefecturate of GEIL DRERS belong the villages of Pont, Alt- 
kerk, Nykerk, St. Thomas, Wetten, Kappelen and Veyrt. 

II. The town and prefecturate of STRALEN. 

The town of Stralen is ſmall, but fortified. 

In the peaſantſhip of Sand is a cloyſter. 

III. The little town and prefecturate of WacuTEnDONK, In it 

Wachtendonk, a ſmall town lying on the river Niers. 

TV. The prefecturate of MiDDELAER. 

The place of Middelaer was in old times called Mededacum. 

V. The prefecturate of KRIECKENBEECK, to which belong the village! 
of Vierſſen, Grefferade, Lobrecht, Wankum, Heeringhen and Hensbeeck. | 

VI. The land of Keſſel, which anciently ſtood under the archbiſhopric 
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wm the Maaſz, Rade, Helden, Sevenbem, Brey, Blerick, Swolgem, Broeck- 
tuvſerfor/t, Ruerloe, Wi anlum and Lothum. | 

VII. The lordſhips of Walbeeck, Aerſſen, Aefferden, &c. 

Rem. The prefecturate of Montfort, indeed, belongs likewiſe to the King 
of Pruſſia, but ſtands in the juriſdiction of the States-general ; for which 
reaſon it muſt be deſcribed under the countries belonging to the United- 
Provinces. N

ticular maps of ſingle parts thereof, to which belong the fix ſheets of Nic. 

Vi/ſcher. | 

| 19 Flanders terminates, to the north-weſt, on the northern ſea; to the 
north, on that part of the Schelde called the Hont, and by which it is parted 
from Seeland; to the eaſt, on Brabant and the Hennegau; to the ſouth, on 
the Hennegau and Artois, and, to the ſouth-weſt, alſo on the latter. Its 
right line, taken from the borders of Artois along the ſea-coaſt quite to 
Antwerp amounts to about twenty German miles, and that from the north- 


ermoſt end of Cadſand to Marchiennes to above ſixteen, and if we draw 


it to the end of the narrow tract of the prefecturate of Douay, to twenty 
miles. | 

$. 3. This country enjoys a temperate and wholeſome air, and in parti- 
cular to the ſouth, being partly level and partly mountainous. Its foil is, 
in general, fertile and fit for agriculture, and in ſome parts, as, namely, 
towards the ſea and the borders of France, its degree of fertility is uncom- 
monly great. The land here bears almoſt all ſorts of corn and garden- 
ſtuff; and ſome tracts, as, namely, thoſe of Gent and Brugges, may ex- 
port corn, though the corn produced in others is not ſometimes ſuthcient 
for the great number of its inhabitants. Flax is the riches of the country, 
The paſture-grounds here are in many parts extremely fine, and particu- 
larly near Furnes, Dixmuyden and Loo ſo excellent that there are no better 
in the whole Netherlands. For this reaſon the breeding of cattle here is an 
important article, and it yields alſo fine butter and cheeſe. In the north- 
weſterly tract of the country the paſtures are alſo very good, and its breed 
of horſes and ſheep very conſiderable. Flanders alſo produces fruits of va- 
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rious ſorts, together with fowl and veniſon, ſuch as deer, wild-boars and 
hares, and likewiſe ſea and river fiſh. In it alſo are foreſts and woods. Its 
principal rivers are 

The Schelde, which at Mortagne receives the Scarpe, at Gent the Ly; 
and Lieve, and at Dendermonde the Dender. 

The Leye, or Lys, in Latin Legia, or Liza, comes out of Artois, and 
there receives at Aire a couple of rivulets, after which it enters Flanders, 
dividing it into two parts. | 
Some uſeful canals have alſo been dug here, among which that of Brugge,, 
lying between Brugges and Gent is the principal. 

FS. 4. Flanders is greatly cultivated and inhabited. In the whole count 


are computed fixty-two walled and open towns, many hundreds of villages 


and above two hundred and fifty ſeigniories. | 

The States here are the prelates, nobles and four members, which conſiſt 
of the diſtricts of Gent, Brugges, Yþers and the Franken-land, or t Vrye and 
Terra Franca. The biſhop of Brugges is perpetual and hereditary-chancellor 
of Flanders. 

F. 5. The Flemings profeſs themſelves of the Romiſb Catholic church, 
King Philip II. erected three new biſhoprics here; namely, thoſe of Gent, 
Brugges and Yhers. 

Aelft and its diſtrict ſtand under the archbiſhop of Mechelen; Courtray 
and its caſtellanies, for the moſt part, under the bithop of Tournay ; and 
Caſſel, with a part of the diſtrict of Borborch, is ſubject to the biſhop of 
St. Omers. | | 

$. 6. The Flemings may boaſt of the invention of ſome important arts, 
They were the firſt in Europe who began to ſupport themſelves by weaving, 


and taught to die cloths and ſtuffs ; in which reſpect the towns of YÞres and 


Courtray bear the oldeſt and greateſt reputation. In the latter was alſo 
found out the manner of weaving all forts of figures in linen. In the four- 


teenth century, William von Beukelſzon, a native of Viervliet, taught how 


to gut and cure herrings. Jobn van Eyck, in the fifteenth century, invented 
oil- colours. N | 


At preſent, indeed, the manufactures of Flanders are far from being in 
the flouriſhing condition they were formerly; however, we have ſtill filk 
and woollen-ſtuffs from Lille, brocade, cotton, camlets, lace and other 
wares; from Gent, Meenen and Courtray, linen; from Tournay, tapeſtries, 
curtains, bed-coverlets and other worked ſtuffs; from Brugges, cotton and 
fine woollen-ſtuffs, linen and lace. | | | 

$. 7. The ſeries of the counts of Flanders takes its beginning in the ninth 
century from Baldwin J. Baldwin III. the fourth count thereof, about the 
year 959, introduced weaving (F. 6.) and appointed alſo fairs and trade. 
Baldwin V. the ſeventh count, firſt brought the county of Aelſt to Flanders, 
which was united therewith, as a fief of the Empire, by the ſixteenth 


count 
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count, Philip I. in the twelfth century. On the contrary, the ſame count 
diſmembered Artois from Flanders in the year 1179. Margaret III. daughter 
and heireſs to the twenty- fourth count, Lewis II. married, in the year 
1369, Philip the Bold, duke of Burgundy, who thereby arrived to be count 
of Flanders. By Mary, daughter to Charles the Bold, who married Maxi- 
milian, archduke of Auſtria, Flanders came to the houſe of Auſtria. The 
northerly part of this country was ceded to the States-general partly and 
chiefly by the peace of Munſter, and partly by the barrier-treaty of 1715, 
and France in the year 1667 ſeized on the ſouthern part. 

$. 8. The arms of Flanders are a lion fable in a field or. Count 
Philip I. who was the ſixteenth count of Flanders, firſt introduced theſe 
arms. | | 

8.9. The court and council of Flanders, in Latin Provinciale Flandriæ 
concilium, has its ſeſſions at Ghent, and is the ſupreme court of judicature in 
the country, but from it, nevertheleſs, an appeal may lie to the ſupreme 
council at Mechelen. In it is alſo the legal-chamber, in Latin camera 
lzgalis, or legitima, which paſſes a definitive ſentence in all matters relating 
to fiefs. | 

F. 10. Ever ſince Artois has been diſmembered from Flanders (F. 7.) it 
has conſiſted of three parts. The firſt and greateſt of theſe, which is pro- 
perly called the codnty of Flanders, and ſtood under the dominion of the 
French, has been divided, according to the difference of languages ſpoken 
in it, into the German and Wallon. German Flanders terminates, to the 
north, on the North-ſea; to the eaſt, on Imperial Flanders; to the ſouth, 
on the Leye, and to the weſt, on Artois and the New-Fofſe ; but Wallon- 
Flanders, in Latin Flandria Gallicana, borders, to the north, on German- 
Flanders; to the weſt, on the Sche/de; to the ſouth, on the territory of 
Cambray, and, to the weſt, on the Leye and the county of Artois. All 
this part the Emperor Charles V. by virtue of the ſtipulation made with 
Francis I. in the year 1526, ſet free from its dependency on France. The 
ſecond part, which was called the ſeigniory of Flanders, or Imperial 
Flanders, becauſe it ſtood under the ſupreme juriſdiction of the holy Ro- 
man Empire, comprehends the county of Aalſi, the land of Naas, and the 
four prefecturates, as they are called, together with the land on the other 
tide of the Schelde. The third part has obtained the name of Proper 
Flanders, being neither dependent upon France nor the Roman Empire, 
and only under the juriſdiction of the counts of Flanders. To this part 
_ g the places of Dendermonde, Bornbeim and Geersberg, with their 
iſtricts. | | 
The portion which France poſſeſſes at this day in Flanders, has been de- 
{cribed in the ſecond volume, and that part belonging to the States-general 
thall be deſcribed under the United-Provinces. Thus we only conſider 
in this place the territories in Flanders belonging to the houſe of Auſtria. 
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$. 11. This country may be beſt deſcribed according to what are called the 


four members (F. 4.) which are, the diſtricts of Gent, Brugges, Ipers and 
the Frankenland. 


The Dis TricT of 
G E NN / 
To which belongs, 


I, HE town of Gent, or Ghendt, in Latin Gandavum, and the capital of 

Flanders. This place, on account of the many running waters which 
unite near it, boaſts a very advantageous ſituation both as well with regard 
to its trade as its ſtrength ; for, not only the Schelde receives the Leye in 
this town, but alſo from hence to Damme runs the Lieve, which is pro- 
perly a canal, the digging of which was begun in the year 1228, and 
which, excluſive of ſeveral rivulets, receives into it alſo the Caele. The 
canal, which was carried on from hence to Brugges, and from there again 
to O/tend, was begun in the year 1613, and is eminently remarkable. 
From another canal, which runs to the north, a branch extends itſelf 
from Redenbuyſen to Sas van Gent, and another divides itſelf in the tract 
of Moerbeck, ſo that a by-branch as it were paſſes to Axel and another to 
Huli; not to mention other ſmaller canals and rivers in this part. 

The fown of Gent is large, its compaſs within the walls being computed 
at 45,640 Roman feet. From the Emperor's gate, to that of Muyden, is 
an hour's diſtance. In it are thirteen market-places, ſeven of which are 
large, and to theſe belong what is called the Friday-market, on which a 
ſtatue has been erected to the Emperor Charles V. This very Emperor, in 
the year 1540, cauſed the foundation to be laid for the ſtrong citadel which 

lies between the Emperor's gate and that of Mſuyden, and is called the Neue 
Kaſtel. Here alſo, in the year 949, the Emperor Otto the Great erected an 
old fort. The Grafen-kaſlel, in Latin Petra comitis, is the place of aſſembly 
to the court and council of Flanders. In the Prince's court here was born 
tne Emperor Charles V. in the year 1500. The ſtadthouſe is a grand 
building. From the tower of Beſfort, which ſtands in the middle of the 
town, and the building of which was begun in the year 1313, a ſpectator 
has a delightful proſpect of the whole town. In Ger? alſo is the ſeigniory 
of Raveſchot, To the biſhopric erected here in the year 1559, belong 
ſeven decanates ; namely, the decanate in the 7wn of the ſeven churches; 
that of Everghem, containing twenty-one pariſhes ; that of Dendermonde, 


alto 
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alſo containing twenty-one ; that of Deyns, containing twenty-five ; that of 
Maes, containing twenty; that of Thelt, containing twenty-two ; and that 
of Huift, containing fifteen pariſhes. The cathedral-church here, which is 
dedicated to John the Baptift, is a grand ſtructure. Excluſive too of a col- 
legiate, here are, morcover, fix pariſh-churches. The abbot of the Bene- 
 d:Hine-abbey of St. Peter, in Latin Abbatia S. Petri in monte Blandinio, 
{tiles himſelf primate of Flanders, preſident of the aſſembly of the Netherland 
cloyſters, ſtanding immediately under the holy chair, Prince of Champin, 
count of Harne and lord of Swynaerde, Aſenede, Saffelaere, &c. Next here 
are alſo two abbeys for Monks with two colleges of Jeſuits, ſeven other 
monaſteries, and what is called the Tempelbof, which belongs to the order 
of St. John; as likewiſe twenty-two nunneries, two begurn-houſes, a ſemi- 
nary appertaining to the biſhopric of Gent, divers hoſpitals and chapels. 
The town itſelf had formerly more houſes and inhabitants than are at. 
preſent to be found therein. The repeated fires here, and in particular that 
of the year 1217, have contributed much to its diminution. In the years 

1678, 1708 and 1745, the French made themſelves maſters of it. The 
territory belonging to the town extends as far as the Vrytgracht. 

2. The burggravate of Gent, or the Caſſe/rie van der Oudenburg, the court 
belonging to which is held in the Grafen-kaſtel at Gent. This burggravate 
is divided into four prefecturates, and. conſiſts of forty-ſix villages and ſeveral 
ſeigniories. To the biſhop of Gent belong Everglem, with the title of a 
county, Lathem, Los Chriſti, Ooftacker, and a part alſo of Sleydingen and 
Zeevencecke; but to the abbey of St. Peter in Gens belong Afsnede, in 
which is the ſeigniory of Idewalle, Baerle, Deſſetberghe, St. Denys, Saffelaere, 
dee vergbem, containing the ſeigniory of Meldene and Swynarde. Of the other 
places here the principal and moſt remarkable are Aelteren, in which is the 
ſeigniory of La Moeſtyne, Deſſeldonk, Kneſſeldaere, Nazareth, belongin g alſo 
to the caſtellanies of Oudenaerde and Courtray, to the church of which fre- 
quent pilgrimages are made; Nevele, a barony ; Oydonk, a caſtle; Somerg- 
bem and Waerſchoot, in which is a Ciſtercian cloyſter. | 

On the canal, de newve vart na Ghendt, lie ſeveral forts, among which 
that of St. Philip is the principal. | 

z. The county of Aalijt, or Aelſt, lies between the river Schelde and 
Dender. In it are many hills and ſeveral ſmall rivers take their riſe there, 
which pour themſelves into the juſt mentioned larger rivers of the Schelde and 
the Dender. It produces likewiſe fine corn, eſpecially rie, as alſo good hops, 

and had anciently counts of its own. The counts. of Flanders arriving, in the 
year 1174, to the perpetual poſſeſſion thereof, came on this account to be 
reckoned among the States of the holy Reman Empire. In this county we 
{hall take notice of, 5 ä | 

I. Aal, or Aelſt, in Latin Aloſium, the capital thereof and lying 
on the river Dender. It contains an old fort, with one collegiate and 

one 
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one pariſn- church, a college of Jeſuits, three monaſteries and five nun- 
neries. 


Hard by the town, within the limits of its pariſh, lies the abbey of 
Ciſtercian Nuns named Ten Rogſen, or Abbatia beatæ Marie de Rojis. 

II. De Vyf Roeden (in Latin Virge, i. e. Prefedturæ) van bet lant van 
Aelſt, or the five diſtricts of the country of Aelſt. Theſe are, 

1. The country or territory of Rode, which is an ancient barony. To 
it belongs, e. gr. Melle, in which is a college of regular canons of the order 
of St. Auguſtine ; Baveghem, Ghyſele and Yherzele, which three places be- 
long to the biſhop of Gent, &c. 


2. The country of Sotteghem. The town of Sortegbem is a populous fran- 
chiſe or borough. | 


3. The country of Gavere, which bears the title of a Principality. The 
village and citadel of Gavere lie on the Schelde. 

4. The country of Boulaere, which is a barony. The head-place of this 
barony is Over-Boulaere. In the year 1654, the franchiſe of Up-Haſſelt ob-

| tained the title of a county. Aſpelaere and Yedegem are franchiſes, and Oom- 


_ berghe a ſeigniory. 


5. The country of Schoorifſe, in French Eſcornaix, and in Latin Litio 
Scornacanſis, being alſo a barony. | 

Rem. The barony of Leeuwerghem is an independency, enjoying the. 
high, middle and lower juriſdictions thereof, and having alſo a proper ſpi- 
ritual-court. To it belong the pariſhes of Elene and Hillegbem, together 
with the villages of Nieuwegbe and Regboſcb, and the greater part of the 
inhabitants of Oombergben.

Geertsbergbe, in Latin Gerardimontium, is a ſmall place which, about the 
year 1068, obtained the privilege of a town.

R:nſe, in French Reneſſe, and in Latin Rotnacum, a ſmall town, belonging 
to the princely houſe of Naſſau, and which formerly carried on a great trade 


in cloths. This town has frequently ſuffered much by fire. In it we find 


one collegiate-church and three cloyſters. 
Not far from this place is a mountain named Schaerpenberg, on which

Rem, Concerning the town of Leſzine, and the citadel and ſeigniory of 


Fl:becq, great diſputes formerly aroſe between the counts of Flanders and the 
Hennegau, whence they have accordingly been named the controverted 
places.

This is rendered a 
place of ſtrength chiefly by means of its ſituations, and becauſe it may be 
wholly laid under water. The ſtrong citadel, which lies on the Schelde near 
the mouth of the Dender, is the feat of the feodal-court of this lordſhip. 
In the town we find two pariſh-churches, one of which is collegiate, two 
monaſteries and four nunneries, with other foundations and a gymnaſiun. 
In the barrier-treaty of the year 1715, a right of garriſoning it in common 
was granted by the houſe of Auſtria to the States general. 

2. The lordſhip of Dendermonde has a fruitful bottom, which bears all ſorts 
of corn, hemp and much flax, and yields alſo fine paſturage. The places 
belonging thereto ſtand partly immediately under the ſovereign, as Grim- 


berge and Berlacre, a place naturally ſtrong on the river Schelde; and Baſe- 


rode, under which name are properly compriſed five places, partly imme- 
diately, and hereditarily belonging to certain houſes ; as, namely, Schellzbell, 
in which is a cloyſter ; Moer/eke, Calkene, &c. 

8. The caſtelany of Bornbem devolved, in the ſixteenth century, to the

The Prince's court here was built by Philip of Burgundy ; and 
in it Philip, fon to Maximilian, was born. The biſhopric here was founded 
in the year 1559, and has under it ſeven decanates; namely, the archi- 
preſbyterate of Brugges, containing fifteen pariſh-churches ; that of Ouden- 
berch, alſo containing fifteen pariſhes ; that of Thorout, containing ſeventeen; 
that of Chiſtel, containing twenty; that of Roſſelaere, containing fifteen ; 
that of Ardenburch, containing twenty-three ; and that of Damme, alſo con- 
taining twenty-three. 'The biſhop of this place is perpetual and hereditary 
chancellor of Flanders. The cathedral-church here is dedicated to St. Do- 
natian. In the chapel of St. Bafil is preſerved the blood which Fo/eph of 
Arimathea wiped off with a ſpunge from the dead body of our Saviour. 
Here are alſo two collegiate and five pariſh-churches, together with a col- 
lege of Jeſuits, twelve monaſteries and nineteen nunneries, as alſo an 
epiſcopal ſeminary, two charity-ſchools and ſeveral alms-houſes, hoſpitals 
and chapels.

The French made themſelves maſters 
of it in the years 1648, 1658 and 1678, and from the latter year re- 
woes it till 1713. In the year 1744, they again poſſeſſed themſelves of 
this place.

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IV. The Frankenland, or Het FYrye, in Latin Ditio Francona- 
zum, or Terra Franca, 


\ AS formerly under the juriſdiction of the town of Brugges, but firſt 

under Count Pbilip I. and with his conſent, rendered itlelf indepen- 
dent thereon, obtaining alſo a magiſtracy of its own : Nay, it was declared, 
either by Philip the Bold or Philip the Good, a fourth member of Flanders, 


and thus aſſociated itſelf with the towns of Gent, Brugges and Ypers. The 


magiſtracy thereof muſt have their reſidence within the limits of the Fran- 
kenland, and it aſſembles ordinarily in the Iand-houſe at Brugges. In the year 
1517, the prefecturates belonging to it were regiſtered as follows; viz. 
the prefecturate of Jendyck, Ootſiberg, Ardenborg, Moerkerke, Ortherke, 
Dudzeele, Liſſeweghe, Uutkerke, Zuwenkerke, Meetkerke, Houthave, Nicu- 
Munſter, Vlieſſeghem, Clemskerke, Bredenebouc, Qudenborch, Serwautermans, 
Camerlink, Vlaerfloo, Wommen, Eeſſen, Zarren, Bouvenkerke, Coukelaere, 
Yechteghem, Yemeghem, Aertrycke, Gbiſtel, Zerkeyghem, Jabbete, | Snelleg- 
bem, Zedelgbem, Loppem, Vaſſenaere, Straten. Under it alſo oceur the pre- 
fecturates of Maldegbem and Buuskins, together with the little town and 
ſeigniory of Middleborgh and Heyle, as alſo the prefecturates of Veurne, 
Wynoxberge and Bourburg, which, together with their appendages, are 
reckoned in the Frantenland. One part of it ſtands at preſent under the 
States-general, and another under the juriſdiction of France. The moſt 
remarkable places beſides in the Frankenland are the following; viz.

Towards the cloſe of the fixteenth century, the Hollanders made 
themſelves maſters of this place. On the fifth of July, in the year 1601, 
the Spaniards undertook the fiege of it, which ended not till September 
the twenty-ſecond, 1604, with the ſurrendry of the fort. In the year 
1706, it was obliged to ſurrender to Charles III. (VI.) who, in 1722, 
eſtabliſhing an Eaft and Wejt-India company in the Auſirian-Netherlands,. 
Olend was appointed their principle ſtaple; but the neighbouring powers, 
and in particular England and Holland, made oppoſition to it; and in the 
treaty of Vienna of the year 1731, to which the Szates-general acceded in

This town has a commu- 
nication, by means of canals, with Dunkirk, Nieuport, Brugges, and other 
places. The French have frequently made themſelves matters of it, and 
even kept poſſeſſion of it for ſome time. It is one of the barrier place 
which, in 1715, were ceded to the Szates-general to be garriſoned. 

Nieuport, in Latin Neoportus, a ſtrong town, ſeated on the Yþerlee, which, 
not far from this place, runs into the Nor7h-ſea. It was formerly called 
Sandiſhovet, which appellation ceaſed after the town had purchaſed the 
rights and juriſdiction of the above-mentioned place of Lombaerdbyde, and 
built a new harbour in it. We find here a collegiate church and five 
cloyſters. It is defended as well by the fort of Nieten Dam, as alto by an- 


other erected towards the fea. In the year 1600 a battle was fought near 


this town between the forces of the United Provinces and the Spantard:, to 
the diſadvantage of the latter. In 1745 it was taken by the French. 

Loo, a borough, containing an abbey of regular canons of the order of 
St. Auguſtine. 

Knocke, a fort, fituate on the river Yperlee, and which, in 1662, was 
built by the Spaniards, and is one of the barrier-places which, in 1715, 
were ceded to the States general. 


Everſham, a cloyſter of regular canons of the order of St. Augufline, 
ſituate near the village of Szavele, Malou, 
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Natou, the largeſt village in all Flanders, and which, in 1629, obtained 


the title of a county. ; 
16. Poperingen, a borough, containing ſome woollen manufactories, three 


churches, and the ſame number of cloyſters. | [ 
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9.1. O the Hennegau in Latin Comitatus Hannoniæ, and in French 1 
Hainaut, Nic. Viſſcher improved a chart made by Alex. Penesx, | [| 
and Fob. Bapt. Homann publiſhed one ſtill better. | 
$. 2. This county terminates to the north on Flanders, to the eaſt on the 
dutchy of Brabant, the connty of Namur, and the biſhopric of Liege; to 
the ſouth on Champagne and Picardie, and to the weſt on Artois and 
Flanders. In its greateſt extent from ſouth to north it is twelve, and from 
eaſt to weſt between thirteen and fourteen German miles. 
$. 3. The air here is good and moderate. The foil produces corn in 
abundance. The rich paſtures here breed all ſorts of cattle, and the ſheep 
yield good wool. Its woods and foreſts fupply all manner of building and 
fuel for burning. In it is alſo ſtone-coal, iron, beautiful marble, ſlate-ſtone, 
and other very good and ſerviceable ſtones. The principal rivers here are 
the Schelde which iſſues out of Picardie, the Selle which receives into it

To the firſt belong the clergy, but the 
chapters of St. Waudru and St. Germain in Mons ſend no deputies, as they 
contribute nothing to the public taxes.

F. 6. The time in which this province was raiſed to a county is not 
properly known. After the death of Count Raginer IV. it deſcended, with 
his only daughter and heireſs Richild, to Baldwin VI. count of Flanders, 
who was the firſt of that name among the counts of Hainault. Count 
Baldwin VI. who died in the year 1204, left behind him two daughters, 
one of whom, named Margaret, was married to Burchard of Aveſnes, 
and brought to him the county of Hainault. Their great grandſon Wil. 
liam II. died in 1345 without male heirs, upon which the county fell, to- 
gether with his daughter Margaret, to the ſhare of the Emperor Lewis of 
Bavaria. The laſt proprietor of it deſcended from this houſe was William 
IV. whoſe daughter Jaqueline, after being four times married, died with-

The 
dignity of grand-Bailli of the county of Hainault, governor of Mons, 
and captain-general of the province of Hainault, was firſt founded in the 
The perſon who rules it repreſents the ſovereign.

5. Alb, in Latin Atkum, a ſtrong little town ſituate on the river Dender, 
and the reſidence of a caſtelany, and an abbey of nuns.

In the years 1697 and 1745 this town 
was taken by the French. | | | 

6. Chifores, in Latin Cervia, a ſmall town bearing the title of a 

erdom. 

7. Leuſe, in Latin Luſa, a ſmall town and an ancient barony, which is 
alſo the feat of a caſtelany and of a collegiate church. 1 8 

8. Leſzines, in Latin Leſſina, a little town lying on the Dender, and in 
which much linen is made. | 

9. Engbien, in Latin Angia, and Angianum, a little town and an ancient 
barony, from which the houſe of Bourbon-Condes take the title of duke. 
This place is alſo the ſeat of a prefecturate. In it tapeſtries are made. 

10. Hal, or Halle, in Latin Hallz, a ſmall town, lying on the Senne, 
and in the church of which is a celebrated image of the Virgin. At 
this place, in the year 1404, died Philip the Bold duke of Burgundy. 

11. Braine le Comte, in Latin Brennia Comitis, a ſmall town, and an 
ancient barony, which is alſo the ſeat of a caſtelany. OD) 5 

12. Binch, in Latin Binchium, a little town, which is alſo the ſeat of a 
previte, and of a collegiate church. | 

13. Beaumont, in Latin Bellomontium, a ſmall town, ſtanding on a hill, 
and bearing the title of a county. This place is an ancient barony, and 
the ſeat alſo of a prevote, and an abbey of nuns. 

II. The dutchy of Havre, lying not far from Mons, and which is alſo an

5. The preſent county of Namur conſtituted in the tenth century a 
part of the county of Lomme, in Latin Pagus Lommenſis, or Comitatus Lo- 
macenſis, as allo of the county of Arnau, in Latin Pagus Arnuenjis ; the 
former lay between the Maaſz and the Sambre, the latter extended from 
the Sambre to the other fide of Gemblours, along the Ornau. The firſt 
count of Namur, concerning whom we have any certain knowledge, is 
Nobert ſon to Beringer, count of Lomme, to whom ſucceeded his ſon Albrecht, 
who died in the year 998. In 1189 the Em; eror Henry declared Baldwin, 
count of Hainault, who was ſiſter's ſon to Henry count of Namur, and 
his appointed ſucceſſor, marggrave of the Empire.

4. Bieſine, with the ſurname of la Colonoiſe, and formerly Beverna, atter- 
wards called Bzevene, is a large village lying between the Sambre and Maaſz, 
and in which adoration has been paid to St. Severin ever ſince the ſeventh

5. Boneſſe, an abbey of Ciſtercian Monks, ſituate hard by the rivulet 
of Mebaigne. | | 


6. Brogne, 
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6. Brogne; or St. Gerard, an abbey of Benedictine Monks. 

7. Chateau Thierri, ſeated on a mountain hard by the Maaſz, and formerly 
a ſtrong place. 

8. Dave, a conſiderable village, citadel, and ſeigniory, lying on the Maafs, 

9. Floreffe, an abbey of Premonſtratenſes, ſituate hard by the Sambre, 
and the abbot of which wears a mitre. This is in rank the third cloyſter 
belonging to that order. Near it lies a ſmall inconſiderable town. 


10. Freyr, a citadel lying on the Maaſz, and the place where in 1675 


a treaty of commerce was concluded between the French and Spaniards. 
The ſeigniory belonging thereto is an ancient barony. 

11. Fleurus, an abbey, near which in 1622 and 1689 ſome battles were 
fought.

13. Golzinne, formerly a ſtrong citadel, deſtroyed in 1429 by the inha- 
bitants of Liege.

15. Haſttcres, a Benedictine abbey, founded about the end of FU ninth 
or in the beginning of the tenth century, and united with that of 
Mauſſore.

INTRODUCTION 


To the CIRCLE of 
KASTIHEALES 


Of WESTPHALIA u general, 


68.1. ＋ HE ancient Saxons were divided into Weſtphalians, Angrians, 


and Eaſiphalians. The people inhabiting between the Weſer and 
the Rhine were called Weftphalians, and the tract of country inhabited by 
them has from thence been called MWeſiphalia. The dutchy of that name, 
which ſhall be deſcribed under the archbiſhopric of Cologne in the electoral 
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circle of the Rhine, conſtitutes a part of this country; but the circle of 
Meſiplalia comprizes allo under it other countries which never belonged to 
the above-mentioned Weſiphalia, And thus we muſt carefully diſtinguiſh 
from each other the three denominations, which are the circle of Weltphalia, 
Weſtphalia itſelf, and the dutchy of that name. 

F. 2. The circle of Meſphalia, is alſo called the Lower or the Meſtpha- 
lian circle; ſome likewiſe call it the Lower-Rheniſb, or Lower-Rhenifh 
Weſtphalian circle. | | 

F. 3. The charts of this circle require conſiderable improvement. The 
beſt we have at preſent of it are thoſe which have been formed out of 
the ſeparate charts which John Gigas publiſhed of the fingle biſhoprics, 
ſuch as Gerhard Mercator, Blaeuw, and the elder Viſſcher have publiſhed. 
Hmann's chart conſtitutes the one hundred and eighth in the Atlas of 
Germany. The bithopric of Liege has found no place on theſe charts. 

F. 4. This circle is ſurrounded by the Burgundian circle, the United Pro- 
vinces, the Nerthern or German fea, the Upper-Rhenijh, and the Electoral- 
Rheniſh circles. Its extent amounts to about 1250 ſquare miles, 

$. 5. Formerly not only certain States were reckoned in this circle, 
which at preſent belong no longer to it, as namely the foundation of 
Utrecht, Gelders, Zutphen, the biſhop of Camerich or Cambray, and the 
town of that name; but alſo in other reſpects the ancient and the modern 
liſts of the countries of the Meſſphalian circle differ greatly from each other. 
Upon comparing together the natricula of the Empire, the uſual matricula 
for the maintenance of the cameral-court, and the ſummons-ſchedules, 
which are regarded at the diets of the Empire, and upon completing and 
improving one liſt by the other, the following appeared to be States of the 
Meſipbalian circle, vix.

Siegen, and Naſſau- Dillenburg; the principalities of Eaf?-Frizfland and 
Mors; the counties of Sayn, Wied.- Runbel, Schauenburg (i. e. the Heſſe- 
Caſſel ſhare) Schauenburg (i. e. the Lippe ſhare in it,) Oldenburg, Delmen- 
borſt, Lippe, Bentbeim- Bentheim, Benthetm-Steinfurt, Tecklenburg, Hoya, 
Virnenburg, Diepbolz, Spiegelberg, Rietberg, Pyrmont, Grom feld, Rechbeim; 
the ſeigniories of Anbolt, and Winneburg; the county of Holzapfel; the ſeig- 
niories of Mittem, Blankenheim, Gerolaſtein, Gebmen, Gymborn, and Neuſtadt, 
Wickerad, Mylendink, and Reichenstein; the county of Kerpen, and Lom- 
merſum ; the ſeigniory of Schleiden, and the county of Hallermund, to which 
in the uſual matricula are reckoned moreover to belong the ſeigniories of 
Dyck, Severn, Kniphauſen, Keyl, Mechernich, Eiſa, Schlenacken, Mylre, 
Richold, Dreyſs, and Schonau, together with the cities of Colegne,, Aiæ la 
Chapelle, and Dortmund. F. G. The 
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$. 6. The ſummoning princes and directors of the circle are, the biſhop 
of Munſter, and with him alternately the Electors of Brandenburg and Pa- 
latine, as dukes of Cleve and Juliers, both of whom in this direQtory en- 
joy together but one voice. The Diets of the circle are uſually. appointed 
at Cologne, but ever fince the year 1718 none have been held. The ar- 
chives belonging to it are kept at Duſſeldorf. This circle is one of the 
fix which, in the year 1697, entered into an aſſociation at Frankfort , 
and in 1702 acceded to the league of Nordlingen, promiſing to raiſe 8200 
foot, and 1000 dragoons, but continued not in it. 

$. 7. The contribution of this circle in men and money to the aids of the 
Empire has been hitherto made equal to the contributions of the circles of 
Upper and Lower-Saxony, Burgundy, and Swabia, and rated at ſomewhat 
more than the ninth, but leſs than the tenth part of the whole ſum granted 
by the Empire, and ſhared out among the ten circles. In it alſo the pro- 
portion of the magnitude of this circle to all Germany is pretty accurately 
conſidered. | | 

$. 8. With reſpect to religion, this circle is one of the mixed. Indeed 
the catholic States are to nominate two, and the proteſtant alſo the like num- 
ber of aſſeſſors to aſſiſt at the Imperial and chamber-court of the Empire; 
and after the number of the aſſeſſors of the chamber-court had been fixed 
in 1719 at one half, each part had one aſſeſſor to nominate : but the whole 
buſineſs of the nomination in this circle has dwindled to nothing.

. 1. O F the biſhopric of Paderborn Yobn Gigas has drawn a valuable 


chart, which was publiſhed by Peter Schenk and Gerhard Valk re- 
tained in the Monumenta Paderbornenſia, copied with ſome improvements by 
Matth. Seutter, and enlarged by him as well with the proſpect of the town 


of Paderborn, as alſo with a ſhort deſcription of the biſhopric, but which 


is defective in ſome reſpects, and in others erroneous. 

8. 2. This country terminates to the eaſt on Heſe and the foundation of Car- 
vey, being ſeparated alſo by the Weſer from the principality of Calenberg; to 
the north on the county of Lippe; to the weſt on the counties of Rietberg and 
Lippe, and the dutchy of We/iphalia; and to the ſouth on the fame and the 


county of Waldeck. Its greateſt extent from welt to caſt amounts to eleven,

g. 3. It is for the moſt part a very fertile country, and produces in parti- 
cular a good breed of cattle, Between the town of Buren and the cloyſter of 
Dalem lies the Sintfeld, or Sendveld, a ſpot remarkably fertile; whereas the 
denne, or Sende, formerly the Sinedi, is a large heath, extending through 
the countries of Paderborn, Lippe, Ravensberg, and Rietberg quite to the 
territories of Mater and Oſuabruch. It receives continual improvements in 
its cultivation, and in it are already many hundred houſes. In the year 
1640, the Swedes were defeated in this country by Hatzfeld, the Imperial 
general. In it are alſo good iron- mines, fait and medicinal ſprings, toge- 


ther with rivers which abound in fiſh. The Meſer waſhes a ſmall part of 


this country to the eaſt; and into it the Dimel, in Latin the Dimola, which 
comes out of the dutchy of Meſiphalia, and traverſes a great part of the bi- 
ihopric pours itſelf. The Bever riſes in this country, as alfo the Nette, or 
Nette, in Latin the Miaſa, which likewiſe receives its ſource here. The 
great Emmer in Latin the Ambra, riſes between Dedinabaujen and Lan- 
geland, receives into it the Bever (a different river of that name from the 
foregoing) the Hee, Niſe, and other little ſtreams, and falls not far from 
Hameln into the Wejer. The Lippe, in Latin the Lippia, or Luppra, riſes 
near Lippſpring, and runs by Wl into the Rhine. At this place it receives 
the Alme, formerly the Allſo, which comes out of the dutchy of Meſphalia, 
together with the Pager, which has its ſource at Paderborn and the Gunne. 
The Ems, in Latin the Amiſia, riſes in the above deſcribed cohntry of the 
denne, and runs into the Nerth-ſea. 

$. 4. In the whole biſhopric are twenty-three towns and three boroughs, 
The country, indeed, is addicted to the Roman Catholic church; but con- 
tains alſo many Lutherans in it, who adhere to the churches of that per- 
{waſion in the neighbouring Lutheran countries. The parithes here are di- 
vided in ſuch a manner that to the epiſcopal diſtrict belong twenty-four, to 
the archidiaconate of the provoſt of the collegiate church twenty-five, to the 
archidiaconate of the dean of the cathedral church three, to the archidiaco- 
nate of the provoſt of Bu/torf ſeven, to the archidiaconate of the cathedral 
chanter ſeventeen, and to the archidiaconate of the cathedral chamberlain 
nineteen. - Thus there are in it in all ninety-five parith-churches. At Pader- 
hann alſo is an univerſity. 

$. 5. The biſhopric of Paderborn was erected towards the cloſe of the 
eighth century by Charlemagne, and the cathedral church conſecrated in the 
vear 796 by pope Leo III. in perſon. The firſt biſhop of this fee was 
named Hademar. The arms of the biſhopric are a croſs Or, w a. field 
Cules. Its prelate is a Prince of the Empire, and fits at the Diets of the 
Empire between the biſhops of Hildeſbeim and Freyſingen. His aſſeſſment 
is eighteen horſe and thirty-four foot, or monthly, ſingly, three hundred 
and fifty-two florins. To the Imperial and chamber-court of the Empire he 
pays for each term one hundred and fixty-two rix-dollars, twenty-nine

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kruitzers. As a prelate he ſtands under the archbiſhop of Mentz. Among 
the States of the circle of Meſſphalia he holds the firſt place. The epiſcopal 
chapter here conſiſts of twenty-four prelates and capitulars. 

F. 6. The hereditary offices of this biſhopric are borne by the following 
noble houſes, namely, the office of hereditary-marſhal by the houſe of 
Spiegel of Peckelſheim; the office of hereditary Server by the houſe of Stapel; 
the office of hereditary cup-bearer by the houſe of Siegel of Deſenberg; the 
office of hereditary chamberlain, or hereditary door-keeper, by the houſe 
of Schilder; the office of hereditary ſteward by the houſe of Haxtheuſcn ; 


and the office of hereditary purveyor by the houſe of J/e/{phalra. The four 


pillars or noble farmers of the chapter here are the lords of Stapel, Brenken, 
Krevet and Haxthauſen. | 


F. 7. The princely high colleges here are, the general-vicarſhip, the 


privy-council, the regency-chancery, the aulic-chamber, the officialſhip, 


and the temporal aulic-court. One fingle rating in this biſhopric amounts 
to 5436 rix-dollars. Of theſe many are frequently appointed in one year; 
but in another, fewer. Sometimes they riſe to above twelve. 

8 8. The biſhopric is divided by high mountains called the Egge, into 
the fore and upper foreſt diſtrict. | 


I. To the fore-foreſt diſtrict, or to the country on this fide of the moun- 
tains, belongs | 


1. The Kuchen- Amt of Neuhaus. In it 

Paderborn, the capital of the biſhopric, which is very ancient. This place 
ſtands in a pleaſant and fruitful tract, and takes its name from the river 
Pager, which riſes in the centre of it. Five of the largeſt ſprings belong- 
ing to this river riſe under the cathedral, and the adjacent houſes, diſcharg- 
ing ſo large a quantity of water, that at twenty paces ſeveral mills, and after- 
wards a greater number ſtill in the town are driven by it. In the cathedral 
formerly ſtood the images of the twelve apoſtles, made of the fineſt filver; 
but Duke Chr:/tian of Brunſwick took them away in the year 1622, and 
cauſed rix-dollars to be ſtruck from them, with this inſcription upon it, 
God's friend, the prieſt's enemy, He alſo took the filver coffin of St. Libo- 
rius, and cauſed money to be made out of it. The collegiate church of 
Buſterff ſtood at firſt withqut the town. Beſides which we alſo find here 
two pariſh-churches, together with the Benedi&ine abbey of Abdinkbeff, 
founded in the year 1 college of Jeſuits, five other cloyſters, an uni- 
verſity erected in the year 1615, and a gymmnaſium, both founded by the 
biſhop Theodore of Furſtenberg. This town anciently enjoyed the immuni- 
ties of a city of the Empire, and carried on a great trade, and was allo 
reckoned among the hanſe-towns; but at preſent its trade is inconfiderable, 
and the inhabitants ſubſiſt for the moſt part by agriculture and the breeding 
of cattle. The Emperor Charlemagne, and ſeveral other Emperors and Ger- 
man Kings reſided here for fome time, and held there Diets of the Em- 


pire.

pire. In the year 777, divers Saxons were baptized at this place. In 1002, 
Kunizunda, conſort to the Emperor Henry II. was crowned here. 

Neubaus, a borough containing a citadel, which is the uſual place of reſi- 
dence of the biſhop, The preſent extenſive and grand building here was 
erected by Theodore, biſhop of Furſtenberg, in 1590, and ſurrounded with 
towers and ditches. Near this place the Pader and Alme run into the 
Lippe. | | 

Hare by it alſo is a medicinal ſpring, from the Pader named fons Padulus. 

Salzkotten, or Soltko!t, a ſmall town receiving its name from the {alc 
ſprings found there. This place has a ſeat at the Land-diets. In it alſo 
are the houſes of two caſtelain's. Po. 

Ellen, an ancient church-village ſituate not far from Neubaus, and in 
which formerly ſtood the ſtrong citadel of Aliſo, which Claudius Nero 
Druſus cauſed to be erected againſt the Sicambriaus, but of this there are no 
longer any remains, 

Altenbecken, a church-village, in the neighbourhood of which at the foot 


of a mountain is the Bu/lerbern, or fons reſenus, or Tumultuarius, a ſpring. 


vielding ſweet water, with a roaring or boiſterous noiſe, but with irregu- 
lar alternations ſometimes not flowing at all, and at others plentifully. 

Nienbecken, Kirchhorchen, Wever, Stuckenbrock, Hyvelhof, Oiltrup, Do- 
renbagen and Verne, or Yernde, are church-villages. 

Dalheim, or Dalem, an Auguſtine cloy ſter, ſtanding under the cloyſter 
of Badiken. | 

2. The Kuchen-Amt of Delbruck lies between the Lippe and the Ems, 
being very marſhy. Out of this tract the ancient Bruacteri were driven after 
a long conteſt by Germanzcus the fon of Druſus. In the year 1410 a battle 
was fought near this place between the troops belonging to the biſhop of Pa- 
derborn and thoſe of the archbiſhop of Cologne. In this prefecturate, how- 
ever is nothing worthy notice beſides the church-village of Delbruch. 

3. The Kuchen- Amt of Bocke, formerly the Pagus Bocenſis of the an- 
cients, and now called Bucchi, or Bucki. In it is | 

Bocke, a borough-town ſeated on the Lippe, with a citadel in it, which 
was reſtored by Theedorick Adolph of Furſtenberg, after its deſolation by fire 
by the Swedes in 1646. | | $7 

Hoe and Thule, two church-villages, in the latter of which is a 
knight's ſeat. 

4. The prefecturate of L1icuTENAU, containing 

Lichtenau, a ſmall town, which appears at the land or provincial Diets. 

Isgenhauſen, or Iggenſen and Aſelen, both church-villages. 

5. The prefecturate of WUNNENBERG., In it 5 

Wunnenberg, a little town lying in the Sinffelde, and taking its name from 
the victory which Charlemagne obtained in this part in the year 794 over the 


812 Saxons. 
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Saxons. This town appears at the provincial Diets. In the years 1677 and 
1725 it was deſtroyed by fire. 


Furſtenberg and Bleywiſch, two church-villages. In the former are five 
knight's ſeats. | 

6. The ſeigniory of Buren belonged formerly to a noble family who were 
ſtiled from it, and the laſt of whom, named Maurice of Buren, became a 
Jeſuit, and though biſhop Ferdinand of Furſtenberg, indeed, defended the 
whole ſeigniory, yet it fell at length to that order. 

Buren, a ſmall town lying on the A/me, and containing in it a conſider. 
able college of Jeſuits, with a handſome pariſh-church. 

Hegenſdorſf and Siddinghailſen, both church-villages. 

Holthauſen, a cloyſter of Ciſercian Nuns. 

Ringelſtein, a citadel, belonging to the Jeſuits. 

7, The prefecturate of WEVELSBURG. In it | 

Mevelsburg, a citadel and village ſeated on the Alme. The citadel ſtands 
on an eminence, having been erected long ago on the firſt invaſion of the Huns, 


but falling in time to decay, was again reſtored by Count Frederick of Aren- 
feerg in 1122. Upon this it came under the power of the counts of Val- 
deck, and then under that to the biſhopric of Paderborn; but was at ſeveral 


times mortgaged for a loan, till at length biſhop Theodore of Furſtenberg 
redeemed it again in 1589 for 3536 Rheniſh florins, and rebuilt it anew, 
which building was completed in 1607. In the year 1646 it was laid 
waſte by the Swedes, but afterwards reſtored again. 

Haaren, Obern and Niedern-Tudorp, or Turpe and Brenken, are both 
church-villages. In the latter are three knight's ſeats belonging to the fa-

II. To the upper foreſt diſtrict, or the land beyond the mountains, be- 
long the following prefecturates, vig. 


I. The upper prefecturate of DRIN N BERG, to which belongs 

1. The Rent-Amt of Dringenberg. In it 

Dringenberg, a ſmall town containing a citadel, lying on the rivulet of 
Oeſe, which runs into the Nette. This place is ſummoned to the Land- diets. 

Gerden, a ſmall town lying on the Oeſe, and alſo appearing at the Land- 
diets. In it is a cloyſter of Benedictine Nuns. 


Kleinenberg, a mean little town, but having notwithſtanding a ſeat at the 
Land-diets. | 

IWilbaſſen, or Willebadeſſen, an inconſiderable little town ſeated on the 
Nette, and alſo ſummoned to the Land-diets.

Daallauſen, Fronhauſen, Sandebeck, Old and New-Herſe, are all church- 
villages. In the latter is a noble free ſecular foundation.

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Herbram, a village, in which the family of Veſphalia poſlefles three

2. The free and Gow-county of Warburg, or Wartberg had formerly 
counts of its own ; but was given by way of donation in the year 1021 by 
Count Dadicus to the biſhopric. To it belongs 

IV arberg, Warburg, or Wartberg, a town, which is the ſecond in rank 
in the whole biſhopric, and is ſummoned to the Land-diets. This place 
contains in it two pariſh-churches, two cloyſters, and two caſtles. Formerly 
it was a city of the Empire, and belonged allo to the hanſe. During the 
thirty years war it ſuffered much. In the circumjacent parts great quan- 
tities of iron-ſtone and lead-ore are found. | | 

Kalenberg, a mean little town fituate on a mountain, but ſummoned to 
the Land-diets. 

Garmete, Scherwede, Weſtheim, Welda, or Wellede, Holzbauſen and Wor- 
melen, all church-villages. In the latter is a cloyſter of Benedicti nes. 

Hardehauſen, a cloyiter of Bernhardine Monks. 

3. The Goww-county of Brakel, in which is 

Brake!, a little town ſeated on the Braucht, and which was formerly a 
city of the Empire. This place contains in it one pariſh- church and one 
eloyſter, and before the town lies alſo a nunnery of Auguſtines. 

Itrup, Erkelen, Altenbergen, Bellerſen, Rheder, or Rher, all church- 
— villages. 

Hindenburg,. a knight's ſeat belonging to the barons of the Aſſeburg. 

4. The landvogtey of Pecke;jen, containing | 

Peckeljherm, or Peckeijen, a ſmall town, but a member of the Land- 
diets. In it are two kaight's feats, one of which belongs to the houſe of 
Sh:vel. |

all church-villages. | 

5. The Richterey of Borgentryck. In it 

Borgentryck, or Borrenr:c&, a ſmall town ſeated in a pleaſant and fruit- 
ful ſpot. This place is in rank the fourth town in the biſhopric, and en- 
joys both ſeat and voice at the Land-diets. The family of Druchtleben have 
a ſeat here. | 

Daſeburg, or Deſenberg, a church-village and an ancient ſeigniory, the 
citade! belonging to which lies waſte, This is the property of the family 
of igel. 

Rilebecke, Great and Little-Bubna, and Corvecke, are church-villages. 

6. The Richterey of Borchbolz, containing 

Borchholz, a ſinall town lying on the Bever, and being alſo a member 
of the Land-diets. We find here a caſtle belonging to the family of Sigel 
Deſenberg, and two knight's ſeats, Nat gu u- 
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Natzungen and Titelſen, both church-villages, 

7. The Richterey of Neheim, in which is 

Neheim, or Niem, a ſmall town, but a member of the Land-diets. In the 
year 1711 one hundred and ſeventy houſes were conſumed here by fire. 

Pcombſen, a church-village. | 

8. The vogtey of Dryburg, containing 

Dryburg, a {mall town, which is ſummoned to the Land-diets. On 4 
high mountain near it ſtands a ruined citadel, which was known fo early as 
the time of Char/emagne. In a meadow alſo hard by the town riſes a good 
ſpring of mineral-water, 

Bucke and Schwonny, both church-villages. 

II. The prefecturate of STEINHEIM. In it 

Steinbeim, a little town ſeated in a fertile ſpot on the Emmer, and which 
appears at the Land-diets. This place belonged formerly to the county ct 


Salenberg. In it are two knight's ſeats. 


Voerden, a little town lying on the Brucht, and which is ſummoned to 
the Land-diets. In it is a knight's ſeat belonging to the family of Hax: thauſen, 

V:njebeck, a church-village ſtanding on the Fee. 

III. The prefecturate of BEVERUNGEN, containing 

Beverungen, a ſmall town ſeated near the influx of the Bever into the 
Meſer, at the place where a Meſer toll was obliged to be laid. This town 
enjoys a good ſubſiſtence by the landing of ſhips here. Near it allo are ſome 
fine falt-{prings. 

Herſtelle, in Latin Heriſtallum, a borough lying on the Ve eſer, with a de- 
ſolate citadel near it, ſeated on a mountain. Charlemagne, who in the year 
797 had his camp and winter-quarters at this place, gave it its preſent 
name. In the years 1465, 1632 and 1637, the Hefhians laid waſte the ci- 
tadel. The family of Falkenberg held it long in mortgage; but biſhop 
Thecdore of Furjlenverg redeemed it again in 1608 for 17,666 gold florins. 
At preſent we ſee here the Amt-bouſe, a Minorite cloyiter, and a church 
ſtill ſtanding. In this parith lies the foundation of St. grad s Berg, which 
belongs to Corvey. 

. prefecturate of LUGDE, containing 
Lugde, or Lude, in Latin Lugda, and Luda, a ſmall town ſeated in a very 
fertile ſpot on the Great Emmer, and ſurrounded by the county of Zyr- 
mont, In it is one pariſh-church, a cloyſter with a church in it, as allo a 
knight's ſeat belonging to the family of PH. This town is the birth-place 
of John G'gas the phyſician, to whom we are indebted for the excellent 
charts of the Weſipbalian biſhoprics. The moſt ancient poſſeſſors of this 
place were the counts of Hallermund, from whom it came to the lords of 
Homburg, and from them by marriage to the counts of Eberſtein. Laitly, 
in the year 1212, it came by purchaſe to the biſhopric of Paderborn, which 
after many diſputes was confirmed in the poſſeſſion thereof in 1668. pt

It is the largeſt of all the We/tphaltan 
bithoprics. | 

8. 3. This country is level, and has, indeed, here and there ſome agreeable 
heights, but no great mountains in it. The extenſive heaths here ſerve for 
the breeding of cattle. In it are alſo fruitful plains, fine woods and turk, 
together with good quarries of ſtone, and rivers abounding in fiſh. The 
moſt remarkable of theſe are, 1. The Embs, in Latin Amaſis, which comes 
out of the biſhopric of Paderborn, and traverſing the whole length of the 
biſhopric of Mauuſter, out of it enters into Zaſt-Friefland. In this biſhoprio 
it is encreaſed by the Verſe, which riſes in the prefecturate of Stromberg; 
by the Heſſel, which comes out of the county of Ravensberg; by the Bever, 
which comes out of the biſhopric of Oſnabruck ; by the Aa, which riſes in 
this country; and by the Hoſe, which comes out of the territory of Ojna- 
bruck, 2. The Lippe, which riſes in the biſhopric of Paderborn, forms the 
boundary of that bithopric to the ſouth. 3. The Vecht riſes here in the 
prefecturate of Horſtmar, and enters the county of Bentheim. 4. The Berbel 
riſes in the prefecturate of Heſtmar, not far from Billerbeck, and enters the 
county of Zutphen. The Dummer lake, which is one German mile in length 
and half a one broad, lies between the biſhopric and the county of Diep. 
holz, and in part belongs thereto. 

F. 4. This biſhopric, excluſive of the head town, contains in it alſo 
twelve others, which are ſummoned to the Land-diets, together with twelve 
more, and the ſame number of boroughs, or Meichbilde (in Engliſh baili- 
wicks) which are here called J/7gbolde, and have no town-jurifdiction. The 
land, or Provincial States of this biſhopric conſiſt of the clergy, the nobility, 
and the afore-mentioned towns. The Provincial-Diets here are ordinarily 
held at Munſter. | | ; 

F. 5. At the time of the Reformation, the Lutheran doctrine found 
here, indeed, many adherents ; but it was afterwards ſuppreſſed, and the 
exerciſe of the Lutheran religion, which had been permitted in the quarter 
of Embſiand in the years 1613 and 1614, was again put down. There are 
ſtill, however, in it ſeveral nobles who are partly of the Lutheran and partly 
of the Proteſtant church; and at WYeerd? both churches enjoy the public 
exerciſe of their religion ; but in other reſpects all here is Reman Catholic. 
The whole country, however, is not ſubject to the ſpiritual juriſdiction of 
its Prince and biſhop, the prefecturates of Emland, Cloppenburg and Vechta 
belonging to the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of Oſnabruck, all but the pariſh

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of Twiſtering, which lies in the prefecturate of Vechta, and belongs to the 
eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of Minden. 

$. 6. In the year 802 the Emperor Charlemagne created Ludgern of Friefland 
firſt biſhop of Mimigernford, inſtead of which name was afterwards uſed 
that of Munſter. Biſhop Lewis I. ſet this biſhopric free from the hereditary 
right of protection of the counts of Tecklenburg. Biſhop Hermann II. who 


governed in the twelfth century, was by the Emperor Otto IV. made a 


Prince of the Empire. Biſhop Otto, a count of Bentheim, was the firſt 
prelate who was elected by the chapter, on whom the Emperor Frede- 
rick II. conferred a power for this purpoſe. Biſhop Lewis II. a landgrave 
of Heſſe, was the firſt who was confirmed by the Pope. Biſhop Chri/topher 
Bernhard, a baron of Galen, who died in the year 1678, is celebrated as 
a great warriour. The preſent biſhop Clemens Auguſtus, duke in Bavario, 
and Elector of Cologne, is the fixty-ſecond biſhop of Munſter. | 

F. 7. The arms of this biſhopric are a Fefſe, Or, in a field Azure, 
The biſhop himſelf is a Prince of the Empire, and at the Diets thereof 
ranks alternately in the college of the Princes with the biſhop of Liege; but 
in ſuch a manner that Oſnabruck always fits between both. His contingent 
is thirty foot and one hundred and eighteen horſe, or monthly eight hun- 
dred and thirty-two florins, and to the chamber-court, for each term, four 
hundred and thirty-three rix-dollars ſeventeen kruitzers and a half. In the 
circle of Weſtphalia he is the firſt ſummoning Prince, and the director of 
the circle; and thus at the Diets of the circle enjoys the firſt ſeat and voice. 
As biſhop, he ſtands under the archbiſhop of Cologne. The highly worthy 
chapter here conſiſts of forty members, who are all nobles, and muſt prove 
their nobility; and once a year the ſhield and helm of the youngeſt canon 
are carried in proceſſion with public beat of drum, that every one may 
enquire into his pedigree. 

$. 8. According to its old evaluation this biſhopric was obliged to give 
29,708 rix-dollars for the ordinary eccleſiaſtical rate. What the newer eva- 
luation is I know not. The epiſcopal domains are more conſiderable tha 
thoſe of Oſnabruck, The chapter maintains ſeven regiments, | 

$. 9. The ancients divide the biſhopric into the upper foundation, or 
ſouth part, and into the lower foundation, or north part. At this day it 
conſiſts of four quarters, among which are divided the thirteen Amts. 

I. The quarter of Wollbeck, or Drein, has its latter name from the 
ancient Pagus of Drein, and comprizes under it the following prefectu- 
rates, VIS. IS 

1. The prefecturate of WoLLBECK, which is the greateſt of all, and 
contains in it forty-ſeven pariſhes. At Sendenhor/t, Ablen and Beckum are 
princely judicatories and rural courts, the preſidents of which, with regard 
to the towns are called judges, and with regard to the pariſhes and peaſantry 

or the flat country, rural counts. In it we ſhall take notice of 
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Munſter, in Latin Monaſterium, the capital of the whole biſhopric, lying 
in a very fruitful and pleaſant ſpot on the rivulet Aa, or Alpha, not far from 
Embs. This town was at firſt called Mimigernford, or Mimigardefort, Mi- 
migard, &c. but in the time of biſhop Hermann I. i. e. in the eleventh cen- 


tury, obtained the name of Munſter, from the collegiate church founded 


there by Charlemagne, and in the language of the country called a Munſter. 
Others are of Opinion, that the town originally conſiſted of two parts, and 
thus alſo had two names: That the more ancient part was called Mimi- 
gernford, and the newer, Munſter, from its cloyſter and foundation-church; 
and that the latter becoming far more conſiderable than the former, the 
whole town came to be called therefrom. Munſter is environed with dou- 
ble ditches and ramparts, and contains alſo in it a citadel, which is called the 
Brille, and was erected by biſhop Chriſtopher Bernhard of Galen, in order 
to curb the town. The church here is divided into the old and new. The 
largeſt pariſh in it is that of the church belonging to the abbey of Benedic- 


tine Nuns, named Ueberwaſſer. Excluſive of theſe we find here alſo the 


churches and foundations of St. Ludger, St. Martin, and St. Maurice, to- 
gether with the pariſh-church of St. Lambert, on the tower of which Joln 
of Leyden, King of the Anabaptiſts, together with both his Princes, were 
hung up in iron baſkets ; as allo three pariſh-churches, near one of which 
is a cloyſter and a church, together with a houſe of St. Joby, and the cloy- 
ſter of St. George belonging to the knights of the Teutonick order, one col- 
lege of Jeſuits, and ſeven cloyſters, as alſo three gymnaſia, namely thoſe of 
the Paulin, Ludger, and Martin; and likewiſe a great number of alms- 
houſes. The town itſelf has undergone many calamities, among which 
that is in particular worthy of notice which it underwent in the time of the 
Anabaptiſts in 1535 and 1536. In the year 1648, the famous peace con- 
cluded between Germany and France was ſettled here. But in the year 1660 
this place refuſing to acknowledge ſubjection to the ſupreme power of the 
biſhop it was beſieged and ſurrendered in 1661. Biſhop Ferdinand wanted 
to erect an univerſity here in 1631, and alſo obtained of the Emperor Fer- 
dinand II. the confimation thereof, but his deſign never came to bear. 
Beckum, or Beckem, by ſome called Confluentia Weſtphalia, a ſmall town 
ſeated on the Werſe, and containing in it a collegiate church, the provoſt of 
which is arch-deacon of the place and canon of Munſter ; as alſo two nun- 
neries of Auguſtines. In it is a princely and rural judicatory, and the town 
itſelf is ſummoned to the Land-diets. In the year 1734 it was almoſt 
wholly conſumed by fire. | 
Ablen, a ſmall town ſeated on the Werſe, and which is alfo ſummoned to 
the Land-diets. This place contains in it a collegiate church, together with 
two nunneries of Auguſtines, and in it alſo is a princely and rural court. In 
the year 1480 one third of it was deſtroyed by fire. This place lies in the 
ancient Sudergoe, or Sudergau. 


Telget, 
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Telget, a little town ſeated in a pleaſant ſpot on the river Embs, in a part 
where the chapter has a rural court, over which a rural count preſides. 
This place is alſo ſummoned to the Land-diets. On the firſt of July it is 
greatly frequented by pilgrims, 

Sendenborſt, a little town, in which is a princely and rural court. In the 
year 1751 the greateſt part of this place was conſumed by fire. 

Steinfurt, or Dren-Steinfurt, ſituate in the Pagus Dragini, or Drein, a 
borough, in which the family of Recke has an under-lordihip ; but the reſt 
of the pariſh is ſubject to the rural-court of Sendenborſt. 

Greven, a borough ſeated on the Embs. | 

Mollbeck, properly Waldbeck, the reſidence of the prefecturate, and alſo 
of a peculiar court, is a citadel and pariſh. 

Backenfeld and Meeſte, are ſeats of two rural-courts and rural-counts be- 
longing to the chapter. 
 Heeſſen, a pariſh and under-lordſhip. 

Ea/t-Beveren, a pariſh in which the Schenkings of Beveren are poſſeſſed of 
the under-lordfhip. 

Senden, a large church-village, where the chapter has a rural-count. 

Amelburen, a church-village. 

Schonvliet and Schonebeck, belonging to the chapter. 

2. The prefecturate of SassEN BERG, containing in it nine pariſhes. In 
this prefecturate, the town of Warendorf, the parith of Beelen, and the tract 
about the Amt-houſe of Saſſenberg excepted, the lords of Harkotten, namely 
thoſe of Kettler and Korff, are poſſeſſed of the under-jurifdiction. 

Warendorff, one of the beſt towns in the biſhopric, lies on the Embs, 
having excellent paſtures, and being famous alſo on account of its fine 
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linens. This place is ſummoned to the Land- diets. In it is a cloyſter of 


Franciſcans. In the years 1404 and 1741 it was conſumed by fire. 

Not far from it lies the nunnery of Herſebroch. 

Safſenberg, a citadel and borough, or franchiſe, from which the prefec- 
turate takes its name. | 

Frectenborſt, a noble free ſecular foundation for ladies, ſituate not far 
from Warendorf. 

Morienfeld, vulgarly Mergenfeld, a Ciſtercian abbey of Monks, fituate in 
the pariſh of Haſewinkel. 5 


Rengerink, an abbey of Ciſtercian Nuns, which ſtands under the at bot of | 


Marienfeld. This abbey lies on the Bever. | 
Vinneberg, an abbey of Benedictine Nuns ſeated on the river Bever, and 
ſtanding under the abbot of Leisborn. | 
3. The prefecturate of STROMBERG comprehending in it eleven pariſhes. 
his prefecturate was formerly a burggravate belonging to the Empire. 
The Emperor Charles IV. put the turbulent burggrave John, or as others 


call him, Burchard, under the ban of the Empire, and entruſted the exe- 
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cution thereof to the biſhop of Munſter, who alſo made himſelf maſter of 
the citadel together with the whole country, and was inveſted therewith 
by the Emperor. 


Stromberg, the Amt-houſe, before which lies a franchiſe, and which i; 
alſo called Auf dem Steinwege. 


Olde, a bailiwick or borough, containing a princely rural-count, to whom 
nine pariſhes of this prefecturate are ſubject. F: 

Herzfeld, a church-village, in which is a princely rural- count, ſubje& to 
whom are two pariſhes of this prefecturate. 

Leisborn, an ancient abbey of Benedictines, the prelate of which is alſo 
ſ1perior and viſitor of both the nunneries of our Lady at Ueberwaſſer and 
St. Ægidius in Munſter, as alſo of the cloyſter of Vinneberg. | 

II. The Werne, or Stever quarter conſiſts of the following prefectu- 
rates, VIS. | 

1. The prefecturate of WERNE, containing in it thirteen 
namely, 

Werne, a ſmall town ſituate not far from the river Lippe, and ſummoned to 


the Land-diets. In the years 1400, 1433, and in 1586, the greateſt part of 
this place was burnt down. In it are ſome vaſſal-houſes, the poſſeſſors of 
which are ſummoned to the Land-diets; and we likewiſe find here one mo- 


naſtery. With reſpect to the church the foundation of Cappenberg has the 
right of patronage. 


Olphen, a bailiwick, or borough. 
Nordkerke, or Nordkirchen, a citadel and pariſh belonging to the counts 


pariſhes, 


of Plettenberg, who are poſſeſſed of the office of hereditary-marſhal of this 


biſhopric. = 

Rem. Within this prefecturate lies Coppenberg, a noble provoſtſhip of 
Præmonſtratenſes, which appears to have been erected in the year 1120, and 
the founders of which were Godfrey and Otto, counts of Cappenberg, and the 
laſt of their family. Such as want to be received into this provoſtſhip muſt 
prove their noble deſcent. It is not ſubject to the ſupremacy of the biſhop 
of Munſter, but wholly independent; and under it ſtand the cloyſters of 
Averndorp, Varler, Scheda, Ilmſtadt, Cloſtadt, Weddinghauſen and Knecht- 
ſteden, in the archbiſhopric of Cologne. This provoſtſhip is ſeated on an 
agreeable eminence. In ancient times it was alſo called Mons Sion and 


Mons. Speculationis. 


2. The prefecturate of DULMAN contains in it only four pariſhes, vis. 
Dulman, an old little town, in which is a collegiate church and a nun- 
ery. This place is ſummoned to the Land-diets. In it alſo is a princely 


judge and a rural-count. 


Weldern, or Marienburg, a charter-houſe. 
Halteren, a ſmall town, ſituate not far from the influx of the Stever into 


the Lippe. This place is ſummoned to the Land-diets, and is the ſeat alſo 
of a princely judge and a rural- count. 3. The 
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3. The prefecturate of LuppINGHAUSEN was conferred, by the Emperor 
Charlemagne, in the year 802, on the foundation of Verden, for which it 
was afterwards held by others in fee. In the year 1430, the biſhops of 
Munſter were inveſted therewith, who, in the year 1538, with the conſent 
of the ſuperior of the fief, mortgaged it to the chapter, who place therein 
a civil and criminal judge, as alſo an officer. 

Luddinghauſen, a citadel and ſmall town, lying on the Stever, conſtitutes 
the only pariſh in this prefecturate. 

III. The Braem quarter contains in it the following prefecturates; 
namely, 

I, The prefecturate of Anavsz and Aur DEM BRA, which formerly 


conſtituted two. Of theſe the firſt fell to the biſhopric in the year 1406, 


but the ſecond, together with the towns of Borken and Breden, had long 
before appertained thereto. To this prefecturate belong twenty-four pa- 
riſhes ; viz. 

Abauſz, (i. e. the houſe on the Aa) a ſmall town, ſituate on the Aa, or 
Alpha, and containing a citadel. This place ſubſiſts chiefly by agriculture. 
The judge here ſtiles himſelf, Judge of the Steinern Kreuze, Abauſs and 


Ottenftein. The ancient lords of Ahbauſz became extinct in the fourteenth 


century. 

Gele a borough and citadel, near the laſt of which live vaſſals, who 
enjoy vaſſage hereditarily, and out of whom the burghers yearly chuſe 
one for their governor, whois atthe ſame time obliged to take one of them 
for his aſſiſtant. This place devolved, in the year 1408, to the biſhopric. 

Borken, or Borchheim, an old little town, fituate on the Aa, and ſum- 
moned to the Land- diets. In it is one collegiate foundation, together with 
two cloyſters and a commandery belonging to the order of St. 7%. This 
place has a judge of its own, and ever ſince the year 1364, a cloth manu- 
facture. Near it ſeveral urns have been found. 

Not far alſo from this town ſtands the Ci/terc:an monaſtery of Great- 
Burlo. 

Vreden, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Berkel and ſummoned to the Land- 
diets. In it is a foundation for ladies, the abbeſs of which applies for her 
confirmation to the archbiſhop and Elector of Cologne. The judge here is alſo 
rural count of Grictinglo. The linen manufactory in this town is famous. 

Stadt-Loen, a ſmall town, lying on the Berbel, and having a peculiar 
judge of its own. The ancient Aulic rights here over Aulic perſons have 
been cauſed to be printed by John Chri/topher Strodtinanm. 

Himbern, or auf dem Braem, having a rural-count. 

Lembeck, an under-lordſhip, ſubject to which are ſeven pariſhes. 

Oftendorf}, an under-lordſhip, containing the pariſh of Liprandorf. 

Racſzjeld, an under-lordſhip, cor taining the pariſh of that name. In 
this place was the ordinary reſidence of the counts of Veien. 
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Sudlobn, a pariſh, in which lies the houſe of Oding. 

Velen, a pariſh, and the original place of the counts of Velen, who be- 
came extinct in the year 1733, and to whom alſo belonged the noble ſeats 
of Hagenbeck and Engelroding, which lie here. 

2. The prefecturate of Horſtmar, which, next to that of St. Wollbeck, is 
the greateſt in this biſhopric and contains thirty-one pariſhes. In it are 
two great rural-courts ; vi. thoſe of Sandwell and Haſtehauſen. This pre- 
fecturate contains likewiſe 

Hcr/tmar, a citadel and little town, ſeated on an eminence, and in which 
is a collegiate-church and a princely-judge, who are obliged to take a pecu- 
liar oath to the noble vaſſals there. 

Cresfeld, a town, ſituated in a fine plain, and next to Munſter the greateſt 
and principal town in the whole biſhopric. This place contains in it two 
pariſh-churches, one college of Jeſuits, four nunneries and one rmonaſte 
and has likewiſe a princely-judge. It was formerly alſo one of the Hanje. 
In the year 1591, it ſuffered greatly by fire, and in 1631, was taken by 
the He/ſrons. 

Billerbeeck, a ſmall town, in which is a . In the year 
1548, this place was deſtroyed by fire. 

Nienburg, a borough and citadel, ſeated on the Dinkel. The vaſſals 
here have a criminal- court and a proper ſeat. 

Metelen, a ſmall town, containing a noble, free, fecular-foundation for 
ladies. 

Gronau, a borough, which formerly belonged to the counts of Sternfurt 
under the ſuperiority of Munſter ; but now, by a peculiar ſtipulation, is 
poſſeſſed by the count of Teckienburg-Rheda as a fief thereof. This houſe, 
in the old feudal briefs, is called Phe horſe of Bocholt. 

Ochtrop, a borough, lying not far from Metelen. 

Schoppingen, a borough, ſeated on the Vecbt. 

Wetteringen, a church-village, in winch, in the year 1530, a falt-work 
was erected. 

The following pariſhes, belonging to the counts of Bentherm-Steinfurt, 
under the ſuperiority of Munſter, and over which, by virtue of the ſtipula- 
tion agreed on in the year 1716. they are poſleſſed of the under-ſeignoril 
juriſdiction and firſt inſtance in fiſcal matters, with all benefits depending 
thereon : US, | 

Borchorſt, a borough, containing. in it a noble, free, ſecular foundation, 
the abbeſs of which was formerly confirmed by the archbiſhop of Magde- 
burg. The hereditary wogtey over it was enjoyed by the counts of Raver/- 
berg, who diſpoſed of it, in the year 1270, to the lords of Steinfurt; 
and theſe were alſo inveſted therewith by the archbiſhop of Magdeburg. 
As at that time, fo alſo at this day, the counts of Bentherm-Steinfurt are 
poſleſſed of ſuch an hereditary vogtey. Magdeburg being made a _ 

om, 
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dom, and devolving to the electoral-houſe of Brandenburg, the biſhop of 
Munſter endeavoured to render the immunities of this houſe, with reſpect 
to this foundation, diſputable. 

Labr enjoying the title of a fre- county. In this pariſh is the noble houſe 
of Bellerink. 

Helzhauſen, to which belong conſiderable peaſantſhips. 

Varler, a noble provoſtſhip of Premonſtratenſes. 

Little-Burlo, a priorate of Ciſtercians. 

Notteln, Asbeck and Langenborſt, are all noble, free, ſecular foundations 
for ladies. 

Honbolt, a noble, free, ſecular foundation, ſituate in the pariſh of Havix- 
beeck. Into it patricians are alſo readily received. | 

3. The prefecturate of RHEINE and BEVERGERN anciently formed two. 
This prefecturate contains in it twelve pariſhes; vi. 

Rheine, or Reinen, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Embs, which is here 
navigable, and ſummoned to the Land-diets. In it is a Franciſcan 
cloyſter. | 
in this tract are good ſalt- ſprings. 

Bevergern, a (mall town, on all ſides ſurrounded with moraſſes. In the 
year 1624, this place was almoſt wholly deſtroyed by fire. Near it, in the 
year 1 587, a falt-ſpring was found. 

Bentlage, a cloyſter belonging to the brothers of the Croſs, and ſituate hard 
by Rheine. | | 5 

3 a noble Ciſtercian cloyſter for ladies. 

Rem. The noble, free, ſecular foundation of MWitmarſen, ſtands under 
the ſpiritual juriſdiction of the biſhopric of Munſter ; but the land-ſuperi- 
ority over it is controverted by Munſter and Bentbei m. 


Embsburen, a pariſh and rural-court, which the counts of Bentheim hold 


in fief of the biſhopric of Munſter, having their-court-houfe in the village. 


4. The prefecturate of Bochol conſiſts, excluſive of the town of that 


name, of two pariſhes. In it is 
Bocholt, a well-built town, ſeated on the Aa, and ſummoned to the 
Land-diets. This place has four cloyſters. In the year 1632, it was taken 


by the Heſſians, and held by them for twenty-three years. Near it is a 


good iron-work. 

Rheden and Dingden, are both pariſhes. 

Weerdt, a ſmall town, with an old citadel in it ſeated on the Yjel, and 
where the Lutherans and Proteſtants enjoy public exercife of their religion. 
This ſeigniory belonged former y, as a fief from Munſier, to the counts of 
Culenburg and afterwards to the counts of Waldeck ; but Biſhop Francis Ar- 
nold purchaſed it for the foundation. | FER 

IV. The Emb//and quarter conſiſts of the following prefecturates; viz. 
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1. The prefecturate of EM RBSLAN D, which takes its name from the river 
Embs which runs through it. The country of Neuhaus is always reckoned 
in it, and the Hummeling-land forms allo a part of this prefecturate. It 
contains fixteen pariſhes, v/2. 

Meppen, a town and fort, ſeated at the conflux of the Haſe and Ems, 


In it is the princely amt-houſe, a college of Jeſuits and a Benedictine 
provoſtſhip. g 


Haſelunen, a town, ſeated on the Haſe. In it are ſome vaſſalages which 


Clemenſwerth, an epiſcopal, hunting and pleaſure-houſe, taking its name 
from the biſhop Clemens Auguſtus, who cauſed St. Frufuoſus to be con- 
veyed from Rome to the chapel near it. 

2. The prefecturate of VECHTA, anciently a proper county, or ſeigniory, 
which, in the thirteenth century, came to the biſhopric of Munſter. This 
place contains in it fixteen pariſhes. Comparatively ſpeaking, there are 
more noble houſes and perſons in this prefecturate than in all the others 
belonging to the biſhopric. They have alſo a peculiar ſeal, and ſtile them- 
ſelves Noble vaſtals of the prefecturate of Vechta, and lay claim to great 
privileges. In this diſtrict alſo divers urns and old battle-axes of ſtone have 
been dug up. 

Vechta, a town and fort ſeated on a river of the ſame name. Under the 
princely-court here ſtands alſo the rural-court of Sudbolæ, which was anci- 


ently held by the counts of Diepholz in conjunction with the foreſt-court, as 


a male-fief of the biſhopric of Munter. In the town is a cloyſter. In the 
year 1538, it was burnt by the count of Okdenburg, and in 1541, taken 
and plundered by Duke Maurice of Saxony. 

The princely-court on the Deſſum and of Damme. In each of the 
pariſhes of Damme and Neuenkirchen, the biſhoprics of Munſter and Oſna- 
bruck are poſſeſſed of a concurrent juriſdiction, which has given riſe to re- 
peated diſputes. | 

3. The prefecturate of CLopPENBURG was formerly a proper county of it- 
ſelf and belonged to the counts of Teck/enburg; but Count Otto of Tecklenburg 
committing great injuries on the neighbours, the biſhops of Munſter and 
Oſnabruck made war upon him, took from him a part of his lands and 
governed them at firſt in common; but, in the year 1398, divided them 
in ſuch a manner that the biſhop of Munſter obtained Cloppenburg, and the 
biſhop of Ofſnabruck Vorden. To this prefecturate belongs alſo the Sageler 
Land, in conjunction with which it conſiſts of fourteen pariſhes. In it ate

Rem. On account of the citadel and town of Bevergern, as alſo of 
the citadels and prefecturates of Cloppenburg, Oita, or Fryſeyta, and likewiſe 
of Embſland, Hummelinger Land, and all that country which the counts of 
Tecklenburg were poſſeſſed of, but which belongs at this day to the biſhopric 
of Munſter ; a ſtipulation was entered into at Coesfeld, in the year 1659, 
between Biſhop Chriſtopher Bernhard, on the one hand, and the Princeſſes 
Maria and Amelia, as alſo the Elector of Brandenburg, Frederick William, 
as mother, grandmother and guardians of Prince William Henry of Orange, 
on the other, by virtue of which the ſaid guardians, in the name of the 
Prince, reſigned up all right and claim to the above places and lands; and, 
on the contrary, the biſhop obliged himſelf to pay down to them a ſum 
of 125,000 rixdollars. |

F. I, 18 biſhopric of Liege, in Latin Epiſcopatus Leodienſis, and in 


French 7 Eveche de Liege, is to be ſeen not only on the charts 


which repreſent the countries of the circle of Burgundy, but is alſo exhibited 
on particular ones. /. a Scilde, or Scillius, has delineated the beſt. To 
omit mentioning other charts, Nic. Viſſcher, excluſive of a general chart of 
this biſhopric, has alſo publiſhed three particular ones, which give us the 
northern, middle and ſouthern part thereof. 

F. 2. This biſhopric lies in the Netherlands, and terminates, to the north, 
on Brabant; to the weſt, alſo on Brabant, Namur and Hainault; to the 
ſouth, on Champagne and Luxemburg; and to the eaſt, on Limburg and Ju- 
lers. From north to ſouth, it extends to about twenty German miles, but 
divides and runs much to the ſouthward, being of very different breadths. 
Some ſmall diſtricts of Liege lie within the juriſdiction of the dutchies 
of Brabant and Luxemburg. 

F. 3. The ſoil here is fertile in corn and paſturage, and yields wine, which 
reſembles the middling wines of Burgundy and Champagne, together with 
very conſiderable foreſts and mine-works of copper, lead, iron and ſtone- 
coal, as alſo many good ſtone-quarries, and among them, likewiſe, ſome 
of marble. This biſhopric is alſo celebrated for its mineral-waters ; as, 
namely, thoſe at Spa and Chau-fontaine. The principal rivers by which 
155 watered, are the Maaſs and Sambre, which unite in the county of 

amur, 
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F. 4. This biſhopric contains in it twenty-ſix towns, which are divided 
into the Wallon and Flemiſh. The provincial States here are the Clerys Pri. 


- marius, or chapter of the nobility, and the burghermaſters of the towns. 


Theſe have two general treaſurers and fix receivers. The two firſt States 
chuſe each of them four deputies yearly. The burghermaſters of Liege are 
born deputies of the third State, but have, moreover, four deputies of the 
ſmaller towns to aſſiſt them. Theſe deputies meet in the epiſcopal- palace 
of Liege. | | 

$. 5. The principal export of this country, and in particular of the town 
of Liege, conſiſts of beer, arms, nails, ſerge, leather and ſtone-coal ; all 
which are exported from hence in prodigious large quantities, | 

F. 6. The biſhopric of Liege was at firſt founded in the town .of Tongery, 
and Servatius was the firſt biſhop that can be aſcertained. This prelate 
quitted Tongern and went to Maſtricht, in which alſo was the ſee of his ſuc- 
ceſſors in the biſhopric, till St. Hubert betook himſelf, in the beginning of 
the eighth century, to Liege, where alſo all his ſucceſſors took up their 


place of reſidence ; though the biſhops were {till for a long time after ſtiled 


biſhops of Tongern, and Heraclius or Eberbard was the firſt who aſſumed 
the title of bithop of Liege, as is teſtified by a voucher, or document, of 
the year 961. 

$8.7. The biſhop of Liege bears the following title: vig. By the grace 
of God, Biſhop and Prince of Liege, duke of Bouillon, marquis of Fran- 


chimont, count of Loox, Hoorn, &c. His arms, on account of Liege, are 


a pillar Argent on a pedeſtal of the ſame, with a crown Or in a field 
Ruby : on account of Bcuillun, a feſſe argent in a field ruby on account of 


Franchimont, three lions in a field argent; and, on account of Loox, four 
feſſes, Gules, in a field Or. | 


$. 8. In the council of the Princes of the Empire, Liege takes rank alter- 
nately with Munſter, but fo that Oſuabrucꝶ always fits between them. The 
evaluation of the Empire for this biſhopric is fifty horſe, one hundred and 
ſeventy foot, or monthly 1280 florins : but it has complained of this high 
evaluation, and on account of the loſs it has ſuſtained (in which is reckoned 
the dutchy of Bouillon and the county of Agimont) wanted an abatement 
of one third; and alſo obtained, that the evaluation ſhould be made at 
eight hundred and twenty-ſix florins. To the cameral-court it is rated in 
the uſual mazricula at three hundred and fixty rixdollars, ſixty-two kruitzers 
and a half, for each term : and with reſpect alſo to this evaluation, one third 
is abated on account of the above-mentioned loſs. In the circle of Vel 
phalia this biſhopric is the third in rank. In the beginning of the preſent 
century it ſeparated from it and wanted not to pay the due circle-taxes ; 
but, in the year 1716, again joined the circle, and in 1718, fent deputies to 


the Diet thereof. 


$. 9. The Prince-biſhop ſtands as prelate under the archbiſhop of 
Cologne, His eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction is divided into ſeven archidiaconates ; 
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dg. into the archidiaconates of Haſgbein, Brabant, Ardenne in Hainault, 
Campine, Condros and Famenne, The very worthy chapter here conſiſts of 
tixty perſons. 

8.10. The college of the Prince's privy-council, which is filled with 
ſpiritual and ſecular counſellors, is the ſupreme college and judicatory, which 
deliberates upon, and decides all matters relative to the ſuperiority and 
immunities of the country, as alſo to the rights and rega/za of the Prince. 
The Aulic and rent-chamber here determines all matters which reſpect 
his incomes. The officialſhip has the direction of all perſons and things 
relating to the ſervice of religion. The court of the Schoen, or ſheriffs, 
or the high judicial-court, determines all criminal cauſes. The ordinary 
council here recognizes all matters which come before it by appeals from 
the feudal and allodial court, as alſo all cauſes which are inconliſtent with 
the privileges of the Emperor. The feudal-court judges in all feudal diſ- 
putes, and the allodial-court in all allodial-controverſies. The court of the 
twenty-two judge ſuch officers as abuſe their power, &c. | 

$. 11. For the more accurate knowledge of this Principality, we ſhall take 
notice of, 

I. Liege, Holl. or Luyck, in French Liege, and in Latin Leodium, or 
Legia, the capital of the biſhopric, and ſeated in a vale between two moun- 

' tains, the higheſt of which ſtands to the north and takes its name from the 
Holy WWathurg ; but the other lies to the eaſt, and bears the name of Mount 
Cernillon. In the valley between theſe mountains runs the river Ma. 
The town itſelf is generally divided into the old or upper, and into the 
new or lower town; and this laſt into two parts; namely, into the iſland 
and the quarter beyond the Maa/z. The upper town ſtands on the declivity 
of the mountain of the Holy Walburg, and extends, to the ſouth, quite to 
an arm of the Maaſz, by which it is ſeparated from that part of the lower 
town which is called zhe land; but, to the north, terminates on the Great- 
Moaſz, which divides it from the quarter beyond that river. The quarter 
of the lower town, which is alſo called 7he land, is environed by two 
branches of the Maaſz, which unite again below or at the point of the 
iſland. The quarter beyond the Magſ is a peninſula, and lies, together 
with the ſuburbs of Amercoeur, between the river and Mount Cornillon. Theſe 
ieveral parts of the town have a communication with each other by bridges. 
Liege is not only well fortified in itſelf, but its fortifications are alſo ſtrength- 
ened by citadels erected on the mountain of the Holy Walburg. At the 
foot of this mountain ſtands the grand epiſcopal- palace, part of which was 
burnt down in the year 1734, but rebuilt at the expence of the Provincial- 
ſtates, in 1737, in a regular and fine taſte. In it are not only held the 
meeting of the Land-ſtates, but the high colleges alſo have their feat 
therein, The council-houſe here was, in the year 1691, laid waſte by a 
bombardment, but, in the year 1714, magnificently rebuilt, and contains 
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in it a publie library. We find alſo in this town ſeveral new houſes erected 
in a fine taſte. Moſt of the ſtreets are pretty narrow, but others are of a 
good breadth. The names of its ſuburbs are Amercoeur, St, Margaretho, 


St. Leonard and Avrey. In the town and its ſuburbs are twelve public 
places, or ſquares, as alſo a cathedral-church dedicated to St. Lambert, 


{:ven collegiate-churches, thirty-two pariſhes, five abbeys for men and the 
ſame number for women, thirty-two cloyſters of both ſexes, two colleges 
of Jeſuits, one ſeminary, ten hoſpitals, a charter-houſe and a beguin-houſe, 
In this town alſo are an uncommon number of brewers, and the beer made 
here is exported far and near, The manufactures of arms and nails meet 
with a great demand, as alſo the ſerge manufacture, and the leather here 
is famous. From this town and its territory Holland receives moſt of the 
{tone-coal it uſes, Liege owes its firſt encreaſe to Biſhop Hubert, after 
whom it gradually arrived to its preſent flouriſhing condition. In the year 
1691, it was bombarded by the French, and, in 1702, taken by the Con- 
federates, the biſhop eſpouſing the part of the French. 

About half a German mile from the town, beyond the Maaſa, lies the 
the epiſcopal-palace of Seraing, in which the biſhops are wont to reſide for a 
conſiderable part of the ſummer. Near it, on the Maag, ſtands a well-built 
village containing divers pleaſure-houſes. | 

II. The ancient county of Husbain, in Latin Hasbanienſis Comitatus, was 
conferred by the Emperor Henry, in the year 1040, on the church of Liege.

Aigremont, a handſome citadel, ſtanding on a high rock, which, by 
means of its natural fituation, and the aſſiſtance of art, has been rendered 
ſtrong. In this place formerly ſtood a ſtrong fortreſs. 
the Emperor Rudolph II. raiſed this ſeigniory to a county. 
 Ramicul, a citadel and ſeigniory lying on the Maaſs. 
Hermal, a citadel, lying on the Maaſz, with a fine ſeigniory, to which 
belong the villages of Hermal, Chaumont, and a part alſo of Mallicu and

This place has undergone many fieges, 


ciptures and deſolations, and, in the year 1675, the French razed its 
fortifications. 


VPiſet, or Weſet, a town, ſituate on the Maaſz, and which was ceded by 


the chapter, in the year x310, to the biſhop. In the year 1335, it was 


environed with ditches and ramparts. 

Herſtal, a borough, citadel and ſeigniory, lying on the Maaſæ, and the 
place where the Emperor Charlemagne frequently refided. In the year 
1171, it was mortgaged to the church of Liege by Godfrey, duke of Lorrain 
and Brabant ; and, in the year 1554, again ceded to it. Afterwards this 
ſeigniory came to the houſe of Naſſau-Orange, and on the death of King 
William III. to the King of Pruſſſia, who, in the year 1741, diſpoſed of it to 
the biſhop of Liege. | 

III. The county of Looz, or Borchloen, in Latin Comitatus Laſſenſis, fo 
early as the eleventh century was conferred, by Count Arnulf, on the 
church of Liege, which arrived not, however, till the year 1367, to the 
peaceable poſſeſſion thereof. This county contains in it ſome large heaths, 
a conſiderable part of which is called Luykſche Kempen, in Latin Campinia. 
The moſt remarkable places in it are 

Loox, or Borchloen, a ſmall town. 

Tongeren, in Latin Aduatica Tongrorum, a town, feated on the river 
Fecker, which preſerves the memory of the ancient Tongri, who were at 
firſt called Eburones. This town was the capital of that people, and a 
place of very great conſideration, but, in the fourth century, was laid waſte 
by the Franks, after which it underwent {till further deſolations. In it the 


biſhopric of Liege was at firſt founded. Remains of Roman antiquities are 


yet found here. 
Colmont, a citadel, ſeated on a mountain, and which was deſtroyed in 
the years 1170 and 1489. 
O/d-Breſen, in Latin Domus Funcetana, a commandery of the Teutonicł 
order, fituate between Tongeren and Maſiricht, and which, in the year 
1216, was conferred by Count Arnold of Loox, and the abbeſs of B:!{on, 
with the conſent of Biſhop Hugo, on the order. 
Bilſen, in Latin Beliſia, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Demer. 
Munſter Bilſen, a free ſecular foundation for ladies, ſituate near the fore-

Herk, a ſmall town, lying on a rivulet of the fame name. 
Herkenrode, an abbey of Ci/tercian Nuns, ſituate on the Demer.

Leuth, Mejik, Eſden and Huyſſen, or Huſſem, all ſeigniories, lying on the 
Maaſz, and which deſcended, by marriage, from the houſe of Flodrop to 
that of Reuſ⁊. 

IV. The county of Hoorn, in Latin Hornen/is Comitatus, reverted, in the 

year 1568, on the extinction of the male-line of the counts of Hoorn, as a 

fief of Liege, to the biſhopric. This county was, indeed, afterwards mort- 

gaged, but redeemed again in the year 1614. In it is 

Hoorn, a citadel, lying on a branch of the Maaſz.

V. The marquiſate of Franchimont was formerly called Pagus TeFenfis, 
and conferred on the church of Liege, in the year 908, by the Emperor 
Lewis.

The little river of Hoicul divides 
itſelf into ſeveral branches, thus forming divers iflands in it which are in- 
habited and joined together by. bridges. To the north of the town lie five 
or fix ſuburbs. IIui itſelf was well fortified, but, by means of its frequent 
ſieges and captures, and particularly in the year 171 5, its fortifications were 
deſtroyed : yet, though it has undergone divers misfortunes and deſo— 
lations, particularly in the years 1675, 1689, 1692 and 1703, it till 
contains in it many fine houſes, together with one collegiate and fourteen 
pariſh-churches, one abbey, one cloyſter of regular canons of the or- 
der of the Holy Croſs, and in which the general of that order reſides,

ſixteen others of both ſexes, and a number of chapels, beguin-houſes and 
hoſpitals.

Dinant, in Latin Dionantum, a town, ſeated amidſt hills and rocks on 
the Maaſz, and conſiſting of the town properly ſo called, of the lower 


town, the iſland-quarter, and ſome ſuburbs. In it is one collegiate and 


ſeven other churches, which are vicariates to the former, as alſo a college 
of Jeſuits, fix cloyſters and hoſpitals. The principal trade carried on here 
conſiſts in leather. Before the town are ſome fine quarries of marble and 


other ſtone. Dinant has had frequent diſputes with the neighbouring town 


of Bovines in the county of Namur, which drew upon it in 1466 an al- 
moſt total deſolation. In the year 1554 it was ſeverely handled by the 
French, In 1674 it was taken by the Auſtrians, and a year after by the 
French, who reſtored it not till the peace of Nimwegen. The citadel, built 
here on a high rock, has been razed. | | 

VII. The country lying between the Sambre and the Maaſæ, in Latin 
Interamnenfis provincia, contains in it the following remarkable places, v/z. 

1. Hierges, an ancient citadel ſeated on a high rock, below which lies a 
village, and being alſo a peerdom belonging to the dutchy of Bouillon. 

2, Vierbe, an ancient barony, to which belong eight villages. In it is

Mlbaim, a village, containing a collegiate church. 

Vireux St. Martin, a pretty village, ſeated on the Maaſz, oppoſite to 
which on the other fide of the river lies the village of Vireux le Walrand. 

Cumin, in Latin Covinum, a ſmall town ſtanding on a hill near what 
is called the þb/ack water, and containing in it a pariſh and a cloyſter. The 
ſuburbs of St. Germain are better built than the town itſelf. The ſtrong 
citadel which formerly ſtood here is laid waſte. 9 
anciently to the county of Hainault, and towards the end of the eleventh 
century was diſpoſed of to the church of Liege. To the caſtelany here, 
which contains in it a part of the foreſt of Ardennes, belong eight gocd vil- 
lages, in which are ſome conſiderable iron-works.

FS. 3. Almoſt one half of this biſhopric conſiſts of heath-lands, which yield 
above ten forts of turf, as alſo paſturage. The beſt ſpot in it lies about Q- 
enbruck, and is called the Artland. This country produces as much rie as 
ſupplies the neceſſities of the inhabitants and five hundred ſtills. Conſider- 
able quantities of buck-wheat, ſmall wheat, oats, and almoſt all the barley uſed 
here are imported from the principality of Minden and the county of Schau 
enburg. The breeding of cattle here is but ſmall. Out of Faft-Fric/land, 
during harveſt-time in particular, large numbers of cattle are brought hither. 
In this county too is little wood, but excluſive of the above-mentioned 
turf it produces alſo ſtone-coals. Biſhop Erneſt Auguſtus II. founded a 
falt-work at Diſſen, which belongs at preſent to the electoral houſe of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg. Marble is alſo found here in plenty, and biſhop 
Ernelt Auguſtus likewiſe ſet on foot a filver mine here, but this was after- 
wards dropped. The principal river in it is the Haſe, which has its ſource 
in the prefecturate of Burg near Brink, and leaving the prefecturate of 
Furſlenau runs into the biſhopric of Munſter. The Hunte riſes in the pre- 


fecturate of Gronenberg, and diſcharges itſelf into the Dummerſee in which 


are caught fiſh and wild-ducks. | 

$. 4. In the whole country are four towns, three boroughs, two Wieg- 
bolde or Weichbilde, and in general about 20,000 fire-places or hearths, all 
which are rated in the regiſter, and in theſe two families frequently reſide. 
The noble -and free are not reckoned in this account. 'The Land-ſtates 
here are the chapter, the knights and the four towns. The Land-diets 
are appointed by the biſhop, and held in the town of Oſnabruck. In it are 
alſo computed eighty eſtates and burgages capable of a ſeat at the Diet, 
and there are likewiſe free noble eſtates here which are not burgages, and 
are conſequently incapable of a ſeat thereat. The beſt of the former bring 
in yearly to their poſſeſſors between eight and nine thouſand rix-dollars. 
The count of Bar is hereditary ſeneſchal and preſident in the college of 
knights, and in that of the towns the town of Oſnabruck enjoys the di- 
rectorium and Protccoll. | | | 

The inhabitants here are diligent and laborious. The country people 
ſeldom fit by ſtoves but ordinarily by fire-hearths, where they perform their 
principal work which is ſpinning. Of the Hauerlings, who inhabit the 
by-houſes of the peaſants, about the number of 6000 go yearly to Holland, 


where they mow, till, cut turf, and do other work for hire. The meane it 


of them, notwithſtanding, brings home twenty, and the beſt workmen full 
ſeventy florins. So that the ready money which they thus bring into the 
country may welt be reckoned at 200,000 florins. As the right of property 
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prevails in moſt countries of the circle of Je/tphalia, fo there are alſo man 
ſubject to ſervitude in this biſhopric, who belong partly to the chapter, 
partly to the nobility and the popiſh clergy, and partly alſo to the burghers. 
Biſhop Erneft Auguſius cauſed a peculiar ordinance of property to be printed. 

F. 5. This country is partly addicted to the Roman-catholic, and partly to 
the Lutheran church. Neither the proteſtant nor the Naman-catholic biſhops 
have the right of reformation ; but every thing muſt remain as it ſtood here 
on January 1, 1624. The pariſhes id it are partly Roman-catholic, partly 
Lutheran, and partly mixed. In the whole country no Jews are tolerated. 

$. 6. The greateſt and moſt beneficial occupation of the mhabitants of 
this country confiſts in ſpinning of yarn and the manufacturing of à coarſe 
kind of linen, which is conveyed by the Hollanders, Engliſb, and Spaniard; 
to Guinea and America, and annually brings into this country above one 
million of rix-dollars. In the town of Ofnabruck are ſome cloth many- 
factures, and in Bramſche alſo a coarſe cloth is made. Other manufactures 
are wanting here. 

$. 7. The biſhopric of Oſnabruck is the firſt and oldeſt in all Meſiphalia, 
being founded by the Emperor Charlemagne. Concerning the true æra of its 
erection various are the opinions, mention being made of its foundation in 
the years 772, 774, 775» 770, 777. 780, 781, 782, 788, and even in 
803. At the peace of Oſnabruck in 1648 it was ſettled that this biſhopric 
ſhould alternately have a Roman-catholic and a Lutheran biſhop ; and that 
the chapter might chuſe and ſelect the former either from among themſelves 
or elſewhere; but that they ſhould always ſelect the latter out of the houſe 
of Brunſwick- Luneburg, and therein out of the poſterity of Duke George, and 
on the full extinction of theſe out of the poſterity of Duke Auguſtus. During 
the time of the regency of a Lutheran biſhop the church-cenſures, together 
with the adminiſtration of the ſacraments after the manner of the church 
of Rome, and ſuch things as belong ad ordinem Epiſcopi catholici, are referved 
for the archbiſhop- of Colagne as metropolitan ; but whatever regards the 
Lutherans is wholly aboliſhed in this biſhopric. The other rights belong- 
ing to the ſaperiority and regeney here in civil and criminal matters are, 
according to the purport and direction of the perpetual capitulation to be 
framed, to remain unimpaired to each ſeveral Lutheran biſhop, but a regent 
popith biſhop ſhall not aſſume to himſelf the leaſt right over the religious 
matters of the Lutherans. The above-mentioned perpetual capitulation on 
account of the epiſcopal regency, was framed at Nurnberg in the year 
1050. 

2 8. The arms of this biſhopric are an orb Gules ſet with fix ſpokes in 
a field Argent. The biſhop himſelf is a prince of the Empire, and fits at 
the Diets of the Empire in the council of the Princes thereof betwixt the 


| biſhops of Munſter and Liege. With reſpect to the Imperial evaluation, 


he is ſet down in the matricula of the Empire at ſix horſe and thirty-fix 
| foot, 
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foot, or two hundred and ſixteen florins monthly, and to the maintenance of 


the cameral court he contributes each term eighty- one rixdollars, fourteen 
kruitzers and a half. Among the ſeveral States of the circle of J:/phalia 
this biſhopric is in rank the fourth. The highly worthy chapter here con- 
fiſts of twenty-five canons, three of which are Lutheran, and the fourth 
Lutheran tall is ſtill in diſpute. What has been remarked above relating 
to the canons of the biſhopric of Munſter, holds good alſo with reſpect to 
thoſe of Oſnabruck. 

$. 9. At Oſnabruck is, 1. The prince's privy-council, which looks to 
the epiſcopal board-lands, and the ſupreme inſpection of the country. 
2. The prince's chancery of lands and juſtice conſiſting of two catholic and 
two Lutheran councellors, one of whom is at the ſame time a director; 
as alſo of a catholic and Lutheran ſecretary. From this court an appeal lies 


immediately to the ſupreme court of the Empire. 3. The epiſcopal offici- 


alſhip here enjoys in civil matters a juriſdictio concurrens jointly with the 
chancery, but with reſpect to ſuch eccleſiaſtical matters as belong to the 
catholics, jointly with the archdeacons, from whom, notwithſtanding, an 
appeal may lie to the official. Matters feudal, and criminal here, as alſo thoſe 
relative to markets and venery, belong not to the official. 4. The prince's 
Lutheran land- conſiſtory here is made up of a ſecular preſident, and two 
ſpiritual counſellors, one of whom is uſually preacher on this fide, and the 
other on that fide of Oſnabruck, as alſo of a ſecretary. 


This biſhopric is divided into prefecturates, each of which has a noble 


ſeneſchal belonging to it, together with a rent-maſter, who colle&s the 
board-revenues belonging to the biſhop, as alſo of a rural count or judge, 
a court-clerk, and a fiſcal. Theſe prefecturates conſiſt of pariſhes, and 
the pariſhes in them of peaſantſhips, which are properly ſmall villages having 

no churches, and frequently alſo certain little diſtricts only, in which man 
peaſants reſide together. The rates in theſe pariſhes are collected by vogts. 
Of the town-courts here we ſhall treat hereafter. With reſpect to the diſ- 
putes concerning the claims of the archdeacons of Oſnabruck, and in par- 
ticular of the civil juriſdiction they want to obtain, the reader may con- 

ſult Jobn Paul Kreſz's explanation of the buſineſs of Arcbidiaconates. 
All the officers of the ſovereign muſt ſwear to be true to the ſovereign 
and the chapter. On the deceaſe of a biſhop the chapter takes poſſeſſion 
of al, and fills up, in conjunction with the magiſtrates of the town of O/- 
nabruck, the Amt-houſes, or places of rent-maſter. Almoſt all the officers, 
the rural counts excepted, loſe their offices on the deceaſe of a biſhop, till 
they are again reinſtated in them by the chapter, which retains or omits 

any it pleaſes. The new biſhop again makes an alteration in the officers. 
F. 10 At the yearly land-diet a voluntary donation out of the cath be- 
longing to the foundation, is granted to the biſhop by the three States, which, 
ever ſince the year 1729, has amounted at the loweſt to 60,000, at the 
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higheſt ſam to 145,000, and generally to above 100,000 rix-dollars. The 
common receipts of the country, out of which theſe ſums are taken, is at 
preſent 130,000 rix-dollars ; but this ſum is frequently raiſed ; and the true 
evaluation, which follows on deduction of one fourth, amounts to a larger 
fum. For the full rate (which, as is faid, is commonly appointed on the 
deduction of a fourth) amounts in one month to 12,000 rix-dollars for 
the whole bithopric, excluſive of which there are in it yearly between two 
and three, nay ſometimes a greater number of ſmoke- rates appointed, 
which affect all fire-places, and each of theſe bring in between 14 and 
15,000 rix-dollars. The epiſcopal board-lands amount, one year with an- 
other, to about 40,000 rix-dollars. The revenues of the chapter are rated 
at betwixt 90 and 100, ooo. This biſhopric maintains no troops at all. 

Thus much premiſed, in it we ſhall take notice of 

1. The capital town of Oſnabruck, in Latin Oſnabruga, which lies in a 
vale on the river Haſe, being fortified in the ancient taſte. This place 
conſiſts of the old and new town, which ever ſince the year 1306, have 
been united, and governed by a common magiſtracy. The manner of 
building here is antique, and the number of its houſes, excluſive of the 
public and bye buildings, amounts to 1200. This town is not populous, 
not above five hundred children being baptized here in a year. Its magiſ- 
tracy is Lutheran, and rechoſen yearly on the ſecond of January. Ojna- 


 bruck denies the power of the biſhop in matters relating to the church and 


police, and is alſo poſſeſſed of the criminal juriſdiction, together with the 
right of fortification, and has a conſiſtory of its own, as alſo the exciſe, 
the collecting of the rates of its burghers, and a revenue of about 8 or 


ooo rix-dollars yearly. The town-toll was ceded by the town in the year 


1431, to the biſhop, with a reſerve however of exemption from toll to 
the burgherſhip, in order to be rid of the Fews, who this year were 
accordingly baniſhed. By virtue of the receſs at that time made, the mili- 
tary accoutrements alſo are aboliſhed, and conſequently all burghers eſtates 
declared free. The town is poſſeſſed of the right of coining copper, which 
in the year 1740 it exerciſed for the laſt time. The epiſcopal palace here 
was built by Biſhop Erneſi Augu/tus, and belongs to the electoral houſe of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg, who uſually reſigns it to the catholic biſhop for his 
maintenance. The chancery is no conſiderable building. In the hall of 
the council-houſe, where the celebrated peace of 1648 was concluded, are 
ſeen the pictures of divers of the ambaſſadors who afliſted at it. In it alſo 
is ſhewn'in a thin folio the portraits of the biſhops of Oſnabruck, which 
George Berger drew with his pen, as alſo ſeveral vouchers of the council 
of Baſel, and three of thoſe large golden coins which were diſperſed by 
the anabaptiſts in the year 1534, in order to gain adherents here. In the 
cathedral church of St. Peter are kept divers reliques, in particular thoſe of 
St, Criſpin and Criſpinian, which lie in ſilver coffins. In it alſo ſeveral 


biſhops 
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biſhops are interred. The collegiate church of St. Fehr is the ſecond ca- 


tholic pariſh-church here. In this chapter is a Lutheran ſtall, and con- 
cerning the ſecond there is ſtill a diſpute. The Lutherans have alſo two 
pariſh-churches here, namely thoſe of St. my and St. Catharine, The Ro- 
nan catholics are not privileged to hold proceſſions in the town. In the Romy: 
catholic church-yards Lutherans are alſo buried, but Roman-catholics are not 
interred in the Lutheran ones. We alſo find here one college of Jeſuits toge- 
ther with a monaſtery of Dominicans, and a nunnery of Auguſtines named 
Marienflattchen, as alſo a commandery belonging to the Teutonick order of 
St, George, with a ſmall church, and a ſeat of the order of St. John. Till 
the year 1595 the Lutherans and Papiſts had a ſchool here in common at 
the Collegium Carolinum, in which were teachers of both churches; but 
in that year a ſeparation was made, when the Lutheran Gymnaſium aroſe, in 
the poſſeſſion of which the town was confirmed in 1603 by the aulic chamber 
of the Emperor and Empire. In the Reman-catholic Gymnaſium or Col- 
egium Carolinum the above-mentioned Jeſuits teach, who came here fo early 
as the year 1624, though after the firſt of January. The church belong- 
ing to the cloyſter of Auguſtines which was deſerted at the time of the Re- 
formation has been converted into a correction and priſon-houſe. In this 
town are alſo three well-built hoſpitals, excluſive of tome ſmaller ones, to- 


gether with a catholic and a Lutheran orphan-houſe. Oſnabruck was formerly 


one of the Hanſe towns, the Hanſeatick vouchers of that time being ſtill 


kept here in the council-houſe. Its principal ſubſiſtence depends upon its 
linen trade which is manufactured in the country, and in the foreign ma- 


nufactures which are retailed here. In the year 1665 this town, for the 
firſt time, received ſoldiers; but it is always ſtipulated between the new 
biſhop, when he enters on the government of it, and the town-magiſtracy, 
how many hundred men the town is to receive. At preſent a regiment 
of Munſter ſoldiers, conſiſting of four hundred men, are quartered in it. 
Oſnabruck, fo early as the time of Charlemagne, was a conſiderable borough, 
and in 1082 was environed with walls, and in this very year, as alſo in 
1553 and 1626, beſieged, but not taken ; whereas in 1633 it was taken 
by the Swedes. In the year 1613 the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by fire. 
In 1630 biſhop Francis William erected an academy here conſiſting of 
thirteen ſeminaries, which were alſo confirmed by the Emperor Ferdinand 
II. and Pope Urban VIII. but the above-mentioned capture by the Swedes 
put an end to it. In the year 1634 the crown of Sweden created Count 
Guſtavus of Waſaburg, lord of the biſhopric of Oſnabruck,, who had allo a 
reſidence in the town of Oſnabruck ; but at the peace of O/nabruck Art. 13. 
he renounced all his right obtained over this country during the war, in 
conlideration of which he was promiſed 80,000 rix-dollars at four ſeveral 
payments. Oſnabruck is the firſt town in Weſtphalia which received the 
Lutheran doctrine, Dr. Hermann Hecker a Monk of the order of St. Auguſtine

and former maſter to Luther, preaching it here from the pulpit in the year 
1519, and after him Ming, Pollius, and others around the territories of 
the town where the land-fortifications extend themſelves. 

Near the rampart of the town formerly ſtood the citadel of Petersburg, 
which Biſhop Francis William cauſed to be erected in 1626, in order to 
bring the proteſtants to obedience. But ſo early as the year 1647 this cita- 
del was razed by the burghers, and an epiſcopal garden at preſent ſtands 
there. The cloyſter of St. Gertrudenberg, which lies alſo not far from the 
town, is filled with Nuns of the order of St. Auguſtine. According to 
the opinion of ſome learned men in this place ſtood the old celebrated 
Saxon caſtle of Hochſiburg. Below the mountain, on which the cloyſter 
ſtands, is a cavity dug in the rock with ſeveral paſſages and holes in it. 
One hour's diſtance from the town lies the Ebersburg in which is a garden 
furniſhed with many exotic plants. 

We are alſo to take notice here of the peaſantſhips belonging to the four 
pariſhes of the town, as namely to the cathedral church belongs the pea- 
ſantſhips of Haſte and Schinkel ; to the pariſh of St. John the peaſantſhips 
of Vorſtrup, Harderberg, Nabne, Mahlbergen, and Holthauſen ; to that of St. 

Catharine the peaſantſhips of Torner, Obrbecze, and Haſzberge ; and to that 
of St. Mary the peaſantſhips of Hellern, Gaſte, and Alter. 

II. The prefecturate of IBuRG. In it at the Peesberg or Pyeberg, and 
alſo at Borchlobe are pits of ſtone-coal, and on the Dyſtruper mountain is 

a marble-quarry. In the pariſh of Wallenborſt, hard by the mountain of 

Pye ſtands a hill called Hoin, and on which, amidſt old trees, is found a 

prodigious ſtone ſplit into four parts which is thirty-two feet long, between 

ten and ſixteen broad, and two and a half thick. This is reputed to be 
an ancient heathen altar. Not far from the town of O/nabruck in the pariſh 
of Bellem on the field of Gredeſch or Greteſche, are to be ſeen two heaps of 
large ſtones, one of which conſiſts of ſix, and the other of five ſtones in 
number, and appear to have been heathen burying-places. This prefec- 
turate contains in it 

1. Sixteen pariſhes, twelve of which are Roman-catholic, namely, 

I. The pariſh of Burg. | | 

urg is a borough ſeated on the declivity of a mountain, with a citadel 
in it which is the proper place of reſidence of the biſhops, as alſo a monaſ- 
tery of Benedictines founded in the year 1073. In the citadel alſo is placed 

a Lutheran preacher under the government of a biſhop of that perſuaſion, 

who preaches not in the church but in the citadel. 

2. The pariſh of G/aen, containing in it four peaſantſhips. 
3. The pariſh of Laer, conſiſting of ſeven peaſantſhips. 
4. The pariſh of Glandorff, of ſeven peaſantſhips. 

5. The pariſh of Hagen, containing fix peaſantſhips. 

6. The pariſh of Oęſede, conſiſting of three peaſantſhips. Under the tall 


lime- 


* 
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lime- tree, near the Benedictine nunnery of Oeſede, which Ludolph of Ocſede 
etected in the year 1175 out of his own citadel, the Land-diets of this 
biſhopric were held in the open air till the year 1649. Near this place 
alſo is a paper- mill. 

7. The pariſh of Bellem, or Belm, containing nine peaſantſhips. Con- 
cerning Belm are entertained ſome fabulous opinions of Widekind's being 
baptized, and that his pretended conſort Geva lies there interred. 

8. The pariſh of Rulle. The Ciſtercian nunnery of Rulle, or Marienborn, 
to which pilgrimages are made on the firſt of May, as alſo on the Friday 
preceding pentecoſt, lies properly in the pariſh of Vablenborſt, but has a 
chapel of its own. Hard by it ſtood the ancient citadel of Widekindsburg. 

9. The pariſh of Wablenbor/t, or Wallenborſt, conſiſts of five peaſantſhips, 
reckoning in it Rulle. Near Boeckbolt Charlemagne gave battle to the Sax- 
ons in the year 783. | 

10. The pariſh of Brſſendorf, containing five peaſantſhips. 


11. The parith of Schledebauſen, containing ten. The inhabitants here 


are for the moſt part Lutheran, and adhere to the ſtricteſt tenets of the 
Lutheran church. | | | 


12. The pariſh of Borglobe, conſiſting of five peaſantſhips. 

2. Four Lutheran ones, namely, 

1. The pariſh of Diſſen, containing five peaſantſhips. The village of 
Diſſen, anciently Tiſſene, was ceded by the Emperor Lewis to this biſhopric 
about the year 822, and the tythes received for it were conferred by him 


on the foundation of Corvey. In this place anciently ſtood a citadel which 


was occupied by the lords of Diſſen. By means of the former farmer it 
comes to paſs that the farmer of Diſſen enjoys ſtill ſome peculiar rights 
here. At this place alfo in 1724, on the farm of Rothenfeld, was dil- 
covered a ſalt-ſpring, which Biſhop Erneſt Auguſtus, after purchaſing the 
farm, cauſed to be put into a good condition. On account of this ſalt- 
fpring a ſtipulation was entered into in the year 1731 between the electoral- 
houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg, which is in poſſeſſion of it, and Biſhcp 
Clemens Auguſtus. | - 

2. The parifh of Hilter, containing three peaſantſhips. | 

3. The pariſh of Holte, conſiſting of four peaſantſhips. Near the village 
of Holte formerly ſtood a fort on a mountain, which the lords of Holte 
occupied. | „ | 

4. The pariſh of Biſſendorff, The Lutheran church here ſtands hard by 
the above-mentioned Brſſendorff at Achelrieden. | | 

2. The following nineteen eſtates which are entitled to ſeats at the Land- 
diet, with their preſent poſſeſſors: vi. 

Altrup, count of Bar; Biſſendorff, count of Moltke; Bollen, count of 
Kettler, Borglohe, containing Schorlemmer ; Brinke, containing the cloyſter 
of Oeſede; Drathum count of Hammer/tein ; Gotteſritten, a commendam ; 
Heneburg count of Beſelager ; Ledenburg count. of Grothaus ; Nette, con- 
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taining Stael; Ofthof count of Dinklage ; Paltercamp, count of Biland; and 


Schelenburg count of Schele ; Stockum, together with two eſtates, one of 
which the counts of Plate are poſſeſſed of; and the other thoſe of Menge; 
Suthauſen, alſo contains two eſtates, one in the poſſeſſion of the family of 
Nor, the other in that of Stael; Willenburg count of Schmiſing; and Wulfter 
count of Molthe. | 

III. The prefecturate of Fur/terau contains in it 

1. The following fifteen pariſhes. 

1. Five of which are Lutheran : viz. 

1. Furſtenau, a (mall town containing an epiſcopal Amt-houſe, in which 
formerly the biſhops frequently reſided. The church here is Lutheran, but 
during the government of a catholic biſhop the catholic worſhip is alio 
performed at the Amt-houſe, and during that time alſo in the council is 
a catholic member. The Glockerſchlag forms the peaſantſhips, lying 
without the town, and conſtituting the pariſh. 

2. The pariſh of Bippen, conſiſting of two peaſantſhips. 

3. The pariſh of Menſluge, containing ten. 

4. The pariſh of Ueffeln, conſiſting of two. 

5. The pariſh of Bor/tel, containing a noble foundation for ladies of 
the Lutheran religion; but in which two catholic ſtalls or prebends are 


reſerved. 


2. Eight catholic pariſhes, namely, | 

1. The pariſh of Schwaſtrup, conſiſting of eight peaſantſhips. 

2. That of Ankum containing fix.

I. Quackenbruck, a town, ſeated on the Haſe, which runs through it 
by ſeven ſeparate channels, and beiow the town unites itſelf again in two. 
This place contains in it a Lutheran and a Popiſh church. The revenues 
of the Collegium Canonicorum, which was here formerly, are ſhared among 
the Lutherans and Papiſts; a Lutheran canon of Oſnabruck, however, 


is always provoſt of Qyackenbruck. In matters which concern the common 
weal, the noble vaſſals, who are poſſeſſors of the ten vaſſalages here, which 


are entitled to ſeats at the Diets, aſſiſt in conjunction with the council, 
but this has no juriſdiction, and the burgher-maſters are only ſtiled ſeniors. 
2. The pariſh of Batbergen, conſiſting of ten peaſantſhips. At this place 
the Roman, catholics and Lutherans have a church in common. 1

IV. The prefecturate of VorDpeN alſo contains in it a couple of ſtone- 
monuments of heathen antiquity, lying both in the pariſh of Damme, 
one near Dzlinkhauſen, and the other near Hinnencamp. This terminates 
on the Dummer ſee which abounds in fiſh. Concerning the. pariſhes of 
Damme and Neuenkirchen ſome undecided diſputes relative to boundaries 
and other matters have prevailed between Munſter and Ofnabruck ever ſince 
the year 1425. Both biſhops have ſubjects in them who live intermixed. 
But the biſhops of Oſnabruck exerciſe over their ſubjects the juriſdiction, 


together with the right of puniſhment and collection, as alſo their ſuperior 


rights; and the bithops of Munſter enjoy this very right over their ſubjects, 
at leaſt they are in poſſeſſion thereof. The biſhops of Munſter are alſo 
poſſeſſed of the right of puniſhing the Oſnabruck ſubjects in caſes of da- 
mages done to others which are accompanied with bloodſhed; and the 
biſhops of Oſnabruck have the juriſdiction of the foreſts or woods belong- 
ing to the ſubjects of Munſter. Theſe and ſome other privileges are the

3. 1. T I E principality of Minden terminates to the weſt on the biſhopric 
of Oſnabruck; to the north on the counties of Dzepholz and Hiya; 
to the eaſt on the county of Schaumburg; and to the ſouth on the county of 
Ravensberg. In circuit it is nearly twenty-four German miles. 
$. 2. This principality conſiſts for the moſt part of good corn-land, 
and agriculture 1s carried on here with the greateſt diligence, whence alſo 
it is enabled to ſupply the neighbouring countries with corn, and in particu- 
lar with white wheat and barley. The culture of flax is alſo greatly followed 
here, with which commodity it is able to furniſh its neighbours. Its mea- 
dows and paſtures likewiſe are good, and its breed of cattle conſiderable. 
They have alſo wood, turf, ſtone-coal, and an important falt-work here 
which ſupplies both the Priaſian and the neighbouring countries with that 


commodity, and they have likewiſe fiſh. The Weſer traverſes the country, 


improving its commerce. | 

$. 3. In Minden are two mediate, two immediate towns, and one bo- 
rough, all ſtanding under the Amts, or offices, in which they lie, together 
with one hundred and twenty-one villages and peaſantries, forty-fix gentle- 
men's eftates and ſeats, and one commandery. The three provincial States 
here are the chapter of Minden, the prelates and knights, and the towns and 
boroughs. In this country alſo, as in other diſtricts of the circle of Ve. 


Pbalia, are bondſmen, who in caſes of diſobedience and contumacy may be 


puniſhed by their lords. | 

F. 4. The Roman- catholics enjoy only in the town of Minden, and the 
Proteſtants every quarter of a year at the citadel of Peter/hagen, their public 
worſhip, but all other churches in the country belong to the Lutherans. The 
town of Minden has a ſpiritual miniſter of its own, the other eccleſiaſtics in 
the country ſtand under the inſpection of a ſuperintendent, The Fes too 
have their ſchools at Minden and Lubbecke, | 

$. 5. The principal attention of the inhabitants runs upon agriculture, 
of breeding of cattle, ſpinning the linen, and weaving of buckram. They 
alſo make a kind of half linen and half woollen ſtuff. Conſiderable quan- 
tities of yarn are exported from this principality, and the coarſe linen made 
here is ſent to England and Spain. Next alfo are carried on here breweries, 
ſtilleries, and a trade in corn, as alſo in horſes and all forts of cattle ; nor 
are ſugar and ſoap-boileries wanting here. 

$. 6. This country was anciently a part of Eugern. Charlemagne erected 
a bithopric at Minden, but the preciſe year of its foundation is not certainly 


known. 
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known. Of the different opinions relating to it, that ſeems to be the beſt 
according to which it is ſuppoſed to have happened about the year 803. 
The firſt biſhop of Minden was named Herumbert and Hercumbert. To 
the time of the peace of We/iphalia are reckoned fixty biſhops. In the year 
g61, biſhop Landoward obtained the regalia at the hands of the Emperor 
0:15 1. and in the year 1332 Leuis the thirty-ninth biſhop hereof obtained 


them in ſuch a manner of the Emperor of that name, that both he and his 


ſucceſſors were thereby inveſted with power and right from the Emperor to 
eſtabliſh a free dutchy in the biſhopric of Minden, and therein a free court 
under the King's ban, according to the right of driving ſwine to the woods 
for acorns, in ſuch manner as is lawful in the county of Meſiphalia, and 
likewiſe to eſtabliſh free courts in the dutchy for that purpoſe. In the year 
1648, at the peace of Oſnabruck, the hitherto biſhopric of Minden was re- 
figned as a principality to the electoral houſe of Brandenburg, inſtead of the 
ceded countries of Pomerania, On October 15, 1649, the Elector Frede- 
-ick-IVilliam cauſed the citadels of this principality to be poſſeſſed by his 
officers, and on February 12, 1650, received the homage thereof. 

F. 7. By virtue of an Imperial decree bearing date May 3, 1654, the prin- 
cipality of Minden is to take place at the Diets of the Empire after Sax- 
Lauenburg and before Holſtein, which ſeat it allo took poſſeſſion of, but in 
1663 it came to an agreement concerning an alternation of ſeat and voice 
with Holſtein-Gluchſtadt. This principality is rated for a Roman month at 
ten horſe and ſixteen foot, or at one hundred and twenty-two rix-dollars, 
fixteen groß- groſcben, of which high valuation it complained fo early as the 
year 1662. Towards the maintenance of the chamber-court, it is to pay 
to each term fifty- four rix-dollars twelve kruitzers. In the circle of Ve- 
/balia it ranks after the biſhopric of O/nabruck. | 

$. 8. Over this principality and the county of Ravensberg a regency is 
appointed, which alſo in conjunction with the two ſuperintendents of theſe 


countries and the Proteſtant court-chaplain of Minden conſtitutes the con- 


litory. Under the chamber of war and domains of this principality ſtand 
allo the counties of Ravensberg, Tecklenburg and Lingen. Both colleges 
exerciſe in common all matters relating to the ſovereign; but the regency 
here enjoys folely, in ſome mealure, the adminiſtration of juſtice, and that 
over the order of knights in the firſt, and over the others in the ſecond in- 


ſtance, appeals lying thither from the magiſtrates of the immediate towns, 


and alſo from the prefecturates, or offices. The regency inſpects likewiſe 
 ecclefiaſtical, penal, and wardſhip matters belonging to ſuch as are imme- 
diate ſubjects. The war and domain-chamber look to all matters relating 
to policy, trade, manufactures, war and cameral matters, as well with 
regard to the royal as all other public cheſts, and fees that both at the royal 


offices, and alſo elſewhere, good economy be maintained. In it two provin- 


cial counſellors of this principality have ſeat. Out of theſe two colleges ano- 
ther 
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ther of health is appointed, which in times of any infectious diſtempers 
among men and cattle makes the neceſſary proviſion. A Collegium Medi- 
cum provinciale is moreover appointed here, in which a member of the war 
and domain-chamber preſides, whoſe care it is, that the country be pro- 
vided with ſkilful phyſicians, apothecaries, ſurgeons, and midwives, The 
Schoppen/Iubl at Minden, which is filled with perſons of abilities, aflit 
thole who deſire it with their opinion or advice. In both the immediate 
towns of Minden and Lubbecke, the civil power is adminiſtered by the ma- 
giſtrate, but in the country by officers appointed for that purpoſe, and it is 
alſo in ſome meaſure exerciſed by the chapter, the provoſt of the chapter, 
the foundation of St. Mary, and that of Levern, together with the noble 
houſes of Ho!kvinkel, Beck, Ublenburg, Eisbergen, and the commandery of 
Wieterſheim. _ | 

F. 9. The yearly revenue ariſing to the ſovereign from the domains are 
rated at ſomewhat more than a tun and a half of gold in rix-dollars, and 
the revenues of the war-chelt ariſing from this principality and the counties 
of Ravensberg, Tecklenburg, and Lingen are eſtimated at about two tuns 
and a half of gold in rix-dollars. 

8. 10. This principality conſiſts 

I. Of two immediate towns. Theſe are 

1. Minden, the capital of the principality, lying on the Veſer, over 
which a ſtone-bridge has been here laid. This town is environed with 
ramparts and ditches, and is about half a mile in compaſs. Its commodi- 
ous ſituation for navigation and trade, its brewery of a pleaſant white beer, 
and in ſome meaſure alſo its agriculture and breed of cattle, ſupply its 
inhabitants with the means of good ſubſiſtence. In it we find the above 
deſcribed (F. 9.) provincial colleges and the following churches. The ca- 
thedral here is a conſiderable building, and near it is a noble chapter-houſe, 
conſiſting of eighteen perſons, who are partly Reman-catholic and partly 
Lutheran, and it has under it twenty-four vicars, together with four com- 
mendataries and four chorals, who with two preachers alſo from the Bene- 
diftine cloyſter, look to the performance of the Reman-catholic worſhip. 
In the year 17506, the King conferred on the chapter a grace and chapter- 
croſs, which hangs pendant at an Azure ribband, variegated with corner- 
ſtripes. The ſyndick adminiſters the juriſdiction over the popiſh eccle- 
ſiaſtics and the bondſmen of the chapter. The church of St. John alſo be- 
longs to the papiſts, and contains a collegiate foundation of ten Roman- 
catholics. The Benedictine cloyſter of St. Maurice and Simeon put itſelf in 
the year 1696 under the prelates of Huisburg in the principality of Halber- 
ftadt, The church of St. Martin here is the principal church belonging to 
the Lutherans, and has alſo a collegiate foundation of nine perſons, who are 
partly Reman-catholic and partly Lutheran, together with ſix vicars. Near the 


Lutheran church of St. Martin is a female foundation for twelve perſons, the 


abbels 
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abbeſs of which has a pretty extenſive feudal ſeat. The third Lutheran 
church here is that of St. Simeon. The churches of St. Paul and St. N- 
colas belong allo to the Lutberans; but it is but ſeldom, and at certain times 
only, that worſhip is performed in them. The firſt preacher in the Pro- 
teſtant church has the title of a chaplain; in it alſo the French church per- 
forms its worſhip; but the garriſon in that of St. Paul's. In the Lutheran 
orphan-houſe divers boys and girls are educated. Near it is a houſe of cor- 
rection and a workhouſe, and in it a ſtocking- manufacture. Excluſive of 
theſe buildings there are moreover three alms-houſes in this town. In the 
above-mentioned cloyſter of Paulines was founded a gymnaſium. The town- 
magiſtracy enjoy both within and without the town, ſo far as their limits 
extend, the juriſdiction in the firſt inſtance in civil and criminal matters; 
but for ſmall and wardſhip matters a peculiar lower court has been 
eſtabliſhed, from which appeals are brought to the magiſtracy. This town 
in ancient documents or writings is called M:ndun, Mindon, and Minds. It 
was in being fo early as the time of Charlemagne, and a place of conſider- 
ation. In the year 1026, the Emperor Conrad II. held here a Diet of the 
Empire, at which his ſon Henry III. was elected King of the Romans. In 
1547 it was beſieged by the Imperiali/ts, but made up matters with the 
Emperor by a ſtipulation, paying down to him 6000 rix-dollars. In the 
year 1625, it was ſurprized by a garriſon of Inperialiſtis, which for two 
years only ſtood the town in at leaſt 600,000 rix-dollars, and to which 
to this day, the great load of debts, and what are called the diviſion-capi- 
tals, which ſtick to the burgher's houſes, oe their riſe. In 1634 it was 
beſieged and taken by the Swedes, after it had been occupied for nine years 
and twelve weeks by the Imperiali/ts ; which Swedes quitted it not again till 
September 7, 1650. Minden was formerly one of the Hanſe towns. 

2. Lubbecke, in ancient writings named Luth:cie, a town conſiſting of 
about two hundred and fifty-eight dwelling-houſes, and which ever ſince 
the year 1279, when it obtained the privileges of a city, has been envi- 
roned with ramparts, ditches, and walls. This place enjoys conſiderable 
immunities, and in particular the territorial juriſdiction over a conſiderable 
diſtrict. Its magiſtracy are poſſeſſed of the civil and criminal juriſdiction in 
the firſt inſtance. In it are thirteen gentlemen's feats, and one of the order 
of knizhthood 1s always firſt burgher-maſter here ; hence the magiſtracy 
bears the title of knights, burgher-maſter, and council. The inhabitants trade 
in yarn and linen, and carry on alſo agriculture and the breeding of cattle, 
brew beer and diſtil ſpirits. In this town too has been founded a ſugar-houle. 
Moſt of the inhabitants are addicted to the Lutheran religion. Near the pa- 
riſh-church here is a collegiate- foundation conſiſting of one dean and four 
canons, among whom there muſt always be a Roman-catholic. In it alſo 
is a ſchool and an alms-houſe. The town itſelf was wholly deſtroyed by fire in 
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the years 1368 and 1519, as alſo almoſt one half of it in 1705, and in 1734 
it likewiſe ſuſtained great damage by the ſame dreadful calamity, 

Rem. On a mountain in the neighbourhood of this town, and which 
in ancient times was called Ronceval, a name erroneoully applied by ſome 


to the rivulet running through the town, ſtill appear the remains both of 


the ancient citadel of Reinsberg, and alſo of Wedekindsburg and Babilonie, 
two citadels of the Great Widekind. | 


II. Of five prefecturates: 


1. The prefecturate of HAUsBERGE is the firſt and principal. Through 
the midſt of it runs the Veſer, and this prefecturate enjoys a very fertile ſoil. 
Formerly it conſtituted a particular ſeigniory, the lords of which were pro- 
tectors of the church of Minden, and ſtiled themſelves lords of Berg, as 
alſo noble vogts of the biſhopric of Minden. Otto III. the laſt of this fa- 
mily, and biſhop of Minden, incorporated this ſeigniory with the biſhopric 
by an irrevocable donation, which happened towards the cloſe of the four- 
teenth century. This prefecturate is divided by the Meſer and a high moun- 
tain, which on one fide of the Meſer to the eaſt is called Tonmesberg, in La- 
tin Mons Antonii, and on the other to the weſt of the ſame river Meden- 
berg, in Latin Mans Wedekindi, into four parts and vogteys. In it we 

Hausberge, a place which in the year 1722 obtained the privileges of a 
city, at which time alſo for the regulation of matters relating to the police, 

In it is the royal citadel 
and Amt-houſe (formerly called the houſe of the mountain) in which the 
lords of Berg reſided, as alſo a court-houſe, and a royal brewery and ſtil- 
lery, together with a royal farm and three vaſſal's ſeats. The inhabitants 
of this place ſubſiſt by all manner of civil employments, ſuch as agricul- - 


ture and the breeding of cattle. 


2. The four vogteys. Theſe are 

1. The vogtey betwixt Berg and Bruch, and which lies between the 
Wedenbers and an extenſive marſh, In it at Balborſt is an excellent mine 
of ſtone-coal which was diſcovered in the year 1662, and is carried on by 
a certain number of privileged undertakers. This vogtey contains in it 
ſeven villages, which belong to the pariſh of St. Martin at Minden, and 
to the pariſhes of Bergłircben and Hille. The Vedigenſtein here, which was 
a citadel of Widekind, is now a farm belonging to the chapel of Minden. 
Above it, on the ſummit of the mountain, ſtands the chapter of St. Mar- 
garet, in which the Roman-catholics ſometimes perform divine wor- 
thip. The eſtate of Haddenhauſen is a family eſtate belonging to the 
whole noble family of the Buſſch. It was formerly deemed a place of 


ſtrength; but in 1530 was beſieged and taken by the burghers of the town 
of Minden. | | 
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2. The vogtey of Gobfeld, which was formerly called Werra, from tlie 


river of that name which runs through it, and contains in it fixteen vil- 
lages, among which are the church-villages of Gobfeld, Lobne, Eiding- 
kauſen, Volmerdingſen, Bergkirchen, and Menninghuffen. At Depenbruck in 
the pariſh of Gobfeld is the eſtate of Gobfeld, belonging to the family of 
Grapendorff, and in the peaſantſhip of Molbergen is an important falt-work. 
la the pariſh of Eidinghauſen, in the church-village there, is the eſtate of 
Ovelgunne, belonging to the family of Neiſenfels. In the pariſh of Men- 
nighuffen lies the eſtate of Beck, from which a feparated ducal Hel/tern line 
of the royal-houſe takes its title; but now, in conjunction with the eſtate 
of Ublenburg there, belongs to the noble houſe of /ulfen, which on account 
of theſe lands is inveſted with the juriſdictions thereof, as alſo the eſtate of 
| Schockenmublen, belonging to the family of Grapendor FF. | 

3. The vogtey of Uebernſiieg, which we enter into through the citadel of 
Hausberge only, and that too by means of a narrow paſs ſituated at the 
mountain near the Veſer. This vogtey contains in it thirteen villages, 
among which are the church-villages of Lutkenbremen, Lerbke, and Dan- 
| kerſſen. In this place alſo lies the commandery of the Teutonick order of 
Wieterſhetm, to which belongs a pretty extenſive farm, and what is alto 
called the priorate-ſeat at Minden. In the ſeveral peaſantſhips of Aming- 


hauſen, Wieterſbeim, Papinghauſen and Frille, it has ſeventy-five bondſmen, , 


as alſo the juriſdiction in the firſt inſtance over thoſe of Mieterſbeim and 


Papinghauſen, The whole revenues of this commandery amount to above 


2200 rix-dollars. | | 

4. The vogtey of Landwebre contains in it ten villages, among which are 
the church-villages of Holzhuaſen, Holtrup, Veltleim and Eeisbergen. In 
the pariſh of Ho/zhuaſen is the eſtate of Ho/zhauſen, belonging to the family 
of Grone, together with thoſe of Amorkamp and Schieſholz, belonging to 
the family of Scbellerſbeim. In the parith of Eisbergen at Fulme lies a con- 
fiderable eſtate belonging to the family of Scheller/herm, which over its 
own bondſmen enjoys the civil juriſdiction in the firſt inſtance, The King 
has alſo conſiderable farms in this vogtey. 

2. The prefecturate of PETERSHAGEN lies alſo on the Meſer, yielding in 
no reſpects to the former in fertility, but on account of its low ſituation is 
more ſubject to inundations. To it belongs 
I. Peterſhagen, a place which, in the year 1722, obtained the rights of a 

town, and the magiltracy of which, indeed, has no juriſdiction. of its own, 


but notwithſtanding that takes cognizance of certain matters. This place is 


divided into the old and new town. At the old citadel the biſhops formerly 
reſided, but at preſent the amt-man, and in it alſo are the farm-buildings, 
together with the brewery and ſtillery. In the church of the citadel the Pro- 
teſtants perform divine worſhip every quarter of a year, as alſo the ſacrament 
of the Lord's ſupper. In the town is a Lutheran church. The inhabitants ap- 
ply themſelves to agriculture and the breeding of cattle, as alſo to ſpinning 
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and weaving. We find here nine vaſlals ſeats. This place was originally 
named FHockeleve, and was firſt founded as a borough by Biſhop Gerhard Il. 
under the appellation of Peterſbagen, and provided allo with good privileges, 
which were confirmed by Biſhop Francis in the year 1525. In the year 
1569, one hundred and ſixty dwelling-houſes were burnt down at this place. 

On the other ſide of the Veſer lies the royal farm named Auf ger 
Rippel. | 

2 The vogtey of Vindbeim, conſiſting of twelve peaſantſhips. The 
pariſhes in it are, Vindbeim, containing a vaſſal's ſeat, Labde and Ovenſtette, 
The inhabitants here ſubſiſt barely by agriculture and ſpinning. 

3. The vogtey of Auf der Borde, conſiſting of eight villages. The pa- 
riches in it are Harthum and Hille. In the firſt, at Hablen, is a vaſſal's ſeat; 
in the ſecond good turf is ſpitted. The laſt alſo contains the eſtate of 
J iectriede, belonging to the noble houſe of the Buſch; and at Sudbemmern 
is a vaſſal's ſeat. The inhabitants of this vogtey apply themſelves chiefly to 
agriculture and the breeding of cattle. The good turf met with here, 
together with the vicinity of the town of Minden, bring them in alſo 
great advantages. In the village of Hille are held ſome conſiderable markets 
tor cattle. 1 

4. The vogtey of Hefmeiſter, the direction of which was formerly com- 
mitted to an epiſcopal ſteward, who reſided at the citadel of Peter/hagen. 
The ſoil in this vogtey is indeed inconſiderable in itſelf, but the inhabitants 
are very induſtrious, and endeavour to make up for that defect by their 
manufactures of a half linen and a half woollen ſtuff. This vogtey contains 
in it fix villages, among which is the church-village of Friedeualde, which 
always wanted to be conſidered as a peculiar diſtrict, as having been for- 


merly poſſetled in common by the biſhops and the town of Minden; whence 


aroſe the eſtates of Himmelreich and Altenburg. The former of theſe is now 
a royal farm; the latter belongs to the family of Beſſel. | 

5. The prefecturate of REINEBERG has given handle to repeated diſ- 
putes between the biſhoprics of Oſaabrucꝶł and Minden. Even the counts of 
Tecklenburg pretended to peculiar privileges therein, whence probably it 
may have happened that the ancient biſhops of Minden ſought to maintain 
their poſſeſſion thereof by many forts . and knight's feats, as there are no 


| where more to be found than in this prefecturate. Through it too runs a 


pretty high and fertile mountain, in which, not only in later times, but 
even ſo early as the twelfth century, ſome ſilver has been believed to be 
found, which has occaſioned the laying out of much money here. This 
prefecturate contains in it ſix vogteys. 

1. The vogtey of Qyernheim conſiſts of nine villages, among which are 
the church-villages of Qernbeim, in which is a Lutheran foundation for 
twelve ladies, as alſo that of Lenningern. The eſtate of Obernfelde belongs 
to the family of Korg, The principal employment, and means of ſub- 


ſiſtance 


Minden.] r 
ſiſtance of the inhabitants of this vogtey, conſiſts in the ſpinning of fine 
yarn, which is partly weaved here and partly in the neighbourhood. | 

2. The vogtey of Geblenbeck, conſiſting of four large villages, the church 
belonging to which is at Geblenbeck, The inhabitants here receive their 
principal ſubſiſtance by means of agriculture, Near Geblenbeck is the noble 
ſtem-houſe of Grapenſtein, or Kiwit of thoſe of Grapendorff; and at Tjen- 
/tette lie the eſtates of Renthauſen, belonging to the family of Men/inger, to- 
gether with that alſo of Ben&bayſen, belonging to the family of Munch. 

3. The vogtey of Levern, conliſting of four peaſantſhips, and belonging 
to the church of Levern, which is a Lutheran abbey for nine ladies. 
The provoſt of this abbey exerciſes the archiadiaconal juriſdiction over the 
vogtey of Levern, as alſo the civil juriſdiction over the bondſmen belongin 
to the foundation. The ſubjects in this vogtey ſubſiſt by weaving of linen, 
agriculture and the breeding of cattle. | 

4. The vogtey of Alfwede, conſiſting of five villages, appurtenances of 
the pariſh of Aſfwege, in which lies the eſtate of Ellerburg, which belongs 
to the family of Ripperda. At Hehme lies the eſtate of Hlkoinkel, the pro- 
prietor of which, named Von Geblen, and allo called Chalon, enjoys the ju- 
riſdiction here over the villages of Hehme and Lae/hor/t. To him alſo belongs 
the eſtate of Hufe, in the village of Laeſborſt. The inhabitants of this 
vogtey apply themſelves to agriculture and the breeding of cattle. 

5. Ths vogtey of Schnathorſt, conſiſting of five peaſantſhips, which 
form the pariſhes of Schnathorſt and Hullhor/t. In the latter is the new royal 
farm or manor of $zeck, founded in the year 1722. The inhabitants of 
this vogtey enjoy a plenty of wood, but ſubſiſt, notwithſtanding, in ſome 
meaſure, by the ſpinning of fine yarn. | 
6. The vogtey of Blaſbeim, conſiſting of three large villages, which con- 

ſtitute the pariſh of Blaſbeim. In the village of that name lie the eſtates of 
Great and Little-Eickel, which belong to the family of Yo/z, and in the 

village of Stockhauſen is an eſtate appertaining to the family of the Recþ. 
44.᷑. The prefecturate of RanDex, anciently Ronpex, has two officers 
belonging to it who. adminiſter the juriſdiction in common, and reſide at 
the citadel and amthouſe of Rahden, in which are alſo the brewery and 
ſtillery. This prefecturate lies in a bottom, in conſequence of which the in- 
habitants principally ſubſiſt by the breeding of cattle ; but they alſo weave a 
half linen and woollen ſtuff, and make wooden veſſels, for which they re- 
ceive flax in exchange. This prefecturate conſiſts of two vogteys ; viz. 

1. The vogtey and pariſh of RHyapeN, containing in it five conſiderable 
villages. In this place lies that tract of land called Fphen/terr, in which are 
ſtill extant ſome traces of ancient pagan interments. 3 

2. The vogtey of Stemmwederberg in old times a ſeparate county, which 
the counts of Schauenburg diſpoſed of to the biſhops of Minden. This vogtey 
conſiſts of two pariſhes ; namely, _ 

| 9 I 1. Hehdem, 
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1. Vebdem, containing in it three villages and a vaſſal's ſeat. 

2. Dilingen, which contains three villages. At Halden in it are two 
eſtates, one of which belongs to the family of the Hort, the other to that 
of Sternecker. | 

5. The prefecturate of Scrt7.UusSELBURG has in ſome places but a poor 
bottom, though the Meſen runs through the very middle of it. Indeed alt 
the inhabitants here apply themſelves to agriculture, but they are partly alſo 
obliged to ſubſiſt by ſpinning. This prefeCturate contains in it 

1. The borough of Schlaſſelburg, which in ſome reſpects enjoys the im- 
munities of a town, and has alſo peculiar ſuperintendants of its own who 
are called burghermaſters. In it is the royal citadel and amt-houſe, as. alſo 
the brewery and ſtillery; but the proper manor here, named Hunerberg, lies 
on the other ſide of the Yeſer. To the church here belong what is called 
the vorburg and the peaſantry of Roebden. The inhabitants of this borough 
procure themſelves a poor ſubſiſtance by agriculture. The citadel was firſt 
founded in the year 1335, by Biſhop Lew:s. In 1617, one hundred and 
forty houſes were conſumed here by fire. In the year 1620, the borough 


was wholly burnt down, and in 1621 again one half of it. 


2. The pariſh of Heimſen, to which belong the villages of Heimfen and 
Ilbeſo. Near the former of theſe lies the eſtate of Newubof,, appertaining to 
the family of Yorgts, | 


3. The pariſh of Buchholz, to which belong the villages of Buchholz and 
Greſzheerſe. | | | 

4. The villages of Doeren, in which the counts of Wartenſleben have an 
eſtate; as alſo thoſe of Newenknick, Tiſerbeide and Seelenfeld, all lying in the 
parith of Vindbeim in the prefecturate of Peterſbagen. 5 


2. The Dor ck y of 
E R D E IN. 


13 TH E dutchy of Verden is to be ſeen not only on the charts of the cir- 
cles of Meſiphalia and thoſe of the Lowwer-Saxony, but has alſo been 
exhibited, in conjunction with the dutchy of Bremen, on particular charts. 
Of this kind Captain 7 Gorries has executed one at the command of the 
count of Konig/mark, which Blaeu engraved, and de Witt, Viſſcher, Homann 
and others copied. That of the latter conſtitutes the one hundred and 
twenty-ſecond in the Atlas of Germany. The charts of both dutchies, 
delineated. by Schulze and Rothe, have not yet been engraven. 
§. 2. Verden terminates, to the eaſt, on the prefecturate of Winſen, the 
Luke and the amtſvogtey of Soltau and Fallingboſtel, in the dutchy of Lune- 


burg 3 
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burg; to the ſouth, on the prefecturates of Walſrode and Rethem, in this 
very dutchy, as alſo on the Aller; to the weſt, on the Meſer, the rural 
juriſdiction of Achim and the prefecturate of Ortersberg, in the dutchy of 


Bremen; and, to the north, on the pretecturate of Zeven in the ſaid dutchy, 


as alſo on the prefecturate of Harburg in the dutchy of Luneburg. Its length 
as well as breadth is rated at {ix German miles. 

$. 3. This dutchy conſiſts, for the moſt part, of heath and high, dry 
land, as alſo of foreſts ; but on the rivers Weſer and Aller is good marſh- 
land. The Aller waters almoſt all of the ſoutherly, but the JYeſer a part 
only of the weſterly boundaries of the country, and this laſt receives alſo 
the firſt into it in the neighbourhood of Ezfel, and the villageſhip of Ritæ- 
bergen, which is oppoſite to it. The Vumme, which riſes on the borders 
of Luneburg, travertes the dutchy from caſt to weſt, receiving into it the 
leſſer rivers, which take their riſe here; as the Fintau, Veerſe, Wiedau and 
Rodau; after which it enters the dutchy of Bremen on this fide of the 
borough of Ottersberg, where the Wiſſe unites itſelf therewith, and in this 
tract conſtitutes the boundaries betwixt the two dutchies of Bremen and 
Verden. 8 

$. 4. The Land- ſtates of this biſhopric conſiſt of the nobility and the town 
of Verden. Both the land-council of nobles here, as alſo that of the town 
of Verden, appear, in conjunction with the Land-ſtates of Bremen, at their 
Land-diet at Baſdal, when any affairs are there to be diſcuſſed, which have 
regard to both the dutchies and their collective States. 


F. 5. The whole country is addicted to the Proteſtant church, as formed 


upon the doctrines of Luther. It has alſo one and the ſame conſiſtory with. 
the dutchy of Bremen, and one and the ſame general ſuperintendant; but 


at Verden 1s a ſpecial ſuperintendant, who is a member, though abſent, of 


the royal conſiſtory, and at the ſame time upper-preacher at the cathedral, 
and has under his inſpection the twelve provincial pariſhes of this dutchy. 

F. 6. Verden was formerly a biſhoprick founded by Charlemagne. Suit- 
bert, the firſt biſhop thereof, was an Engli/hman, but Fobn Frederick, the 
laſt biſhop, was of the royal houſe of Denmark, and afterwards, under the 
name of Frederick III. arrived to be King of Denmark and Norway. At the: 
peace of Weſtphalia, in the year 1648, the crown of Sweden obtained the 
biſhopric as a dutchy, at which time lieutenant-general Par was alſo in- 


veſted with the prefecturate of Verden, and Count Konig/ſmark with that of 


Rotenburg. In the year 1712, the Danes invading the dutchy of Bremen, 
the inhabitants of Brunſw:ick-Luneburg poſſeſſed themſelves of the dutchy 
of Verden, on account of the plague's raging in the former; and, together 
with a part of the dutchy of Bremen, it was brought within the line made 
againſt its farther ſpreading. In the year 1715, by virtue of the alliance 
concluded at Wiſmar, it was ceded, together with Bremen, by the King 
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of Denmark, to the electoral houſe of Brunſoick-Luneburg ; ſuch ceſſion 
being alſo made again, in the year 1719, by the crown of Sweden. 
$. 7. In the council of the Princes of the Empire, the King of Greaz- 
Britain, and Elector of Brunſwick-Luneburg, as Duke of Verden, has a 
ſeat on the temporal bench after the Prince of Halber/tadt, and at the Diets 
of the circle of Meſſphalia, Verden is called over betwixt Minden and Corvey. 
The rate of the Empire is five horſe and fifteen foot, or monthly one hun- 
dred and twenty florins, and to the chamber-court, for each term, eighty- 
one rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers and a half. | 

$. 8. This dutchy has the ſame regency with the dutchy of Bremen; 

namely, a juſtice-chancery and an aulic-court ; in the latter of which an 

aſſeſſor fits as well of the nobility of this dutchy as alſo of the town of 

Verden, who, upon a vacancy, is preſented by the State whoſe preſentee is 
. gone, to the King, and by him confirmed, on performing neceſſary offices. 
1 To the monthly contribution- ſum, which both dutchies pay, that of Verden 
þ | contributes a certain proportion. | | 

8.9. In this country is, 

I. The town of Verden, ſeated on the Aller, which divides itſelf here 
into two branches, the ſmaller of which lies near the town, and is at preſent 
only frequented by the ſhips going up and down the Aller. About the year 
1210, Verden was ſurrounded with a rampart, and afterwards divided into 
the old and ſouth town, each of which had a magiſtracy of its own; but, 
' in the year 1667, this difference was wholly removed, and both parts united 
ö into one body under the ſame magiſtracy. In the town are four churches; 
namely, the cathedral, the upper-preacher of which is alſo ſuperintendant 
of the dutchy ; the church of St. Andrew, lying near the former; alſo that 
of St. Nicholas, which is a filial of the cathedral, and in which, only yearly 
preaching is performed, together with the church of St. Jobn. In this town 
alſo is a Latin ſchool. | 

II. The prefecturate, or office, of VERDEN. The amt-houſe lies in the 
town of Verden, in which alſo the officers reſide. The amt-man looks alſo 
to whatever regards the ſtructure of the ancient chapter. This prefecturate 
contains in it, | _ 

1. The borough of Langwedel, which had formerly a judge of its own, 
but is at preſent ſubject to the prefecturate of Verden. It is incorporated 
Into the pariſh of Daverden, in the dutchy of Bremen, and contains a no- 
bleman's feat. | | | | 

2. The pariſh of Walle is, indeed, a diſtin pariſh, but has no proper 
church of its own, being incorporated with that belonging to the cathedral 
at Verden. It conſiſts of nineteen villages, among which we are to remark 

Walle, from which the pariſh takes its name. Divine worſhip is per- 
formed in this place twice a year. |

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Daulſen, in which the celebrated pirate named Gore Michaelis was 
born, who, together with his aſſociates, was executed at Hamburg in the 
ye LOT 

Eiſſel, which is divided into the Great and Small, In the latter is a 
nobleman's ſeat. Here alſo the Aler runs into the Yeſer. 

Borſtel, Volterſen, Scharnhorft and Holthum. 

3. The parith of Armſen has in like manner no peculiar church of its 
own, but is united to that of St. Andrew in the church of Verden. This 
pariſh conſiſts of fix villages. It takes its name from the village of Armſen, 
and at Eitzcn contains a nobleman's ſeat. | | 

4. The pariſh of Lintelobe, or Linteln, to which belong twenty-three 
villages and ſeats. The church-village here is called Great-Linteln. 

5. The pariſh of Wittelobe, to which belong the villages of Wittelobe, 
Otterſen and Stemmern, as alſo the ſeat of Graffel. The two firſt villages, 
together with the ſeat of Graffe/, belong at preſent to the royal ſtructure- 
court of the ancient cathedral of Verden, and formerly the canons there exer- 
ciſed the juriſdiction thereof. | 

III. The prefecturate or ſeigniory of RoTENBURG conſtitutes the greateſt 
part of the dutchy, and conſiſts, | 

1. Of the borough of Rotenburg, with the four water-villages, as they 
are called, of Worth, Hemsbunde, Haſtedt and Haſſel. In it we ſhall take 


notice of | | 


Rotenburg, a borough, ſituate on the Vumme, into which the ſmall rivers 


of Rodau and Midau, which unite in the Mill-pond, run here. In this 
place lies the amt-houſe, and all the officers alſo reſide here. The caſtle, 
or houſe, which was formerly at Rotenburg, is famous in the hiſtory of 
this country : together with | 
Lubnen, a royal manor. BE 
2. Of the amtſvogtey of Abauſen, which conſiſts of five villages. In it 
Abauſen is the church-village. 


In the village of Stelle is a nobleman's ſeat. 


2. Of the amtſvogtey of Kirchwaldſede, conſiſting of ſix villages. In it 
Kirchwalſede is the church-village, and that in which alſo is the reſidence 


of the Amtvogt. | 

4. Of the amtſvogtey of Viſſelbovede, which conſiſts of twenty-nine vil- 
lages and ſeats. In this place we ſhall take notice of 

Viſſelhovede, in which the parochial-church belonging to this place lies, 
and which had formerly ditches and gates, and obtained of Biſhop John, in 
the year 1450, town-jurifdiction and certain immunities of the fame na- 
ture with thoſe of burghers of Rotenburg, which, in 1493, were confirmed 
by Biſhop Berthold and in 1530 by the biſhops Chr:ftopher and Eberhard. 
In the year 1680 and 1703, this place was laid waſte by fire. In it is a 
nobleman's ſeat. | 

Wittor f, 
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Wittorf, a large village, containing a filial- church. 
Buchbolsz, containing a nobleman's ſeat. 


5. Of the amtſvogtey of Scbneverdingen, which conſtitutes a pariſh. 


In it 1s 


Schneverdingen, the church-village, in which lies the amtſvogtey houſe, 
as alſo a free and exempted ſeat. 


Fintel, a large village, containing a chapel. At this place alſo is held a 
fair fourteen days after Michaelmaſs. 

Forty-three villages and ſeats. 

6. Gf the amts-vogtey of Newenkirchen: to which belongs, 

1. The pariſh of Neuenkirchen, conſiſting of the church-village of the 
ſame name, and alſo of fourteen other villages and ſeats. 

2. The pariſh of MWolterding, conſiſting of the village of that name. 

7. Of the amtſvogtey of Scheeſſe/ : to which belongs, 


1. The pariſh of Scheeſſel, conſiſting of twenty-nine villages and ſeats, 


In it is 


Scheeſſel, or Scheeſel, the church-village, in which is held two fairs. 


Hof-Varel, a royal manor. 
Veerſe, a nobleman's ſeat. 


2. The pariſh of Brocbel, conſiſting of ſeven villages and feats. Among 
which is 


Brockel, a church-village, in which is a nobleman's ſeat. 
Trochel, a nobleman's ſeat. 


Botel, a large village, containing a nobleman's ſeat. 
8. Of the amtſvogtey of Sottrum, containing

8.1. 1 abbey, or principality, of Corvey is to be ſeen diſtinctly and 
plainly enough in the land- charts of the biſhopric of Paderborn, 


as ſhewn above in p. 312. This principality terminates, to the weſt and 


ſouth, on the juſt mentioned biſhopric of Paderborn; to the eaſt, is ſepa- 
rated by the Meſer from the dutchy of Brunſwick, and to the north borders 
on a part of this dutchy and the prefecturate of Swalenberg, being about 


three German miles in length and two broad. 


$. 2. The tract on the Weſer is good corn-land, the other tracts here are 
mountainous. In it are many woods, or holts, T he Weſer at this place 


receives

receives it into the little rivers and brooks of Neete, Grove, Schelpe and 
Saumer. 

$. 3. The Benedictine abbey here was founded by the Emperor Lewis I. 
on the repreſentation of the firſt abbot thereof, named St. Adelhard; and 
as the firſt Monks were ſent for from the abbey of Corbie in Picardy, it was 
from thence called Nova Corbeia. Theſe Monks founded the cloyſter 
originally at Ertha, on a barren ſpot in the foreſt of Sollinger; but this ſitu- 
ation not pleaſing them, they betook themſelves, in the year 822, to the 


banks of the Weſer, to the ſpot on which the cloyſter now ſtands, and there 


founded it. In the year 844, the Emperor Lotharius I. made a donation of 
the iſland of Ruger to the cloyſter. In 1039 the Emperor Henry III. im- 
parted to it the right of chooſing an abbot, and in the year 1147 the cloy- 
ſters of Kemnade and Visbec were united to this foundation. There belonged 
to it, moreover, ſome other cloyſters, together with divers eſtates, which 
it gradually loſt, as it did alſo the former. 

F. 4. The abbot of this place is a Prince of the Empire, and at the 
Diet of the Empire has the laſt place and voice among the abbots enjoying 
princely dignity. In the rate of the Empire he is aſſeſſed at two horſe and 
nine foot, or monthly at ſixty florins ; but towards the maintenance of 
the chamber-court, for each term, at one hundred and eight rixdollars, 
twenty kruitzers and a half. At the Diets of the circle of We/iphalia, Corvey 
fits between Verden and Stablo ; as abbot too, he ſtands immediately under 
the ſee of Rome. 


g. 5. This Prince has his regency and feudal-court. His revenues amount 


to between 30, and 40,000 florins. 

F. 6. The hereditary-offices of this foundation are, that of hereditary- 
marſhal, which the family of Stocęhauſen enjoys, and the office of hereditary- 
cupbearer, which that of Malsburg is poſſeſſed of. | 

$. 7. This principality contains, . 5 

1. The well-built cloyſter of Corvey, in Latin Corbeza Nova, which is a 
conſiderable citadel, ſeated on the Meſer, in that part where the Schelpe flows 
into it. It has formerly produced many learned Monks, according to 
thoſe times, who were far and near appointed biſhops and teachers, and who 
in Norden, as alſo in Rugen, made known the Chriſſian religion. In it 
St. Vit is worſhipped. 2 

2. The town of Hoxter, or Hoxar, in Latin Huxaria, which lies hard- by 
the cloyſter, and near which the Grove runs into the Meſer. We find here 
a college of canons, as alſo two R:man-catholic and two Lutheran churches. 
The Emperor Levis conferred this town, by way of preſent, on Adelbard. 
In the year 1265, the dukes of Brunſwick obtained the right of protection 
over it, by way of fief, from the abbot, but with a reſervation to the latter 
of certain rights; and, in the year 1547, the abbot Caſpar granted allo to

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that high and princely houſe the power of life and death in this town, and 
all the juſt appendages thereto. In the year 1634, Hoxter was taken b 
ſtorm by the Imperzali/ts, and not only the garriſon, but alſo moſt of the 
burghers and children put to the ſword, inſomuch that the number of killed 
amounted to 1500. In 1646, the Stoedes took it from the Imperialiſis. In 
the year 1670, the burgherſhip made an inſurrection againſt the abbot, 
becauſe their grievances were not remedied ; on which Duke Rudolph Au- 
guſtus took poſſeſſion of the town, as lord- protector, with ſome companies 
of ſoldiers. Formerly there were above 1000 ſubitantial burghers in this 
place, but they have gradually diminiſhed to a couple of hundred. 

Rem. Not far from Hzxter, hard-by the Veſer, ſtood Brunesberg, the 
ſtrongeſt caſtle of the ancient Saxans, near which Charlemagne, as he 
came hither from Eresburg, beat a collected body of that people who attempted 
to prevent his paſſage over tae Meſer. 

3. Brenkhuſen, a Benedictine nunnery, lying on the Schelpe. 

4. The villages and manors of Ai/vaxen, Ameluexen, Blankenau, Bobeſen, 
Baſſeborn, Brochuſen, Drenke, Furſtenau, Galem, Luchtringen, Luthmarſen, 
Meigalſem, Otbergen, Ovenhuſen, Stael, Tonenborg, Valkenflucht and Merden. 

5. Stadtberg, a ſmall town, ſeated on a mountain, on the river Del, 
betwixt the dutchy of Meſiphalia, the biſhopric of Paderborn and the county 
of Waldeck. Near it anciently ſtood the caſtle and place of Heresburg, 
Eresburg, or Marsberg, in Latin Mons Martis, which was laid waſte by 
Charlemagne. The Chrijtian church, which he cauſed to be founded on 
this ſpot, was conferred by the Emperor Lewis on the abbey of Corsa. 
The town itſelf appears to have been renewed a little before the year 1247, 
and to be endowed with a new name. It formerly contained in it above five 
hundred houſes, but was three times laid waſte, and in the year 1646, for 


the fourth time, roughly handled by the Swedes and Heſians. In it is a 


provoſtſhip. According to the common opinion, at this place ſhould have 
ſtood the idol of Irmenju! ; but the moſt ancient Franłiſh hiſtorians inform 
us, that Charlemagne firit took the caſtle of Eresburg, and afterwards 
advanced with his whole army to Irmen/ul, where he laboured under a 
want of water, till, at bright midday, a large quantity of water iſſued forth, 
This account agrees beſt with the Bullerborn in the bithopric of Paderborn, 
of which we have already treated. | 
6. To this foundation alſo belong the provoſtſhips of the mountain of 
St. James, in the biſhopric of Paderborn (p. 318.) as allo that of Mey/e:, 
in the biſhopric of Munger, p. 328. |

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5.4. TI E territory of the abbeys of Stabhb and Malmedy, or the princi- 
pality of this name, is to be ſeen diſtinctly in the land- charts of the 
biſhopric of Liege. It is environed by the dutchies of Luxemburg and Lim- 
burg, as alſo by the biſhopric of Liege. 
$. 2. Theſe Benedictine abbeys were founded by St. Remaclus towards the 
middle of the feventh century, and ſtand under one abboi, who elected 4 
by them in common, but for a long time paſt they have nad many dilpurcs j 
among themſelves, as well on account of this election as alſo in general on 
| account of prelerence ; the cloyſter of Sable aſſuming to itſelf the primacy, 
and afferting that Malmedy is ſubject, as a cell, to its cloyſter. On the 
other hand, that of Malmedy wants to be quite on a level with the cloyſter 
of Stablh. The diſputes which aroſe on this ſubject betwixt Edmund Mar- 
tene and Ignat. Roderique, are to be met with in authors. The common 
election of a new abbot, however, is performed in the cloyſter of Stablo, 
and at the Imperial inveſtiture of the 7ega/za conferred on the abbot, men- f 
tion is uſually made only of the abbey of Stablo; generally alſo, in the title of | i 
the abbot, the abbey of Malmedy is left out, both which poſſibly happens 
only for ſhortneſs, and the Monks of the cloyſter of Malmedy perform the :

$. 3. The abbot of theſe places is a Prince of the Empire and count of 
L:gne, and is allo inveſted by the Emperor with the land-ſupremacy and 
the regalia, as well on account of the principality of Szablo as likewiſe on ff 
account of the county of Logne. At the Diet of the Empire he fits between ; 
tae princely abbeys of Prum and Corvey. To the impoſts of the Empire ö 
he is rated at two horſe and twenty-two foot, or monthly at one hundred 
and twelve florins, but for the maintenance of the chamber- court, for each 5 
term, at eighty- One rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers and a half.

1. 78 HE diſtrict belonging to the abbey of Werden is ſeen in the chart 
of the dutchies of Juliers and Berg, as publiſhed by Homann's 

heirs. This diſtrict lies in the county of the Mark, bordering on the county 
of Bergen and the abbey of Eſſen. pn 
$. 2. The Benedictine abbey of Werden was founded by St. Ludger, who 
was the firſt biſhop of Munſter, about the year 778, on his own hereditary 
ground, and he was alſo buried therein. In the year 802, the Emperor 
Charlemagne conferred the citadel and little town of Luddinghauſen on the 
foundation of Werden, which, in the year 1430, inveſted the biſhop of 


Munſter therewith : ſee above, p. 325. In the year 398, Zwentibold, 


King of France and Lorrain, conferred on the foundation the county of 
Fretmorſheim, with which it afterwards inveſted the counts of the Mark. 
The abbot alſo ſtyles himſelf from the town of Helmſiadt in the dutchy of 
Brunſwick, which formerly belonged to this abbey, but in the year 1489 
was fold by the abbey to Duke William, though” the dukes of Brunſwick 
ſtill receive the inveſtiture of it from the abbey. 

F. 3. The abbot hereof fits at the Diets of the Empire, on the Rheni/þ 
bench, among the prelates enjoying no princely dignity, and that between 
the foundations of Bruchſal, St. Ulrich and Afra; but in the circle of Mol- 
phalia has his ſeat among the Princes betwixt Stablo and Cornelis Munſter. 
In the impoſts of the Empire he is rated at two horſe and fix foot, or 
monthly at forty-eight florins ; but to the chamber-court, for each term, 
at eighty-one rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers and a half, This foundation 
enjoys a revenue of above 20,000 rixdollars. The King of Pruſza, as 
count of the Mark, has not only the right of advocacy over this foundation, 


but alfo brings it under his ſupreme territorial power.

It is ſurrounded by the former, the dutchy of Limburg and the 
territory of the town of Aix la Chapelle. 

$. 2. This Benedictine abbey was erected in the time of the Carlovinian 
Emperors. The abbot hereof ſits at the Diet of the Empire, on the 
Rheniſh bench, among the prelates enjoying no princely dignity, between 
the abbots of St. George and St. Emmerau ; but at the Diets of the circle 
of Weſtphalia he fits among the Princes, and has his place and voice be- 
tween Werden and Een. To the impoſts of the Empire he is rated at 
twelve foot, or monthly at forty-eight florins; but towards the maintenance 
of the chamber-court, for each term, at one hundred and twenty-fix rix- 
dollars, twenty-one kruitzers. This abbey ſtands under the protection of 
the duke of Juliers. | | | 
S. 3. The territory of this abbey contains,

$. 2. This foundation, which belongs to the order of Benediclines, was 
founded by Aifrid biſhop of Hildeſbeim, in the year 877, It has anciently 
been endowed with Imperial and royal immunities and privileges, to whch 
alſo belonged the free right of electing a protector and defender, in which 
capacity in the year 1275 it accepted of the Emperor Rudolph I. In the 
year 1291 it begun to confer ſuch right of protection on the counts of 
the Mark, and in 1495 hereditarily conferred the ſaid office of protection 
and defence on Jh II. duke of Cleve and count of the Mark, and on 
his heirs and ſucceſſors in lieu of a yearly protection- ſum of fix hundred old 
gold {childs or dollars; who alſo from that time have been inveſted there- 
with by every particular abbeſs and their chapter. The ſucceſſion to the 
countries of Cleve and the Mark devolving to Frederick William Elector 
of Brandenburg in the year 1645, he received the ſaid hereditary vogtey for 
himſelf and his ſucceſſors in fief, and gave aſſurance by oath to maintain 
all the points or articles, contained 1 in the letter of hereditary vogtey bear- 
ing date in the year 1495. 


$. 3. The title of the abbeſs is, by the grace of God, We N.N. of the 


imperial free-ſecular foundation of Eſſen abbeſs, of the holy Romen Empire 


princeſs, lady of Breyſich, Rell:nghauſen and Huckarde. The chapter here 
conſiſts of princeſſes and counteſſes. At the Diet of the Empire the foun-

$. 5. The places to be taken notice of in it are 

1. The abbey or cloyſter of Eſſen, which lies near the town, 
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2. The town of Eſſen, in Latin Eſſendia, and alſo Aſfindia and Aſnigia, 
which is held as a municipal town by the foundation of Ehen, but con- 
ders itſelf as a free Imperial city. The chamber-court in 1670, aſter an 
expenſive proceſs of one hundred years, examined into the rights, privi- 
leges, and regalia on both ſides, and declared the abbeſs to be the ordinar 
magiſtrate and rightful ſovereign of the town, and the latter as ſubjects

allo ſurvivance, exciſe, and charges in the town and its juriſdiction, toge-

T HE Imperial free ſecular foundation of Benedictines, named Thorn, 
ſtands in the biſhopric of Liege and county of Hoorn on the Ner- 
Beck, which not far from hence falls into the Maaſz. This abbey was 
erected about the year 1000, At the Diet of the Empire it fits on the 
Rheniſh bench among the prelates enjoying no princely dignity, notwith- 
ſtanding which the title of princely is conferred on it, and at the Diets of 
the circle of Meſiphalia it holds alſo the rank of a Prince, fitting after 
the foundation of Eſen. Its Imperial evaluation is one horſe or twelve 
florins, but its chamber terms are not current ; its immediacy or indepen- 
dency being diſputed by the regency of Gelders. The chapter here conſiſts 
of princeſſes and counteſſes. | | 


The AB BE Y of 
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3. 1. 1 Imperial free ſecular foundation of Herford, or Her vorden, 
lies in the town of that name, which occurs beneath under the 
county of Ravensberg, in what is called the Inmunity. According to the 
opinion of ſome this abbey was erected in the year 789, but according to 
that of others in 790, and after its demolition by the heathens rebuilt again 
in the year 820. It ſtood originally at Mudenborſt, in the prefecturate of 
Sparenberg, and before the Reformation, was of the Benedictine order, at 
which time it had the abbot of Corvey for its proviſor and patron, and the 
archbiſhop of Cologne for conſervator. Under the abbeſs Anne, counteſs of 
Limburg, was completed its reformation. | 
F. 2. Its privileges, immunities, and ſecular ſupremacy it obtained of 
Pope Adrian in the year 1101, as alſo of the Emperors Lewis I. and Conrad II. 
in the year 1147, and likewiſe of the Empire, and is poſſeſſed of the princely 
dignity. As at that time ſo the abbeſs is alſo ſtill ſtiled by the Emperor a 
princeſs and prelateſs of the holy Roman Empire. At the Diet thereof {he 
tits among the abbeſſes on the Rheni/b bench, and at the Diets of the circle 
of Weſtphalia, as the laſt among the abbeſſes, betwixt thoſe of Thorn and 
Naſſau. Its Imperial evaluation is rated at two foot, or monthly at eight 
: | florins,

gorins, and to the aulic-chamber it is taxed for each term at eighty-one 
rix-dollars, fourteen kruitzers and a half. This foundation is Lutheran,

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of whom the abbeſs may receive any number ſhe pleaſes. To theſe, ex- 
cluſive of four canons and capitulars of noble as well as of burgherly 
eſtate, are to be added two deacons, as alſo ſome vicars and beneficiates. 

$. z. On the mountains oppoſite to Herford, at about fix hundred paces 
diſtance from the town, ſtands the collegiate-church of St. Mary, which 
the abbeſs Godeſta erected in the eleventh century, or at leaſt contributed 
greatly thereto. This noble, free, ſecular under-foundation conſiſts of a 
female dean and provoſt, as alſo of a female church-warden, and nine other 
foundation-ladies of noble birth, the ſuperiors of whom are the ſeveral 
abbeſſes of the above deſcribed foundation, who diſpoſe of all prebends, 
and nominate the church wardens. 

$. 4. The abbeſs Johanna Charltta, princeſs dowager of Prufſia and 
marggraveſs of Brandenburg-Swet, who was alſo born princeſs of Anhalt, 
erected an order at this place in the year 1729. The croſs is carried here 
at a ſcarlet ribbon, bordered with narrow filver, hanging from the right 
ſhoulder down to the left fide. On one fide of it ſtands the Virgin Mary 
with the child Jeſus, and the inſcription, Meminiſſe & imitari; on the 
other is the name of the abbeſs. The canoneſſes bear alſo a ſtar on 
their left breaſt, in which is repreſented the Virgin with the child 
Jeſus. The office and foundation-ladies of the under foundation wear the 
fign of the order, together with the ſtar on their left breaſt. 


$. 5. The foundation of Herford has a confiderable feudal ſeat of its 


| own, and in different places the ſupplying pariſhes, as namely at Herford, 
Bunde, Rodinghauſen, Dornberg, Hiddenhauſen, Steinbagen, Exter, Len- 
gerke, Linen, Schonenholzhauſen, Rhene, Schoppingen, and Wetteringen, as 
alſo at Tppenbubren. All theſe are fold, or in the uſual phraſe, a certain 
ſum is given for the inveſtiture of the acres belonging thereto. According 
therefore to the number of deaths in both foundations ſo the revenues of 
the abbeſs are greater or leſs. In general they are eſtimated at about 6000 
rixdollars yearly. The revenues of the canoneſſes are but ſmall, The 
rights and incomes of the abbey are taken care of by a chancery-director 
and two counſellors, before whom all eccleſiaſtical, civil, feudal, and oeco- 
nomical matters come.

well of the dutchy of Berg and the county of the Mark, as alſo of the 
counties of the Mark and Ravensberg. Detmar Mulherr, probably in the 
firſt half of the ſeventeenth century, delineated charts of the counties 
of the Mark and Dortmund, which were intended for that unfiniſhed 
hiſtory of the county of the Mark begun by him and Camel Mewes. The 
firſt of theſe charts was actually engraven.

5. 1. I dutchy terminates to the eaſt on the biſhopric of Munſter 


and the county of Reck/:nghauſen which belongs to the Elector 
of Cologn ; to the ſouth on the abbey of Eſſen, the dutchy of Berg, the prin- 
cipality of Mors, a ſeparated part of the archbiſhopric of Cologn, and on 
Pruſjian Gelders; to the weſt on Brabant and Gelders; and to the north 
alſo on Gelders and Munſter, It is ſixteen hours long, and between four 
and five broad. | | 
F. 2. The air here is found, and the weather very moderate. This 
dutchy has high lands all through it, and low bottoms ; the former of theſe 
are furniſhed as well with arable land as holts and buſhes ; the latter, parti- 
cularly towards the Rhine, are on both ſides fenced with ſtout dams called 
Bannteiche, excluſive of which there are alſo in it what are called ſummer- 
dams, which ſcreen the fat meadows, paſtures, and fields lying towards the 
river

river againſt the ſummer-water, to the heighths of betwixt eleven and ſix- 
teen feet. The chief inſpection of theſe dykes is veſted in the ſupreme 
dyke· inſpector appointed by the King, under the direction of the war and 
domain chamber at Cleve, This country abounds alſo in corn, fruits, and 
all manner of plants. In it too are very fat meadows, whence alſo its breed 
of horned cattle and horſes is conſiderable. In general the country is well 
cultivated, and contains many delightful ſpots, particularly near the town 
of Cleve, All kinds of game are in plenty here, in particular on the weſt 
ſide of the Rhine. This river divides the country into the eaſtern and weſtern 


parts, in it receiving the rivers of Roer or Rubr, the Emſer, and the Lippe. 


The Maaſ touches alſo on a part of the dutchy, and at Gerneperhans 
receives into it the river Niers, which comes out of Pruſſian Gelders and 
waters two towns belonging to this dutchy. The old %, or Tel, iſſues 
out of the biſhopric of Mun/ter, and having traverſed a part of the dutchy 
of Cleve, enters next into Gelders. All theſe rivers abound pretty much 
in fiſh, and the ſalmon, pike, and carp of the Rhine are particularly in 
great requeſt. . | 

$. 3. In this dutchy are twenty-four towns and three immunities, or 
Municipia. The Land-ſtates here, having voice and feat at the Land- 
diets, are the nobility and towns, as namely the towns of Cleve, Weſel, 
Embrich, Calcar, Duisburg, Xanten, and Rees. | 

$. 4. The inhabitants are for the moſt part addicted to the Roman-catholic 
church, but the reformed alſo, together with the Lutherans, the Manno- 
nites and Jews enjoy the free exerciſe of their religion here. Excluſive too 
of the ſix collegiate churches, and the two commanderies of the Teutonick 


order, as alſo one commendam belonging to the order of St. John, together 


with the abbeys of Elten and Hamborn, in it alſo are ſeventeen monaſteries 
and about thirty nunneries, | | | 

F. 5. The inhabitants of this country are fond of freedom and trade, the 
latter of Which is greatly promoted by means of the navigation on the 
Rhine and Maaſs. 


$. 6. The hiſtory of the firſt counts of Cleve is obſcure, uncertain, and 


in part alſo fabulous. They were at the ſame time counts of Teiſferbant. 
Count Lewis was the laſt who ruled both counties, and as his brother 
Eberhard propagated the counts of Cleve, fo Robert the other brother com- 
menced the ſucceeding counts of Teiſterbant. The death of count Eberhard 
of Cleve who conſtituted the ninth count, is placed in the year 835. TFebn, 
the laſt count of this race, died in 1368, and Margaret, daughter to his 
elder brother Prederick, married Adolphus V. count of the Mari, who 
thereby arrived to be count alſo of Cleve. His fon Adolphus was the firſt 
duke of Cleve, to which the Emperor Sigiſinund raiſed him in the year 
1417 at Coſtanz, and at the ſame time erected the county of Cleve into 
a dutchy. Jon III. duke of Cleve and count of the Mark, was hkewiſe 
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duke of Juliers and Berg. His ſon and ſucceſſor William XII. or XIV. 
inherited alſo the dutchy of Gelders, and in the year 1538 took actual 
poſſeſſion thereof; but in 1543 was obliged to cede it again to the Emperor 
Charles V. After the death of the laſt duke Jobn William, which hap- 
pened in the year 1609, ſeveral Princes laid claim to the countries he left 
behind him, as namely thoſe of Juliers, Cleve, Berg, Mark, Ravensberg, Ra- 
venſtein, the Winnenthal, and Breſkeland. In this place we are only to take 
notice of the moſt important. The houte of Saxony founded its claim 
partly on an obtained exſpectancy, or wholly on an Imperial inveſtiture of 
theſe lands, and likewife partly alſo on the marriage of the Elector Jah 
Frederick of Saxony with Sibylla princeſs to Duke Jbn III. of Juliers and 
Cleve. Another chief claim was made by thoſe houſes, which were de- 


ſcended from Duke William XII. or XIV. whoſe eldeſt daughter, Maria 


Eleonora, was conſort to Albrecht Frederick marggrave of Brandenburg and 
duke of Pruſſia, (but who died a little before her brother Duke Jan Mil- 
tom) from which marriage ſprung the princeſs Auna conſort to John Sigiſ- 
mund Elector of Brandenburg; Anna the ſecond filter was married to Phil; 
Lewis pfalzgrave of Neuburg; Magdalene the third to John I. of Deux- 
ponts, and the fifth named Sibylla to Charles of Burgau. Theſe houſes ſtood 
againſt Saxony for one man, but they again divided themſelves into ſeveral, 
parties, of which the houſes of Prufia or Brandenburg and the palatinate 
are principally to be remarked. The diſpute ſtood thus. 1. Whether 
Saxony or the ſiſters of the laſt duke ſhould ſucceed to the countries left 
behind? 2. Whether of the four fiſters the eldeſt alone or all four together 
ſhould inherit at the ſame time? And 3. Which of theſe, namely whether 
the conſort of Brandenburg or Neuburg was to be deemed the eldeſt? Jchn 
Sigiſmund Elector of Brandenburg, on the death of John William, took po- 
ſellion of the controverted countries, and upon that entered into an agree- 
ment with the Pfalzgrave Wolfgang Milliam at Dortmund in the year 1609, 
by virtue of which both parties conſented to behave friendly to each other 
till a further amicable or judicial iſſue of the matter, and to adminiſter theſe 
countries. In the year 1624 was made an agreement at Duſſelderf by 
virtue of which the Elector of Brandenburg obtained the dutchy of Cleve, 
(tae countries of Jelburg and Winnekendonk excepted) together with the 
counties of the Mark and Ravensburg, as alſo the prefecturate of Windek 


in the dutchy of Berg: on the contrary, the Pfaz or palatine of Neuburg 


acquired Juliers, Berg, Ravenſtein, and the two above-mentioned places 
belonging to C eve. The ſame agreement was repeated in the year 1629 
with ſome alterations, and in 1630, ſo far altered that the Ele&or of Bran- 
denburg retained the dutchy of Cleve and the county of the Mart; and 
the palatine of Neuburg, Juliers, Berg, Ravenſlein, and Breſteſaud ; Ra- 
vensberg remaining in common betwixt them. At length the Elector Fre- 
derick Milliam in the year 1666 concluded an hereditary agreement with 


the 
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the pfalzgrave Philip William, by virtue of which the Elector and his ſuc- 
ceſſors were to remain in the complete and quiet poſſeſſion of the dutchy 
of Cleve as alſo of both the counties of the Mark and Ravensberg: on the 
other hand, the pfalzgrave and his ſucceſſors were to retain in the ſame 
manner the A of Juliers and Berg, together with the ſeigniories of 
the Winnenthal, and Breskeſand. But notwithſtanding this, that all theſe 
countries ſhould remain united in one conſtant league, and as well the 
Elector as the Prince and their ſucceſſors bear the title and arms of all the 
ſeveral countries: The claims of both houſes to the ſeigniory of Ravenſtein 
to be referred to a compromiſe. This agreement was confirmed in 1678 
by the Emperor Lecpold. | 


F. 7. Vaiious are the opinions relating to the arms of Cleve. Some 


think it moſt probable that they bear eight royal ſceptres which are united 
in one ſmall ſhield containing a round ring, in a field purple. 
$. 3. The voice of Juliers, Cleve, and Berg, in the council of the 


Princes of the Empire has been dormant ever ſince the death of Duke 


John William. In the circle of Weſtobalia, the Electors of Brandenburg 
and the Palatine as Dukes of Cleve, Juliers, and Berg, bear alternately the 
Condirectorium, or office of ſending the circular letters to ſummon 
the States to vote, but in the Directorium have but one voice betwixt 


them. To the Imperial taxes the Elector of Brandenburg, on account of 


Cʒæve and the Mark, is to pay monthly 1066 florins, and on account of 
Ravensberg 142 florins , but to the aulic-chamber, for each term, fix 
hundred and ſeventy-ſix rixdollars twenty-ſix kruitzers and +. 


$. 9. In the town of Cleve reſides the royal regency, which is appointed 


over the dutchy of Cleve and the county of the Mark, and to which alfo- 
in 1749 the ancient aulic judicatory was united, and in it too every month 
a conſiſtory is held, inſomuch that this high college regulates all matters 
relating to limits, ſupremacy, fiefs, and church and ſtate matters. Ap- 
peals alſo lie to it from all the other courts. The war and domain chamber 
of Cleve, Mors, and the Mark take cognizance of all matters relative to- 


oeconomy, foreſts, hunting, toll, contribution, exciſe, ſalt, mines, policy, 


and war. Under it ſtands the provincial council, eſtabliſhed in the year 


1753, Which in the three circles of the dutchy erefted at that time, 


namely in the circles of Cleve, Weſel and Emmerich, regulate all matters 
relating to the police ; but civil and criminal matters are, inſtead of the 
ancient judges of the prefecturates, adminiſtered by the provincial judica- 
tories appointed in the year 1753 at Cleve, Xanten, Meſel, and Din/lacken, 


and to theſe the ſubjects of the adjoining prefecturates are referred. 


However both the judges of the immunities of the nobles, as alſo the 
offices of the royal juriſdiction at Duisburg, Schermbeck, Rees, Embrich, 
Sevenaer and Huiſſen remain in their former ſtate, The towns here have 
2 magiſtracy of their own. 
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F. 10. The yearly revenues ariſing to the King of Pruſſia from the cham. 
ber-eſtates or domains of Cleve and the Mark, are eſtimated at about 
356,000 rixdollars, and the ſum which from Cleve, the Mark and Mars 
goes to the war-cheſt, at about 349,000. 

$. 11. In the more accurate deſcription of this country, I ſhall firſt 
treat of the land or provincial judicatories here, together with the towns 
and prefecturates belonging thereto, next of the prefecturates of the royal 
juriſdiction, which continue in their ancient ſtate, and laſtly of the other 
juriſdictions and ſobereignties. Nevertheleſs I ſhall adduce as it were by 
the bye at the ſame time the three circles. Thus we treat of | 

I. The four provincial judicatories. 


1. The land-judicatory of Cleve belongs to the circle of Cleve. Under 
it ſtand, 


1. The following towns : namely 


Cleve, in Latin Clivia, the capital of the country, and which has its 
name from hence, v2. that both the ancient citadel of Schwanenburg and 


the town itſelf is built on a declivity. At the provincial Diet it enjoys 


both feat and voice, is the reſidence of the regency, the feat of the war 
and domain chamber, as alſo of a provincial judicatory, and the pupil or 
ward-college of Cleve and the Mark, and likewiſe of a collegium medicum 
provinciale, the upper tax-cheſt, the land-exchequer, the upper falt-cheſt, 
and a mint, and contains alſo a German reformed, a French, a Lutheran 


and a Menonite church, together with a gymna/ium belonging to the re- 


formed, and a Popith collegiate-church, which was firſt founded in the year 


1334 at Monterberg, but in 1341 removed hither ; as alſo two monaſteries 


and a nunnery. The town itſelf is pretty large and well built. In it in 
the year 1755 a ſilk- manufacture was erected. The circumjacent tract is 
pleaſant, and before the gates are avenues for walking. From this place 


leads a canal called the Kerm:/thal, which runs into the Rhine. In the 


great hall of the above-mentioned citadel is an old inſcription, according 


to which it appears that Caius Julius Ceſar, dictator, in the year 698 from 


the building of the city of Rome, having firſt made himſelf maſter of theſe 
countries, founded the citadel of Cleve. In the years 1372 and 1525 this 
town ſuffered by a great fire. | 

In the King's park near it lies a medicinal ſpring, and at about half an 
hour's diſtance from the town is a pleaſant wood named Berg and the 
Thal, in which is a pheaſantry, together with a houſe, and the monument of 
Prince Maurice of Naſſau, who was formerly ſtadtholder of this place. 

Calcar, a town, having both ſeat and voice at the provincial Diet. This 
place contains in it one pariſh-church and a monaſtery of Dominicans. In 
the years 1409 and 1647 it ſuffered much by fire. In 1598 it was taken 
by the Spaniards, in 1639 taken and fortified by the Imperialiſts, but in 
1640 ſurpriſed and occupied by the He/ians, and in 1645 tripped of its 


fortifications. Griethauſen,

Griethauſen, about the year 1361 raiſed to a town. 

Cranenburg a {mall town, mortgaged in the year 1290 by the Emperor 
Rudolph I. to Count Frederick VIII. of Cleve, and which obtained its prin- 
cipal immunities in 1340 of Count Theodorick IX. but was firſt environed 
with walls in the year 1414 by Duke Adolph, which were further ſtrength- 
ened in 1417. The Roman-catholic collegiate church here was originally 
founded at Zyflich in the year 1002, and in 1436 removed hither. 

Gennep, a {mall town, ſeated on the river Niers, which not far from 
hence, namely near Genneperbuys, in which formerly ſtood a ſtrong ſconce, 
falls into the Maaſg. This place was anciently a lordſhip, of which Duke 
Adolph in the year 1426 obtained the firſt half hereditarily, together with 
all juriſdictions, having in the battle in the Cleverham taken priſoner Jahn 


of Hinsberg, who gave the half of this place for his ranſom. The other 


half was purchaſed by the duke in the year 1441 for 70,000 florins. 
of the brothers Gisbert and Reinhard of Brederode. 


Udem, in Latin Udenbeimium, a ſmall town, ſeated in a tract very fertile 


in corn, and which in the year 1347 was ſurrounded with a wall, and in 
1359 provided with privileges, which privileges in 1368 were confirmed 
and enlarged. In it is a college of regular canons of the order of St. 


Auguſtine, founded in the year 1456. This town ſuffered much in times. 


of war, as namely in the years 1466, 1467, 1468, 1469, 1604, and 
1635, and was allo burnt down in 1617 and 1685. 
Goch, ſeated on the river Niers, was in the year 1291 environed with 


walls, and erected into a town. This place belonged anciently to the 


| Oukes of Gelders, and together with that dutchy deſcended to Duke Charles 
of Burgundy, who ceded this town in the year 1473 to his faithful con- 
federate Duke John of Cleve, and with it the ſuperiority of the country. 
In the year 1517 it ſuffered by fire. In the town is a caſtle belonging to the 
family of Windefsr. 


Griet, which was raiſed to a town in the year 1250, and lies on the 


Rhine, In 1517 this little town ſuffered by fire..

This place anciently belonged to the archbiſhop of Cologn, 
and in the year 1228 obtained its firſt town-privileges of the archbiſhop Henry 
of Molenark, and in 1380 was even fortified. In the year 1392 one half of 
it came, and in 1449 alſo the ſecond, to the country of Cleve. We find here 
one collegiate-church, together with a nunnery and a charter-houſe. In this 
town once was a Roman-catholic ſeminary. | | 

Sonsbeck, in the year 1320 raiſed to a town. The citadel here was cauſed 
to be erected by Duke Adolph I. Cloſe by the wall of the town lies a nun- 
nery. In the years 1517 and 1604 this place was laid waſte by fire. 

Kervendonk, a {mall town, containing the houſe of Korvenheim. 

Buderich, or Burich, a ſmall town ſeated on the Rhine, oppoſite to the 
mouth of the Lippe, and which obtained its privileges in the year 1366.

1. The prefecturate of XANTEN, containing

3. The land- judicatory, or juriſdiction of Weſel, in the circle of Weſel. 
Under it ſtands | | 

1. The town of Weſel. 

Weſel, in Latin Veſalia, the largeſt town of this dutchy, and a ſtrong 


fort, lies on the Rhine, in that part where it receives the Lippe. This town 


appears to have been only a village about the year 1125, at which time a 
nunnery of Præmonſtratenſes was erected oppoſite to it, and called Averdorf. 

This village, on account of its commodious ſituation, became gradually 
enlarged for trade and navigation, and at length arrived to be a town. It 
was originally an Imperial city, but in the year 1241 was made a preſent of 
by the Reman King Henry VI. who in the abſence of his father Frederick II, 
was adminiſtrator, or vicar of the Empire, to Theoderick VI. lord of the Im- 
perial lordſhip of Din/laken, eldeſt ſon to Theoderick, who in this year and 
in 1252 conferred on it all manner of privileges. In the year 1290 the 
Emperor Rudolph conferred it on Theodorick VIII. count of Cleve, on his 
marriage with Margaret, daughter to his brother Eberhard, and though 
afterwards the Empire laid claim to it, and though numbered alſo in 1495 
at the Diet of the Empire held at J/orms among the cities of the Empire; 
yet this happened with the oppoſition of the duke of Cleve, as ſovereign, and 
the town has always continued a Land-ſtate. Weſel was one of the Hanſe 
towns. In the year 1354 it was almoſt wholly conſumed by fire. In 
1586 it was roughly handled by the duke of Parma. In 1614 it was 
taken by the Spaniards; but in 1629 came again under the power of its 
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ſovereign. Excluſive of the churches of the Proteſtants, Lutherans, and 
Roman-catholics, we find here alſo a Proteſtant gymnaſium, three mona. 
ſteries, the foundation for ladies called Averdorf, or Oberderff, the female 
capitularians, which have no fixed reſidence, and are for the moſt part 
Lutherans ; a commendam of the order of St. John and the houſe of Wilact, 
belonging to a baron of Milich. This town has ſeat and voice at the pro- 
vincial Diet. 

2. The prefecturate of WesEr. and BRuxEx conſiſting of two pariſhes, 
In it alſo lies the houſe of Venningbauſen. 

Rem. According to the opinion of ſome learned men, Felleda, the cele- 
brated Princeſs of the Bructeri, who after her death was worſhipped as a 
goddeſs, had her feat, if not at Weſel itſelf, at leaſt in the neighbourhood, 
either at Averderff, or at Spellen. Others, however, place her relidence 
farther up on the Lippe. 

4. The juriſdiction of Dinflaken lies in the circle of JYſe]. Under it. 
ſtand, 

1. The following towns : Namely, 

Dinſiaken, a ſmall town, which was formerly the capital of an Imperial 
lordſhip, and had lords of its own; but in the year 1220, with conſent of 
the Emperor Frederick II. was incorporated into the country of Cieve, and 
afterwards at different times granted to the youngelt ſons of the counts and. 
dukes as a place of refidence. 

Or/iy, or Orſaw, a ſmall town ſeated on the Mine, and which ſo early 
as the fourteenth century belonged to the country of Cleve, its privileges 
being confirmed in the year 1351 by Count John. 

Holt, or Holten, a little town, containing an ancient citadel. In the year 
1335, Count Adolphus of the Mark. ceded the fort and town of Holt to 
Count Theodorick of Cleve, receiving it again of him as a male-fief. 

Rubrort, a ſmall place, was by Duke Adolphus I. created a town, Near 
it the Reer, or Ruhr, runs into the Rhine; a> at this place alſo in the year. 
1587 a water-toll was erected. 

2. The following prefecturates; viz. 

1. The prefecturate of DINSLAKEN, containing 

The pariſh of Hießfeldt, in which lies the eſtate of Pannmiblen. 

The parith of Walſum, containing the eſtate ot Berenkamp, and a com- 
mendam of the Teutonick order.

ſituated on the Rhine, from which at preſent it is ſeated at about half an 
hour's diſtance. Its name, which ſhould denote as much as the burg, or 
fort of the Deutſch, or Germans, is derived from the Tuiſcones. It is proba- 
ble alſo, that the citadel of Diſpargum, or Duiſparcum, at which the Fran- 
kiſh King Cladio, ſurnamed long haired, reſided, ſtood in this place. After- 
wards Duisburg became an Imperial city, and had the dukes of Limburg 
together with the counts of Berg for its protectors. The Emperor Rudolph J. 
confirmed the privileges thereof in the year 1290, and at the ſame time 
alſo mortgaged it to Theodore VIII. count of Cleve. A like mortgage of it 
was made in the year 1347 by the Emperor Lewis IV. to John duke of 
Cleve, which was confirmed by the Emperor Charles IV. in the year 1349. 
From that time it has continued conſtantly annexed to the county of Cleve ; 
and its privileges too have been on all 2 confirmed by the Roman Kings, 
a favour it alſo received from Rudolph II. in 1580. This place was likewiſe 
one of the Hanſe towns. In it are two pariſh-churches, two monaſteries, 
a Ciſtercian nunnery for ladies, which formerly ſtood in the neighbouring 
village of Duiſſern, a beguin-houſe, a commandery-houſe belonging to the 
Teutonick order, a Proteſtant univerſity conſecrated October 14, 1655, and 
a learned ſociety, which took its riſe in the years 1756. Duisburg has 
both ſeat and voice at the Land-diet. Et 

II. The prefecturate of Du1sBURG contains in it the panithes of Duiſſern, 
Manbeim, and Angerbauſen. The bailiff who maintains juſtice: here reſides 
in the town of Duisburg. 

2. The town and prefecturate of SCHERMBECK, in the circle of Neſel. 

1. The little town of Schermbeck, or Scherenbeeck was environed with 
walls about the year 1420 by Duke Adolph I. and adorned with a citadel. 

2. To the prefecturate belongs the pariſh of Drevenack, in which lies 
the eſtate of Schwargenſtein.

Reznbold III. duke of 
Gelders mortgaged it in the year 1355 for the firſt time to John count of 
Cleve, and his half-ſiſter Mechtild in 1372 took up more money ſtill upon 
it of Count Adolphus of the Mark and Cleve, and at laſt Duke Reinhold of Gel- 
ders, in 1402, fully ceded it to Adolphus I. Duke of Cleve.

BY > PH1s county terminates to the ſouth on the dutchy of Berg, to 
the weſt on the ſame, and the dutchy of Cleve (if we conſider 
the Imperial foundations of Werden and Eſſen, as lying in the county of the 
Mark) to the north on the county of Recłlingbauſen, and the biſhopric of 
Munſter ; and to the eaſt on the dutchy of Weſtphalia. It is the largeſt 
county in all the circle of We/tphalia. 
$. 2. This county enjoys a fertile foil, which produces, wheat, rye, 
barley, oats, buck-wheat, peaſe, vetches, lentils, beans, rape and — 
. ed, 


ed, as alſo flax and hemp in ſuch plenty, that the neighbouring countries 
are likewiſe ſupplied therewith. It produces allo fruits of all kinds, together 
with good kitchen-herbs, and boaſts likewiſe fine meadows, paſtures, Ec. 
a good breed of cattle, and all manner of game, together with good holts 
and pleaſant mountains, which yield ſtone-coal and plenty of iron, as alſo 
lead, copper and ſilver-ores; has likewife good quarries of ſtone, and three 
{alt-fods, or boileries, namely Brockhauſen, Saſſendorp and Werdchl, a cele- 
brated medicinal ſpring at Schwelm, and as well in the rivers Lippe, Rubr, 
Lenne, Volme, Empe, Zifike and Aſe, as in the rivulets and ponds, fiſh ot 
all forts. | 
. 3. It contains in it ſeventeen towns, excluſive of one half of the town 
of Lipphadt, as alſo ſeven treedoms or corporations, (in Latin Municipia). 
and boroughs. Of the very ancient and conſiderable nobility here many 
hundred families are now extinct, many have alſo withdrawn themſelves to 
foreign countries, and are ſtill partly to be found in Curland, Livonia and 
Pruſſia. At preſent there are even yet in being here above one hundred 
ſettled, opulent families of counts, knights, and nob' es. 
$. 4. The inhabitants of this country are partly addicted to the Roman- 
catholic, partly to the Proteſtant- church, and all the three churches enjoy 
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the free and public exerciſe of their religion, and that too for the moſt. 


part ſeparate, but in part alſo in common buildings of aſſembly. 

F. 5. There are many manufactures here, the produce of which is not 

only uſed in the country, but alſo plentifully exported; and in particular 

great quantities of iron and ſteel are worked here in a variety of ways. | 
$. 6. The ancient counts of the Mark received their origin from the 

counts of Altena, whom ſome derive from the counts of Te:/terbant and 

Cleve. The ſeries of the counts of Altena begins with one Adolphus, who, 


with the aſſiſtance of his brother Eberhard built the citadel of Altena, and 


by the Emperor Henry V. was raifed to be Count of Altena and Berg; at 
which time both theſe brothers, on account of the inherited and purchaſed. 
countries, came to the following agreement, viz. that Adolphus ſhould ob- 
tain the citadel and the county of Altena, but Eberhard the citadel of 
Aldenburg and the county of Berg. Adoiphus III. count of Altena, who died 
in the year 1249, firſt aſſumed the title and arms of the Mark. Thus 
much is certain from the authentic records of the years 1203, 1220 and. 
1221, that fo early as thoſe days the title of the Marz was in uſe with the 
counts of Altena; and as at that time fo it was allo afterwards uſed alone. 
Adolphus V count of the Mark, was likewiſe count of Cleve, The remain- 


der of the hiſtory of this county, and how it came to the electoral-houte of 


Brandenburg, has been mentioned above, under the hiſtory of the dutchy 
of Cleve. | 
$. 7. The arms of the county of the Mark are a feſſe conſiſting of three tranſ- 
verſe beams, gules and argent.

aſſigned. In the ſame place alſo an account is to be found of the high col- 
leges, which this county poſſeſſes in common with the dutchy of Cleve. 

$. 8. In the year 1753, Frederick II. for the adminiſtration of matters of 
right here appointed fix land judicatories over it which are held at Hamm, 
Unna, Altena, Ludenſcheid, Hagen and Bockum, each of which judicatories 
has its own juſtice, aſſeſſors, and clerks, but the royal juriſdictions of 
Schwelm and Plettenberg, together with the noble juriſdictions, continue in 
their ancient ſtate. At the ſame time, for the regulation of matters relating 
to the police four circles were appointed here, in each of which was placed 
a provincial council, together with a circle-ſecretary and a circle-renter. Of 


this kind are the circles of Hamm, Altena, Hoerd and Wetter, and among 


them the whole country 1s divided. | 

F. 9. In general, the country is divided into the Suderland, or as it is 
vulgarly called into the Sauerland and Hellueg: To the former belongs that 
part of the country, which lies to the ſouth of the Rubr, and to the latter, 
that on the north- ſide of the ſame river.

I. Of the fix land-judicatories, with the towns, prefecturates, and courts 
ftanding under them. 

1. The land-judicatory of Hamm extends over the prefecturate of Hamm, 
which in matters relative to the police ſtands under the provincial council 
of the circle of Hamm. To it belongs | 

The town of Hamm, in Latin Hammona, which is the capital of the 
county of the Mark, and lies on the borders of the biſhopric of Munſter, 
near the influx of the Ae into the Lippe. This town has no walls, but 
is ſurrounded with ditches, . ramparts and palifades, being pretty large and 
tolerably well built. In the citadel, which is at preſent called the Rennthey, 
and which lies at the rampart, reſides the commandant. The town con- 


tains alſo a gymaſium luſtre of Proteſtants, in which are three profeſ- 


ſors and a Proteſtant Latin ſchool, together with a large Proteſtant town- 
church, a Lutheran church, and a cloyſter of Ob/ervants, as alſo noble ap- 
pointments for the poor. The linen bleacheries here are very fine, and a 
good trade is carried on at this place. Hamm obtained its firſt privileges in 
the year 1213. In 1287 many of its houſes, in 1307 the greateſt part of 
them, in 1734 above two hundred, and in 1741 three hundred and fifty 
were burnt down here, together with the council-houſe and the church 
belonging to the Proteſtants ; but better buildings have been raiſed in their 
ſtead. This town was formerly one of the Hauſe towns. 

Juſt before the north-gate lies the Norder hoſpital, which is a noble foun- 
dation ſupplied with Proteſtant and Roman-catholic ladies; but the little 
church near it is uſed wholly by the Roman-catholics. | 

About one quarter of an hour's diſtance from the town lies the noble 
Ciſtercian nunnery of Kentrop, which was originally founded in the town 
of Hamm, but in the year 1290 was removed hither, 
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2. The following pariſhes, viz. 1 
1. The pariſh of the Mark, the principal church in which is poſſeſſed , 
by the Lutherans, but the Proteſtants have only a domeſtic or private 
church. The ruinated citadel of Mari, which the counts of Altena pur- | 
chaſed towards the beginning of the thirteenth century, ſtiling themſelves 1 
from it, belongs to the ſovereign.

The pariſh of Rinern and Ryndern, in which the Roman-catholics are 
poſſeſſed of the principal church, and the Proteſtants of a ſmall one. In | 4 
this pariſh is a nunnery of Franciſcans. 4 

5. The Proteſtant pariſh of Pilfum, containing the houſe of Ter Beeck, 
The ſeat of Nortbof here is ſeparated, and the eſtates belonging to it an- 
nexed to the houſe of Bogge. 

6. The Proteſtant pariſh of Heringem, in which, as well at the citadel 
of Nord-Heringen as at Heil, is a chapel belonging to the Roman-catholics. 

In it lie the ſeats of Haringhof, Lobauſen, North- Heringen and Runte; as i 
alſo the eſtate of Byn#bof, the free eſtate of Haringbef, the Heidthof, or 9 
Bocꝶſplatæ, the Lower-Haus and Stockum. R 1 

7. The Proteſtant pariſh of Hilbecł, in which lies the ſeat of Hilbecł. 

8. The Proteſtant pariſh of F/;rick, containing the ſeats of Brugge, Edink- 
buſen and Mundloh, 

2. The land-judicatory of Unna extends over the following prefectu- 
rates: VIS. 

I. Over the prefecturate of UxxA, which in matters relating to the 
police, belongs to the circle of Hanau. Under it ſtands, 

1. The town and pariſh of Unna. This place is in rank the ſecond 
town of the county, and lies in a fine plain on a rivulet named the Kotelbecke, 
being environed with walls and ditches. In it is a Lutheran pariſh-church 
and a hofpital-church, which the Proteſtants properly uſe for their worthip, 
but in which alſo on Saturdays worſhip is performed by a Lutheran preacher; 
as alſo a nunnery, together with a chapel and a Lutheran ſchool. This town 
being poſſeſſed of a very extenſive and profitable territory, ſo moit of the 
burghers ſubſiſt by agriculture, diſtillery and brewing. Formerly it conſti- 
tuted one of the Hanſe-towns. So early as the year 1032, Unna was a con- 
ſiderable village, and, together with its extent or territory, belonged to the 
archbiſhop of Cologn. In the year 12 50, it was environed with walls and 
endowed with the immunities of a town. In the years 1303, 1308, 
1420, 1455, 1458, 1537, 1678, and in 1723, it ſuffered much by fire.

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Formerly there was a free county and free chair here, appertaining to the 
ſovereign. 

To the pariſh of Unna belong the ſeats of Heyde and Maſſen. Near the 
eſtate of Brockhauſen is an old and new ſalt- work, in which ſuch large quan- 
tities of ſalt are made, that not only the countries of the Mark and Cleve, 
but alſo the neighbouring places are ſupplied therewith. 

2. The Lutheran pariſh of Aplerbeck, in which are the ſeats of Ber}.

On the mountain of Hallo, within the juriſdiction of this pre fectu- 
rate, on the river Ruhr, ſtands the noble, free, ſecular foundation of Fronden- 
berg belonging to the Ciſtercian order, which has an abbeſs and twenty-four 
foundation-ladies belonging to it, and into which, by virtue of the religious 
receſs, both Proteſtants and Roman-catholics are received. Excluſive of 
divers tythes and corn-rents, above one hundred peaſants farms belong 
thereto, almoſt one half of which are ſituate in the dutchy of Engern and 
IWeſtphalia.

Schwerte, a ſmall town, ſituate not far from the Rubr, and at the Land- 
diets the fifth town in rank. In it we find a Lutheran church, which is 
the principal, as alſo a Proteſtant and a Roman-catholic one, together with 
two noble ſeats. The inhabitants of this town ſubſiſt by agriculture and 
the breeding of cattle. Schwerte was walled in the year 1242, and en- 
cowed with the immunities of a town. In the years 1420, 1659, 1663 
and 1669, it was laid waſte by fire. | 

2. The noble ſeats belonging to the pariſh of Schwerte, are Rutenborn, or 
Rudenburen, and Vilgeſte, in which formerly was a free chair, together with 
Wanathoff and Rubr. 

3- The immunity and Imperial farm of NMeſtbodven, which lies between 
Schrverte and Syberg, at the foot of a mountain not far from the Ruhr. The 
Imperial farm here was the property of King W:dekind, but after his reduc- 
tion by Charlemagne, who alto took the citadel of S, it continued veſted 
in the Roman Empire, till the Emperor Albrecht ceded it, in the year 1300, 
to Count Eberhard of the Mark, who confirmed the ſubjects of the Empire 
in their immunities, and allowed them, for their greater ſecurity, to build 

a fort, which was alſo done. This Imperial farm and borough anciently en- 
poyed many peculiar immunities, uſages and laws. It is governed by a burg- 
hermaſter, a ſecretary, counſellors and two commoners. The inhabitants 
D d d 2 ſubſiſt 
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ſfabaft by agriculture, the breeding of cattle and the labour of their hands 
In it indeed is a Proteſtant church, but the Imperial farm and immunity . 
longs properly to 

4. The church of Syberg, which is ſeated on a rock. At this place 
anciently ſtood the ſtrong citadel of the Saxons, named Stgeburg, or Sybur 

| g. 
at the confluence of the Rubr at Lenne, and which was taken, for the 
firſt time, by Charlemagne in the year 772, as alſo, in the year 775, for 
the ſecond time, and defended againſt the inroads of the Saxons. After his 
death, this place continued veſted in the Empire, and the Emperors have 
alſo had their burgages and vaſſals here, and the family of Syburg, in parti- 
cular, poſſeſſed the principal caſtle and burg-houſe in it; but the vaſſals 
cauſing much diforder, their burg-houſes, and principally the head citadel 
of Syburg, was wholly deftroyed in the year 1287. 

To the pariſh of Syburg belongs likewiſe the ſeat of Hun. 

IV. Over the preiecturate of HoeRDE, which in matters relative to its 
police, ſtands under the provincial-council of the circle of Heerde. In it 
much ſtone- coal is dug. This diſtrict comprizes under it, 

1. Heerde, an immunity, ſeated on the Emſcher, and in which is an 
ancient burg, or fort, where the counts of the Mark frequently reſided, as 
alſo a Lutheran and a Calviniſt church. The inhabitants here ſubſiſt by 
agriculture, and it alſo contains many nail-ſmiths. or nailers. This place 
belonged formerly to the knights of Hoerde, was ſeized upon as an open 
fief in the thirteenth century by the counts of the Mark, and about the year 
1340, endowed with town- immunities. | | > 

Before the immunity lies the noble, free, ſecular foundation of Claren- 
berg, founded in the year 1340. In it are fifteen ladies, who are part. 
Proteſtants and partly Roman-catholics, and ſtand under an abbeſs. In the 
collegiate-church here the Roman-catholics perform divine worſhip. 

2. The Lutheran parithes of Barop and Brakel, in the latter of which is 2 
commandery belonging to the Teutonic order; as alſo Ercklinkhoven, Kirch- 
bcerde and Ruddinghauſen, containing a nobleman's ſeat. 

3. The pariſh of Wellinkoven, the church of which the Lutherans and 
Calviniſts enjoy in common. At Bruninghauſen is a chapel, In this 
pariſh are alſo the ſeats of Benninkbzven, Bruninghauſen, Niederbeven and 
Erml:nkboven, together with the eſtates of Erlekamp, or Goy, and alſo Bruch 
or Brock. | 

V. Over the prefecturate of Lunen, which ſtands under the provincial 
council of the circle of Hamm, and compriſes, | 

1. Lumen, a ſmall town, but having both ſeat and voice at the Provincial 
diets. This place lies near the influx of the Zefick into the Lippe. The 
principal church here belongs to the Lutherans, and the Calviniſts have 
alſo a ſmaller one. The inhabitants live by trade, agriculture and breeding 


of cattle, The town itſelf ſtood anciently on the other fide of the * 
| an 
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and belonged to Duke Henry the Lion, from whom the Emperor took it and 
gave it to Theodorick of Jolmeſtein, who in 1240 diſpoſed of it to Count 
Ad;lphus of the Mark. In the year 1348, it was removed to the preſent place 
or ſituation. 

2. The pariſh of O/d-Lunen belongs, indeed, to the biſhopric of Mun/er, 
but the Roman-catholic church here lies on the ground and foil of the 
county of the Mark, at about half a quarter of an hour's diſtance from Lunen, 
and conſtitutes the old town. Lunen has alfo a confiderable ſhare in it. 

2. The Lutheran pariſh of Derne, containing in it the noble citadels of 
Delwig, Nienboven and Schwansbel, and alſo the noble, free eſtate of 
Moyland. TY | 

4. The land-judicatory of Hagen extends over the following juriſ- 
dictions ; VIS. | 

1. Over the juriſdiction of Hagen, which comprizes in it, 

1. Hagen, a place favoured by King Frederick William with the immu— 
nities of a town, having before been only a borough. Hagen is watered by 
the YVolme and ſurrounded by fruitful mountains. Excluſive of the Lutheran 
church here, which is the principal, and near which lies a chapel, in it is 
alſo a Calviniſt and a Roman-catholic church. The inhabitants ſubſiſt 
| chiefly by trade and handicrafts, and in particular by a variety of cloth 
manufactures. The town itſelf belonged formerly to the archbiſhopric of 
C:logn, but, in the year 1392, came to the counts of the Mark. In 
the ou 1699, many, and in 1724, moſt of its houſes were deſtroyed 
by. fire. 

"« To the pariſh of Hagen belong ten peaſantſhips ; of which we are 
to remark, 

1. The peaſantſhip of Delſfern, in which a beautiful paper is made.

II. Over the prefecturate of WETTER, which ſtands under the provin- 
cial council of the circle of Wetter, and comprizes 

1. The immunity and village of J/etter. 

The immunity of Wetter is an open place, ſeated on an eminence not 
far from the Rubr, and containing in it the amt-houſe and a Proteſtant 
church. About a quarter of an hour's diſtance from it lies 

The village of Wetter, containing a Lutheran church. 

2. Herdicke, or Marien-Herdicke, a ſmall, open town, ſituate on the 
Rubr, and which firſt, in the year 1738, obtained the privileges of a town. 
At this place is a noble, free, ſecular foundation for Proteſtant and Roman- 
catholic ladies; as alſo a Lutheran church, which is the collegiate-church, 
together with a Calviniſt and a Roman-catholic one. 

3. The Lutheran pariſh of Ende, with the ſeats of Callenberg and Mal. 
linkrodt. | | 

4. The Lutheran pariſh of Velmeſtein, to which belongs the open borough 
of Volmeſtein, which ſtands on a mountain on the Rubr, as alſo the ſeats of 
Rocholz, Schlebuſch and Werdringen. | | 

5. The Lutheran pariſh of Upper-Wengern, in which are the ſeats of Don- 
Haß, which is the place whence the counts of Donboſf in Pruſſia derive their 
deſcent, as alſo Hove and Steinhauſs. | 

4. The land-judicatory of Altena extend 

Over the prefecturate of AL TENA, which in all matters relating to the 
police ſtands under the provincial- council of the circle of Altena. To it 
belongs 

. the largeſt and moſt populous place in the whole county, lying 
on both ſides the caſtle-hill on the Lenne and Nette. On all ſides it is 
ſurrounded with high mountains, and has ſcarce any arable land in it; 
whence the neceſſary corn required for the uſes of the inhabitants is im- 
ported from other places. The houſes here are for the moſt part built of 
ſtone. It is divided into the immunity, the Mublendorf and the Nette. 
The old caſtle here ſtands on the top of a high rock or cliff. In the town 
is a Lutheran and a Calviniſt- church. The principal buſineſs or trade of 


the place conſiſts in its traffic in Swedzſh iron and wire. This place obtained 


its firſt town- privileges in the year 1397. In 1750, above three hundred 
houſes were burnt down here. | | 
2. The Proteſtant pariſh of Mibbelwert, or Wiblingwerd. | 125 
3. The pariſh of Halver, in which both the Lutherans and Calvi- 
niſts have a church. In it is alſo the noble free-houſe of Edelkirchen, 
together with the ſeats of Eng/ifeld, Heesfeld, Heyde, Raetbauſſen, Schlect- 
tenbeck and Vablefeld. Near the village of Bergfeld rites the Empe. 
II. Over the prefecturate of IsERLoN, which in matters relative to 
the police, ſtands under the land-council of the circle of Wetter, and 
compriſes, | 1. ferlin, 
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1. Jerlon, ſimply alſo called Lon, a town, containing many good 
houſes, which are well inhabited, and being alſo a place of trade, in a 
mountainous tract, ſituated on the rivulet of Baaren. The Lutherans have 
three churches here, together with a Latin ſchool ; the Calviniſts alſo one 
church, and the Roman-catholics, in the year 1746, erected a houſe for 
their public worſhip. The principal employment of the inhabitants conſiſts 
in manufactures and trade; that is to ſay, at this place are partly made all 
forts of work in iron and braſs, ſuch as wire, and a variety of things plaited 


and wrought out of it; as alſo coarſe and ſmall ſmith-work, fowing-needles, 


balance-beams and braſs buckles, and partly allo velvet and filk ribbon, 


with woollen ſtuffs, Sc. This town holds the fourth place at the Provincial 


diets. About the middle of the thirteenth century, it firſt obtained the 


privileges of a town. In the years 1510, 1530, 1652, 1677, 1685, and 
1712, it was laid waſte by fire. | 

2. The Lutheran pariſh of Deilinghcven, in which much iron-ſtone is 
dug. In it is the feat of Cluſenſtern. 


3. The ſeats of Edelburg, or Erleburg, and Frenſpert, or Frunsberg, as 


alſo the noble houſe of Landbauſen. 

III. Over the prefecturate of N1EXRADE, which, in matters relative to 
the police, ſtands under the land-council of the circle of Allena, and 
comprizes, | 

1. Nienrage, in ancient writings alſo called Drechro:ge, a ſmall town, ſeated 
on the Lenne, and ſurrounded with a very mountainous tract. In it is a 
church of the Proteſtants. The inhabitants of this place ſubſiſt by agricu!- 
ture, and the breeding of cattle, and particularly by trading in iron. In the 
year 1353, Gerd of Plettenberg erected this town for the ſervice of the count 
of the Mark, and Count Engelbert conferred on it town privileges. The 
citadel here, which was founded in the year 1353, has been pulled 
down. | - | 

2. The pariſh of Verdobl, the church of which the Lutherans and Cal- 
viniſts enjoy in common. Near the church-village of Verdobl is a ſalt- 
work, but not much followed. In this pariſh are the ſeats of Pungeljcherd, 
belonging to the lord of Newhsf, together with Bs&e/ch, belonging to the 
| barons of Wrede and Winterſobl. 

3. The Lutheran pariſh of Ohl, in which lie the feats of Brunninghauſon 
and Grimminghauſen. | 

5. The land-judicatory of Ludenſcheid extends, 

I. Over the juriſdiction of Ludenſcherd, to which belongs, 

1. The town of Ludenſcheid, which, though not large, yet is well built. 
This town contains in it a Lutheran church, a Latin ſchool and 2 church 
of the Calviniſts. The inhabitants receive their principal ſubſiſtence from 
their trade in iron, wire and ſuch like commodities, as alſo from agriculture 
and the breeding of cattle, This place was erected into a town in the thir- 


teenth 
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teenth century. In the years 1530, 1578, 1589, 1656 and 168, many 
houſes were deſtroyed here by fire, and in 1723 almoſt the whole town; 
but the greateſt part has been rebuilt again with ſtone. 
2. To the pariſh of Ludenſcheid belong the ſeats of Neubof and Oedendaal. 
3. The Lutheran pariſh of Herſchede, in which are many iron forges, 
Near the church- village of Her/chede riſes the river Feſſe, which near Werd] 
falls into the Lenne. 


II. Over the ancient juriſdiction of Halſchede, in the pariſh of which is 


both a Lutheran and a Calviniſt church. 


III. Over the juriſdiction of Breckerfeld, which extends over the little 
town and pariſh of Breckerfeld. | 
IV. Over the juriſdiction and pariſh of Meinerzhagen, in which the 
rivers and rivulets of Volme, Agger and Lifter have their riſe, and where à 
great trade in iron alſo is carried on. This juriſdiction comprehends, 


1. Meinerzhagen, a large and populous church-village, which, together 


with the pariſh, forms a proper juriſdiction of itſelf, belonging to the ſove- 


reign, and contains a Lutheran church. 
2. The ſeats of Badinkbagen and Liſtringhauſen, to the latter of which 
alſo belongs the noble, free eſtate of Neubauſs. 

V. Over the juriſdiction and pariſh of Valbert, which, in the year 1716, 
was annexed to the juriſdiction of Me:znerzhagen, and wherein the archbithop 
of Cologn has ſome ſmall juriſdiction, which is adminiſtred by the rural- count 
of Actendorn. The church here is Lutheran. In this juriſdiction are alſo the 
noble free eſtates of Bomberg and Liſterbof.

VI. Over the juriſdiction and Lutheran pariſh of Ronſel, in which the

VII. Over the juriſdiction and Lutheran pariſh of Kierſpe, in which

6. The land-judicatory of Bockum extends, 

I. Over the prefecturate of Bock u, which, in matters relative to the 
police, ſtands under the provincial-council of the circle of Hoerde. In it 
we are to take notice of, 

1. Bockum, alſo called Bochum, Bocheim, &c. a town, ſeated in a very 
fruitful tract. This place has a bailif, or town-judge of its own, and thus 
ſtands not under the land-juriſdiction, The Reman-catholics are poſſeſſed 
of the principal church here; but in it, as well as alſo in the church-yard, 
the Proteſtants bury their dead with all the cuſtomary ceremonies, and have 
the uſe alſo of the bells in common with the Roman-catholics. The 
churches belonging to the Lutherans and Calviniſis are but ſmall. In the 
year 1243, one half of this town was conferred in fief by the archbiſhop 
of Ciologn on Count Adolphus of the Mark, and in 1392 the remaining

II. Over the prefecturate of BLANKENSTEIN, which in all matters rela-

1. Blankenſtein, an immunity, ſtanding on an eminence not far from the 
Rubr, and the ancient ſtrong citadel belonging to which, founded in the 
year 1226, was laid waſte. The Roman-catholics have a church here, and 
the Lutherans a chapel at the council-houſe. 
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2. Hattingen, a ſmall town, ſituate not far from the Rubr, and in which 
is a Lutheran pariſh-church, a Latin ſchool, and a church of the Cal. 
vimnfts. 

To this parith belongs the ſeat of Ce, or Chf. 

Rem. In the pariſh of Haltingen formerly ſtood the citadel of , nburg 
on the Rybr, which Adolphus, count of Altena, who was elected archbi ſhop 
of Colagn, built and gave in fief to his brother Arnold, who firſt aſſumed 
the title of count and noble of Jenburg. The eldeſt of his ſons, by name 
Frederick, being broke on the wheel for the murder committed, in the 
year 1225, on Engelbert, biſhop of Cslogn, the citadel of Iſenburg was alſo 
razed; and, though two ſons remained of his body, yet they aſſumed not 
the title of Ie nburg, but ſuffered themſelves to be ſtiled from the citadel of 
Limburg, of which an account will follow below. 

3. The Lutheran pariſh of Sprockbovel. | 

4. The pariſh of NMederwengern, or Schonwengern, which is alſo called 
Weniger, and in which is a Romen-catholic and a Lutheran church. To this 
pariſh belongs the ſeat of Aldendorf.

Rem. Near the fine borough of Langenberg, in the dutchy of Berg, in 
the ſeigniory of Hardenberg, and within the limits of the pariſh of Hattingen 

in the Mark, in the year 1715, a Lutheran church was erected, which is 
divided from the borough only by a ſmall rivulet, and to which, as well 


the Lutherans of Langenberg as oh in the whole * of Hardenberg 
hold themſelves annexed. 


II. Of the royal juriſdictions, which in the year 1753 were left 
15 in their former ſtate. 


I. The rural-juriſdiction of Schwe/m, which has its peculiar royal judge 
and other judicial officers. To it belongs, 

5 Schwelm, a town, ſeated on the rivulet of Schrelm, with a Lutheran 
church in it and a Latin ſchool, as alſo a Calvinilt and Roman-catholic - 
church. The inhabitants here partly ſubſiſt by manufactures and trade. 
In the year 1392, this place was partly exchanged and partly diſpoſed of 
by the archbiſhopric of Co/ogn to the county of the Mark, and in 1590 
obtained the firſt privileges. 


To the pariſh of Schwelm belong the ſeats of Gokinkbof and Matfeld, to- 
gether with the noble houſe of Ruendael. 

One half hour from the town, on the high-way n to 8 lies 
the medicinal ſpring of Schwelm. 


2. The 
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2. The pariſh of Gevelsberg, in which is the noble, free, ſecular foun- 
dation for ladies, named Gevelsberg, into which both Reman-catholics and 
Proteſtants are taken who ſtand under an abbeſs. The collegiate-church 
here is uſed in common by the Lutherans and Calviniſts, 

z. The ſouth fide of the church-village of YVeerde, 

II. The town and prefecturate of Plettenberg. 

Plettenberg, a ſmall town on the Elſe and the Oefter, has a judge and a 
magiſtracy of its own. The pariſh-church here belongs in common to the 
Lutherans and Calviniſts. The inhabitants apply themſelves partly to agri- 
culture and the breeding of cattle, partly to the making of coarſe cloths and 
ſmith's work, in particular of fithes, and partly carry on other handicrafts. 
The old fort near the mill is the ſtemhouſe of the barons and counts of Plet- 
tenberg, whoſe predeceſſors were proprietors of the eſtates, fituate in and about 
Plettenberg, but which, together with the ſuperiority over them, they gradu- 
ally diſpoſed of, in the fourteenth century, to the counts of the Mark, retaining 
only ſome ſmall portions thereof in fief. In the year 1387, this place con- 
tinued ſtill a village, but in 1397 became a town. In the year 1725, it was 
almoſt wholly conſumed by fire. | 

2. The pariſh of Plettenberg properly conſtitutes the prefecturate, and 
ſtands under the royal juriſdiction. In it have been found mines of copper 
and lead, and in ſome places alfo are found good quarries of ſtone. In it 


likewiſe is the old caſtle and burg-houſe of Schwarzenberg, which ſtands on 


a high mountain above the Lenne, and belongs to the family of Plettenberg, 
which is alſo in poſſeſſion of the noble houſe of Brocꝶbauſen. . 

Rem. Near the town of Plettenberg they avail themſelves, for the im- 
provement of the mountainous ſoil, of a means which reſembles that de- 
ſcribed under Norway and Sweden, Vol. I. that is to ſay, they bind bruſh- 
wood in bundles or fagots, lay them on the field about two feet high and four 
broad, cover them with ſod or turf, then ſet the wood on fire and leave the 
turf to burn therewith, upon which the aſhes that remain are ſtrewed on 
the land and produce the pureſt rie. | 


III. Of the noble juriſdictions, which, in the year 1753, were 
left in their former ſtate. 


I. At the Helweg (ſee above, F. 9.) lie the following places; v2. 


Buddenberg, a citadel and juriſdiction, ſeated on the Lippe, about half 


an hour's diſtance from the town of Lunen, and belonging to the baron of 
Frydach, under whom alſo ſtands Lipholihuſen. 
II. Caſtrop, a juriſdiction, which is divided into the old and new, but has 
its churches in the freedom of Caſtrop.

In it we ſhall take notice of | . 

1. Se, in Latin Suſatum, a town of conſiderable circuit, in which are 
extenſive courts and gardens. This place contains in it about 1200 hearths, 
but is meanly built. Formerly it choſe its own magiſtracy annually. But: 
in 1752 the King aboliſhed the old magiſtracy here and appointed a 


ſtanding one. The Reman-catholics are in poſſeffion of the cathedral. 


church and two monaſteries, but the Lutherans have ſeven churches belong— 
ing to them, and of theſe the Calviuiſis allo make ute of one for their 


public worſhip. The Luth:ran Latin town ſchool here is one of the three 


Arckigymnaſia, as they are called, of Weſiphahka. This town owns a con- 
fid<rable deal of arable land, and its prineipal traffic alſo conſiſts in corn. 
Its moſt ancient town-right is ſought for and received by many towns: 


of Lower-Saxony, and is in particular the foundation of: the town-right of 


Lubeck. Soeſt has been under the government of the Carlovinian and. 
Saxon Emperors, ſome of whom reſided in it for ſome time, and from 
hence dated ſeveral of heir acts. The Imperial privileges here were de- 
ftroyed by fire in 1189. After that the town fell under the power of * 
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the Lion. It is not properly known how it came to be under the archbiſhopric 
of Colagn; for though probably that firſt happened after Henry the Lion 
was put under the ban, the archbiſhop before enjoying only the ſpiritual 
juriſdiction here ; yet it is unknown under what title and name the arch- 
biſhop Philip of Heinsberg made himſelf maſter of it. It is certain, how. 
ever, that about the year 1180 he compelled Soeft to do him homage, 
but he alſo confirmed it in its rights and immunities. Archbiſhop Theodbre 
wanting to limit or ſtint them, and to ſubje& the town wholly to himſelf, 
Soeſt ceded itſelf in the year 1444 to John I. duke of Cleve, with reſervation 


of its ancient immunities. It was anciently one of the hanſe-towns, en- 


joying likewiſe the immunities of an Imperial city, and among its privileges 


alto the right of coinage. The Emperor Charles VI. in the year 1721 


cauſed a writing to be iſſued on this town for the Turkiſh ſubſidy, demand- 


ing of it for fifty Raman months the ſum of 36, ooo rixdollars. In the ſeven- 
teenth century, during the thirty years war, it ſuffered much, and parti- 
cularly in 1636 when it was miſerably laid waſte by the Imperialiſts. 

2. The Soeſtiſcb Boerde, or the territory of the town of Sog, confiſts 
of ten pariſhes, containing thirty villages: namely | 
1. The pariſh of Saſſendorp, in which is a good falt-work belonging to 
ſome patricians of Soe/f, who are ſtiled the falt-heirs, or falt-younkers, as 
alſo from the houſe in the town, in which they meet weekly, the lords 
of the ſtar.

V. The county of Limburg, which lies in the county of the Mar}, is 
a fief of it, and ſtands under the protection of the regency of Cleve and the 
Mark, having the following origin. After the exemption of Count Frege- 
rick of 1ſenburg, his citadel of JJenburg, which has been mentioned above 
under the prefecturate of Blankenſtein, being deſtroyed, as there deſcribed, 
his brother-in-law Duke Henry of Limburg, erected for his ſurviving ſons, 
Frederick II. and Theoderick II. a caſtle on a high mountain on the river 
Lanne, which, after the name of his citadel, he called Limburg, from 
which alſo from that time they took their title. From this caſtle alſo 
the county of Limburg has its name, and it became the head-place there- 
of. The genealogy of the ſaid firſt counts of Limburg has not been yet 
adjuſted ; but the county of Limburg, with conſent of its lord, came at laſt, 
namely in the year 1600, to Count Arnold of Bentheim, whoſe conſort 
Magdalena was counteſs of Limburg, and it belongs now to Maurice Ca-

Of the to vn of Lippe, or Lipftadt, ſeated on the river Lippe, and 
which was founded in the year 1150 by Bernhard count of the Lippe, and 
ſo early as the year 1376 was mortgaged to Engelbrecht III. count of the 
Mark by Count Simon of the Lippe, Duke Jobn I. in the year 1445 gave 


back one half of it to Bernhard and Simon counts of the Lippe, but the 


other he retained. . This town too {till belongs to the county of the Mark. 

Rem. Between the county of the Mark and the biſhopric of Munſter 
lies on the Lippe the immediate Imperial ſeigniory of Landſeron. This 
ſeigniory belongs to the younger line of the houſe of Næſſelrod. The Em- 
peror Leopold in the year 1710 having raiſed John Salentin William baron 
of Neſſelrod and Rhade, both for himſelf and his legitimate heirs and 
ſucceſſors to the State of a count of the Empire, he permitted him to ſtile 
and write himſelf either count of Neſſelrod and Landskron, or only count 
of the latter. This houſe is alſo in poſſeſſion of the free Imperial ſeigniory 
of Rhade, which is fituate in the county of the Mark. 
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P SCHENK and G. Valk have publiſhed particular charts as well of 

* the dutchy of Juliers ſingly, as of Juliers and Berg, and allo of Berg 
and the Mark. The charts of Juliers, Berg, and Cleve, publiſhed by: 
H:;mann's heirs, and of which that of Jaillot is the baſis, forms the one 
hundredth and ninth in the Atlas of Germany. Juliers and Berg are alſo 
repreſented on Job. Bapt. Homann's chart of the archbiſhopric of Colagu, 
which in the above cited place makes the forty- ſecond.

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F. 1. THE dutchy of Juliers terminates to the weſt on the dutchy of 
Gelders, the biſhopric of Liege, the dutchy of Limburg, the ter- 
ritory of the town of Aix la Chapelle, and that of Cornelius Munſter ; to the 
ſouth on the ſeigniories of Schleiden and Blankenheim, and on a part alſo 
of the archbiſhopric of Cologn ; to the eaſt on the ſaid archbiſhopric of 
Cologn; and to the north on the dutchy of Gelders. In its greateſt extent 
it amounts to twenty German miles; its breadth indeed is in ſome parts 
more than nine, but in others much leſs. | 
8. 2. This dutchy enjoys a fruitful ſoil, which produces all ſorts of corn 
in abundance, together with good meadow, paſture lands and holts. The 
breed of cattle here is conſiderable, and in particular it has a good breed 
of horſes, which are partly ſent to the neighbouring countries, and partly 
to France. Much woad alſo is cultivated here, and linen wrought. Near 
Eſchweiler is found ſtone- coal. The Maaſ terminates this country on 
the weſt ſide, and the Rhine on the eaſt. The Roer or Ruby riſes in the 
prefecturate of Monjoy, and having traverſed a great part of the country re- 
ceives into it the little rivers of Dente, alſo called Inda, or Inga, and Worm, 
and in Gelders mixes itſelf with the Maaſæ, which there alſo receives into 
it the little river of Schwalm, which riſes here. The Eryt, in Latin 
Ervates, or Arnapha, riſes in the Eyffel, and having traverſed the country 
of Juliers on the eaſt, as alſo a part of the archbiſhopric of Cologn, in the 
laſt falls into the Rhine. The river Niers runs to the eaſt on the borders, 
and paſſes through Gelders to Cleve. The Abr comes out of the Eyfel, 
and pours itſelf below Grind not far from Sinzig into the Rhine. 
F. 3. In this country are twenty-ſix towns, and about eleven freedoms 
and boroughs. The provincial States of Juliers bound themſelves in the 
years 1628 and 1636 with thoſe of Berg; for the maintenance of their 


privileges, and theſe united Land- ſtates of Juliers and Berg conſiſt of the 


nobility of both countries, as alſo of what are called the four head towns 
of each dutchy ; which in the dutchy of Juliers are the towns of Ju- 
liers, Deuren, Munſter-Eyffel, and Euſzkirchen ; and in the dutchy of Berg, 
the towns of Lennep, Rattingen, Duſſeldorf, and Wipperfurt, Theſe aſſert 
that they depend not on the unlimited arbitrary will of their ſovereign, but 
were always governed according to their ewn and their countries freedoms, 
privileges, ancient uſages, cuſtoms, rights, and immunities ; and at the 
land-diets not only deliberated, but even determined and decided, and 


were alſo to be conſulted on the moſt weighty matters. The common Land- 
Diets are held at Duſeldorf. | C 4. The 
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$. 4. The inhabitants here are partly addicted to the Roman, catholic, and 
partly to the Proteſtant church. By virtue of the religious agreement en- 
tered into on April twenty-fixth, 1672, at Cn on the Spree, as allo on July 
twentieth, 1673, at Duſſeldorf between Frederick Wiliam Elector of Bran- 
denburg, and the Pfalzgrave Philip William, thoſe of the Augsburg con- 
feflion, as well Calviniſis as Lutherans were to remain unmoleſted, and 
protected in the publie exerciſe of their religion, their churches, cha- 
pels, ſchools, prebendaries, rents, eſtates, and incomes, which they held 
and enjoyed in the dutchies of Juliers and Berg, at the time of entering 
into this agreement: they were alſo to have the power of exerciſing and 
enjoying unmoleſted in every particular their public worſhip, in ſuch man- 
ner as it is exerciſed and enjoyed in the Calviniſt and Lutheran churches 
under the direction of Proteſtant lords; and likewiſe to build and maintain 
churches, chapels, parſonages, houſes for ſchools, ſacriſties, and whatever 
elſe is otherwiſe neceſſary for the Divine Service, at their own expence. 
Their preachers and church-officers to enjoy all privileges, and to be pro- 
tected in the regulations of their church. Their ecclefiaſtical viſitations, to 
which the ſovereign, in his own behalf, ſends a perſon of the Proteſtant 
religion, and their church diſcipline to be interrupted by nothing whatſo- 
ever, Their matrimonial matters, their ſynods, claſſes, presbyteries, con- 
fiſtories, and inſpectorates, to be determined by them; but if within three 
months an amicable accommodation was not made, the matters in contro- 
verſy to be referred to the regency of Duſſeldorf, there to be debated, and 
then to be remitted to Proteſtant lawyers for their deciſion. Wherever 
alſo any Roman-catholic and Proteſtant magiſtrates were eſtabliſhed in 1624, 
there they were to be appointed and ſuffered again; not to mention other 
particulars. If one party too act againſt this agreement, the other, which 
holds it, after previous enquiry of both parties, ſhall be entitled to re- 
taliation. | 
F. 5. The firſt Count cf Juliers known with any degree of certainty, was 
Gerhard, who lived in the firſt half of the tenth century. Count Milliam 
VII. was by the Emperor Lewwrs of Bavaria created a Marggrave, which 
dignity he bote ſo early as the year 1337, and by the Emperor Charles IV. 
in 1356, alſo Duke of Juliers. His ſon Duke Milliam VIII. on account 
of his conſort, obtained the dutchy of Gelders and the county of Zutphen ; 
and his fon Reinbold dying in the year 1423 without heirs, the dutchies of 
Juliers and Gelders came to Adolphus VIII. Duke of Berg, who was obliged 
to cede Gelders to Arnold of Egmond. But he alſo dying in the year 1437 
without heirs, Gerhard ſon to his brother Milliam ſucceeded him in the 
dutchies of Juliers and Berg, being at the ſame time as heir to his father 
Count of Ravensberg. His fon Duke William XI. or III. dying alſo in 1511 
the countries of Juliers, Berg, and Ravensberg, tell to Jh III. Duke of Cleve, 
Count of the Mark and Lord of Ravenſtein, husband to his daughter Mary.

The fate of theſe united countries has been related above under the dutchy 
of Cleve; and from ſuch relation it appears that the dutchies of Juliers 
and Berg, together with the ſeigniories of Ravenſtein, Winnenthal, and 
Breskeſand came to the Pfalzgrave Philip William, who in the year 168 


arrived to be Elector Palatine. His ſecond ſon and ſucceflor, the Elector 
Charles Philip having neither princes nor brothers, the electoral houſe of 
Brandenburg, after his death, obtained poſſeſſion of the faid countries; 
which the Elector-palatine wanted to have retained for the future heir of 
the palatinate, that is to ſay, for Charles Philip Theodore Pfalzgrave of Sulz- 
bach. This matter cauſed great commotions, but was at length accommo- 
dated by an agreement in 1742, by virtue of which the houſe of Su/zbach, 
after the death of the old Elector, was to poſſeſs the countries of Juljers, 


Berg, and Ravenſtein; upon which the Pfalzgrave Charles Philip Theodore 


cauſed homage to be paid him in them, and ſoon after ſucceeded the 
old deceaſed Elector-palatine, as well in the palatinate as in the countries of 
Juliers, Berg, and Ravenſtein. i 

$. 6. The aims of the dutchy of Juliers are a lion ſable in a field Or; 
but thoſe of the dutchy of Berg a lion gules bearing a crown azure in a 
field argent. 
F. 7. On account of Juliers and Berg no voice is at preſent held in the 
college of the Princes of the Empire. To the impoſts, however, thereof, 
on account of Juliers, are to be given fix hundred and thirty-nine florins, 
forty-five kruitzers, and, on account of Berg, two hundred eighty-four 
florins and four fifteenths; and to the chamber-judicatory, on account of 
both dutchies, fix hundred and ſeventy-ſix rixdollars, twenty-ſix kruitzers 
and three quarters, for each term. In the circle of Meſpbalia, Juliers enjoys 
the condirectorium alternately with Cleve. | 8 

§. 8. The high provincial colleges of Juliers and Berg, as alſo the privy- 
council, the aulic- council, the chancery and the aulic- chamber, are at 
Dujjeldorf in the dutchy of Berg. By the Land- ſtates of Juliers and Berg 
a certain ſum of money is yearly granted to the ſovereign, which, in the year 
1755, amounted, for the ordinary charges, to 580,000 rixdollars, to which 
was moreover added a free gift of 50, ooo florins,

a Roman-catholic collegiate church, and a Calviniſt church, and the Lu- 
therans have alſo another before the town. This place is very ancient, and 
obtained its name in the time of the Romans.

John. Out of the ancient nunnery of Præmenſtratenſes here aroſe a priory 
which the monks of Steinfeld adminiſter. Near this place Philip of Suabia 
in the year 1206, defeated the Emperor Otto IV.

C1; 18 the weſt is ſeparated by the Rhine from the archbiſhopric of 
Colegn, on which it alſo terminates to the ſouth ; to the eaſt borders 
on Naſ/au-Siegen, the dutchy of Weſtphalia, and the county of the Mort; 
and to the north on the dutchy of Cleve, being feparated by the Rhine from 
the principality of Mors. In its greateſt extent it is above fifteen German 
miles, and in its greateſt breadth fix. : | 
F. 2. This dutchy is a very mountainous country, but has ſome fruitful 
tracts, as allo good meadow and paſture lands, together with great quan- 
tities of timber, iron and other ores, as alſo ſtone-coal. In the upper-parts 


towards the Rhine is alſo wine. The Rhine, which as has been already 


ſhewn, flows to the eaſt of this country, receives into it the rivers here, as 
namely the Sieg, into which the Agger pours itſelf, and the Yipper, The 


| Ruir, which comes out of the county of the Mark, runs to the north 


through the narroweſt part of the dutchy of Berg, and in the dutchy of 
Cleve mingles itſelf with the Rhine.

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$. 3. In this dutchy are eleven towns, and the fame number of boroughs. 
Above, under the dutchy of Jullers, we treated of the Land-ſtates and 
the State of religion here. In this dutchy are manufactures of cloth, iron, 
and ſteel. 

$. 4. The country of Berg was at firſt governed by the counts of Alena, 
but in Engelbert it obtained a count of its own, This laſt perſon was bro- 
ther to Eberhard I. Count of Altena, and lived in the latter half of the 12th 
century. The ancient race of the Counts of Berg became extinct in the 
year 1348, in Adolphus VII. who was the eleventh Count thereof, His 
daughter Margaret was conſort to Duke Gerhard of Juliers, at leaſt this 
Gerhard was likewiſe Count of Berg, though it is uncertain how he came 
to be ſo, and whether he was the 12th or 13th Count thereof. His ſon 
William was in the year 1380 created Duke of Berg by the Emperor Wenze- 
/laus, and his fon again, by name Adolphus VIII. was alſo Duke of Juliers 
and Gelders. The ſucceeding hiſtory of this country has been given above 
under that of the dutchies of Juliers and Cleve. 

$. 5. An account of the arms and the high land-colleges, which it poſ- 

ſeſſes in common with Juliers, is to be found above under that dutchy. 
FS. 6. We ſhall now take notice of 

1. The prefecturate of DvssELDoRF, containing 

Duſſeldorf, a town ſeated on the Rhine, and through which the rivulet 
of Duſſel runs, being afterwards received by the Rhine, over which is at 
this place a bridge of boats. Dufſelderf is reckoned only the third among 
the towns of Berg which enjoy voice and feat at the Land- diets, but is alſo 
the feat of the high land-colleges of Juliers and Berg, and the place of 
meeting of the Land-ſtates. This town is not large, but populous, and 
ſtrongly fortified. The new town, which the Elector 7%n-Milliam cauſed 
to be erected before the gate of Berg, conſiſts of one broad fine built ſtreet, 
but fell afterwards to decay. In the town itſelf we ſee the old princely cita- 
del, which lies on the Rhine, and commands a fine proſpect, excluſive of 
which it contains nothing remarkable in it, excepting that it has a double 
weighty gallery. The uppermoſt of theſe galleries conſiſts of five rooms, 


which are filled with coſtly paintings by the greateſt maſters, as namely 


Rubens, Van Dyck, Von der Verf, Raphael, Julius Romanus, Titian, &c. 
as alſo with excellent ſtatues, and other things worth ſeeing. Under this 
gallery is another, containing ſtatues in marble and plaiſter, which are co- 
pies of the moſt celebrated ſtatues at Rome and Florence. In the citadel is 
the ſeat of the aulic-chamber, and in the place or ſquare which lies oppo- 
ſte to it is ſeen an equeſtrian ſtatue of metal, erected to the honour of 


/chn-IWWilliam the Elector. At the council-houſe the privy-council and the 


college of the aulic-council meet, and near it lies the Prince's chancery. In 
the collegiate and pariſh-church here are to be ſeen many monuments of 
the ancient Dukes of Juliers and Berg. The Jeſuits have alſo a college, a 


gymnaſium 
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gymnaſium and a ſeminary here, together with a beautiful chapel. In the 
town are likewiſe ſome nunneries and monaiteries, as alſo a Calviniſt 
and a Lutheran church. The frequently mentioned Elector-palatine, 
Fobn-William, was born at this place, and alſo reſided here, the French 
having laid waſte Heidelberg and Manheim, and likewiſe died in this 
town in 1716. In the year 1752 a riding-academy was founded here, 
Before the gate of Cologn is a chapel built after the pattern of the houſe of 
our Lady at Loretto, and adorned with fine paintings. |

In this 

place we are only to obſerve, that the third ſheet of the hundred and firſt 

chart in the Atlas of Germany, repreſents the countries of Naſſau-Siegen and 
Naſſau-Dillenburg. FED 

$. 2. The principality of Naſſau-Siegen lies on the Weſterwalde, being 

three German miles in length, and one in breadth. This principality is, 


indeed, a very mountainous and woody country, but yet contains alſo ſome 


good arable land, and in particular good paſturage, whence the breed 
of cattle here is conſiderable and advantageous ; but the principal things in 
this country are its numerous iron-buts, in which ſtoves and other iron 
manufactures are made, and at Freudenberg large quantities of ſteel are pre- 
pared and exported. The river Sieg here receives into it ſeveral rivulets. 

§. 3. This principality contains one town, two boroughs, and to the 
number of about one hundred and fifty villages. In the year 1624 the 
Calviniſt religion only was in uſe here, and the Calviniſis were in poſſeſſion 
of all the churches, ſchools, and religious revenues: But in 1626, Count 
John the Younger became Roman-catholic, and ſought to introduce not only 
into his ſhare of the country, but alſo throughout the whole dutchy, the 
R:man-catholic doctrine and religion, which innovation, however, he was 
not able fully to accompliſh. | 

F. 4. Otto II. grandſon to Otto I. Count of Naſſau, was the firſt of the 
line of Naſſuu-Dillenburg, which afterwards, from the time of Count Mil- 
liam, was called the line of Naſſau-Katzenellnbogen, and towards the begin- 
ning of the ſeventeenth century, under the ſons of John IV. was divided 
into the lines of Siegen, Dillenburg, Dietz and Hadamar. The ſon of 
Count John the Middle of Naſſau-Siegen, ſurnamed John the Younger, going 
over to the Roman-catholic church, that count founded the Roman-catholic 
line of Nafſau-Szegen; and on the contrary his brother Henry gave riſe to 
the Calvini/t line of that family: The latter of theſe lines became extinct 
in the year 1734 in the Prince Frederick-Wilkam, and the former in 1743 


in Prince Y/illiam-Hyacinth, who ſucceeded the other in his part of the | 


country; upon which the whole principality of Naſſau-Siegen came to the 
line of Nafſau-Dietz, and therein to Prince William- Henry Friſo, Prince of 
Orange, and afterwards firſt hereditary ſtadtholder of the United Provinces, 
who left all his countries, and thus alſo the principality of Naſſau-Szegen to 
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his only ſon Prince William V. Prince of Orange and hereditary ſtadt.. 
holder of the United Provinces. 

$. 5. On account of Naſſau-Hadamar and Siegen, this laſt, at the Diet of 
the Empire in the council of the Princes of the Empire, and at the Diets 
of the circle of We/?phalta, on account of Siegen, has a peculiar voice; but 
at the latter fits after the abbey of Thoren. In the Lorrain diviſion of 1654, 
Naſſau-Siegen is rated for each Roman month at ſeventy-ſeven florins and 
one third; and towards the maintenance of the chamber-judicatory, it pays 
each term fifty rixdollars, ſix kruitzers and one half. f

6. The united prefecturates of MENGERSKIRCHEN and ELLAR, in which

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Mengerskirchen, a ſmall town, and of no conſideration, but containing

Dapperich and Meyenberg, royal ſeats. 

Brotbach, a village, near which is a ſpring of acid water. 

The villages of Di1/hauſen, Dorchbeim, Dorndorf, Ellar, Frickbofen, Fuſ- 
zingen, Langendorbach, &c. 

Seck, a village, diſpoſed of by Wied-Runkel to the houſe of Leiningen- 
Moſterburg, and by the latter, in 1637, to John Lewis, Prince of Naſſau- 
Hadamar, for 12,450 florins. The ſovereign's ſeat here was formerly a 
nunnery. ; 

7. The prefecturate of TRINGENSTEIN, containing 

Tringen/tein, a citadel, ſeated on a mountain on the river Abr. 

The villages of Eiſemerode, Eygerſbauſen, Ibernthal and Waldenfels. 

8. The prefecturate of EBERSBAC H, containing 

Ebersbach, or Berg-Ebersbach, a church-village, 
Near this place is an iron foundery and a forge. 

The villages of Eibelſbauſen, Mandeln, Lower- Roſzbach and Sternbrucken. 

9. The prefecturate of WEHRHEINM is poſſeſſed in common by Naſſau- 
Dillenburg with the archbiſhopric of Treves. About the year 1730, the 

Dillenburg ſhare was mortgaged to the princely houſe of Naſſau-U/imgen. In 
this prefecturate is | 

Webrheim, a borough, which, in the time of Count Gerhard of Naſſuu- 
Dietz, obtained, in the year 1372, the rights of a town of the Emperor 
Charles IV. together with ſuch privileges as the town of Friedberg enjoys. 

The village of Upper-Hayn, and the ſeat of Tron, which was formerly 
a C:fterctan nunnery. | | 

Here alſo we are to treat of the former land-ſhare of Nuſſau-Hadamar and 
the ſeigniory of Beiſſtein, both which lie on the Wefterwalde. 

1. The county of Naſſau-Hadamar is about two German miles in length 
and as many broad. Till the year 1711, this county belonged to the 
Princes of Naſſau-Hadamar, who became extin& in the ſaid year in the 
perſon of Prince Francis Alexander ; upon which the country was divided 
among the princely houſes of Naſſau- Dietz, Siegen and Dillenburg; but 
now belongs wholly to Prince William V. of Naſſau-Orange-Dietz. This 
county comprizes in it 

The prefecturate of HADAMAR. 

1. Hadamar, or Upper-Hadamar, is a borough, ſeated on the rivulet of Els, 
with a citadel in it the building of which coſt Prince . Lewis above 
loo, ooo rixdollars. In this place alſo is a college of Jetuits and a Fran- 


ciſcan cloyſter. ES

3. The villages of Upper and Lower-Diefenbach, the former of which 
was fold by Prince John Lewis for 12, ooo florins. es 

4. The ſovereign ſeats of Wiedbach, or Wippach, Krempel, Schneppebauſen, 
Urſulenthal, the Hengersfeld and Boſelich. The laſt of theſe was formerly 
a cloyſter, which was conferred by the princely houſe on the gymnaſium at 
Herborn. Count John Lewis alienated it, after changing his religion, 
from the gymnaſium, and gave it to the Jeſuits of Hadamar; but his fon, 


Prince Maurice Wilkam, purchaſed it again of the Jeſuits for 6000 


rixdollars. 1 

5. Dern, a village, ſituate near the Labn, and in which is an inferior 
tribunal. The citadel lying near it belongs to the baron family who are ſtiled 
there from. 


II. The ſeigniory of Beilſtein appertains alſo to the houſe of Naſau- Dietz,

8. OF Eaft-Frieſland, Laurence Michael of Hogenkirchen, Ubbo Emmiu © 
and John Florian have delineated charts, among which thoſe by En- 


 mius are moſtly efteemed, and have been publiſhed by William Blaeuw and 


Fobn Fanſſon, and copied by Sanſon, Viſſcher, Allard, Schenk and Homann, 
but enlarged and greatly improved by Ebrenreich, Gerhard, and Coldewey, 


whoſe drawing Job. Chriſtopher Homann publiſhed in the year 1730, which 


chart conſtitutes the hundred and eleventh in the Atlas of Germany: But 
very ſoon, as I am informed from Aurich, a better ſtill is to be publiſhed. 
$. 2. The principality of Eaſt-Frieſſand, as conſidered with reſpect to the 
Frieſland, which lies to the weſt of it, and therefore called Wejt-Frieſſond, 
terminates, to the north, partly on the German-ſea and partly on what is called 
the Harrlinger land; to the eaſt, on the ſeigniory of Jever and the county 
of Oldenburg; to the ſouth, on the biſhopric of Munſter, and, to the welt, 
on the province of Groningen and the German-ſea. In its greateſt extent it 
is, from ſouth to north, nine and a half, and, from weſt to eaſt, about nine 
German miles. 
$- 3. This principality is ſituated in a moiſt and thick air, but this is 
much purified by the ſea-breezes. Spring and ſummer appear here * 
| | what 


oy 
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what later than in other parts of Germany; hence alſo their corn- harveſt 
happens and is completed later. The country is throughout level and 
low ; whence alſo it is ſecured by expenſive dikes, or aggeres, againſt the 
inroads of the ſea-floods. Along the ſea-coaſt here lies a marſh which is 
uncommonly fertile, and has a clay bottom, which is more uſed for 
meadow and paſture than for agriculture. The remarkably fat paſtures 
here yield an important breed of cattle, producing horned cattle, horſe 
and ſheep in great numbers and alſo of extraordinary ſize. In theſe parts one 
cow yields daily between twenty and twenty-four cans of milk, and from 
this very fat milk is made a very rich butter and cheeſe. On the contrary, 
in the heart of the country, the bottom is for the moſt part ſandy, as alto 
fenny and mooriſh, but yields turf for burning, which, in the great ſcarcity 
of fuel here, is very advantageous and indiſpenſably neceſſary to the country. 
The greateſt part of the produce of the earth, as alſo the kitchen-herbs 
here, grow, indeed, to a larger ſize, but are ſeldom ſo good as in other 
countries. Fowl and veniſon are alſo to be had here, and in it are geeſe of 
twenty-four pounds weight and upwards. In harveſt a great number of 
fieldfares and ſnipes generally appear. The principal river of this country is 
the Embs, or Ems, which comes out of the biſhopric of Munſter. Near 
Ort it receives into it the Leda, or Soeſta, which comes out of the biſhopric 


of Munſter, and at laſt runs through the Dollart into the North or German- 


ſea, Both near and at the place of its efflux, this river is very broad, and 
divides itſelf into two branches, which are called the Eaſ and Weft-Ems 
and ſurround the iſland of Borcum. The ebb and flood are to be ob- 
ſerved here for two large German miles up into the country, and even fo 
high it has alſo ſalt-water. The above-mentioned Dollart is a bay lying 
between Eaft-Friefland and Groningen, which aroſe out of a conſiderable 
tract of country which was ſwallowed up by the ſea; for, in the year 1277, 
the water firſt broke with a violent flood into this tract of land; ard 
no proper oppoſition being made to it, and the floods in the following 
years, particularly in 1287, appearing again, in it gradually aroſe the preſent 
bay, on whoſe circuit formerly ſtood to the number of fifty great and 
ſmall places: but the Dollar decreaſes greatly on the Eaſ/t-Frieland fide, 
yielding much new land to it, which has been gradually diked in, here 
being already ſeveral Polders and Grodens, that is, Lands diked in; and 
alſo, ſo late as the year 1752, a confiderable Polder, hard by Neuſchanz, 
in Groningen, was diked in by the royal war and domain-chamber, which 
Polder is 2026 Demate (each of which amounts to four hundred Rhineland 
ſquare rods of twelye feet) in extent, and at firſt was let out for 15,325 
rixdollars, but in the year 17 56 was diſpoſed of to the Provincial-ſtates. The 
ſea here yields all ſorts of fiſh, as oyſters, muſcles, ſea-crabs, &c. 

F. 4. Of the real old Frieſian language little is now to be heard. Excluſive 
too of the preſent Ea-Frieſian, the High-dutch and Holland languages are

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ſpoke here, and in the laſt ſermons are alſo preached in many places ſituate 
near Groningen. The Land- ſtates conſiſt of the nobility and the ſtates, as 
alſo of the villagers. Between theſe and the reigning houſe certain articles 
of agreement have been gradually entered into ever ſince the time of Count 
Edzard II. which, together with the pecuhar Imperial ordinances iſſued 
at the ſame time, are conſidered as provincial laws in the government of the 


country. Eaſt-Freifland has, moreover, many other privileges. The Land- 


ſtates give their votes at the Land-diet, and take them up, and likewiſe ad- 
miniſter the exciſe. | 
$. 5. Next to the Lutherans the Calviniſis conſtitute the. largeſt com- 
munion. In the town of Emden, and in the lordſhips of Godens and Lutz- 
burg, the Roman-catholics alſo enjoy the quiet exerciſe of their religion, 
and at Emden, Leer and Norden, the Mennonites alſo. In this country too 
are Jews. 
AA Trade and navigation are briſkly carried on here. The produce of 
the country, and the commodities exported from hence, are large horſes 
(numbers of which are brought to Rome and fold by the pair, in proportion 
to their ſtoutneſs and beauty, for three or four hundred dollars, and more, 
and uſed for coach-horſes) horned-cattle, butter, cheeſe, rape-ſeed, 
winter-barley and tine linen, which latter, in particular, is wrought at 
Leer and Godens. On the other hand, by means of the navigation carried 
on here, every thing the country is in want of, or which is neceſſary and 
convenient to it, is conveyed there in ſhipping. At Emden a privileged 
Afiatick company has been eſtabliſhed by the King. | 
§. 7. In the middle age Ea/i-Friefſand was divided into many ſmall 
ſeigniories, which are now called lordſhips. Theſe were governed by rulers 
called Hauptlings, whoſe poſterity, male and female, were inveſted with 
that dignity. The Hauptlizgs of Grethfybl, who obtained the ſurname of 
Cyrkſena, or Sirgſena, diftinguiſhed themſelves above the reſt, and of their 
family was ſprung Edzard, whom the greateſt part of Eaſi-Fr:ie/land re- 
ceived, in the year 1430, for their ſuperior Lord. His brother, Ulr:ch J. 
was his ſucceſſor, whom, together with his poſterity, the Emperor Fre- 
derick III. raiſed, in the year 1454, to the ſtate of Counts of the Empire. 
The Emperor Ferdinand III. in the year 1554, created Count Euno Lewis, 


or Enno IV. a Prince of the Empire; and his brother and ſucceſſor, George 


Chriſtian, obtained, both for himfelf and poſterity, the like princely dig- 
nity. This princely houſe became extinct in the perſon of Prince Charles 
Edzard, in the year 1744, upon which Frederick II. King of Prujia, in 
conſequence of the expectancy granted to the houſe of Brandenburg by the 
Emperor Leopold, in the year 1694, took poſſeſſion of Eaſt-Frieſſand; but 
the illuſtrious houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg declared and made known to 
the Regency of E5/?-Frie/land, and to the whole body of the States, its 
rights, which it obtained by means of a brotherhood and an hereditary union 


entered 
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entered into, in the year 1691, with Prince Chriſtian Eberhard, and alſo 


made proper declarations thereof to the aulic- council of the Empire, pro- 


teſting againſt the ſuit of the King of Pry/7a for the inveſtiture of and pro- 


tection in the poſſeſſion he had ſeized. 


$. 8. The arms, on account of Eaft-Friz/land, proper, are an harpy Or, 
bearing a coronet with wings expanded in a field ſable, and having two ſtars 
Or in the four corners of the field. 

$.9. Ever ſince the year 1667, the Prince of Ea/t-Friefland has enjoyed 
a ſeat and voice in the council of the Princes of the Empire, and that be- 
tween the Princes of Auerſperg and Furſtenberg. At the Diets of the circle 
of Weſtphalia, Eaſt-Friefland fits between Naſſau-Dillenburg and Mors. To 
a Roman month it is rated at fix horſe and thirty foot, or one hundred and 


ninety-two florins; and to a chamber-term at one hundred and fixty rix- 


dollars, eighty-fix kruitzers and a half. | 

F. 10. At Aurich is the Regency, which conſiſts of two ſenates, and at 
the ſame time, with the aſſiſtance of the general-ſuperintendant and town- 
miniſter of Auricb, conſtitutes the confiſtory; the war and domain-chamber , 
the provincial collegium adminiſtratorum, which collects, adminiſters and 
computes the taxes and contributions; and a collegium medicum provin- 
ciale. | | | 

$.11. With reſpect to the revenues of the Prince, I am informed, that 
one of the laſt Princes, who became extinct, aſſured a traveller of character, 
that they greatly exceeded 100,000 rixdollars; in which ſum are included 
the revenues ariſing from the Harlinger land. It is ſaid too, that under 

the Pruſſian Regency they were raiſed to a much higher ſum. 


. 12. The principality of Ea/-Frie/land conſiſts, at this day, of three 


towns and nine prefecturates, which were formerly lordſhips, but are now, 
in like manner with the towns, become hereditary and proper eſtates of the 
fovereign Prince; as alſo of lordſhips, which have their own hereditary 
lords, but are ſubject, notwithſtanding, to the ſovereign, ſupreme juriſdic- 
tion of the Prince. The prefecturates here are adminiſtered by juſtices, 
adminiſtrators, officials and treaſurers appointed by the Prince, being divided 
into vogteys, and theſe again into pariſhes. The nobility exerciſe their pri- 
vileges in their ſeveral lordſhips by means of juſtices. 

$. 13. Thus much premiſed, we ſhall take notice of, 

J. The towns and prefecturates ; and among theſe, 

1. Of the town and prefecturate of AURICH. | 
1. Aurich, the ancient reſidence of the Prince, and which is, even to 
this day, the ſeat of the provincial colleges, mentioned in §. 10. ftands 
almoſt in the centre of the country. The ancient reſidentiary caſtle here is 
environed with ramparts and ditches. In the garriſon church the Calviniſis 
at preſent perform their religious worſhip. In the town itſelf we fee the 
Lutheran church, the provincial houſe, the Latin ſchool, and a public alms-

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| houſe or poot's-houſe. The magiſtracy conſiſts of two burgher-maſters, 


two countellors and one ſecretary. Aurich, fo early as the year 1519, re- 


ceived the Lutheran doctrine. 
11. The prefeQturate of AuRicu contains large heaths in it and conſiſts 


of ſix vogteys, in which are twenty-three pariſhes. 


1. The vogtey of Aurich comprizes what are called the Lagen, or ſmalk 


villages, which belong to the pariſh and are within the ſound of the bell 5 


Aurich. Among theſe we are to take notice of 

Sandlorſt, in which is a country and pleaſure-houſe belonging to the 
Prince. Not far from it lies Meerhufen, a hunting- ſeat of the Prince's which 
was formerly a cloyſter. | | 


Robe, a. ſmall village, ſituate near the tract of Uyſtalsboom, and in which: 


formerly, beneath three tall. oak- trees that ſtood there, the yearly aſſemblies. 
of the ancient Frieſians, who inhabited betwixt the Rhine and. the Meer, 


were held. | 

2. The vogtey of Holtrop, containing: 

Ilan, a hunting-ſeat, belonging to the Prince, and feated in a pleaſant: 

holt which was formerly a cloyſter of Ciſtercians. 

The village of Holtrop and ſome others. 

3. The vogtey of Backband. 

4. The vogtey. of Ryp. 

5. The vogtey of Sadbrockmer, which: conſtitutes part of the Brockmer 


land, in Latin Brocmeria, and receives its name from the ancient poſſeſſors of 


the whole pre fecturate, the Hauptlings tom Breck. In this vogtey, indeed, are 
ſome thickets, many moraſſes and likewiſe beautiful arable land. In it too 
is Begecaſpel, which. is the only Calviniſt pariſh. in this prefecturate, as alſo 
the W:ibelsbuer Meer, an inland lake.“ 


6. The vogtey of Nordbrockmer lies alſo in the Brockmer-land, and prin- 


_ <ipally. contains in it the borough of Marienhave, to which, in ancient 


times, reached a bay of the ſea, of which the infamous ſea-rovers, in the 
tourteenth century, were headed by Startebecker, who availed themſelves as: 
of a place of retreat. | | 

II. The town and prefecturate of Nox DEN. In it; 

1. The town of NoRDEN, which lies about one hour's diſtance from the 
German-ſea, and 1s the oldeſt town in Eaſi-Frieſland. Norden indeed is open 
but pretty large and alſo a place of trade, containing a good harbour. Its 


juriſdiction is managed by the Prince's adminiſtrator, the burgher- maſter 


and council. In it is a Lutheran town and church, together with.a Latin 
ſchool and a gueſt-houſe, which was formerly a cloyſter. In this town alſo 

are divers Calviniſts and Mennonites. 
2. The tract of land belonging to the prefecturate abounds in eſtates, 
and is divided into the Oſter, Linteler and Weſter Marſch, as alſo into =

duder- Neuland, which conſtitutes two vogteys. All the country- people living 
in the ſaid marſcbes, form only one parith. 

To this prefecturate belongs alſo the iſland of Turf, conſtituting 
one Lutheran pariſh, and being about a German mile diſtant from the 
Continent. | | 
Rem. From the north prefecturate as far as that of Bereumer, runs a tract 
of land which is called the Teel-landen, and enjoys peculiar privileges, it 
conſiſting of eight zeels or parts. The Teel-peaſants here hold their annual 
aſſembly in the town of Norden. 

III. The town and prefecturate of EMpen, containing, 


1. Emden, a large, conſiderable and ſtrong ſea-port town, and alſo a place 


of trade, ſeated on the Ems, and conſiſting of three parts; namely, of the 
eld town of Faldern, which was formerly a lordſhip, belonging properly to 
the houſe of Eajt-Frie/iand, but which, in the year 1569, was united with 
the town; and ot two ſuburbs, which formerly belonged to the prefecturate. 
This place contains a harbour, an old fort and a citadel belonging to the 
Prince, and lying upon the Ems, as alſo a fine council-houſe, to which the 
ſhips arrive by means of a broad canal drawn from the Ems and called the 
Def. In it too is the building named the Great-church, together with a 
zueſt-houſe in which is a church, as alſo the new church (all belonging to 
the Calviniſts) and. a Latin ſchool. Here are alſo many Lutherans and like- 
wiſe Roman-catholics, Mennonites and Fews.. In the year 1750, an Aſiaticł 
company was erected here with the King's privilege. 

This town has annexed to itſelf certain lordſhips lying to the eaſt of it, 


all the inhabitants of which are of the Cafvzniſt church. Such, for in- 


ſtance, are, 2 | 
r. The lordſhips-of Uphuſen and Wolthuſen, in which are two villages of 
the ſame name. 


2. The lordſhips of Little and Great-Borſum, together with Jarſum and 


Widdelfweer, which lie contiguous at the influx of the Ems into the Do- 


lart; as alſo, | 
3. The lordſhip of O/derſum, ſituate on the Ems, and in which is the 
borough of Olderſum, or Olderſheim. | | 
2. The prefecturate of EN has a very good and fertile bottom, con- 
taining in it ſome fine and large boroughs, as alſo villages and divers conſi- 
derable eſtates. In it are twenty-four Calviniſt pariſhes and one Lutheran one. 
This prefecturate is divided into five vogteys; vig. | 


1. The Hinter vogtey, which has its name from the large village 


of Hinte. 
2. The Midlum vogtey. 


3. The Larrelt vogtey, which is denominated from the large village of 


Larrelt. On a point of land near the Knocke. is a paſſage, or ferry, which 
goes to Groningen. | 


4. The 
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4. The Jemgum vogtey, which, together with that of Dizum, lies in 
what is called the Lower-Reiderland. In it is 

Jemgum, a large and opulent borough, containing a harbour ſeated on the 

Ems. Near this place, in the year 1533, was fought a battle betwixt 

Charles, Duke of Gelders, and Enno II. and Jobn I. Counts of Ele. 

Frieſland, and, in 1568, betwixt Lewis, Count of Naſſau, and the Duke 


of Alba. | 


5. The D:2um vogtey ; in which is | 

Dizum, a large village, having a harbour on the Ems. 

Pawing, or Pegum, the only Lutheran village in all this prefecturate. 

6. The ifland of Nefa, or Neſſerland, lies in the Dollart, and conſtitutes 


one Calviniſt pariſh. | 


IV. The prefecturate of BERUM lies on the German-ſea, and contains in 
it five Lutheran pariſhes. Excluſive of the pleaſure-palace of Berum, be- 
longing to the Prince, in this prefecturate are alſo four vogteys: namely, 
thoſe of Hage, Neſſe, Arrelt and Oftermarſch. The borough of Hage is 
conſiderable. To this prefecturate hkewiſe belong the iſlands of Nordernay 
and Baltrum, on each of which is a church. | 

V. The prefecturate of GRE TSsYHL, or the Gretmer Amt, lies alſo on 
the German-ſea, and conſiſts of the beſt clay-land. This prefecturate con- 
tains in it twelve Calviniſt parithes and two vogteys : vi. 

1. The vogtey of Weſter : in which is | 

Gretſybl, commonly called the Grethe, or Greete, a borough, ſeated on the 
German-ſea, and containing a citadel. This place is the ſtem-houſe of the 
princely family, which became extinct in the year 1744. To it alſo belong 
the ancient cloyſter of Apping, together with the eſtate of Ackens. 


2. The Ofter vogtey, containing Virdum, to which belongs the ancient 


cloyſter of Aland; as alſo Grimerſum, a village, in which is a citadel, be- 
longing to the family of Beningai, and other places. 
3. The iſland of Borkum, in which is a Calviniſt church, together with 


the iſland of Bant. 


VI. The prefecturate of PEwsuM, which is on all ſides ſurrounded by 
the Gretmer Amt. This prefecturate contains in it four pariſhes, among 
which is one Calviniſt one, but the others are Lutheran. At Peuſum is a 
ruinous citadel belonging to the Prince. 

VII. The prefecturate of LEER, which is the moſt fertile and rich. 


This prefecturate contains in it nineteen Calviniſt and five Lutheran pariſhes, 
and conſiſts of five vogteys. | 


1. The Leer or Morm vogtey contains in it | | 

Leer, alſo called Lehr and Lier, a large and well inhabited borough, 
ſituate on the Leda, which, at a good quarter of an hour's diſtance there- 
from flows into the Ems. Conſiderable quantities of fine linen are wrought 
and traded in at this place. In it alſo we find a Cahumi/t _ 
an 
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and Latin ſchool, together with a Lutheran church, a crowded congrega- 
tion of Mennonites and two gentlemen's feats. 

The Neſſe is a ſmall ifland in the Leda, ſituate directly oppoſite to this 
borough. 

G7 or Leer-Ort, an ancient citadel, ſituate near the influx of the Leda 
into the Ems, and originally built by the Hamburgers, but afterwards 
erected into a fort. Duke Henry of Brunſwick, who beſieged it in the year 
1514, was killed before this place. oy 
"Utter, or Nutter-Mobr, near which the formerly celebrated cloyſter of 
Thedinga ſtands. | | | 

2. The Oberledinger-land, which is ſeparated by the Wallſcblot, as it is 
called, which lies betwixt Feellen and Wardick from the prefecturate 
of Stickhus.

In it ſtands the citadel and village of Luzeburg, as alſo the little village of 
Bargerbur, containing a Calviniſt church. To Luzeburg belongs likewiſe 
the little lordſhip of Meſteckelbur near Norden. NY 

3. The lordſhip of Jennelt, or Jindelt, is ſurrounded by the prefectu- 
rate of Gretmer, and belongs to the Baron of Knrphauſen. This lordſhip 
contains in it the village of Jennelt. The inhabitants here are Calviniſts, 

4. The lordſhip of Riſum lies near the efflux of the Ems, being envi- 
roned on other parts by the prefecturate of Emden. This lordſhip belongs 
to the family of Hobnſtede, and contains in it Riſum, a large village. The 
inhabitants of this lordſhip are Calviniſis. Z 

5. The lordſhip of Perkum lies on the Ems, and belongs to the Baron 
of Tork. In the large village of Petkum is a citadel, The inhabitants here 
are Lutherans. 

5. The fief of Loge ſtands above Leer, and belongs to the Baron of 
Wedel. In this fief are Lutheran and Catvintſt inhabitants, and it con- 
tains alſo Evenburg, which is a citadel, together with the villages of Lage 
and Logebebrum. 

7. The lordſhip of Goedens lies betwixt the prefecturate of Friedeburg and 
the ſeigniory of Jever, containing in it a pure clay and marſh land, and 
belonging at preſent to the Lord of Vedel.

The Harrlinger land, in Latin Harlingia, which takes its name from the 
little river Harle, lies on the German-ſea, being for the moſt part a fat and 
fruitful marſh-land, not belonging to Ea/?-Friefland, but poſſeſſed by the 
Prince thereof as a fief of the dutchy of Gelders. This tract conſiſts of 
the ſeigniories of Eſens, Stedeſdorff, and Wittmund, which formerly con- 
ſtituted ſeparate lordſhips, and came by marriages and ſtipulation to the 
princely houſe of Eaſt-Frigſſand, who alſo bore it in their title. By means 
of the war undertaken by Balthaſar, the ancient Hauptling of Eſens and 
Wittmund, againſt Count Enno II. it became a fief of the dutchy of Gelder, 


This country has a chancery of its own which is held at Eſens, as alſo a pro- 


per police-ordinance, All the inhabitants in it are of the Lutheran church,

1. Eſens is a fine town, containing an ancient citadel, together with a

The PRINCIPALIIT V of 
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. 1. THE principality of Mors or Meurs is to be ſeen diſtinctly in 

Homann charts of the archbiſhopric of Colagn and the dutchies 
of Juliers and Berg. But Jon Mercator and A. von Heurdt have 
likewiſe delineated peculiar charts thereof, the laſt of which has been pub- 
lihed by Frederick de Witt. | 

F. 2. This principality is environed by the dutchies of Cleve and Berg, as 
allo by the archbiſhopric of C9/ogn and the dutchy of Gelders, being ſome- 
what above two German miles in length and as many broad. 

$. 3. It abounds in corn, cattle and veniſon. To the eaſt its limits are 
formed by the Rhine, and it is likewiſe watered by ſeveral ſmall rivers and 
brooks, 

N. 4. This country is an ancient fief of Cleve which the firſt Counts of Mors, 
lo early as the year 1287, received of the Counts thereof. On the death 
of Hermann, the laſt Count of Mors, William Duke of Cleve wanted to take 
"Y.0-L, IV. 141 poſſeſſion 
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poſſeſſion of the county of Mors, as an open fief; but Walpurgis ſiſter of 
the laſt count, and who was married to Adolphus Count of Neuenar, ap- 
propriated it to herſelf, and in 1579 the diſpute ariſen upon it was at length 
adjuſted in ſuch a manner that Count Adolpbus received the county of Mors 
of William Duke of Cleve as an hereditary fief, and agreed alſo that in 


cale the Counteſs Nolpurgis ſhould die without children the county ſhould 


fall to the Duke of Cleve. But the Counteſs made a preſent of and be- 
queathed this county to Prince Maurice of Nafſou-Orange ; and though the 
Duke of Cleve, on her death, took poſſeſſion thereof in the year 1600, 
yet it was wreſted from him by Prince Maurice. Both parties agreed, 
however, in the year 1606, that the burghers. of Mors ſhould remain as 
neutral, and that Prince Maurice thould put a garriſon of two hundred men 
in the citadel, and that after his deceaſe the county ſhould devolve to the 
Duke, But Prince Maurice dying in 1625, his ſuccefſor Frederick Henry 
took poſſeſſion of the county, in the poſtethon of which the houſe of Naſſau- 
Orange alſo continued till the death of Milliam III. King of Great Britain, 
after which the King of Praſſia, partly as lord and partly as his heir, ſeized 
on this county. The lordſhip of Frimorſheim was held by the Counts of 
Alors in fiet of the abbey of Verden; whence, on the demiſe of Hermann the 
laſt Count thereof it was laid open to the abbey, which in 1579 inveſted 
Duke Wilkam of Cleve with it; but the enjoyment thereof was left to the 
above-mentioned Counteſs Walpurgis, on whoſe death Prince Maurice of 
Naſſau likewiſe made himſelf maſter thereof, and alto obtained the inveſtiture 
of it of the abbey of Verden. Notwithſtanding which, in 1648, the eleQord'- 
houſe of Brandenburg annexed this lordſhip together with the other fiefs 


of I/erden again to the dutchy of Clue, and likewiſe cauſed the inveſtiture | 


thereof to be renewed in the years 1668 and 1681. In 1707 the King 
of Pruſha ſuffered the county of Moers, with its appendages, to be raiſed to 
a principality by the Emperor Joſeph, obtaining on this account in the year 
1708 both ſeat and voice in the council of the Princes of the Empire. 

F. 5. The arms of this county are a feſſe ſable in a field Or. In the 
year 1671 the Prince of Orange, after agreeing to the quota of four horſe 
and twelve foot to be raiſed for the Empire, was admitted, on account of 


Mors, to a ſeat and voice in the circle of Vęſiphalia, and obtained his 


place on the bench of Counts immediately after Mitten. And Mors being 
declared a principality in the year 1708 the rank of Prince in the circle 
was alſo conterred upon it, in which ſtation it follows immediately after 
Eaſi-Frieflaud. Towards each chamber-term it is to pay forty-two rixdol- 
lars, fitty-four kruitzers and a quarter. | 


F. 6. The principality of Mors has its own peculiar Regency, who look 
to the affairs of the Sovereign, as alſo thoſe relating to fiefs, limits, and to- 
gether with eccleſiaſtical, civil, criminal, fiſcal, and matrimonial matters. 
But oeconomical affairs are adminiſtered by the deputation belonging to * 

chamber 
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chamber of war and domain, and matters relating to war and police by the 

tax- council of the place at Mors and Crefeld, under the direction of the laſt- 
mentioned college, which likewiſe executes the office of a provincial- 
council. 

F. 7. From the territories of this principality the King raifes yearly 

about 30,000 rixdollars. The amount of the taxes, exciſe, &c. here, is 
included in the ſum mentioned under Cleve, p. 373.

1. Mors, a ſmall but fortified town containing a citadel, and the place 
at which the provincial colleges hold their meetings. In it is a Calvins 
church, and a Latin ſchool.

_ citadel till the year 1712 ; but in that year the Pruſzan troops on their re- 
tiring into winter-quarters out of Brabant quietly made themſelves maſ- 
ters thereof, and compelled the Dutch garrifon to withdraw from thence,

2. The hundſchaft or hundred of Mors, to which belong ſeven peaſant- 
ſhips, as alſo the eſtate of fer Yoort.. | 

3. The pariſh of Homberg, in which is the peaſantſhip of Eſſenberg. 

4. The pariſh of Baerl, to which appertains the houſe of Baer! and 
ſix peaſantſhips. | 

5. The pariſh of Ever/ael, containing the peaſantſhip of Vier Baumer 
Heyde and the houſe of Wolfskublen. . 

6. The pariſh of Repelen, belonging to which is the houſe of Szroomeurs, 
which is the property of the abbey of Camp, and ſeven peaſantſhips. 

7. The pariſh of Neulircben, conſiſting of four peaſantſhips. The ab- 
bot of Werden is patron of this pariſh. 

8. The pariſh of Vayn, to which belong the houſe of Blumerſheim and

S. x T: HE preſent county of Sayn, as it will be hereafter deſcribed, 
lies principally on the Veſterwalde. The places belonging to it are 


for the moſt part to be ſeen in the third ſheet of the chart of Hſe. 
Darmſtadt, which in the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the one hundred 


and firſt chart. | 


F. 2. In this county are three towns, and as many boroughs. Count 
Henry, in his will of 1592, ordained that in this county no other exerciſe 
of religion but that of the Lathrram ſhould be permitted; but in 1605 the 
Calviniſt religion was alſo introduced here, and after that in 1624 even the 
Roman-catholic. 5 

F. 3. Henry Count of Sayn lived about the year 1112. His fon Henry Il. 
about the year 1246, bequeathed to the ſons of his ſiſter Adelaide, who 
had been eſpouſed Counteſs of Sponheim, the county of Sayn. Of the four 
brothers of Sponbeim, John only had male iſſue, and his fon Henry obtained 
the county of Sponheim; but Godfrey the county of Sayn, which laſt fon 
was alſo the founder of all the ſucceeding Counts of Sayn. In 1294 his 
houſe divided itſelf into two branches, the one of which is named the 
Jobn line, and the other the line of Engelbert. The former of theſe by 
virtue of the right of primogenitureſhip continued in poſſeſſion of the 
county of Sayn; but the latter, from which all the preſent Counts of Vit- 
genſtein are deſcended, was fatisfied with the ſeigniories of Homburg, and 
Vallendar, and ſome other portions, obtaining likewiſe by marriage the 
country of Vitgenſtein. The male ftock of the John line becoming extinct 
in the year 1606 in Count Henry of Sayn, Ann Elizabeth daughter to Her- 
mann his brother ſucceeded to the county of Sayn, and was married to Mil- 
{iam III. Count of Mitgenſtein, by whom ſhe had one only fon named Er- 


_ neſt, who in 1623 entered upon the government of the county of Sayn, 


but died in 1632; after which his ſon Lewis, who was under age, dying 
alſo in the year 1636, his two daughters Erneſtine and Jobannette divided 
the county betwixt them. Of theſe, Erne/tine obtained the Hachenburg half, 
and was married to Count Salentin Erneft of Mauderſcbeid. Her daughter 
Magdalene Chriſtine married George Lewis Burggrave of Kirchberg, from 
which marriage ſprung George Frederick Burggrave of Kirchberg ; by which 
h "283M | means 
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means the houſe of Kirchberg obtained the Hachenburg ſhare in the county 
of Sayn. Jobannette, who obtained the Alfenkirch half of the county of 


Sayn. ] 


Sayn, was married a ſecond time to Duke John George of Sachſen- 
Eiſenach, both of whom made a will in 1685, by which they appointed 
their youngeſt ſon Jobn Wilkam, together with his male iſſue, heir to 
their ſhare in the county of Sayn, in feudal and allodial portions ; but on 
the entire extinction of his male progeny, their eldeſt ſon Job George and 
his male iſſue, according to the right of primogenitureſhip were to ſucceed 
in the ſaid county. But in caſe theſe two ſons and their male iſſue ſhould 
become extinct without heirs male, their ſhare in the county of Sayn 
ſhould then come in equal ſhares tv both daughters, namely to Eleanor 
Erdmuth Louiſa, who was eſpouſed Counteſs of Brandenburg-Onolzbach, 


and to Frederica El:zabeth; or in caſe only one of them ſhould ſurvive 


it was to fall to ſuch daughter alone. Alſo that in caſe one of theſe Prin- 
ceſſes ſhould leave behind her a fon and the other only daughters, the ſon 
of the former ſhould ſucceed ſingly afterwards, excluſive of the latter, to 
the county of Sayn, and likewiſe in him the right of primogenitureſhip be 
propagated among his poſterity of male deſcent. Duke Tfohn William 
entering on the government of Sayn and Eiſenach, in the year 1699 
came into a further agreement with his mother Jobannetts by virtue of 
which the ſucceſſion to the above-mentioned will, which had been further 
confirmed by a ſtipulation of 1697, of her ſiſter and her male iſſue to the 
county of Sayn, was ratified. But his ſon William Henry Duke of Sachſen--

the year 1741 without male-heirs, Charles William Frederick Marggrave of 
Brandenburg-Onolzbach, by virtue of the teſtament of his grandmother Jo- 


annette, took poſſeſſion of the county of Sayn-Altenkireben, though Carc- 


line Chriſtina, who had been eſpouſed Landgraveſs of Heſſe-Pbilipſtbal and 
iter to the laſt deceaſed Duke of Sachſen-Eiſenach, on account of the teſ- 
taments of Duke Jobn William of 1707, as allo of Duke William Henry. 
bearing date in 1736, made a ſtrong claim to this country. | 

$. 4. The Marggrave of Brandenburg-Onolzbach on account of his ſhare. 
of this county ſtiles himſelf Count of Sayn and Witgenſtein ; but the 
whole title of the Burggrave of Kirchberg is, Burggrave of Kirchberg, 
Count of Sayn and Witgenſtein, and Lord of Farnrode. The arms for Sayn 
are a lion rampant Or, with whole face and double tail in a field gules ; 


and thoſe for the ſeigniory of Freusberg an oblique ſtreet argent with three

2. The county of Wied, with the ſeigniories belonging thereto, was, 
on the death of Count Jobn in the year 1595, divided into two equal parts, 
of which the children of Hermann, his elder fon, being already dead, ob- 
tained in 1591 the red-HWied part, at this day known by the name of — * 
| | ied, 
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Wied, "or the lower county of Wied; but Wilkam the younger ſon obtained 
the Wied-Dierderf, or Wied-Runkel part, which 1s alſo called the Upper. 
county. This laſt dying in 1612 without male iſſue, Jahn William, together 
with Hermann and Philip Lewis, children to his above-mentioned brother 
Hermann, and alſo Counts of Wed, and Lords of Runkel and Jenburg, in the 
ear 1613, came to a mutual agreement, by virtue of which the youngeſt 
Le Philip Lewis, in lieu of 100,000 florins reſigned his right to the 
country and people, Count John Milliam aſſuming the lower, and Count 
Hermann the upper county. In this ſtipulation the above-mentioned parti- 
tion of 1595, as confirmed by the Imperial chamber-judicatory, was made 
the baſis ; and it was ſettled that both the then and future inherited lands and 
people, ſhould be no further divided than into the two mentioned parts, 
each part to be inherited only by one of the male heirs of the authors of 
this ſtipulation, to whom it was to be given up by teſtament, or if no 
ſuch teſtament were made, to the firſt born only, and in default of ſuch 
to his eldeſt ſon alone, with the obligation, however, of allowing to his 
other brothers and couſins ſomewhat certain yearly. But the youngeſt 
Count named Philip Lewis or his legitimate male iflue were not to arrive 
to the ſucceſſion of either of the elder lines, till their male iflue ſhould 


become quite extinct, and then the country was to be divided among their 


poſterity, but that only in two parts. This ſtipulation was confirmed by 
Count Hermann founder of all the preſent Counts of Mied, in the year 
1624, in his teſtament, who for that purpoſe lik-wiſe declared that his 
eldeſt fon together with the male heirs of his body excluſively, or in caſe 
they became extinct, that his eldeſt brother, and fo on, ſhould ſucceed in ſuch 
manner as that the elder or his legitimate iſſue ſhould always have the 
preference. On this Count's death the eldeſt of his five ſons named Count 
Frederick ſucceeded him in the Vied- Rungel ſhare; and the other line, 
which derived its deſcent from Jobn William, becoming extinct in the year 


1638, Count Frederick choſe by virtue of the expreſs right of election, 


the Wied-Wied part, and on the other hand reſigned that of Wred-Ruvbel, - 
which he was poſſeſſed of, to his ſecond brother Count Maurice Chrijuan, 
from whom it devolved to the next brother John Erneſt, and then to his 
only fon Lewis Frederick, who died in 1709 without heirs. To the afcre- 
mentioned Count Frederick ſucceeded in the Lewer county his ſecond fon 
Frederick William, who left it to his eldeſt ſon Count Fobn Frederick Aex- 
ander: On the other hand, the children of George Hermann, Fredericbs 
elder ſon, obtained the ſucceſſion, and at the ſame time, namely in 1692, 
the citadel and borough of Jenburg, together with one half of the 
pariſh of Meyſcbeidt and the ſeigniory of Meudt (which are parts of the 
county of Lower-1/enburg) were ſeparated from the Lower county, and added 
to the Upper. Of theſe children of Count George Hermann, Count Maxi- | 
milian Henry on the death of his elder brother, aſſumed the government

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of the Upper county, and tranſmitted it to his eldeſt ſon Count Ja Low!:s 
Alolphus. 


$. 3. The arms for Runkel conſiſt of two pales gules, with a ſmall ſquare 


azure in the dexter upper angle placed in a field argent; and for Mied of 
four tranſverſe beams gules, above which is a peacack repreſented in his 
natural colours in a field Or. 


§. 4. The Counts of H7ed-Runkel and Wied-WWied, at the Diets of the 


Empire, belong to the college of the Meſlphalian Counts of the Empire, and 


in the circle of Veſiphalia are poſſeſſed of a voice which follows next after 
that of Sayn. Their taxation is four horſe and twelve foot, or monthly 
ninety-ſix florins. To each chamber-term the Lower county of Wied- 
Runkel is rated at thirty-two rixdollars, forty kruiters ; and the Upper county 
at juſt as much. | | . 

F. 5. Thus much premiſed, we take notice 
I. Of the Upper county, which is alſo called the county of Runtel. This 
is divided | D 

1. Into the upper prefecturate, to which belongs 

Runkel, a borough, fituate in a valley on the river Labn, and conſiſting 
of about one hundred and twenty houſes. Appertaining to it is a citadel 


which ſtands on a high hill, and was formerly the refidence of the Counts. 


At preſent the chancery of the Counts is ſtill kept here, and at this place 
alſo reſides the ſuperintendent, who has the inſpection of the preachers. 
The inhabitants ſubſiſt by agriculture, gardening, and the breeding of 
cattle. In the year 1634 this town was plundered and reduced to aſhes 
by the Croats. 

Six villages, namely Enrich, Weyer, Munſter, Wolfenhauſen, and Laber- 
Eſchbach, in which is a citadel, as alſo Ple/ſenbach. 

2. Into the lower prefecturate, to which belongs, | | 

Dierdorf, a town, containing a new citadel, in which at preſent reſides 
the Count of Wied-Runkel. In the year 1755 the capuchins of the Rheni/h 
province were allowed, by the regent Lords, to found them a cloyſter in the 
new-built ſuburbs, which cauſed great commotions in the Empire. 

Ten villages, namely Stede, Hofe, Aumenau, Seelbach, Falkenbach, E, 
chenau, Wirbelau, Gau-Dernbach, and Schuppach, near which a fine white 
marble is dug, together with Hec&ho/2hauſen. .

F. 1. 1 HE beſt though not perfectly accurate view of the county of 

Schauenburg is to be had in Homann chart of the dutchy of 
Brunſwick, which. in the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the one hundred and 
fifteenth. This county lies on the Veſer, being ſurrounded by the princi- 
pality of Calenberg, the county of Lippe, the county of Ravensberg, and 
the principality of Minden. It takes its name from the ancient citadel of 
Schauenburg. N | 

$. 2. In many places indeed it is very mountainous, but yet contains in 

it a preat deal of fertile land, together with ſome excellent paſtures, and 
rivers abounding in fiſh, as the Hamel, the Aue or Caſpau, the Weſer, and 
Exter, and what is called the Steinbuder Meer, which is a large German 
mile in length, and half a one broad, but not much above fixteen feet 
deep. Its water is of a yellowiſh tint, and a mooriſh or turfy ſmell and 
taſte, whence allo its fiſh taſte mooriſh. On the Buckeberge, not far from 
Upper-Kirchen, as alſo in the prefecturate of Sachſenbagen, are ſome conſider- 
able quarries of ſtone, from which large free-ſtone and other blocks are 
conveyed far and near. In the prefecturate of Sachſenbagen were formerly 
two ſalt-ſprings, but at theſe at preſent no ſalt is made ever ſince the ſalt- 
ſprings of Soltorf, which is a village in the prefecturate of Rodenberg, have 
been put in their fine condition. This county has alſo an alum-mine, to- 
gether with lime-ſtone, Gipſum, and pits of excellent ſtone-coal. Near 


Obernkirchen in particular, and in the prefecturate of Egeſtor have been found 


gold, ſilver, braſs, copper, and iron pyrites. We alſo meet here with fine 
cryſtals. Excluſive too of this the country is richly provided with excellent 
holts and woods, a conſiderable chaſe, good maſt for hogs and other ne- 


ceſſaries. Its inhabitants ſubſiſt for the moſt part by agriculture and- the 
breeding of cattle, | | | | | 
§. 3. In 
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$. 3. In the whole county are ſeven towns and three boroughs. Moſt of 
the inhabitants here are Lutheran; but the Calvini/ts have likewiſe the 
public exerciſe of their religion. 

F. 4. The old Counts of Schauenburg are deſcended from Adolþhus of 
Santersleben, whoſe very ancient and noble family derives its original from 
the Counts of Walbeck in the dutchy of Magdeburg, and whom the Em- 
peror Conrad II. in the year 1030 at a Diet of the Empire at Minden 
created Count of Schauenburg. His grandſon, or great-grandfon Adolpbus J. 
Count of Schauenburg, was inveſted by the Emperor Lethario II. at the 
ſame time with the county of Holſtein and Stormarn, and his poſterity were 
alſo poſſeſſed of the county of Sternberg and the feigniory of Gehmen, were 
powerful lords, and became allied to families of Counts, Princes and Kings. 


In the year 1619, Count Erneſt III. was raiſed by the Emperor Ferdi- . 


nand II. to the ſtate of a Prince, and at firſt aſſumed the following title, 
vis. By the grace of God, Erneſt, Prince and Count of Holſtein and Schau- 
enburg, Count of Sternberg, and Lord of Gehmen. But diſputes ariſing on 
account of this title, betwixt him and the King of Denmark, Chriſtian IV. 
he writ himſelf, Erneſt, Prince of the Empire, Count of Holſtein, Schauen- 
burg and Sternberg, and Lord of Gehmen. This Prince died in the year 1622 
without iſſue, to whom ſucceeded his father's brother's ſon's ſon, Count J 
Hermann; and to him, his couſin Otto, in whom, in 1640, the very ancient 
family of Schauenburg had a period, and became quite extinct. His mother, 
the Counteſs Elizabeth, conſort to George Hermann, Count of Schauenburg, 
of the Gehmen line, and daughter to Count Simon of the Lippe, took pot- 


ſeſſion of the Schauenburg countries, and after that appointed her brother, 


Count Philip of the Lippe, heir and ſucceſſor to the preſent regent Count of 
Schauenburg-Lippe. Witliam Frederick Erneſt is a great grandſon. 

$. 5. The county of Schauenburg in itſelf is divided in the following 
manner: Of the three prefecturates of Lauenau, Beckelch and Meſmerode, 
Duke George of Brunſwick-Luneburg, on the extinction of the Schauen- 
burg male-ſtock, by virtue of an agreement entered into in the year 1565, 
took poſſeſſion as ſuperior, in which poſſeſſion he was alſo confirmed in 
1647 by the ſtipulations entered into at Lauenau, betwixt Brunſwick, He/je 


and Schauenburg-Lippe, and obtained moreover the vogtey of Lachem, as alſo 


a part of the Visbeck which was annexed thereto. The prefecturates of Re- 
denberg, Hagenburg, and Arensburg were reſigned in 1518 by the Cousts 


of Schauenburg to the landgraves of Heſſe-Caſſel as right male-fiefs, whence 


in 1640 they fell to them as ſuperiors ; but Count Philip marrying Scpli 
Princeſs of Heſſe, ſuffered himſelf to be inveſted anew with theſe prefec- 
turates, and on the contrary offered his whole county to fee, the biſhopric 
of Minden having appropriated to itſelf the prefecturates of Buckeburg, 
Stadthagen and Schauenburg, as fiefs, upon which Heſſe-Caſſe] refuſed to 
allow the validity of the former agreement, and Count Ph:/;p ſubmitted to 
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another, by virtue of which Haſſe previouſly aſſumed a twelfth of the county, 
after which the remainder was divided; but Count Philip received his ſhare 
in fief of Heſſe. This agreement was ratified in the fifteenth article (5. z.) 
of the peace of NHpbalia, after which the partition was actually made in 
ſuch a manner, that Count Philip of Schauenburg-Lrippe and Sternberg ob- 
tained the four prefecturates of Stadthagen, Buckeburg, Arensburg and Hu- 
genburg, and à part alſo of the prefecturate of Sachſenhagen was afterwards 
added to the laſt ; but the landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel received to his ſhare the 
prefecturates of Schaenburg, Radenberg, and a part alſo of the prefecturate 
of Sachſenbagen, together with the ſeveral towns, boroughs and citadels, fi- 
mate therein. . | | | | 

F. 6. The ſhield armorial of the Counts of Schauenburg-Lippe and Steru- 
berg is divided into four fields. In the firſt and fourth is to be ſeen the 
role of Lippe: in the ſecond and third a ſtar Or, on which fits a ſwallow, 
denoting the county of Swalenberg. In the middle ſhield is the nettle-leat, 
for Schattenburg, with three nails inffxed. 

$. 7. The landgrave of Heſe-Caſſel and the Count of Schauenburg-Lippe 
are poſſeſſed, by virtue of this county, of feat and voice in the college of the 
Moeſtphalian Counts of the Empire, and in the circle of Neſipbalia each 
party has a voice of its own between Mied and Oldenburg. The taxation 
paid to the Empire for the whole county is fix horſe and twenty-ſix foot, or 
monthly two hundred and ſeventy-ſix florins; and to a chamber-term each 
party gives ſeventy-five rixdollars, forty-three and one tenth kruitzers, 

$. 8. This whole county brings in annually to its Princes about 100,000 
rixdollars. | 

$. 9. With reſpect to their particular ſhares :

1. The prefecturate of STADTHAGEN, comprizing the domain-farms of 
Stadthagen, Galhof, Brandenburg, Lobbef and Bruchbef ; together with the 
noble houſes of Remeringhauſen and Engen; as alſo the pariſhes of Merbeck, 
Lauenhagen, Probfthogen and Henerfſen, and in general twenty-ſeven 
villages, | | 

> The prefecturate of BUCKEBURG, to which belong the domain-eſtates 


of the Counts, the Marſh-farm, the farm of Heckerſau, and the Kammer- 


4e; together with the noble houſes of Brummerſbf and Helpſen; the pa- 
rith of Jetenburg, in which a temple of Hercules appears to have ſtood in 
the times of paganiſm, as alſo Meinſen, Vehlden, Petzen, Frille and Sul- 
beck, and in general thirty-fix villages. | 

3. The prefecturate of ARENSBURG, in which is the pariſh of Steinber- 
gen, and in general fix villages, together with the old mountain, the amt- 
houſe and ſeignioral-farm of Arensburg, which lies between Rinteln and 


Oberu- 
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Obernkirchen, and in ancient times was probably a predatory citadel. In it 
Count Hermann of Heljtein-Schauenburg reſided from the year 1582 to 1592, 
after having voluntarily laid down the biſhopric of Minden. 


4. The prefecturate of HaGenBuRG, to which belong two: boroughs 


and nine villages; namely, 

Hagenburg, an open. borough, with a citadel in it moſt delightfully fi- 
tuated, and a farm of the Counts. This citadel conſiſts of two buildings, 
one of which was erected in the year 1686, but the other in 1728. In the 
borough is an Hanoveriau poſt-houſe, from which the inhabitants derive 

reat advantage; but their principal ſubſiſtence is derived from the making 
of linen and buckram. | 

Steinhude, an open borough ſeated on the Sternhuder Meere, or lake. In 
the year 1750 thirty-ſix houſes were burnt down. at this place, but were 
again rebuilt in a much better manner, and a ſtraighter line. The inhabi- 
tants ſubſiſt partly by fiſhing and partly by the making of linen and buckram. 

The parithes of Altenbagen, Bergkirchen and Lindborſt. 

2. The following towns ; namely, [ 

Stadthagen, in Latin Haga-Schauenburg, which is the firſt town of the 
whole undivided county, and ſurrounded with ditches, a rampart, walls, 
and ſeveral towers, and lies in a level and pleaſant ſpot. This town was 
in being ſo early as the year 1224, and by its founder, Count Ado/phus, was 
orignally called Hagen, but in Latin civitas indaginis, i. e. Stadthagen, 
which laſt appellation, among other articles, the town-ſeal denotes. Stadt- 
lagen is able to produce ſeveral important privileges ſo long ago as from 


the year 1280, and was at different times the reſidence of the Counts of 


Hilltein-Schauenburg. During the thirty years war it ſuffered much, as did 
alſo the other towns of this county, and loft its greateſt proſperity. The 
citadel here, which is the conſtant reſidence of the Counteſs dowager, 
Count Adolpbus XVI. biſhop and Elector of Colagn in the year 1541, and 

his brother, Count Otto VI. in the year 1544 cauſed to be conſiderably im- 
proved. At preſent it is the reſidence of the Princeſs Charlotta Frederica: 
Amelia, who was born Princeſs of the Empire, as alſo of Naſſau-Szegen 


and Counteſs dowager of Schauenburg-Lippe. Behind it, without the town 


in the kitchen-garden belonging to the family, aroſe. in the year 1734 a 
mineral-water, whoſe good effect many patients have experienced. In the 
year 1610, Prince Erneſt founded a gymna/tum luſtre in this town, which. 
in the ſucceeding years became of great repute, and in 1619 was raiſed to 
an univerſity, which in 1621 was removed by that Prince to Rinteln. To: 
the eaſt of the Lutheran town-church. ſtands the coſtly Mauſoleum. of Prince 
Erneſt, confiſting of an heptagonal tower of hen ſtone covered with 
plates of copper, in which is to be.ſeen an excellent monument of marble 


and braſs, repreſenting Chriſt's tomb as guarded by the watch, and out of 


it our Saviour rifing triumphant. This excellent ſtructure would have 
"= on 
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been ſtill more magnificent had not Prince Erneſt been prevented by death 
from finiſhing it, which his conſort Hedw:g three years after took care to 
complete. Under it lies the family vault, and near it is the public town- 
ſchool. The orphan-houſe here was founded in the year 1738, by Johanna 
Sophia, counteſs dowager to count Frederick Chriſtian, and is for the moſt 
part formed after the pattern of the orphan houſe at Halle, Of the ancient 
Franciſcan cloyſter here, which was founded by Erich ſon to Count Ott 
III. nothing remains at preſent but the church, one half of which has 
been repaired, and allowed the Calvixiſis for the uſe of their public wor- 
ſhip. The burghers live by agriculture and brewery. In this town both 
the Amtman, and generally alto the count's ſuperintendent * their re- 
ſidence. | f 


Buckeburg, a ſmall town containing a citadel, older than the town, 


which was firſt begun to be erected in the year 1365, as a hamlet 


to the citadel, ſurrounded with a wall by Count Orte II. raifed to a 
town by Prince Erneſt and environed with a rampart. Excluſive too of 


| ſeveral other conſiderable buildings, Prince Erneſt likewiſe erected between 


the years 1611 and 1615 the large and beautiful town church here, in 
which is an ingenious organ, made in Jtaly. During the thirty years war 
this town ſuffered greatly above the reſt ; but in later days has been orna- 
mented with fine houſes. Excluſive too of the new town-ſchool here, we 
are alſo to take notice of the fountain in the market, to which the water 
is conveyed from mount Havel. The Calviniſis have a peculiar church 
here and an orphan-houſe. The Count's reſidence was cauſed to be erected 


by Prince Erneſt in a magnificent taſte after the Ealian manner, and in 


the year 1732, one part of it being burnt down, Count Albrecht Wolfgang 
cauſed it to be rebuilt much more magnificently, and his fon and ſucceſſor, 
Count William Frederick Erneſt, erected it into a fort. At this citadel 
is kept the regency-chancery of the Count, as alſo the rent-chamber and 
the conſiſtory. 5; 


IT. The Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel's ſhare in the county of Schauenburg 
conſiſts, 


I. Of the following prefecturate: viz. 
1. The preſecturate of SCHAUENBURG, in which are the pariſhes of 7, 
beck, Mollenbeck, Exten, Honerode, Fublen, Segelborſt, Waibke, (properly 
Nettelrade) Deckbergen, Graſſenwieden, Hattendorf, and Catringhagen. 
The following places are particularly to be noticed, vis. . 
Schauenburg, an old ruinous citadel ſituate on a very high mountain on 
the Meſer, between the towns of Rinteln and Oldendorf. This burg or 
fort has given name to the whole county, but the town itſelf obtained its 
appellation from hence, namely, that from the eminence on which it ſtands 
a 8 may ſee a very great way. The hill, on which it is built, was 
called the Neſe/berg, but at preſent is named the Oelberg, and terminates 


ON 
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on the wood of Suntel, which extends itſelf along the Veſer from Hauſ- 
bergen to Baſzinghauſen. It appears that C. Druſus, ſtep-ſon to the Em- 
peror Auguſtus, founded a fort here, which the firſt Count of Schauenburg, 
named Adolphus of Santerfleben, reſtored again after its falling to decay. 
Otto, the laſt of the Schauenburg Counts dying in the year 1640, his mo- 
ther Elizabeth had her widow-refidence at this citadel, and received for her 
fe out of this prefecturate 4000 dollars yearly. At preſent this old citadel 


is fallen quite to ruin, and only ſome buildings are ſtanding on its fite, in 


which buildings the Amtman and chamberlain reſide. 

Visheck, or Fiſchbeck, an Imperial free Lutheran foundation for ladies, 
ſituate on the Meſer, with a borough belonging to it. The cloyſter here 
was founded in the year 948, or 954, and at firſt ſupplied with Benedictine 
nuns, but in 1147 was incorporated by the Emperor Conrad III. with the 
foundation of Corvey, and in 1625 ſupplied from thence at the Emperor's 
command with Benedictine Monks. Before the year 1558, the Retorma- 
tion made no progreſs therein, but fince that time this convent, including 
the abbeſs, conſiſts of twelve perſons. | 

Mollenbecł, formerly a cloyſter ſituate in a very fertile ſpot in a wood not 
far from Rinteln, and erected in the year 896, and ſupplied with Bened:c- 
tine Nuns; but in 1441 given to the Monks of the order of St. Augu/tine, 
In the year 1560, this cloyſter receiving the Lutheran doctrine, the at that 
_ time learned prior thereof, Hermann Weening, founded a ſchool in it, which 
has ſince been dropt. The cloyſter devolving to Hefſe-Cafſel, a village was 
built near it, named Herſendor, the inhabitants of which now attend di- 
vine ſervice in the cloyſter-church. In the old ruinous buildings belong- 


ing to the cloyſter reſides at this day a Pachter, or farmer; but the revenues 


thereof are applied partly to the univerſity of Rinteln, and party as ſtipends 
for ſtudents. In the cloyſter- church lie interred two Counts of Schauenburg, 
named Hermann and Antony, who were both biſhops of Minden. 

Egeltorf was formerly a Benedictine nunnery, founded towards the cloſe 
of the thirteenth or in the beginning of the fourteenth century, but in 1555 
ſupprefſed by Count Otto of Holiein-Schauenburg. Fhe eſtates belonging 
to it were afterwards applied towards the maintenance of the univerſity of 
Rinteln, and on the ſpot on which it formerly ſtood, ſome other buildings 
have been erected, which are inhabited by a Pachter. | 

2. The Amt of Rodenberg, together with the pariſhes of Grove, Hobn- 


berſt, Great Endorf, Apelern and Beckedorf. At Soltorf, which lies one 


hour's diſtance from Rodenberg, as alſo at the Marſch, a fine white ſalt is 
made in great quantities.

2. Of the following towns: 022. 
Rinteln, in Latin Rintelium, or Rintelia, a fortified town, ſituated 
ia a tract environed with mountains and lying between the Weſer _ 
the 
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the Exfer. Over the former, from March to the beginning of Dear, 
is a bridge of boats at this place, and at the north fide of the town it re- 
ceives the Exter. Of Old- Rinteln, on the other fide of the Meſer, nothin 

more remains at preſent then the names of certain places of the arable lands, 
which ſhew that it was formerly inhabited. On the ſpot where the preſent 
town of Rinteln ſtands, originally was built a cell or chapel, in the year 
943, which was called the Ringel-cell ; after that, in 1230, a cloyſter was 
erected there and filled with C:/tercian Nuns, which gave occaſion to the 
erecting of the new town of Rinteln, of which that part called the Cl;yer- 
ſtreet ſtill preſerves the memory of the ancient cloyſter there, and to which 
place the inhabitants of the old town gradually betook themſelves to dwell. In 
the year 1621, Prince Erneſt removed thither the univerſity of Stadthagen, 
which, by virtue of the ſtipulation of 1647, made between the houſes of 
Heſſe-Caſſel and Schauenburg-Lippe, remained at firſt in common and undi- 


vided, but, in 1665, was fully ceded by the latter to the former. The 


profeſſors of divinity here are Lutheran, but in the other faculties are alſo Cal. 
viniſt ones, and the two Calviniſt preachers here, in particular, are at the 
ſame time profeſſors of the Hebrew and Greek languages. To the Lutherans 
belong the town-church, but the Calviniſts and the garriſon make uſe of the 
univerſity-church for their ſervice. In the year 1665, Hedewtig Sephia, 
Landgraveſs of Heſſe, began to environ the town with ramparts, ditches 
and bulworks, which fortification was finiſhed in 1668, as the inſcriptions 
over the eaſt and ſouth gates ſhew. In this tawn is the regency-chancery, 
which has the direction of the Heſian ſhare in the county of Schauenburg, 
the conſiſtory and a ſuperintendant. The inhabitants apply themſelves, for 
the moſt part, to agriculture, the breeding of cattle and brewing. The 
navigation on the Meſer affords alſo ſubſiſt ance for the town. | 

Oldendorf, a ſmall town, ſurrounded with ruinous ditches and walls, and 
ſituate near the Meſer, betwixt Hameln and Rinteln. This place formerly 
made a better appearance than at preſent. In the year 1528 it underwent 
a ſevere diſcipline from Count Ju, on account of its obſtinacy. On the 


_ twenty-eighth of June, 1633, not far from the town, near the village of 


Segelborſt, a battle was fought betwixt the Imperial troops on the one ſide, 
and the Swed:/h, Brunſwick and Heſſian troops on the other, in which the 
latter came off conquerors, the former ſuffering a confiderable loſs. The 
reformation of the county took its chief rife at this place. The an- 
cient, good gymnaſium here has been converted into a mean, incontider- 
able ichool. | 

Obernkirchen, a ſmall town, ſeated at the foot of a mountain. This 
place has been frequently deſtroyed by fire, and during the thirty years war, 
in particular, it ſuffered very much. The noble foundation here was founded 
in the year 815, by the Emperor Lewis I. and was the firſt which was 
erected betwixt the Leine and the Weſer. It was originally ſupplied with 


Benedlictiue 
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Benedictine Nuns. It has been frequently burnt down, but has always been 
rebuilt again. At preſent it is made an eſtabliſhment for Luther an ladies, 
and the convent here conſiſts of ten perſons. The provoſtſhip, which ſtood 
near it, was taken from the foundation, in the year 1565, and ſeculariſed. 
In the cloyſter- church lie interred divers Counts of Schauenburg. Not far 
from the town, in ancient times, was ſituated what is called the O/d-Bucke- 
burg, which was a citadel, and probably the capital of the Pagus Bucki, of 
which mention has been made in Charlemagne's time ; and it appears, that 
the town of Buckeburg alſo took its name from it. With reſpect to other 
things, we find, in the tract of Obernkirchen, an excellent ſtone-quarry, 
out of which much free-ſtone is dug, which, near the village of Koblenſtet?, 
not far from Rinteln, is conveyed on the Yeſer and exported far and near. 
In this tract alſo are ſome rich pits of ſtone-coal. | 
Rodenberg, a mean little town, ſituate on a rivulet, with a citadel in 
it and an amt-houſe, and lying in a pleaſant valley, which is ſurrounded 
by high mountains to the eaſt and weſt, The lords of Santerſieben, of 
whom Adolphus, in the year 1030, was created the firſt Count of Schauen- 
burg, had their refidence at this place, to which a peculiar ſeigniory was 
united, and hence alſo were ſtiled lords of Santerſieben and Rodenberg. The 
citadel here, which was formerly fortified, was erected by Count Adolpbus X. 
of Holftein-Schauenburg, or by his father. In the year 1615, this place was 
raiſed from a village to a town by Count Erneſt. In it is no church, but 
the inhabitants are obliged to go for the celebration of their worſhip to the 


adjoining village of Grove, or Grube, which is ſeparated from it only by the 


rivulet above-mentioned, on which alſo ſtands the parſonage and ſchool- 
houſe. About the year 1738, behind the citadel, was diſcovered a me- 
dicinal ſpring. N | = OY 

_ Sachſenhagen, a mean little town, in which, ſo early as the year 12 £2, 
ſtood a citadel of the ſame name, which was rebuilt and inhabited by Prince 
Erneſt ; but of this at preſent only a ſquare tower remains. The place 
erected near the ancient citadel here was, till the year 1680, only a village, 
which Amelia Elizabeth, Landgraveſs of Heſſe, raiſed to a town, at the 
ſame time granting the inhabitants the privilege of building a new church 


therein. Formerly it ſuffered frequently by fire, and during the thirty years 
war was roughly handled,

F. 2. This county terminates, to the _ on Eali-Friefland ; to the 
ſouth, on the biſhopric of Munter; to the eaſt, on the county of Delmen- 
horſt and the Wer, near which it is ſeparated from the dutchy of Bremen; 
and, to the north, on the ſeigniory of Fever and the Jade. Its name it 
receives from the citadel of Oldenburg, before the building of which it was 
partly called Ammerland, in Latin Ambria. 

$. 3. This county is ten German miles in length and above eight broad, 
confiſting of a very fertile bottom, in particular of excellent paſturage, and 
producing alſo a good breed of horned cattle and horfes. In it, however, 

is likewiſe much moor-land, but on this good turf is dug, which is uſed for 
burning. Againſt inundations this country is ſecured by large and expen- 
five dikes and dams. At Varel and other places amber has been found, 
Fi. 4. Theorigin of the counts of Oldenburg lies involved in the darkneſs 
of antiquity. A. Falk carries them fo far back as Hunold, who was a brother 
or relation of Widekind. But M. Meyer endeavours to derive the Oldenburg 
counts in another manner from Videtind. What is more to be depended 
on is, that Eg:/mar, or Eilmar II. a Count of Oldenburg, who lived in the 
beginning of the twelfth century, beſides two other ſons, begot Count 
Chriſtian I. whoſe great-grandſon's ſons divided the country among them- 
ſelves in ſuch a manner that Jh XI. became poſſeſſed of Oldenburg, but 
Chriſtian IV. of Delmenhor/t; both which counties were firſt reunited under 
Theedorick the Fortunate, who obtained moreover, with his ſecond conſort, 
Heilkwg, or Hedewig, ſiſter and heireſs to Adolphus VIII. the laſt Duke of 
S/eſwick and Count of Holſtein, the expectancy of the faid dutchy and county. 
His eldeſt fon, Cbriſtian, was in 1449 elected King of Denmark, and after- 
wards Duke of Slewick and Count of Holſtein ; but Gerhard, his ſecond fon, 
_ propagated the race of the Oldenburg Counts. His grandſon again, named 
Antony I. had the good fortune to recover Delmenborſt, which Biſhop Henry of 
Munſter, as adminiſtrator of Bremen, had wreſted from them. Of his two 
| ſons, Foby XVI. was created Count of Oldenburg, and, in the year 157 5, in- 
herited the ſeigniory of Jever, and, in 1592, the lordſhip of Kniphauſe! 
was alſo acknowledged as his; but Antony II. arrived to be Count of Del- 
menborſt, Frederick II. King of Denmark, and the duke of Holſtein, ap- 
plied for, and obtained, in the year 156 55 of the e Maximilian II. 
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the expectancy of the counties of Oldenburg and Delmenhorſt, whenever 
Antony Gunther, ſon to John XVI. and his heirs ſhould become extinct, being 
by the father's fide deſcended of the houſe of Oldenburg. On ſuch Imperial 
ratification were grounded the claims, which King Chriſtian V. and Duke 
Chriſtzan Albrecht afterwards made to theſe counties, the laſt Count hereof, 
named Antony Gunther, dying in the year 1667 without male-heirs ; for 
his natural ſon, Antony, whom he begot of Elizabeth von Ungnad, could 
not inherit theſe counties; whence his father pat him off with Knipharſer, 
&c. as ſhall be mentioned below; and his ſiſter Magdalene, conſort to the 
ſon of Prince Rudolph of Anbalt-Zeröſt, likewiſe was not to ſucceed to 


theſe counties, but was obliged to be content with the ſcigniory of Fever ; 


conſequently the counties fell, as male-fiefs of the Empire, to the houſe 
of Holſtein and the poſterity of Chriſtzan I. among whom however, on that 
account, great diſputes aroſe. King Frederick III. made an agreement, in 
the year 1648, with Duke Frederick, that they ſhould divide the expected 
inheritance among them. The following year alſo, they came to an agree- 
ment at Rendsburg with Count Antony Gunther, which agreement was con- 
firmed by the Emperor Ferdinand III. in the year 1653, and in 1664 the Count 
even put them in the actual poſſeſſion of his countries, a little while before 
his death declaring them in his teſtament feudal heirs ; but Duke Joachim 

Erneſt, of Plon, commenced a ſuit upon this head with the reigning houſe 
of Holſtein, and proved, that he had not only equal right with them but 
alſo a preference, as he was related to Chriſtian I. in the fourth, but the 


King and the Duke of Holſtein-Gottorf only in the fifth degree. King 


Chriſtian V. therefore ſeeing that the thing was not to be won before the 
Imperial judicatory, came to an agreement, in the year 1671, with the 
Duke of P/on, and for his ſhare in the counties gave him an equivalent, 
With this agreement, indeed, Cbriſtian Albrecht, Duke of Holſtein, was 
not ſatisfied ; but the Duke of Plan won the ſuit, and was put in poſſeſſion 
of the difputed inheritance, which he immediately ceded to the King, who 
cauſed homage to be done him in the counties. Ever fince that time the 
Kings of Denmark have continued in quiet poſſeſſion of Oldenburg and 
Delmenhorſt, | | | 
$. 4. The arms of Oldenburg are two feſſes in a field Or. 


$. 5. On account of Oldenburg, the King of Denmark is poſſeſſed both of 


ſeat and voice as well in the J/:/ipbalinn college of the Counts of the Em- 
pire, as alſo at the Diets of the circle of Meſiphalia, and at the laſt follows 
after Schauenburg. The taxation of the Empire on this county is eight horſe 
and thirty foot, or two hundred and ſixteen florins ; and for each chamber- 
term, on account of Oldenburg and Delmenhor/t, are given one hundred and 
thirteen rixdollars, fifty-tive kruitzers and a quarter. | 

$. 6. The county of Oldenburg has been governed by Denmark after 
ſundry manners. Antony, Imperial count of Oldenburg, was appointed 
14-2 royal 
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royal Stadtholder over the county ; but after his death the King created a 
ſarr:me bailiff, who was preſident of the chancery of the Oldenburg regency 
and provincial-bailiff over Delmenhor/t, appointing alſo over the county of 
Oldenburg a provincial-bailiff. This mode of government continued till the 
year 1752, when King Frederick V. nominated the privy conference- 
counſellor and knight, Count of Lynar, Stadtholder of both counties, and 
for the firſt time diſannulled the dignity of ſupreme provincial and provincial. 
bailiffs. This Count is at preſent at the head of the regency-chancery of 
Oldenburg, which conſiſts of a chancery- director, ſeveral regency-counſcllors, 
ſecretaries, archivaries and clerks. This council appoints, in the King's 
name, every thing which upon all urgent emergencies may contribute to 
the intereſt of both counties, and in ſuch general matters ſupplies the place 
of the King. Beſides this, it has a right, fo called, over all chancery and 
county-aſſizes relating to life and death, becauſe, the town-magiſtracy 
excepted, to no other inferior judicatory is granted a right over life and 
death; and in the latter caſe a member of the regency aſſiſts at the report 
made from the acts, and alſo at the framing and notifying of the ſentence, 
From all the inferior judicatories of both the counties of Oldenburg and De- 
menborſt, appeals lie to the royal ſupreme judicatory. The royal conſiſtory 
here is conſtituted of the whole members of the regency and ſecretaries ; 
but in it, moreover, aſſiſts the general ſuperintendant, together with the 
Oldenburg afternoon-preacher, the adminiſtrator of the ſpiritual eſtates, and, 
for ſome time paſt, alſo the rector of the Oldenburg town-ſchool, as aſſeſſors. 
Under it ſtands the conſiſtory of Varel. The church of Varel is likewiſe 
ſubject to the inſpection of the royal general ſuperintendant, who, in con- 
junction with the adminiſtrator of ſpiritual eſtates here (in Latin ſtiled Ad- 
wocatus piarum cauſarum) is obliged to vilit this and every other church be- 
longing to each of the two counties every three years, and at the ſame time 
to receive and paſs all the eccleſiaſtical accompts. 
The county of Oldenburg conſiſts of the following vogteys and pre- 
fecturates: diz. i 185 | 
1. The town and houſe-vogtey of Oldenburg. The town of Oldenburg 
lies on the river Hunte, which receives into it the Haare as it paſſes through 
the town, is built ſomewhat lengthwiſe, and the houſes in it are moſtly 
raiſed with brick. This town 1s regularly fortified. In the principal church 
of St. Lambert here lies the burial-place of the Counts of Oldenburg. Nice 
laus's church here was rebuilt by Count Antony Gunther in the year 1647 ; 
and in the ſuburbs of Ofternburg is alſo a church. The citadel, conſiſting of 
three ſtories, was began to be rebuilt anew, by Count Antony Gunther in the 
year 1616, of fine free-ſtone, and improved by King Chriſtian VI. In it 
the royal Stadtholder has his reſidence. Formerly too in it was kept the 
celebrated horn of Oldenburg, the hiſtory of which, according to Hamelmann's 
relation, is very fabulous. In all probability, King Chriſtian I. cauſed it . 
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be made in honour of the three Viſemen, and uſed it at table and at enter- 
teinments in order to furniſh his allies and fellow-travellers with a good 
draught of wine out of it, and that in commemoration of the three JYi/e- 
men, the King having tarried at Clagnu during that feſtival. Others are of 
opinion, that Count Otto of Raſtede cauſed it to be made about the year 
1266. It is of ſilver gilt, weighing ſixty-one ounces, or almoſt four 
pounds, and 1s at preſent to be ſeen in the cabinet at Copenhagen. The town 
conſiſts of what are called free and burgherly houſes, as allo of free and 
burgherly inhabitants, and of the garriſon. The free inhabitants are exempt 
from all burgherly burdens, ſuch as the quartering of ſoldiers and the holding 
of watch, and conſtitute nearly one third of the town, ſtanding ſolely under 
the chancery of the royal regency here. The burgherly houſes and the 
burgherſhip ſtand under the town-magiſtracy, and the garriſon under the 


commandant, excepting in conſiſtorial matters. In the year 1345, this 


town obtained its firſt privileges and its proper town-rights. 

2. The vogtey of Wardenburg contains one pariſh. In ancient times this 
place was a fort. | 
Z. The vogtey of Hatten conſiſts of the pariſhes of Hatten and Dotlingen. 
The church at the former place is one of the oldeſt in the whole country. 

4. The vogtey of Ju/terland confiſts of the pariſhes of Holle and Newen- 
| buntorf, as alſo of the cloyſter of Blankenburg, which has a preacher of its 
own, and of which the general ſuperintendant is ſupreme preſident. 

5. The prefecturate of RasTEDE contains in it the pariſhes of Ra/tede and 
Twiefellede, or Wiefelſtede. At the firſt of theſe places Count Huno fre- 
quently reſided; in conſequence of which he founded there not only a 
church, but alſo, in the year 1059, a cloyſter ; and Count Antony Gunther 
erected here a new pleaſure-houſe. The church of Troigfelſtede is one of 
the oldeſt in the country. 

6. The vogtey of Jade contains in it the pariſhes of Fade and Schweyburg. 

7. The prefecturate of NEvENBURG, or NIENBURG, conſiſts of the 
pariſhes of Zetel and Bockhorn. The houſe or caſtle of Neuenburg was 
firſt erected in the year 1462 by Count Gerbard, after which Count 
John XVI. rebuilt it anew. This caſtle was environed with a rampart and 
a ditch. 

8. The prefecturate of APpEN contains in it the churches of Apen and 
Weſterſtede. The fort of Apen has a commandant of its own. Count 
Antony 1. cauſed it to be fortified, in the year 1550, with ditches and 

ramparts. 

9. The prefecturate, or feigniory, of VAREL is, on the Jade fide, very 
fruitful, and contains good marſh-land, but on the other fide is a great deal 
of moor-land; in which good turf is ſpitted. It had formerly a peculiar 
lord of its own. In the year 1481, it deſcended to Count Gerhard te Bold 
of Oldenburg, Count Antony Gunther appointed his natural ſon N 

| | ount 
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Count of the holy Raman Empire, Baron of Altenburg, and Lord of Varel 
a1d Kniphauſ-n, heir to this prefecturate and the citadel of Varel, as allo to the 
vogtey of Jade, together with both the farms and every thing elſe belonging 
thereto, and in like manner to the ſeigniory of Kniphauſen, He likewiſe 
bequeathed to him the farms of Newenfeld, Gruoverwarf, Ruſchfeld, &c. to- 
gether with the tythes of Hammelwarden, the farms of Witbeckersburg, Rod. 
dens, Blexerſand, Seefeld and others: But this Count Antony of Oldenburg 
dying in 1681, upon his death enſued a guardianſhip and ſequeſtration, 
and Count Antony II. on his arrival to years of maturity, by virtue of the 
ſtipulation entered into in the year 1693, barely obtained in the prefecturate 
of Varel, together with the farms in the country of Budjading, Newenfeld, 
Witbeckersburg, Roddens, Seefeld, Blexerſand, Neuenhoben, the ſeigniory of 
Kniphauſen and the farm of Garmes, and even made a renunciation of all 
the reſt. Upon this Varel loſt its immediacy, or independency, and ſtands 
at preſent under the ſuperiority of Oldenburg, being obliged to contribute 
yearly thereto 1200 rixdollars. The above lands, which Antony II. reob- 
tained, were inherited by his only daughter Charlotta Sophia, Counteſs- 
dowager of Bentink, but are at preſent, ſo far as they lie under the ſu- 
periority of Oldenburg, ſequeſtered at the ſuit of the greateſt creditor. In 
the ſaid farms, which lie in the country of Budjading, the houſe of Olden- 
burg is poſſeſſed of the under juriſdiction, which is alſo adminiſtered by 
Varel. The latter is a well-built borough, ſeated in a fine holt, which is 
called the buſh of Varel. One wing of the fine citadel here was burnt down 
in the year 1751, by which fire, at the ſame time, the fine library of Olden- 
burg was conſumed. The prefecturate of Varel conſiſts of one ſingle 
Lutheran pariſh, in which two preachers officiate. In the citadel is a Cal- 
init court-chapel. From the juriſdiction of the prefecturate of Varel 
appeals lie, in civil matters, to the regency-chancery of Oldenburg. 
10. The vogtey of Zwiſchenabne conſiſts of the two pariſhes of Zuiſcle- 
nahne and Edewecht. 

11. The vogtey of Morien and Oldenbrock comprizes in it the pariſhes of 
Altenhunterf, Bardenfleth, Elifletb, in which is a toll upon the Meſer, Neu- 
enbrock, Oldenbrock and Groſzenmoer. 


12. The vogtey of Hammeſwvarden conſiſts of one pariſh of the ſame 
name. | 


13. The vogtey of Strucꝶbauſen conſiſts of a pariſh of the ſame name. 


14. The vogtey of Schwey contains in it the pariſhes of Schwey and 
Seefeld. 


15. The Stad and Budjading land is about three German miles in length, 
but at its beginning not much above a quarter of one broad, though where 
it ends it is a whole mile and upwards. This territory belonged forme ly 


to uſiringen, an appellation applied only to the country lying on the welt 
fide of Jade, that ſituate on the eaſt fide being called Aal, or Buten 


Jaden,

Jaden, as being ſituate without or beyond the Jade; but S'ad-land from 
the ſhore, or geſtade, of the Weſer. It withdrew itſelf formerly from the 


juriſdiction of the Counts of Oldenburg, and betook itſelf to the protection 


of Auſtria ; but Count John XIV. rendered it again ſubject to his dominion 
in the year 1514, by the aſſiſtance of the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg ; 
and theſe dukes having alſo obtained a ſhare of the country, in the year 
1523, he brought the whole to his family partly by inveſtiture and partly 
by purchaſe ; and, in order the better to keep in awe the Friehan inhabi- 
tants, founded the fort of Oeve/gunne, which, in the year 1677, was razed ; 
but in the adjoining borough the Landvogt at preſent refides, and the land- 
court is allo held there. The vogteys belonging to it are, 

1. The vogtey of Golzwarden and Rotenkirchen, to which belong the pa- 
rites of Golzwwarden, Rotenkirchen and Eſenſbamm, which, together with 
Aibehauſen, lie in the Stad-land ; but the reſt, as well as the following, in 
the Budjading-land. | x 

2. The vogtey of Abbehauſen and Blexum, which conſiſts of the pariſhes 
of Abbchauſen, Atens and Blexum, or Blexen. | 

z. The vogtey of Burbave, to which belong the pariſhes of Waddens, Bur- 
lade and Langwarden. | 

4. The vogtey of Eckwarden and Stollbamm, conliſting of the pariſhes of 
Titns, Eckwarden and Stollhamm. At IÞfswurden, in the pariſh of Eck- 
warden, Count Antony Gunther, in the year 1659, founded a poor's-houſe for 
the reception of twenty-four perſons, which, in the year 1684, was united 
with the Blankenburg. 
F. The land of Wurden, on the other fide of the Meſer, was formerly 
mortgaged, during the ſpace of one hundred and fix years to the foundation 
of Bremen; but Count Jo XIV. redeemed it again. Fo it belongs the 
, pariſh of Dedeſdorf. |

I. Ot the town and houſe-vogtey of Delmenborſt. 

1. Delmenborſt, a ſmall town, was originally a village, which Count 
Otto III. endowed with town-privileges in the year 1270, and alſo founded 
a college of canons there, which, in the year 1575, was applied towards 
the maintenance of the churches, ſchools and poor people in it. The 
citadel is older than the town, having been erected ſo early as the year 
1247, by Count Otto II. rendered ſtronger, from time to time, by his ſuc- 
ceflors, and provided with all manner of villages and farms, till at laſt it 


was raiſed to a ſeigniory and made a reſidence for a Count. Its name it 


receives from the little river Delme, on which it lies. The citadel and 
county of Delmenborſt were, for a long time, in the power both of the arch- 
biſhopric of Bremen and the biſhopric of Munſter, but, in the year 1 547, 
were taken from the laſt by Count Antony J. | | 

2. The pariſhes of Schonenmobr, Hasbergen, Ganderkeſee and Hude. At 
the laſt of theſe places formerly ſtood a cloyſter of Ciſtercians, which, in the 
year 1079, was founded by Count Udo, but, in 1538, deſtroyed by the 
biſhop of Munſter. This cloyſter was very conſiderable. | 

II. The vogtey of Berne and Alteneſch, which lies in the fertile Stedinger- 
land, and the inhabitants of which, together with the Ruſtringers, anciently 


acknowledged the Counts of Oldenburg for their hereditary lords. In the year 


1230, indeed, on account of the indiſcretion of their Vogts, it fell from 
them, but, in the year 1234, was reduced again to their obedience by the 
battle of Alteneſch, or Oldeneſche. The pariſhes belonging to it are Berne, 
Wahbrfleth, Bardewiſch and Alteneſch. 5 | 

III. The vogtey of Stuhr, conſiſting of one pariſh of that name.

8. 1. WE have as yet no particular chart of the county of Lippe, tor 


which reaſon we muſt avail ourſelves of the imperfect and in- 

ſufficient repreſentation thereof, to be found on the general chart of the 
circle of Weſtphalia, This county is environed by the biſhopric of Pader- 
born, the counties of Rietberg, Ravensberg, Schauenburg and Pyrmont, as 
alſo by the principality of Calenberg and the foundation of Corvey. |

2. It is very mountainous, but yet contains in it alſo ſome arable land. 
On the heath of Senner, which extends itſelf to this county, from the bi- 
ſhopric of Paderborn, is a ſtud, which formerly, when in good condition 
and famous, brought in annually 20,000 rixdollars. At Salz-Ufehn is a 
Alt-work. The principal rivers, which water this country, are the Emmer, 
which comes out of the biſhopric of Paderborn and paſſes through the 
counties of Lippe and Pyrmont into the principality of Calenberg; and the 
Merre, which enters into the county of Ravensberg. In it alſo rife the 
Humme and Bever, which run into the principality of Calenberg. 

. 3. In the whole county are five towns, four boroughs, and one hun- 
dred and fifty-two peaſantſhips, which conſiſt principally of ſingle peaſant- 


farms, but in part alſo of villages. The Land-ſtates here confift of the 


nobility and the towns. Theſe are ſummoned by the regent-houſe of Lippe 
to the Land-diets, which alſo intimates to the non-regent houſes of Lipper, 
or hereditary Lords, as they are called, the holding of the Land-diets ; 
and confers with them as well concerning the matters to be propoted, as 
alſo about the opinion of the States, and pays a regard to ſuch admonitions 
as they may happen to make for the intereſt of the country. 

d. 4. The inhabitants profeſs themſelves partly and principally of the 
Calviniſi church, and partly alſo of the Lutheran. The inſpection of 
ecclefialtical perſons and things in the Calviniſt churches here is veſted 
in three ſuperintendents. 

4. 5. The hiſtory of the very ancient houſe of Lippe, from the time of 
Count Bernhard I. which coincides with the government of the Emperor 
Litharius 1. is better known and more fertile in events than before that 
time, I cannot dwell however on the ancient hiſtory of this houſe, but 
muſt begin with that of Count Sen VI. who is the original of all the 


Counts now in being at Lippe. In 1597 this Count made a will, by which 


he appointed his eldeſt fon regent Lord, confining to him the land- -ſupe- 
riority, with all other matters either in ſpirituals or temporals app2:tianing 
thereto, but to his other ſons he bequeathed certain prejecturates and 
eſtates for the maintaining of them in a manner ſuitable to their rank; he 
alſo appointed, that if the eldeſt fon died without male-heirs, the next 
hould ſucceed in the regency of the country, in the like manner allo 
the others one after the other, and in caſe either of the next ſons, or mate- 
ock became extinct, that then the portion of land bequeathed him, ſhould 


fal one half of it to the regent Lord, and the other ha'f to the other bro- 


chers and their male-heirs, ſhare and ſhare alike. At his death, u hich 
happened in 1613, four ſons were living; but of theſe the third, named 
Hermann, died in 1620, upon which his portion of land was by an agreement 
made in 1621, divided among the two e!dzr brothers, and certain vearly 
revenues in money appointed the third in lieu of a ſhare in Count Ri, νtis 
tate. From thete three brothers have been founded the POR lines : :

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| the former of which reſides at Biſterfeld, and the latter at Wittenfeld.

1. Count Simon VII. was regent Lord and founder of that of Detmold. His 
youngelt ſon, Fobſe Hermann, founded the collateral line of Biſterfela, which 
in the ſons of Count Rudolph Ferdinand, namely in the Counts Frederick Charles 
Auguſtus and Ferdinand Lewis, was again branched out into two lines; 
2. Count Or/9 founded the divided line of Brake, which in 1709 became 
extinct in the perſon of Count Lew:s Ferdinand, concerning whoſe prefectu—- 
rates of Brake, Blomberg, Schieder and Babrendorff, or Barrentrup, together with 
the farms belonging thereto, a tedious law-ſuit aroſe betwixt the houſe of 
Detmold and the equally claimant line of Schauenburg-Lippe. 3. Count 
Philip obtained for his ſhare the prefecturates of Lipperode and Alverdiſen, 
with ſome other rents and revenues, and brought alſo to his family one 
half of the above deſcribed county of Schauenburg, being likewiſe founder 
of the Schauenburg-Lippe line. His eldeſt fon, Frederick Chrijtian, propagated 
the principal and regent line, but Philip Erne/? the ſecond ſon the collateral 
line of Alverdiſſen. The line of Brake becoming extinct in the year 1709, 
that of Schauenburg-Lippe, as above-mentioned, laid claim to the half of 
its portion of territory, which alſo together with the half of the revenues 
raiſed therefrom ever ſince the year 1709, was adjudged to the regent- 
houſe of Schauenburg-Lippe by an Imperial ſentence of 1734 ; but the ful} 
agreement between this and the houſe of Lippe-Detmold was firſt brought 
to bear in the year 1748. | 


$. 6. The Counts of Lippe ſtile themſelves Counts and Noble Lords of 


Lippe. The arms for the county are a roſe gules, in a field argent; and on 


account of the county of Schwalenberg, a ſwallow in its natural colours, 
ſtanding on a ſtar Or, in a field gales. | wy | 

$. 7. The Counts of Lippe are poſſeſſed as well at the Diets of the Em- 
pire in the college of the Counts of Meſipbalia, as alſo at the Diets of the 
circle of We/tphalia, both of ſeat and voice; and at the latter follow the 


King of Denmark, as Count of Deimenhor/t. To the taxes of the Empire, 
they are rated at four horſe and eighteen foot, or monthly at one hundred 


and twenty florins; and to each chamber-term at fixty-ſeven rixdollars, 


fifty-ſix kruitzers and a half. 


F. 8. Excluſive of the regency-chancery of the Counts, the following 


_ provincial colleges are alſo to be remarked here. The ordinary aulic-judi- | 
catory is ſupplied with an aulic or vice-aulic judge, together with two al- 


ſeſſors and ſecretaries. In appointing the place of aulic- judge the non: re- 
gent Lords have a voice, and the future aſſeſſors are alſo previouſly preſented 
to them by the regent Lord, in order to know whether they have any 
valid objection to them. But the general aulic judicatory is filled up by the 
regent Lord in conjunction with two counſellors, and the non-regent Lords 
alto depute each one counſellor to aſſiſt at the ſame. In like manner alſo the 
nobility appoint one, and the towns another. At this judicatory the non- 

| N regent 
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regent Lords are poſſeſſed of the precedency alternately with the regent 
Lord. The ſubjects of the portioned Lords appeal to the aulic-judicatory, 
and not to the chancery. The ordinary conſiſtory here is filled up by the 
regent Lord in conjunction with two commiſſaries, namely, a temporal and 
a ſpiritual one, the laſt of whom is always ſuperintendent at court for the 
time being. But the general conſiſtory is filled up juſt in the ſame manner 
as the general aulic-judicatory, excepting only that at the former the towns 
have two deputies. Before the general-conſiſtory here come all viſitations 
and matrimonial matters; as alſo all failures and puniſhable faults of the 


church-officers ; the conſiſtorial matters remaining being determined by the 


ordinary conſiſtory. In penal caſes the non-regent Lords are poſſefled in 
their ſeveral prefecturates of the attachment; but the penal or criminal ju- 


dicatory is filled up at the fame time in ſuch prefecturates by the regent 


Lord. With reſpect to other matters here the non-regent Lords are poſ- 
ſeſſed in their prefecturates of the lower and higher juriſdiction ; but the 
ſuperiority of the country is veſted in the regent Lord. 

. 9. The taxes raiſed here are ſettled at the provincial Diets. Theſe 
conſiſt of the ſoldier's rate, the impoſts of the Empire and circle, and the 
impoſts applied to the general occaſions of the country. The regent Lord, 
with the conſent of the Land-ſtates, exerciſes the right of collection at the 
public Land-diets. . 

$. 10. The more accurate deſcription of the county of Lippe comes under 
four principal ſections. „ 
I. To the firſt belong the towns and prefecturates which the regent- 
houſe alone is poſſeſſed of. . | 

I. The towns belonging to it are, 


Detmold, a town ſeated on the Werre with a citadel in it, which is the 


uſual reſidence of the regent-houſe. This town is divided into the old and 


new. The Latin Cafvinift ſchool here has fix teachers belonging to it. 


Cluverius and Ferdinand of Furſtenberg have made it appear probable, that 
the ancient Teutenburg, in the tract of which Q¹ntlius Varus met with his 
well-known defeat, is the very place, which was afterwards called Thretmal 
and Dethmold. The Teuteberg in this tract alſo ſtill retains its ancient 
name. 5 
Lemgo, alſo called Lemgow and Lemgau, is the largeſt town in the county, 
and lies on the little river Vega, which falls into the Ferre, being di- 
vided into the old and new, which in 1369 were united, whereas betore 
each had a peculiar magiſtracy of its own. The Lipfebef here, which is 
reckoned one of the Count's palaces, was cauſed to be erected by Count 
Chriſtopher Lewis. The abbeſs of the noble foundation in this town is 
always a Counteſs belonging to the regent-houſe of Lippe, and elected by 
the conventuals. In the town are likewiſe two Lutheran churches and one 
ot Calviniſts. The flouriſhing Lutheran gymuaſium here has ſeven teachers. 
M m m 2 | The 
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The ancient cloth-manufactures of this place are wholly decayed, and the 
ſtuff-manufactures alſo greatly dwindles. Among the peculiar privi. 
leges of the town is reckoned that it has the upper and lower Juriſdiction, 
ind 1 its own conſiſtory. It was formerly a Hanſe town, and ſtands alſo in 
the mazricula of the Empire of 1521 as an Imperial city. During the thirty 
years war it was miſerably laid waſte. 

Horn, an ancient town ſeated at the wood of Teutenburg, at preſent 
called the wood of Lifppe and Horn, At this place is a palace of the 
count. 

Hard by the town lies the celebrated Exterenſtein, which is alſo calle; 
Egerſterſlein, and by ſome in Latin Rupes Picarum. It is a high rock fitu- 
ated on a level place, which has given occaſion to a variety of conjec- 
tures and explications. 

Blomberg, a town, which obtained its firſt town privileges in the begin- 
ning of the fourteenth century from Count Simon I. In the year 1447 this 
place was plundercd and laid in aſhes by the Bohemians. 

Salz-Ufien, a ſmall town ſeated on the Salze, and owing its rile to the 
rich ſalt-ſpring here, which being found out gave occaſion to the found- 
ing of a village, which in the fifteenth century obtained the juriſdiction of 
a hamlet. Count Bernhard VI. conferred on it the privileges of a town, 

2. The prefecturates belonging thereto are, 

1. The prefecturate of DETMOLD, which conftitutes a part of the an- 


vo county of Haholz. This prefecturate contains in it

In this 
prefecturate lies the Count's pleaſure-houſe of Lopfoors, where is a 
tow ler's floor. 
The prefecturate of VARENHOLZ, containing the well built and plea- 
vary lituated palace of Farenbs/z, together with two vogties, namely, 
F'B6 vogtey of Hebnhauſen, which conſiſts of thirteen peaſantſhips.

Near the village of Erder, which lies on the Meſer, not far from the pa- 
lace of Varenholz, great quantities of merchandize are laden and unladen. 
6. The prefecturate of BRACKE, in which is | 
1. The citadel of Bracke, ſituated hard by Lemgo, and formerly the feat 
of a line of Lippe, which became extinct in the year 1709. 
2. Thirteen peaſantſhips. os 
7. The prefecturate of BaRREXTRUP, or BARNTRUP, alſo called 
BRN DORF, Which conſiſts only of two peaſantſhips, and contains in it 
2 borough and a palace of the Count of the ſame name. This borough 
of Barntrup was formerly a town, and in 1376 obtained anew from Count 
Henry of Sternberg the ſame privileges with Lemgo. 
II. To the ſecond ſection belong the town and prefecturates which the 
duſe of Lippe poſſeſſes in common partly with the King of Pruſſia, and 
partly with the biſhopric of Paderborn. | | 
1. In common with the King of Pruſſia, as Count of the Mart, the re- 
gent-houſe poſſeſſes the town of Lippe, or Lippſtadt, of which we have 
already treated under the county of the Marx. Hard by it hes Cappel, a 
foundation for ladies. 


2. In common with the biſhopric of Paderborn this houſe poſſeſſes, as 


has been already ſhewn above, page 319. the prefecturates of Salenberg, 
Oldenburg, and Stoppelberg. Theſe, together with all their appendages, 
(Falkenhagen and its appurtenance excepted) the regent Lord, Count Simen 
Henry ceded and gave up by the capitulation of 1667 to his couſin, Count 
Jh Hermann, founder of the Biſlerfeld divided line, and the male-iſſue 
of his body; with power of collecting all the incomes and rents belonging 
to them, as alſo of improving them at pleaſure, ſo far as may be done with- 


out oppreſſing the ſubjects, and without conſiderable oppoſition from the 


biſhops of Paderborn. The Amtman here is to adminiſter in the name of 
Count Fob? Hermann the under-juriſdiction, and in cafe of a vacancy Count 
Jaht Hermann is to chuſe one out of three perfons propoſed to him by the 
regent Lord. On the other hand, the regent Lord has reſerved to himſelf 
every thing which belongs to the ſuperiority here in ſpirituals and tem- 
porals, as alſo in particular the fructus juriſdictionales of the aulic-judicatory, 
and the Merum imperium. | 

Next with regard to each of theſe prefecturates in particular: 

1. The prefecturate of SWALENBERG, or SCHWALENBERG Was for- 
merly a peculiar county of itſelf, the Lords of which became extin& in the 
year 1356, in the perſon of Count Henry VII. The Lippe ſhare in it con- 
liſts of ten peaſantſhips. In this prefecturate we remark 

Stwalenberg, or Schwalenberg, a borough and citadel lying on the Neſs.

III. To the third ſection belongs the portion of which the Schauenburg.

1. The regent-houſe of Schauenburg-Lippe is poſſeſſed of 


1. The prefecturate of LIPPEROPD R, in which is a borough ſeated on the 
river Lippe. 


2. In the land-ſhare of the Bra#e line, which became extin& in 1709, 
it obtained actual poſſeſſion in 1737 of the following prefecturates, which, 


_ excluſive of the foreſt-incomes, bring in yearly about 10,000 rixdollars, 


namely, 

I. The prefecturate of BLoMBERG, in which is contained the citadel of 
Blomberg, ſeventeen peaſantſhips, and the church of Cappel, Reilkirchen, 
Mobbel and Kirchdonep. 

2. The prefecturate of ScyrEDER, alſo called Schikk, and in which, 
hard by the Emmer, is a pleaſure-houſe, with a fine garden belonging to it, 
together with a profitable farm, two villages, and a ſingle peaſant's farm, 
This citadel and prefecturate was ceded in the year 1756 by Frederick Wil- 
liam Erneſt, regent Count of Schauenburg-Lippe, to his coulin Count Philip 
of the Alverdiſſen line. | 5 

Not far from this citadel lies Old Schieder, which is held to be the ſtrong 
citadel of the Saxons named Siderburg, where Charlemagne founded a bi- 
ſhop's fee, which after ſome tranſlations was at laſt removed by Orte 1. to 
Magdeburg, © ; | 

Rem. About one hour's diſtance from Schieder to the north-eaſt, on a high 
mountain, at which the limits of Lippe, Pyrmont and Paderborn meet, are 
to be ſeen the remains of the ancient Hermannsburg, or Harminsburg, con- 
cerning which more will occur under the county of Pyrmont. 

2. The divided Alverdiſſen line, excluſive of certain rents, uſes, and in- 
comes to be raiſed yearly out of the prefecturates of the regent-houſe of 
Detmold, within the circuit of the county of Sternberg, is poſſeſſed of | 

Atverdiſſen, a borough and citadel, in the neighbourhood of which riſes 
the Exter, | | | 

Doretheenthal, a houſe, formerly named Ublenthal. 

IV. The fourth ſection is conſtituted of the county of Sternberg, which 
was conferred in 1732 on the Elector of Brunſwick-Luneburg, together 
with the ſuperiority thereof. This county terminates to the ſouth and welt 
on the county of Lippe; to the north on the couuty of Schauenburg; and 


to the eaſt on the principality of Calenberg. It is about ten hours in circuit, 


and 
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and conſiſts of vallies and mountains. In the former ſtand the farms, and 
on the latter the lands, meadows, and holts. The agriculture here is dif- 
ficult, and the fields are under a neceſſity of being improved with marl. 
The culture of flax is the principal thing carried on in this county, notwith- 
ſtanding which there is not ſo much flax cultivated here as the inhabitants 
manufacture, both men and women applying themſelves to ſpinning and 
the weaving of linen, and thereby earning money. In this county are alſo 
two potteries, in which a brown ware is prepared. At Beſingfelde, and 
alſo towards Bremke, are found Druſe, which are for the moſt part 
turned up by the plough, and in them is to be met a glittering ſtone about 
the length of the joint of one's finger, which tapers as if ground, and is ſo 
hard that it cuts glaſs. This ſtone is farther prepared and encaſed by 
jewellers. With reſpect to veniſon there are deer, roes, boars, and hares here. 


In it too, near the eſtate of Munchebof riſes the Bega, which runs to Lemgo. 


The inhabitants are for the moſt part of the Calviniſt church. This county 
had formerly Counts of its own, and on the death of the laſt Count Henry 
fell to the houſe of Lippe. Its arms are a ſtar gules in a field Or. At pre- 
ſent it conſtitutes a prefecturate, and contains in it 

1. The citadel of Sternberg, which is an old mountain-citadel ſurrounded 
with a wall, and at preſent the reſidence of the Amt- man of the Elector of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg. Beneath it lies the farm or ſovereign's domain of 
Oehlentrop. | 

2. The vogtey of Humfeld, which conſiſts of three peaſantſhips. At 
Bega is a Calviniſt church, into which the noble foundations of Wendling- 
bauſen and Munchehof are united. Gottentrop is a farm or domain of the 
ereig. 1 ke 5 

3. The vogtey of Exter, which contains five peaſantſhips. Vallentrop in 
it is a farm belonging to the ſovereign. 


4. The vogtey of Bo/ingfelde, conſiſting of three peaſantſhips. At Bo/ing- 
felde is a Calviniſt church. |

J. 1. O F the county of Bentheim John Meſterberg has delineated a chart, 
which Gerhard Val and Peter Schenk have publiſhed. It is alſo 

to be ſeen in the chart of Munſter mentioned above, p. 319. 

F. 2. It is ſurrounded by the low country province of Overyſſel, the pro- 

vince of Drente, and the biſhopric of Munſter ; being about ten German miles 

in length, and from two to three and four broad, 


F. 3. This 
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$. 3. This country is both fertile and pleaſant, producing a ſufficiency 
for its inhabitants, and ſupplying them alſo with profitable exports. In 
the mountains about Bentheim and Gildebanſz are excellent and profitable 
ſtone-quarries, the ſtones out of which are conveyed in particular to the 
Netherlands, and the biſhopric of Munſter. In the plains are fruitful fields 
together with good paſture and meadow ground. The breed of cattle here 
allo is good. Holts and woods abound here in plenty, and in them is an 
excellent chaſe. Among the rivers which run through it, the Vechte is par- 
ticularly to be noted, which comes out of the Munſter prefecturate of Heft. 
mar, and on the borders not far from Ohne receives into it the Steinfurt Aa. 
and not far from Menbus the Dinkel, which alſo riſes in the Munſter prefec- 
turate of Hor/tmar, and after having traverſed the whole length of the 
county enters into the province of Over-Yſel. This river is not only very 
rich in fiſh, but may alſo be navigated for the greateſt part of the year with 
ſmall craft, prahms and floats of wood, which ſerve not a little to the 
promotion-of the trade of this county. 

F. 4. In it are three towns and one borough. The inhabitants are 1a- 
borious, and traffic in yarn, wool, linen, honey, cattle, ſtones, wood, 
and other goods and wares, which are for the moſt part tranſported to H. 
land, whither alſo the young people of both ſexes readily go to ſervice, and 
frequently ſettle there. 8 

At the Land- diets here appear partly deputies of the province of Over- 
Diel, or of the Prince of Orange, who, on account of their Bentheim eſtates, 
have the firſt voice; partly the owners of the noble houſes of Brandle:ght, 
Laer, Langen, Ravenſborſt and Wolda; partly the cloyſters of Frenſwegen 
and Mietmarſen; and partly the burgher-maſters of the three towns, but 
theſe have only one voice in common. 

F. 5. Count Arnold I. introduced the Lutheran religion into this country 
in the year 1544; but his grandſon Arnold II. cauſed the Calviniſt com- 
munion to become the ſtrongeſt, and ever fince the year 1668, when Count 
Erneſt IVilliam became a Reman-catholic, the Roman-catholics have encreaſed, 
but are permitted the public exerciſe of their religion only at Bentheim, at 
other places having it in private, as at the amt-houſes; and that no ino- 
vations may happen here the Szazes-General in particular are protectors of 
the ſtate of religion in this county. | | 

FS. 6. The hiſtory of the Counts of Bentheim is in its principal circum- 
ſtances thus related: In the tenth, eleventh, and twelfth centuries we find 
Counts of Bentheim who aſſiſted at tournaments. Gertrude, only daugh- 
ter to Count John and heireſs to the county, was married about the year 
1122 to a Pfalzgrave of the Rhine, by whom ſhe had a ſon named O29, 
and a daughter Shia: The former of theſe died without heirs, wherefore 
the latter inherited the county of Bentheim, and was married to Theodorick VI. 
Count cf Hollaud. Her fon Otto governed the county of Bentheim about the 

year 
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year 1190. Hedwig, eldeſt daughter of his grandſon Egbert, was conſort to 
the noble Lord Arnten of Gutterſwick; which is to be remarked on this ac- 
count, namely becauſe after the death of Bernhard in the year 1224, who was 
the laſt Count of Bentheim of the ancient race, the county came to Eberwin 
a noble Lord of Gutterſwick, and fon to Arnold. Mechtild, firſt conſort to 
this laſt, was heireſs to the county of Steinfurt and Gronau; but his ſecond 
conſort named Gisberta, was daughter to Otto of Bronkbor/t, with whom 
the Solm eſtate came to Bentbeim and Steinfort. By her he had Bernhard 
and Arnold; the former of whom obtained the county of Bentheim, and 
the latter the ſeigniory of Steinfurt. Eberwin, Bernhard's fon, enlarged 
the county of Bentheim with the juriſdiction of Emblicheim; and under 
Arnid's fon, who was alſo named Eberwin, the ſeigniory of Steinfurt was 
raited, in the year 1495 at the Diet of the Empire at Worms, to a county. 
Both the Eberw:ins toimed, in 1487, a perpetual hereditary league, by vir- 
tue of which both the counties of Bentherm and Steinfurt remain together 
inſeparably, and in caſe one of theſe houſes have no male heir remaining, 
the other, to the excluſion of the otherwiſe inheriting female ſex, is to ſuc- 
ceed to the government. Eberwin of Benthetm ſurvived his only fon, and 
Arnold ton to Eberwin of Steinfurt obtained both counties, in which he 
was ſucceeded by his fon Eberwin, who governed them till the year 1 562, 
The laſt of theſe married Anna heireſs to Tecklenburg, and is the firſt 
Count of Bentheim, Tecklenburg, and Steinfurt. Arnold his fon obtained 
with his conſort Magdalene, inheriting daughter to Neuenar, the county of 
Limburg, together with the ſeigniories of Alpen, Helfenſ/tein, and Lennep, 
as alſo the Cologn hereditary vogtey and other expectancies of Neuenar. 
That no diſpute might ariſe among his ſons after his death; in the year 
11591 he ordered in his laſt will what each of them ſhould inherit. The 
_ eldeſt, named Eberwin, obtained for his ſhare Bentheim ; the ſecond, b 
name Adolphus, Tecklenburg and Rheda; the third, named Arnild Jabſt, 
Steinfurt; and for the remaining three ſons a ſum of money was allotted, 
but he alſo ordered that they too, on the death of the elder brothers with- 
out heirs, ſhould arrive to the government. The eldeſt fon, Eberw1n, 
therefore dying, the ſecond entered on his right, but retained Tecilenburg, 
and gave up Bentheim to the third; the fourth, named Y/Uham Henry, ob- 
tained Steinfurt. Maurice, ſecond ſon to Adolphus Count of Bentheim Teck- 
lenburg, governed the county of Teck/enburg for many years, and had two 
ſons, namely Hans Adolphus and Frederick Maurice, who were regent. 
Counts of Bentheim Tecklenburg and Limburg, and to the latter of theſe 
the preſent reigning Count of Bentherm Tecklenburg and Limburg is fon. 
Arnold Jobſt, Count of Bentheim, on the death of Count William Henry of 
Steinfurt thared the county of Steinfurt with the above-mentioned Count 
Maurice of Tecklenburg, and left behind him two ſons, viz. Erneſt [V:]- 
liam and Philip Conrad, The former of theſe, who became a Roman-catholic, 
VOL.

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governed, duting the minority of his brother, the county of Bentheim and 


the half county of Steinfurt by himſelf. But on his brother's arrival to 
years of maturity he made an agreement with him, that he, namely Count 
Philip Conrad, ſhould be content with the half county of Steinfurt, and 
himtelf and his heirs, on the contrary, after the death of his brother Erne 


William, be the only ſucceſſor to the county of Bentheim. The ſons, 


however, which Count Eraeſt William had by his firſt marriage with a 
burgher's daughter named Gertrud of Zelſt, (but whoin the Emperor Les— 
Pold raiied together with her children in the year 1666 to the ſtate of 
Counteſs of the Empire) laid claim to the regency-ſucceſſion, and were at 
length in an agreement entered into at Brelefeld, in the year 1699, acknow- 
ledged as Counts of the Empire; and allo appointed, aſter the death of 
their father, to poſſeſs the county of Steinfurt with all its appurtenances, and 
alto to receive, moreover, 1000 rixdollars yearly out of the county of Ben- 
thetm., Count Erneſt William dying therefore in the year 1693, Erne# 
the eldeſt of his fore-mentioned ſons arrived to the pofletiion of the count 


ef Steinfurt and to him the preſent reigning Count of Bentherm-Steinfurt is 


grandſon: On the other hand, Arnold Maurice Will:am, fon to the above- 
mentioned Count Philip Conrad, who till then was in poſſeſſion of the 
county of Steinfurt, obtained the county of Bentherm. Count Frederick 
Charles Philip, grandſon to this laſt mortgaged, and in the year 1753 gave 
up Iris connty together with all its ſuperiorities to the Elector of Brunj- 
2!ck-Luneburg in lieu of an advance of money and of taking upon him his 
debts for thirty years. | 

$. 7. The Bentheim title is that of Count of Bentherm, Teckienberg, Stein- 
furt, and Limburg, &c. Lord of Rheda, Wevelinghoven, Hoya, Alpen, and 
Helfenſtein, hereditary Vogt of Colegn, &c. The arms, on account of Ben- 
theim, are nineteen gold pfenings in a field Or; on account of Tecklenburg 
three hearts gules in a field argent, and on account of Steinfurt a ſwan gules 
with a bill and feet ſable, in a field Or; on account of Limburg a lion 
crowned gules in a field argent; on account of Rheda a lion fable, on whoſe 
body are three rings Or, but at the end of the tail a rofe Or, in a field ar- 
gent; on account of Mevelingboven two feſſes argent in a field gules; 
on account: of Hoya two bears claws reverted fable in a field Or; on 
account of Alpen a lion argent, in a field Or; on account of Helfenſtein 
a lion in a field divided gules and argent; and on account of the here- 
ditary Vogtey, or bailiwick, of Cologn five eroſs- threads Or, in a field gules. 

§. 8. The Count of Bentherm-Bentheim enjoys both ſeat and voice as 
well in the college of the Fe/tphbalian Counts of the Empire, as alſo at 
the Diets of the circle of Weſtphalia, at the laft of which he follows 
after Lippe. This Count is rated for his taxation to the Empire at fix 
horſe and twenty foot, or one hundred and fifty-two florins, but to each 
chamber-term at one hundred and twenty-one rixdollars, fixty-fix kruitzers 
and three quarters, | F. 9. The 
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8. 9. The county of Bentbeim is divided into the u per and lower; 
the former, in conjunction with what is called the lordſhip of Emblicheim, 
is an Imperial fief; but the latter was anciently held in fief by the Biſhop 
of Utrecht, and afterwards by the province of Over-iſſel, and by virtue of 
their reſignation by the Prince of Naf/au-Orange, concerning which, towards 
the cloſe of the ſeventeenth century on the exchange of the ſuperiority 
betwixt Bentheim and Steinfurt an undecided diſpute has ariſen which till 
continues. Both parts of the eounty are alſo, in regard to the many land- 
uſages, ſtatutes and rights in it, different from each other. We now pro- 
ceed to take notice | | | 

I. Of the Upper County, to which belong the following p:efecturates: vz. 

1. The prefecturate of SCHUTTORE, in which is 

Bentheim, a pretty large borough, ſtandigg partly on a mountain, and 


partly on the river of that name. The place of reſidence for the Counts 


ſtands to the north of the town on a remarkably high rock, being envi- 
roned with towers, and ever fince the year 1668 has been defended by a 
Munſter garriſon, which Count Erneſt William, on the change of his 
religion, received on certain conditions. It is one of the oldeſt citadels 
in this diſtrict, and at this place Druſus, ſtep-ſon to the Emperor Aug uſtus, 
erected a caſtle. In the town is a Calviniſt pariſh-church, and ever fi.ice 
the time of Count Erneft William, allo a Roman-catholic church. 

Schuttorf, the oldeſt town in this county, lies on the Yechie. Count 
Egbert founded this place in the thirteenth century, and endowed it with 
good privileges; but his grandſon Simon rendered it ſtronger. In the 
thirty years war, however, the rampart was broke down, and the ditches 
filled up, fo that the walls only now remain. The burg or fort of Altena 
here has frequently ſerved for the reſidence of the Dowager. 

Ohne, a church-village, ſeated on the Yechte, and the church of which 
is deemed the oldeſt in this diſtrict. In the year 1754 it was wholly burnt 
down, but rebuilt again. | 


Gildebauſz, a large church-village, which on account of the ſtone- 


quarries near it, and its other means of ſubſiſtence, yields in no reſpect 
to a town. ; | I 
Langen, a noble houſe, ſituate hard by Bentheim, and belonging to the 
family of Etæbach. This place has ſeat and voice at the Land-diets. 
Ravenſhor/t, a noble houſe belonging to the family of Hævel, and lying 
in the pariſh of Gildebauſg. This place alſo has ſeat and voice at the 
Land-diets. | | | 
Rem. The Judge of Schuttorf is at the ſame time rural Count of Emſ- 
buren in the biſhopric of Munſter, in which the Count of Benthetm has 
concurring juriſdiction. See above, p. 327. 
2. The preſecturate of NoRTHORN, containing 
Nerthorn, a ſmall open town, furrounded by the Fechze, and carrying on a 
NAnD3 =, good 
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good trade. This place was principally founded and ſettled by Count 
Bernhard J. 

Frenſwegen, a cloyſter, lying hard by Northern, and ſupplied with re- 
gular canons of the order of St. Auguſtine. At this cloyſter, before the 
Reformation of the fixteenth century, was the burial place of the Counts 
of Bentheim. Count Bernhard chiefly ſettled it in the year 1394, and 
at laſt alſo betook himſelf thither. This cloyſter enjoys both ſeat and voice 


Mietmarſen, or Wittmarſchen, a noble free temporal foundation for ladies, 
ſituate on the borders of Munſter, and founded in the year 1152, with 
the permiſſion of the Dowager Counteſs Gertrud of Bentbeim. At firſt it 
was a Bened:&ine abbey for men; but the Monks withdrew from here in 
the thirteenth century to Nrecht, upon which it became a Benedictine 
nunnery for ladies, and in the year 1675 a free temporal foundation 
under the protection of the biſhopric of Mwun/ter. To it belongs a pea- 
fantſhip of the ſame name, together with ſome other proper appendages 


in the county of Bentheim, for which reaſon this foundation has a proper 


amt-man of its own. It has alſo feat and voice at the Land-diets. 


Brandlecht, a noble houſe belonging to the family of Droſten, and having 
alſo both feat and voice at the Land-diets.

3. The prefecturate of Eu BLICHEIM is likewiſe ftill reckoned in the 


per County, and conſidered as a peculiar lordſhip, being alſo particularly 


mentioned in the Imperial feudal letters. From the province of Drente 
a large moraſs extends itſelf into this prefecturate. 


Emblicheim, in common diſcourſe called Emblikamh, i

Laerwold, a village, ſeated on the Vechte, and in which is the noble houſe 
of Laer, which appertained to the family of Laer, now extinct, together 
with the noble houſe of Molda, belonging to the family of Bentink, both 
which are poſſeſſed of voice and ſeat at the Land-diets.

1. The prefecturate of Niexavs, into which a large tract of moor- 
land extends itſelf from the bifhopric of Munſter. In it is | 
Mienbus, or Neuenhaus, a town ſeated on the Dinel, which not far from 
this place falls into the Vechte. The pretty ſtrong citadel, which formely ſtood 
here, is at preſent quite fallen to ruin. Count John II. firſt founded this 
Citadel at the cloſe of the thirteenth century, which gave occaſion to the 
erecting of many houſes, out of which at length a town arofe, which 
obtained its firſt town-privileges from Count Bernhard in the year 1370. 
The citadel here was taken in 1417 by biſhop Frederick of Utrecht, with 
the aſſiſtance of the towns of Deventer, Campen, and Zwoll ; and on its being 
reſtored again the Count was obliged to acknowledge it as a fief of Utrecht, 
in heu of which the whole county was afterwards wanted to be

F. 1, JHIS county is alſo to be ſeen in the charts mentioned before 
under the county of Bentheim, and is wholly ſurrounded: by the 
biſhopric of Munſter, In the year 1495 the whole country, as it was 
made a county of the Empire, is nearly five German miles long, and the 
{outh tract one and a half, but the northern two and a half broad. The Aa, 
which riſes on its ſouthern limits, traverſes the whole length of the coun- 
try, diſcharging itſelf, on the confines of the biſhopric of Mur/ter and the 
county of Bentheim, into the Hechte. | | 

$. 2. The hiſtory of this country has been already related under the 
county of Bentheim. Here, however, is further to be added, that after it 
was raiſed in the year 1495, by the Emperor, to be a county of the Em- 
pire, its immediacy or independency was diſputed by the bithopric of Mun- 
fer. The tedious ſuit which aroſe about it was at lenth ſet afide in the year 
1716 in ſuch manner that only the citadel, the town and the pariſh of 
Steinfurt, fo far as the laſt of theſe extends without the walls, were to 
be reckoned an immediate county of the Empire, together with all the 
fuperiority, prerogatives, and emoluments, which appertain to an imme- 
diate State thereof : On the other hand, all places fituate without the parith 
of Steinfurt, as namely the pariſhes of Borchorſt, Labr, and Holzhauſen, 
which have been deſcribed above, p. 326, 327, under the biſhopric of 
Munſter, were to belong to the ſuperiority of that biſhopric ; but the under- 
ſeignioral juriſdiction, together with the firſt inſtance in fiſcal matters, 
and all emoluments depending thereon were to remain to the Count of 
Steinfurt. The Count of Steinfurt received for ſuch abdication and in 
conſideration of his abolition of the ſuit, once for all, 125,000 rixdollars. 

j. 3. The Count of Bentheim-Steinfurt enjoys both ſeat and voice in 
the J/Ve/tphalian college of the Counts of the Empire, and at the Diets of 
the circle thereof. To a Roman month it contributes ſeven florins, thirty- 
two kruitzers; and to each chamber-term five rixdollars, eighty-nine kruit- 
zers; and the biſhopric of Munſter is, on account of Steinfurt, 10 pay 

thirty- 
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thirty-four rixdollars, fifty-three kruitzers and a quarter. An account of 
the arnrs of Steinfurt is to be found above under the county of Bentheim. 

$. 4. Thus at this day the immediate Imperial county of Steinfurt con- 
ſiſts only of | 

The town or burg of Steinfurt, which lies on the Aa, and in the year 
1343 obtained the privileges of a town. The inhabitants here are for the 
moſt part Calvini/ts. The Calviniſti town-church has alſo been uſed ever 
ſince the year 1673 by the Roman-catholics ; but by the above-mentioned 
agreement with Munster this community is aboliſhed, and the Roman- 
catholics have been permitted to build a church for themſelves. The Gym- 
naſium illuſtre here, which was founded by Count Arnold in the year 1 591, 
is from him called Arnoldinum, and has five profeſſors belonging to it, to- 
gether with fix preceptors, having been formerly very flouriſhing. Cloſe 


to the town, not far from the great church, is a commandery of the order 
of St. John or Hoſpitallers.

I. The County of TEcKLENBURG 


F. 1. I S diſtinctly and ſufficiently to be ſeen on the charts of the biſhopric 

of Munſter, which are mentioned above, p. 320. To the north 
and eaſt it terminates on the biſhopric of Oſnabruck, and to the ſouth and 
welt on that of Munſter. Its length amounts to five, and its breadth to 
about two Germon miles and a half. 

SI. 2. This county has a ſufficiency of land belonging to it for all forts 
of corn, as alſo a good breed of cattle, together with holts, turf, fowl and 
veniſon, and likewiſe ſmall rivers and brooks which are rich in fiſh, as namely 
the Haſe, and the Dute; and in the mountains are quarries of ſtone. 
Much linen too is wrought and exported from this county. 

S. 3. In the beginning of the Reformation Count C:nrad ſoon introduced 

the Lutheron doctrine here; but his daughter's ſon, Count Arnold of Ben- 
theim and Tecklenburg, in the year 1586, brought in the Calviniſt; and thus 
the whole country is of the Calviniſt church. | 

F. 4. The county of Tecklenburg was formerly far more conſiderable than 

It is at preſent. To it belonged for inſtance, the ſeigniory, prefecturate, 

and citadel of Cloppenburg, together with the little town of Fy/oyta, and 

the burg or fort of Schnappen, the Ems land and Hummelinger land; and 


alto 
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alſo the citadel, town, and prefecturate of Bevergern, with all its appen- 
dages; which places and diſtricts are fallen to the biſhopric of Munſter, 
ſee above, p. 328, together with the ſeigniory of Lingen, of which we (hall 
treat below. The ſeries of the old Counts of Tecklenburg commences with 
one Cobbs who lived in the ninth century, and of whom Cranz ſometimes 


makes mention. That the county of Tec#/enburg, after the death of 


Count Conrad, came by his daughter and heireſs Anna to the Counts of 
Bentheim, and in the diviſion of 1591 fell to Count Adolphus, has been 


related above under the county of Bentheim. In this place we are only fur- 
ther to add that the brothers and ſiſters of the faid Count Conrad, and in par- 
ticular his ſiſter Anna, who was married to Count Phriip of Sclms, laid 
claim to the allodial county of Tecꝶlenburg, and that her fon Conrad, Count 
of Solms, in the year 1577 commenced a ſuit with Bentheim on this account, 
which was ſucceeded by an advantageous ſentence of the chamber-judica- 
tory in 1686 in favour of Selms-Praunfels, by which three eighths of the 
county of Tecklenburg, and the ſeigniory of Rheda, together with all the 
incomes thereof, which had been enjoyed ſince the carrying on the proceſs 
were adjudged to him; to the actual poſſeſſion of which three eighths he 
alſo arrived in the year 1698. In 1699 it was ftipulated between 7 
Adolphus Count of Bentheim-Tecklenburg, and William Maurice, Count of 
Solms and Tecklenburg, at Lengerich, that the latter on account of the in- 
comes of the county which had been adjudged to him from the com- 
mencement of the proceſs till the year 1695 ſhould now have the whole 


citadel of Tecklenburg, together with three fourths of the county of Teck- 


-»burg, and one fourth of the citadel and ſeigniory of Rheda; but that 


Bentheim-Tecklenburg ſhould retain one fourth of the county of Tecklenburg, 


and three fourths of the citadel and ſeigniory of Rheda. This ſtipulation 
was confirmed, moreover, in the ſame year by both parties at Braunfels, as 
alſo by the Emperor. But the only fon of the above- mentioned Count 
F:hn Adolpbus, by name Jobn Auguſtus and to whom the father, on account 
of his advanced age ceded the county in the year 1700, dying in the fol- 
lowing year 1701, and thus Frederick Maurice of Bentheim- Hehen- Limburg 
and brother to Jobn Adolphus, arriving to the government of Teck/enburg and. 
Rheda; the latter, who had nothing to do with the above-mentioned ſti- 
pulation, commenced the proceſs a-new at the aulic-council of the Em- 
pire; upon which So/ms-Braunfels in 1707 diſpoſed of its right to the King 
of Pruſſia, who upon this took poſſeſſion of the whole county. 

§. 5. The Tecklenburg arms have been mentioned. above under the county. 
of Bentheim. The King of Pruſſia, on account thereof, enjoys both ſeat. 
and voice in the We/tphalian college of Imperial Counts, and alſo at the Diets 
of the circle of Weſtphalia. To a Roman month Tecklenburg is to pay. three 
horſe and ten foot, or feventy-fix florins; and to one chamber-term forty 
n:xdollars, fifty-two kruitzers and a quarter.

$. 7. The Sovereign's domains in this county bring in yearly about 
24,000 rixdollars. The amount of taxes, exciſe, &c. is included in the 
ſum mentioned above, p. 349, under M:ndex. 

FS. 8. This county comprizes in it DO, 

1. The town-of Tecklenburg, formerly called Teckenborg or J. eckeneborg 
the very ancient citadel belonging to which is ſeated on a mountain and 
ruinous. The provincial judicatory of the county is held at this place. 

2. Lengerich, or Margarethen-Lengerich, has, ever ſince the year 1724 
been a ſmall town though an open place. ; 

In the church here the noble houſes of Mart, Vortlage, Cronenburg, and 
others are united. At this place alſo lies the Sovereign's eſtate of 
Scholtbroch. . | 

3. Cappeln, or Weſter-Cappeln, alſo contains town-immunities. 

To the pariſh of Cappeln belong fix villages, together with the noble 
houſes of Langenbruck, Cappeln, and Velpe. 

4. The pariſh of Linen, in which lies the Sovereign's eſtate of Kerſlapel. 

5. The pariſh of Ladbergen. 

6. The pariſh of Werſen, in and at which lies the Halerfeld, where in 
the year 1180, a battle was fought betwixt Duke Henry the Lion and 
Philip archbiſhop of Cologn ; and in 1308 between Conraa, biſhop of Mun- 
fer, and Lewis biſhop of Oſnabruck. 

7. The pariſh of Lotte, in which formerly ſtood the cloyſter of Ofter- 
berg, in Latin Mons oriens. 

8. The pariſh of Lehden, in which is a noble free temporal foundation 
conſiſting of one abbeſs, and nine conventuals. 

9. The pariſh of Ledde, in which is the noble houſe of Meſenburg. 

10. The parith of Schole lies ſeparate and towards Lingen. In this pariſh

Ct T HIS county is beſt ſeen on the charts of the biſhopric of Munſter, 
p. 320, being ſurrounded by that biſhopric, as alſo by the 
biſhopric of Oſnabruct, and in part likewiſe by the county of Tecklenburg.

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The ſoil of this country, taken in general, is but of moderate fertility. In 
the upper county are ſome good pits of coal and quarries of ſtone. 

$. 2. The prevailing church here, indeed, is the Calviniſt, but moſt 
of the inhabitants of the country are Romarn-catholics, which is owing to 
the following cauſe, namely that at the time of the Reformation the Pro- 
teſtant Count Conrad was obliged to reſign this part of his country to 
Ryman-catholic Lords, upon which it came entirely under the Spaniſb do- 
minion, as the following paragraph will ſhew. Now though under the 
government of Nafſau-Orange the churches here were ceded to the Cal- 
viniſts, and the Roman-catholics obliged to perform the exerciſe of their 
religion in the adjoining countries. Yet in 1717 King Frederick William 
permitted them to attend their Divine Service in a limited manner in the 
country itſelf; but they are obliged to pay to the Calviniſt preachers the 
Jura Stolz. Of the Lutherans there are but few in the country. 

$. 3. The preſent county of Lingen belonged formerly as a prefecturate 
to the county of Tecklenburg, and has alſo been frequently ceded to the 
divided brothers, and likewiſe ſtiled a lordſhip. In this manner the di- 
vided Count Nicolas V. of Tecklenburg poſſeſſed Lingen for his ſhare, who 
dying in 1541 without legitimate heirs of his body, the country fell again 
upon that to his brother's ſon, Count Conrad of Tecklenburg. This laſt, 
on account of his acceeding to the Smalcaldick league, was put under the 
ban of the Empire by the Emperor Charles V. and the execution there- 
of conferred on Count Maximilian of Buren, who twice fell upon Count 
Cinrad, and obliged him to abandon the ſeigniory of Lingen, together with 
four other pariſhes belonging to the county of Tecklenburg, as allo his de- 
mands on the biſhopric of Munſter, and likewiſe to pay down a ſum of 
25,000 rix-dollars, and in 1548 he was inveſted by the Emperor Charles V. 
with Lingen as a county, under full exemption from all the taxes of the Em- 
pire. Count Maximilian of Buren died ſoon after and left behind him a 
daughter named Anna, .who was afterwards married to William I. Prince of 
Neſſau-Orange. Her guardians diſpoſed of the county of Lingen to the Em- 
peror Charles V. which in 1555, together with the Burgundian countries, was 
reſigned by him to his fon Philip II. King of Spain, who alſo retained it 
notwithſtanding all the repreſentations and complaints of the Counts of 
Tecklenburg; till Maurice Prince of Orange, on whoſe father William J. 
it was conferred as a preſent in 1578, by King Philip II. made himſelf 
maſter thereof in the year 1597. Now though the Spaniards were again 
in the poſſeſſion of this county from the year 1605 to 1632; yet at length, 
after their retreat, it fell a ſecond time to the houſe of Naſſau-Orange, and 
on the death of William III. the King of Pruſia took poſſeſſion thereof, 
uniting it at length again with Tecklenburg. | 

$. 4. The arms of this county are an anchor Or, in a field azure. The 
Emperor Charles V. exempted it, as he alſo did the other Burgundian coun-

N i P SCH E MK and G. Valk have engraved a particular chart of 
the counties of the Mark and Ravensberg. The county of Ra- 
densberg is environed by the biſhoprics of Munſter and Oſnabruck, as alſo 


by the principality of Minden, together with the counties of Schauenburg 


and Lippe, and likewiſe by the biſhopric of Paderborn, the county of Riti- 
berg, and the ſeigniory of Rheda. 5 
F. 2. Its ſoil on the other ſide of Bzelefeld and the mountains, is ſandy, 


but towards the principality of Minden is much better, and partly bears 


as much corn as the inhabitants have occaſion for, but partly alſo, and 
chiefly, flax and hemp; in the tract of Schilaſche and Wertber in particular 
an uncommon fine flax is cultivated and prepared, which equals the ſofteſt 
filk. The paſtures here are good, eſpecially about Herford and Bielefeld; 
whence alſo the inhabitants are provided with good cattle. The holts are 
very commodious for hunting, and belong for the moſt part to the nobility 
and other ſubjects. The Sovereign's foreſts are inconſiderable. The high 


mountains which are in this county contain, doubtleſs, good minerals; 


but the adventurers, privileged by the King in the year 1742 for mining, 

have hitherto been permitted only to ſeek and dig for ſtone- coal. Here 

are likewiſe ſome good ſtone-quarries. In the pariſh of Rehme too 1s a ſalt- 

work, The Weſer ſeparates this county from the principality of Minden, 

running below the prefecturate bg Vlotbo. By means of this river is ex-

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ported whatever the county has over and above anſwering the demands of 
the inhabitants, in goods and wares produced there; and, on the other 
hand, a return made in other neceſſaries. Near Rehme it receives into it 
the Werre, which comes out of the county of Lippe; but this laſt alſo, at 
Herford, receives the Aa, and not far from Bebme and Lennigern the Ei, 
which laſt likewiſe receives into it the Varmenau. The Heſſel riſes in the 
prefecturate of Ravensberg, 1alling in the biſhopric of Munster into the 
Embs. The Lutterbach, which riſes not far from Bielefeld, divides itſelf 
into two branches; one of which paſſes through the town of Bieltfeld, 
and the other into the ſeigniory of Rheda. In it alſo are ſome me- 
dicinal ſprings. | | 

8. 3. This county contains two immediate towns and eight amt-towns, 
together with one hamlet and one hundred and thirty villages. Formerly the 
Provincial-diets were held at Fo!lenbeck and Wallenbruck, and the deputies 
of the towns of Herford and Bielefeld, were admitted to the deliberations, 
At preſent, indeed, the nobility ſometimes hold a Land-diet at Bielefeld, 


where they keep their archives and conſult about the common concerns that 


occur : but the form of the Land-diets here has undergone great alterations, 
In this county are forty-five eſtates, which are capable of fitting and voting 
at the Provincial-diets. 9 5 | 

F. 4. Moſt of the inhabitants are Lutheran, and in the county are thirty- 
three Lutheran pariſh-churches. The Calviniſts enjoy the public exerciſe of 
their religion only at Herford and Bielefeld; but the Roman-catholics are 
poſſeſſed of churches at Herford, Bielefeld, Schildeſche, Stockkampen and 
Notlo. The towns of Herford and Bielefeld have likewiſe, indeed, their 
ſpiritual matrimonial-courts, and over the country parithes 1s appointed a 
{uperintendant, together with ſome inſpectors; but the churches, ſchools 
and poor-houſes there ſtand in general under the conſiſtory of Minden. A 
certain number of Jews are allo tolerated here. 

$. 5. The greateſt and molt profitable occupation of the inhabitants 
eonſiſts in ſpinning and weaving of linen. There are not only many 
thouſands of weavers here, but from the neighbouring countries conſider- 


able quantities of linen is alſo brought unbleached to Herford and Bielefeld 


for ſale and there bleached. Both the fine and coarſe linen made here is 


| exported all over Europe, and partly alſo to America, The woollen and 


other manufactures in this place are not conſiderable, but at Bielefeld is a 
ſtocking manufacture; and both there, as well as at Herford, are ſome 
ſtuff- makers. | | | 

$. 6. The firſt Count of this country, named Hermann of Calvelle, lived 
in the twelfth century. The male-ſtock of the Ravensberg Counts became 
extinct in the year 1346, in the perſon of Bernard, the daughter of whoſe 
elder brother and adminiſtrator, by name Margaret, was conſort to Duke 
Gerhard of Juliers, Count of Berg, who, on that account, brought the 


county 
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county of Ravensberg to his family; but Jobn William, duke of Cleve, Ju- 
liers, &c. dying, in the year 1609, without heirs, the Elector John S:gi/- 
mund of Brandenburg, among others, alſo took poſſeſſion of this county, 
in which likewiſe the Electoral houſe of Brandenburg was confirmed by the 
hereditary ſtipulation, concluded 1n the year 1666 with the Pfalzgrave Philip 
William. See above, p. 372. | | 

F. 7. The arms of this county are three ſpars, gules, in a field argent. 

8.8. In the year 1719, it was placed under the regency of Minden. The 
counſellors of the prefecturate in the country, and the magiſtrates in the 
towns, are poſſeſſed, in civil and criminal matters, of the firſt inſtance ; 
and from them appeals lie to the regency, and afterwards to the appeal-court 
of Ravensberg, which, in the year 1750, was united with the ſuperior 
appellation-court, or tribunal, at Berlin. From the town-judicatories of 
Herford and Bielefeld, appeals lie to the appellation-tribunal of Ravensberg. 
The bailiwicks at this day are only penſion places for officers and gentlemen 
to whom, on account of their extraordinary ſervices, the fovereign pays a 
particular regard, and are connected with no manner of labour. The 
finances and taxes here are adminiſtered by the war and domain-chamber 
of Minden, which, on the expreſs order of the King, appoints the contri- 
| bution-month and takes care of their accompts, but ſuffers the yearly prin- 

cipal contribution- accompts to be laid before the Provincial-ſtates, from among 
whom two provincial counſellors are appointed, who are not only poſſeſſed 
of voice and ſeat in the war and domain-chamber, but have alſo the peculiar 
inſpection of the four cheſts of the circle in the prefecturates. 
S. 9. We are now to deſcribe, 


I. Both the immediate towns of this county. | 


1. Bielefeld, the head and firſt town of the county, lies at the foot of a 


mountain. The river Lutterbach runs betwixt the old and the new town, 


both which, in the year 1520, were united under one magiſtracy. Bielefeld 


contains in it pretty nearly eight hundred dwelling-houſes, being well 
built and having two principal churches of Lutherans; namely, that of 
St. Nicholas (at which the ſuperintendant of the county is upper-preacher) 
fituated in the old, and that of St. Mary's in the new town; at the laſt of which 
alſo ĩs a chapter conſiſting of five Raman- catholic and ſeven Lutheran capitu- 

lars, among whom the three Lutheran preachers are comprized, and having 
llkewiſe the right of patronage over the od town church and over the church 


of Spenge. We find here, moreover, a Calviniſt church, together with a 


Reman-catholic chapel, fituated near the new-town church, and a Franciſcan 
monaſtery with a church in it, as alſo an orphan-houſe, together with a 
houſe of correction and ſpinning, and an infirmary containing a chapel; In 

5 | this 
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this town likewiſe is a Latin ſchool, and Bzelefeld has a peculiar matrimonial- 
court of its own. The linen woven and bleached here is famous, and the 
commerce carried on in it conſtitutes the principal means of ſubſiſtance of 
the town. In the orphan-houſe is a ſtocking-manufaQture, and ſtuffs are 
alſo wrought here and tobacco planted, In the town are ſeventeen open 
courts, or ſquares. The nobility hold their Provincial-diets here, and at 
this place alſo keep their archives, This town obtained its firſt privileges 
in the year 1287, of Count Otto, and was formerly a Hanſe-town, 

2. Herford, formerly Hervorden, the ſecond immediate town, is wa- 
tered by the rivers Werre and Aa running through its middle, and divided 
into three parts. The middle part is called the Aliſtadt, in which, excluſive 


of three hundred and ſixty-two burgher's houſes, are a Latin ſchool, or 
gymnaſium, and likewiſe the ſchool-church as it is called; in which, on Sa- 


7urdays, a penitential ſermon is preached by a Lulberan, and where alſo the 
Calvi niſis perform divine worſhip, together with a cloyſter of the poor or 

grey Friars. About one third of the old-town is called the Freedom, and 
this lies between the Verre and the Aa, containing in it the abbey 
deſcribed above, p. 368, together with the court-chapel, the miniſter- 
church and the chapel of St. Antony, as alſo the Juliers and Weſtpbalian 
courts. The ſecond part of this town, which lies to the north-eaſt, is called 
the Neuſtadt, and in it are three hundred and nineteen burgher-houſes : 
the Lutheran church of St. John the Baptiſt, together with a chapter, 
among twelve capitulars, belonging to which is one Roman-catholic one : 
the brother-houſe, which a Lutheran father, who is ordained, inhabits : 
the ſiſter-houſe, in which are the new-town ſchool and two capitular 
dwellings, together with the commandery-court of the order of St. Fobn, 
in which is a chapel. The third and ſmalleſt part of this town, which lies 
to the weſt, is called the Radewig, and in this are one hundred and twenty- 
ſix burgher-houſes, together with the Lutheran church of St. James, as alſo 
the Quernbeim and Kettler hof, or court. Thus there are eight hundred 
and ſeven burgher-houſes in the town; but we alſo find within the walls 
many places which have been burnt down, as alſo ſpacious courts and gar- 
dens, together with a paſture and a ſmall field, which is ſown with corn. 
On the mountain hard by the town ſtands the above deſcribed (ſee p. 369.) 
noble, free, temporal under-foundation of St. Mary, together with the ca- 
thedral and twenty-ſix common dwellings. It is not known for certain at 
what time the old-town was built and erected into a town. The new- 
town was founded, in the year 1224, on the property of the foundation; 
but a diſpute ariſing in the time of the Emperor Charles IV. betwixt Duke 
Albrecht of Saxony and Luneburg and the abbeſs of the foundation of Her- 


ford, on account of the property of the town, in the year 1377, it was 


adjudged by the Emperor to the abbeſs. In the year 1547, the abbeſs ceded 
the temporal ſuperioriry, which ſhe had appropriated to herſelf over the 


town, 
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town, to William, duke of Juliers, Cleve and Berg. In the year 163r, 
the chamber-judicatory declared Herford an Imperial city ; but, in the year 
1647, the Elector of Brandenburg cauſed the town to be taken by ſurprizz 


and homage to be paid him. In the year 1650, indeed, the Brandenburg 


garriſon was again withdrawn ; but, in 1651, the town was blocked up by 
ſome of the Elector's people, to whom it ſurrendered in 1652, and again 
paid homage. However, it {till ſtands in the uſual matricula among the 
Imperial cittes. | | 
The diſtrict belonging to the town is above one German mile and a half 
in compaſs. 


II. The four prefecturates, together with the towns and pariſnes 


belonging thereto. 


I. The prefecturate of SPARENBERG conſtitutes almoſt one half of the 


whole county, and has its name from the old mountain-citadel of Sparen- 
berg, which ſtands hard by Bielefeld, having been built in the year 1554, 
and provided with four ſtout bulwarks, or baſtions, according to the faſhion 


of thoſe times. The church here, which lies in this old fort, is at times 


uſed by the Calviniſes for the celebration of divine worſhip; and in this. 
citadel alſo ſtands a thick tower, which is uſed as a priſon, This prefecturate 
conſiſts of five diſtricts, each of which has its officer. 

1. The diſtrict of Brackwede conſiſts of a ſandy and poor bottom, not- 
withſtanding which the inhabitants here procure themſelves aplentiful ſubſiſt- 
ance by ſpinning and weaving. This diſtrict contains in it four pariſhes : v2. 

1. The pariſh of Brackwede, to which belong the celebrated bleaching- 
places of Brelefeld. | 

2. The pariſh of 1/elhorſt. | 

3. The pariſh of Brocłbagen, in which lies the eſtate of Patthorſ?, to- 
gether with the baronies of Consbruch and Ofterloh, 

4. The pariſh of Steinhagen. 2 
11. The diſtri of Heepen, on account of its fruitful bottom, as alſo on 
account of its venery and fiſhery, is pleaſant. The inhabitants apply them- 
ſelves to the weaving of linen, carrying on alſo agriculture and the breeding, 
cattle, At Heepen is a church. The noble eſtate of Mzlſe is well known for 
its bleaching-ground, in which a fine linen is bleached. At this place alſo 


lies the eſtate of Lubbraſſen. 


111, The diſtrict of Schilaſche, in which are ſome good holts. The 3 


habitants here carry on agriculture and the breeding of cattle, and likewiſe 

weave a fine linen. To it belongs, 
1. Schideſche, or Schildſche, a hamlet, containing a foundation for ladies, 
which was founded in the year 939, and conſiſts of ſeventeen prebends for-

1. Enger, in Latin Angaria, a ſmall amt-town, which, in the year 
1719, obtained town- privileges. At this town, by virtue of an old ſur- 
rendry, Widekind the Great had his place of reſidence; and his monument, 
which the Emperor Charles IV. cauſed to be erected in the year 1377, is to 
be ſeen in the pariſh-church here, but his bones were conveyed to the church 
of St. John at Herford, the chapter belonging to which was firſt founded 
here. In the town is a nobleman's eſtate. Mathildis, widow to the Em- 
peror Henry I. reſided here for ſome time. In the twelfth century this 
place belonged to Duke Henry the Lion, who, on his being put under the 
ban of the Empire, made a preſent of it to Count Bernhard of the Lippe. 
The Counts of the Lippe were, in the fourteenth century, poſſeſſed allo of 
the preſecturate of Enger, which was probably but of ſmall extent; and 
this they mortgaged, in the year 1409, to William of the Berg for 2000 
Rheniſh florins, who mortgaged it again to William of the Mode, and this 
laſt again to Ludeke Nagel, of whoſe poſterity Duke William of Juliers re- 
deemed it in the year 1558. Enger had anciently a citadel, walls and ditches, 
and was a conſiderable place. 


The noble eſtate of Nienburg was united to the church of Enger. At 
Dreyer are two farms of the Sovereign's. »

II. The prefecturate of Ravensberg contains in it good holts, and has alſo 
ſtone-coals, together with ſome works of filver-ore and ſalt-ſprings. The 
inhabitants here ſubſiſt chiefly by the manufacture of a coarſe linen, which 
is carried to America in large quantities. In this prefecturate the original 
Counts of Ravensberg erected their firſt reſidence, ſome remains of which 
are ſtill to be ſeen on a mountain, at the foot of which was founded the 


amt-houſe of Ravensberg, originally named Kubef. This prefecturate is 
divided into three vogteys : vis.

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C3. TH IS county terminates, to the ſouth, on the principality: of 
Minden; to the weſt, on the county of Diepholz; to the north, 
on the county of Delmenhor/i, the territory of the town of Bremen, and 
the Weſer, together with the prefecturate of Thed:inghauſen, belonging to 
Molfenbuttel, as alſo on the Aller; and, to the eaſt, on the principalities of 
Luneburg and Calenberg. Its length amounts to about eight, and the greateſt 
breadth thereof to between ſeven and ſeven and a half German miles. 
$. 2. In this county are, indeed, ſome large heaths, and its ſoil. is, for 
the moſt part, ſandy ; but it contains, nevertheleſs, good arable land and 
paſtures, and on the rivers are ſome marſhy tracts. The arable lands here 


yield. 
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yield as much rye, oats and buck-wheat, as the inhabitants have occaſion 
for ; nay, in ſome places, they have even a pretty large overplus, which is 
exported. In certain parts of this county alſo wheat, barley and flax are culti- 
vated, Excluſive too of the paſturage, which the heaths afford, in it are likewiſe 
paſtures and meadows on the rivers, both which ſupply the inhabitants with 


the means of raiſing a profitable breed of cattle, and bees alſo are bred here. 
The holts, indeed, are not in all the prefecturates any ways conſiderable or 


important, but there is turf here for burning. The Weſer traverſes . the 


country on the eaſt fide, and the Aller, in like manner, waſhes it. Out of 
the prefecturate of Rahgen, in the principality of Minden, comes a water 


which in this county is encreaſed by ſeveral rivulets, and in the prefecturate 
of Liebenau falls into the Weſer. The Dellme and Hunte run through the 
prefecturate of Harp/iedt ; not to mention other waters and ſtreams here. 

S. 3. This county contains in it one town and ſeventeen boroughs. Moſt 
of the peaſants are bondſmen. In general, the inhabitants apply them- 
ſelves partly to agriculture, the breeding of cattle and the keeping of bees ; 


partly to ſpinning and the weaving of linen ; partly to handicrafts, the 


weaving of a woollen-ſtuff and the knitting of ſtockings ; and partly alſo to 
dealing in wool, honey and wax: at Liebenau too are made Jace and ſithes. 
Not to mention their other means of ſubſiſtence, numbers of the males go 


likewiſe in ſpring time to Holland, where they earn a great deal of money ; 


by ſpitting of turf, mowing of graſs and other labour, and return home 
about harveſt-time with a conſiderable part thereof. | 

The States of Hvya conſiſt, 1. of the prelates, which are the foundation 
of Baſſum and the cloyſter of Heiligenrode; but for a conſiderable time back 
neither of them have been ſummoned to the Land-diets: 2. of the nobility and 


the freemen: the former of theſe are owners of the feudal and the remain- 


ing noble eſtates, but the latter poſſeſſors of the noble, free, feudal or here- 
ditary lands: 3. of the town of Nienburg and the boroughs. The whole 
of the nobility and province aſſemble at ſuch times only as new taxes are to 
be impoſed and new ordinances, which are repugnant to the conſtitution, are 
to be paſſed; as alſo whenever a new provincial-counſellor, an upper- 
counſellor of appeals, an aſſeſſor of the aulic-judicatory or a provincial- 
ſyndick are to be elected; and on ſuch other occaſions likewiſe as the intereit 
of the ſeveral individual members requires. The treaſury-college, which 
conſiſts of three domeſtic, noble, provincial-counſellors, as alſo of the 
learned treaſury-deputies of the Burgher-ſtate, one of whom is always 
taken from the upper and the other from the lower-county, meets ordi- 
narily four times a year for the inſpection of the treaſury- inventory and the 
accompts of the receipts and diſburſement of the provincial- collections. The 
narrower provincial- ban, or detachment, conſiſts of the three provincial- 
counſellors, one noble deputy of the retident nobility of the upper-county, 
and one alſo of the reſident nobility of the under-county, together with a 
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deputy of the freemen, a deputy of the town of Nienburg, and one of the 
borough of Hoya and one alſo of the borough of Stolzenau. This ban goes 
four times a year to Hanover; that is to ſay twice for the hearing of the pro- 
poſitions of the provincial Diet, and twice for the preſenting of the declaration 
of the province. The greater ban, which conſiſts of the three noble provincial 
councellors, together with two deputies from the nobility of the upper, and 
two from the nobility of the under county, as alſo of a deputy from the nobility, 
and two from the free men together with the two treaſury-deputies of the 
burgher ſtate; and laſtly, from among the burgher-maſters of the town of 
Nienburg, and the boroughs of Hoya, Stolzenau and Sublingen, aſſembles 
ordinarily twice a year, at which time it is conſulted concerning the pro- 
poſitions of the provincial Diet and all other provincial matters, as likewiſe 
of what has been concluded upon by the treaſury-college, or the narrower 
ban, which admitting of no delay, is approved of, and the choice of the 


deputies, provincial commiſſaries and other officers immediately ſet about. 


$. 4. The whole country is of the proteſtant Lutheran church, and con- 
tains in it fifty-four pariſhes, over which one general ſuperintendent and 
four ſpecial ſuperintendents preſide. Theſe ſtand under the confiſtory of 
Hanover. 

$. 5. The county of Hoya at firſt conſiſted only of a ſmall extent of 
land; but has been gradually enlarged by ſtipulations and marriages to 
ſuch a degree that many of its neighbours became jealous of it. The firſt 
family of the Lords of Hoya became extinct in the perſon of one named 
Gottſchalk, Of the ſecond family the Counts and brothers Gerhard and 


John are to be remarked, who, between the years 1320 and 1330, ſhared 


the country between them in ſuch a manner that the former obtained the 
Lewer and the latter the Upper County, which denomination has prevailed 
ever ſince. The firſt of theſe lines became extinct in the year 1 502 in the 
perſon of Count Frederick ; and though the other line, in particular that 
of Count Juſt, by virtue of a ſtipulation of hereditary ſuccefſion, made 
in 1459 betwixt both lines, put itſelf in poſſeſſion of the under county, 
yet the Emperor, ſo early as the year 1501, conferred on Duke Henry 
the Younger, of Luneburg, the expectancy thereof; of whom alſo Count 
Juſt of Hoya at length, namely, in 1526, received the county in under- 
fee, the eventual homage being performed to the Duke by the ſubjects of 
Hoya. The race of Count Juſt became extin& in 1582 in his fourth fon 
Otto, upon which the county was divided among the three ducal lines of 


Calenberg, Wolfenbuttel and Celle. The firſt of theſe obtained the prefec- 


turates of the Upper County, viz. Stolgenau, Ebrenburg, Sycke, Steyerberg, 
Stedenburg, Diepenau, and Babrenburg; but that of Celle, the prefecturates 
of the Lower County, namely Hoya, Nienburg and Liebenau, together with 
Old and New-Bruchhauſen. Duke Erich of Calenberg dying in the year 
1584 without children, his ſhare in the oounty of Hoya, together with the 


prin- 
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principality of Calenberg, fell to the line of WFelfenbuttel; and on the de- 
ceaſe of Duke Frederick Ulrich of Wolfenbuttel in 1634, the Upper County 
of Hoya devolved to the houſe of Brunfwick-Luneburg, and came on a di- 
viſion to Duke William of Haarburg ; in whom the Haarburg line becoming 
extinct in the year 1642, it fell to that of Celle, which thus became poſ- 
ſeſſed of the whole county, that is to ſay of as much of it as came to the 
houſe of Brunſwick. But in 1682 the fix prefecturates of the Upper County, 
namely thoſe of Stolzenau, Siedenburg, Babrenburg, Steyerberg, and Die- 
penau, together with the prefecturate of Harpfledt, and the cloyſter of 
Heiligenrode, were added to the principality of Calenberg; which ſeparation 
continued till 1705 when the line of Celle becoming extinct the whole 
county was again united, and in the Imperial act which iſſued on the con- 


ferring of the electoral dignity on the line of Brunfwick-Hanover, was added 


to the electoral dominions. | 

But after the death of Count Otto, by virtue of the ſtipulation of 1 526, 
a part alſo of the county of Hoya fell to Heſſe-Caſſel as ſuperior, as namely 
the prefecturates of Uchte and Freudenberg; and on the contrary, the ſhare 
which the electoral houſe of Brunſwick and Luneburg had obtained in 
the prefecturate of Thedinghauſen, together with the prefecturate of VMeſten, 
was incorporated with the county of Hoya. | 

$. 6. The arms for Hoya conſiſt of two bear's paws fable turned outwards, 
in a field Or. 

F. 7. The electoral houſe of Brunſwick poſſeſſes, on account of Hoya, 
both ſeat and voice in the college of the Fe/i{phalian Counts of the Empire, 
and that between Steinfurt and Virnenburg. The Imperial taxation of the 
electoral houſe, on account of Hoya, is two horſe and fix foot, or monthly 
forty-eight florins, and to each chamber-term it formerly paid nine rix- 
dollars on the above account, but at preſent contributes one general ſum for 
the whole of the electoral lands put together. 5 

§. 8. The high provincial colleges, which the county of Hæya holds 
partly in common with the whole electoral lands of Brunjwick-Lu- 
neburg, and partly with the principality of Calenberg, ſhall be deſcribed 
below under the latter in the circle of Lower-Saxony. To the aulic judica- 
tory of Hanover the province of Hoya preſents one aſſeſſor in conjunction 


with the county of Diepholz; to the upper judicatory of appeals at Celle 


one councellor; as alſo in conjunction with the province of Grabenhagen, 
one other upper councellor of appeals, when among the ſeveral counties 
of the electoral lands it comes to its turn. To the viſitation of the upper 
judicatory of appeals the counties of Hoya and Dzephotz ſend one deputy. 
The contribution granted in the county of Hoya is agreeable to a cer- 
tain conſtant rule or ſtandard, eſtabliſhed in the year 1680, and which 
with reſpe& to the contribution of the dutchy of Luneburg is almoſt as 
ten to thirty-ſeven. The town of Nienburg pays no „ 
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but only an exciſe. The treafury here is managed by the treaſury college 

(F. 3.) and the revenues of it are applied to the provincial diſburſments ; as 

for inſtance, towards the payment of the provincial officers, the aſſeſſor of 

the aulic-judicatory, &c. The country alſo grants forage to the horſe quar- 

tered upon it, which forage it pays in money; as alſo a certain ſum in lien 

of the magazine-corn, to be raiſed for the foot quartered there, together 

with a proportion towards the expences of embaſſies, and the maintenance of 

the univerſity of Gottingen. Theſe are the moſt important ordinary ex- 

pences ; to which if we add the revenues ariſing to the Sovereign from the 

ſeveral prefecturates, the county of Hoya, with reſpect to the burden of its 

impoſts, is beyond diſpute one of the mrs yo | 

F. 9. This county has a twofold general diviſion. Firſt it is divided into 

the upper and lower county; to the former of which appertain the prefec- 

| turates of Babrenburg, Diepenau, Ehrenburg, Harpſtedt, Siedenburg, Stol- 

zenau, Steyerberg and Sycke ; to the latter Old and New Bruchbauſen, Heya, 

Liebenau, Nienburg, Thedinghauſen and Weſten. Secondly, the States of Haya 

are divided into four quarters, and this diviſion I ſhall make the baſis of 
my deſcription.

2. The vogties of Pennigſebi and Staff borſt, conſiſt for the moſt part 
of ſingle ſeats, or farms, being alſo blended in part with the ſubjects of the 
prefecturates of Nienburg, Hoya and Bruchbauſen. 

IV. The fourth quarter contains in it., 

1. The prefecturates of OLD and NEW-BRUCHHAUSEN, which are go- 
verned by the ſame officers. The ancient county of Bruchhauſen, which 
contained in it much more ground than the preſent prefecturate, came by 
virtue of a ſtipulation made with Count Henry of Old and New-Bruchbauſen 
to the Counts of Lower Hoya, who were alſo inveſted therewith by the 
archbiſhopric of Bremen. But theſe becoming extinct in 1502, the Dukes 
of Brunſwick were inveſted with the county by the archbiſhopric, who by 
virtue of a ſtipulation entered into in the year 1526, made it over as an 
under-fief to the Count of Upper-Hoya. To theſe prefecturates which are 
reckoned in the under county, belongs 

Old-Bruchbauſen, a borough containing a Sovereign's citadel and a manor, 
together with a chapel, The Sovereign's manor of Heiligenberg allo lies in 


the neighbourhood of this place. | Mobr,

2. The prefecturate of WESTEN lies betwixt the Meſer and the Aller. 
The marſhland on the Weſer is more fruitful than that on the Aller. This 
prefecturate belonged formerly to the biſhopric of Verden, and with it came 
to the crown of Sweden. In the year 1649, Queen Chriſtina conferred the 
village and houſe of Ye/ten on her factor at Hamburg, Henry Leſchhorn, who 
diſpoſed of it in the year 1653, with her conſent, to Thomas of Gerſtenberg. 


By virtue of the ſtipulation entered into betwixt the crown of Sweden and 


the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg in 1679, the former ceded that whole tract 
of land to the latter, which lies in the angle, where the Veſer and Aller unite, 
and conſequently the village of Weſter, together with the Dorverden and 
the marſh-vogtey, which from that time have unitedly formed the prefec- 
turate of Meſten. This prefecturate conſiſts of two vogties, vi. | 

1. Of the vogtey of Dorverden, in which lies the church-village of Dor- 
werden and at Drubber a gentleman's ſeat. 5 

2. The marſh-vogtey, in which at Meſten is a church and the amt-houſe, 
at Dolbergen a free ſeat, at Riede a gentleman's ſeat, and at Stedebergen alſo 
a gentleman's ſeat. | 

3. The Sovereign's manor before Verden. 

3. The prefecturate of THEDINGHAUSEN fell at the peace of VMeſtphalia 
to the ſhare of the crown of Sweden, together with Bremen and Verden; 
but by virtue of the peace of Celle in 1679 was reſtored again by that houſe 
to the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg, upon which in 1681 it was ſhared 
between Celle and Brunſwick; when that part of it which is at preſent 


called the royal and electoral, was incorporated with the county of Hoya, 


and obtained the ſame officers with the prefecturate of Veſten. The ſoil on 
the Weſer is remarkably fertile, whence the inhabitants here apply them- 
elves to agriculture with great diligence, and alſo fatten much cattle. This 
prefecturate conſiſts of eighteen villages, among which we are to remark 
Blender, a church-village. In the united village of Vaſte is a gentleman's 
eat. |

F. I. T HIS county is to be ſeen in Homann's chart of the archbiſhopric of 

| Treves, which in the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the forty-firſt, 
and is for the molt part ſurrounded by this archbiſhopric, but on one ſide alſo 
by the archbiſhopric of Colagn. It lies in the Eiffel. | 

$. 2. The daughter and heireſs of Count Milliam of Virnenburg brought 
it to her conſort, Count Conan of Manderſcheidt ; but diſputes aroſe about 
it with the Elector of Treves, which diſputes in 15 54 were ſo far laid aſide 
by ſtipulation that the Count of Manderſcheidt renounced the ſeigniory of 
Montreal, as alſo Great and Little Pellenz, and was inveſted with the re- 
maining eſtates of the County of Virnenburg by the Elector of Treves, at 
which time this laſt was likewiſe declared a female fief. Anna Salome, 


conſort to Count Charles of Manderſcheidt-Geroljtein, made an exchange 


with her brother Count Chri/topher Lewis of Lowenſtein-Wertheim, in as 
much as ſhe ſurrendered to him the County of Virnenburg, and on the con- 
trary received the ſeigniory of Kronenburg and Dalheim, together with their 
appurtenances. The Count-line of the houſe of Lowen/tein-Wertheim com- 
plains that it is in actual poſſeſſion only of one ſixth of the county of Virnen- 
burg; the other five ſixths of it being fallen into ſtrange hands. 

$. 3. The arms of this county are ſeven lozenges gules, in a field Or. It 
enjoys both ſeat and voice, as well in the Je/tphalan college of the Counts 
of the Empire, as at the Diets of Weltphalia between Hoya and Diepholg. 
Out of the forty florins, which it was formerly obliged to pay down to each 
Roman month, in the year 1685 twenty-five were deducted, fo that only

$. I. s & H1S county is ſurrounded by the county of Haya, the biſhoprics 
of Munſter and Oſnabrucꝶł, and the principality of Minden. Its 
length amounts to ſomewhat more than three, and its breadth to a little 


F. 2. This country conſiſts for the moſt part of heaths and moors, con- 


taining in it more meadow and paſture than arable land, the latter of which 


alſo requires diligent attendance. In the prefecturate of Lemforde the want 
of dung is compenſated by the following means, vis. a number of per- 
ſons go behind the plough and again dig the furrows which have been 
turned up, with ſpades, finking into the ground as deep as poſſible. The 
land treated in this manner is found to be very fruitful. Turf ſupplies 
the want of ſufficient fuel here for burning. The Dummerſee, which is 
reckoned in the county of Dzepholz, and therein in the prefecturate of Lem- 
forde, is one German mile in length and half a one broad, but no where 
above twelve or ſixteen feet deep, and in the ſhalloweſt places only eight. 
The water of this lake is clear and rich in fiſh, particularly in large carp ; 
but theſe on account of the mooriſh bottom, and the wood to be found up 
and down therein, are ſeldom taken. Wild-ducks are alſo caught upon 
this lake. The little river of Hunte, which pours itſelf into it out of the 
biſhopric of Oſnabruck, after coming out of it again, is together with the 
other fix outlets of the lake, called by the general name of Lohne. 

$. 3. In this county are four boroughs, and almoſt 1900 fire-places. 


The inhabitants ſubſiſt for the moſt part by the breeding of cattle, which 


they ſell in Holland, and the parts about the Rhine. To Bremen, Holland and 


America, is exported their coarſe linen, which almoſt all the peaſants work 
at, and for which they truck the neceſſary tow, or hards, which are moſtly 
received out of the principality of Minden and the biſhopric of Munter. 
They likewiſe make a coarſe kind of woollen ſtuff; and in ſpring and ſum- 
mer numbers of them earn a great deal of money in Holland by mowing 
and ſpitting of turf. 

F. 4. This country is of the Lutheran church, and contains in it ten 
pariſhes, which ſtand under the inſpection of a ſuperintendent. To them, 
moreover, is annexed the pariſh of Goldenſtedt, in which are many Roman- 
catholic inhabitants. | 

F. 5. The ancient Lords of Drepholz have for a long time ſtiled them- 
ſelves Noble Lords, and not Counts. The Emperor Maximilian I. firſt 
granted in the year 1517 to Henry the Younger of Luneburg the expectancy 
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of the county of Drepholz, and in 158 5 the Diepholz male: line becoming 
extinct in the perſon of Count Frederick, Duke William of Celle took pol- 
ſe Non thereof. In this houſe it continued without interruption till the year 
1666; but after the death of Duke Chriſtian Lewis of Celle, his elder bro- 
ther, George William, making choice of the principality of Celle, he ceded 
to his youngeſt brother, Duke Erneſt Auguſtus, biſhop of Oſnabruck, firſt 
for his life-time, and afterwards hereditarily, the county of Diephols; and 


this laſt, after the death of his brother 70 Frederick, obtaining the princi- 


pality of Calenberg, in 1685 he brought to it the county of Diepbolz. 
F. 6. The arms for Diepholz are a lion argent, with a crown Or, in a 
field azure, together with an eagle of the ſame, in a field argent. 

$. 7. The matricular taxation of this county is one horſe and four foot, 
or monthly, twenty-eight florins. In 1653, the circular taxation of Die- 
pholz was three horſe and twelve foot, of which the poſſeſſor of the houſe 
of Auburg took upon himſelf three foot. The chamber-terms are com- 
prized under the general ſum, which the Electoral-houſe pays to the cham- 
ber- judicatory. The King of Great-Britain, on account of this county, 
enjoys both ſeat and voice in the Heſiphalian college of Counts of the Em- 
pire, and alſo at the JY:/iphal:an Diets. At both theſe, Diepholz fits be- 
tween Virneuburg and Spiegelberg. 

$. 8. The eſtabliſhed ſum of the contribution for Diepholz is, with reſ- 
pect to that which the county of Hyd raiſes, as one to fix. This country 
has horſe quartered upon it, and alſo contributes forage-money, but no 
corn for the magazines. Towards the maintenance of the univerſity of 
Gottingen it pays alſo a ſtated ſum yearly. With retpect to certain privileges 
of the province which regard the upper court of appeals, an account has 
been given of them above under the county of Hoya. 
Fir. 9. This county conſiſts of two prefecturates, which are 

1. The prefecturate of DitPHoLz, containing 

Diepholx, a large borough ſeated on the Hunte, in which lies the amt- 
houſe, fix gentlemen's ſeats, and a ſuperintendency. 

2. The vogtey of Barnſtorf, in which is 

Baruſtorf, a borough, containing a pariſh-church, together with _ 

Twenty-three villages. At Don/lorf is the ſeat of Dannbollen; at Derpel 
a gentleman's feat, and a noble freedom; at Becꝶſtedt, a noble Meyer; 
at Collenrade, a parith-church, and a noble Meyer, or farm; at Holtorf is 
allo a noble Mryer ; and at Vahreneſch the ſame. 

The parith of Geldenſtedt, the inhabitants of which are ſubjects of the 


prefecturate of Dzepholz, but in part alſo ſubjects of Munſter. At the 


church here the foundation of C:rvey were formerly poſſeſſed of the right of 
patronage, and preſented to the Count of Diepholz a proteſtant candidate, 
who was conſecrated and inducted by Diepholg. Afterwards the biſhopric 
of Murjter engrolied to itſelf this right of patronage, and in 1646 " 
| | | ducte 
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ducted a Roman-catholic preacher, and ſuch alſo ſtill prevails there; but the 
electoral- houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg appoints a Proteſtant ſexton for the 
church who rings to church, and at the very time when the Roman- 
catholics perform their divine ſervice, ſings Proteſtant hymns. The preachers 
at Callenrade and Barnſtorf exerciſe among the Proteſtant inhabitants the 
duties of the prefecturate; and theſe for the moſt part aſſiſt in the church 
at the ſinging of devout hymns, | 

z. The vogtey of Drebber contains in it the borough of Carnau, together 
with nine villages. At Aſchen and Ofſenbeck lies Falkenhardt, a gentleman's 
ſeat ; at Barver, a pariſh-church and a free farm; at Marien-Drebber a 
pariſh-church and two free farms; at Jacob's-Drebber a pariſh-church and 
a free farm, or ſeat; and at St. Hulfe and Heede a gentleman's ſeat and 
two free farms. 3 

2. The prefecturate of LeMyorDE conſiſts of one borough and eight 
villages ; namely 

Lemforde, formerly Leuenforde, or Leuenfurt, a borough ſeated in a 
morraſſy ſpot, and formerly ſurrounded with a rampart and ditch, which 
in 1635 were thrown down and filled up. This place contains a pariſh- 
church. 

Brockum, a church-village in which lies a gentleman's ſeat, 

Lembruch, a village fituate hard by the Dummerſee, together with the 
ſeats lying on the Kublhorſt and the Eberſborſt. 

Burlage, a Sovereign's manor, formerly a nunnery, and in which till lies 
a pariſh-church. | | 

Stemſhorn, a village, in which lies the ſeat of Teddendeich. 

Rem. The prefecturate of AuBURG together with WAGEN FELD was 
formerly included in the county of Dzepholz, but at preſent Heſje-Caſſel is 
in poſſeſſion of it, though with continued oppoſition from the electoral- 
houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg. Its former poſſeſſor Major-General Baron 
Cornberg gave it out for an immediate lordſhip of the Empire, and in 1710 
ſought on account thereof both ſeat and voice in the circle of Meſepbalia. 
He endeavoured to ſhew that Auburg, before it was made over in fee to 
H:/je-Cafſel, was a free immediate Allodium of the Empire, and as ſuch de- 
volved in the year 1400 from the Count of Bronkbor/t-Sternwede to the 
Counts of Gemunde, and from them again in 1450, by purchaſe, to the 
Counts of Drepholz, which laſt transferred it in fee in the year 1521 to 
Heſſe-Caſſel, but without parting from their ſuperiority over Auburg. He 
likewiſe maintained, that Auburg enjoyed both ſeat and voice in the circle of 
I:/tþbalia before it came to Diepholz; and that it was now ſeparated again 
from Diepbolx and contributed in particular to the circle of Meſipbalia. 
His remonſtrances, however, were without effect, and after his death, 


Haſe-Caſſel took poſſeſſion of the prefecturate of Auburg.

F. 1. 1 H1s county which is but ſmall in circumference, belongs to the 
principality of Calenberg, being ſurrounded by the Brunſwick pre- 
fecturates of Calenberg, Lauenſtein and Springe. Count Bernhard of Poppen- 


burg was the original of the ancient Counts of Spiegelberg. The old race, 


however, becoming extinct in the year 1557, in the perſon of Count 
Philip, who was lain in the battle of St. Quentin, this county was conferred 
in fief in the year 1583 by Erich the Nunger, Duke of Brunſwick-Calen- 
berg, as ſuperior, on the ſaid Count's eldeſt ſiſter's huſband, Count Her- 
mann Simon of the Lippe, and on the extinction of his male-race in the 
perſon of his fon Philip in the year 1584, on the three ſons of Count 
George of Gleichen, viz. Philip Erneſt, John Lewis, and George, whom he 
had by the above Count Philip of Spregelberg's ſecond ſiſter, named Wal- 
furgis. But Count Jon Lewis of Gleichen, the laſt of his family, dying 
alſo in the year 1631, this county in 1614 was given in ſhare to the Counts 
of Naſau-Dietz, by virtue of an expectancy, which Duke Frederic Ulrich 
of Brunſwick, huſband to his ſiſter Sephia Hederoig, conferred on Count 
Erneſt Caſimir of Naſſau-Dietz ; and from this laſt is deſcended Milliam V. 
Prince of Orange, and hereditary Stadtholder of the United Provinces, who 
at preſent holds this county in poſſeſſion. _ 

F. 2. The Counts and inhabitants of this county muſt perform the oath 
of homage to the Dukes of Brunſwick-Calenberg, the former of whom 
even appear before the higher judicatories of Brunfwick-Luneburg, and ap- 


peals from the ſentences, pronounced at the Count's judicatories, come in 


like manner before them. The prieſts and chaplains of the Count are pre- 
ſented to the electoral-conſiſtory of Brunſwick for examination, trial, and 
probation ſermons. They alſo ſubſcribe to the church-orders of Brunſwick- 
Luneburg, and are conſecrated by the electoral-conſiſtory. When this is 


done, they are inducted by the officers of the Count, but at the induction 


of the preacher of Coppenbrugge a ſermon is made by the electoral- ſuperin- 
tendent. The general church-viſitations here are appointed and held by the 


_ eleQtoral-conſiſtory of Brunſeoick-Luneburg in this county, and at them the 


officers of the Count appear at the ſame time, when they are obliged to 
remove any occurring defects in conjunction with the electoral viſiters: The 
Shiegelberg preachers allo, when ſuſpected of teaching erroneous doctrines, 
or otherwiſe are obliged to give account to the electoral-conſiſtory, and 
preſent themſelves before it on requiſition. In matrimonial and ſpiritual 
matters the Count takes cognizance in the firſt inſtance, and from his coy- 
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nizance an appeal lies to the ſaid conſiſtory. The ſubjects of the county of Sp7/- 
egelberg, together with the other inhabitants of the principality of Callinberg, 
perform the arriere-ban to the electoral-houſe, are burdened with the troops of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg, and contribute their quota towards their maintenance. 
The Counts, indeed, are exempted from appearance at the Provincial-diets 
of Calenberg; but the Calenberg provincial ordinances are alſo publiſhed for 
execution at Spiegelberg. 

$. 3. To the electoral houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg belongs the ſuperiority 
over the county of Spiegelberg, and on account thereof it enjoys, as well in 
the Weſiphalian college of the Counts of the Empire as alſo at the Diets of

the circle of N gpbalia, both ſeat and voice between Diephſe and Rictherg ; 
the electoral houſe at the Diets of the circle of the year 1667, 1671, 1682, 
and moreover in the preſent century carrying the Sprege/berg voice. This 
county was formerly ſubject to a matricular evaluation of two horſe, or 
twenty-four florins ; but at preſent contributes nothing particular, its con- 
tingent being included in that of Calenberg, out of which alſo the taxes of 
the circle are paid, In the uſual matricula Spiegelberg is rated, for one 
chamber-term, at thirty-two rixdollars, forty kruitzers and three quarters; 
and though the Counts indeed pay in theſe ſums immediately at the proper 
place, yet that only happens miniſterially, and by the cheſts and their 
directors, at ſuch times as the Counts ſuffer themſelves to be negligent in 
paying the Spiegelberg contingent when advertiſements are iſſued out on the 


Regent-princes of Calenberg, by the Regency of which whatever is at that 
time neceſſary is ordered. 


$. 4. To this county belong the following places: vi. 

Coppenbrugge, a borough. | 

Hehnſen, a church-village. 

Herchenſen, a village united to that of FHhn/e, 

Brumnehauſen, a church, village.

Neujtadt, villages incorporated in one pariſh with Hochmublen, which lies

Or this county alto conſiderable portions and eſtates ſituate without it are 
held in fict. | | 

The ancient citadel of Siege berg, in which formerly the Counts had their 
refidence, ſtood on an eminence, ſituate at preſent in the prefecturate of 
Lauenſtein. A lord of Homburg cauſed this citadel to be reduced to aſhes, 
and Count Maurice of Spiegelberg at the ſame time to be ſtabbed treacherouſly 
at the houſe of Lauenſteiu. Hard by this place is a hoſpital for old women, 
with a chapel in it to which many pilgrimages are made on account of an 
image of the Virgin there. 
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SE; $ E county of Rietberg, alſo called Rittberg and Retberg, is beſt 
ſeen in the charts of the biſhopric of Paderborn, which have 
been mentioned above, p. 312. This county terminates, to the eaſt, on 
the biſhopric of Paderborn; to the ſouth, on the county of Lippe; to the 
welt, on the Oſnabruck prefecturate of Reckenberg, and, to the north, on 
the county of Ravensberg. Its length amounts to about four and a half, 
and its greateſt breadth to one and a half German miles. 
$. 2. The foil here conſiſts, for the moſt part, of heath, the river Senne, 


which has been deſcribed under the biſhopric of Paderborn, running through 
it. The rivers Embs and Haſtenbeck, which come out of the bithopric of 


Paderborn, traverſe the ſoutherly, and the rivulet of Dalke the northerly part 
of this country. 3 

$. 3. The county of Rietberg, which was otherwiſe allodial, in the year 
1455, was made over in fief by the Count of Hej/e to Count Conrad. Fehn, 
the laſt Count of Rietberg, died in the year 1562, upon which Agnes, his 
widow, entered into an agreement, in 1565, with Heſſe, to the following 
purpoſe: vis. that Heſſe thould inveſt her daughters, Armgard and Walburg, 
anew with this county as a right, hereditary and male fief, to them and the 
legitimate heirs of their bodies, as well ſons as in default of them to 


daughters. The Counteſſes Armgard and Walburg divided the county 


among themſelves, in the year 1576, in ſuch a manner that the former 
obtained the county of Rietberg and the latter the ſeigniories of Eſens, 
Stedejdorf and Wittmund, which have been deſcribed above; But the 
Countels of Armgard dving, in the year 1584, without heirs, the county of 
Nietbe, g fell to her ſiſter Jalburs, whoſe huſband, Count Enno III. of 
Ea/?-Friefland, was inveſted therewith, in 1585, inſtead and in the name 
of his conſort, as a right, hereditary and male fief, to deſcend both to ſons 
and daughters. The Counteſs Valburg died in the year 1586 without 
zale-heirs, leaving behind her only two daughters; namely, Sabine Ca- 

beine and Agnes, who, in the year 1600, entered into a ſtipulation on 
account of the future ſucceſſion to the regency in the ſame manner as their 
mother had for erly done with her fiſter. This ſtipulation was ratified by 
the Emperor R:-/:/ph II. and alſo by the King of Spaun as Duke of Gelders ; 
but the Counteſſes were not able to obtain the inveſtiture thereof from He/je. 
Sabine Catherine married her father's brother, Count oh, of Eaſt-Frie/land, 
and Agnes, Count Gundacker of Lichtenſtein. The Counts Ferdinand, 
Francis and Fobn, ſons to the former, obtained at length from Heſs 
namely, 
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ramely, in the year 1645, the inveſtiture for their male and female de- 
ſcendants, but the ſons were always to take place of the daughters. Count 
John hereditarily tranſmitted the county to his ſons Francis Adolphus Milliam 
and Ferdinand Maximilian; on whoſe death, Maria Erneſtina Franciſca, 
_ daughter to the latter and afterwards conſort to Count Maximilian Uldarich 
- 1 of Kaunitz was inveſted, in the year 1692, by Heſſe-Caſſel, with the county 
of Rietberg, and in 1702 and 1714, maintained and confirmed in the

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F. I. (CAPTAIN OVERHEIDE has delineated a chart of the county 
of Pyrmont, which Homann's heirs publiſhed in the year 1752, 
and in the Atlas of Germany this chart conſtitutes the hundred and twelith. 
We alſo find it in the fourth edition of Dr. Jh. Phil. Seip's Deſcription of 
the mineral-waters and ſleel-ſprings of Pyrmont; in which deſcription is like- 
wiſe to be ſeen a view of the citadel and new town of Pyrmont, delineated 
on two copper-plates. 
$. 2. This county terminates, to the north and eaſt, on the Hanoverian 
prefecturate of Erzen; to the ſouth and weſt, on the Molfenbuctel prefec- 
turate of 2ftenflein, together with the Hanoverian prefecturate of Palle, and 
the Lippe prefecturates of Schwalenberg, Schieder and Barendorf, as allo on 
the territory of Paderborn, and in particular on the borders of the town of 
1 | Lude, 
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Lude, This county, from ſouth to north, as alſo from eaſt to weſt, extends 
to about three hours in length. 

F. z. The lower part of the county contains an uncommonly beautiful 
and pleaiant vale, which extends almoſt for one hour in length and breadth, 
and through it runs the Emmer, All around it is environed by lofty green 
mountains. In it are the celebrated mineral-ſprings and ſteel-waters. On 
the Fmmer is allo a falt-work. Among the mountains there, in particular, 
is to be vblerved a high one, which ſtands about an hour and a halt's diſtance 
to the ſouth-welt of the citadel of Pyrmont, and on which the limits of the 
counties of Pyrmont and Lippe, as alto the territory of Paderborn meet; 
but the ſurface of it belongs, for the molt part, to Pyrmont. On it are 
likewiſe to be ſeen the remains of Hermans or Harmins-burg, or fort, 
which takes its name from the ancient German general Arminius, or 
Hermann. 

F. 4. The public religion of this county is the Lutheran, which was in- 
troduced here fo early as the year 1552. At the new town of Pyrmont te- 
fides a ſuperintendant, who has the inſpection of the two pariſhes. 

F. 5. la the twelfth century this county was known by the name of Per- 
remunt, Piremunt, and Piromunt, and belonged to the Count of Schwa- 
lenberg. The laſt Count of Pyrmont, by name Maurice, dying in the year 

1494; the hereditary ſucceſſion to the county came to his ſiſter's ſons, Fre- 
derick and Maurice, Counts of Spregelverg ; the firſt of whom arrived at 
length, alone to the poſſeſſion thereof, and left behind an only fon, named 
Philip, together with three daughters; viz. Maria, Urjula and Malburg. 
Count Philip, the laſt of the male race of Spiegelberg, died in the year 1 3573 
upon which his ſecond ſiſter, named Ur/juta, brought the counties of Spte- 
gelberg and Pyrmont to her huſband, Count Hermann Simon of the Lippe; 


but his ſon Philip dying in the year 1583, the abovementioned Counteſs 


Waiburg, who was allo Countels-dowager of Gleichen, took poſſeſſion for 
herſelf and her three ſons of the county of Pyrmont; in which poſſeſſion ſhe 
eſtabliſhed herſelf by the counſel and affiſtance of Duke Philip of Brunfwick- 
Grubenhagen. Her ſons maintained it alſo againſt the claims of the bithopric 
of Paderborn; and Count John Lew!s of Gleichen having-no hopes of heirs 
of his body, in the year 1625, he bequeathed and made over the county of 
Pyrmont to his couſins the Counts Chri/tran and Wilrad of Waldeck, his 
ſtipulatory ſucceſſors and couſins, who were allo inveſted therewith by the 
princely houſe of Brunſwick. In the year 1665, the houſe of JYaldeck 
entered into a ſtipulation with the bithopric of Paderbarn, by virtue of which 
the county of Pyrmont was ceded to the poſſeſſion and enjoyment of the 
houſe of Muldecł, as an inheritance and property, without any dependance 
and recognition, and as having allo both teat and voice at the Diets of the 
Empire and circle; but with this reſervation to the bithopric, that, in caſe 


the 
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the male ſtock of the houſe of Yaldeck ſhould hereaſter become extinct, it 
ſhould ſucceed to the county, on the payment of 20,000 rixdollars to the 
daughters of Waldeck, and incorporate it with the lands of the biſhopcic, 
to which the ſeigniory, or prefecturate, of Lugde, or Lude, was ceded. 

6. The arms for this county are an anchor-crols in a field argent. The 
Prince of Muldeck, on account thereof, enjoys both ſcat and voice in the 
molpbalian college of the Counts of the Empire, as allo at the Diets of the 
circle of Welphalia, at which his place is between Rietberg and Gronsfeld. 
The matricular evaluation of this county, ever ſince the alteration which was 
made in the year 1692, is fourteen florins: and to each chamber-term it 
pays ſeventeen rixdollars, 674 kruitzers. | 

$. 7. The annual revenues arifing from this county to the Sovereign are 
eſtimated at near 30,000 rixdollars, to which the mineral-ſprings and the 
ſalt- work contribute mot. 

F. 8. To this county, excluſive of the citadel and new town of Pyrmant, 
belong alſo ten villages, which conſtitute an upper-prefecturate and two 
parithes. It is divided into, 

I. The lower part : to which belongs, 

1. The citadel of Pyrmont, which is fortified with a broad ditch, high 
ramparts, ſubterraneous paiſiges and vaults. , The old citadel here, which 
was firſt founded in the year 1526, was pulled down in 1706, and a new 
one erected in its ſtead. The citadel was taken, in the year 1630, by the 
biſhop of Paderborn after a fiege of ten months, and, in 1633, by the Swed-. 
after another of two months; as alſo again, in the year 16 36, by the „ 
rialiſis, and, in 1646, by the Swedes. 

From the ditch of the citadel a canal has been carried quite down to the 
| ſpring- alley; and to it is joined a mineral- fountain, the water of which 
riſes about twenty feet high. At the alley above is a ball and an aſſembly- 
houſe, and hard by it lies the well, or ſpring-houſe, which encloſes the 
famous acidula, the ſpring of which runs with great briſæneſs; and at about 
forty- four feet diſtance from this fountain-head riſes the great Brod, 
or bubbling-ſpring, which has hitherto been uſed only for bathing, and the 
forings of which make a great noife. At one hundred and twelve feet diſtance 
From the fountain-head, to the welt of it lies the lower Badebrujn, which 

the weakeſt of them all in its contents. | 

Between the ſpring and the village of Oe/torf lies, 

2. The new town of Pyrmont, which was firſt founded, in the year 1668, 
under the name of the Brunnenſtra/2e, and continuing to be conſtantly en- 
larged, was favoured, in the year 1720, under the pretent name, with town - 
privileges. To the ſouth of it ſands an orphan-houſe, and on the north 
ide lies a good ſtone-quarry, in which is a pit reſembling the grott9 del 
cane, not far from Naples, from which ſtrong ſulphureous fumes aſcend, 
and over which, in the year 1720, a ſtone-vault was built. About thirty

rods from this ſulphureous cavern riſes a briſk ſpring, the waters of which 
are of a pleaſant, vinous, acid taſte.

4. Not far from it, on the Emmer, near the mill of Dringenau, was 
founded, in the year 1732, a falt-work, in the ſpring of which ſulphu- 
reous fumes are obſerved ; and in the ſame year, not far from the falt-work 
on the Emmer, a new acidula was diſcovered, the water of which is neither 
ſo ſtrong, harſh, nor aſtringent as the ſteel-waters of the old head-ſpring 
near Pyrmont. | |

F. I. 18 HE little county of Gronsfeld lies in the dutchy of Limburg, not 


far from the Maaſz as alſo from Maſtricht. It is an ancient 


ſeigniory, which was brought by Catherine of Gronsfeld, in the fifteenth 
century, to her huſband, a Lord of Brent borſt, and was raiſed by the Em- 
peror Rudolph II. to a county. In the year 1719, the race of the Counts of 
Bronkhor/ſt and Gronsfeld became extinct in the perſon of Count Jahn 
Francis, who was obliged to bequeath the county to his conſort Maria 


Anna, Counteſs of Torring-Teitenbach, whoſe brother's fon, Maximilian 


Emanuel, ſtyles himſelf Count of Torring-Fettenbach and Gronsfeld. 

$. 2. The Counts of Gronsfeld are poſſeſſed both of ſeat and voice in th2 
Weſlphalian college of the Counts of the Empire, as alſo at the Diets of 
the circle of Wefiphalia, and fit between Pyrmont and Reckheim. In the 
uſual matricula the county of Gronsfeld is rated to each chamber-term, after 
deducting the ſeigniory of Schlenacken, in nineteen rixdollars, ſixty-one 
kruitzers and ſeven eighths.

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F. 1. & 2 HIS ſeigniory lies between the biſhopric of Munster, the dutchy 

of Cleve and the county of Zaiphen. The ancient lords of 
Anholt became extinct towards the cloſe of the twelfth century or in the 
beginning of the following, at which time a female heireſs of this houſe 
bre gat the ſeigniory of Anholt to her conſort Fobn of Broniborjt. Theo- 
de, III. and John Jacob, ſons to Count Jacob of Bronib:r/t, divided the 
mac. nal and paternal eſtates; by which diviſion, Count Theedorick obtained, 


tor his ſhare, the ſeigniory of Anbolt with its appendages as the moſt con- 


liderable portion, and 7ehn Jacob the other eſtates. Each of theſe brothers 


left behind him a daughter, of whom Maria Anna, daughter to Theodorick, 


being 
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being married to Leopeid Philip Charles, Prince of Salm, the father, in his 


life-time, namely, in the year 1641, made her a donation of all his eſtates, 
and among them alſo of the ſeigniory of Anholt; which donation was rati- 
fed by the Emperor Ferdinand I. I. upon which theſe eſtates were actually 
ceded to the daughter. In the year 1571, the Emperor Maximilian II. con- 
ferred the right of coinage on the ſeigniory of Anholt.

C 
of Treves ; but the Elector Lotharius, of the houſe of Metternich, inveſted 
the Lord of Metternich therewith. 

$. 3. The preſent houſe of Mettermch, on account of theſe ſeigniories, 


enjoys, as well at the Diets of the circle of IWeftphalia, as alſo in the Mall- 


ppbalian college of the Counts of the Empire, both feat and voice between 


Aubolt and Holzapfel, and pays a matricular aſſeſſment of one horſe or 
twelve florins; but to a chamber-term, eight rixdollars, nine kruitzers and 


three quarters. The arms of this houſe, on account of Vinnenburg, are

to the above Count Peter Holzapfel, was married to Prince Adolphus of 


Naſſau- Dillenburg, who annexed to himſelf the paternal eſtates, but died in 


the year 1707, leaving three Princeſſes behind him, the eldeſt of whom 
was married to- Prince William Maurice of Naſſau- Siegen, the ſecond to 
Count Frederick Adolphus of Lippe-Detmold, and the third to Prince Lebrecht 
of Anhalt-Bernburg-Hoym. The poſterity of the latter are poſſeſſed of the 
county of Holkzapfel, which is allodial. 

F. 4. The Prince of Anbait- Bernburg-Hæym, by virtue of this county, 
enjoys both ſeat and voice in the Neſtphalian college of the Counts of the 
Empire, between Winnenburg and Blankenbeim. It was received into the 
circle of We/phal:a in the year 1643, and takes its place between J/7nnen- 
burg and Mittem. Its Imperial and circular matricular evaluation is fifteen 
florins, and in the uſual matricula it is rated to each chamber-term at 
thirteen rixdollars, eighty-fix kruitzers and a half.

8 . PHE ſcigniory of Wittem, which, in the title of the Counts of 


Plettenberg is alſo ſtiled a county, is wholly environed by the 
d. atchy of Limburg, and lies about one German mile and a half to the weſt 
of the Imperial city of A:x-l/a-chapelle, This ſeigniory may be ſeen on the 
chart of the dutchies of Juliers and Berg, mentioned above, p. 399, as alſo 
on the chart of the archbiſhopric of Clog. 

F. 2. It was originally an hereditary "eſtate of the Dukes of Brabant. 
Duke Jobn II. conferred it in fief on his illegitimate ſon, Jobn of Cyſaer, 
whoſe great-grandſon, Frederick of Wittem, diſpoſed of it, in the year 
1466, to Theoderick of Pallant, as a fief of Brabant. Of this family was 
deſcended Count Florence II. of Cuylenburg, who, in default of male-heirs, 
appointed Philip Theodore, Count of Waldeck, and ſon to his liſters daughter, 
heir to the ſeigniory of Mittem. In 1717, Albertina Elizabeth of Waldeck, 


diſpoſed of it to one of the name of Prerlack, or Brettlacb; and the latter, in 


1720, to the Count of Gzech, who not long after diſpoſed of it again to the 
Count of Plettenberg. This ſeigniory was formerly a fief of Brabant, but 
in the year 1689, Spain diveſted itſelf of the ſuperiority and all right over 
it, whence it is now become allodial. | 

The arms for this ſeigniory are a croſs argent in a field azure, The 
Count of Plettenberg, by virtue of this ſeigniory, is a member of the V- 
phalian college of Counts of the Empire, and enjoys alſo both ſeat and vc ice 
at the Diets of the Circle of efiphalta, at which he is called over between 
Holzapfel and Blankenheim, As the ſeigniory of Pallant, in the dutghy of 


Juliers, belonged to Mittem, both formerly had one matricular evaluation, 


amounting to one horſe and four foot, or twenty-eight florins ; but Pallant 
being ſevered from IV ittem, the Count of Giech applied to the Emperor and 
Empire tor the reduction of this evaluation to fourteen florins. To each

Eva 
daughter to Hermann of Eyſz, brought this ſeigniory to her huſband, who 
was one of the family of Gor, and his grand-daughter, Maria, to her 
huſband Jen of Streithagen. Maria of Streithagen was married to Nicslas 
of Breyl, and Minand of Breyl, fon to both of them, brought this whole 
ſeigniory to his family, whoſe daughter, Maria Ottilia, was married to Jahn 
of the Berg, named Trips, who obtained three fourths of the lordſhip, 
together with the eſtate of E. Jahn Reinhard of Breyl, ſon to the fore- 
going by a ſecond marriage, and to whom, contrary to his own marriaze- 
contract and his mother's teſtament, he bequeathed the ſeigniory of Er 
refuſing, in the year 1685, to recognize the ſuperiority of Mittem, the at 
that time lord of Mittem, of the houſe of Maldecb, confiſcated the ſeionior 
of Evſs. Theodore of Trips reſigned his pretenſions to Ey/z in favour of his 
ſon-in-law Theodorick Febn of Il aga, who, in the year 1722, ceded it to 
the Count of Plettenberg for 5500 rixdollars, who alſo afterwards annexed 
the ſeigniory to himſelf. At preſent, Aiſtria is no longer empowered to 
avail itſelf of the ſuperiority it once had over Ey/z on account of Brabænt. 
That this ſeigniory, if not wholly, yet is in ſome meaſure ſeparated from 
IVittem, in fief, is a point which has been made out. Tt is to be found in 
no matricula of the Empire, and thus alſo contributes nothing towards the 
impoſts thereof. The ſeigniorv is ſmall, and, in the middle of the ſeventeenth 
century, brought in annually only between four and five hundred rixdollars.

Rem. To the houſe of Mander{cheid, excluſive of both theſe counties, 
belong, moreover, other ſeigniories and places ſituate in and near them, as,

| Knights by birth, but of the ſtate of Lords, and were ſtiled noble. They 


were alſo tribunal-lords of the juriſdiction of Yem, in Latin domint judicit 
Jemici. In the year 1280 Gedjrey and Goftwin Lords of Gebmen, for their 
greater ſecurity, received their ſeigniories in fief of Count Theodorick VIII. 
of Cleve, they having been at firſt a fief of Liege, but afterwards made 
fiefs according to the Zutphen right, by which means the eſtates alſo were 
to deſcend to the females. Cordula, heireſs and daughter to Henry the 
laſt Lord of Gebmen, brought the ſeigniory to her conſort John Count of 
Schauenburg, in whoſe houſe it continued till the year 1640; when Otto 
the laſt Count of Schauenburg dying, Fodocus Count of Limburg and 
Bronkhorſt, by virtue of his conſort Maria, Counteſs of Schauenburg ar- 
rived to the poſſeſſion of the ſeigniory of Gehmen. It ſtill belongs to a 
line of the houſe of Limburg-Styrum. In the ſeventeenth century the 
biſhopric of Munſter wanted to obtain the ſuperiority over this ſeigniory, 
but was refuſed it by the Emperor, and the ſeigniory maintained in its 
immediacy or independency.

N. 18 HIS ſeigniory is environed by the counties of the Mark and 

Homberg, as alſo by the dutchies of Berg and JVe/tphalia, and 
formerly belonged to the county of the Mark, Jahn Sigiſmund Elector 
of Brandenburg, and Wolfgang Milliam Duke of Neuburg, as joint poſſeſ- 
ſors of the countries of Juliers, Cleve, Berg, the Mark, &c. in the year 
1610 raiſed the houſe of Gimborn, in the prefecturate of Neuſſadt, which 
belonged to the Counts of Schwarzenberg, with reſervation of the territo- 
rial ſuperiority, into an under-lordſhip, adding thereunto Lower-Gelepe, as 
alſo the ſeats of Dae! and Reck/inghauſen in the parith of Gummersbach, 
and inveſted therewith Adam Count of Schwarzenberg. On the ſame 
Count the Elector of Brandenburg, 1 in the year 1616, conterred the pariſhes 


- of Gummersbach and Mublenbach in fief, adding them to the ſeigniory of 


Gimborn ; and at length George William Elector of Brandenburg, in the 


year 1630, ceded to the ſaid Count the whole prefecturate of New/tad?, to 


poſſeſs, uſe, and order the ſame, as alſo the ſeigniory of G:mborn as a free 
Imperial ſeigniory, together with all the regalia, immunities, and high 
territorial ſuperiority, and inveſted him and the male heirs of his body 
therewith, as a right male fief. - This was followed by the actual inveſti- 
ture in the year 1631. 

§. 2. The Count of Schrargenberg has confirmed to his Proteſtant ſubjects 
their full freedom in religious matters, and as well on account of ecclefiaſti- 
cal as other matters, entered into a ſtipulation with them in the year 1658. 
The. Lutheran preachers here have remained in union with the Lutheran 
preachers of the county of the Marꝶ; nay, the provincial States of this 

county have ever taken part with the ſubjects of the ſeigniory of Gimborn 
and Neuſtad?, when happening to be aggrieved by the houſe of Schwar- 
2zenberg, and have ever infiſted that it might be again fully brought to the 
county of the Mark. 

F. 3- In the year 1667 Count Joby: Adolphus of Schwarzenberg ſought i in 
vain to be received among the States of the circle of Ve. 'phalia ; but in 
1682 the now Prince J Adolphus of Schwarzenberg actually obtained both 
ſ2at and voice at the Diets of the circle of WMeſiplalia, after having bound 
himſelf, excluſive of the evaluation of the county of the Mark, which 
amounted to one horſe and five foot, to afford moreover to the circle one 
horſe and two footmen. In the vear 1702 the princely houſe, on account 
of this ſeigniory, ww alſo received into the I/*/*phalian college of Counts 
of the Empire, Its chamber-terms are not current, 
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§. 4. This ſeigniory is governed by an upper Amtman, a Vogt, or 
Judge, and twelve Land-echevins, or Sheriffs, and has alſo a mine: judge 
and rent-maſter of its own. In it is 

I. The ſeigniory of Gimborn, to which belongs 

1. Gimborn, a citadel lying on the borders of the dutchy of Berg. For- 
merly this place was only a gentleman's ſeat, which was brought by Anna 
of Harff to her conſort Milliam of Schwarzenberg, but to it alſo belonged 
ſeveral ſeats, with an aulic juriſdiction over them. In the beginning of the 
ſeventeenth century a new citadel was erected here hard by the old one. 

2. The peaſantihip of Upper-Gimbern, containing a Reoman-catholic 
church, which lies not far from the citadel in the village, 

3. The peaſantſbip of Lower-Grmborn, which, before it was annexed 
to the ſeigniory of Gimborn, was formerly called Lower-Gelepe, In this 
peaſantſhip are ſome good plains, paſtures, and holts, and the inhabitants 
apply themſelves with great diligence to the iron- trade. 

2. Neuſtad?, a ſmall town ſeated at the foot of a mountain, on which 
formerly ſtood a citadel. Both the town and citadel were begun to be 
built in the year 1301, and finiſhed in 1353. The magiſtracy of this 
place is changed yearly. In it too is a Lutheran church. Formerly it en— 
joyed a good trade, particularly in iron, but at pretent the burghers ſubſiſt 
for the greateſt part by agriculture and the breeding of cattle. In the year 
1595 Neuſtadt was almoſt wholly conſumed by fire. In 1717 it met with 
the ſame fate, the citadel being alfo deſtroyed along with it. In 1742 it 
was wholly burned down, and in 1746 divers houſes were again deſtroyed. 

3. The pariſh of Miedeneſt, in which is a Lutheran church, This pa- 
riſh conſiſts of the peaſantſhip of Miedeneſt, which is divided into the Pernzer 
and Otbernerground; and in the former riſes the river Agger, which 
talls into the Siege. In it allo lies the eſtate of Brockbauſer. 

4. The pariſh of Gummersbach which is the largeſt in the prefecturate of 
Neuſtadt, and conſiſts of five peaſantſhips, with a Lutheran church. In 
this pariſh are founderies of iron, lead, and copper. The inhabitants here 


deal in the firſt, as alſo in cattle and other things, and likewiſe ſpin cotton. 


The chapel of Hulſenbuſch is made uſe of by the Lutherans in the ſeigniory 
of Gimbern for their religious ſervice, and at certain times alſo by the 
Reman-catholics. | | | | 
5. The pariſh of Mublenbach which is divided into two peaſantſhips, and 
contains a Lutheran pariſh-church ; but the Roman-catholics enjoy alſo 
their public worſhip. In this pariſh riſes the river J/7pper. The inhabji- 
tants here trade in iron, and ſpin cotton, and likewiſe apply themſelves 
to agriculture and the breeding of cattle. In it hes 

Marienheyde, a Dominican monaſtery ſeated in the village of the ſame 
name: together with Y 

Gerverſhagen and Mublenbach, and in the Miegen are noblemens eſtates, 
which belong at preſent to the Sovereign, e 
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6. The pariſh of Libberbauſen contains a Lutheran church, but conſiſts 
only of one peaſantſhip. The inhabitants here trade in iron, and apply 
themſelves to the breeding of cattle, and other occupations. To it belong 
the eſtates of Libberbauſen, Bofichhauſen and Roverſtein. 

7. The parith of Runderod conſtitutes only one peaſantſhip containing in 
it a Lutheran church. The inhabitants of this pariſh apply themſelves to 
the iron trade, agriculture, the breeding of cattle and handicrafts. In it 
too are the noble free eſtates of Bocklerhauſen, Leppe, Ley, Obl, and Selbach.

This ſeigniory is environed by the dutchy of Juliers and the biſhoprie 
of Cologn, and lies on the river Niers. The Count of Quadt, its proprietor, 
is, by virtue hereof, a member of the VMeſiphulian college of Counts of the 
Empire and enjoys alſo a feat and voice at the Diet of the circle of 
We/iphalia between Gimborn and Mylendonk, contributing to the impoſts 
of the Empire four foot, or ſixteen florins. The ſeigniory properly conſiſts 
of the Imperial free ſeigniories of Wickerad and Schwanenberg, The firſt 
Count of Quadt was Baron William Otto Frederick of Quadt, Lord of the 
ſeigniories of Loen, Wildenburg, Delluynen, and Severnich, hereditary bai- 
liff and hereditary ſteward of the principality of Gelders and the county of 


Zutphen, who by the Emperor Francis was raiſed in the year 1752 to the 
rank of a Count of the Empire. | 


The SEIGNIORVY of 
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The ſeigniory of Mylendonꝭ, or Millendonk, is alſo environed by the arch- 
biſhopric of C-/ogn and the dutchy of Juliers, lying in like manner on the river 
Niers, not far from the ſeigniory of H/icherad. Gertrud, heireſs and daughter 
to the laſt Lord of Mylendonk and Drachenfels, brought this ſeigniory in the 
ſixteenth century to her conſort Jacob of Brenkborſt and Batenburg, Baron 
of Anhalt; and with the daughter of % Jacob fon to this laſt Count 
Philip of Croy obtained this ſeigniory in the ſeventeenth century, and by 
the Emperor was made a Duke. This fon however diſpoſed of it again 
in 1701 to the Dowager Counteſs of Berlep/ch, who, the very ſame year, 
obtained both feat and voice at the circle of Meſiphalia after Wickerad, 
having firſt taken upon her an Imperial and circle evaluation of four foot or 


4. ſixteen 
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ſixteen florins. Her heireſs and daughter Maria Carolina brought it to 
Count John Francis Henry Charles of Oftein ; which houſe, on account 
thereof, is alſo a member of the Veſiphalian college of Counts of the 
Empire. To one chamber-term it pays four rixdollars.

This ſeigniory lies within the limits of the dutchy of Juliers, not fat 
from the town of Menjoy. The Lords of Reichenſtein becoming extin& in 
the year 1529, their ſeigniory upon that came to the houſe of Mied, of 
which houſe Francis, Baron of Neſſelrode, purchaſed it in the year 1698, 


and on that account was raiſed in 1702 to the ſtate of a Count of the 


Empire, obtaining alſo ſeat and voice at the Diets of the circle of Veſi- 


phahla, and becoming a member of the Meſipbalian college of the Counts 
thereof. | 


The County of 
KERPEN and LOMMERSUU M. 


T HIS county conſiſts of the two ſeigniories of this name. The ſeigni- 
ory of Kerpen lies on the Erſt within the limits of the dutchy of J 

liers, and the ſeigniory of Lommerſum, or Lomerſteim is in like manner 
environed by the fame dutchy, terminating alſo on the archbiſhopric of 
Cologn, and lying between the towns of Eustirchen and Bonn. Both theſe 
ſeigniories after having had ſeveral owners, were ceded in 1711 by the 
Emperor Charles VI. as duke of Brabant, to John William Elector-palatine, 
together with all territorial ſuperiority and juriſdiction; but the Elector ſoon 
ceded them again to John Frederick Count of Sehasberg ; at whole ſuit the 
Emperor Charles VI raiſed them in 1712 to be a county of the Empire. 
By virtue thereof the Count of Schasberg is a member of the Weſipbalian 
college of Counts of the Empire, and has both ſeat and voice at the Diets 
thereof. Its circle-evaluation is twelve florins, but its chamber-terms are 
not current. In this county lies - 

Kerpen, in Latin Carpio, a ſtrong citadel, with a conſiderable borough, 
in which is a collegiate-church, 

Lommerſum, a citadel,

188 county lies in the Eiffel, being ſurrounded by the dutchies of 


Fuliers and Luxemburg, as alſo by ſome ſmall ſeigniories. The an- 
cient Counts thereof becoming extinct in the fifteenth century; it came 
upon that, together with a daughter of Schleiden, to Count Theodorick of 
Manderſcheid whom the Emperor Charles V. compelled to take this county 
in fee, which was otherwiſe an Imperial fief of the dutchy of Luxemburg, 
and on the other hand to expect the interceſſion of Burgundy againſt the 
pretenſions and impoſts of the Empire. The line of the aforeſaid Count 
of Manderſcheid becoming extinct, the county devolved in the year 593, 
with the laſt Count's ſiſter, to Count Philip of the Mark ; which houſe 
is ſtill in poſſeſſion of it, and on account thereof enjoys both ſeat and 
voice at the Diets of the circle of Meſipbalia (to which it was received anew 
in the year 1713) and alſo is a member of the VMeſiphalian college of Counts 
of the Empire. Schleiden has a circle-evaluation of twelve rixdollars, and 
to one chamber-term is rated at eighty-ſeven rixdollars, forty-five kruitzers. 
But as a fief of Burgundy wants to be exempted therefrom. 


To this county belongs Schleiden, a citadel and borough, with a num- 


ber of villages. |

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T county of Hallermund is, indeed, a very ancient Imperial county, 
belonging to the circle of Weſtphalia, but is incorporated with the 
principality of Calenberg, and the portions that belonged thereto, are added 
to the Calenberg prefecturates of Springe, Calenberg, and Lauenſtein, 
whence by theſe means it is no longer in being. | 

On January the 28th in the year 1670 the Emperor Leopold raiſed the 
privy-counſellor of Brunſfwick-Luneburg, Francis Erneſt of Plate, under 
the title of a free and noble Lord, to the ſtate of Barons, and on July the 
20th in 1689 to the rank of a Count of the Empire, with affurances at 
the fame time that when ever the Count or his male deſcendants, who bore 
the title of Count ſhould, ſooner or later acquire an immediate county or 
ſeigniory ſituate in the Empire, and from that take upon him the evalua- 


tion 
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tion of a Count, he or they ſhould be received into one of the colleges of 
the Counts of the Empire, and be admitted as a member thereof at the 
Imperial and Circle Diets. In conſequence of this King George Lewis J. 
inveſted the Count of Plate and his male iſſue with the very ancient Impe- 
rial county of Hallermund, as a meſne fief compriſed in the feudal letters 
of the electoral-houſe, together with the arms and privileges thereof, which 


the ancient Counts of Hallermund, as immediate States of the Empire by means 


of that county, had or ſhould have at aſſemblies of the Empire and otherwiſe ; 
in return for which, notwithſtanding the matricular evaluation thereof was 
already compriſed and complied with under the matricular evaluation of 
the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg, yet he offered to take upon him a par- 


ticular matricular evaluation of the Empire and Circle, amounting to two 


foot: Upon this the Emperor Joſeph, by virtue of letters addreſſed to the 


States of the circle of Ye/iphalia, bearing date December 24, 1706, recom- 
mended him not only to ſeat and voice at the Diets of the Circle and the 
Counts of We/iphalia, but alſo by virtue of a commiſſion of decree made on 
the 26th of July, 1708, ordered him to be received into the council of 
Counts of the Empire on the bench of Weſtphalia. He was alſo cited to 
the Diet of the Empire by the Emperor, by virtue of letters of July 27, 
1708, and in like manner introduced into the circle the very ſame year, 
namely on April 17; of which introduction notification was made to his 
Imperial Majeity by the Directors of the bench of Counts of the circle of 
Weſtphalia on October 13, 1708. | 


The following ſeigniories are alſo reckoned in the circle of Meſtphalia,

The SEIGNIOR Y of 
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Which is wholly ſurrounded by the archbiſhopric of T reves, and lies not 
far from Witthch, between the rivers Salm and Liſer. This ſeigniory ap- 
pertains as a fief of the Empire, to the abbey of Echternach, or Epternach, 
in the dutchy of Luxemburg, which abbey is ground, land, and criminal- 
juſtice Lord over it. Formerly the poſſeſſor of the citadel and county of 
Manger ſcheid was judge of this ſeigniory; but in the year 1665 the abbey 
_ purchaſed that juriſdiction of him. From 1676 the community of Drey/z, 
at different times oppoſed the prelate of Echternach; but in 1683, 1712 
and 1714, he obtained advantageous decrees againſt them from the cham- 
ber-court of the Emperor and Empire; and in the laſt- mentioned year the 
execution alto of the decree was committed by the chamber-judicatory to 
the ſummoning Princes of the circle of Meſiphalia. In the year 1708, this I 
{eigniory wanted to be united with the nobility of the Lower Rhine. It I 
confiſts of the ſingle village of Drey/z, in which is a ſeat belonging to the RY 
abbey of Echternach, which is inhabited by the judge thereof. 3 
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$. 1. This ſeigniory is well enough repreſented on the new chart of 
_ Eaſt-Friefland, of which mention has been made above, p. 416. To the 
welt is. bounded by the Harrlingerland and Eaſt-Friefland ; to the ſouth 
alſo by E. Frięſland and the county of Oldenburg; to the eaſt by the Jude

$. 2. In length and breadth indeed it is but three large German miles, | 


but on account of its fertility, breed of horſes and cattle, is conſiderable, 
The butter made here is very rich, and its cheeſe is reckoned equal to that 
of the Dutch. Of well-bearing fruit-trees and garden-ſtuff we find here 
but little, the peaſant being enabled to procure to himſelf greater advan- 
tages by paſturage and the breeding of horſes and cattle, as alto from butter 
and cheeſe. The inhabitants however are ſupplied with garden-ſtuff in ſuf- 
_ ficient quantities from other places. The defect of wood here too is ſup- 
plied by turf, which is ſpitted in the neighbouring moraſſy tracts of Olden- 
burg. The ſea has made great encroachments on this country ; for in the 
year 1066 it ſwallowed up the citadel of Mellum, in 1218 and 1511 ſeve- 
ral pariſhes and villages of Ruſtringen ; and the ſmall aqueduct of Jade, 
which formerly paſſed through Raſtringen, was changed by it into an open 
bay, and it even ſeparated the ſeigniory of Jever from the county of Olden- 
burg : But John XVI. Count of Oldenburg, joined it again with the ſaid 
county by means of dykes. In the year 1651, this country again ſuffered 
very great damages by a dreadful inundation ; but by dyking has been con- 
ſiderably enlarged again. | 15 
$. 3. The inhabitants of this ſeigniory were anciently governed by their 
judges, chiefs, or head-people and advocates, till the Friſians of Ruſtringen 
in the year 1355, unanimouſly elected Edo Wimmecken Papinga the Elder, 
a man of war, for their governor, whom the inhabitants of O/ir:7gen and 
Warangen afterwards alſo accepted, namely in 1359, and who in the very 
ſame year began to build the houſes and citadels of Fever and Friedeburg. 
From him were deſcended the ſucceeding Lords of Fever. Anna and 
Maria, heireſs-daughters to Edo W:immecken the Younger, ſuffered ſo much 
from the Count of Ea/?-Frie/land, that in the year 1532 they made over in 
ſome meaſure their allodial and free ſeigniory of Fever in fee, together with 
the town, citadel, lordſhips, lands and people, to the Emperor Charles V. 
as Duke of Brabant (ſome ſay of Burgundy) and Count of Holland, obtain- 
ing them again of him as a perpetual hereditary fief. The ſucceeding Lords 
1 | | fought 
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ſought to receive the inveſtiture at the court of Burgundy. In 1573, Maria 
appointed her couſin Jon XVI. Count of Olaenburg and Delmenborſt, heir 
to her whole ſeigniories; whoſe ſon, Anthony Gunther, who died in the 
year 1667, bequeathed the ſeigniory of Jever in 1663 to John, Prince of 
Hnbalt-Zerbſt; which princely houſe is poſſeſſed of it to this very day, but 
the revetſion thereof is ſettled on the houſe of Oldenburg, in caſe the male 


and female deſcendants of Jobn of Anhalt-Zerb/# ſhould become wholly 


extinct. 


F. 4. The arms of this ſeigniory are a lion crowned Or, in a field ſable, 
The princely houſe of Anhalt-Zerb/# ſtiles itſelf alſo Lord of Fever and 
Knipbauſen. f N 

F. 5. In the ſeventeenth century it was matter of debate whether the 
ſeigniory of Jever appertained to the German Empire or not? The Em- 
peror maintained it in the affirmative. Another queſtion, concerning which 
there was a diſpute, was, whether it appertained to the circle of Burgundy 
or NMeſipbalia? The princely houſe of Anhalt-Zerb/t aſſerts, that it was 


incorporated in 1548, in the well-known Burgundian ſtipulation, with the 


circle of Burgundy ; bat others deny that this can be proved, and reckon 
it more properly in the circle of Weſiphalia. It enjoys, however, neither 
ſeat nor voice at the Diets of that circle, nor is it incorporated with an 
college of Counts of the Empire. A peculiar matricular evaluation thereof 
is not to be met with. With reſpect to the chamber-terms (to each of 
which it is to contribute forty rixdollars) Burgundy has promiſed to anſwer 
for it. | 


F. 6. The ſeigniory of Jever conſiſts of three diſtricts, containing in 
them eighteen pariſhes. 85 
I. Of theſe ſeigniories Wangerland is the outermoſt to the north, and 
contains in it the parithes of Mibels, Tettens, Wiarden, Minz, Hohenkir- 
hen and Oldorp, One large German mile from the firm land lies the iſland 
of V angeroge, ſituate in the German fea, and the name of which denotes 
as much as the Eye of Wangerland. Formerly this ſeigniory was much 
larger than at preſent, the great inundations and ſtorms here having car- 
ried away more than one half thereof. By means however of good regula- 
ions, and artificial dams or dykes, it is not a little enlarged again, and pro- 
duces rich graſs. For the ſecurity of mariners who betake themſelves to 
this place in dangerous ſtorms, a fire-beacon has been erected on the north- 
fide of it, the light of which is ſeen at ſea to the diſtance of three German 
miles and a half. The principal ſubſiſtence of the inhabitants depends on 


their navigation and fiſhery. They have one juſtice and one preacher. 


2. Oftringen, a part of which belongs to the prefecturate of Friedeburg in 
Eaſt-Frieſſand, contains in it the pariſhes of VMippens, Wadwerden, Weſtrum, 
Pakens, Sillenſtedt, Kleverens, Sandel, Schortens, and in particular the town 
of J ever, which is ſurrounded by a fertile fat country, and was formerly 


much

much larger than at preſent. Its decreaſe is owing to fires, particularly to 
thoſe of 1260 and 1553; notwithſtanding which under the government 
of Prince Charles Milliam moſt of the waſte places were again repleniſhed 
with buildings, ſo that at preſent it contains ſome hundreds of houſes. In 
the year 1536 Maria, heireſs to this ſeigniory, with the aſſiſtance of the 
whole province, fortified the town with a rampart and ditch, endow- 
ing it alſo with handſome town-privileges. The common houſes here are 


_ almoſt all low, and built of brick. Of the three preachers in this town 


the firſt is ſuperintendent of the ſeigniory. In the middle of the ſtrong cita- 
del here ſtands a high tower of conſiderable thickneſs. 
3. Ruſiringen contains in it the pariſhes of Sande and Heppens.

O N the land- ſide is environed by the ſeigniory of Jever; but to the 
north-eaſt lies on the Jabde. The ſame obſervation holds good of this 
ſeigniory which we made before of the ſeigniory of Fever ; namely, that it is 
uncertain to what circle it properly belongs. On account however of its fitua- 
tion, the circle of We:/iphalia has the readieſt claim to it. It alſo took upon 


- itſelf the directorium thereof in the year 1749, fince which it has always 


had its intereſts at heart. The foil here is almoſt throughout a good fer- 


tile marſhland, whence its breed of cattle and horſes is conſiderable. This 


lordſhip was formerly poſſeſſed by certain Barons, who together with the 
noble houſe of Inhauſen, were of Oſfringen, and thus of the ſeigniory ot 
Fever, but from this ſeigniory they withdrew themſelves for ſome time, 


till Baron Frederick William, in the year 1623, ceded his whole right in it 


to Antony Gunther, Count of Oldenburg and Delmenborſt, and Lord of 
Fever, which ceſſion was confirmed by the Roman Imperial court. This 
laſt Count bequeathed it to his natural fon Antony, from whom it de- 
ſcended again to his ſon, Count Antony II. whoſe only heireſs and daughter, 
Charlotta Sophia, Counteſs of Bentink, was obliged in 1757 to cede it to 
her conſort the Count of Bentink, or rather to him and her ſons. Knip- 
hauſen is a free lordſhip inveſted with full immediacy and territorial ſupe- 
riority, and as a fief of Burgundy, is received in fee at Bruſſels. Burgundy 


alſo anſwers for it with reſpect to the impoſts of the Empire, and the 


chamber-terms. It conſiſts of the pariſhes of Sengwarden, Fedderwarden, 
and Accum, the two firſt of which are Lutheran, but the third Caloini/t. 
The reſidentiary citadel of Kniphauſen, anciently called Knzpens, ſtands 
| quite 
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quite alone, being ſurrounded with a ditch, and is called a fort. At this 


citadel is held a provincial and a chancery or reviſion- court, to which appeals 
lie from the provincial-court, as alſo a chamber, which has the care of the 
finances of Oldenburg. To the Counteſs of Bentink belongs alſo the dyked 
Groden Garmes, in the ſeigniory of Jever, on which ſtand ſeveral manors. In 
it too he has the civil juriſdiction which is provided for from Kniphauſen, but 
the penal juriſdiction thereof belongs to the ſeigniory of Jever, under the 
territorial ſuperiority of which ſtands alſo the Groden; but neither of them 


contribute any thing towards the ordinary or extraordinary impoſts, nor to- 


wards the maintenance of the dykes.

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The Imperial city of 
C on L „ JV. 
FT HE city of Cologn, in Latin Colonia Agrippina, lies in form of a ſemi- 


circle on the river Mine, being one of the oldeſt and largeſt cities in all 
Germany, and fortified in an ancient taſte. This city which was originally built 
by the Li, who were taken into protection by the Romans, and removed 
to the welt of the Rhine, where they founded a town to which, by order of 
the Empreſs Agrippina, conſort to Claudius, who was born there, a Roman 
colony was ſent, whence aroſe the name of Colonia Agrippina, from the firſt 
word of which the German appellation Cologn has received its original; was 
the chief town of Germania Secunda, and continued under the power of 
the Romans till ſuch time as the Franks put an end to their dominion in the 
fifth century. At preſent it is the reſidence of the ehapter of the arch- 
biſhopric of Cologn, as alſo of a Pope's nuncio, and is likewiſe the ſeat of an 
univerlity eſtablithed by Pope Urban VI. in the year 1388, and privileged 
by ſucceeding Popes. The cathedral of St. Peter here would be very mag- 


nificent were it quite finiſhed. In it is a tomb, in which, as they fay, 


lie interred the bodies of the three Wiſemen. Next, there are, more- 
over, ten collegiate and nineteen pariſh-churches here, together with four 
abbeys, ſeventeen monaſteries and thirty-nine nunneries, as alſo ſixteen 
hoſpitals and about fifty chapels. The numerous Proteſtants dwelling at this 
place reſort to the neighbouring town of the Berg, viz, Mulbeim, for the 
ſake of their religious exerciſe. The council-houſe is a large Gothic building. 
The magazine is well provided. The Elector of Cologn has allo a manſion- 
houſe here, At this town too is the principal ſtaple for Nheniſb wine, and a 
traffic is likewiſe carried on here in a kind of ribbon (which is denominated 
from it) as alſo in ferret. Co/og was formerly a quartering city among the 
Hanſe-towons. The 
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The Emperor Otto the Great granted many immunities to this place, 
and committed to his brother, archbiſhop Bruno of Cologn, the right of 
protection over it. But as it afterwards became a free Imperial city, be- 
tween it and the archbiſhop aroſe many diſputes on account of the ſuperi- 
ority and territorial juriſdiction thereof, which diſputes are ſtill undetermined. 


The city belongs to the archbiſhopric, and in ſome meaſure alſo the civil and 


criminal juriſdiction, together with certain other rights; but by no means 
the full ſuperiority and territorial juriſdiction thereof. It ſwears allegiance 
and homage to a new Elector, ſo long as he continues to protect them in 


their juſt rights and privileges, and confirms their immunities. As a free 
Imperial city, it has both ſeat and voice as well at the Diets of the Circle 


of Meſipbhalia, as at thoſe of the Empire, in the college of the Imperial 


cities, and on the Rheni/þ bench enjoys the firſt place. In the matricula of 


the Empire it is rated at twenty-five horſe and two hundred foot, or 1100 
florins; but has inſiſted on a diminution of this evaluation, and in the 
Lorrain diviſion ſtands alſo only at eight hundred and twenty-five florins. 


To each chamber-term it pays four hundred and five rixdollars, ſeventy- 


two and one half kruitzers. For a long time paſt it has had diſputes con- 

cerning rank with Aix la Chapelle. Cologn maintains four companies of ſoldiers; 

but in time of war the Emperor, or an ally, uſually places a garciſon in it. 
Between Co/ogn and Duyts runs a flying-bridge. |

5 & HE city of Aachen or Acken, alſo called Aach, and in Latin Agquiſs 
granum, Aque, or Urbs Aquenſis, in French Aix la Chapelle, lies be- 
tween the dutchies of Juliers and Limburg, and has probably its name from 
its warm baths, which have been celebrated from times of old. This city 
has for a long time paſt been reckoned the principal city of the Empire, 
and the proper reſidence of the Emperor, and alſo calls itſelf the Royal 
Chair (i. e. the throne, or reſidence) and free city of the holy Roman Em- 
pire ; and even the Roman Emperors and Kings call it ſo, In it alſo ought 


to be performed the coronation of a Roman King, or Emperor, and ſuch 


coronation is to be reckoned the proper German coronation. It has the 
keeping likewiſe, and that properly in the foundation of St. Mary, of a part 
of the jewels of the Empire, which are commonly uſed at the coronation 
of a Roman King or Emperor, as namely a ſword of the Emperor Chare- 
magne, a book of the Goſpels and a golden caſket ſet with precious ſtones,

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in which is kept ſome of the earth on which the blood of St. Stephen dropt 
at his martyrdom; and which is opened and ſhewn at deſire to the perſon 
who is to be crowned Emperor. In other reſpects theſe and the other re- 
liques of the great Minſter-church are ſhewn only every ſeven years, or at 
the requeſt of ſome great perſon, when they are taken out and put in again 
in the preſence of the whole great council, and all the eccleſiaſtics of the 
foundation. On the Rheniſb bench, in the college of the cities of the Em- 
pire, and among the Imperial cities which have ſeat and voice at the Diets 
of the Circle of Meſiphalia, Aix poſſeſſes the ſecond place; and even lays 
claim to the firſt on the Rhenz/h bench. Its matricular evaluation ever ſince 
the year 1683, has been only one hundred florins, and towards the main- 
tenance of the chamber- court (to the extraordinary viſitation of which it was 
nominated in 1704) it contributes every term one hundred and fifty-five 
rix-dollars, fifty kruitzers. The title of its magiſtracy is that of Burgher- 
maſter, Sheriff and Council of the holy Roman Imperial free city of Aix la 
Chapelle. This city differs inf its title from all other Imperial cities, in that 
mention is made therein of ſheriffs; there being at Aix la Chapelle, in ſome 
degree a twofold college, each of which is wholly diſtin& from the other ; 
namely that of the burgher-maſter and council, and that of the ſheriff's 
chair. The latter maintains, that it ſtands immediately under the Emperor 
and Empire, and accordingly aſſumes the title of Sherift-maſter and Sheriff 
of the royal chair, and of the holy Roman Imperial city of Aix la Chapelle; 
or otherwiſe that of the Supreme temporal Sheriff. juriſdiction. Even to 
this very day appeals are made to him by many new and neighbouring 

places and ſeigniories. The ſpiritual or ſynodal-court here conſiſts of the 
arch-priett, four city-prieſts, and ſeven temporal Sheriffs. The arch-prieſt is 
choſen out of the canons of «ur Lady's foundation. The extent of this city, 
within the circumference of its walls, is in the ſtatutes thereof divided into 
nine counties. The arms for it are an eagle diſplayed, ſable, with a head, 
crown, feet and claws, Or, in a field argent. The greateſt part of the inha- 
bitants are Roman-catholics, and though here are alſo many Proteſtants, yet 
they are not permitted the public exerciſe of their religion. Both the Lu- 
'herans and Calvi niſis celebrate divine worſhip at Vaels, which is one hour's 
journey from the city, in the dutchy of Limburg. St. Mary's church has 
the honour of having every regent Roman Emperor for its ſworn canon: 
The title of this foundation is that of Provoſt, Dean and Chapter of the free 
Imperial foundation of our Lady at Aix la Chapelle. The foundation of 
St. Adelbert was appointed by the Emperor Henry II. In general there are 
twenty-one religious orders of both ſexes in this city, who take up almoſt 
one third of what is called the Little own. The biſhop of Liege is the 


next ordinary magiſtrate here in ſpiritual affairs; and the Dukes of Juliers 


have been for a long time back the protectors thereof; but diſputes have 
frequently ariſen in what this right conſiſts, Juliers is poſſeſſed of the

| T HE city of Dortmund, in Latin Tremonia, lies within the territories 
of the county of the Mark, being pretty large, but ſlightly built. This 


city contains in it four Lutheran churches, one nunnery, and two monaſte- | | 4 
ries; and in it alſo is one of the three Archigymna/ia, as they are called, of OO 
IVe/tphalia, founded by Jobn Lambach in the year 1543, and in which are i 


four profeſſors and four readers. Charlemagne erected a reſidence here called 

Konigſbof. The Imperial manſion of Dortmund was in the year 1300 
mortgaged by the Emperor Albrecht to Count Eberhard of the Mark, to- 
gether with the Imperial manſions of Elmenborſt, Brakel and Weſtheven, in 
which mortgage was confirmed by the Emperor Ferdinand I. in the year i 
G 1563 
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1563 to Duke William of Juliers, Cleve and Berg. This city had anciently 
repeated diſputes and wars with the Count of the Mart, as alſo with the 
archbiſhopric of Cologn, particularly in the year 1387, when it held out a 
furious fiege againſt them; but in 1388 capitulated, and paid to its adver- 
faries 14000 gold florins, on condition that they ſhould renounce all claim 
to the city. Dortmund has maintained its Imperial freedom. and imme- 
diacy to this very day, which immediacy has been confirmed to it by the 
Emperor Lewis in 1332, as alſo by Charles IV. in the year 1377, and by 
others, and as well at the Diets of the Circle of Weſtphalia, as allo at thoſe 
of the Empire, enjoys both ſeat and voice on the Rbeni/h bench of the col- 
lege of the Imperial cities. Its matricular evaluation, according to the Lor- 
rain diviſion, is ninety- ſix florins; and to one chamber-term it is rated at 
one hundred and eight rixdollars, twenty kruitzers and one half. In the 
year 937, the Huns made an irruption into its territory, and in 1297 it 
was almoſt wholly deſtroyed by fire. Dortmund was formerly one of the 
Hanſe-towns. | 

The territory of this city is an ancient county, the Lords of which gave 
up at firſt one half thereof to the city. In the year 1290, Conrad of Lin- 
denborſt married the heireſs daughter of Count Herbod of Dortmund, who 
thus brought the county of Dortmund to himſelf and family. In the year 
1343, Count Conrad confirmed the ceſſion made by his anceſtors of the half 
of the county of Dortmund to the city thereof upon certain conditions. From 
the Lindenborſt family the county came by an heireſs daughter named Ca- 
tbarine to her conſort, John of Steck, who died in the year 1504. This 
Count leaving behind him no heirs of his body, the council of Dortmund 
took poſſeſſion alſo of the other half of the county, ſuffering itſelf to be in- 
veſted therewith by the Emperor Maximilian. Ever ſince that time the 
council has poſſeſſed the whole county. Of the villageſhips and peaſant- 
ſhips belonging thereto, I ſhall mention Brechten, Breſchiem, Doeſen, Elling- 
bauſen, Upper and Lower Evicke, Garmen, Groppenbrock, Holzhauſen, Kem- 
minghauſen, Lindenhorſt, and Schwiringhanſen.

For the education of youth here, excluſive of the lower ſchools, the 
Jeſuit-colleges at Mentz, Erfurt, Aſchaffenburg and Heiligenſtadt, are made 
uſe of, as alſo the univerſities of Meutz and Erjurt. At the latter is likewiſe 
an academy for the uſeful ſciences. e 

$. 6. In the archbiſhopric are ſome woollen and other manufactures; at 
Lobr too are good glaſs mirrours, and at Hochſt an ingenious . 
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On the Upper-Eichsfelde much ſerge and linen is made, and on the Lower- 


Eichsfelde they apply themſelves with great diligence to the cultivation of 
tobacco and flax. 


$. 7. The inhabitants of this archbiſhopric carry on an important trade in 


E. [Mentz. 


wines. Out of the Berg/traſze too are exported almonds, cheſtnuts, nuts 
and nut-tree wood; and the Eichgfelders deal in ſerge, linen and tobacco, 
($.2.) The preſent Elector, John Frederick Charles, has not only eſtabliſhed 
two well privileged fairs yearly at Mentz, which it is probable will in 
time be remarkably prejudicial to thoſe of Francfort, eſpecially when the 
town is rendered a place of exchange, and abſolute freedom of religion is 
granted to every perſon reſorting to them. This Prince endeavours alſo, 
in the moſt commendable manner, to make commerce flouriſh both at Mentz 
and in general in all the archiepiſcopal countries. For this purpoſe, a proper 
electoral commerce-commiſſion is alſo appointed here. The eleQoral 
exchequer of Lohneck expedites all mercantile affairs, and examines into ſuch 
complaints as occur in relation to matters of exchange, wine diſputes, com- 
mercial ſubjects and thoſe relating to ſea-faring people. The electoral ma- 
gazine here has a preſident, four magazine-maſters and two brokers. 
$. 8. The biſhopric of Mentz was in the eighth century raiſed to an arch- 
biſhopric, which, in the year 751, obtained its full eſtabliſhment, and was 
firſt adminiſtered by St. Boniface. By degrees it acquired a conſiderable en- 
creaſe in its lands, as will appear from what follows. | 
Fg. 9. An archbiſhop of Men!z arrives to this dignity by a free choice of the 
chapter, and muſt ſwear an eleCtion-capitulation. The papal confirmation 
is very expenſive. The pallium is alſo dear, and the Aunalis, which each 
new archbiſhop is obliged to pay to the Pope, amount to 10,000 florins. 
This prelate, however, is the firſt archbiſhop in Germany, and with the 
archiepiſcopal dignity that of the Elector is inſeparably connected; nay, he is 
the firſt among all the ſpiritual and ſecular electors. His title is, N. N. | 
the grace of God, of the holy ſee of Mentz archbiſhop, of the holy Roman Em- 
pire throughout all Germany arch-chancellor and Elector, &c. The axchiepiſ- 
copal arms are a wheel argent in a field gules, to which each Elector adds 
alſo his family arms. | | | 

F. 10. The arch-marſhals of the archbiſhopric of Mentz are the Land- 
graves of Heſſe; the arch-purveyors are the Pfalzgraves of Deuxponts ; its 
hereditary-purveyors, the Counts of Greifenklau of Vollraths ; its hereditary 
cup-bearers the Counts of Schonborn ; its arch-chamberlains the Counts of 
Stollberg, and its hereditary-chamberlains, the Counts of Metternich of 
Winnenberg. 

F. 11. Of the Flector of Mentz's privileges, with reſpect to the choice 
and coronation of a Reman Emperor and King, we have treated before. 
At what time this Elector aſſumed to himſelf peculiarly and alone the arch- 
chancellor's office throughout all Germany is uncertain, but this dignity was 


confirmed 
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confirmed to him by the Emperor Adolphus in the year 1292, by the Em- 
peror Albrecht I. in the year 1298, and by the Emperor Lewis IV. in the year 
1314. That he alſo nominates the vice-chancellor of the Empire, and 
holds at the Imperial court a proper chancery, has been already ſhewn 
above. At the aſſemblies of the Emperor and States of the Empire, the 
Elector of Mentz appears not only every where as the firſt State of the 
Empire, and next after the Roman Emperor and King, but alſo wholly 
regulates all conſultations relating thereto. The Imperial matricular eva- 


| luation of the Elector of Mentz, on account of that eleQorate, Rieneck 


and Konigſtein, amounts, each Roman month, to 1927 florins, five kruitzers 
and a half. | 


With reſpect to the ſupreme judicatory of the Empire, the Elector of 


Mentʒ has great prerogatives. At the Imperial aulic-council the vice-chan- 


cellor of the Empire, who has been already ſaid to be nominated by him, 


follows immediately after the Imperial pretident. He has alſo the nomination 


of all the ſecretaries. The Imperial aulic-chancery too, which is appointed 
by him, expedites all matters of which cognizance has been taken. He like- 
wiſe collects and has the direction of the money received for all and ſeveral 
the diſpatches ; keeps the acts and viſits the Imperial aulic-council. The 
Emperor's nomination of a chamber-judge is notified to the EleQor of 
Mentz, and by him to the chamber-court. The aſſeſſors of the Elector of 
Mentz are poſlefled of the firſt place among all of their order. The 
chancery too of the chamber-court is appointed, regulated, &c. by the 


Elector of Mentz alone. In chamber-terms the Elector of Mentz contributes 
to each term nine hundred rixdollars, twenty-one kruitzers and a half, and 


has the reputation of due payment. : 
$. 12. The arch, high-chapter of Mentz conſiſts of twenty-four perſons ; 
namely, of five prelates and nineteen capitulars. The former have the pri- 


vilege of wearing a mitre, the latter indeed need not be prieſts, but not- 


withſtanding are generally ſuch. This chapter has ſeveral ſyndicks and 


other officers. Of the chapters, provoſtſhips, places and factories here an 


account ſhall follow below. The electoral Stadtholder, together with the 
preſidents of the aulic- council, chamber and town uriſdiction are always 


choſen from among the capitulars. In all ſtipulations with neighbouring 


States, and likewiſe in many other weighty matters which concern the pri- 
vileges of the archbiſhopric, the conſent of the chapter is alſo mentioned. 
A capitular is always vicar-general to the archbiſhop in ſpiritual matters. 
The vacant capitular places are filled up out of the ili. Theſe muſt 
not only be Germans but alſo be born in the Rher/h province, and produce 
{ix noble anceſtors who are to be confirmed by oath. Laſtly, here are, 
moreover, vicars who, in certain ſpiritual performances, ſupply the place of 
the capitulars and domicell i. |

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$. 13. The archbiſhopric of Mentz, as well as the reſt of the biſhoprics 
and archL:ſhoprics here, is ſubject to the ſee of Rome. The province be- 
longing to it formerly extended over the greateſt part of Germany, but was 
by degrees greatly diminifhed ; for, from this province, Moravia, Magde- 
burgh, Bamberg, Prague, Verden and Halber/ladt have withdrawn themſelves, 
The biſhoprics which are ſtill ſubject to its juriſdiction, are thoſe of V onms, 
Speyer, Straſzburg, Coſtanz, Augsburg, Cbur, Wurzburg, Eichſtadt, Pader- 
born and Hildeſbeim, as allo that of Fulda. 

$. 14. At the electoral court of Mentz is no regularly appointed privy- 
council college, but important matters of State are propoſed in the privy- 
conference. The privy-chancery here conſiſts of the aulic-chancellor, the 


privy-ſecretary, the ſecretaries, privy-regiſters and privy-clerks of the chan- 
cery. The aulic-counci], or the electoral regency-council college, is under 


the direction of a preſident, a great-ſteward, an aulic-chancellor, a chan- 
cery- director, noble and learned privy, aulic and regency-counſellors, &c, 
The reviſion- judicatory has a learned director, learned reviſion-counſellors, 
a ſecretary and Proctors for its governors. At this court a perſon may ſue, 
within thirty days for reviſion of the ſentences of the aulic-judicatory, the 
offices of appeal, commiſſion and works. The other colleges here are, 
the aulic-judicatory, whoſe ſentences are notified in four general aulic 
judicatory days; the aulic- chamber, the military conference, the chamber- 
office and town judicatory at Mentz, the poor-houſe commiſſion, and the 


office of works. Of the State of Erfurt and Eichsfeldè a particular account 
{hall be given below. 


F. 15. In this place are previouſly to be explained certain appellations 


which occur hereafter, but which will not be diſtinctly underſtood by all 
our readers. In the offices next to the Amtman, or Upper-Amtman, fol- 
lows the Amtskeller, or Keller, who in conjunction with the Amtmen holds 
the court and alſo looks to whatever concerns œcοαOοmical and cameral mat- 
ters. The extent of territory which is under a Centgrave, who in conjunc- 


tion with ſome bailiffs appointed for that purpoſe adminiſters the criminal 


juriſdiction, is called a cent, or hundred. A Vicedom, or Official, ſupplies 


the office of the archbiſhop in temporal matters at ſuch places as were for- 


merly the uſual reſidence of a Superior, in the abſence of whom a Vice-domi- 
nus is appointed there. 1 5 | 

F. 16. The electoral revenues are eſtimated at about 1200, ooo florins. 
The military State here conſiſts of a life-guard of horſe and a number of 
dragoons, together with three regiments of foot and the like number of 
provincial regiments eſtabliſhed on a regular footing, and one of which is 
ſtationed at the E:chsfelde. The city of Mentz is reckoned a barrier-fortreſs 


of the Empire, and the circle of the Upper-Rhine conſiders it as one of its 


fortreſſes ; whence allo it frequently keeps therein, under certain reſtrictions, 
| a number 
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a number of troops which belong to the circle. At Erfurt is not only a 
garriſon of the Elector of Mentæ but alſo one of the Emperor. | 

$. 17. With regard to the more accurate deſcription of the countries of 
the Elector of Mentx in the electoral Rheniſo circle. To it belong, 


I. The following vicedom-amts, upper-amts, amts and 
kelleries : vir. 


I. The vicedom-amt in the city of Mens. | 
1. Ments, in Latin Moguntia and Moguntiacum, is the head-town of the 
archbithopric and electorate, and lies on the Rhine, into which, not far from 


this city, falls the Mayn. Mentz is allowed by the whole of the united 


circles to be a barrier-fortreſs of the Empire, and though it belongs to the 
electoral Rheniſh circle, yet the circle of the Upper-Rhine conſiders it as one 
of its circle-fortreſſes, and therefore frequently keeps therein, under certain 
reſtrictions, a number of troops belonging to the circle, which the electoral 
Rhentſh circle has alſo done. In the year 1735, for the better fortifying of 
this city, full two Roman months were granted ; but though the fortifications 
as begun are excellent, yet are they to this day unfiniſhed. The city itſelf 
is pretty large and populous, but conſiſts, for the moſt part, of narrow ſtreets 
and old-taſhioned burgher-houſes ; however, we likewiſe ſee here, in a 
few places, tome fine buildings, as alſo a conſiderable palace: the ſtreet too, 
in particular, called the Bleiche, is fine. The electoral palace of Martins- 
burg, Which, in the year 1750, received the addition of a beautiful new 
wing, together with the well-built favorita of the Elector, have fine gardens. 
belonging to them. Excluſive alſo of the above-mentioned electoral col- 
leges (F. 14.) and the vicedom-amt, in this city is likewiſe an electoral 
chamber-office and a town-court. The cathedral is a lofty vaulted building, 
which, in the year 1755, was ornamented anew and furniſhed with win- 
dows. In it is a conſiderable treaſure and it contains likewiſe fome good 
monuments of the archbiſhops and canons. The foundations here are, 
the noble foundation at St. Albarn's ; the Eccleſiæ collegiate inſignes, B. M.. 
ad gradus, together with thoſe of St. Peter's, St. Stephen's and St. Vickor's, 
and the other collegiate-churches here of the holy croſs, St. Gangolpb, 
St. John and St. Maurice. Next we find in it an archiepiſcopal ſeminary 
dedicated to St. Boniface, together with ſeven parith-churches and a Benedictine 
prelature ſeated on Jacob's Mount, the abbot of which is primate of the 
Clerus Secundarius, as alſo a college of Jeſuits, fix monaſteries and five nun- 
neries, with a charter-houfe and two other nunneries near the city, as alſo 
fix hoſpitals, among which is that of St. Rochus, containing a printing-houſe, 


together with manufactures of ſtockings and ſtuffs, which are the principal 


things in it, and a correction-houſe. The univerſity here was founded in 
* | the 
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the year 1477 or 1482, by the Elector Dzether. That the preſent Elector 
endeavours to make his reſidence a flouriſhing town and a place of trade, 
has been already hinted above. It is yet, however, matter of diſpute among 
the learned, whether Mentz was formerly a free Imperial city. In the 
conteſts which aroſe between the depoſed Elector Dietber and his rival 
Adolphus, the latter made himſelf maſter of the city, in the year 1462, by 
ftratagem, and ſubjected it to the archbiſhopric. The Emperor Fre- 
derie III. at firſt, indeed, reclaimed it in the name of the Empire; but, 
in the year 1486, the Emperor Maximilian I. renounced all right to it and 
even extended to it the immunities which had been granted to the countries 
of Mentz. In the year 1631, the Swedes made themſelves maſters of it, 
and in 1644 and 1688, alſo the French. | 

II. The vicedom- amt of Mentæ contains, without the city, 

1. Caſſel, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Rhine, oppoſite to Mentx, and 
with which it has a communication by means of a bridge of boats. In the 
year 1259, while this place belonged to the lords of Falkenſtein and Poland, 
the burghers of Ments razed its walls. 


2. Coibeim, a church- village, ſeated on the Mayn, and in which grows 

a good wine. 5 

3. Meiſſenau, a village, alſo ſeated on the Rhine. 

III. The prefecturate of HocnsT, containing; 

1. Hoch}, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Mayn, into which, not far from 
this place, the little river of Nid falls. The Antonite cloyſter here was, in 
the year 1441, removed to this place from Ro/torf in the county of Hanau. 
At Hochi, likewiſe, is a porcelain- manufactory and a toll. This place was 
ceded by the Emperor Charles IV. to the archbiſhopric in lieu of the arch- 
biſhopric of Prague which had been taken from it. In the year 1400, it 
was raiſed to a city. In the year 1622, Duke Chriſtian of Brunſwick was 
defeated in theſe parts by the Imperial general T/ly. | 
2. Hofheim, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Guldenbach and containing a 
kellerey. 3:5 „ 

IV. The prefecturate of KRON BERG was formerly a county, the Counts 
of which, as hereditary- cup- bearers to the archbiſhopric, were vaſſals there- 
of. The ancient family of theſe Counts became extinct in the year 1704, in 
the perſon of John Micholas; upon which the county itſelf, by virtue of the 
Imperial expectancy which it had obtained, devolved to the Elector of 
Mentz ; but that Prince, like the ancient Counts thereof, adheres not to the 
Wetterau bench of Counts of the Empire. To this prefecturate belongs, 

1. Kronberg, a ſmall town, ſtanding on a mountain which is called the 
Hohe, or the Feldberg. About the year 1 528, the Proteſtant doctrine was 
introduced here by the Landgrave of Heſſe, as poſſeſſor at that time of the 
place; but Heſſe again, in the year 1541, ceding the town to the lords of 
that name, they promiſed to leave the Proteſtant doQtrine and religious wor- 
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ſhip in the ſtate it was in at that time; a part, however, of the inhabitants 
embraced the Proteſtant religion, but the reſt continued Roman-catholic or 
returned again to the Roman-catholic church. During the thirty years war, all 


manner of changes in religion were propoſed ; but after the peace of Ve- 


phalia, by virtue of an Imperial commiſſion, the Proteſtant religious worſhip 
was alone reſtored here. In the year 1704, Kronberg falling to the Elector 
of Mentz, the immunities, which till that time continued inveſted in the 
Proteſtants only, were ſhared in divers eccleſiaſtical and civil matters alſo 
among the Roman-catholics. In the year 1738, the ancient citadel here, 
which ſtood on the middle of the mountain, was in a great meaſure pulled 
down, and the ſtones belonging to it uſed for the new Roman-catholic chureh. 
In this diſtrict are ſome fine woods, as alſo a variety of fruits, together 
with a vaſt quantity of cheſtnuts. BY 

2. Eſchborn, a church-village and citadel. 

V. The prefecturate of OxLM : to which belongs, 

1. Upper and Lower-Oblm ; the former of which is a village, and the 
latter, which lies on the river Se/z, a borough. | 

2. Hechſtheim, a church-village. 

3. The kellerey of Ageſbeim, to which belong the church-villages of 
Algeſhetm, Budeſbeim, Ockenheim, Drommerſbeim and Dieterſheim. 

VI. The vicedom- amt of the Rheingau. The name of the Rheingau is 
applied to a particular tract of land which extends itſelf from Mentz along 
the ſhore of the Rhine to the town of Bacharach. This diſtrict is very 
fruitful in the productions both of the field and garden, and particularly in 
its excellent wines, thoſe made here being deemed the nobleſt in Germany : 
That fort eſpecially which grows near Johannesberg and Rudeſheim is highly 
valued. In the Weingau we are to obſerve the following places: vis. 

1. Eltvil, alfo called E/feld, the capital of the Rheingau, and containing 
a citadel, which was the reſidence of Adolphus of Naſſan. 

2. Oeſtrich, a church-village, ſeated on the Rhine. 

3. Geiſenbeim, a ſmall town, alſo ſeated on the Rhine. In the wood not 
far from this place lies a Capuchin cloyſter. 

4. Lorch, a conſiderable borough, ſeated on the Rhine, and the inhabi- 


ants of which ſubſiſt, for the moſt part, by the cultivation of vines. In this 


town is a factory belonging to the cathedral, as alſo a-nobleman's ſeat, which 
is the property of the family of Grezfen#lau. 

5. Lorchhauſen, a borough, lying on the Rhine. 

6. Erbach, a church-village, alſo lying on the Rhine. 

7. Hattenheim, a church-village, ſeated on the Rhine. 

8. Kitterach, or Kidrach, a church-village, containing a Capucbin 
eloyſter. | | 
. The church-villages of Neudorf, Frauenſtein, Lower and Upper- 
Walluf and Hallgarten. 
10. Mintel, 
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10. Winkel, a borough, ſeated on the Rhine. 

11. Jobannesberg, or Biſchofsberg, a church- village, containing a provoſt- 
ſhip, which, at its firſt foundation, was Benedictine, and ſtood under the 
abbot of St. Jacebsberg at Mentz ; but afterwards came by fale to Fulda, The 
wine of this place is famous. 

12. Rudeſheim, a market-borough, famed for its wines. 

13. The church-villages of Rauenthal, Eibingen and Aſzmanſhauſen to- 
gether with, 

14. The following cloyſters : vis. 

Eberbach, a Ciſtercian abbey, founded in the year 1131. In the church 
belonging to it lie interred divers of the archbiſhops of Mentz and many of

the Counts of Naſſau. In it alſo is the hereditary burial-place of the Counts 
of Katzenellnbogen. 

Eibingen, a Benedictine abbey for ladies lying near the above-mentioned 
village.

The Tiefenthal, which are cloyſters of Ciſtercians, with abbeſſes for their 


ſuperiors. 


VII. The prefecturate of LoyNSTE1N lies in the territory of Treves near 
the conflux of the Rhine and the Labn. In it is, 

I. Lobnſtein, or Lahnſtein, alſo called Upper-Labnftein, a ſmall town 
and citadel, ſeated on the Rhine, into which the Labn falls at this place. 
Here alſo is an acid fpring. 

VIII. The prefecturate of STEINHEIM, which was diſpoſed of in the 
year 1424, by the Lords of Eppſtein, in conjunction with fourteen * 
villages, to the archbiſhopric. In it is, 

I. Steinheim, or Upper-Steinbeim, a ſmall town, ſeated « on the Mayn, at 
which is a great paſſage or croſſing- place. 

2. Upper and Lower-Rod, two church-villages in what is called the Roder- 
mark, which conſiſts of a tract of woods and fields. 

3. Great- Aubeim, a church-village. 

4. Kall, a borough, lying not far from the Mayn in that part where the 
river Kb falls into it. 

5. Biber, a village, environed with a wall, and alſo called the Ober 
of the eleven villages which are poſſeſſed in common of a wood named the 
Biber Mark. Theſe eleven villages are Biber, Offenbach, Burgell, Rumpen- 
heim, Mublheim, Diedeſbeim, Lemmerſpiel, Hauſen hinter, or an der Sonn, 
Obertſhauſen, Heuſenſlamm and Rheinbrucken. At Biber all things relating 
to it are managed by the ſherifs of the Mark. Under the great lime-tree 
before the village lies the ſheriff's bench, where the Mark-court is fenced 
in and tranſgreſſors are openly cited and puniſhed. Of this Mark the 
Elector of Mentz is Upper-vogt. In the places belonging to the electorate of 

Mente 
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Mentz only are Mark-maſters, who are choſen by the ſheriffs out of the 
other villages. By virtue of the Mark-inſtrument of the year 1380, a 
warranted Marker muſt be poſſeſſed of thirty acres of land, on which he may 
keep thirty-two head of cattle and as many ſheep and ſwine. : 
IX. The prefecturate of DizBuRG is ſurrounded by the territory of c 
Darmſtadt. In it is, | 


Dieburg, a ſmall town, containing a citadel, together with a cloyſter of 
Capuchins. 


X. The prefecturate of FREYGERICHT lies in the county of Hanau. 


This prefecturate is an Imperial fief, which was firſt preſented in the year 
1500 ; ſome farms, eſtates, wood and revenues in it excepted, which are 
property. The Counts of Hanau were formerly poſſeſſed of one half of 
the Freygericht, which conſiſts of the market-town of Alzenau and thirteen 
villages ; but the houſe of Hanau becoming extin& in the year 1736, a 
conteſt aroſe about it between the Ele&or of Mentz and Heſſe-Caſſel, which 
at length, namely, in the year 1748, was fully adjuſted by a diviſion of 
the Freygericht, agreeably to which the Elector of Mentx obtained for his 
mare, 

1. The borough of Alxenau, ſeated on the river Kaal and containing above 
fixty fighting men. 

2. The borough of Hirſchſtein, or Horſtein, and 

3. Four villages. 


XI. The prefecturate of HavssEN, the ſeat of which lies in the village: 


of Hauſſen, not far from Saalmunſter. To it belongs, 
1. The kellerey of Orb, which comprizes a part of the Speſſart. 


Orb, or Urb, is a borough remarkable for a rich ſalt-work, yielding a fine 


and white ſalt, but which is about one half lighter than that of Naubeim in 
the county of Hanau. In the year 1428, Orb and Wirtheim were mortgaged 
to Hanau for the ſum of 23,000 florins; but, in the year 1564 and 1565 
redeemed again. The conſiderable ſhares in the falt-works here, which: 
were purchaſed by the Counts of Hanau of private perſons, were ceded, 
in the year 1656, in lieu of the 5000 florins of the Wurzburg debt, by the 
cloyſter of Schluchtern to the Elector of Mentz, together with the coppice. 
2. The kellerey of Burgzz/a, in the village of this name, which lies on 
the river Joſze in the territory thereof. : 
3. The kellerey of Mirtbeim, in the borough of that name, ſeated on 
the river Kinzing. | 
XII. The vicedom- amt of Aſchaffenburg comprizes in it a part of the 
conſiderable wood of Speſſart. To it belongs, N 
1. The reſidence town of Aſcbaſfenburg, which is one of the beſt towns in 
all the archbiſhopric, and lies on the Mayn, taking its name from the rivulet: 
of Aſchaff, which in the neighbourhood thereof falls into the Mayn. _ |

F. 1. F HE city of Erfurt, anciently called Erphes, or Erpisfurt, and 

in Latin Erfordia, lies in Thuringia, being reckoned the head- 
town thereof; but was never owned by the circle of Upper Saxeny as a 
S:ate of the Circle, though formerly the ordinances of the Circle were notified 
to it, and it was alſo employed in the examination of the coinage of the 
Circle. In the receſs of the circle of Upper Saxony of 1588, it is expreſsly 
ſaid that the city of Erfurt is neither to be reckoned an Imperial city, nor 


| a State of this Circle. 


F. 2. The firſt foundation of this city commenced fo early as the begin- 
ning of the fifth century. St. Bonzface appointed a biſhop in it, but he had 
no ſucceſſor. In it too in the year 8 52 the Emperor Lewis held a provincial 
Diet, as did alſo the Emperor Henry I. in the year 935, and the Em- 
peror Rudolph I. in 1289, held a diet of the Empire here. In 1566, a 
Diet of the Empire was held here for the laſt time. This town anciently 
ſtood united with the Marggraves and Landgraves of Meiſſen, Heſſe and 
Thuringia, as alſo with the archbiſhops of Magdeburg, the Dukes of 
Saxony and Brunſwick, the Princes and Counts of Henneberg, Stolberg, 
Schwarzburg, and other high houſes, Counts and Cities. In 1443, 1451, 
1457, 1487, 1490, 1496, the Counts of Gleichen, Hohen/tein, Schwarz- 
burg, and others accepted from it military and other places. In the year 
1395 it availed itſelf of the protection of the Dukes of Brunſwick, and in 
1361, 1424, 1435, 1440 and 1468, of the protection of the Landgraves 
of Thuringia and Heſſe, as alſo of other powerful houſes. In 148 3 it made 
a perpetual league of protection and defence with the houſe of Saxony, and 
paid down yearly to it 1500 m2 florins of protection- money. It was, 
indeed, no immediate free Imperial city, but yet was poſſeſſed of and 
executed ſeveral conſiderable lordſhips and immunities. Much diſpute has 
ariſen concerning the rights of the Elector of Mentz over this city; the 
Elector of Mentæ maintaining that he has had from ancient times the ſo— 
vereignty over it, and that he alſo made a donation to it of its immunities 
and privileges; for the confirmation of which, among other things, the 
(tipulation entered into in the year 1280 between archbiſhop Gerhard and 
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the city is adduced, as alſo a writing of the magiſtracy to the archbiſhop, 


bearing date in the year 1428, together with the concordate agreed on be- 
tween the archbiſhop Albert and the city in 1483. In the year 1654, the 
Elector wanted to be again included in the church- prayers. The con- 
teſts which aroſe upon that and other accounts were moſt ſerious in the 
year 1660, and in 1663 the city brought upon itſelf the ban of the Empire, 
the execution of which was conferred on the Elector of Mentz, who after 
ſome private underhand dealings with the Elector of Saxony, in which the 


Saxon right of protection was given up; in the year 1664 the city was be- 


ſieged and taken, with the help of French and Lorrain troops. Upon this, 
in the year 1665 between the Elector of Mentz and the princely houſe of 
Saxony, of the Erne/line line, followed a ſtipulation, as well on account of 


other diſputes as of the Erfurt affair. In 1666, a new ſtipulation was 


agreed on between them, and in 1667 another ſtipulation alſo between 
the Electors of Mentz and Saxony, after which an execution receſs was 
brought to bear between the Elector of Mentæ and the princely houſe of 
Saxony. By virtue of theſe ſtipulations the Elector of Mentz renounced cer- 
tain demands, and the houſe of Saxony reſigned the dominium directum, 
which had been ceded in favour of the Elector of Mentz over the villages 
and farms, which the council of Erfurt held in fief and ſubfief of the 
princely houſe of Saxony. The council of Erfurt alſo renounced or diſ- 
claimed the hereditary protection of the princely houſe of Saxony, and paid 
down what remained due of the protection- money. But notwithſtanding 
this the Elector John George III. of Saxony, ſtill reſerved to himſelf all 
rights before the Imperial throne, and on this occaſion alſo obtained an 
Imperial decretum ſalvatorium, ſecuring likewiſe his right in the feudal briefs 
of the Empire. | | 

F. 3. In the above-mentioned ſtipulations of 1664, 1665, 1666 and 1667, 


the maintenance of the Proteſtant doctrine and religious worſhip in the 


tate they were in at that time was ſtipulated, agreed to and confirmed by 


the Elector and Chapter. The greateſt part of the inhabitants of the town 
and the whole country are Proteſtants, the five Kuchen villages, as they 
are called, excepted. | 

F. 4. The Elector of Men?z governs the State of Erfurt by a lieutenant. 


The archiepiſcopal ſpiritual court here conſiſts of one preſident, one ſealer, 


three ſpiritual aſſeſſors and one ſecular ; but the archbiſhop's vicar has the 


care only of thoſe matters, gue ſunt ordinis. The provincial regency here 


has the ſtadtholder or lieutenant for its prefident, together with ſeven 
regency-counſellors. The chamber in like manner has the lieutenant 
for its preſident, and ordinarily but two counſellors. The civil and cri- 
minal court here conſiſts of one preſident, fix aſſeſſors, one ſecretary, and 
two Scabins. The Electors have hitherto filled this court with a like num- 


der of Roman-catholic and Lutheran aſſeſſors. Under it, in civil and cri- 
minal 
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minal caſes in the firſt inſtance, ſtand all members relating to the univer. 
ſity, the actual counſellors and chancery-dependants, as allo all other elec- 
toral officers and inhabitants of the city; and appeals likewiſe lie to it from 
the electoral- offices, the town-council of Sommerda, the duumviral-cham- 
ber, the noble and hoſpital courts, and the water-office ; but from this 
court alſo to the ſupreme aulic-court of the Elector of Mentz. The town- 
council is divided into the upper and lower bench ; the members of the 
firſt of which are poſſeſſed of the right of election, but at the election 
great regard is had to the equality of the number of Lutherans and Roman- 
catholics. The two uppermoſt places in each ſenate are filled by the Elec- 
tor. This town-council has a peculiar juriſdiction and regulations of its 
own. The Proteſtant Lutheran conſiſtory here conſiſts of the Lutheran 
preachers of the town, together with three deputies of the town-counci], 
and the Proteſtant ſyndic. Theſe members are ſtiled commiſſaries in mat- 
ters of matrimony and conſcience, the ſenior having the precedency, and 
appeals lying from them to the Proteſtant town-council. The officialate 
here is a court, held by the provoſt of car Lady's foundation, and conſiſts 
of one ſpiritual official, one ſecular ſyndic, and one provoſtſhip- adminiſtrator. 
The two firſt have the care of all matters of right and proceſſes ; and the 
laſt, that of economy. The ſame court judges alſo in preſentations and 
proceſſes beneficiorum fimplicium, and from it an appeal lies to the ſpiritual 
court, and afterwards to the general vicariate. | 
F. 5. The city of Erfurt ſtands on the river Gera, being large, but no 
ſufficiently populous, and for the moſt part built in the old faſhioned taſte, 
It is fortified, and further defended by the citadels of Petersberg and Cyri- 


acsburg, and contains in it a garriſon of two battalions of Imperial and elec- 


toral troops. Numbers of nobles refide in this town, on whom alſo in an 
ordinance publithed in 1755 ſeveral privileges have been conferred. The 


Eccleſia collegiata inſgnis ad B. M. V. allo called ad gradus, is a ſecular 


foundation conliſting of a provoſt, a dean, fix canons and fix vicars, and 


was founded as a cloyſter by St. Bonzface in the year 752. The whole of 


this large church, together with the choir, chapels, and other buildings, 
reſts on vaults without any pillars in it. The celebrated great bell in this 
church weighs 30,250 Ib. or 275 centners. Its towers have been demo- 
liched by fire. At the collegiate-church of St. Severus are fix canons and 


four vicars. Both theſe foundations are ground-lords of Great-Mendra. 


Next we find here, moreover, a college of Jeſuits, together with a rich mo- 
naſtery of Benedictines at St. Peter and Paul, which is under the direction of 
a mitred abbot, who ſtiles himſelf Lord of Franłenrode and Biſcbefrode on the 


Morra, and provoſt of Celle. Excluſive too of ſeven cloyſters, in this town are 


likewiſe four Rman- catholie churches and three chapels. The Lutherans per- 


form their worſhip in fix churches here, and poſſeſs moreover five others, 


but theſe they make no uſe of. They have alſo a gymrnafum, in a building 
ER : | | which 
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which was formerly an Auguſtine cloyſter. For the erecting of the univer- 
ſity here the papal privileges were granted in 1389, in 1392 the faculties 
were filled, and in 1398 it was confecrated. In the year 1396, pope Boni- 


face IX. appointed the archbiſhops of Mentz as perpetual chancellors to 


the univerſity, whoſe place is filled up by each ſeveral vicar. To the uni- 
verſity belong five colleges. The theological faculty here is wholly Reman- 
catholic, but the ſenior of the Lutheran clergy is profeſſor of the Augsburg 
confeſſion, and receives yearly of the Elector a ſalary of two hundred rixdollars. 
The other faculties here are filled up equally with Lutheran and Roman- 
catholic profeſſors. In the year 1754 an academy of the uſeful ſciences was 
alſo founded at this place. Among the libraries here, excluſive of that of the 
univerſity, is in particular to be remarked the Boineburg, together with that 


of the Lutheran miniſtry (which contains in it ſome ancient manuſcripts of the 


Hebrew Bible) that of the Jeſuits, that of the Scottiſh cloyſter, and that of 
the Imperial academy Nature Curioforum. Among the conſiderable im- 
provements which have been made in this univerſity, by the preſent 
Elector, John Frederick Charles, is to be reckoned the founding of a botanic 
garden, an anatomical theatre, an aſtronomical obſervatory, and a riding 
academy. 

$. 6. The territory belonging to this city is for the moſt part fertile, but 
defective in wood. It compriſes in it one little town, together with one 
market-town and ſeventy-three villages, and is divided into the following 
prefecturates. 

1. The city prefecturate conſiſts of fifteen villages, among which are the 
five kitchen-villages (each of which is obliged to perform all manner of 
due ſervices and liveries to the Sovereign's kitchen) namely Witterda, Mel- 
chendorf, Daberſtadt, Dittelſtadt and Hochbeim. | 


2. The prefecturate of Toxporr, which ever ſince the year 1665 has 


belonged to Mentz, and compriſes in it twelve villages. 

3. The prefecturate of ATZ ANS DORF, Which conſiſts of fifteen 
villages. | | 

4. The prefecturate of MunrLBEeRG, to which belong the two villages 
of Mublberg and Rohrenſee. On a mountain near Mublberg ſtands a ruined 
citadel, which was formerly the reſidence of the Counts of Mublberg, on 
the extinction of whom one half of the county devolved about the year 
1330 to the Elector of Mentz, but the other half to the Counts of Henne- 
berg and Schwarzburg. In 1357 both halves were again diſpoſed of to the 
city of Erfurt. In 1592, the Elector of Mentz ceded his ſhare therein to the 
houſe of Saxony; but in 1666 the whole prefecturate was again given up. 

5. The prefecturate of VARGULA confiſts of the market-town of Great- 


Vargula, or Vargel (formerly called Yarila, Varigla, and Farula) where, 


according to the opinion of ſome hiſtorians, the Emperor Charlemagne was 
conceived of his mother.

This diviſion, however, is very populous, and the 
inhabitants make great quantities of ſerge and linen. The high ſituation of

The chief part of theſe 
are at Duderſtadt, and in the juriſdiction of thoſe of Winzingeroda, which, 
one third of Rheinbolterode excepted, is wholly Proteſtant. The prevailing 
religion here is the Roman-catholic. The ſpiritual juriſdiction over the 
whole Eichsfeld, or the archiepiſcopal commiſſariate here, is at Duderſtadt. 
In this country we reckon two collegiate foundations, one of which is at 
Heiligenſ/iad?, and the other in the noble Hardenberg borough of Nerthen, 
ſituate one German mile from Gottingen; two abbies, five cloyſters, under 
the direction of abbeſſes, an Urſuline nunnery, which has for its governeſs 
what is called a Worthy Mother, and ten provincial deanries, to which be- 
long eighty-one Roman-catholic pariſhes ; namely, to the chapter of Beur 
fix ; to the Fubrbach chapter eight; to the chapter of Gieboldebaus nine; to 
the Immingerode chapter ſeven; to the Kirchworbis chapter eight; to the 

 Kublſiad? chapter eight; to the chapter of Langenfeld ſix ; to the Obernfeld 
chapter five; to the Meſibauſen chapter ſixteen, and to the chapter of ¶ icſen- 
felde eight. The right of patronage in ſome places is poſſeſſed by the archbiſhop, 
in others by the foundations and cloyſters, and in others by the nobility. 

8. 5. Such of the inhabitants as devote themſelves to the ſciences, are in- 
ſtructed either at Heiligenſtadt by the Jeſuits, or at Duderſtadt by the clergy 
in the commiſſariate, and afterwards viſit foreign univerſities, 

F. 6. Anciently the Eichgfeld belonged to Thuringia. The Upper Eich/- 
feld was diſpoſed of by Henry Count of Gleichen, of Gleicbenſtein, in the 
year 1294 to Gerhard II. Elector of Mentz; but Heiligenſtadt belonged to 
the archbiſhopric ſo early as the year 1022. The Mark of Duderſtadt, in which 
at that time the town of Duder/tadt, the prefecturate of Grebeldebauſen, the 
judicatory of Bernſbauſen and other portions were reckoned, was poſſeſſed 

by the Dukes of Grubenbagen, and purchaſed by Duke Otto the Child of the 
abbeſs Gertrud of Quedlinburg for five hundred marks of ſilver. Duke Henry, 
Vor. IV. 2Z 2 2 ſurnamed 
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ſurnamed of Greece, who poſſeſſed for himſelf one third thereof, and mort- 
gaged the other two thirds to his brother, ceded this country in the year 
1334, with reſervation of redemption, by way of mortgage to archbiſhop 
Baldwin of Mentz in lieu of fix hundred marks of filver, of Einbeck war- 
rant. In the year 1563, the Dukes Erne/t, Wolfgang, and Pbilip of Gruben- 
hagen made a reſignation of it to the archbiſhopric and chapter, but this was 
not accepted. At length, namely in the year 1692 followed a ſtipulation, in 
which the Duke, afterwards the Elector Erneſt Auguſtus of Brunfwick-Lyu- 
neburg renounced his claim to the above-mentioned tract of the Eichsfeld, 
and the Elector of Mentz alſo his counter-claim to certain diſtricts and places 
belonging to the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneberg. The Elector governs the 


Eichsfeld by a lieutenant, whoſe place is ſupplied by an adminiſtrator. At 


Heiligenſtadt are the ſupreme temporal courts, namely, the provincial re- 
gency, which manages matters political, public, and criminal ; the upper 
land-court, to which appeals lie from the prefecturates of the noble and 
clauſtral-courts, and before which the nobility and other privileged perſons 
ſtand in the firſt inſtance ; in both which courts the lieutenant, or his ad- 
miniſtrator prelides ; together with the electoral provincial tax-office, and 
the electoral foreſt-othce. The chamber here is repreſented by each parti- 
cular provincial clerk, Over the nine Amts-vogties here are appointed 
Amts-vogts, to whom are added Amts-judges and Amts-clerks, who alſo 
collect the taxes, rents, and other electoral revenues. In this eountry are 
allo fix clauſtral and fifteen noble judicatories. 

$. 7. In the Upper Eichsfelde are to be remarked, 

J. The following towns. . 

1. Heiligenſtadt, the capital of the country, lying on the river Leine, 
into which the Geiſlede falls at this place. This town is the ſeat of the 
lieutenancy, and the ſupreme temporal judicatory, and contains in it a 
caſtle finely built of free-ſtone, in which the lieutenant's adminiſtrator re- 
ſides, and where alſo the regency and the provincial judicatory hold their 
meetings, together with an electoral town-judicatory, a town-council, and 
a collegiate foundation dedicated to St. Martin. Ever ſince the year 1 $75, 
there have alto been erected here a Jeſuits college, together with a ſchool 
and three churches. In 1739 this town was almoſt wholly deſtroyed by 
fire, but has again been regularly rebuilt. 

2. Stadt-Worbis, a ſmall town, containing a cloyſter of Franciſcans, near 
which riſes the river Wipper. This place is called Stadt-Morbis, by way 
of diſtinction from the neighbouring parochial villages of Brerten-Weorb:s 
and Kireb-Morbis. | | | 

II. The following Amtsvogties : v22. | 

1. The Amtsvogtey of Haarburg takes its name from a ruined caſtle in 
it, and has its ſeat at preſent near Stad?-Worbis. Among the fix villages 
appertaining thereto, are the church-villages of Bernteroda, Breiten-Worbis, 
Gernroda and Kirch-Worbis. 2. The 
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2. The Amtsvogtey of Scharfenſtein compriſes in it five whole and two 


half villages. The church-villages here are Beuren, Birkungen, Leinefeld, 
Steinbach and Wingeroda. 


3. The prefecturate of GLE1cyENSTEIN contains in it 

Gleichenſtein, formerly a ſtrong citadel ſeated on a mountain. In the 
rf 647 this place was taken by the Imperial forces, and in 1648 by the 
Swedes. | 

Dingelſtadt, a large borough ſeated on the Unſtrut, and which in the 
year 1714 was for the moſt part burnt down ; together with 

Nine villages and a half, among which are the church-villages of Be- 
ber/tatt, Helmſdorf, Kublſtatt, Silberhauſen and MWachſtatt. 


4. The prefecturate of BiscHoFSTEIN, containing ten whole and two 


half villages, among which are the church-villages of Lengenfeld and 


Bartlof. © | 

5. The prefeCturate of GREIFENSTEIN, conſiſting of four villages, among 
which is the church-village of R:ſtungen. This prefecturate is united with 
that of Biſchbofs/tern. 

6. The prefecturate of TREFFURT. In the town and prefecturate of 
Treffurt on the Werra the Elector of Mentz is poſſeſſed of one third. 
Among the four villages of this prefecturate is to be reckoned the church- 
village of Wendehauſen. A fuller account of this village is to be met with 
below. 

Rem. The eleQoral-vogt at Treffurt has the inſpection of the common 
| hereditary vogtey, ſituate without the Ezchsfe/de, and to which vogtey belong 
the places of Upper and Lower Dorla, and Langula. 

7. The prefecturate of RUsTENBERG contains in it fifteen whole villages, 
together with two halves and one third. The old caſtle of Ruftenberg here, 
which was formerly a place of ſtrength, and the reſidence of the upper 
officers, ſtands on a high mountain, at the foot of which a grand new 
caſtle has been erected. The church-villages here are Kreutzeber, Geiſ- 
leden, Kirchgander, Rengelroda, Ruſtefeld, Simeroda, Udra and Weſt- 
hauſen. | 

The Mublen vogtey is inveſted with the right of collecting the fruits in 
the prefecturate of Rullenberg in the name of the Elector. | 

III. The following ſpiritual foundations, with their judicatories, v/s. 

1. Reiffenſtein, an abbey of Ciſlerciaus, the abbot of which is primate of 
the Land-ſtates in the E:chsfelde, at ſuch times as the prelate of Gerroda 
acts not in that capacity. This abbey is poſſeſſed of the villages of Barth/sf, 
Hauſſen and Kalmeroda, conſtituting a ſingle judicatory, and inſpects and 
fills up with its members ſeven pariſhes. It has alſo an eſtate belonging to 
it named Beinroda, ſituate between Beuren and Kalmeroda, which eſtate 
is environed with a wall, and greatly reſembles a cloyſter. 

2. Beuren, a nunnery of — on the Leine, and containing in it 
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an abbeſs and a provoſt. To this nunnery belongs one half of the village 
of Winnigeroda, over which it is al ſo poſſeſſed of the juriſdiction. 

3. Auroda, or Anneroda, a Ciſtercian nunnery ſeated on the Unſtrue, 
and under the direction of an abbeſs and a provoſt. In it alſo is a 
to which appertain the villages of Bebendorf and Brckenrida. 

4. Zell, a nunnery of Benedictines, with an abbeſs and a provoſt for its 


head, and having alſo in it a judicatory, which extends itſelf over th 
church-villages of Efeldra and Struth.

5. Hulfenberg, in Latin Mons Salvatoris, a celebrated place of pilgrimage 


ſeated on a mountain, on which formerly the idol Szfo was worſhipped, 


whence it has obtained the name of Szffenberg. This place belongs to the 
cloyſter of Auroda. |

1. The juriſdiction of Bedenhauſen extends over the villages of Freyen-

$. 8. In the lower Eichgfelde we are to remark, 

I. Duderſtadt, a town ſeated on the Hable, which is the reſidence of 
the commiſſariate, or ſpiritual- court. We find here a town and council- 
court, under which ſtand eleven villages, together with an Urſuline nun- 
nery, the ſuperior of which is tiled, Worthy Mother, and is changed 
every three years, together with two pariſh-churches, and alſo another. 
In the middle of the fixteenth century the whole burgherſhip was Lu- 
theran. There are alſo many Lutherans ſtill remaining here, who frequent 


ſubſiſtence here is beer-brewing. The inhabitants alſo trade in tobacco and 
other things. 1

8. 1. F the archbiſhopric of Trier, Jobn von Scilde (in Latin named 
Scillius) in ancient times delineated a chart, and after him Ger- 
hard Mercator another, which was taken at the command of the Elector, 


and is the baſis of all the later ones, which Fred. de Witt, Gerb. Valk, Job. 


Bapt. Homann, Viſcher and others have engraved under the title of the 
Moſelſtream. That of Homann conſtitutes the forty-firſt chart in the Atlas 
of Germany. | | | 

$. 2. This biſhopric terminates to the weſt on the dutchy of Luxemburg; 
to the ſouth on the dutchy of Lorrazn ; to the eaſt, on certain territories of 
the Elector-palatine in the circle of the Upper Rhine, as alſo on thoſe of 
Heſſe-Rheinfeld and the houſe of Naſſau; and to the north on the archbiſhop- 
ric of C:hgn, and ſeveral ſeigniories. The length thereof amounts to about 
twenty German miles, but its breadth is very different. Brower, eſtimates 
the length of it from the utmoſt limits of the prefecturate of Sarburg to the 
farther end of that of Camberg at 130,000 paces; and its greateſt breadth, 


he takes to be from Sarburg to the Eyffel, at go, ooo; but ſays not what 
paces he means. 


$. 3. The country here is pretty mountainous and woody, containing, indeed, 
good paſturage for cattle, and in many places alſo fruitful arable land, but 


yet ſtands in need of the importation of corn ; on the contrary the growth 
of wine here on the Meſel is very conſiderable, and among the Me wines 
thoſe in particular which grow at Zeltingen, Weblen, Krag, Duſſemund, 
Chis, and ſome other places are in eſteem. There are likewiſe all forts of 
game here, together with good acid ſprings, and mines alſo of ſtone- 
coal, calamy, iron, copper, lead, tin, ſilver and gold are to be found there. 
The Maſe! comes out of the dutchy of Luxemburg into this archbiſhopric, 
where it immediately receives on the borders thereof the river Saar, and 
ſoon after the Ky//, after which it runs through the greateſt part of the 
country of Trier, with ſeveral windings, and in particular between the 
mountains, and falls at length at Coblenz into the Rhine, which has juſt 
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before received into it the Labn, in Latin the Logana. Theſe rivers are of 
very great advantage to the archbiſhopric as well with regard to its fiſhery as 
navigation. | 

$ 4. This archbiſhopric contains in it twenty-eight towns. The nobility 
reſiding therein poſſeſs and enjoy almoſt one third of the eſtates ſituated in 
the archbiſhopric, which were, by a ſtipulation in the year 1729, acknow- 
; | ledged as free and immediate eſtates of the Empire. The Provincial-ſtates 
5 are formed thus: v72. 1. Of the prelates, in Latin ſtiled clerys ſuperior, and 
the clergy, or c/erus inferior : the former of the ſe are the abbots of St. Maxi- 
+ min, Laach or Loch, the holy martyrs in Treves, St. Martin, Sayn and Him- 

- merode, together with the dean of St. Florin in Coblenz, St. Paulin, St. Simeon 
in Treves, St. Caſtor in Coblenz, St. Caſtor in Carden, Munſter-Meinfeld, Pfal- 
zel and Kylburg ; but the clergy conſiſt of the provincial-deans of Treves, 
Kyiburg, Pijpord, Zell, Perl, Merzig, Madril, Ditkirch, Engers, Ochten- 
dung and Boppard. 2. Of the towns of Treves, Coblenx, Boppard, Upper- 
1 Meſel, Zell, Cochem, Montabaur, Limburg, Berncaſtel, Withich, Munſter- 
4 Meinfeld, Mayen, Sarburg and Pfalzel. The abbot of St. Maximin is pri- 
= mate of the Land-ſtates, and, as well in the upper as the lower archbiſhopric, 
they have both their ſpiritual and temporal direforinm. The States are 
ſummoned together by the Elector, who at the ſame time notifies ſuch 
ſummons to the chapter, that it may ſend deputies at pleaſure for the hear- 
ing of the propoſition of the Provincial-diet ; but ſuch deputies immediately 
depart after the hearing. | | | 

$. 5. The electoral ſubjects are addicted to the Roman-catholic church, 
but in ſome other places which the Elector of Treves is poſſeſſed of in com- 
mon with other houſes, are likewiſe Proteſtants. The whole of the archi- 
epiſcopal juriſdiction, which extends much farther than the archiepiſcopal 
countries, is divided into five archidiaconates, which are, the greater archi- 
diaconate, or that of St. Peter of Treves, St. Eubentins of Dithirchen, 

St. Caſtor of Carden, St. Agatha of Longvie, and St. Maurice of Theley. To 
theſe belong twenty decanates, or provincial deanries, which from old times 
have been ſtyled Chriſtenhoods. 

F. 6. The ancient Treviri, from whom the principal town here and the 
country alfo has its name, were, till the fourth century, fubje&t to the 
Romans and afterwards to the Franks. In the divifions which the ſons and 
I poſterity of the Emperor Lewis I. had made, this country was added, in 
3 the year 855, to the Kingdom of Lorrain, and, in 870, fell to the ſhare of 
3 Lewis the German King, ever ſince which time it has continued annexed to 
Germany. The origin of the biſhopric of Treves is ſought after by ſome in 
the firſt, but by others in the third century ; and ſtill more uncertain is it 
who, of all the biſhops of Treves, was firſt raiſed to the dignity of an 
archbiſhop. The church of Treves, however, is held to be the moſt an- 
cient in Germany. | 
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$. 7. An archbiſhop of Treves is elected by the chapter there, and ſwears 
to a capitulation propoſed by them. The Pope confirms ſuch election in the 
uſual manner, empowering one of the new-eleQted biſhops, allotted for that 
purpoſe, to conſecrate him. With reſpect to annates, a new archbiſhop 
was formerly to pay 7000 florins to the papal chamber, but the ſums raiſed 


at preſent are greater. The amount of that at which the pallium muſt be 


redeemed is not known. 


$. 8. The archiepiſcopal title here is, By the grace of God, Archbiſhop of 
Treves, of the holy Roman Empire throughout Gaul and the Kingdom of Arles, 
Arch-chancellor and Elector, and alſo Adminiſtrator of Pram. The conſtant 
arms of this archbiſhop are, on account of Treves, a ſhield quartered in 
whoſe upper dexter field, and likewiſe in the lower field ſiniſter, is a croſs 
of gules in a field argent; and, on the contrary, on account of Prum, in 
the upper field ſiniſter, and likewiſe in the lower field dexter, is a lamb 
argent bearing a ſmall trophy, on which is depicted a croſs on a mount 
verte in a field gules. 

§. 9. The archbiſhop of - Treves is in rank the ſecond ſpiritual Elector. 
At the election of an Emperor he delivers the formula of the election-oath 
to the Elector of Mentæ, to be ſworn to by him. At the election of an 


Emperor he has alſo the firſt voice. Diſputes have ariſen concerning the 


origin of the arch-chancellorſhip of Treves, as well alſo as on account of 
the provinces, over which it extends; neither is it agreed, whether it be 
confined to certain matters or diſtricts. Some are of opinion, that the 
Elector of Treves has a right at all times and in all places, wherever the 
Emperor makes any abode, to forward every thing regarding the provinces 
belonging to Gaul and the kingdom of Arles : but others think, that this 
right depends upon this ; as, namely, whether he makes abode in a country 
belonging to the arch-chancellorſhip of the Elector of Treves. This office 
of arch-chancellor, however, has, for ſome hundreds of years paſt been 
omitted ; and as divers of the provinces which belonged thereto have been 
torn, one after the other, from the German Empire, ſo the caſes wherein it 
might be exerciſed become every day leſs frequent; for which reaſon it is to 
be conſidered only as a mere title. : . | 

SF. 10. As Elector, the archbiſhop of Treves enjoys both ſeat and voice in 
the electoral council at the Diets of the Empire. The Imperial, matricular 
evaluation of the Elector of Treves are twenty-ſix horſe and two thirds, and 
one hundred and twenty-two foot two thirds, or eight hundred and fix 


florins, forty kruitzers. As archbiſhop of Treves, he is to be conſidered as 


a State of the electoral Rheniſþ circle, and obtains therein the ſecond place; 
namely, that after the Elector of Mentz. By virtue of the peace of Weſt- 
phalia, he has the right of preſenting two Romen-catholic aſſeſſors of the 
chamber-judicatory ; but the number of theſe aſſeſſors being reduced in the 
year 1719 to one half, he nominates only one, who is the ſecond in order 


among 
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among all the aſſeſſors. Towards the maintenance of the chamber-judica- 
tory, he pays to each term, on account of this archbiſhopric, eight hundred 
and eleven rixdollars, fifty-eight kruitzers and a half. F 
9. 11. The ſuffragans of the archbiſhop of Treves are the biſhops of 
Metz, Tull and Verdun. The Elector is alſo primate, but at what time this 


primacy began, and wherein it- conſiſted, or how far it extends, as alſo 
what it ſtill means, even at this day, authors are not agreed on. | 


§. 12. The chapter of Treves conſiſts of forty canons, among whom 


are ſixteen capitulars and twenty-four domicelli. All theſe canons muſt 
at leaſt be deſcended of ancient noble families, and have it in their power to 
exhibit ſixteen anceſtors capable of being admitted to tournaments. The 


title of the chapter is that of provoſt, dean and chapter of the high-cathedfal 


of Treves, | | 

F. 13. There are alſo exiſtent here four hereditary-offices of the arch- 
biſhopric : viz. the office of hereditary-marſhal, which the houſe of Elz- 
Kempenich enjoys ; the office of hereditary-chamberlain, which the baron 
family of Keſſelſtatt is poſſeſſed of; the office of hereditary-ſeiver, in the 
hands of the Counts of the Leyen; and the office of hereditary-cupbearer, in 
thoſe of the family of Schmidberg. 

§. 14. The Regency of this country conſiſts of a chancellor, a privy and 


regency-counſellors. The court of reviſion here conſiſts of a director, four 


reviſion-counſellors and one actuary. Before this court come all proceſſes 
in the laſt inſtance from both the aulic-judicatories, one of which lies in 
the upper archbiſhopric at Treves, and the other in the lower archbiſhopric 
at Coblenz, to which appeals alſo lie from the ſeveral courts in the towns 
and prefecturates. Here are alſo two ſpiritual-courts, or officialates ; namely, 
one at Treves, for the upper archbiſhopric, and one at Coblenz for the 
lower. | 

F. 15. The chamber-revenues of the Elector have been conſiderably im- 
proved by the Elector Francis George, and at preſent amount annually to 


about 50,000 rixdollars. The taxes raiſed here are agreed to at the Land- 


diets by the Land-ſtates. In the year 1714, the Land-ſtates mutually 
agreed how, and in what proportion, the aids to be granted yearly to the Sove- 
reign ſhould be levied from each State : namely, that there ſhould be yearly 
paid, by each married couple, one Rheniſb florin ; but by widowed perſons 
half a one, and in every kind of occupation, or means of ſubſiſtance, as, 
for inſtance, by haberdaſhers, manufactures, inn-keepers, &c. ſome what cer- 
tain ; and the ſum ariſing therefrom to be alone and previouſly deducted by 
the temporal State for the abatement of the ſubſidies granted, as alſo that 
the Spiritual-ſtate ſhould remain free from any forage, which the Sovereign 
might happen to iſſue out orders for; but, in the next place, that all ſpi- 
ritual and temporal eſtates, tythes, rents and incomes, under what ap- 
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pellation ſoever, ſhould be equally rated without diſtinction, houſes alone 
excepted. 


$. 16. The archbiſhopric has regulars and a land-militia. The former of 


theſe conſiſt, in times of peace and ordinarily, only of the circle troops, 


which the Elector of Treves is bound to maintain, and which amount to 
between eleven and twelve hundred men. The Elector alſo keeps up a 
life-guard of forty perſons. 
$. 17. This archbiſhopric conſiſts of two parts; namely, of the upper and 
the lower archbiſhopric. | | 
I. The upper archbiſhopric : to which belongs, 


I. Triers, in French Treves, and in Latin Trever:, Treverts, Treviris, or 


Auguſta Trevirorum, the capital town of the archbiſhopric, lying between 


two mountains on the Moſel, over which it has a coſtly ſtone-bridge. This 
town is very old, but its age reaches by no means ſo far back as it is uſually 
fixed at. Long, however, betore the birth of Chriſt, Treves was a town of 


note of the Treveri. Afterwards, the ancient Reman Emperors had a re- 


ſidence here; and it is alſo the head-town of the firſt Belgium, and ſo early 
as the days of Conſtantine the Great was the capital of all Gaul. In the year 
410, it was twice laid waſte, as alſo again in 411 and 415. About the 
year 458, from the Romans it fell under the power of the Franks. Under 


the Auſtraſian Monarchs, a royal court had its ſeat here; in which, as 


well under the Frankiſh Kings as alſo for a long time after, reſided Pfalz- 
raves. As at that time too, fo alſo at this day, not far from the palace, 
is ſtill to be ſeen a place called auf dem Grauen; and the ſtreet leadin 
from thence o the palace is named Palace-ſtreet. There was likewiſe another 
Frankiſh King's palace in this town called ad Herrea, on the ſite of which 
afterwards was built a nunnery. Of the ancient Roman theatre here ſome 


remains are {till extant, which to this very day are called Cas-teller, The 


archiepiſcopal-court, or palace, near the cathedral-church, was rebuilt by 


the Elector Francis George. The cathedral-charch of St. Peter here ſtands 


on a hill, being a large building. Excluſive of this church there are like- 
wiſe here three collegiate and five pariſh-churches, together with three col- 
leges of Jeſui's and thirteen monaſteries and nunneries, as alſo a houſe of 
the Teutonick order and a manſion. belonging to that of St. 7%. For the 
eſtabliſhment of the univerſity here, papal privileges were iſſued ſo early as 


the year 1454, but theſe were firſt brought duely to bear only in 1472, in. 


1535 being renewed, and in 1722 improved. This town, according to 
the common opinion, was formerly an Imperial city, and had alſo a parti- 
cular matricular evaluation of its own ; but by a ſentence of the Electors 
pitched upon for the deciſion of this matter in conjunction with the Imperial 
aulic-counſellors, nominated by the Emperor, it was declared to be ſubject 
to the ſuperiority of the Elector of Triers, which was alſo immediately iter 


affectually exerciſed by him over. it. Within, 
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Within the town and its territory were reckoned Oleve and Sevenich; 
but Curenz ſtands under the juriſdiction of the archiepiſcopal palace in 
the town. | 

The Benedictine abbey of St. Matthias, near Triers, is mentioned in the 
old Imperial matriculas, as under a peculiar evaluation. This abbey is 
poſſeſſed of the ground-juriſdiction in five villages belonging to the prefec- 
turate of Sarburg, as alſo at Vilmar in the prefecturate of Limburg. 

2. The prefecturate of PFALZEL, in which are to be remarked forty-ſ1x 
places. | | 
n Pfalzel, in Latin Palatiolum, is a ſmall town, ſeated on the Moſel, hard 
Triers, and conſiſting of two parts, one of which is pretty well fortified in 
the old taſte, and contains in it a collegiate-church. At this place, in the 
times of the Romans, ſtood a palatium, which under the Franks was con- 
verted into a Prædium majorum domus, and at laſt, namely, about the year 


690, was changed into a nunnery by Adela, daughter to the Franki/h King 


Dagobert II. 
Conz, a borough, ſeated on the Saar, which, not far from this place, 


falls into the Moſel, and over which a very ancient, ſtrong ſtone-bridge has 


been erected called the Conſarbruck, or Cunzerbruck. 
The pariſhes of Erang, Cordel, Euren and Iich. 
3. The prefecturate of ST. MAxIMIN, under the electoral ſuperiority, 


belongs to the BenediZtine abbey of St. Maximin, which is ſaid to be the 


oldeſt abbey in all Germany. The abbot hereof is elected by the Monks 
and immediately confirmed by the Pope, for which confirmation he pays 
1500 ſcudi. In ſpirituals alſo he ſtands immediately under the Pope and 
wanted likewiſe formerly to be reckoned an immediate State of the Empire; 
but, in the years 1570 and 1630, the chamber-judicatory gave ſentence 
againſt him; and at length both the abbot and the convent came to an 
agreement with the archbiſhop, by which they acknowledged the ſuperi- 
ority of the Elector of Tiers over the prefecturate belonging to the cloyſter 


of St. Maximin, in ſuch manner that the Elector was to enjoy the homage, 


taxes and appeals, but the abbot and cloyſter were to be poſſeſſed of the 
high, middle and ground juriſdiction in ſuch places as the cloyſter held it 
by ancient cuſtom, together with the vogtey-homage, the incomes and the 


poſſeſſion of the regalia, and in particular the juriſdiction of paſſage over 


the Moſel at Schweich, as alſo other rights, excluſive of the high regalza, 
by the poſſeſſion of which the cloyſter is likewiſe inveſted with the right of 


pardoning felons. Thus the abbot appears to be a Provincial-ſtate of Tiers, 


but is nevertheleſs the firſt among the Land-ſtates, and, in particular, alſo 
among the Spiritual-ſtates, in whoſe names he is as well to make as to 


anſwer to the ſeveral propoſitions made. He is likewiſe the firſt Land-ſtate | 


in the dutchy of Luxemburg, and arch-chaplain to each reigning Roman 
Empreſs. The yearly revenues of this abbey are eſtimated at 6000 ducats; 
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but in the papal chamber-books they are rated at four hundred and fifteen 
gold florins. 

To the prefecturate, excluſive of the abbey of St. Maximin, together with 
the borough, citadel and ſeigniory of Bettingen in the Eyffel belong alſo the 
following places; namely Bredyd? and Budelich, the latter of which is a 
church. village; Detzem, alſo a church-village ; Faſterau and Fell, the latter 
a church- village; Grunhouſz, Herl, Tfjel, Kenn and Lonquich, a church- 
village; Lorſeb, Lerſcheid, Merteſdorf, Naurath, Oberemmel, Polich and 


Risl, anciently Rigodulum, a church-village ; together with a part alſo of 


the church-village of Ruwer and Schonberg, as likewiſe Schweich, a church- 
village, in which is a fare over the Moſel and Tarfor/t. | 

Rem. This abbey is, moreover, poſſeſſed of other eſtates without the 
electorate of Triers, and in particular of the immediate Imperial ſeignio 
and burggraviate of Freudenberg on the Saar, which it purchaſed, with the 
Emperor's conſent, of the laſt Burggrave of Freudenberg, together with all 
the ſuperiority, juriſdiction and right of taxation in it. The ſubjects 
therein have their firſt inſtance either before the court of Freudenberg or the 
Amtman belonging to the cloyſter of St. Maximin. In the firſt caſe an 
appeal lies to the Amtman; in the ſecond, to the ſupreme court of the 
abbey.

4. The Paulin provoſtſhip near Triers is poſſeſſed, under the Elector, of 


the power and juriſdiction of the villages of St. Paulin, Angl, Caſel, Lorig,

5. The prefecturate of SARBURG, conſiſting of eighty places. In it is 

Sarburg, a town, fituated on the Saar, and containing a ſtrong citadel, 
The Emperor Rudolph I. granted this place town-privileges. 

The pariſhes of Nennig, Neukirchen, Upper-laucken, Porz, Sunz and 
Tavern. In the villages of Palzele, Nenich, Helfaut, Rommelfangen and 


the Caden, the abbey of St. Matthias near Triers is poſſeſſed of the ground- 


juriſdiction. 


Rem. The prefecturate of Sarburg alſo looks to the rights of the 


Elector of T17ers in the tutelages or cantons of Sargau and Merzig. Theſe, 
together with all the places dependent thereon, as likewiſe the citadels, 
villages, cloyſters, grounds, inhabitants, &c. belong, with reſpect to ſu- 
periority, in common to the Elector of Triers and the Duke of Lorrain ; 
on account of which joint-poſſeſſion, a ſtipulation was made in the year 1620. 
At Merzig, in Latin named Marcetum, is a decanate. | 

6. The prefecturate of GRIMEURG, conſiſting of thirty places, among 
which 1s 

Grimburg, a citadel and borough, together with

Werler is a copper- mine.

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Rem. The prefecturate of Gri/mburg alſo looks to the rights of the 
Elector of Triers in the valley of Nalbach and the Eberſibald. 'Vhis He 
fwald is a ſeigniory lying in the F/eftreich between the countries of Tricrs, 
Lorrain, Deuxponts and Sponheim, and conſiſts of the four villages of St. 
tern, Schiargenbach, Otzenhauſen and Braunſhauſen. The archbithopric of 
Triers and the Barons of Durkheim have, for many years back, poticticd 
this ſeigniory in common with reſpec to its ſuperiority, woods, hunting 
high and low juriſdiction ; but the inhabitants, together with their eſtates, 
have been divided. In the year 1748, both parties came to a mutual 
partition, by virtue of which the Elector of Tr:ers obtained for his ſhare 
the villages of Otzenhauſen and Braunſhauſen; but the Barons of Durk- 
heim, Sottern and Schwazenbach, with all their appendages, as allo the 
high, middle, low and ground-jurifdictions, ſubjects, rents and revenues 
thereof. ; 

7. The prefecturate of ST. WENDEL lies ſeparate, being wholly fur- oo. 
rounded by a foreign territory. This prefecturate comprizes in it ſeventeen 
places, of which we ſhall only mention 

St. Wendel, a town, ſeated on the river Blies; and

8. The prefecturate of SCHMIDBURG, which lies in the Hunſruch, con- 
tains in it the places of Hannebach, Herborn, Weiden, Scheppenbach, Pror- 
ſcheid, Lauferſweiler, Pontebach and Sulabach. 

Rem. This prefecturate has the inſpection alſo of the rights of the Elector 
of Triers in the ſeigniory of Rhaunen, in which ſeigniory the Elector of 
Triers is poſſeſſed of one quarter, but the Wildgraves and Rhinegraves of 
three quarters. Yet theſe laſt refuſe granting the former the eccleſiaſtic 
rights, and even proteſt in general as to his co-ſeigniory. The prefecturate of 
Scbmidburg alſo looks to the electoral rights in the village of Deſſerfwerlcr 
and the prefecturate of MWartelſtein, which is under the fuperiority of 
Trier. 

9. The prefecturate of HunoLsTEIN, in which are ten places; namely. 
Elzerath, Haag, Hundſtein, properly called Hunolſtein, a citadel, Sc. This 
prefecturate lies in the Hunſruck. 

10. The prefecturate of BAaLDENAU lies alſo in the Hunſruck, and com- 
prizes in it ſixteeen places. ET 

11. The prefecturate of BERNCASTEL, containing a copper-mine and 
comprizing eight places, among which are 5 | 
Beoerncaſlel, in Latin Taberne Moſellanice and Caſtellum Moſellanum, à 
town ſeated on the Moſel, with a ſtrong citadel belonging to it ſtanding on 
a mountain. In this place is alſo a Capuchin cloyſter. The Emperor Ru- 
dolþh I. conferred on it town-immunities. 

The pariſhes of Monzelfeld, Oſan, Cus, Grach and Thron, or Biſchop's- 
Dhron. 


| | Neumagen: 
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Neumagen and Noviomagum, the latter of which is ſeated on the Moſel, 
and where Conſtantine the Great had a camp, belongs to the Count of Sayn 


and Mitgenſtein, under the ſuperiority of Treers. 


Rem. Over the three laſt prefecturates there is but one Amtman. 

12. The prefecturate of W1TTLICH, in which is found copper, contains 
in it forty-four places. Of theſe we ſhall make mention of | 

Wittlich, in Latin Withacum, a town, ſeated on the river Leſer, and 
which obtained the firſt town-privileges of the Emperor Rudolph I. 
a Franciſcan cloyſter. The citadel here is called Ottenstein. 

The parith of Piſport, in which is a decanate, together with thoſe of 
Winterich, Emmel, Kirchhof, Liſer, Great-luttia, Keſten, Munheim, Rive- 
nig, Maring, Nevigant, Hontheim and the Ciſtercian nunnery of Macheren. 

Clauſen, or Eberhard's Cluſe, a collegium regularium canonicorum, in which 
adoration is paid to a celebrated image of the Virgin, and whither many 
pilgrimages are made. This worſhip was firſt begun by a peaſant named 
Eberhard in the year 1449. In this tract the French were defeated by the 
Inperialiſis in the year 1735. 

Rem. In the neighbourhood of this prefecturate lies what is called the 
Crover-reich, which conſiſts of fix villages, and is poſſeſſed by the Elector 
of Triers in ſome meaſure in common with Pfa/z-B:rkenfeld and Baaden- 
Baaden. | 

13. The prefecturate of WELSCHBILLIG, containing twenty-two places; 
among which 1s 

Melſchbillig, a ſmall town, near which is a cloyſter of the brothers of the 
croſs. The Emperor Rudolph I. conferred on this place town-privileges. 
Ihe pariſhes of Itel, Dablem, Trierweiler and Sulm.

This 
prefecturate takes its name from the citadel of Dhaun, and fo: meriy cor - 
tained in it divers noblemens ſeats, but theſe at preſent belong all to te 
archbiſhopric, the citadel of Dhaun excepted, which the Counts of Mand:» 
ſcheid are poſſeſſed of in fief. In this prefecturate alſo ſilver is found. 

19. The prefecturate of Manperscueln, conſiſting of twenty-c.ne 
places, among which is the abbey founded in the year 1138 for males only; 
namely Himmerode, an abbey of the Ciſtercian order, together with the pa 


riſhes of Manderſcheid, Deudesfeld and Niederſlad!feld. 
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20. The prefecturate of ULMEHN conſiſting of eight places, amorg 


which is 
Thal. Ulmen, a borough. Near this town is a lake, named the Ulmen- Meer. 


21. The prefecturate of CochEM, conſiſting | of forty-four places, among 


which is 

Cochem, or Kochem, properly Kechbeim, a town ſeated on the Moſel with 
a Citadel belonging to it, and which was firſt mortgaged by the Emperor 
Adolphus to the EleQor of Triers for a ſum of money, and afterwards, 
namely in 1298, conferred on the ſaid electorate as an irrevocable pro- 
perty by the Emperor Albrecht, which donation was confirmed in the year 


1376 by the Emperor Charles IV: In the year 1689 this place was taken 


by ſtorm by the French, and laid waſte, but afterwards built in a better 
taſte. In it is a Capuchin cloyſter. 

The pariſhes of Bruttig, Clotten, Condt, Ellenz, Gillenbeuren, Landbern, 
Lutzerath, Nohren, Pommeren and. Strotzbuſch. 

22. The prefecturate of ZELL, conſiſting of twenty-three places, among 
which 1s 


Zell im Hamm, a ſmall town ſeated on the Meſe!, and containing a 


decanate. 

The pariſhes of Alf, Brem, Bridel, Ediger, Eller, Senherm, Stremich and 
Treiſs. The citadel of Treiſz ſtands on a high and ſteep hill on the Maſel. 
At this place alſo lies Engelport, in Latin Porta Angelica, a nunnery of 
ladies, belonging to the order of Præmonſtratenſes. 

23. The prefecturate of BALDENECK, conſiſting of ten places, together 
with the foregoing is adminiſtered by one and the fame Amtman, In it 
are the pariſhes ot Buch, Font, Maſterſhauſen and Stremich. 

Rem. The Amtman of Zell and Baldeneck looks alſo to the electoral 
rights 1 in the juriſdiction and pariſh of Beltheim, which it holds in common.

II. The lower arc hbiſhopric contains in it the following prefecturates, vi. 
1. The piefecturate of SHRENBR%ETTS TEIN, conſiſting of thirteen places, 


In. it. we ſhall take notice of tne folloo namely, 
Coblena, 
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Coblenz, in Latin Confluentia, the head-town of the lower archbiſhopric, 
and ſeated near the influx of the Moſel into the Rhine. At this place was 
not only a citadel ſo early as the times of the Romans, but the firſt Frankiſh 
Kings alſo frequently reſided here. The Franki/h Monarch's court, which 
formerly ſtood here, and which in the old German language was called 
Cophelenci and Cobolence, was conferred in the year 1018 on the archbi- 
{hopric by the Emperor Henry II. In the year 1249, Arnold II. archbi- 


ſhop, cauſed the town to be ſurrounded with walls, and at preſent it is 


{ſtrongly fortified, and likewiſe in a great meaſure well built. It is governed, 
indeed, by a town-council of its own, and two burgher-maſters are yearly 
elected in it, one of whom is choſen from among the nobility, and the other 
from among the burgeſſes; but the Electoral-amtman of Ehrenbreitſtein 
takes precedence in the town-council. The archiepiſcopal reſidence here, 
which ſtands on the Moſel, near the coſtly ſtone-bridge erected over it, is 
called the Burg, and was formerly fortified. Exclufive of the principal 
church, here are alſo two collegiate churches, namely thoſe of St. Ca/tor 
and St. Florin, to the latter of which appertains the village of Obermendig, 
with the ſubjects belonging thereto at Yolkesfeld, as alſo the high and low 
juriſdiction thereof under the ſupreme electoral protection and defence. We 
likewiſe find here an archiepiſcopal ſeminary, together with a college of 
Jeſuits and a gymnaſium, as alſo ſeven monaſteries and nunneries. Between 
this place and Ehbrenbreittein a flying bridge has been thrown over the 
Rhine. In the year 1632 this town was beſiged by the Swedes, and from 
the fort of Ehrenbreiiſtein battered by the French, at which time it was 
obliged to ſurrender. In 1688 it was battered with great fury by the French, 
and miſerably laid waſte, but not taken. 

To the town belong the villages of Neudorf and Weiſz, in the prefectu- 
rate of Montabaur. Not far alſo from it is a Benedictine nunnery. 

Ebrenbreit/tein, an important fortreſs ſeated on a mountain on the Rhine, 
oppolite to Coblenz, which is the key to the rivers Moſe] and Rhine. In 


this fort is a well two hundred and eighty feet in depth. At the foot of the 


rock on which it is built is an electoral palace ſurrounded with works of 
defence. Both in the fort and in the valley of Ehrenbreitſtein is a church. 
Philip Chrijtopher, the Elector, improvidently gave up this fort in the year 
1632 to the French, which they reſtored not again till the peace of Meſt- 
phalia. In the year 1688 it was bombarded by them. | 

Among the eleven villages of this prefecturate are the church-villages of 
Arzbach, Horchem, Niedernberg and Niederlabnſtein. 


Rem. The abbey of Arnſtein, celebrated for the reception of Pramon- 


ſrratenſion Monks, and ſeated on the Lahn, ſtands under the ſuperiority of 


the Elector of Tiers, Lewts, Count of Arnſtein, founded this abbey in 
the twelfth century out of his own private fortune. 1 
2. The pretecturate of BERGPFLEGE, conſiſting of eighteen places, among 


which is Cunoſtei n-

Cunoſtein-Engers, in maps ſimply called Engers, a ſmall town ſeated on 
the Rhine, and containing a rural deanry. 


The villages of Kalten-Engers, Sebaſtian-Engers, Zoll-Engers, and ſome 
chapels. At Karlich is an archiepiſcopal palace. 

The noble cloyſter of Marienrode is ſupplied with Pramonſtratenſian 
nuns ; and the cloyſter of Marſheim with nuns of the Ciſlercian order, 

3. The ſeigniory of Vallendar formerly belonged to the county of Sayn, 


and in the partition made by the brothers 70% and I neelbert of Sari, in the 


year 1294, it fell to the ſhare of the latter, together with H. burg and 
other portions (fee above, p. 428.) In the year 1363, Count Salentin of 
Mitgenſtein transferred the fort of Vallendar, together with the villages of 
Witterſperg, Hurle, Velderſhauſen, Cudelbach and Hilſcheidt, as likewiſe all 
the ſuperiority to the archbiſhopric of Tiers. In 1385, the fame Count 
Salentin mortgaged the ſeigniory of Vallendar to Theodorich Lord of Run *. 
at which time alſo Count n of Sayn ceded his feudal right over Fal- 
lendar to the archbiſhop of Tiers. In the year 1392, the ſaſt mentioned 
Count of Sayn and Witgenſtein mortgaged three parts of this ſeigniory to the 
archbiſhopric of Triers, of which Count George again redeemed a third in 
the year 1440. In 1606, the chamber-judicatory of Shire acknowledged 
that the archbiſhopric of Tiers had a right to grant to the Counts of Sayn— 
Witgenſtein the redemption of the half ſeigniory of Yallendar ; but this ſen- 
tence was never put in execution. At laſt the Elector of Tiers agreed with 
the Counts of Sayn and Witgenſtein in ſuch manner in the year 1031, that 
the latter renounced the redemption of the Half ſeigniory, and the ſuperi- 
ority over the whole, and granted the ſame. to the Elector of Trzers ; this 
laſt on the contrary reinveſted the Counts of Sayn and Mitgenſtein with tlie 
other half of it, as alſo with the fort there, and all its appendages; and 
likewiſe empowered them, in common with the archbiſhopric, to exerciſe 
throughout the whole ſeigniory the ordinary juriſdiction (merum & mixtum 
imperium) together with all the rights belonging thereto; the judicatory at 
that time being filled up and maintained by both ſeigniories, and appeals to 
go to the electoral aulic-judicatory, if the civil ſuits ſhould amount at leaſt 
to ſeventy-five florins capital; but in criminal matters that the judicatory of 
Vallendar was to apply for a legal ſentence to the aulic-judicatory, or the 
ſupreme court of Cobleng.

6. The prefecturate of HERSBACH occurs alſo hereafter, under Lower -

The prefecturate of HAMMERSTEIN takes its name from the ancient 


ſtrong caſtle here of Hammerſtein, ſeated on the Rhine, and which was razed 


in the year 1650. To it belong 

The pariſhes of Leideſdorf, together with Upper and Lower Hun- 
mer/lein. 

The Naſer pariſh, which comprizes in it the villages of Brobl, Forft, 
Dunfels, Ries, and Bunningen.

8. The prefecturate of MavN, to which were added the former parti-

-aitle belonging to it, and a collegiate church. 
Montreal, a firong little town lying on the river. E/z. 
Kayſerfeſch, a ſmall town; together with

theſe places lie in the Eyfel, but the greateſt part of them are ſituated in 


| that tract of country which is called Great and Little Pelienz (in Latin 
Pall-ntia) and which in ancient times belonged to the Pfalzgraves, but by them 


was conferred about the middle of the 14th century on the church of T, 
and again received as a fiet, but afterwards given in ficf to the Counts of 
Virneuburg. 1 | Rem, 
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Rem. On the northern limits of this prefecturate lies the Benedictine 
abbey of Monks Zum Laach, or Zum Loch, in Latin Abbatia Lacenfs, 
which indeed takes its name from the lake on which it lies, and is ſubſect 
to the Elector of Triers, but is incorporated with no prefecturate. To this 
abbey belongs alſo, under the ſovereignty of Tr7ers, the village of Cruſft, 
of whoſe high judicatory it is ground and hereditary Lord, and which 
{wears fealty to the Electorate alone. This village pays yearly to the elec- 
toral- chamber the ſum of one hundred rixdollars, and on that account is 
free from all ordinary land-taxes. A ſtipulation was made on this head 
in the year 1632, The cloyiter of Laach was founded by Henry Pfalz- 
grave on the Rhine and Dominus de Lecu, in the year 1093, and endowed 
with lands, 

9. The prefecturate of MunsTEerR-ME1NFELD, conſiſting of thirty-ninc 
places, together with the little prefecturate of Algen. In this preteturate 
are found both copper and gold. Of the places in it we ſhall take notice of 

Munſler-Metnfeld, a ſmall town, which takes its name from an old col- 
Tegiate-church. 

Carden, in Latin Cardonia, a very ancient borough lying on the Meſc], 
and the ſeat of an archidiaconate. In it is a collegiate-church and a Han- 
ciſcan cloyſter. | 

The pariſhes of Allen, Cebern, Dicvelich, Hagenport, Gappenach, Gon- 
dorf on the Ley (of old probably called Condorfa, Conterava, and Contrua, 
containing the caſtle of Ley, which is the original place of the Counts of 
the Leyen) Kern, Loaf, Mertloch, Muden, Nauenheim, Oberfell (in which 
is found gold) Ochtendung (where of old was a King's court) Polch, Pul- 
lich and Sevenich. The caſtle of Bi/chofsrein lies on the Moſel. 

Rem. A part of theſe places, as alſo of the foregoing preſecturate, lies in 
that tract of land called the Meinfeld, ancicntly known by the name of the 
Pagus M. ginenſis, or Magniacenſis, and Meinwvelde. 

10. The prefecturate of BopPARD, conſiſting of thirty- four places. In 
this prefecturate is found ſilver. Of the places here we ſhall take notice of 

Boppard, in Latin Beppardia, and anciently called Betobriga, Bauds- 
brica, and Babardia, a town and caſtle ſeated on the Nine, and being a 
very old place in which ſtood a King's palace. The pariſh-church here 
was formerly collegiate, In this town is alſo a decanate. In the Rhne-!cll 
here, or in what is called the Bopperd Ward-perny the Elector of Tries is 
poſſeſſed of the greateſt ſhare, but He alſo has ſotne part in it. This 
town is an Imperial mortgage, which was mortgaged by the Emperor 
Henry VII. to the archbiſhopric. In it are likewiſe three cloyſters. 

The pariſhes of Comb, Hirzenach, Kajter, or K:ſter, and Solty, 

The juriſdiction of Gai/-herd comprizes in it the nineteen villages 2hove 
enumerated, among which are the church-villages of Bichernvookh, Ila, ſou- 
ach and Herſchwieſen, „ 
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T1. The prefecturate of WeLMIcn, containing 
Velmich, a (mall town ſeated on the Rhine, together with 

bred and Dahlem. 

The prefecturate of Ws EL, in which is a copper-mine, comprizes 
in it © 0 80 places. Among them we ſhall take notice of 

Wefel, or Upper-Ti/eje!, a town ſeated on the Rhine, with a collegiate- 
church in it dedicated to or Lady, of the prebends of which the Counts 
of Leyen are poſſeſſed of the right of patronage. The pariſh-church of 
St. Martin here was alſo formerly collegiate. In this town anci- 
ently was held a regal-court. The Emperor Henry VII. ceded it to the 
archbithopric as an imperial mortgage. In the year 1639 the Swedes made 
themſelves maiters of this place, and in 1689 the French, from whom it 
ſuffered very much. The latter alſo deſtroyed the adjoining 

Citadel of Schonberg, or Schomburg, which belonged to the Counts of 
Schomburg, who became extinct in the year 1719. 

The pariſhes of Damſcheid, Niederburg, and Berſebeid. 

Rem. The prefecturates of Boppard, Welmich and Weſel are both go- 
verned by one Amtman, 

13. The pretecturate of MoxTABAUR, in which filver is found, and 
belonging to which are upwards of one hundred places. In it we ſhall 
take not ce of 

Montabaur , in Latin Mzcns Thabor, a town containing a cloyſter of Fran- 
ciſcans. The Emperor Rudolph I. conferred on this place town-privileges. 

The pariſhes of Great-Holbach, Hartenfels, Heiligenroth, Helferſeirchen, 
Hundſangen, Kirchabr, Meudt, Niedererbach, Nenterbauſen, Salz, and 
Mirges. Thoſe of Hundſangen, Meudt, Nenterhauſen, Salz, and Linden- 
bolzhauſen (ſituated in the pretecturate of Limburg) by virtue of an agree- 
ment concluded in the year 1564, between archbiſhop 7 and William 
Prince of Orange, and his conlort Juliana, as guardians to John, Lervis, 
Adcifhus and Henry, Counts of Naſſau- Katzenelinbegen, are come under the 
ſuperiority of the Elector of Trier, On the other hand the Elector of 
Trewves has ceded his right and dminium uiile, in the fourth part of the 
county of N- Diel. 

The pariſh of Heimbach-IWeiſs belonged formerly to the prefecturate of 
Ehreubreit/iein, but at preſent to this prefecturate. It conſiſts of the vil- 
lages of Heimbach, Weiſz and Gladbach. Hard by Hermbach lies R- merſdorf 
an abbey of Premen/tratenfan Monks, which is poſſeſſed of certain rights, 
rents, and incomes in this pariſh. For the obtaining of the ſovereignty 
here the Elector of Jer entered into a ſtipulation as well in 1 54.5 with the 
cloyſter of Remer/dorf, as alſo in 1570 with John, Count of Mied, and in 
1600 with Salentin, Count of Ienburg. 


14. The prefccurate of L1MBURG, conſiſting of fifteen places. In it 


we {hall take notice of 


Limburg, 


Trier.] C 

Limburg, a ſmall but thriving town ſeated on the river Lahn, over 
which it has a good ſtone-bridge. In it we find one collegiate-church and 
three cloyſters. This town had anciently Lords of its own, who became 
extinct in the year 1404 in the perſon of 7h Lord of Limbur g, upon 
which one half of it fell to the archbiſhopric of Trier, to Which it had 
before been mortgaged in the year 1344. 

Dithirchen, on the Lahn, is the ſeat of an archidiaconate and decanate, 
as alſo of a collegiate- church. 

Locber- Brechen, a ſmall town, which in the year 1369 was ſurrounded 
with walls and made a town. This place lies in what was anciently called 
the country of Einriche. 

Lower-Selters, a church-village ſeated on the Emsbach. In a meadow 
about one hundred paces from this place lies the celebrated acid ſpring, 
the water of which is plentifully exported; and as has been already expe- 
rienced may be carried to the Eajt-Indies and back again. This ſpring has 
been frequently let out or farmed, and that at firſt for 5000, but after- 
wards for 8000 rixdollars, and in 1755 ſome body had offered to farm it 
even at 18,000 rixdollars; but at preſent an officer of the Elector of Trier 
has the care of it, who accounts for the revenues thereof. Nafjau- Diez 
laying claim to the ſuperiority over this place, it is perpetually covered by 
a number of the Elector's ſoldiers. 

The pariſhes of Arfurth, Balduinſtein, Elz, Lindenbolzhauſen, Upper. Bre- 
chen, and Vilmar, in the laſt of which the abbey of St. Matthias near Trier 


is poſſeſſed of the ground juriſdiction. Out of the filver which has been 


dug at Vimar, dollars have been coined, 

Rem. The caſtle and village of Mingfelden, or Mensfelden, belongs in 
common to the Elector of Trier and Naſjau-Dretz. The hare of the for- 
mer was anciently enjoyed by thoſe of WFaidecker, and before the acquiſition 
9 it by the latter, it belonged to the Weſterburg ſeigniory of Schadech, 

The prefecturate of CAMBERG is poſſeſſed in common by the Elec- 
tor = Trier and Naſſau-Dietz. In it is 

Camberg, a well built, trading little town and citadel ſtanding on a hill, 
and which in the year 1357 was raiſed to that dignity by Count Gerhard 
of Dietæ. The circumjacent tract here contains in it fine arable land, but 
principally yields a good culture of Hax. 

Schweickerſhauſer, a church-village. 

16. The prefecturate of WERHE1M lies ſeparate, being poſſeſſed in com- 
mon by the Elector of Trier and Naſſau-Uſmgen. In it is 

Werkeim, a bi ough, into which in the year 1693, together with the

The 
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§. 1. O F the archbiſhopric of Cologn, Corn. Adger delineated a chart in 
the year 1583, which was engraved by Hogenberg. Afterwards 
John Gigas executed a better, which was engraved by Blaeuw and Janſſon, 
and copied by others. That of Homann's conſtitutes the forty- ſecond in 
the Atlas of Germany. This biſhopric is alſo to be ſeen in the chart of the 
dutchies of Juliers and Berg, which has been mentioned, p. 399. Of 
the dutchy of Meſiphalia, belonging to this archbiſhopric, the Jeſuit 
Zittarte has delineated a chart, which was engraved in 1706. 
$. 2. The archiepiſcopal countries lie not all together, but are many of 
them ſeparated from each other by foreign territories. 'The principal and 
longeſt connected part in it lies on the Rhine, extending itſelf between the 
dutchies of Juliers and Berg for above twenty miles in length, but being in 
moſt parts very narrow. Another portion of it lies chiefly betwixt the 
dutchy of Juliers and the archbiſhopric of FTriers. The fituation of the 


county of Recklinkhauſen and of the dutchy of HYeſtphalia ſhall be hereafter 


particularly deſcribed. 


L. 3. Thele archiepiſcopal countries are of a very different nature and 
goodneſs. One part of them is very mountainous and woody, another ſandy, 
and a third very fruitful, In the tract ſituate on the Rhine, is a good 
growth of wine called Bleichert; the woody tracts afford much game; and 
the rivers abound in fiſh. There are alſo ſome acid waters here and in the 
dutchy of Weſtphalia are all forts of ores. The Rhine ſeparates the arch- 
biſhopric of Co/ogn from the dutchy of Berg, and is of very great benefit 
to it. 

§. 4. In the archiepiſcopal countries are fifty-two towns, and above ſeven- 
teen boroughs. The Land-ſtates here conſiſt of the prelates, nobility and towns, 
The Land-Diets in the proper archbiſhopric are uſually held at Bon. 

S. 5. Roman-catholics indeed only enjoy the public exerciſe of their reli- 
gion in this archbiſhopric ; but there are alſo many Proteſtants in it. 

§. 6. This archbithopric takes its name from the Imperial city of C9/logn. 
The firſt riſe of the CHriſtian church in it is uncertain; but towards the 
heginning of the fourth century there was certainly ſuch a church extant, 
and it had a biſhop of its own named Maternus, who in the year 314, was 
preſent at the council of Arles. The origin of this archbiſhopric is with the 
greateſt certainty placed in the eighth century: For Reginfrid, biſhop of Co- 
hgn, dying in the year 745, St. Boniface was pitched upon by the Frankijh 
Princes, Karlmann and Pipin, and pope Zachary conferred upon bim this 


dignity. 
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dignity. But in the year 748 Boniſace was tranſlated to Mente, and along 
with him the archiepiſcopal dignity, and Cogun on the contrary, made 
ſubje& to the new archbiſhopric thereof. This State continued for near 
fifty years, till the Emperor Charlemagne, out of love to Aix 14 Chapelle, 
again conferred the archiepiſcopal dignity on 17/debold, bithon of Coro. 
under whoſe eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction that town was; which donation pro- 
bably happened between the years 794 and 799. 

F. 7. It is probable, that about this time alſo the biſhops of Lig and 
Utrecht were made ſubject to the archbiſhop of C as metropolitan, to 
which were afterwards added alſo the biſhoprics of Minden, Mu/?er and Cſna- 
bruck, which were founded by Charlemagne, But after the raiſing of the 
church of Utrecht to an archbithopric in the years 1559 and 1560, aud the 
biſhopric of Minden by the peace of Miſipbalia was changed to a principa- 
lity, there remained only as ſuffragans to the archbiſhop of Co/og the biſhops 
of Liege, Munſter and Oſnabruck, Nevertheleſs by the peace of Meſiphalia, 
all ſpiritual power of the archbiſhop of Cologne, with reſpect to the Prote- 
ſtant religion is taken off in the biſhopric of Oſnavruck. 

F. 8. The archbiſhops of Cc/ogn early obtained the honour of the pa/l'um, 
and the bearing of the croſs, and fo long ago as the tenth century we find, 
that as primates, they were deemed equal to the archbiſhops of Mentz and 
Trier. Pope Ianocent IV. nominated them born Legates ot the Nomi 


. ſee. By virtue of a bull of pope Leo IX. of the year 1052, every archbiſhop 


of Cologn is to be arch-chancellor of the Nomiſb fee, and cardinal of the 
church of St. John the Evangeliſt ante portam Latinam. This privilege, 
however, is not much regarded; notwithitanding which, ſome learned 
perſons are of opinion, that on account thereot the court of Rome appoints 
no chancellor, and that the cardinal, who has the inſpection of the papal 
chancery, ſtiles himſelf only a vice- chancellor. In the Gerian Empire the 
archbiſhop of Colognu bears the title of arch- chancellor throughout ajl Tu. 


It is not abſolutely improbable, that the dignity of arch- chancellor to the ſec. 
of Rome, which archbiſhop Pz/grim exerciſed, gave this laſt, as likewiſc- 
archbiſhop Hermann, occaſion to join the dignity of arch-chancellor of the 


German Empire throughout Each, with their archbiſhopric ; whence jt wae 
handed down from archbiſhop Pilgrim by nine archbiſhops ſucceffively, 
ArchbiſhopArnoid II. firſt added the denomination of the title of arch-chan- 


cellor to Talv. Ever ſince the time that the Emperors ceaſed comin g to Italy, 


the archbiſhops of Co/ogn have had no opportunity to exerciſe their office. 
but it is not there fore become extinct. ; | 

$. 9. With reſpect to the origin of the electoral dignity of Colign, fo 
early as the time when the election of the Emperors was ſtill adminiſtered 
by all the States of the Empire, and the principal of them were poſſeſſ. d 


only of certain prerogatives in it, the archbiſhop of Cologn has been one 
of theſe principal States. The dignity of arch- chancellor allo atterwards 
8 1 | paved 
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paved the way for him, as it alſo did for other arch-officers of the Empire, 
to the electoral juriſdiction, when the buſineſs of the election devolved, 
about the end of the thirteenth century, on certain Princes excluſive of the 
reſt. Beſides the prerogative too, which is common to him with all the 


Electors, he is moreover poſſeſſed of certain peculiar ones of his own. At 


the election of the Roman King and Emperor he enjoys, by virtue of the 
golden bull, the next voice after the Elector of Trier, and fits, at public 
aſſemblies, when held within his eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction, or out of it in 
Taly and Gaul, at the Emperor's right hand. In the year 1653, it was 
agreed with the Elector of Trier, that both theſe archbiſhops ſhould ſhare 
the honour of precedence among them alternately. His rights, with reſpe& 
to the coronation of a Roman King, have been ſhewn above. 

F. 10. From what has been ſaid above, appears in general the conſtant 
title of the Elector of Cologn, which runs thus: By the grace of God, ; 
archbiſhop of Cologn, and arch-chancellor of the holy Roman Empire through- 
cut all Italy, as alſo Elector and Legatus natus of the holy apoſtolick ſee, Duke 
of Engern and Weſtphalia, Sc. His arms, on account of the archbiſhopric 
of Cologn, are a croſs fable in a field argent; on account of the dutchy of 
IWejiphalia, a white horſe ſaliant in a field gules; on account of the dutchy 
of Engern, three hearts Or in a field gules; and, on account of the county 
of Arensberg, an eagle argent in a held ſaphire. 

F. 11. The highly worthy chapter here has its reſidence in the Imperial 
city of Cologn, as the place where the archiepiſcopal cathedral church lies, 
and conſiſts of twenty-five canons and a number of Domicelli, 

$. 12. The Cologn knight-order of the holy archangel Michael was 
founded by the Elector To/eph Clemens, and every Elector of Cologn is grand- 
maſter thereof, This order confiſts of ſpiritual order-commendators or 
grand-knights of the croſs, ſecular commendators and ſpiritual and ſecular 
order-knights, as alſo of ſecular order-officers. 

8. 13. The Elector of Cologn has a matricular evaluation of ſixty horſe 
and two hundred and ſeventy- ſeven foot, or 1828 florins, and pays to each 
chamber-term eight hundred and eleven rixdollars, fifty-eight kruitzers and 


a half, 


$. 14. The office of hereditary-ſteward of this archbiſhopric the Counts 


of Manderſcheid enjoy; the office of hereditary-marſhal, the Counts of 


Salm; the office of hereditary-cup-bearer, the Dukes of Aremberg; and 
the office of hereditary-chamberlain, the Counts of Plettenberg. 

F. 15. The electoral high officers and colleges here are, the privy- 
conference and war-miniſter, together with the aulic-council or regency- 
college, the aulic chamber-college, and the aulic-judicatory. 

$. 16. The electoral revenues ariſing from the archiepiſcopal countries 
are not very conſiderable. The Elector maintains a I:'fe-guard of halbardiers 
and yeomen, together with a regiment of foot-guards, | 


$. 17. The archiepiſcopal countries conſiſt, e 
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I. Of the upper archbiſhopric : to which belongs, 


I. The prefecturate of BoN x. 

Bonn, the refidence-town of the EleQor, and alſo a fortreſs, lies on the 
Rhine, being indeed not large, but containing in it many good houſes, 
The fine reſidence· palace here was begun in the year 1718, but is not yet 
quite finiſhed. Excluſive of the principal church, there is moreover here a2 
collegiate and a pariſh-church. The Jeſuits have likewiſe a college here 
and ſeveral orders their cloyſters. In the years 16/3, 1689 and 1703, this 
city was beſieged and taken by the Imperiali/ts and their allies, a French gar- 
riſon lying in it each time, By virtue of the peace of Baaden, of the year 
1714, no garriſon was to be kept here in the time of peace, the life- 
guards excepted, concerning the number of whom an agreement was to be 
made with the Emperor and Empire, and the defence of the town to be 
ieft to the burgherſhip ; but in time of war it is to ſtand free to the Em- 
peror and Empire, ſuitable to the ordinances of the latter, to put into it as 
many troops as the circumſtances of war may require. At this place is 
eſtabliſhed a Nine-toll. Colagn was firſt environed with walls and ditches 
in the year 1240. 

Poppelſdorf, an electoral pleaſure- palace, lying not far from Bonn. In me 
year 1754, a broad way was laid out in a ſtraight line from this place for 
one German mile and a half in length, to the new- built hunting-houſe near 
b the wood of Rathgen.

Andernach, anciently called Antoniacum, Antunacum and Antonacenſe 
caſtellum, a town, ſeated on the Rhine, and which, in the year 1114, ob- 
tained town-privileges, Archbiſhop Frederick conquering the Emperor 
Henry V. in this tract. At it a Nine-toll is eſtabliſhed. Anciently here 
was alſo a manſion belonging to the Auſtraſian Kings, and ſeveral aſſemblies 
of German Princes have been appointed here.

middle. This vault is eight German ells and a quarter high, forty and half 


a quarter in compaſs, and twelve and a quarter in diameter, being furniſhed 


above with seven ſeats, agreeably to the number of Electors at that time. 


The aſcent to it is by ſtairs of ſtone conliſting of twenty-eight ſteps, and it 
has two ſtout doors. On this regal chair the Electors formerly held previous 
conſultations for ſome time concerning the election of a King and Emperor, 
conferring with each other about the ſolemn election-day at Francfort ; xg 
whenever the election, on account of any impediments, could not be 


formed in that city, it was done at this place, and the folemn on 
of the new-elected and his elevation performed, the Electors likewiſe con- 
ſulting here concerning other weighty matters of the Empire, and the Em- 
perors alto lolemnly confirming their privileges, After this manner the 


Emperor 
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Emperor Henry VII. was elected at this place in the year 1308; but hiſto— 
rians ſay, that the Electors were at that time aſſembled here in conformity to 
an ancient cuſtom. At this place alſo, in the year 1338, was eſtabliſhed 
the electoral league. Maximilian I. as far as is known, was the laſt Em- 
peror who was brought thither. This place was particularly choſen by the 
Ele&ors for their aſſemblies, for this reaſon ; viz. becauſe the four EleQors 
on the Rhine have places belonging to each of them lying near it; the Elector 
of Cologn, being poſſeſſed of Renſe ; the Ele&or of Mentz, of Upper-Lahn- 


lein; the Elector of Trier, of Capello, and the Elector-palatine of Hæeſſe-Caſſel 
holds Braubach in fee.

5. The ſeigniory, juriſdiction and pariſh of Oberkirchen, belonging to the 


barons of Fur/tenberg, is ſurrounded by the prefecturates of ITedepurg and 


Medebach, as alſo by the county of Witgen/tern. 
IV. The Brilon quarter comprizing, 


1. The prefecturate of BRILON, in which is 
Brilon, the head town of the dutchy, containing a cloyſter of Obſervan- 
tines and an hoſpital. Not far from this place is found calamy. 


Eversberg, a ſmall town and caſtle, ſtanding on a mountain near the 
river Ruhr. 


Bredelar, or Breitlar, a free Ciſtercian abbey ſeated on the Hopke.

Kogelberg, a citadel ſeated on a mountain. 


5. The ſeigniory and juriſdiction of Canſtein, or Kanſtein, or the Kanſtein 
Borde, lies near the prefecturate of Stadtberg, and belonged to the family of 


Kanſtein ; but a part thereof came with a daughter of Kanſtein to the Spigel 
family, and the other part of it was bequeathed by Charles Hildebrand, 


baron of Kanſtein, to the celebrated orphan-houſe at Halle. To this diſtrict 


belongs 


Kanſtein, 
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Kanſtein, a citadel and village. 

Heddingbauſen, a church-village.

6. The ſeigniory and juriſdiction of Padberg lies near the foregoing, and 
belongs partly to the family of Padberg, and partly to thoſe of Stockhauſen. 


In this diſtrict, in the year 1696, was diſcovered a gold mine. To it

Padberg, an ancient citadel ſeated on a mountain, at the foot of which 


lies a village which was formerly a borough, and in which is alſo a citadel. 


The former of theſe is called the old; the latter, the new houſe.

7. The ſeigniory of Almen is in a great meaſure ſurrounded by the pre- 
fecturate of Brilon, and divided into four eſtates, namely thoſe of Upper 
and Lower-Almen, Almen auf dem Bruch, and Almen Mattfeld. The firſt 
of theſe places conſtitutes a co-juriſdiction, and the laſt is noble and free. 


8. The free county of Dudinghauſen, near the prefecturate of Medebach, 


belongs at preſent to the Sovereign. In it are the church- villages of Dud- 
mnghauſen, containing a ſmall Lutheran church, over which the Prince of 


Waldeck has right of patronage, Deifeld and Upper-Schleidern. The Prince 


of Waldeck is poſſeſſed in this county of the three villages of Eppe, Hiller 
hauſen and Lower-Schleidern. |

F. . O F the Palatinate on the Rhine we have, indeed, as well an old 
chart, publiſhed in 1612 at Heidelberg by Marcus zum Lamm, as. 
new ones delineated by de Witt, Viſſcher, Valk, Janſſon, Dankerts, Schenk 
and Homann, the laſt of which in the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the 
forty-third ; but they are none of them good for much. The chart of two 
fheets publiſhed by John George Walther at Frankfort, is pretty correct. 
$. 2. The country of the Elector-palatine is alſo called the Lower-Pala- 
tinate, and thereby diſtinguiſhed from the Upper-Palatinate in the circle of 
Bavaria. To the eaſt it terminates on the county of Katzenellnbogen, the 
archbiſhopric of Merz, the biſhopric of Worms, and a part of the territory 
of the Teutonick order in Franconia; to the ſouth on the dutchy of W/urten- 
berg and the biſhopric of Speyr ; to the weſt on Alſace, the dutchy of Deux- 


ponts, the county of Sponbeim, the dutchy of Simmern, and certain diſtricts of 


the Elector of Mentz; and to the north, on a part of that archbiſhopric and 
| the 
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the county of Kalgenellnbogen. A ſtraight line taken from Bacharach to the 
Neckar, near Neckarſulm, which may be conlidered as the greateſt extent 
of this Electorate, will amount to about twenty German miles. 

$. 3. This country indeed is partly mountainous, but yet uncommonl 
fertile, producing in abundance all manner of corn, pulſe, fruits, cheſtnuts 
and walnuts, and having alſo fine paſturage and a good breed of cattle, 
together with plantations of tobacco, particularly between Heidelber 
and Manheim, as alſo good Neckar and Rheniſh wine. The latter of theſe 
wines grows chiefly about Bacharach near Neu/tadt on the Hart, where is 
cultivated what is called the Ganſefuſger and likewiſe on the Berg/traſze, 
where the Weinbeimer diſtinguiſhes itſelf. This Berg/traſze is an agreeable 
high-way fituate between Heidelberg and Darmſtadt, which is planted with 
walnut-trees, and on both fides has fruitful fields and meadows, intermixed 
with hills and mountains which on the right-ſide of the road (namely in 
travelling from Heidelberg to Darmſtadt) run to a conſiderable length, and 


are covered on their ſummits with woods, but towards the plain with vine 


branches. The numerous walnut-trees on the Berg/traſze and the Oden- 
walde, as well on account of their fruit as wood, yield great advantages to 
the country. On all parts of the Berg/iraſze alſo grow almonds in great 
plenty, and in the vineyards up and down are cheſtnut-trees. The Rhine 
runs partly through the borders of this EleQtorate-palatine, partly through 
its centre. In it alſo near Germerſbeim and Selz, out of the ſands, is waſhed 


the beſt Rheniſß gold, and the gold thus waſhed is looked upon by the 


Elector as a royalty, and accordingly farmed out by him. To this gold the 


Rheniſh gold florins owe their original. In the lower palatinate are ſeveral 
rivers which pour themſelves into the Rhine, particularly the Necꝶar (in 
Latin Nicer) which falls into it below Manheim, and the Nahe (in Latin 
Navus) which joins it not far from Brngen. Theſe rivers, as well as the 


F. 4. The Electorate-palatine contains in it forty-one towns and ſeveral 
boroughs. 8 

8. 5. The eccleſiaſtical State in the Lower-Palatinate has been uncom- 
monly great, and ſubjected to alterations unheard of in other countries. 
After a good preparation towards the Reformation, the diſputation, which 
Dr. Martin Luther held in the year 1518 in an aſſembly of Auguſtine 
Monks at Heidelberg with much approbation, tended to the firſt com- 
mencement thereof in the palatinate, which the pacific meaſures of the 
EleQor Lewis contributed not a little to promote. His brother and ſucceſſor Fre- 


derick II. refuſed indeed at firſt out of fear of the Emperor to make a public 


acknowledgment of the Proteſtant religion, but after conſulting in 1 645, 
with Philip Melanthon, he aboliſhed the meeting the ſame year by a pecu- 


lar ordinance, cauſed the Lord's Supper to be adminiſtered according to 
Chriſt's inſtitution, and permitted the prieſts to marry. Otio Henry arriv- 
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ing to the government in 15 56, a baſis for the Proteſtant doctrines accotd- 
ing to Luther was fully laid in the palatine countries: But under Frede- 
derick III. ſome French and Swiſs divines came into the palatinate, upon 
which there aroſe a warm and pernicious diſpute between the Proteſtants 


concerning the Lord's Supper, which diſpute gave occafion to the Elector's 


going over in 1500 to the ſide of the Calvinits, and among all the German 
Princes of the Empire he was the firſt that introduced the Calvini/? religion 
into his country, cauſing in the year 1562 the Heidelberg Catechiſm to be 

rinted for the firſt time. But as zealous as he ſhewed himſelf for the doc- 
trine of the Caluiniſts, his fon and ſucceſſor Lewis VI. endeavoured with 
as much zeal to bring in again the proteſtant religion as founded on the 


tenets of Luther. This Prince, in the year 1577, diſmiſſed the Calvini/t 


preachers, appointing Lutherans in their ſtead. All which, after his 
death, John Caſimir, guardian to his ſon Frederick IV. again changed; for 
in the year 1584 he introduced the Calviniſt doctrines a ſecond time with 


ſo much zeal, that only a few churches remained to the Lutherans. The 


Calviniſi doctrines and public worſhip became ſtill more prevalent here 


under Frederick IV. and V. till by the unhappy battle of the White Moun- 


tain, near Prague, there befel great calamities as well to the Lutheran as 


Calviniſt church: For by means of the army of the league, and the Bava- 
rian troops, which now had the upper-hand in the palatinate, the Roman- 
catholic doctrines and worſhip were here and there introduced, and the 


Proteſtants underwent much oppreſſion. At length the peace of Je/tþhalia 


ſet all things on the footing they were on before the troubles of Bohemia; 
by which means the Calviniſis were gainers, but the Lutherans great loſers, 
The good fortune of the former continued till under the Electors Charles 
Lewis and Charles; but the Calviniſt electoral line of Simmern becomin g ex- 
tinct in the perſon of the latter in the year 168 5, tho he had provided indeed, by 
the receſs of the ſame year at Schwabi/h-Hail, as well, and principally for the 
Calviniſt, as alſo for the Lutheran church; yet the regency ſuccethon fall- 
ing to the Roman-catholic line of Neuburg, the catholic doctrines and wor- 


- ſhip were gradually introduced here, and the Proteſtants deprived of the 


power they had hitherto enjoyed. The French alſo afterward falling upon 


the palatinate, endeavoured under the Elector . Milliam to oppreſs the 


Proteſtant religion in certain places, or at leaſt to introduce the S7multancum, 
At the peace of Ryſwick it was ſettled, that the Roman-catholic religion 
ſhould remain in the places reſtored to the palatinate by France, in the 
ſtate they were in during the war; by which means unſpeakable detriments 
accrued to the Proteſtants, and the baſis of the ſucceeding religious griev- 
ances was laid. In the year 1705 the EleQor John Milliam made a de- 
claration at Duſſe/dorf, relative to the footing religion was to continue upon 
throughout his whole palatinate; namely, that the three religions tolerated 
in the Roman Empire, ſhould enjoy full liberty of conſcience, and in parti- 
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cular that the Calviniſis and Lutherans ſhould be permitted all public and 
private exerciſe of their religion, together with the parechialia and ſpiritual 
juriſdiction. To the Lutherans was confirmed their peculiar conſiſtor 

erected in 1699, and that independent of the Calviniſt church-council. To 
their uſe alone alſo were to be left all the churches which appertained to 
them in the year 1624, as alſo thoſe which ſince that time have been built, 
or ſhould be built by them for the future, and likewiſe to give up o 
their management whatever could be made out as appertaining to them in 
ſpiritualties, pariſh and ſchool-houſes, rents and incomes, in the year 1624. 


To the Calviniſis all church, pariſh and ſchool-houſes were confirmed, in 
ſuch manner as they were poſſeſſed of them in 1685; excepting only that in 


the towns, in which they had two or more churches, and the Roman-catho- 
lics none at all, they were to give up one of them to the latter ; and in ſuch 
towns were there was only one church they were to give up to them the 
choir, and two out of every ſeven country-churches, as alſo two ſevenths 


of their revenues, and to retain only five ſevenths. Theſe eſtates and in- 


comes ariſing from the ſuppreſſed foundations, provoſtſhips, cloyſters, pre- 
latures, &c. were to be adminiſtered by a ſpiritual adminiſtration, which ad- 
miniſtration was to conſiſt of two Roman-catholic and the like number of 
Catviniſt counſellors, with other neceſſary officers. The Caluiniſt church- 


council here was to be powerfully protected and maintained in the profeſ- 


ſion, freedom, ſalary, rank and cuſtom, belonging thereto till the year 
1685. Somewhat certain was alſo ſettled with reſpect to the holidays of 


the Roman-catholics, mixed marriages, and other matters, which had till 


that time been ſubjects of diſpute. Advantageous notwithſtanding as this 
ſtipulation was to the Roman-catholics, who conſtitute the ſmalleſt number 
in the lower palatinate, and much likewiſe as it was to be hoped, they 
would be ſatisfied with it, yet there were afterwards ſtill more religious 


alterations continually making, and the religious grievances of the Prote- 


ſtants were greatly accumulated. But it is alſo to be lamented, that the two 
Proteſtant churches here have for a long time paſt, and particularly fince 


the end of the ſeventeenth century, been fo very zealous againſt each other | 


to their mutual detriment, and the no leſs advantage of the Roman-catholics. 
The Lutherans reckon themſelves 50,000 ſtrong, and are poſſeſſed in ge- 
neral of eighty-five pariſhes in the country; but one half of their preachers 


and ſchoolmaſters are ſtill in want of a competent maintenance. The num- 


ber of Catvinift clergy here is eſtimated at five hundred, and thoſe of the 
Roman-catholic at four hundred. 55 

8. 6. For the inſtruction of youth in this country, partly ſerve the Latin 
ſchools of the Calviniſts and Lutherans, with the Jeſuit-colleges; and partly 
alſo the univerſity of Heidelberg. With regard to flouriſhing trades and 
manufactures here, the wine-trade excepted, we have not much to ſay on 


that head. 5 
§. 7. The 
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$. 7. The name and origin of the Pfalzgraves is deduced from the pa- 
latia, or palaces, (in the language of this country called palgen, phalzen, 
or pfalzen) which the old Frankiſh and German Kings and Roman Em- 
perors were poſſeſſed of up and down here, and over which they appointed 
ſupreme ſtewards and judges, who were ſtiled Pfallenzgraves, or Pfalzgraves. 
The Pfalzgraves of the Rhine enjoyed a diſtinguiſhing authority or regard; 
but it is difficult to ſettle the proper ſeat of their reſidence with any degree 


of certainty. The addition too of by, or on, the Rhine, firſt occurs in an 


ancient record of Henry the Pfalzgrave of the Lach of 1093. From that 
time the dignity of Palatine has deſcended from one family to another, and 
at length fell to the Dukes of Bavaria. For in the year 1215, the Em- 
peror Frederick II. at a Diet of the Empire at Ratisbon, inſtead of the Pfalz- 
grave Henry, who was put under the ban, conſtituted Duke Lewis of Ba- 
varia Pfalzgrave of the Rhine. And though the latter never arrived to the 
poſſeſſion of the palatinate, yet his ſon Orr obtained it, and in the year 
1225 was married to Agnes daughter to the above-mentioned Pfalzgrave 
Henry. Otto was ſucceeded in the palatinate of the Rhine, and likewiſe in 
upper Bavaria by his fon Lewis, and from his eldeſt fon Rudolph I. are 


deſcended the ſucceeding Pfalzgraves and Electors. The ſons of RU. 


precht III. divided themſelves in ſuch a manner in the year 1410, in the 
palatinate, that four principal lines ſprung up from among them, of which 


lines the Electoral and the Simmern are principally to be remarked, as hav- 


ing continued the longeſt. The former of theſe became extinct in 1559 
in the perſon of Orto Henry, upon which Frederick III. of the Simmern line 
obtained the Electorate-palatine; but in 1685 his poſterity alſo ceaſed in 
the Elector Charles, upon which the electoral dignity came to Philip Mil- 
liam of the Neuburg line (collateral to that of Simmern) whoſe ſecond fon 


_ Charles Philip the Elector, concluded this line in the year 1742. Upon 
this, Charles Philip Theodore became Pfalzgrave of Sulzbach, and Elector- 


palatine. 5 8 

F. 8. In the times of the German Kings Henry and Otto I. the Pfalzgrave 
Eberhard adminiſtered the office of ſewer, and though in the days of 
Otto III. this office was exerciſed by the Duke of Bavaria, yet it ſoon after 


came again to the Pfalzgraves, and about the year 1240 was reſtored, and 


confirmed to them by the Emperor Charles IV. But Frederick V. being put 
under the ban, the Emperor Ferdinand III. conferred the office of arch- 
ſewer on the Elector Maximilian of Bavaria; and though Charles Lewis, 
fon to Frederic V. by virtue of the peace of Meſiphalia arrived again to the 
poſſeſſion of the lower palatinate, yet Bavaria retained the office of arch- 
ſewer; and on the contrary, a new arch- office was inſtituted in favour of 
the palatinate, namely, that of arch-treaſurer, and the recovery of the for- 
mer arch- office promiſed him, whenever the male Wilhelmine line of the 
houſe of Bavaria ſhould become wholly extinct, | | 1 
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$. 9. To the palatinate on the Rhine and the afore-mentioned arch-office 
is annexed the electoral dignity. Formerly the Pfalzgrave of the Rhine 
was eſteemed the ſecond ſecular Elector; but after the Dukes of Bavaria 
had obtained the former arch-office and the electoral dignity of the Pfalz- 
graves ($. 8.) in lieu thereof was inveſted, at the peace of Weliphalia, with 
a new arch-office and a new electoral dignity, the Pfalzgrave of the Rhine 
was conſtituted the fifth ſecular Elector. To the office of arch-ſewer was 
alſo annexed the vicariate of the Empire on the NMine in Srabia, and like- 
wiſe in the Frankiſh territories ; but the palatine-houſe forfeiting this arch- 
office, and that of Bavaria obtaining it, between theſe two houſes aroſe 
great diſputes on account of the vicariate, for the adjuſting of which, an 


adminiſtration in common was at firſt concluded on, but afterwards, namely 


in 1745, an alternate adminiſtration was agreed to, and deemed advantagi- 
ous by the electoral-college, and likewiſe confirmed in the year 1752 by 
the Emperor, the approbation of the Empire having been firſt procured, 
More concerning theſe matters, and likewiſe touching the prerogative of the 
Elector-palatine, is to be found above. 

$. 10. The electoral- title at preſent is, that of —PNfalzgrave of the Rhine, 
Arch-treaſurer and Eleftor to the holy Roman Empire, Duke in Bavaria, 
Juliers, Cleve, and the Berg, Prince of Mors, Marquis of Bergen op Zoom, 
Count of Veldens, Sponheim, the Mark and Ravenſberg, and Lord of Ra- 
venſtein. The arms on account of the palatinate on the Rhine, are a lion 


Or, in a field ſable; thoſe on account of Bavaria, lozenges or fuſils; 
| thoſe on account of Juliers, a lion ſable, in a field Or; thoſe on account 
of Cleve, eight regal ſcepters conjoined in one ſmall ſhield, in a field 


purple; thoſe on account of Berg, a lion gules, crowned verte, in a field 


argent; thoſe on account of Mors, a feſſe fable in a field Or; thoſe on ac- 
count of Bergen op Zoom, a ſhield damaſkeened ; thoſe on account of Ve.. 


denz, a lion verte, in a field argent; thoſe on account of the Mark, a feſſe 
conliſting of three checkers gules and argent, in a field Or; thoſe on ac-. 
count of Ravensberg, three chevrons gules, in a field argent; and thoſe on 
account of Pavenſtein, a red deer's attire, in a field argent. 

F. 11. The Electoral-palatinate, ever ſince the reſignation of Upper Pala- 
tine to the Elector of Bavaria, pays only the half of the electoral evaluation, 


namely thirty horſe and one hundred and thirty- eight foot, or monthly 


nine hundred and fourteen florins; to one chamber-term it contributes 494. 
rixdollars, 82 ++ kruitzers. 

§. 12. The knight-order of St. Hubert, in the Electorate-palatine, which 
was firſt founded in the fifteenth century, was revived by John William the 
Ilector in the year 1709. The badge of this order is a quadrangular croſs, 
worn pendant at a red ribband, and on the breaſt is a ſtar. Of this order 
the Elector is ſupreme maſter; but the knights are partly Princes, and 
partly Counts and Barons. There are allo other officers belonging to it. 
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$. 13. The high colleges here are, the privy State- conference and the 
privy-chancery, the regency, the upper court of appeals, the aulic-juriſ- 
diction, the aulic-chamber, and the war-council. 

$. 14. The yearly incomes of the Elector ariſing from the countries of 
the electoral and Upper Rheniſb circle are eſtimated at 900,000 guldens, ex- 
clufive of the large ſum received from the adminiſtration of the ſpiritualties. 
The revenues of the dutchies of Juliers and Berg, together with thoſe of 
the ſeigniory of Ravenſlein, amount alſo annually to about 900,000 guldens. 
To theſe ſums are moreover to be added the revenues ariſing from the 
dutchies of Neuburg and Sulzbach. | 

15. The Elector maintains two life-guards of horſe, and another of 
Sꝛoiſe, together with regiments of horſe, and foot. | 

$. 16. To the Electoral-palatine countries of the electoral NMeniſb circle, 
belong the following upper and lower prefecturates, with their remarkable 
places; viz. ES | 

I. Manheim, the electoral reſidence and the ſecond town in the electorate, 
being a ſtrong fortreſs, lying in a low plain near the influx of the Nectar into 
the Rhine. In the year 1606, the Elector Frederick IV. began to convert 
the old village and citadel of Manheim into a town, receiving into it ſome 
Netherlanders, who had quitted their country for the ſake of liberty of con- 
ſeience. And though this new town was miſerably laid waſte in the year 
1622, at which time it was beſieged and taken by the Bavarians, and in 
1688, together with the fort of Fredericksburg, entirely demoliſhed by the 
French; yet the Electors John William and Charles Philip, cauſed it to be 
rebuilt and fortified it in ſuch a manner, that it is now become one of the 
fineſt towns in Germany, and a place of great ſtrength, but for the defence 
of it are required full 10,000 men. The ſtreets here interſe& each other 
at right angles in ſuch a manner, that at each corner the ſpectator has a 
view of four ſtreets. To the great market here the Roman-catholic church 
and the council-houſe, with the tower ſtanding between them, add an or- 


namental ſymmetry. In this market is alſo to be ſeen a fine fountain with 


four pillars, in which ſtands a lion, but the town labours under a want of 
good water and a wholſome air, the court here as well as the principal in- 
habitants uſing the water of Heidelberg. The electoral palace is one of the 
fineſt buildings in all Europe. The collection of paintings to be found in 
this palace, and which were for the moſt part brought thither from Du/- 
feldorf, is grand, and in what is called the treaſury is to be found a con- 
ſiderable ſtore of various antiquities relative to the palatine-houſe, and 
among others the golden crown of the unhappy Elector and Bohemian 
King Frederick, which is here and there ſet with ſtones.

Heidelberg, the principal town of the electorate, lying in a pleaſant ſpot 
on the river of the Geisberg (in Latin Mons Caprarius) near the river 


jectured that in the twelfth century Conrad, duke in Swabia and Pfalz- 
grave on the Rhine, firſt environed this town with walls, making it the 
reſidence. In the years 1278 and 1288 it was entirely burnt down. In 
1392 it was enlarged by the Pfalzgrave Ruprecht. In 1622 it was taken 
and plundered by the Bavarians; in 1689 miſerably laid waſte by the 
French, and in 1693, not only plundered by them,. but alſo burnt and re- 
duced to a heap: of ſtones. At preſent this town is but ſmall,. though finely 
built. The ancient electoral reſidence palace ſtands on a part of the Geisberg 
called Fettenbubel, or Hugel, and commands a fine proſpe&, but is an old- 
faſhioned building. Somewhat higher than this ſtood the oldeſt palace in 


the town, and above that on the top of the Gabberg was formerly what is 


called a King's throne, ſeated under the covert of a large oak. Of the 
church of the Holy Gh here, the Roman-catholics are in poſſeſſion of the 


choir, but the reſt of it is held by the Caluviniſis, theſe two parts being ſe- 


parated from each other by a thick wall. In the former was anciently kept 

| the famous library, which in the year 1622, on the reduction of this town 
| by ſtorm by General Tilly was much injured, and in the following year a 
conſiderable part of the books were ſent by the Elector Maximilian of Ba- 
varia (who ſelected the rareſt of them for himſelf) to Rome as a preſent to 
pope Gregory XV. and added to the Vatican library. In this choir alſo lies 


the burial-place of divers of the Electors and Pfalzgraves. The Calviniſts 


are moreover in poſſeſſion of the church of St. Peters, which lies in the 
ſuburbs, and the Lutherans of the church of Providence. Excluſive too of 
a fine college of Jeſuits in the ſame place, and a church, there are, more- 


over, fix cloyſters in this town with churches in them. At the Schonan, 


or Monk-Court, here are held the aſſemblies of the Caluiniſis church-council, 
| | together with thoſe of the ſpiritual adminiſtration, and the matrimonial- 


court. Near it ſtands the French church and the gymnaſium of the Calui- 


niſts, The anciently fo celebrated univerſity here was founded by the 

Elector Ruprecht I. but it is not known for certain at what time, the years 

1346, 1376, 1386. and 1387 being all aſſigned for its foundation. Charles 

Lewis the Elector, however, revived it in 1652; and at preſent it is filled

or the Sapience here, was formerly an Auguſtine cloyſter ; which in 1555 
was appointed for the reſidence of poor ſtudents, and belongs at preſent to 


the Calvin;/t:, Ever fince the year 1728, twelve ſtudents have been pro- 


vided therein with lodging and board. The bridge here over the Neckar 


is covered. On the middle ef the Geisberg, towards the end of the ſuburbs 


of the Speyer, ſtood the fort which the Elector Frederick I. who was ex- 
communicated by means of the pope, and put under the ban by the Em- 
peror, cauſed to be erected in the year 1461, or 1462, calling it Truts 
Kaiſer ; but which the Elector Charles Lewis, who improved and fortified 
it anew, diſtinguiſhed by the name of the Szernſchanze. This fort was de- 
moliſhed by the French. 

Exactly oppoſite to Theidelberg ſtands a high mountain, commonly called 
the Holy mountain, and which by ſome is held to be the Mons Pyrus men- 
tioned by Ammianus Marcellinus. On this mountain the Romans built a 
caſtle. In the time of the Franks it was called Aberingsburg, Abrinsberg, 
Abramesberg and Ebrenſperg, and on it was firſt erected a church, but after- 
wards, namely in 1023 a cloyſter, to which frequent pilgrimages are made, 


whence it has obtained the name of the Hoh mountain. Theſe buildings are 
fallen long ſince to ruin. 


From Heidelberg runs an avenue to 


Schwetzingen, which is a hunting palace of the Elector's, lying one 
hour's diſtance from the town. 


The ancient cloyſter of Neuburg, which lies on the other fide of the 
Neckar, was made a donation of to the jeſuits of Heidelberg. 

Wreblingen, or Weiblingen, ſeated on the Neckar, not far from Heidelberg, 
is remarkable on the following account, vi. that at this place the family of 
Hohenſtaufen obtained the name of Gibellins, or Weiblings, in as much as: 


by marriage into the Weibling family, they brought to themſelves their eſtate 
and dignity. 


Weinheim, anciently called Winenbeim, Mindebeim and Windenheim, a 


town ſeated in the fineſt ſpot of the Berg/tra/z, and having a good neu 


of wine. At this place is a Roman-catholic, a Calviniſt, and a Lutheran 


church. Near it ſtands the mountain-citadel of Mindecꝶ. 


Schonau, a ſmall town, into which the Elector Frederick III. received 
the baniſhed Netherlanders and French. 

Neckar-Gemund, a little town lying on the Ninh into which at this 
place falls the rivulet of Elſatæ. The town was mortgaged to the Pfalz- 
graves in the year 1339 by the Emperor Lewis. In 1622, General 77/ 
cauſed it to be taken by ſtorm and plundered, and all the inhabitants to be 


put to the ſword.

This place is the ſeat of the upper amt-office, being an ancient little town 
lying on the Neckar, and for a long time paſt poſſeſſed in common by the 
Elector-palatine and the biſhopric of Vorms. In the laſt century the latter 
wanted to redeem the half of the town, which had been mortgaged to the 
Elector-palatine, and the Imperial aulic-council acknowledged in 1673, 
that the Elector-Palatine ought to ſuffer ſuch redemption to take place, but 
he never complied with it. In the year 1705 an agieement was made, by 


virtue of which the biſhopric of Worms ceded the town of Ladenburg, to- 


gether with certain villageſhips, and all ſovereignty and juriſdiction over 
them for ever to the Elector-palatine, and obtained on the contrary in like 
manner the fort of Stein. In the year 1622, the Count of Mansfeld making 
himſelf maſter of this place, cauſed the town-walls and citadel to be razed. 
In 1693 the French occaſioned great deſolation here. In this town are 
churches of the three religions. To

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his ſon Charles, in the year 1576, to be a Prince of the Empire, and the 
county of Aremberg to a principality, In the year 1644, the Emperor 
Ferdinand III. conferred on this houſe the ducal dignity. 

$. 3. The regent Duke of Aremberg enjoys both ſeat and voice at the 
Diets of the electoral Rheniſb circle next after the Elector-palatine, and at 
the Diets of the Empire in the council of the Princes thereof after the 
Duke of Wurtemberg, as princely Count of Mompelgard. His Imperial 
evaluation is two horſe and fix foot, or forty-eight florins; and to each 
chamber-term he contributes eighty-one rixdollars and fixty kruitzers. 

$. 4. The head-place of this principality is 
Aremberg, a ſmall town, containing a citadel. 

Reetæ and Hylingen are both villages. 


The Prince of Thurn and Taxis is poſſeſſed, indeed, in this circle of no 
immediate eſtate ; notwithſtanding which, Prince Anſelm Francis, in the 


year 1724, was admitted to a ſeat and voice therein, having advanced for 
this purchaſe a capital of 80,000 rixdollars, on the proviſo, that the circle 
pay out the yearly intereſt of 4000 rixdollars arifing therefrom, all the taxes 
due to the Empire and circle, as alſo the chamber-terms, and in theſe 
matters indemnify the princely-houſe. The Emperor has raiſed the general 
Imperial poſt-office, in behoof of this houſe, to a free meſn eſtate ; and 
upon this, by virtue of an Imperial decree, the Prince of Thurn and Taxis 
was ordered to be actually introduced into the council of the Princes 
of the Empire. This introduction happened in the year 1754. The 
Prince's title is, N.N. of the holy Roman Empire, Prince of Thurn and 
Taxis, Count of Valvaſina, Baron of Impden, Lord of the free Imperial 
ſeigniory of Eglingen and Oſterhofen, as alſo of the ſeigniories of Demmin- 
gen, Mark Tiſchingen, Trugenhofen, Balmerſhofen, Duttenſtein, Wol- 


fertheim, Roſſum and Meuſſeghem, of the ſovereign province of Hennegau

The Teutonick bailiwick of CozLENZ. 


The Teutonick order of knights is poſſeſſed in this circle of a bailiwick 


named from the town of Coblenz, the provincial commandery of which 
enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Diets of the electoral Rheniſb circle, and 
likewiſe among the prelates of the Empire on the Rheniſb bench. Its 
matricular evaluation is four horſe and twenty foot, or one hundred and 
twenty-eight florins; and to each chamber-term it pays fifty rixdollars 
ſixty-ſeven kruitzers and a half. This bailiwick has its ſeat at Co/ogn. To

The Sz1GNIORY of 
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TH E ſeigniory, or, as it is alſo called, the county of Beilſiein, lies on the 

Meſterwalde, betwixt Naſſau- Dillenburg, Hadamar, Weilburg and the 
Solm county of Greifenſtein. This ſeigniory belongs to the princely houſe 
of Naſſau-Orange-Dietz, which, on account thereof, enjoys both ſeat and 
voice at the Diets of the electoral Rheniſb circle. Its matricular evaluation 
is one horſe and two foot, or twenty florins. 'To each chamber-term it 
ſtands in the old matriculas at ſeven florins. What it pays, according 
to the foot or ſtandard now raiſed, I have not been able to find. 


Through miſtake a part of this ſeigniory has been already treated of above, 
p. 416; but as the tract there deſcribed belongs properly to this place, we 
are here ſtill to mention that it comprizes, | 


1. Beilſtein, a (mall town and citadel. 


2. Above fifty villages, together with the pariſhes of Emmerichenhayn, 
Liebenſcheid and Marienberg.

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| TH Is county lies near the above-deſcribed county of Mied, in the circle 


of Weſtphalia (ſee p. 432.) and formerly belonged to particular Counts, 
as a fief of the electorate of Trier. Count Erneſt, the laſt of theſe Counts, 
dying in the year 1664 without heirs, the Elector of Trier ſuppreſſed the 
greateſt part of the county, and alſo obtained, at the Diets of the electoral 
Rheniſb circle, the place and voice of Lower-lſenburg. A ſmaller part of it is 
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8 by the Counts of Wied- Runkel (ſee p. 432.) and another by the 
arons of Walderdorf. This county has a matricular evaluation of two horſe 
and eight foot, or fifty-ſix florins. To each chamber-term it pays forty 
rixdollars, fifty-four kruitzers, of which ſum the Elector ot Trier pays thirty 


rixdollars, forty kruitzers and a half; the Count of New-Mied, five rixdol- 


lars, fix kruitzers and a quarter; the Count of Wied-Runkel, two rixdollars, 
forty-eight kruitzers and a quarter; and the Baron of Walderdorf' allo two 
rixdollars, forty-eight kruitzers and a quarter,

The BURGGRAVIATE Of 
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HIS burggraviate lies on the Rhine, between the ſeigniory of Brey/ich 
in the dutchy of Juliers and the archbiſhopric of Colagn, being very 
inconſiderable. Formerly it had Burggraves of its own, who became ex- 
tinct in the year 1548. Upon this the Elector of Cologn wanted to ſuppreſs 
it, but the chamber-judicatory adjudged it, in the year 1576,. to belong to 
Fobn of Warſperg. In the year 1654, the Counts of Sinzendorf, of the 
Erneſtbrunn line, purchaſed this burggraviate, of which they are till 


poſſeſſed, and on account thereof enjoy both ſeat and voice at the Diets of 


the electoral Rheniſh circle. See p. 5 17. Its matricular evaluation is one 
horſe or twelve florins. 

Its chamber-terms, each of which are to amount to ſixteen rixdollars, 
nineteen kruitzers, have not yet been current. To this burggraviate

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Rem. The town of Gelnhauſen, which lies in the Wetterau, on the river 
Kinzig, near five hours diſtance from Hanau, ſtands in the matriculas of 
the Empire as an immediate Imperial city of the circle of Weſiphalia, and 
was alſo declared ſuch, in the year 1734, by a ſentence of the chamber- 
judicatory: but with this ſentence its mortgagees, the EleQor-palatine - 
and Hanau, refuſed to comply, and the town alſo at length wholly ſub- 
jected itſelf to them; upon which. the EleQor-palatine, in the year 1746, 
diſpoſed of his ſhare in it to Hanau or Heſſe-Caſſel for the ſum of 12,000 
florins. | | 
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
